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Report  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor. 


Hastings,  Mich.,  May  1,  1897,  P.  P.  XXXIV. 

To  the  Order  Universal : 

With  my  induction  into  the  office  of  Supreme  Chancellor  there  came  to 
me  a  legacy  of  good  will  and  fellowship,  largely  the  result  of  the  faithful 
service  of  my  predecessor.  Whatever  bitterness  had  been  engendered  by 
reason  of  the  legislation  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  upon  the  liquor  question,  as 
well  as  the  printing  of  the  ritual  exclusively  in  the  English  language,  had 
subsided.  With  the  gavel  of  authority  there  came  to  me  a  cloudless 
Pythian  sky;  neither  dissensions  within  or  without,  but  peace  and  pros¬ 
perity,  and  an  eagerness  on  every  hand  to  lift  still  higher  the  Pythian 
banner,  which  today  proudly  floats  over  the  greatest  and  grandest  civic 
organization  that  has  been  instituted  among  men. 

It  has  been  my  purpose  and  earnest  desire  to  come  in  closer  touch  with 
the  membership  at  large;  to.  work  with  and  stand  with  the  boys  to 
whose  efforts  our  order  is  indebted  for  the  magnificent  history  it  has  written 
for  the  future  yet  to  come.  I  have  hoped  to  come  in  closer  sympathy  with 
them,  and  to  know  their  every  need,  and  desire  that  I  may  be  more  help¬ 
ful.  As  to  how  well  I  have  succeeded  in  this  direction,  I  must  wait  for  the 
faithful  verdict  that  will  be  sure  to  come. 

The  year  ending  March  31, 1897,  may  be  very  properly  added  to  the  two 
years  and  more  preceding  it,  as  years  of  great  financial  distress  and  busi¬ 
ness  stagnation.  During  this  period  of  business  depression  our  organiza¬ 
tion  has  suffered  together  with  others,  and  our  growth  has  not  been  as 
large  as  we  had  hoped ;  yet  it  has  been  a  substantial  growth.  The  southern 
states,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  have  shown  an  increase  in  each 
domain.  During  the  year,  however,  our  increase  has  been  something  near 
five  thousand,  and,  all  things  being  considered,  we  have  every  reason  to  be 
grateful.  The  suspensions  for  the  non-payment  of  dues  and  the  payment 
of  sick  benefits  are,  in  my  judgment,  questions  demanding  the  most  earnest 
thought  of  the  lawmakers  of  our  body.  If  the  suspensions  for  the  non¬ 
payment  of  dues  could  be  stopped  for  a  period  of  four  years,  our  organiza¬ 
tion  would  surpass  numerically  any  of  the  civic  societies  extant.  It  has 
occurred  to  me  that  a  commission  ought  to  be  appointed  to  investigate  and 
report  ways  and  means  to  stop  the  great  army  of  Pythians  who  are  march¬ 
ing  out  of  our  castle  halls  for  the  non-payment  of  dues.  Something,  I  am 
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sure,  will  be  done  in  the  near  future  which  will  bring  to  us  the  desired  result. 
In  the  meantime  the  subordinate  lodges  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain 
ought  to  be  made  to  understand  the  importance  of  selecting  the  most  com¬ 
petent  man  in  the  lodge  for  the  master  of  finance.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
important  offices  in  the  lodge,  and  either  by  the  payment  of  a  salary  or  a 
commission,  he  should  be  induced  to  devote  whatever  time  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  in  visiting  the  membership  and  promptly  collecting  dues.  The  chan¬ 
cellor  commander  can  do  much  in  visiting  delinquent  members  and  in  assist¬ 
ing  the  master  of  finance  in  collecting  the  dues.  Brethren,  can  we  afford 
to  see  an  organization  of  this  kind,  glorious  in  everything  that  makes  up  a 
great  fraternal  society,  be  depleted  by  the  neglect  of  the  officers  of  the  lodge 
in  collecting  dues?  When  we  consider  the  thousands  that  have  been  sus¬ 
pended  during  the  last  year,  and  yet  are  able  to  show  an  increase  of  more 
than  five  thousand  during  the  twelve  months  of  business  stagnation,  we 
can  best  understand  and  appreciate  the  hold  that  this  great  organization 
has  upon  the  hearts  of  our  people. 

By  the  time  this  report  reaches  its  readers  the  Pythian  banner  will  have 
been  planted  in  far  away  Alaska.  A  dispensation  has  been  granted  to  in¬ 
stitute  a  lodge  in  Juneau.  The  petition  comprises  the  leading  citizens  in 
that  thriving  city.  Gratifying  news  reaches  me  from  the  brethren  of 
Quebec,  and  I  have  reasons  to  hope  and  believe  that  during  this  adminis¬ 
tration  sufficient  lodges  will  have  been  instituted  for  the  organization  of  a 
Grand  Lodge.  From  all  quarters  of  the  Supreme  Domain  come  cheering 
words  assuring  me  that  the  good  work  is  going  on  all  along  the  line. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  be  present  at  the  unveiling  of  the  monument 
erected  at  Mount  Holly,  N.  J.,  to  the  memory  of  the  first  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor,  Samuel  Read.  Before  the  next  biennial  report  from  this  office  shall 
have  been  written,  a  monument  will  be  unveiled  to  the  immortal  Shaw,  who 
lives  in  the  hearts  of  the  great  Pythian  world  as  but  few  men  do.  It  is  my 
hope  and  expectation  that  before  the  Indianapolis  convention  the  commit¬ 
tee  will  have  completed  the  monument  to  the  founder  of  our  order.  A 
final  appeal  has  been  made  by  the  committee  for  assistance,  and  I  hope  and 
believe  that  the  response  will  be  generous,  to  the  end  that  we  may  pay  a 
deserving  tribute  to  the  memory  of  him  who,  upon  the  great  lakes  of  my 
own  Peninsular  State,  wrote  the  first  ritual  of  our  order  and  conceived  the 
idea  that  led  to  the  formation  of  the  first  lodge  in  1864. 

THE  GERMAN  QUESTION. 

In  the  litigation  known  as  Waldeck  Lodge  vs.  The  Grand  Lodge  of 
Illinois  (which  was  agreed  upon  as  a  test  case),  in  which  a  preliminary 
writ  of  mandamus  against  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  in  the  Superior 
Court  of  Cook  County,  was  decreed,  commanding  the  Grand  Lodge  to 
restore  to  relator  all  of  its  legal  rights  in  the  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  and 
extend  to  it  all  of  the  privileges  accorded  to  members  of  the  order  and  to 
the  subordidate  lodges;  requiring  the  Grand  Chancellor  to  promulgate  to 
its  members  the  password,  and  to  restore  the  individual  members  of 
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Waldeck  Lodge,  who  are  members  of  the  Endowment  Rank,  to  all  of  their 
legal  rights  as  members  of  the  order.  This  decree  was  reversed  by  the 
Appellate  Court.  An  appeal  was  taken  by  Waldeck  Lodge  from  said 
decision  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois.  The  Supreme  Court  has  fully 
sustained  the  position  taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  has  held,  among 
other  things,  that  the  power  of  adopting  all  necessary  laws  for  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  subordinate  lodges  and  grand  lodges  resided  in  the  Supreme 
Lodge ,  which  has  been  duly  incorporated  by  act  of  Congress.  The  court  expressly 
held  that  the  supreme  legislative  body  of  the  order  had  the  right  to  legis¬ 
late  that  its  ritual  be  printed  in  the  English  language  only. 

It  will  appear  that  Waldeck  Lodge  refused  to  comply  with  the  law,  and, 
upon  their  refusal,  their  charter  was  suspended  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Illinois,  and  they  were  no  longer  recognized  as  members  of  the  order. 
This  litigation  was  commenced  by  them  for  the  purpose  of  compelling  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  to  desist  from  interference  and  to  extend  to  them 
all  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of  members  of  the  order  while  they  were 
rebellious  and  refused  to  comply  with  the  supreme  legislation.  This  lodge 
claimed  to  have  certain  vested  rights  by  long  continuance  in  the  use  of 
the  German  ritual.  The  Supreme  Court  has  fully  decided  these  questions, 
and  has  refused  the  Lodge  all  the  alleged  rights  asked  for  by  them  in  their 
petition  for  mandamus,  and  has  fully  sustained  the  Supreme  Lodge  upon 
this  vexed  question. 

The  case  known  as  the  Detroit  case,  in  which  is  involved  the  right  of 
the  so-called  Improved  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  to  the  use  of  the  name 
“Knights  of  Pythias,”  is  still  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Michigan,  it 
having  been  argued  and  submitted  at  the  present  term.  A  decision  will 
soon  be  reached  in  this  case,  and  all  litigation  involving  the  questions 
growing  out  of  the  German  legislation  will  have  been  settled. 


ENDOWMENT  RANK. 

It  is  a  source  of  gratification  in  this  report,  which  goes  out  more 
generally  to  the  masses  of  the  order  than  does  that  presented  to  the 
biennial  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  to  say  a  few  words  to  the 
brethren  regarding  the  Endowment  Rank.  This  branch  of  Pythian 
knighthood  is  one  that  should  be  brought  more  closely  to  the  home  and 
firesides  of  the  brethren  than  it  is — it  is  one  that  belongs  at  home  where 
the  loved  ones  dwell.  It  should  appeal  to  the  better  side  of  our  nature,  and 
every  brother  should  see  to  it  that  those  who  are  dependent  upon  him  for 
support  are  protected  from  the  possibilities  of  want.  Every  one  of  us  has 
a  duty,  a  duty  which  we  owe  to  those  given  to  our  care,  that  we  guard  them, 
in  that  dark  hour  that  sooner  or  later  comes  to  every  home,  from  being 
objects  of  charity — how  to  do  this  best,  but  to  do  it  some  way,  it  seems  to 
me,  is  mandatory  upon  every  loyal  knight. 

The  supreme  legislative  body  of  the  order,  feeling  that  this  is  one  of 
the  essential  branches  of  a  great  and  growing  fraternity,  has  given  to  us 
the  insurance  branch,  and  we  should  be  grateful  that  it  is  so  splendidly 
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equipped,  manage  and  controlled.  Through  it  every  eligible  Knight  of 
Pythias  is  entitled,  according  to  his  means,  to  provide  an  indemnity  from 
$500  to  $3000  at  a  cost  reduced  from  that  charged  by  insurance  companies. 
The  legislation  of  1894  made  the  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Control,  and  having  served  since  1894  on  this  board,  being 
present  at  all  its  meetings,  I  have  been  privileged  to  know  something  of  its 
worth,  something  of  its  splendid  management,  and  it  is  a  source  of  gratifi¬ 
cation  to  be  able  to  say  to  the  order  universal  that,  in  my  judgment,  it  is 
an  institution  not  only  founded  upon  correct  principles,  but  economically 
managed  and  controlled,  and  is  destined  to  take  a  high  place  among  fra¬ 
ternal  organizations.  Since  the  organization  of  the  Endowment  Bank  in 
1877,  and  up  to  March  31, 1897,  it  has  paid  to  the  beneficiaries  of  deceased 
members  the  immense  amount  of  $11,041,442.02,  and  of  this  during 
the  last  twelve  months  it  has  paid  $1,012,062.36.  While  it  is  true  that  these 
particular  items  are  those  that  appeal  more  strongly  to  the  hearts  of  the 
brethren,  it  might  not  be  amiss  to  present  here  the  business  side  of 
the  ledger,  so  that  all  may  have  a  more  clear  understanding  of  the  magni¬ 
tude  of  the  growth  of  the  Endowment  Rank.  On  the  31st  day  of  March, 
1897,  there  were  3190  sections,  with  a  membership  of  48,174;  508  new 
sections  were  organized  during  the  last  year,  with  an  added  membership  of 
10,563,  and  these  additions  represent  $16,183,500  in  endowment,  and 
the  entire  amount  of  endowment  in  force  amounts  to  the  immense  sum  of 
$92,519,500.  At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  the  cash  balance  and  invest¬ 
ments  amounted  to  $454,868.12.  By  the  judicious  investment  of  the  sur¬ 
plus  the  handsome  sum  of  $19,651.65  has  been  added  thereto.  This 
condition  of  affairs  is  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  the  Rank.  When 
we  consider  the  general  condition  of  financial  affairs  throughout  our 
country,  we  can  but  marvel  at  this  wonderful  record.  During  these  recent 
years  of  business  stagnation  and  distress,  the  Endowment  Rank,  month 
after  month,  and  year  after  year,  unfalteringly  has  continued  to  grow, 
increase  and  add  to  its  surplus  as  it  never  did  in  the  years  gone  by.  With 
such  a  glorious  statement  of  facts,  may  I  not  commend  to  your  hearty, 
loyal  and  enthusiastic  support  the  Endowment  Rank.  It  is  yours,  and  its 
existence  is  for  you.  I  need  not  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
order  is  under  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  Board  of  Control  for  its  mag¬ 
nificent  management  of  this  splendid  institution.  Coming  to  it  about  nine 
years  ago,  when  the  clouds  lowered  over  and  storms  threatened  it,  these 
noble  Pythkfhs,  who,  with  a  devotion  that  has  never  wearied  in  its  well¬ 
doing,  having  so  directed  its  affairs  and  cared  for  its  interests  as  to  be  able 
today  to  point  to  the  insurance  branch  of  the  order  as  without  a  peer  in 
success  among  kindred  organizations.  The  watchword  has  truly  been 
“ Excelsior,”  and  they  have  placed  their  banner  “far  up  the  heights.” 

UNIFORM  RANK. 

I  think  it  is  generally  conceded  by  those  who  are  best  able  to  judge 
that  to  the  military  branch  is  largely  due  the  success  that  has  come  to  our 
order  since  1878.  In  view  of  the  aid  and  assistance  it  has  been  to  the  order 
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universal,  I  feel  that  it  is  entitled  to  more  than  passing  notice.  Since  its 
inception  it  has  brought  the  order  into  prominence  before  the  masses,  and 
has  given  us  marked  recognition  from  our  government.  During  the  last 
few  years  of  business  depression  it  would  be  naturally  expected  that  the 
Uniform  Rank  would  suffer.  While  it  has  to  a  certain  extent,  it  has  stood 
the  shock,  having  gained  in  the  last  year  ninety-two  companies  and  four 
new  brigades  added  to  the  list.  When  we  remember  that  this  rank  is 
largely  made  up  from  the  bread-winners  of  the  land  rather  than  from  the 
rich,  the  men  who  are  producers  and  who  come  from  the.  great  middle 
classes,  it  is  indeed  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  this  branch  of  our 
organization  has  not  been  depleted,  but  on  the  other  hand  has  moved 
steadily  forward.  In  the  various  domains  I  have  visited  since  October,  I 
find  the  members  of  the  Uniform  Rank  determined  to  make  the  next  gen¬ 
eral  encampment  at  Indianapolis  a  magnificent  success.  I  have  no  doubt 
from  the  enthusiasm  manifested  all  along  the  line,  the  “  gathering  of  the 
clans”  in  1898  will  surpass  any  display  of  citizen  soldiery  ever  before  made 
in  the  history  of  this  country.  It  is  therefore  pleasurable  for  me  ta  say  to 
the  order  universal,  that  in  recognition  of  the  magnitude  of  the  encamp¬ 
ment  the  business  people  of  Indianapolis  are  fully  alive  to  the  situation, 
and  are  making  ample  provisions  for  the  coming  of  their  guests,  and  will, 
I  am  fully  assured,  extend  to  the  brethren  from  the  north,  from  the  east, 
from  the  south  and  from  the  west  a  reception  and  welcome  that  will  be  a 
credit  to  the  Hoosier  capital. 

In  addressing  the  brethren  for  the  first  time  in  regard  to  the  military 
branch,  I  feel  that  I  may  be  pardoned  in  saying  a  few  personal  words. 
For  many  years  I  have  been  a  private  in  the  ranks  of  Hastings  Division, 
No.  19,  in  my  own  city.  It  has  been  a  matter  of  pleasure  and  pride  to 
touch  elbows  with  the  boys,  and  on  every  field  from  which  that  company 
has  carried  off  the  laurels  of  victory,  with  one  exception,  I  have  been  in 
line.  It  is,  therefore,  with  feelings  of  just  pride,  as  one  who  for  years  has 
marched  with  the  boys,  that  I  speak  these  words  of  commendation  of  the 
Uniform  Rank.  I  know  its  worth  as  a  factor  in  the  order,  its  power,  in¬ 
fluence  and  effect,  and  feel  assured  that  in  whatever  community  it  is  fos¬ 
tered  and  sustained,  there  will  Pythian  knighthood  flourish  and  prosper. 
I  trust  that  the  time  is  near  at  hand  when  there  may  be  advanced  legisla¬ 
tion  in  the  interests  of  this  important  branch  of  the  order.  I  am  not  pre¬ 
pared  to  say  that  the  supreme  legislative  body  has  done  all  that  it  ought  to 
do  or  can  do  in  the  interests  of  the  Uniform  Rank.  No  doubt  in  my  bien¬ 
nial  report  I  shall  suggest  to  the  supreme  legislative  body  some  radical 
changes  that,  in  my  judgment,  ought  to  be  made  before  the  organization  is 
able  to  go  forward  and  accomplish  what  was  intended  for  it  and  what  it  is 
capable  of  doing. 

THE  NEW  UNIFORM  RANK  RITUAL. 

At  the  time  the  vote  was  taken  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  at  its  convention 
held  at  the  city  of  Cleveland  in  1896,  upon  the  new  ritual  for  the  Uniform 
Rank,  it  was  supposed  that  all  of  the  proceedings  were  regular  and  that 
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it  had  been  legally  adopted  as  declared.  Article  xiv,  section  2,  of  the 
Supreme  Constitution  requires  that  an  amendment  of  the  rituals  shall 
require  the  vote  of  four-fifths  of  all  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 
Some  time  after  the  adjournment  it  was  discovered  that  the  new  ritual 
had  not  received  four-fifths  of  all  the  votes  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Supreme  Body ;  thus  raising  a  question  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  the 
newly  adopted  ritual.  In  order  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  would  not  be  put 
to  the  unnecessary  expense  of  printing  and  promulgating  this  ritual,  which 
later  on  might  be  declared  unconstitutional,  it  became  necessary  to  have 
an  immediate  decision  from  the  Supreme  Tribunal.  To  this  end  an  agreed 
statement  of  facts  was  prepared  and  the  case  was  presented  to  the  Supreme 
Tribunal  at  its  meeting  in  Indianapolis  on  the  third  day  of  February,  1897. 
It  was  declared  by  the  Tribunal  that  the  new  ritual  for  the  Uniform  Rank 
had  not  been  legally  adopted.  While  I  deeply  regret  that  such  is  the  fact, 
and  while  it  will  be  a  great  disappointment  to  the  Rank  itself,  yet  I  believe, 
under  all  the  circumstances,  the  proper  course  was  pursued,  and  that  any 
other  would  have  resulted  in  endless  trouble  and  unnecessary  expense,  and 
as  a  result  the  interests  of  the  Rank  would  have  been  greatly  jeopardized. 
I  am  certain  that  the  action  taken  will  meet  with  your  loyal  support  and 
warm  approval,  and  that  you  will  look  forward  to  the  next  Supreme  Lodge 
convention  to  complete  the  work  which  was  but  really  begun  at  the  Cleve¬ 
land  convention.  In  this  legislation  the  lesson  taught  I  am  sure  will  be  a 
helpful  one,  and  more  care  will  be  taken  in  the  future  by  the  supreme 
legislative  body  in  declaring  as  adopted  legislation  which  requires  the 
constitutional  number  of  votes. 


FINANCE. 

Some  months  ago  I  resolved  to  ask  for  a  financial  statement  from  the 
Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  for  publication.  In  compliance  with  my 
request,  on  the  15th  day  of  April  he  furnished  me  with  a  detailed  state¬ 
ment  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  the  term 
ending  April  1,  1897.  By  supreme  legislation  this  officer  is  required  to 
“  present  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  the  opening  of  each  biennial  convention 
a  printed  report,  giving  a  detailed  account  of  the  receipts  and  disburse¬ 
ments  of  his  office  during  the  preceding  two  fiscal  years.  He  shall  make 
such  report  also  at  any  time  when  required  to  do  so  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor .” 
No  legislation  requires  him  to  make  any  other  report  than  as  above  indi¬ 
cated.  It  appears  to  have  been  the  purpose  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  that  the 
officers  should  submit  only  to  that  body  their  official  reports.  Believing 
as  I  do,  however,  that  the  humblest  member  of  the  order  of  Knights  of 
Pythias  has  an  absolute  right  and  should  be  permitted  to  know  in  detail 
the  business  transactions  of  the  body,  I  have  requested  the  report  from  the 
Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  and  the  same  is  published  and  made  a  part 
of  this  report.  So  long  as  the  supreme  legislative  body  has  not  required 
by  legislation  reports  of  officers  to  be  made  otherwise  than  as  the  statute 
requires,  no  brother  has  any  right  to  complain.  If  the  statute  is  wrong ,  it 
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should  he  corrected ,  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Constitution.  Officers 
should  not  be  criticised  who  are  honestly  discharging  their  duties  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  law-making  power.  Believing,  as  I  do,  that  an  amendment 
should  be  made  requiring  more  frequent  reports  to  the  order  universal  of 
the  expenses  and  disbursements  of  the  order,  I  have  acted  upon  the 
authority  given  me  in  amended  statute  47,  and  submit  to  the  order  uni¬ 
versal  the  report  as  furnished  me  by  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer. 
This  custom  I  shall  preserve  during  my  term  of  office,  that  every  member 
may  know  for  himself  when  and  for  what  the  funds  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
have  been  expended. 

THE  NEXT  CONVENTION  OF  THE  SUPREME  LODGE. 

It  is  my  earnest  desire  that  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and 
encampment  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  to  be  held  at  the  city  of  Indianapolis, 
should  be  the  largest  and  most  enthusiastic  that  has  ever  been  held. 
Indeed,  the  prospects  are  such  as  to  assure  me  that  this  desire  will  be  grat¬ 
ified.  Indianapolis  is  centrally  located,  with  excellent  railroad  connections. 
For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  order,  we  had  a  rate  agreed  upon 
before  the  place  was  fixed  for  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and 
encampment  of  the  Uniform  Rank.  The  railroad  systems  known  as  the 
Monon,  Big  Four,  Lake  Shore  and  Western,  Indianapolis,  Decatur  &  West¬ 
ern,  Pennsylvania  System,  and  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  &  Dayton,  all 
center  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  and  extending  east,  north  and  south,  cov¬ 
ering  the  territory  known  as  the  Central  Traffic  Association,  had  given  to  the 
Major  General  and  the  Supreme  Chancellor  a  written  agreement  that  in 
case  the  Supreme  Lodge  held  its  next  convention  at  Indianapolis  in  1898, 
that  these  roads  would  carry  our  brethren  fof  one  cent  a  mile.  The  very 
great  disappointment  growing  out  of  the  change  of  place  of  meeting  of  our 
last  convention  brought  with  it  some  healthy  lessons,  and  the  railroads 
were  consulted  before  the  location  was  determined.  The  companies  have 
promised  that  they  would  do  the  right  thing,  but  when  the  right  time  came 
they  have  failed  to  satisfy  us.  The  written  pledge  which  we  now  have 
ought  to  make  it  possible  to  bring  together  the  greatest  Pythian  army  that 
has  ever  met  together  since  our  natal  day. 

The  fact  that  a  joint  resolution  was  passed  by  both  houses  of  the  Indiana 
legislature,  granting  the  Representatives  Hall  for  the  convention  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  is  an  assurance  of  the  hearty  welcome  that  awaits  us,  not 
alone  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  but  in  the  great  Hoosier  domain. 


CONCLUSION. 

I  am  deeply  sensible  of  the  many  acts  of  kindness  that  are  being 
extended  to  me  by  the  officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  of  the  grand 
domains  I  have  invaded,  and  especially  those  who  are  aiding  and  assisting 
me  in  arranging  the  meetings  of  their  Grand  Lodges  that  I  may  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  visit  them  during  my  term  of  office.  It  has  been  my  fondest 
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hope  and  expectation  to  be  able  to  say  at  the  Indianapolis  convention  that 
I  had  visited  and  exemplified  the  work  in  every  state,  territory  and  coun¬ 
try  where  the  Pythian  banner  waves.  The  undertaking  seems  an  almost 
physical  impossibility,  but,  with  health  and  vigor,  I  hope  to  accomplish  it. 
Many  of  the  grand  domains  expecting  an  official  visit  during  the  year 
1897  will  be  disappointed,  but  with  the  assurance  that  I  shall  be  with  them 
another  year  I  trust  that  they  will  be  Content.  I  am  giving  to  the  work 
my  entire  time,  energy  and  ability,  and  trust  and  believe,  with  the  kindly 
assistance  that  I  shall  receive  from  those  who  are  working  with  me,  the 
results  will  be  gratifying  to  those  whose  hearts  are  enlisted  in  this  great 
and  glorious  cause,  which  lias  become  an  integral  part  of  the  fabric  of  our 
social  life;  an  organization  which  has  touched  the  deep  heart  of  humanity 
and  has  stirred  its  noblest  instincts ;  an  order  in  which  men,  by  the  exer¬ 
cise  of  the  tenets  of  Pythianism,  have  found  the  flowers  of  their  own 
sympathies  unfolding  and  the  secret  spring  of  goodness  purified  and 
strengthened;  an  order  which  is  supplying  the  cement  that  unites  what 
the  exigencies  of  business  life  and  business  competition  are  disintegrating. 
Ours  is  one  of  the  great  leveling  forces  in  society,  and,  next  to  the  living 
church,  this,  with  kindred  fraternal  societies,  is  carrying  the  doctrine  of 
good  will  to  men.  Soldiers  in  such  a  glorious  cause  as  this  may  well  be 
proud  of  the  helmet  of  Pythian  knighthood.  Let  us  march  on  to  the 
realization  of  our  fondest  hopes  and  expectations.

I  submit  herewith,  as  required  by  statute,  a  report  of  the  transactions 
of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1897,  P.  P.  XXXIV. 

As  usual,  the  transmission  of  my  report  has  been  delayed  by  delin¬ 
quency  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  grand  domains  in  forwarding  the  annual 
reports  which  they  are  required  by  law  to  have  in  my  hands  on  or  before 
April  1,  the  last  one  not  having  reached  this  office  until  today. 

From  the  appended  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  subor¬ 
dinate  lodges,  December  31,  1896,  was  6637,  while  the  total  membership, 
on  the  same  date,  was  469,291,  being  a  net  gain,  during  the  calendar  year 
1896,  of  133  lodges  and  4752  members.  When  we  take  into  consideration 
the  stringency  of  the  times  during  the  past  year,  we  may  find  just  cause 
for  congratulation  in  the  fact  that  we  have  been  able  to  make  an  appre¬ 
ciable  gain,  while  many  other  fraternities  have  stood  still  or  retrograded.

Notes. — The  March,  1897,  receipts  are  not  included  in  this  statement,  as  the  remittance 
for  any  one  month  of  necessity  does  not  reach  me  in  time  to  be  included  in  that  month’s 
entries.  The  March  receipts  were  $8,630.43.  The  same  is  true  of  exchequer  orders,  which 
are  not  usually  drawn  until  in  the  month  succeeding  that  in  which  the  indebtedness  is 
contracted. 

All  the  disbursements  marked*  are  covered  by  the  budget,  as  approved  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge.  Those  marked**  are  direct  appropriations  by  the  Supreme  Lodge.  That 
marked***  is  for  such  articles  as  are  resold  at  a  profit,  which  profit  constitutes  the  prin¬ 
cipal  revenue  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  The  expenditure  for  this  purpose  can  not  be 
estimated,  as  it  necessarily  varies,  and  is  regulated  by  the  extent  of  the  sales  made. 
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The  balances  shown  to  credit  of  some  of  the  accounts  will  be  disposed 
of  by  payments  due  for  salaries,  etc.,  for  which  exchequer  orders  had  not 
been  drawn  prior  to  close  of  the  year.  In  some  cases  the  credit  balances 
shown  will  be  re-covered  into  the  general  fund,  the  appropriations  being 
in  excess  of  amounts  subsequently  found  to  be  necessary. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  shown  on  hand  April  1st,  I  have  also 
$1,361.80,  received  from  my  predecessor,  and  belonging  to  the  Hines  memo¬ 
rial  fund.  It  may  be  proper  to  state  that  the  funds  of  the  Supreme  Lodge, 
including  this  latter  sum,  are  kept  on  deposit  on  open  bank  account  in  my 
official  name,  in  two  national  banks,  in  proximately  equal  amounts,  and 
that  each  of  the  banks  has  given  bond  in  the  sum ‘of  $25,000  for  the 
prompt  payment  of  all  checks  and  proper  accounting. 

It  will  afford  me  pleasure  to  furnish  you  with  any  additional  informa¬ 
tion  you  may  desire.

Report  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor. 


Office  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor, 

Hastings,  Michigan,  August,  1898,  p.  p.  xxxv. 
Members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge : 

Section  10,  article  viii,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  pro¬ 
vides  that  “The  Supreme  Chancellor  at  each  regular  convention  of  the 
.Supreme  Lodge  shall  present  to  it  a  report  of  his  official  acts  during  its 
recess.  His  report  shall  contain  information  in  regard  to  the  state  of  the 
order  and  such  recommendations  as  he  may  deem  necessary  and  expe¬ 
dient.”  In  compliance  with  this  requirement  of  the  law  and  pursuant  to 
the  custom  of  my  predecessors,  this  report  is  fraternally  submitted. 

Memory  paints  many  pictures  for  those  who  have  been  honored  as,  and 
who  have  discharged  the  duties  of,  the  chief  executive  of  this  great  order. 
Whatever  pictures  may  have  been  photographed  upon  my  memory  and 
fade  with  the  years,  there  is  one  that  will  go  with  me  until  the  last  mile 
stone  is  reached.  The  city  of  Cleveland  is  the  place,  the  afternoon  of  the 
third  day  of  September,  1896,  the  time — surrounded  by  my  associates  in  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  with  Henry  Clay  Barry  as  the  central  figure — the  last 
words  of  the  installation  service  have  fallen  from  the  lips  of  this  venerable 
Pythian,  the  oldest  living  Past  Executive  in  the  order — he  hands  me  the 
gavel  of  authority  of  this  mighty  organization.  Then  there  came  to  me  a 
sense  of  profound  gratitude  for  your  continued  kindness  to  me,  mingled 
with  the  sense  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  office  I  had  assumed.  As  I 
took  the  gavel  I  registered  a  vow  with  the  Supreme  Ruler  that  I  would 
return  it  with  honor.  I  bring  you  to-day  a  record  not  without  its  mistakes, 
but  the  product  of  the  best  that  there  was  in  me.  The  history  is  written 
and  the  book  is  closed,  and  this  administration  will  be  judged  by  the  student 
of  Pythian  history  for  what  its  pages  contain.  The  work  was  taken  up 
with  an  earnest  desire  to  get  close  to  the  great  Pythian  heart  beating  in 
more  than  six  thousand  castle  halls;  to  break  down  barriers  that  have 
long  existed,  and  to  bring  closer  together  the  subordinate  lodges  and  the 
supreme  authority,  to  the  end  that  we  might  attain  the  highest  triumph 
of  the  divine  spirit  of  fraternity.  In  every  domain  that  I  have  visited  this 
thought  has  been  uppermost  in  my  mind.  Whether  or  not  success  has 
crowned  my  efforts  you  must  be  the  judge.  The  two  years  that  go  down 
into  history  with  the  close  of  this  administration  have  been  freighted  with 
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anxiety  and  many  cares.  Your  continued  goodness  and  courtesy  have 
been  to  me  an  inspiration  to  more  earnest  endeavor  in  the  cause  which 
has  become  a  part  of  my  very  life. 

Every  civic  organization  has  its  days  of  sunshine  and  shadow,  of  joy 
and  sorrow,  of  prosperity  and  adversity.  These  are  but  parts  of  the  great 
total  that  makes  up  the  history  of  every  institution  that  has  been  of  use¬ 
fulness  and  service  in  our  land.  The  days  of  miraculous  growth  are  in  the 
past.  Pythianism  has  found  an  abiding  place  in  every  part  of  this  great 
North  American  continent.  The  order  appeals  to  the  highest  intelligence 
of  all  classes  of  people,  and  everywhere  it  has. been  accepted  as  the  greatest 
fraternal  institution  that  has  been  born  of  the  genius  of  American  thought. 
While  in  our  upward  career  we  have  not  reached  the  zenith,  yet  we  have 
come  to  a  place  where  our  growth  numerically  must  necessarily  be  less. 
During  the  past  ten  years  our  growth  has  been  nothing  short  of  phe¬ 
nomenal,  and  we  have  not  been  prepared  to  confront  the  fact  that  our 
order  should  ever  reach  the  time  when  its  growth  should  be  less  rapid. 
W e  can  not  deny  the  fact  that  we  are  here  brought  face  to  face  with  a  con¬ 
dition  that  requires  the  united  effort,  the  highest  intelligence  and  the 
thoughtful  consideration  of  every  member  of  this  body.  The  harmony 
and  good  will  that  have  ever  characterized  our  deliberations  as  a  legislative 
body  should  justify  the  hope  that  this  convention  will  be  no  exception  to 
the  rule.  During  the  past  two  years  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  meet  the 
great  majority  of  the  representatives  in  their  respective  homes,  and  I 
understand  why  you  have  been  sent  here  in  the  interests  of  your  domains. 
Your  experience  in  Pythian  life  and  your  knowledge  of  Pythian  needs  are 
recommendations  for  your  selection.  You  have  labored  long  in  the  Pythian 
vineyard ;  your  labors  have  been  rewarded.  It  is  true  that  every  organiza¬ 
tion  has  upon  its  roster  of  membership  those  who  see  purpling  in  the 
autumn  sun  of  biennial  conventions  the  ripening  fruit,  a  large  portion  of 
which  they  claim  for  themselves  as  a  reward  of  service — they  grasp  it  with 
eager  hands.  Many  times  they  find  it  as  the  apples  that  grow  by  the  Dead 
Sea,  and  fall  to  ashes  in  their  very  grasp.  It  often  occurs  that  this  disap¬ 
pointment  gives  rise  to  bitter  innuendo  and  criticism  of  superior  officers 
and  legislation,  fault-finding  and  threats,  during  the  interim  of  conventions. 
By  closely  observing  these  would-be  reformers  we  find  not  only  what  ought 
to  be  done  but  what  will  be  done  at  the  next  convention.  We  are  pro¬ 
foundly  grateful  that  but  few  of  these  have  found  their  way  into  the  legis¬ 
lative  halls  of  this  the  grandest  and  most  intelligent  body  of  representatives 
that  convenes  on  this  continent,  representatives  who  fearlessly  discharge 
their  duties  according  to  the  light  that  is  given  them,  and  always  looking  to 
the  highest  good  of  our  beloved  order;  brothers  who  toil  not  for  the  profit 
but  for  a  love  born  of  desire  to  make  it  what  it  should  be,  the  ideal  fraternal 
order  of  the  world.  My  brothers,  we  come  into  a  kingdom  that  has  been 
prepared  for  us;  every  stone  has  been  laid  by  hands  consecrated  to  the 
work.  Beside  the  shoreless  sea  stand  to-day  many' of  the  builders  of  this 
temple.  It  is  a  sacred  place.  Let  us  enter  with  pure  hearts  and  deter¬ 
mined  purpose  to  preserve  with  honor  the  rich  legacy  we  have  inherited. 
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In  taking  up  the  work  that  is  before  us  I  implore  you  to  put  aside  per¬ 
sonalities,  jealousies,  if  any  such  exist,  and  whatever  might  disturb  the 
peaceful  deliberations  of  this  body,  and  hand  in  hand,  heart  to  heart  and 
soul  to  soul,  go  on  in  the  noble  work  of  unselfish  legislation  best  calculated 
to  keep  before  the  public  gaze  and  in  the  public  heart  the  thought  and 
feeling  that  Pythian  knighthood  is  a  divine  institution. 

ENDOWMENT  RANK. 

For  four  years  it  has  been  my  pleasure  and  privilege  to  join  with  and 
participate  in  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  Endowment 
Rank,  and  now,  at  the  termination  of  the  labor,  I  feel  it  to  be  my  bounden 
duty  to  bear  testimony  of  my  high  appreciation  of  the  splendid  service 
which  that  body  has  done  and  is  doing  for  the  advancement,  promotion 
and  permanency  of  this  grand  and  practical  branch  of  Pythian  knight¬ 
hood. 

As  the  Board  of  Control  will,  at  this  convention,  present  to  you  a  full 
and  comprehensive  report  of  the  work  which  has  been  performed  and  ac¬ 
complishments  which  have  therefrom  resulted  for  the  two  years  just 
passed,  I  will  not  here  enter  into  the  consideration  of  facts  or  figures,  leav¬ 
ing  that  to  them,  and  turning  my  attention  to  the  subject  in  a  general  way, 
placing  on  record  the  result  of  my  observations. 

When  first  I  became  actively  associated  with  the  work  of  the  Board  of 
Control,  as  a  member  ex  officio,  I  confess  that  I  had  but  little  acquaintance 
with  the  work  which  was  being  done,  and  the  splendid  results  which  were 
being  accomplished.  True,  in  the  ordinary  sense,  I  had,  in  company  with 
the  membership  of  this  body,  a  general  idea  of  the  plan,  purpose  and  aim 
of  the  insurance  branch  of  the  order,  but  it  was  not  until  I  stepped  across 
the  threshold  of  the  meetings  of  the  board  that  I  realized  fully  the  import¬ 
ance  of  this  department,  the  good  it  was  doing,  not  simply  to  those  who 
were  members  of  the  insurance  branch,  but  to  the  order  at  large.  It  must 
be  remembered  that  when  I  first  entered  the  Supreme  Lodge  as  a  repre¬ 
sentative  from  my  domain,  the  Endowment  Rank  had  not  been  fully 
accepted  and  recognized  by  the  governing  power  of  the  order  as  an  integral 
part  of  Pythian  knighthood.  At  that  time  it  had  only  a  quasi  recognition, 
and  while  it  is  true  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  held  over  it  a  protecting  hand, 
yet  there  was  at  the  same  time  a  lack  of  that  full  fellowship  necessary  to 
bring  to  the  Endowment  Rank  the  strength  and  confidence  which  it  so 
greatly  needed. 

Simultaneously,  however,  with  my  election  as  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor, 
also  came  the  constitutional  recognition  of  the  Endowment  Rank  as  a  part 
of  the  body  of  the  order,  and  it  is  with  satisfaction  and  pride  that  I  now 
say  to  you  that  I  believe  that  no  important  step  that  has  ever  been  taken 
in  connection  with  your  deliberations  has  been  more  justified  by  the  result 
than  this. 

When  first  I  met  with  the  Board  of  Control  the  membership  then  was  a 
little  over  thirty-four  thousand,  carrying  an  insurance  of  seventy-four 
millions,  while  to-day,  notwithstanding  that  during  that  entire  period 
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universal  business  depression  prevailed,  an  increase  has  been  made  of 
twenty  thousand  members,  and  over  twenty-five  millions  of  insurance. 
This  is  certainly  a  record  of  which  both  you  and  the  Board  of  Control  may 
well  feel  proud,  evidencing,  as  it  does,  continued  progress  and  success  and 
duty  well  performed. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  I  feel  that  I  would  be  indeed  lacking 
in  the  performance  of  my  duty  did  I  fail  at  this  time  to  say  a  few  words  of 
a  personal  character  in  regard  to  the  management  of  the  insurance  branch. 
During  the  four  years  of  my  association  with  it  I  have  not  been  unobservant 
of  the  splendid  as  well  as  faithful  character  of  the  performance  of  duty 
by  the  distinguished  Pythian  who  for  so  long  you  have  honored  by  election 
as  President  of  the  Board  of  Control.  Several  years  before  my  advent  John 
A.  Hinsey  came  into  your  councils,  and  to  him  was  immediately  handed 
over  the  reorganization  of  the  affairs  of  the  Endowment  Bank,  then  con¬ 
sidered  a  forlorn  hope.  When  I  came  upon  the  scene,  through  his  indomi¬ 
table  persistency,  pluck  and  intelligent  effort,  he  had  just  reached  the 
turning  point  in  the  road.  Then  I  was  afforded  an  opportunity  of  partici¬ 
pation  in  the  work  with  him  and  an  insight  into  his  methods  and  manage¬ 
ment.  I  learned  to  know  him  as  I  had  never  known  him  before.  I  can 
now  say  to  you,  from  a  knowledge  of  the  facts  and  a  close  observation  for 
four  years,  that  to  the  ability,  perspicuity  and  untiring  zeal  and  effort  of 
Brother  Hinsey,  more  than  all  else,  is  to-day  due  the  fact  that  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Bank  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  not  only  ranks  above  any 
kindred  association  in  this  country,  but  is  established  upon  a  foundation 
as  permanent  as  the  everlasting  hills.  He  deserves,  and  should  have,  your 
best  support,  your  esteem  and  confidence,  and  now  and  ever  that  recogni¬ 
tion  which  his  eminent  service  to  you  and  to  the  order  so  highly  merits. 

I  have  spoken  of  this  branch  of  the  order  as  one  of  our  children,  and  so 
it  is — the  fairest  child  of  the  Pythian  household.  Its  growth  during  the 
past  two  years  exceeds  that  of  any  two  years  in  its  history.  I  shall  ever  be 
jealous  of  its  future,  and  trust  by  proper  legislation  we  will  guard  its  every 
interest. 

UNIFOBM  BANK  BITUAL. 

At  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  held  at  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  in 
1892,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  three  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  be 
appointed  to  revise  the  ritual  of  the  Uniform  Bank,  the  said  committee  to 
be  authorized,  if  in  their  judgment  they  deem  it  best,  to  prepare  and  pre¬ 
sent  an  entirely  new  ritual,  the  said  committee  to  meet  from  time  to  time 
for  deliberation,  and  to  report  at  the  next  session  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  res¬ 
olution,  appointed,  to  constitute  such  committee,  Major  General  James  B. 
Carnahan,  Supreme  Bepresentative  W.  L.  Heiskell  and  Past  Grand  Chan¬ 
cellor  and  Past  Supreme  Bepresentative  J.  A.  Fox. 

At  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  held  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  in 
1894,  the  report  of  the  committee  on  revision  of  the  ritual  for  the  Uniform 
Bank  was  presented,  the  work  exemplified  and,  by  action  of  the  Supreme 
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Lodge,  “the  further  consideration  of  the  proposed  Uniform  Rank  ritual 
was  referred  to  the  Supreme  Council,  that  body  to  report/its  action  thereon 
at  the  next  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,”  the  quotation  being  from 
the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

At  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  held  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in 
1896,  next  following  the  Washington  convention,  a  committee  appointed 
by  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  on  the  subject  of  a  ritual 
for  the  rank,  and  consisting  of  Major  General  James  R.  Carhanan,  Briga¬ 
dier  General  W.  G.  Gage  and  Brigadier  General  D.  J.  Turner,  submitted  a 
report,  stating  that  the  accompanying  ritual  for  the  Uniform  Rank  had 
been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Uniform 
Rank,  and  requesting  that  the  ritual  be  accepted,  approved  and  adopted 
as  the  ritual  of  the  military  branch  of  the  order  by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

The  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  shows  that  Su¬ 
preme  Representative  Manning  moved  that  the  proposed  ritual  of  the 
Uniform  Rank,  as  amended  and  finally  submitted  by  the  special  commit¬ 
tee,  be  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

On  this  motion  the  yeas  and  nays  were  ordered,  and  one  hundred  and 
sixteen  votes  were  recorded  in  the  affirmative  and  eight  in  the  negative, 
and  the  proposed  ritual  was  declared  adopted. 

It  is  provided  in  the  Supreme  Constitution  that  “  any  amendment  of 
the  rituals  of  the  order  may  be  proposed  in  secret  session  at  a  regular  con¬ 
vention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  shall  be  considered  and  may  be  adopted 
in  accordance  with  the  Supreme  Statutes  ;  provided,  that  such  amendment 
shall  require  for  its  adoption  the  affirmative  vote  by  yeas  and  nays  of  four- 
fifths  of  all  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge ;  such  vote  to  be  taken  at 
the  succeeding  regular  convention  thereof,  and  then  only  after  a  full  ex¬ 
emplification,  in  the  presence  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  of  the  change  pro¬ 
posed  by  such  amendment.” 

The  total  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  the  convention  of  1896 
was  one  hundred  and  fifty-one ;  four-fifths  of  all  the  members  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Lodge  at  the  time  the  vote  on  the  proposed  Uniform  Rank  ritual 
was  taken  was  one  hundred  and  twenty  and  four-fifths,  or  practically  one 
hundred  and  twenty-one. 

The  Supreme  Statutes  provide  that  “  all  rituals  of  the  order  shall  be 
printed  under  the  direct  personal  supervision  and  control  of  the  Supreme 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal.” 

(The  above  is  the  statement  of  the  agreed  facts  in  the  case  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Lodge  vs.  White.) 

Some  time  after  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  I  directed  a 
communication  to  R.  L.  C.  White,  asking  him  why  the  new  ritual  for  the 
Uniform  Rank  had  not  been  printed,  and  in  reply  thereto  he  stated  that 
he  doubted  whether  the  ritual  for  the  Uniform  Rank  had  been  legally 
adopted,  and  that  he  did  not  think  he  had  authority  to  print  the  new  ritual. 

This  raised  a  question  of  serious  importance,  and  it  was  evident  from 
an  examination  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  that  the  ritual 
had  not  been  adopted  as  required  bylaw.  It  became  necessary  that  some

decisive  action  should  be  taken  at  once,  and  the  matter  properly  adjudi¬ 
cated.  Had  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  gone  on  and  printed 
the  rituals,  and  they  had  been  declared  illegal,  the  result  would  have  been 
a  large  and  unnecessary  expense  to  the  order  and  the  rank  which  they 
could  ill  afford  to  bear. 

It  was  finally  determined  to  submit  the  matter  to  the  Supreme  Tri¬ 
bunal  upon  an  agreed  statement  of  facts,  and  the  matter  was  presented  in 
the  manner  of  a  mandamus  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  Major  General 
to  compel  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  to  print  and  publish 
the  so-called  new  Uniform  Rank  ritual. 

Issue  was  joined  and  the  matter  argued  before  the  Supreme  Tribunal, 
who  rendered  the  opinion  that  the  so-called  ritual  for  the  Uniform  Rank 
had  not  been  legally  adopted,  and  that  the  same  was  null  and  void.  Thus 
this  matter  is  left  practically  in  the  same  condition  as  it  was  when  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  Cleveland  for  action. 

While  this  has  been  a  great  disappointment  to  the  Uniform  Rank  and 
the  order  generally,  yet,  under  the  circumstances,  it  was  the  only  feasible 
course  to  pursue,  and  any  other  would  have  been  attended  by  great  and 
unnecessary  expense.  I  believe  that  this  matter  is  now  in  such  a  condi¬ 
tion  that  it  can  be  taken  up  and  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  conven¬ 
tion  at  Indianapolis.  I  earnestly  request  that  this  course  be  taken  and  the 
ritual  legally  adopted  at  this  convention  and  promulgated  to  the  rank. 

The  following  circular  was  issued  to  the  membership  of  the  Uniform 
Rank: 

OFFICIAL  CIRCULAR. 

Office  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor, 

Hastings,  Mich.,  March  20,  1897,  p.  p.  xxxiv. 
To  the  Officers  and  Sir  Knights  of  the  Uniform  Bank : 

The  Supreme  Chancellor,  as  Commander-in-Chief,  and  the  Major  Gen¬ 
eral,  commanding  the  Uniform  Rank  Knights  of  Pythias,  submit  the  fol¬ 
lowing  in  regard  to  the  new  ritual  of  the  Uniform  Rank. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  at  the  Cleveland  convention  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  1896,  the  proposed  new  ritual  for  this  rank  was  presented  to  that 
body,  and  upon  the  vote  being  taken  upon  the  question  of  its  adoption,  it 
was  announced  by  the  Acting  Supreme  Chancellor  that  the  ritual  had  been 
adopted.  The  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  then  present  believed,  with 
the  presiding  officer,  that  the  ritual  had  been  duly  and  legally  adopted. 
With  this  belief  in  its  adoption  the  Supreme  Lodge  adjourned.  After  the 
adjournment  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  when  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal  was  preparing  to  publish  the  new  ritual,  for  the  first  time  the 
question  as  to  whether  or  not  this  ritual  had  been  legally  adopted  was 
raised.  While  there  was  but  little  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  and  the  Major  General  as  to  whether  or  not  said  ritual  had  been 
legally  adopted,  yet,  in  order  to  avoid  any  question  that  might  be  raised  as 
to  its  legal  use,  if  published,  and,  further,  to  fully  satisfy  all  as  to  its 
legality  or  illegality,  these  officers,  in  connection  with  the  Supreme  Keeper 
ofJRecords  and  Seal,  decided  to  submit  the  whole  question  to  the  highest 
court  of  the  order,  the  Supreme  Tribunal,  and  thus  settle  all  controversy. 
For  this  purpose  an  agreed  case  was  prepared,  in  which  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  and  the  Major  General  appeared  and  asked  for  an  order  upon 
the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  requiring  him  to  publish  the 
new  ritual.  While  this  was  a  friendly  suit  to  test  the  legal  questions 
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involved,  it  was  none  the  less  an  earnest  contest,  in  which  every  phase  of 
the  questions  at  issue  was  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  Supreme 
Tribunal.  The  review  of  the  case  and  the  opinion  of  the  court  in  full  has 
been  published  by  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  and  has  been 
sent  throughout  the  Supreme  Jurisdiction,  and  it  is  deemed  unnecessary 
to  again  republish  the  proceedings  and  findings  in  full.  It  is  sufficient  to 
state,  in  brief,  that  the  Supreme  Tribunal  decided  that  the  “new  ritual”  of 
the  Uniform  Rank  was  not  legally  adopted  at  the  Cleveland  convention 
of  1896,  not  having  received  the  full  four-fifths  of  all  the  votes  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  although  there  were  116  votes  in  favor  of  the 
new  ritual  and  only  8  against  it.  The  vote  here  stated  was  the  vote  of 
all  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  who  were  present  to  vote. 

While  this  finding  of  the  court  was  a  great  disappointment  to  the 
Uniform  Rank  in  general,  we  will  all  accept  the  decision  and  abide  by  it, 
as  becomes  loyal  Pythians  and  Sir  Knights,  and  trust  to  the  next  conven¬ 
tion  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  complete  the  work  that  was  supposed  to 
have  been  completed  at  Cleveland,  but  which,  in  reality,  was  only  begun 
under  the  constitution.  We  urge  every  officer  and  member  of  the  Uniform 
Rank  to  stand  true  to  his  colors,  without  faltering  or  wavering,  and  we 
believe  that  the  next  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  will  give  you  the 
ritual.  Keep  your  ranks  unbroken,  and  go  to  the  next  biennial  encamp¬ 
ment  of  the  Uniform  Rank  and  Supreme  Lodge  convention  determined  to 
sustain  the  integrity  and  honor  of  that  branch  of  the  order  that  has  done 
so  much  to  bring  the  Knights  of  Pythias  to  its  present  exalted  position. 

All  this,  and  even  more,  do  we  believe  will  be  done  by  the  Sir  Knights.

DEATH  OF  WILLIAM  WARD. 

It  has  been  a  matter  of  deep  regret  to  me  that  one  of  the  landmarks  of 
Pythianism  and  a  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  of  the  order  should  have  been 
laid  to  rest  without  notice  to  this  office.  No  officer  of  the  Supreme  Lodge, 
I  am  advised,  received  notice  of  his  death.  More  than  three  weeks  had 
elapsed  before  any  notice  whatever  was  received  of  the  death  and  burial  of 
Past  Supreme  Chancellor  William  Ward.  My  attention  wTas  first  called  to 
his  demise  through  the  Pythian  papers.  I  regret  that  I  was  not  permitted 
to  have  at  once  issued  a  circular  to  the  order  universal  and  directed  the 
lodges  to  have  suitably  commemorated  his  death  in  accordance  with  the 
usages  of  the  order.  I  availed  myself  of  the  first  opportunity  to  honor  his 
memory,  and  his  name  has  been  spoken  for  six  months  by  the  great 
Pythian  army  throughout  the  supreme  domain. 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Ward  became  a  member  of  the  order  in  1869. 
He  was  elected  Grand  Vice  Chancellor  of  New  Jersey  in  1875,  and  Grand 
Chancellor  in  1876.  He  was  elected  Supreme  Representative  in  1878  to  the 
Indianapolis  convention.  He  succeeded  to  the  chairmanship  of  the 
finance  committee  at  the  session  at  New  Orleans  in  1884.  He  was 
elected  Supreme  Yice  Chancellor  at  Toronto,  and  Supreme  Chancellor 
in  1888  at  Cincinnati.  General  Ward’s  administration  will  go  down  in 
history  as  one  of  peace  and  prosperity.  He  was  known  as  “the  peace¬ 
maker,”  and  his  good  judgment  and  counsel  has  many  a  time  smoothed  the 
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troubled  waters  of  Pythianism.  He  was  not  only  a  faithful  and  zealous 
worker  in  the  welfare  of  the  order  he  so  much  loved,  but  by  his  wise 
counsel  he  became  a  tower  of  strength  not  only  in  the  domain  of  New 
Jersey,  but  throughout  the  Supreme  Jurisdiction. 

He  was  born  and  died  in  the  city  of  Newark,  N.  J.  He  was  first  identified 
with  the  mercantile  interests  of  his  city,  but  at  the  breaking  out  of  the  war 
of  the  rebellion  he  gave  up  his  business  and  became  captain  of  Com¬ 
pany  D,  Eighth  New  Jersey  Volunteers,  and  was  mustered  into  the  service 
August  28,  1861.  He  participated  in  the  siege  of  Yorktown,  and  battles  of 
Williamsburg,  Seven  Pines,  Fair  Oaks,  Seven  Days’  Retreat  and  Malvern 
Hill.  In  1862  he  was  commissioned  lieutenant  colonel  and  assumed 
command  of  the  regiment.  While  at  the  head  of  his  regiment  at  the 
second  Manassas  he  was  severely  wounded,  being  riddled  with  bullets. 
So  severe  were  his  injuries  that  one  arm  was  amputated  at  the  shoulder, 
while  other  wounds  never  healed.  His  injury  disabled  him  for  service  in 
the  field,  and  he  was  confined  for  upward  of  three  years.  Upon  his  return 
to  active  life,  he  was  honored  by  the  municipal  government  of  Newrark, 
and  held  many  positions  of  prominence  and  trust.  He  w’as  appointed 
postmaster  under  General  Grant,  and  held  the  position  for  many  years. 
In  1841  he  became  a  member  of  the  National  Guard  of  New  Jersey,  and 
was  interested  in  military  affairs  from  his  early  manhood  to  the  end.  By 
special  act  of  the  legislature  of  New  Jersey  in  1873  he  was  commissioned 
Brevet  Brigadier  General  “  for  long  and  meritorious  service  in  the  National 
Guard.”  He  was  a  member  of  Lincoln  Post,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
and  of  Friendship  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  When  his  illness  became  of  such  a 
character  that  he  believed  the  end  was  near  at  hand,  he  requested  that 
the  arrangements  for  his  funeral,  as  well  as  the  funeral  services,  should  be 
entirely  in  charge  of  Lincoln  Post,  No.  11,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
and  the  same  was  carried  out  in  accordance  with  his  request. 

General  Ward  gave  to  the  order  the  highest  type  of  Christian  manhood. 
He  was  a  man  of  generous  heart,  and  was  deeply  stirred  by  the  beautiful 
lessons  of  Pythian  knighthood.  He  was  a  ripe  scholar,  a  chivalric  gentle¬ 
man  and  a  kind-hearted,  true  friend,  and  has  erected  for  himself  a  monu¬ 
ment  to  be  admired  by  those  who  knew  him  and  loved  him.  The  struggles 
and  sacrifices  of  those  who  havebuilded  the  Pythian  temple  should  inspire 
us  with  lofty  ambition  and  teach  us  the  true  value  of  the  great  fraternity 
to  which  they  consecrated  so  much  of  their  lives.  The  invincible  reaper 
came  for  him  at  eventide,  in  the  sunset  hour,  as  the  day  was  dying  out — 
in  the  beautiful  tender  quiet  of  approaching  age,  as  the  sun  was  setting 
behind  the  divinely-painted  curtain  of  exquisite  hue. 

“As  life  runs  on,  the  road  grows  strange 
With  faces  new,  and  near  the  end 
The  mile  stones  into  head  stones  change 
’Neath  every  stone  a  friend.” 

RATHBONE  MONUMENT. 

At  the  time  of  my  induction  into  office  the  net  receipts  of  the  Rath- 
bone  monument  fund  were  $5,914.88.  The  committee  to  whom  this  subject 
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was  referred  at  the  last  convention  recommended  that  the  committee  on 
Rathbone  monument  fund  be  continued,  with  instructions  to  pursue  the 
same  plan  of  voluntary  contributions.  It  was  further  recommended  that 
when  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  had  been  secured,  that  steps  be 
taken  to  erect  such  a  monument  at  Utica,  New  York,  as  would  reflect  .credit 
upon  our  order.  I  entered  at  once  upon  the  work,  that  the  required  amount 
of  money  might  be  raised  and  the  monument  erected  before  the  next  con¬ 
vention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  Circulars  were  issued  by  the  committee 
and  the  matter  was  placed  before  the  entire  membership,  but  still  the 
response  fell  far  short  of  raising  the  required  amount.  It  became  evident 
that  some  other  course  must  be  taken  if  we  hoped  to  erect  this  monument 
before  the  next  Supreme  Lodge  convention. 

In  November,  1897, 1  sent  a  copy  of  the  following  letter  to  each  of  the 
Grand  Chancellors: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother— From  various  communications  you  are  familiar 
with  the  fact  that  an  earnest  effort  is  being  made  to  erect  a  suitable  monu¬ 
ment  to  Justus  H.  Rathbone,  the  founder  of  our  order.  To  this  end  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  through  its  legislation,  has  appointed  a  committee  on 
design  and  another  committee  on  Rathbone  monument  fund.  These  com¬ 
mittees  have  had  several  meetings,  and  are  now  ready  to  go  forward  with 
the  work,  provided  suitable  funds  are  guaranteed.  We  are  restricted  by 
legislation  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  commencing  this  monument  until 
$10,000  has  been  raised.  At  the  present  time  less  than  $7,000  has  been 
realized,  although  an  earnest  effort  has  been  made  in  every  domain  to 
solicit  subscriptions  for  this  fund.  Not  many  weeks  ago  I  stood  at  the 
unmarked  grave  of  our  founder  in  the  cemetery  at  Utica,  New  York. 
The  local  lodges  of  Utica  have  erected  a  flag-staff,  and  on  national  holidays 
and  special  occasions  keep  the  American  flag  to  the  breeze.  This  is  the  only 
monument  that  tells  the  resting  place  of  him  who  breathed  the  breath  of  life  into 
America’s  greatest  civic  society.  From  different  domains  come  appeals  for 
various  objects,  but  thus  far  I  have  unhesitatingly  refused  encouragement 
to  them  until  the  order  has  done  its  duty  by  its  founder. 

The  committee  on  design  has  had  two  meetings.  At  Portsmouth,  New 
Hampshire,  on  the  20th  of  last  month,  there  were  submitted  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  designs  by  some  of  the  most  famous  sculptors  of  America.  From 
models,  plans  and  specifications  we  are  able  to  procure  a  very  suitable 
monument  for  $10,000,  but  a  much  better  and  one  more  creditable  to  the 
order  at  an  expense  of  $12,000.  This  matter  must  be  settled  and  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  first  of  January  next  as  to  the  amount  we  shall  be  able  to 
expend  in  this  project.  Will  you  not  at  once  send  a  circular  to  each  lodge 
within  your  domain  asking  them  to  contribute  two  dollars  for  this  most 
worthy  "project?  If  two  dollars  is  too  much,  ask  for  one  dollar.  The 
unveiling  of  this  monument  will  be  made  a  national  Pythian  event.  I  have 
hoped  that  during  my  administration  the  order  might  do  its  duty  to  the 
memory  of  him  who  made  it  possible  for  us  to  have  a  Pythian  existence. 
Will  you  kindly  acknowledge  receipt  of  this  letter  and  advise  me  of  your 
pleasure?  I  hope  you  will  find  your  way  clear  to  give  this  prompt  atten¬ 
tion,  and  before  our  national  thanksgiving  holiday  have  before  every  lodge 
in  your  domain  an  urgent  request  to  do  what  ought  to  be  its  pleasure  in 
this  undertaking,  which  we  can  only  hope  to  accomplish  by  the  hearty 
cooperation  and  support  of  Pytliians  everywhere.  All  remittances  should 
be  sent  to  Thomas  G.  Sample,  Allegheny,  Pennsylvania,  who  is  the  treas¬ 
urer  of  this  fund.  I  have  no  objection  to  your  making  this  letter  a  part 
of  your  circular  if  you  deem  it  wise.

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The  above  letter  was  also  sent  to  the  various  subordinate  lodges  not 
within  the  domain  of  a  Grand  Lodge,  who  responded  promptly,  rendering 
us  material  assistance.  The  Grand  Chancellors  in  each  instance  promptly 
and  earnestly  took  hold  of  this  matter  and -placed  it  before  their  member¬ 
ship,  with  the  result  that  quite  an  additional  sum  was  raised.  It  was  still 
evident,  however,  that  we  were  going  to  fall  short  of  the  amount  required, 
and  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  take  the  matter  up  with  Major  General 
Carnahan  with  a  view  of  securing  assistance  of  the  Uniform  Rank.  Major 
General  Carnahan  promptly  agreed  with  the  plan  suggested  and  issued 
the  following  circular :  f 

OFFICIAL  CIRCULAR. 

Headquarters  Uniform  Rank  Knights  of  Pythias, 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  January  20,  1898. 

To  the  Officers  and  Sir  Knights  of  the  Uniform  Bank  Knights  of  Pythias: 

It  is  well  known  to  the  members  of  the  Uniform  Rank  that  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  at  the  convention  of  1894,  appointed  a  committee  of  five  to  solicit 
subscriptions  to  erect  a  suitable  monument  at  the  grave  of  the  founder, 
Justus  H.  Rathbone.  At  the  convention  of  1896  the  present  Supreme 
Vice  Chancellor,  Thomas  G.  Sample,  was  made  custodian  of  the  Rathbone 
monument  fund,  and  was  required  to  give  a  guaranty  indemnity  bond  in 
the  sum  of  $10,000  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty  as  such  custodian. 

The  committee  has  now  for  almost  four  years  worked  faithfully  to  secure 
the  requisite  amount,  but  the  monument  has  not  yet  been  erected,  because 
a  sufficient  sum  has  not  yet  been  raised. 

A  tract  of  ground  in  the  cemetery  at  Utica,  N.  Y.,  one  hundred  feet 
square,  has  been  donated  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  the  monument.  This 
tract  of  ground  is  most  beautifully  located  on  the  hill  overlooking  the  city, 
and  when  the  monument  shall  be  erected  it  will  be  in  plain  view  of  every 
train  entering  Utica. 

In  August  last,  in  company  with  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  the  erection  of  the  Rathbone  monument,  the  Major  General 
stood  at  the  grave  of  Founder  Rathbone,  and  saw  his  last  resting  place 
unmarked  save  by  a  national  flag,  placed  there  by  his  comrades  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  a  small  Pythian  flag  by  the  members  of 
the  order  in  Utica.  The  great  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  can  not  longer 
permit  itself  to  stand  before  the  world  as  unmindful  of  the  man  who 
brought  it  into  existence. 

The  design  for  the  monument  has  already  been  adopted;  that  design 
provides  fora  recognition  of  each  branch  of  the  order.  The  Uniform  Rank 
will  be  recognized  on  that  monument  by  a  figure  in  bronze  of  a  Sir  Knight 
in  full  uniform.  The  Uniform  Rank  is  represented  on  the  committee  not 
only  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  who  is  an  active  member  in  the  ranks, 
but  also  by  Supreme  Representative  H.  W.  Harmon  of  New  Hampshire, 
and  a  member  of  the  staff*  of  the  Major  General,  who  is  a  member  of  the 
committee  on  design.  Brother  Harmon  has  taken  a  very  active  interest 
in  having  the  Uniform  Rank  properly  recognized. 

Founder  Rathbone  took  an  active  interest  in  the  establishing  of  the 
Uniform  Rank,  wrote  the  first  ritual  of  the  rank,  and  to  the  day  of  his 
death  was  the  staunch  supporter  of  the  “  military  branch  ”  of  the  order. 
The  Uniform  Rank  came  to  the  support  of  the  order  in  1878,  has  been 
loyal  to  every  precept  of  the  order,  and  will  continue  to  be.  As  the  order 
appealed  to  you  in  1878,  so  now  it  appeals  to  you  again  to  come  to  the  aid 
of  the  Rathbone  monument  committee,  and  help  them  financially  in  the 
completion  of  this  great  work,  and  thus  aid  in  discharging  the  duty  every 
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Pythian,  and  especially  every  Sir  Knight,  owes  to  the  memory  of  Justus  H. 
Rathbone. 

I  appeal  to  each  and  every  company  of  the  Uniform  Rank  to  show  their 
loyalty  to  the  honor  of  the  rank,  and  to  the  memory  of  our  founder,  by 
forwarding  at  once  to  the  Major  General  two  dollars  as  the  voluntary  con¬ 
tribution  of  each  company  to  this  fund.  Each  company,  as  a  company, 
can  do  this  much. 

I  appeal  to  each  brigade  and  regimental  commander,  and  to  each  staff 
officer,  to  forward  at  least  one  dollar  as  their  individual  contribution.  All 
funds  thus  contributed  will  be  set  aside  and  known  as  the  Uniform  Rank 
fund  for  the  Rathbone  monument,  and  will  be  religiously  devoted  to  that 
purpose.  A  list  of  all  the  contributions  by  the  Uniform  Rank  will  be 
published. 

This  appeal  is  made  to  the  Uniform  Rank  with  the  full  knowledge  and 
approval  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor. 

The  Uniform  Rank  to  the  front:  March! 

Send  all  donations  promptly  to  the  Major  General,  to  the  end  that  the 
monument  shall  be  speedily  assured.

The  Endowment  Rank  came  to  the  rescue  with  a  liberal  contribution, 
and  as  a  result  of  the  hearty  and  earnest  codperation  on  all  sides,  I  am  able 
to  say  to  you  that  the  entire  amount  required  for  the  erection  of  this  monu¬ 
ment  has  been  raised,  and  is  in  the  hands  of  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor 
Sample. 

It  soon  became  evident  that  the  Rathbone  lot  in  the  cemetery  at  Utica 
was  entirely  unsuited  for  the  erection  of  a  monument  of  this  character, 
both  as  to  the  size  of  the  lot  and  location,  and  it  became  necessary  to  pro¬ 
cure  another  site.  During  my  official  visitations  I  made  it  a  point  to  stop 
at  Utica  and  look  over  the  grounds.  Three  lots  were  shown  us  in  the 
Forest  Hill  Cemetery,  the  lowest  price  for  any  of  which  was  one  dollar  per 
square  foot.  If  a  lot  of  this  character  was  purchased,  I  did  not  think  it 
would  leave  a  sufficient  amount  to  erect  a  suitable  monument.  We  also 
inspected  several  lots  in  the  New  Forest  Cemetery,  which  adjoins  the 
Forest  Hill  Cemetery.  The  matter  was  then  submitted  to  the  local  lodges 
of  Utica  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  with  a  view  of  securing  the  dona¬ 
tion  of  a  suitable  lot.  The  matter  was  thoroughly  investigated  by  a  joint 
committee  of  the  three  lodges  at  Utica  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
which  acted  with  the  committee  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  a  plot  in  the  New 
Forest  Cemetery,  containing  10,000  square  feet,  was  settled  upon  as  being 
the  most  advantageous  and  attractive — a  lot,  in  my  judgment,  far  more 
desirable  than  that  offered  by  the  old  association.  The  committee  called 
upon  the  officers  of  the  cemetery  association,  and  a  proposition  was  made 
which  put  at  the  disposal  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  10,000  square  feet  for  the 
purpose,  free  of  cost.  Believing  that,  under  all  the  circumstances,  this 
was  the  best  that  could  possibly  be  done,  the  proposition  was  accepted  and 
a  deed  procured,  which  is,  in  words  and  figures,  as  follows: 

This  Certifies  that  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
and  other  good  and  valuable  consideration  paid  by  the  Supreme  Lodge 
Knights  of  Pythias  of  the  United  States  of  America,  a  corporation  organized 
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under  the  laws  of  Congress,  to  the  New  Forest  Cemetery,  the  receipt  of 
which  is  hereby  acknowledged,  said  New  Forest  Cemetery  hereby  grants 
and  conveys  to  said  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  Burial  Lot  No. 
six  hundred  and  ninety-seven  (697),  in  accordance  with  the  map  herein¬ 
after  referred  to,  in  the  grounds  of  said  cemetery,  situate  in  the  town  of 
New  Hartford,  County  of  Oneida,  State  of  New  York,  which  grounds  were 
purchased  by  it,  for  burial  purposes,  from  William  C.  Wilcox  and  Henry 

Said  lot  is  one  hundred  feet  by  one  hundred  feet  (100x100),  and  con¬ 
tains  ten  thousand  (10,000)  square  feet  of  land,  and  is  indicated  by  four 
(4)  marble  corner-posts.  The  corner-post  set  in  the  northeast  corner  of 
said  lot  is  lettered  on  the  side  thereof  as  follows:  “S.  L.  K.  P.,”  with  the 
number  of  the  lot,  and  is  set  in  said  lot,  and  also  in  accordance  with  the 
survey  shown  on  the  map  of  the  proposed  monument  site  in  the  New  For¬ 
est  Cemetery,  prepared  for  R.  W.  Sherman,  committee,  August  19,  1897, 
by  F.  K.  Baxter,  C.  E.,  Utica,  N.  Y.,  reference  being  made  to  said  map  for 
greater  certainty. 

This  grant  is  made  and  accepted  upon  the  following  express  condition, 
which,  if  not  complied  with,  renders  this  grant  void  at  the  election  of  the 
grantors,  to- wit : 

This  grant  is  made  for  the  purpose  of  the  burial  of  Justus  H.  Rathbone 
and  his  family  on  the  land  hereby  conveyed,  and  that  the  grantee  is  to 
erect  upon  the  said  land  conveyed,  within  the  period  of  two  years  from  the 
date  of  this  conveyance,  a  monument  to  cost  not  less  than  ten  thousand 
dollars  ($10,000),  and  upon  the  compliance  of  this  condition  the  title  to 
said  lot  shall  be  absolute  in  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  subject 
only  to  the  terms  hereinafter  stated. 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  said  lot  upon  the  conditions  and  subject  to  the 
restrictions  following,  to- wit: 

First.  All  lots  shall  be  held  in  pursuance  of  the  act  authorizing  the 
formation  of  rural  cemetery  associations,  passed  April  27,  A.D.  1847,  and 
all  amendments  thereto  which  now  are  or  which  hereafter  may  be  made, 
and  subject  to  all  such  regulations  and  by-laws  as  have  been  or  may  be 
adopted  by  the  trustees ;  and  the  attention  of  lot  holders  is  particularly 
called  to  section  11  of  said  act  of  1847. 

Second.  Proprietors  are  prohibited  from  allowing  interments  to  be 
made  in  their  lots  for  a  remuneration. 

Third.  No  disinterments  shall  be  allowed  without  permission  in  writing 
first  obtained  from  the  officers  of  the  association. 

Fourth.  If  at  any  time  the  trustees  shall  determine  that  any  monument, 
effigy,  inclosure  or  structure,  or  any  inscription  thereon,  upon  any  lot,  is 
offensive,  objectionable  or  improper,  or  injurious  to  the  appearance  of  the 
surrounding  lots  or  grounds,  the  trustees  may,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
their  number,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  enter  upon  the  lots  and  cause 
the  objectionable  or  improper  object  or  objects  to  be  removed,  and  no  suit 
at  law  or  equity  shall  be  maintained  to  prevent  such  entry  and  removal. 

Fifth.  No  tomb  shall  be  constructed  within  the  cemetery  excepting  in 
such  lots  and  places  as  shall  be  specially  designated  by  the  trustees  for  that 
purpose. 

Sixth.  The  proprietors  of  lots,  and  their  families,  shall  be  allowed  access 
to  the  grounds  at  all  times,  subject  to  the  general  rules  which  have  been 
or  may  be  adopted  for  the  regulation  of  visitors. 

Seventh.  This  grant  is  made  and  accepted  on  the  condition  that  the 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  pay  annually  all  legal  assessments 
for  keeping  the  lot  or  lots  in  order. 

And  the  said  grantee  accepts  this  conveyance  subject  to  such  condi¬ 
tions  and  regulations,  which  it  agrees  to  keep  and  perform  and  subject  to 
the  terms  herein  specified. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  New  Forest  Cemetery  hath  caused  this  convey- 
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ance  to  be  executed  under  its  seal,  and  signed  by  its  president  and  treas¬ 
urer,  on  this  fourth  day  of  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven.

This  lot  is  on  one  of  the  highest  points  in  the  vicinity  of  Utica,  and  a 
monument  erected  upon  it  could  be  seen  for  at  least  fifteen  miles. 

It  next  became  necessary  to  procure  the  consent  of  the  daughters  of 
Rathbone  that  the  bodies  interred  in  the  old  lot  should  be  transferred  to 
the  new  one.  In  response  to  a  letter  written  them  upon  the  subject,  I  re¬ 
ceived  the  following  reply :

Philip  T.  Colgrove,  Esq.: 

Dear  Sir — I  can  not  express  in  words  the  pleasure  your  letter  gave  us. 
It  has  long  been  our  dearest  wish  that  a  monument  should  mark  papa’s 
resting  place,  and  we  should  have  taken  the  matter  up  ourselves,  but  we 
had  read  that  the  order  intended  to  do  it,  and  it  seemed  more  fitting  that 
the  society  which  he  had  founded  should  so  honor  him.  My  sister  and  I  are 
perfectly  willing  to  leave  the  matter  of  the  position  of  the  monument  to 
the  committee,  feeling  assured  they  will  make  the  nicest  and  best  selec¬ 
tion.  We  are  also  perfectly  willing  that  the  bodies  interred  in  the  old  lot 
should  be  moved,  should  it  be  deemed  necessary.  Having  perfect  confi¬ 
dence  in  the  committee,  we  feel  sure  whatever  arrangements  are  made 
will  be  the  best  possible. 

In  closing,  let  me  thank  you  for  writing  so  fully  and  concisely  on  a  sub¬ 
ject  that  is  very  near  and  dear  to  us,  and  if  there  is  anything  in  which  we 
can  be  of  any  assistance  to  you  be  assured  of  our  hearty  cooperation.

The  committee  on  design  had  its  first  meeting  at  Utica,  N.  Y.,  July  27, 
1897,  at  the  time  of  the  Grand  Lodge  meeting  of  that  domain.  Notice  had 
been  given  to  numerous  sculptors  throughout  the  states  of  New  Jersey, 
Vermont,  New  Hampshire  and  New  York  of  the  time  and  place  of  the 
meeting  of  the  committee.  Several  granite  firms  and  sculptors  were  rep¬ 
resented,  and  presented  to  the  committee  an  array  of  artistic  designs- 
After  having  given  the  matter  due  consideration  it  was  determined  to  give 
further  publicity  to  the  project,  and  ask  for  more  competitors.  It  wras 
agreed  by  the  committee  that  the  next  meeting  should  be  held  at  Ports¬ 
mouth,  N.  H.,  October  22.  At  that  meeting  a  number  of  additional  com¬ 
petitors  were  present,  and  more  than  fifty  designs  and  models,  submitted 
to  the  committee  for  inspection,  by  the  most  celebrated  sculptors  in 
America.  Your  committee  rejected  all  of  the  designs  but  two  and 
requested  an  adjourned  meeting  to  be  held  in  New  York  a  few  weeks 
later,  in  order  to  give  one  of  the  competitors  an  opportunity  to  submit  a 
model,  and  also  submit  to  the  committee  specifications.  In  accordance 
with  this  request  an  adjournment  was  had  and  the  committee  again  met 
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in  the  city  of  New  York,  at  which  time  the  two  models,  together  with 
designs  and  specifications,  were  submitted.  As  a  result  of  this  meeting 
Hoffman  &  Prochazka,  of  New  York,  were  awarded  the  contract,  the 
sculptor  work  to  be  done  by  G.  Moretti. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  contract  and  specifications  entered  into : 

Memorandum  of  Agreement  made  this,  the  16th  day  of  December, 
1897,  between  Hoffman  &  Prochazka  of  New  York  City,  parties  of  the 
first  part  and  the  Justus  H.  Rathbone  monument  committee  of  the  Order 
of  Knights  of  Pythias,  parties  of  second  part.  Witnesseth:  The  said 
parties  of  the  first  part  hereby  agree  to  build  and  erect  complete  in  the 
New  Forest  Cemetery,  Utica,  N.  Y.,  the  “Rathbone”  Memorial,  as  per 
design  submitted  and  approved  by  the  aforesaid  committee,  parties  of  the 
second  part. 

* Stock  and  Workmanship. —  Granite,  it  to  be  best  quality  Barre,  Vt.,  free 
and  clear  from  blemishes  or  imperfections  of  whatever  nature.  Workman¬ 
ship,  all  as  specified  in  specifications  and  shown  in  plans  hereunto 
annexed.  Bronze  shall  be  best  quality  (American  standard).  The  bronze 
work  shall  consist  of  the  following:  One  9-foot  portrait  statue  of  Justus  H. 
Rathbone,  founder  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias.  Three  relief  statue 
and  groups,  5  feet  to  5  feet  6  inches  in  height,  to  be  placed  at  buttress  of 
arches.  1.  Knight  in  uniform,  representing  the  Uniform  Rank;  above  this 
figure  on  arch  a  double  triangle  shield  with  calla  lily,  armored,  clasped 
hands,  helmet,  etc.  2.  Knight  in  armor  clasping  hand  of  senator;  above 
on  arch  triangle  shield  with  letters  “F.  C.  B.”  raised  in  relief.  3.  Female 
figure  with  two  children,  to  represent  Charity;  above  on  arch  triangle 
shield  with  letters  “  E.  R.”  raised  in  relief.  The  size  of  the  above  emblems 
is  to  harmonize  with  buttresses  on  M7hich  they  are  to  be  placed.  On 
front  of  die,  one  tablet  for  inscription  lettering,  size  2  feet  by  3  feet  6  inches. 
One  copy  of  seal  of  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  size  1  foot  in 
diameter.  For  interior  pedestal,  globe  of  the  world  with  helmet  and 
shield;  size  of  globe,  2  feet  8  inches  in  diameter;  total  height  of  globe  and 
helmet,  4  feet  6  inches.  All  designs  for  bronze  work  are  to  be  subject  to 
acceptance  of  the  aforesaid  committee,  or  their  authorized  representative, 
from  models  to  be  executed  by  G.  Moretti,  sculptor,  New  York  City.  It 
is  guaranteed  by  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  that  this  work  shall  be 
finished  and  completed  in  the  city  of  Utica,  N.  Y.,  as  called  for  in  this 
contract  and  specifications  hereunto  annexed,  on  or  before  July  10,  1898. 
For  the  faithful  fulfillment  of  this  contract  by  the  said  parties  of  the  first 
part,  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  agree  to  pay  to  the  said  parties  of 
the  first  part  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($11,500) 
when  work  is  finished  complete  as  per  this  contract  and  specifications 
hereunto  annexed.  Acceptance  of  the  monument  to  be  subject  to  approval 
of  committee  at  its  completion  as  per  plans  and  specifications  in  and 
annexed  to  this  contract.

Specifications  of  the  work  and  materials  to  be  u§ed  for  the  erection  of 
the  monument  in  memory  of  Justus  H.  Rathbone,  in  cemetery  in  Utica, 
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N.  Y.,  according  to  the  plans  furnished  by  Hoffman  &  Prochazka,  of  No. 
15  East  Twelfth  Street,  New  York  City,  N.  Y. 

Excavation. — The  ground  to  be  excavated  to  the  depth  of  six  feet  below 
grade.  The  bottom  of  excavation  to  be  levelled  before  starting  foundation. 
All  rubbish  to  be  removed  at  once  from  lot  to  a  place  to  be  designated  by 
cemetery  authorities. 

Foundation — The  foundation  is  to  be  built  according  to  the  accompany¬ 
ing  plans.  The  materials  used  are  to  be  the  best  Portland  cement,  large 
broken  stone  and  sand  used  in  the  proportion  of  one  of  cement,  five  of 
broken  stone  and  two  of  sand.  The  concrete  to  be  mixed  on  a  board  plat¬ 
form,  in  the  most  careful  manner.  No  mixture  to  be  left  over  night — all 
to  be  used  at  once.  The  concrete  to  be  thrown  into  trenches  and  laid  in 
thicknesses  of  about  eight  inches.  The  concrete  to  be  carefully  rammed 
and  levelled.  The  interior  of  foundation  to  be  filled  with  broken  stone, 
and  have  several  outlets  for  moisture. 

Stone  Work. — The  stone  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  this  monu¬ 
ment  to  be  the  best  quality  of  medium  and  light  granite ,  from  Barre,  Vermont. 
All  stock  to  be  free  from  spots,  rust  or  other  defects  of  whatsoever  nature.  Medium 
stock  for  polished  surfaces.  Light  stock  for  all  axed  surfaces.  All  smooth 
surfaces  which  are  hammered  to  be  not  less  than  twelve  cut,  to  a  true  sur¬ 
face  by  a  straightedge,  free  from  bumps.  All  mouldings  to  be  cut  out  in 
the  most  approved  style  and  according  to  the  designs  as  appended  to 
specifications. 

Description  of  Monument. — The  plan  of  the  monument  is  triangular  in 
shape.  The  sides  of  each  measure  twenty-four  feet.  Three  courses  form 
the  bases  of  the  monument  proper,  at  a  total  height  of  three  feet  nine 
inches.  The  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  courses  form  a  star¬ 
shaped  plan,  and  rise  with  three  buttresses  into  a  keystone.  On  this  key¬ 
stone  rises  the  portrait  of  the  founder  of  the  order,  Justus  H.  Rathbone, 
nine  feet  high,  including  plinth.  Three  groups  ornament  the  bottom  of 
buttresses  (for  description  see  contract).  On  each  arch  arising  from  but¬ 
tresses  there  is  to  be  an  emblem  as  mutually  agreed  (see  contract).  The 
interior,  formed  by  arches,  is  to  have  the  emblem  of  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  on  a  circular  plinth,  made  of  a  circular  base,  columns,  and  cap. 
The  total  height  of  the  monument  is  forty  feet. 

Description  of  Construction. — The  first  course  consists  of  thirteen  stones, 
as  per  detailed  plans.  The  height  of  this  course  is  one  foot  four  inches. 
The  same  is  fine  hammered  all  over,  carefully  jointed  and  cemented  with 
Lafarge  cement.  The  interior  of  this  course  is  made  of  concrete,  and  center 
is  left  hollow  for  the  evaporation  of  moisture.  The  second  course  consists 
of  twelve  stones,  as  shown  on  detailed  plans.  The  height  of  this  course  is 
one  foot  three  inches,  and  is  divided  in  sections  the  same  as  the  first  course. 
The  center  is  filled  in  with  concrete  in  the  same  manner  as  lower  course, 
leaving  center  hollow  for  escape  of  moisture.  Third  course — This  course  is 
made  of  six  pieces — three  stones  of  six  feet  ten  inches  by  one  foot  nine 
inches;  three  stones  on  corner  five  feet  one  inch  by  five  feet  four  inches. 
The  height  of  course  is  one  foot  two  inches.  Third  course  is  to  be  fine 
hammered,  the  same  manner  as  the  lower  course  previously  described; 
the  interior  to  be  filled  up  with  concrete  and  left  hollow,  as  previously 
described.  Fourth  course — This  course  has  a  plain  fillet,  with  a  cavetto 
and  gentle  swelling.  This  work  is  fine  hammered  all  over,  mouldings  to 
be  carefully  mitered  and  stones  matched.  Six  pieces  make  up  this  course. 
Three  are  to  be  five  feet  two  inches;  three  are  four  feet  two  inches  in 
length.  The  depth  of  the  former  stones  are  four  feet.  The  depth  of  the 
latter  stones  are  one  foot  ten  inches.  These  stones  form  the  bottom  course 
of  the  piers  for  buttresses  and  arches.  The  center  of  course  to  be  filled 
with  concrete  and  to  be  left  hollow.  The  height  of  course  is  one  foq,t  five 
inches.  Fifth  course — The  height  of  course  is  one  foot  six  inches.  The 
work  is  to  be  fine  hammered  all  over,  and  to  have  a  fine  wash.  Six  pieces 
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make  up  this  course.  Three  are  four  feet  three  inches  long  and  one  foot 
thick;  three  four  feet  long  and  two  feet  thick.  The  center  course  is  filled 
up  with  concrete  and  has  a  hollow  space,  as  previously  described.  Sixth 
course — This  course  is  one  foot  one  inch,  is  heavily  moulded  with  a  large 
fillet,  and  egg-shaped  moulding  and  square  fillet  at  bottom.  The  size  of 
this  stone  is  ten  feet  seven  inches  by  nine  feet  two  inches,  and  is  one  foot 
one  inch  thick.  Seventh  course — This  course  is  flat,  and  has  a  small  congee 
with  square  fillet  on  bottom.  The  work  is  fine  hammered  all  over,  carefully 
mitered  and  jointed,  as  previously  described.  Six  pieces  make  up  this 
course ;  three  are  two  feet  seven  inches  long  by  one  foot  thick.  Three  are 
three  feet  three  inches  in  the  back,  and  reduce  to  two  feet  eight  inches  in 
the  front.  Three  are  two  feet  seven  inches  long  and  twelve  inches  deep. 
The  height  of  course  is  two  feet  four  inches.  The  interior  part  is  filled  with 
concrete  and  hollowed  out  in  center  for  letting  out  moisture.  Eighth  course 
— The  size  of  the  course  is  eight  feet  seven  inches  by  seven  feet  five  inches, 
and  one  foot  three  inches  high.  The  stone  is  heavily  moulded  as  per 
annexed  design,  and  also  covers  the  bottom  structure  in  a  water-tight  and 
thorough  manner.  The  concrete  of  the  upper  structure  is  made  of  one 
part  of  Lafarge  cement,  two  parts  of  sand  and  five  parts  of  broken  stone. 
All  beds  and  joints  are  to  be  filled  with  Lafarge  cement.  Stone  to  be  kept 
wet  during  construction  to  prevent  the  burning  of  stones. 

Buttresses  and  Arches. — The  arch  stones  rise  from  the  eighth  course,  have 
level  beds  and  fine  joints.  The  height  of  these  are  sixteen  feet  two 
inches.  The  size  of  stones  required  are  two  feet  one-half  inch  by  two  feet 
five  inches,  and  seventeen  feet  long.  The  buttress  part  heavily  moulded 
on  both  sides,  the  front  and  back  being  plain.  The  top  of  buttress  has 
mouldings  on  four  sides,  forming  a  cap  finished  for  groups,  and  back  of 
arches  are  finely  moulded,  and  end  in  scroll  work.  The  end  of  these 
arches  have  a  tenon  fitting  closely  into  keystone.  The  bottom  of  buttress 
is  fitted  into  ninth  course.  This  stone,  being  one  piece  four  feet  eleven 
inches  by  five  feet  nine  inches,  and  one  foot  two  inches  high,  has  mould¬ 
ings  on  three  ends,  as  per  design.  The  top  has  washes  carefully  laid  out  to 
receive  circular  base  of  inside  pedestal.  The  pedestal  consists  of  a  circular 
base  three  feet  two  inches  round,  nine  and  one-half  inches  high.  This  is 
moulded.  On  this  base  are  placed  eight  columns,  with  ornamented  caps 
and  moulded  bases.  Ornamental  caps  to  be  carved  as  per  photographs 
taken  from  model,  carving  to  be  well  relieved  and  cut  up  sharp.  The 
center  column  shafts  are  to  be  highly  polished  from  bead  to  bead.  Size  of 
columns  are  nine  inches  square  on  top,  and  seven  inches  diameter  of 
shaft.  The  column  of  interior  is  one  foot  one  inch  round,  and  three  feet 
one-half  inch  in  height,  and  is  to  be  fine  axed.  The  cap-stone,  which 
receives  bronze  globe,  has  three  scrolls,  as  per  design,  and  eight  shields 
carved  on  circular  face.  This  stone  is  two  feet  eight  inches  round,  and  two 
feet  five  inches  high.  The  keystone,  which  is  heavily  carved  and  moulded 
as  per  design,  has  three  mortises  to  receive  arches.  Arches  and  keystones 
are  to  be  closely  fitted  and  cemented  with  Lafarge  cement.  The  size  of 
stone  is  three  feet  nine  inches  by  three  feet  two  and  one-half  inches.  The 
height  is  four  feet.  The  top  stone,  which  receives  statue,  is  four  feet 
six  and  one  half  inches  by  three  feet  eleven  inches,  and  two  feet  four 
inches  high.  This  stone  is  to  be  carefully  bedded  in  cement,  levelled  on  top 
to  receive  statue. 

Bronze  Work. — The  figure  on  top  to  be  nine  feet  high,  including  plinth, 
and  to  represent  the  portrait  likeness  of  Justus  H.  Rathbone.  The  groups 
to  be  as  per  contract  annexed.  Their  height  is  five  feet.  Three  emblems 
are  to  be  placed  on  arch  stones.  The  globe  is  to  be  two  feet  eight  inches, 
and  to  be  surmounted  by  the  emblem  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  A  tablet, 
with  inscription,  is  to  be  placed  on  the  front  of  monument  on  seventh 
course.  The  seal  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  go  on  face  of  fifth  course.  All 
bronze  work  to  be  made  according  to  the  model  to  be  furnished  by 
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G.  Moretti,  sculptor,  and  to  be  executed  in  the  most  artistic  manner  possible. 
All  bronze  to  be  dowelied  and  fastened  with  strong  and  durable  dowells 
and  anchors.  On  completion  of  work  the  granite  is  to  be  thoroughly- 
washed  and  the  bronze  to  be  cleaned,  leaving  all  work  in  the  most  improved 
manner  and  style.  The  grounds  around  monument  to  be  graded.  All 
planting  and  embellishment  of  lot  is  not  included  in  this  contract.

In  arranging  for  the  unveiling  of  the  monument  it  became  evident  that 
the  ceremonies  would  take  place  at  about  the  time  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York  would  be  in  session  at  Binghamton,  and  thus  make  it  impos¬ 
sible  for  the  Grand  Lodge  officers  and  Grand  Representatives  to  be  present 
at  Utica  on  the  date  fixed.  It  was  also  evident  that  in  order  to  make  a 
success  of  the  unveiling  ceremonies  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  brethren  of  New  York  was  necessary.  I  accordingly  suggested 
to  Grand  Chancellor  Hinson  of  New  York  that  the  place  of  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  be  changed  from  Binghamton  to  Utica.  Brother  Hinson 
immediately  called  a  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  officers,  who  expressed 
a  willingness  to  make  the  change  if  assured  of  the  certainty  of  the  unveil¬ 
ing  and  dedication  of  the  monument  at  the  time  named.  I  immediately 
assured  them  that  the  money  had  all  been  collected,  and  was  in  the  hands 
of  the  treasurer,  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  every  dollar  of  the  contract 
price,  and  that  there  was  no  doubt  about  the  unveiling  taking  place  at  the 
date  agreed  upon.  Brother  Hinson  then  issued  the  following  circular: 

PROCLAMATION. 

Office  of  Grand  Chancellor,  Domain  of  New  York, 

Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  April  28,  1898,  p.  p.  xxxv. 

The  Grand  Chancellor ,  to  the  Members  of  the  Order  in  the  Domain  of  New  York , 
Greeting : 

The  place  of  holding  the  next  Grand  Lodge  convention  is  hereby 
changed  from  the  city  of  Binghamton  to  the  city  of  Utica,  N.  Y.,  at  which 
place  the  Grand  Lodge  will  convene  on  Tuesday,  July  26, 1898,  p.  p.  xxxv. 

On  July  27th  the  monument  to  be  erected  at  the  city  of  Utica  in  honor 
of  Justus  H.  Rathbone,  the  founder  of  our  order,  will  be  unveiled  and 
dedicated  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  and  of  the  committee  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  make  this  event 
worthy  the  occasion,  and  as  it  was  desirable  that  the  members  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  should  participate  in  these  ceremonies,  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  requested  some  time  since  that  the  change  be  made.  The  Grand 
Chancellor,  not  desiring  to  assume  the  responsibility,  called  a  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  officers,  which  was  held  at  the  city  of  Albany  on  the  30tli 
ultimo,  at  which  meeting  the  matter  was  fully  discussed  and  the  following 
resolution  unanimously  adopted : 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  question  of  change  of  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
Knights  of  Pythias  of  the  State  of  New  York,  to  be  held  in  July  next,  be 
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referred  to  the  Grand  Chancellor,  with  power  to  change  such  session  from 
Binghamton  to  Utica,  upon  receiving  satisfactory  assurances  from  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  that  the  Rathbone  monument  will  be  dedicated  at 
that  time. 

“Also,  in  the  event  of  the  change  of  the  place  of  meeting  to  Utica,  the 
Grand  Chancellor  to  embody  in  his  circular  a  request  for  $5  from  each  of 
the  lodges  in  this  Grand  Domain,  to  be  used  in  making  a  creditable  dis¬ 
play  of  the  Uniform  Rank  at  the  dedication  of  the  Rathbone  monument 
during  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lo.dge,  said  funds  to  be  under  the  control 
of  the  Uniform  Rank  committee.” 

The  Grand  Chancellor  immediately  wrote  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor 
and  received  the  following  letter  in  reply : 

Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias, 

Office  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor, 

Hastings,  Mich.,  April  15, 1898. 
Charles  W.  Hinson,  Grand  Chancellor  K.  P.,  Buffalo ,  N.  Y. : 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother— Your  favor  of  the  14th  has  just  reached  me,  and  in  reply 
would  say  that  the  money  for  the  Rathbone  monument  has  all  been  raised  and  is  in  the 
hands  of  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  Sample — an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  every  dollar  of 
the  contract  price.  The  contract  has  been  let  for  the  construction  of  the  monument.  The 
bronze  figures  case  and  the  monument  will  be  completed  and  in  the  cemetery  at  Utica  by 
the  1st  of  July.  About  this  I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt.  I  sincerely  trust  that  you  will 
make  the  change  immediately  in  order  that  the  fact  may  be  promulgated  to  the  Pythian 
world.  I  am  anxious  to  issue  a  circular  to  the  order  at  large,  and  I  do  not  care  to  do  this 
until  I  know  that  your  Grand  Lodge  will  meet  at  Utica  at  the  time  of  the  unveiling. 
There  is  no  objection  to  July  27th  or  28th,  and  I  think  it  should  be  one  or  the  other  of 
these  dates.  I  shall  be  very  glad  to  learn  from  you  your  opinion.  I  am  going  to  ask 
Major  General  Carnahan  of  the  Uniform  Rank  to  take  charge  of  the  parade,  and  I  sin¬ 
cerely  hope  that  every  company  in  the  state  of  New  York  and  every  subordinate  lodge 
will  be  represented  in  the  parade.  Kindly  let  me  hear  from  you  at  your  earliest  conven¬ 
ience.  I  shall  expect  you  to  have  something  to  say  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York 
upon  the  occasion.  Fraternally  yours,

Brethren,  the  Domain  of  New  York  should  take  pride  in  the  fact  that 
this  magnificent  monument  to  this  great  man,  the  founder  of  the  order  we 
all  love  so  well,  and  which  is  to  be  as  enduring  as  time,  will  be  located 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  Empire  State.  W e  should  manifest  our  appre¬ 
ciation  of  and  pride  in  this  fact  by  making  a  demonstration  on  the  27th  of 
July  that  will  be  worthy  of  our  order,  of  ourselves  and  our  domain. 
Every  knight  who  can  possibly  do  so  should  resolve  to  visit  Utica,  and  by 
his  presence  pay  tribute  to  the  memory  of  our  beloved  founder.  The  credit 
of  the  state  demands  it,  and  brothers  who  are  not  representatives  should 
consider  it  a  duty  to  attend. 

A  special  appeal  is  made  to  the  members  of  the  Uniform  Rank  to  attend 
and  participate  in  the  magnificent  parade,  which  will  be  one  of  the  grandest 
ever  seen  in  New  York.  Major  General  Carnahan  will  take  command  in 
person. 

The  Grand  Chancellor  earnestly  hopes  that  every  lodge  in  this  domain 
will  contribute  the  small  sum  of  $5,  as  requested  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
officers.  Do  not  say,  “  We  can  not  afford  it”  ;  do  not  say,  “The  funds  in 
our  exchequer  are  low.”  There  is  no  lodge  in  this  domain  so  poor  but  can 
contribute  this  small  amount  for  so  great  and  holy  a  cause.  This  volun¬ 
tary  contribution  is  asked  for  because  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  it  was  not  known  that  the  monument  would  be  completed  this  year. 

P.  P.  XXXV  will  be  a  memorable  year  in  the  annals  of  Pythianism  in 
this  domain,  and,  brothers,  do  not  by  lukewarmness  now  have  cause  to 
regret  in  future  years  that  your  lodge  contributed  nothing  toward  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  this  enterprise.  The  purpose  to  which  this  fund,  when  raised,  will 
be  devoted  is  fully  set  forth  in  the  above  resolution,  and  the  Grand  Chan¬ 
cellor  assures  the  lodges  that  it  will  be  faithfully  devoted  to  that  and  no 
other  purpose. 
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The  Grand  Chancellor  has  appointed  the  following  committee  to  coop¬ 
erate  with  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  which  committee  will  act  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  Grand  Lodge  committee  on  Uniform  Rank,  viz. :  John  T. 
Robertson,  Past  Supreme  Representative,  and  Supreme  Representatives 
William  Ladew,  A.  R.  Gardenier,  J.  C.  de  LaMare  and  S.  H.  Salisbury. 

The  Uniform  Rank  is  an  auxiliary  of  our  order  of  which  we  are  all 
proud.  The  members  of  the  Uniform  Rank  are  individually  at  much 
greater  expense  than  members  of  the  order  who  are  not  members  thereof; 
and  while  the  Uniform  Rank  have  not  asked  for  this,  it  is  the  judgment 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  officers  that  the  lodges  should  aid  in  securing  a  good 
attendance  of  the  companies. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  by  the  committee  on  transportation  to 
secure  the  most  favorable  rates  from  the  railroad  companies.  As  soon  as 
the  rates  are  secured  notice  will  be  given  to  all  lodges,  and  all  members  of 
the  order  who  attend  this  session,  by  procuring  trunk  line  certificates,  will 
be  entitled  to  the  rebate  the  same  as  representatives. 

Do  not  postpone  action,  brothers,  but  vote  the  amount  asked  for  at  the 
convention  at  which  this  proclamation  is  read.  Send  the  money  to  John  J. 
Acker,  G.  K.  R.  S.,  55  State  street,  Albany,  N.  Y.,  and  you  will  receive 
a  receipt  for  the  same  which  in  future  years  will  be  regarded  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  as  the  most  precious  document,  next  to  the  charter,  in  the  archives 
of  the  lodge. 

Hoping  that  every  lodge  in  the  domain  will  give  a  favorable  response  to 
this  appeal,  and  with  assurances  of  warmest  personal  regards  to  each  and

On  May  10th,  1898,  I  arranged  for  a  meeting  of  the  committees  in  New 
York  city  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  and  agreeing  upon  a  program  for 
the  unveiling  of  the  monument.  At  this  meeting  I  requested  Supreme 
Vice  Chancellor  Sample  to  represent  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  Brother  Sample  could  attend  the  meeting  at  New  York  city 
with  much  less  expense,  and  that  growing  out  of  his  large  experience  in 
matters  of  this  character  he  was  particularly  fitted  to  render  valuable  assist¬ 
ance.  A  program  was  agreed  upon,  and  in  order  that  the  matter  might  be 
known  to  the  order  universal  the  following  circular  was  issued  from  this 
office:

The  eighteenth  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias, 
in  carrying  out  the  recommendation  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  that  the 
Supreme  Lodge  provide  a  suitable  memorial  shaft  to  mark  the  earthly 
resting  place  of  the  founder  of  the  order,  appointed  a  committee  of  three, 
of  which  the  Supreme  Chancellor  was  made  chairman,  for  the  purpose  of 
procuring  a  design,  or  designs,  for  a  suitable  monument  to  be  erected  at 
the  grave  of  Justus  H.  Rathbone.  A  committee  was  also  appointed  to 
provide  funds  for  the  erection  of  such  a  monument.  From  that  time  up 
and  until  the  present  these  committees  have  been  active  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties.  Of  their  faithful  devotion  and  zealous  work  I  shall  speak 
in  my  annual  report  to  the  order.  It  is  gratifying  to  me  to  announce  to 
the  order  universal  that  about  $12,000  has  been  subscribed  by  the  various 
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Grand  Domains  and  subordinate  lodges  throughout  the  Supreme  Jurisdic¬ 
tion,  and  is  in  the  hands  of  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  Sample,  who  is  the 
treasurer  of  the  fund. 

The  Supreme  Lodge  has  a  deed  to  a  plot  in  the  New  Forest  Cemetery 
at  Utica,  New  York,  containing  ten  thousand  feet,  in  one  of  the  most  at¬ 
tractive  spots  in  this  beautiful  cemetery.  The  committee  on  design  has 
had  several  meetings — at  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  Utica,  N.  Y.,  and  New  York 
city.  Many  designs  and  models  were  submitted  by  the  most  famous 
sculptors  in  America.  After  much  labor  the  committee  selected  the 
design  submitted  by  Hoffman  &  Prochazka  of  New  York  city,  and  awarded 
to  them  the  contract  for  the  sum  of  $11,500.  The  monument  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  and  erected  in  the  cemetery  by  the  first  day  of  July  next.  At  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  two  committees  in  the  city  of  New  York,  it  was  deter¬ 
mined  that  the  monument  should  be  unveiled  on  the  second  day  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  at  Utica,  July  27th.  In  compli¬ 
ance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  committees,  I  therefore  appoint  July 
27th,  next,  as  the  time  for  the  unveiling  of  the  monument  to  the  memory  of 
Justus  H.  Rathbone,  the  founder  of  our  beloved  order.  The  Uniform 
Rank  of  the  domain  of  New  York  and  adjacent  domains,  as  well  as  the 
subordinate  lodges,  are  expecting  to  take  part  in  the  parade,  which  will  be 
under  the  command  of  Major  General  James  R.  Carnahan.  It  is  expected 
and  believed  that  this  will  be  one  of  the  greatest  Pythian  demonstrations 
ever  held  in  the  state  of  New  York.  The  monument  is  a  model  of  beauty, 
a  credit  to  the  order  and  the  man  who  breathed  into  it  the  breath  of  life. 
All  of  the  officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  are  expected  to  be  present,  as  well 
as  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  and  all  other  domains  who 
may  be  able  to  participate  in  the  ceremonies.  The  Grand  Domain  of  New 
York,  through  its  officers  and  committees,  is  working  unceasingly  to  make 
this  demonstration  worthy  of  the  occasion.  For  their  faithful  efforts  and 
hearty  cooperation  the  committees  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  are 
much  indebted.

An  invitation  has  been  extended  to  the  two  daughters  of  the  founder, 
and  they  have  promised  to  be  present  on  the  occasion. 

The  Grand  Chancellors  of  the  different  domains  to  whom  this  circular 
is  addressed  will  promulgate  the  same  to  their  subordinate  lodges,  and 
urge  that  as  many  brethren  as  possible  take  part  in  this  demonstration.

Words  can  not  express  the  disappointment  that  came  to  me  on  the 
morning  of  June  14th,  when  the  following  telegram  was  handed  me: 
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New  York,  June  14,  1898. 

Philip  T.  Colgrove ,  S.  C.  K.  P.,  Hastings ,  Mich.: 

Just  received  telegram  from  Barre.  Plans  destroyed  by  fire;  monu¬ 
ment  burnt  up,  with  exception  of  two  car  loads  in  Utica.  Letter  follows. 

Hoffman  &  Prochazxa. 

On  the  following  morning  I  received  another  telegram,  as  follows : 

New  York,  June  15,  1898. 

Philip  T.  Colgrove,  S.  C.  K.  P.,  Hastings,  Mich. : 

Would  suggest  that  you  call  early  meeting  of  monument  committee  at 
Montpelier,  Vt.  We  can  there  look  over  the  ground  on  spot  and  deter¬ 
mine  particulars  and  time  to  complete.  Robertson  and  Grand  Chancellor 
of  the  state  approve  of  this  course.  Hoffman  &  Prochazka. 

I  immediately  sent  a  telegram  to  the  chairman  of  the  Rathbone  monu¬ 
ment  committee,  as  well  as  to  the  members  of  the  committee  on  design, 
asking  them  to  meet  on  the  22d  of  June,  at  Montpelier,  Yt.  The  commit¬ 
tee  met  at  the  time  and  place  specified  and  submitted  the  following  report : 

Montpelier,  Yt.,  June  23,  1898. 

Philip  T.  Colgrove,  Supreme  Chancellor : 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — In  accordance  with  your  telegram,  Brothers 
Robertson,  Harmon  and  myself,  with  Mr.  Hoffman,  met  at  Montpelier, 
Vt.  We  visited  the  granite  works  and  found  them  as  stated  in  your  tele¬ 
gram,  completely  destroyed  by  fire.  The  granite  work  was  completed, 
part  loaded  on  cars  in  shop,  and  twenty-four  hours’  time  would  have 
found  the  monument  on  its  way  to  Utica.  After  visiting  the  works,  also 
the  quarry,  and  conferring  with  the  proprietors,  we  find  it  impossible  to 
have  the  granite  work  replaced  and  shipped  from  Barre,  Vt.,  before  Sep¬ 
tember  10, 1898.  The  contractor,  Mr.  Hoffman,  says  he  will  have  the  mon¬ 
ument  erected  and  ready  for  acceptance  by  the  committee  October  18th,  and 
possibly  before. 

We,  as  a  committee,  have  the  utmost  confidence  in  the  firm  and  con¬ 
tractors  from  what  we  have  seen  to-day  at  the  works,  and  the  committee 
consider  the  firm  responsible  parties  and  the  granite  fully  up  to  the  speci¬ 
fications.  Therefore,  under  the  above  circumstance,  the  committee  would 
recommend  that  the  contractor  be  given  to  the  18th  of  October  to  com¬ 
plete  the  monument  at  Utica,  and  when  accepted  by  the  committee  the 
same  be  unveiled  October  25,  1898.

It  was  suggested  that  the  corner-stone  be  laid  at  the  time  set  for  the 
unveiling,  and  that  the  ceremonies  already  agreed  upon  and  in  course  of 
preparation  be  carried  out.  After  having  given  the  report  of  the  commit¬ 
tee  due  consideration,  I  determined  to  pursue  the  course  suggested  by 
them,  and  the  unveiling  of  the  monument  was  postponed  until  after  it  was 
completed  and  approved  by  the  committee.  Unfortunate  as  is  the  situa¬ 
tion,  we  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  wisdom  of  the  committee  in 
refusing  to  advance  any  payments  until  the  monument  was  completed  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  and  approved  by  the  committee. 
The  loss,  however  severe  it  may  be  upon  the  contractors,  is  no  loss  to  the 
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Supreme  Lodge,  as  the  fund  is  intact  and  in  the  hands  of  Brother  Sample, 
and  in  a  sufficient  amount  to  pay  every  dollar  of  the  contract  price, 
together  with  the  necessary  expenses  attending  the  unveiling  ceremonies. 

This  has  been  a  labor  of  love  upon  the  part  of  your  Supreme  Chancel¬ 
lor,  and  the  disappointment,  I  am  sure,  can  not  fall  upon  any  one  more 
heavily.  It  was  my  fondest  hope  and  expectation  to  be  able  to  report  to 
the  Supreme  Lodge  at  this  convention  the  completion  of  the  work,  and 
but  for  this  unfortunate  and  disastrous  fire,  I  should  have  been  able  to 
submit  to  you  our  final  action  in  the  matter  without  having  asked  the 
Supreme  Lodge  to  pay  the  one  thousand  dollars  subscribed  at  the  Wash¬ 
ington  convention  in  1894. 

The  work  has  been  energetically  pushed  from  the  beginning,  and  I 
desire  to  acknowledge  my  gratitude  for  the  unselfish  labor  of  Brothers 
Harmon,  Young,  Robertson,  Sample  and  others  who  have  contributed  so 
much  to  the  success  we  have  thus  far  attained.  The  monument,  when 
completed,  will  be  a  credit  to  the  order  and  fitting  recognition  of  the  name 
and  fame  of  its  founder. 

I  can  not  close  the  report  upon  this  subject  without  making  mention  of 
the  generous  contributions  made  by  the  lodges  under  the  immediate  con¬ 
trol  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  some  of  them  having  contributed  as  high  as 
fifty  dollars.  The  following  statement  received  from  the  custodian  of  this 
fund  on  the  16th  of  July,  1898,  shows  the  amount  contributed  by  the 
various  domains  and  subordinate  lodges  under  the  control  of  the  Supreme

REPORTS  OF  THE  SUPREME  TRIBUNAL. 

It  became  apparent  to  me  after  several  visitations  that  the  reports  of 
the  Supreme  Tribunal  were  not  receiving  the  circulation  to  which  they 
were  entitled.  Believing  as  I  do  that  every  subordinate  lodge  in  the 
Supreme  Domain  should  be  in  possession  of  these  reports,  as  well  as  the 
Constitution  and  Statutes  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and’Grand  Lodges,  I  issued 
the  following  circular  letter  to  each  of  the  Grand  Chancellors: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — I  am  exceedingly  anxious  that  every  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge  in  your  domain  should  be  in  possession  of  all  of  the  law  governing 
the  order.  From  the  numerous  questions  that  are  asked  of  me  and  the 
steady  volume  of  correspondence  regarding  the  lawTs  of  the  order,  I  am 
satisfied  that  if  every  subordinate  lodge  were  in  possession  of  the  Supreme 
Constitution  and  Statutes,  the  Grand  Constitution  and  Statutes  of  the 
various  domains,  together  with  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal, 
there  would  be  no  necessity  for  any  one  being  in  ignorance  of  questions  of 
Pythian  jurisDrudence. 
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I  assume  that  all  of  the  subordinate  lodges  have  the  Supreme  Constitu¬ 
tion  and  Statutes  as  well  as  their  own  Grand  Constitution  and  Statutes, 
but  I  know  the  subordinate  lodges  are  not  in  possession  of  the  decisions  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Order.  These  decisions  are  bound  in  two  small 
volumes,  calf  binding,  and  cost  fifty  cents  each.  They  can  be  purchased 
of  R.  L.  C.  White  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  of  the  Order.  I  am  very  desirous  that  you  should  call  the  attention 
of  the  subordinate  lodges  in  your  domain  to  these  volumes  of  Pythian  law 
and  request  each  subordinate  lodge  to  send  to  R.  L.  C.  White  for  the  same. 
They  are  published  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  sold  at  actual  cost,  fifty 
cents  per  volume.  The  price  is  so  low  that  every  subordinate  lodge  can 
afford  to  own  these  books  containing  the  decisions  of  the  highest  court  of 
the  order  on  questions  that  have  arisen  of  importance  to  the  order. 
They  are  indexed,  and  there  is  no  difficulty  in  ascertaining  at  a  glance 
what  the  questions  are  the  court  has  decided.  I  hope  you  will  call 
the  attention  of  the  lodges  in  your  domain  to  this  matter  by  circular  or 
otherwise.  When  the  time  shall  come  that  the  brotherhood  are  familiar 
with  Pythian  law  that  is  contained  in  our  constitution  and  statutes  and 
decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Order,  we  shall  have  every  reason 
to  congratulate  ourselves.  May  1  hope  that  you  will  give  this  matter  your 
earnest  attention  and  advise  me  of  your  action  ?

Asa  result  of  this  letter  I  soon  ascertained  that  all  of  the  copies  in  the 
hands  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  were  sold,  and  that  he 
was  required  to  order  another  supply  to  meet  the  demand  from  the  various 
domains.

- ,  Grand  Chancellor  of  the  Grand  Domain  of - ; 

The  last  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  adopted  a  resolution  recom¬ 
mending  that  the  incoming  Supreme  Chancellor  be  requested  to  again  call 
the  attention  of  the  various  grand  domains  to  the  law  upon  the  subject  of 
the  use  of  the  red  collar,  with  a  suggestion  that  the  same  be  strictly 
enforced.  My  predecessor,  in  his  official  circular  “  C,”  quoted  the  section 
of  the  law,  being  section  117  of  the  Supreme  Statutes,  which  ought  by  this 
time  to  be  familiar  to  every  officer  and  member  of  every  subordinate  lodge 
within  the  Supreme  jurisdiction.  I  quote  again  the  law  upon  the  subject: 

“  During  conventions  of  a  subordinate  iiodge,  each  Page  shall  wear  a  blue 
collar,  each  Esquire  shall  wear  a  yellow  collar,  and  every  other  person,  not 
occupying  an  official  station,  shall  wear  the  jewel  of  the  highest  rank  or 
honorwhich  he  has  attained,  or  of  some  lower  rank  or  honor;  except  that 
a  Deputy  Supreme  Chancellor  or  a  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor,  when  mak¬ 
ing  an  official  visit,  may  wear  the  jewel  pertaining  to  that  position.” 

Sufficient  time  has  elapsed  for  every  subordinate  lodge  to  have  procured 
jewels  for  its  members  of  the  rank  of  knight.  There  is  no  excuse  in  any 
subordinate  lodge  for  the  use  of  the  red  collar,  and  every  chancellor  com¬ 
mander  who  permits  a  brother  knight  to  sit  in  a  lodge  room  wearing  a  red 
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collar  violates  his  obligation;  and,  if  necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
law,  charges  should  be  preferred.  My  attention  has  been  called  to  many 
subordinate  lodges  which  have  refused  or  neglected  to  purchase  a  sufficient 
number  of  knights’  jewels.  It  is  the  duty  of  each  Grand  Chancellor  to  see 
to  it  that  the  law  which  has  been  in  force  for  more  than  two  years  is 
strictly  complied  with  in  his  grand  domain.  I  trust  that  you  will  imme¬ 
diately  communicate  to  all  the  subordinate  lodges  within  your  grand 
domain  the  requirements  of  the  law  upon  this  subject.  The  attention  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  was  called  to  this  matter  because  of  violations  reported, 
and  it  is  my  duty  to  say  to  you  that,  should  any  subordinate  lodge  within 
your  grand  domain  be  found  using  the  red  collar,  it  is  your  duty  to  take 
immediate  action,  and  its  charter  should  be  suspended  in  accordance  with 
Supreme  Statute  320,  unless  the  law  is  immediately  complied  with. 

Kindly  acknowledge  receipt  of  this  circular  and  advise  me  of  your 
action  relating  thereto.  Fraternally  yours,

- ,  Grand  Chancellor  of  the  Grand  Domain  of - : 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — The  eighteenth  convention  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  held  at  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  adopted  a 
resolution  providing  for  a  jewel  for  the  Master  of  the  Work.  Supreme 
Statute  114  provided  for  its  design.  The  committee  on  written  work  sub¬ 
mitted  a  resolution,  which  was  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  as  follows: 

“That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1895,  no  Master  of  the 
Work  shall  be  installed  in  office  unless  he  shall  have  been  provided  with  a 
jewel  of  his  office;  and  that  the  proper  Grand  Lodge  officers  be  officially 
notified  to  that  effect.” 

The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  in  compliance  with  this  reso¬ 
lution,  officially  notified,  by  circular  from  his  office,  the  different  grand 
domains,  and  they  were  urged  to  take  immediate  steps  to  carry  into  effect 
the  order  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  The  report  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal,  at  the  last  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  shows  that 
a  large  number  of  the  grand  domains  have  not  complied  with  the  law,  and 
that  more  than  one  thousand  subordinate  lodges  have  refused  (or  at  least 
failed)  to  obey  the  positive  order  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  that  “this 
large  number  of  subordinate  lodges  suffered  one  of  their  principal  officers 
to  be  installed  into  and  occupy  his  official  station  without  any  visible 
emblem  of  his  right  to  do  so.”  This  subject-matter  was  referred  to  the 
incoming  Supreme  Chancellor,  and  I  was  asked  to  take  such  steps  as 
might  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  law  and  to  obtain  the  needed  results. 
The  regulation  requiring  the  Master  of  the  Work  to  be  in  possession  of  the 
jewel  of  his  office  before  his  installation  is  the  Supreme  law  of  the  order, 
and  no  subordinate  lodge  has  any  authority  to  install  such  officer  until  the 
jewel  has  been  provided. 

I  desire  that  you,  as  Grand  Chancellor  of  your  grand  domain,  commu¬ 
nicate  immediately  with  each  subordinate  lodge,  calling  its  attention  to  the 
law,  citing  the  statute  and  the  resolution  as  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge 
at  its  Washington  convention,  and  the  resolution  afterward  adopted  at  the 
last  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  at  Cleveland,  insisting  that  each  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  shall  immediately  procure  a  jewel  for  its  Master  of  the  Work, 
and  that  in  no  instance  shall  a  Master  of  the  Work  be  installed  in  his  o  ffice  until  the 
jewel  has  been  provided.  I  can  but  feel  that  this  has  been  very  largely  a 
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matter  of  neglect,  as  I  know  the  subordinate  lodges  everywhere  are  loyal 
to  the  Supreme  law,  and  as  soon  as  they  understand  they  will  immediately 
comply. 

1  trust  you  will  acknowledge  receipt  of  this  circular,  and  advise  me  as 
to  what  steps  you  take  regarding  the  matter  in  your  grand  domain.

THE  DETROIT  CASE. 

The  history  of  this  case  until  the  time  it  was  carried  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Michigan  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  Supreme  Chancellor 
Richie  to  the  Cleveland  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  A  great 
amount  of  labor  was  put  on  this  case,  and  everything  possible  done  that  it 
might  be  submitted  to  the  Supreme  Court  in  proper  form.  A  full  and 
exhaustive  brief  was  prepared,  citing  all  the  authorities,  both  American 
and  English,  having  any  bearing  upon  the  questions  involved.  The 
Supreme  Court  adopted  the  decision  of  the  court  below.  The  question 
litigated  has  ceased  to  be  a  matter  of  importance.  The  so-called  Improved 
Order  has  practically  ceased  to  exist,  having  paid  the  penalty  of  traitors  to 
a  sacred  obligation.  An  order  founded  by  men  recreant  to  their  trust  and 
based  upon  such  principles  is  bound  to  die  of  its  own  accord,  and  needs 
but  time  to  work  its  destruction.  The  majority  of  the  members  we  have 
lost  by  this  secession  are  such  as  we  could  ill  afford  to  retain,  and  the  order 
has  been  materially  benefited  by  their  withdrawal  —  a  large  number  of 
whom,  under  our  present  laws,  could  not  hope  to  gain  admittance.  They 
have  accomplished  for  us  what  we  failed  to  accomplish  in  the  courts — 
their  own  destruction. 

Some  criticisms  may  be  offered  as  to  the  advisability  of  bringing  this 
suit.  Supreme  Chancellor  Richie,  foreseeing  the  possibility  of  such 
criticism,  only  commenced  the  suit  after  having  obtained  the  advice  and 
approval  of  all  the  officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  who  in  every  instance 
advised  this  course,  and  the  Pythian  press  and  the  Pythian  public  had 
been  loud  in  their  demand  that  action  should  be  taken  at  once  to  protect 
the  name  of  the  order  and  punish  the  offenders.  It  is  of  course  easy  to  see 
at  this  distance  how  some  other  course  might  have  been  more  advisable; 
this,  however,  is  but  another  evidence  of  the  fact  that  it  is  impossible  for 
men  to  foresee  the  result  of  their  action  where  it  is  attended  with  as  many 
difficult  questions  and  uncertain  propositions  as  were  found  surrounding 
this  case.  That  the  bringing  of  this  action  met  with  universal  approval  is 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  not  a  dissenting  voice  was  raised. 

Many  months  were  devoted  to  the  case,  and  nothing  left  undone 
to  honorably  attain  the  success  we  hoped  for.  The  Waldeck  case 
involved  an  entirely  different  proposition  —  the  right  of  property  alone 
being  involved;  in  the  Detroit  case — the  right  to  protect  the  name  of  the 
order.  Supreme  Chancellor  Richie  selected  his  own  counsel,  one  of  whom 
was  your  now  Supreme  Chancellor.  Judge  P.  T.  Van  Zile,  dean  of  the 
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Detroit  College  of  Law  and  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Michigan  bar,  assisted 
Brother  Burns  and  myself  throughout  both  trials.  I  submit  herewith  the 
opinion  of  the  court : 

SUPREME  LODGE  KNIGHTS  OF  PYTHIAS  VS.  IMPROVED  ORDER  KNIGHTS  OF  PYTHIAS. 

[Opinion  filed  May  28,  1897.] 

Voluntary  Societies — Right  to  Incorporated  Name — Selection  of  Similar 
Name  by  Seceding  Order. 

Certain  seceders  from  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  a  secret  unincorporated 
society,  incorporated  themselves  into  a  society  and  assumed  the  name  of 
Improved  Knights  of  Pythias.  In  a  proceeding  brought  to  restrain  them 
from  using  the  ritual  and  jewels  of  the  parent  order  and  from  using  the 
name  Improved  Knights  of  Pythias,  it  is  held : 

“That  incorporation  does  not  give  an  exclusive  right  to  a  name  already 
in  use  by  an  existing  voluntary  society;  and  that  the  courts  will  not 
restrain  the  use  of  a  name  assumed  by  seceding  members  of  a  voluntary 
society  in  the  absence  of  any  showing  that  the  name  chosen  will  work  any 
damage  to  the  present  society.” 

Appeal  from  the  circuit  court  for  Wayne  county,  in  chancery;  Wm.  L. 
Carpenter,  judge. 

Bill  filed  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  against  the  Improved 
Order  Knights  of  Pythias.  From  a  decree  dismissing  the  bill  complainant 
appeals.  Affirmed. 

Philip  T.  Colgrove,  John  C.  Burns  and  Philip  T.  Van  Zile  for  complain¬ 
ant  and  appellant. 

Edwin  F.  Conley  and  Florea  &  Seidensticker,  for  defendant  and  appellee. 

Complainants  filed  a  bill  for  an  injunction,  praying  that  defendants  be 
restrained  from  using  the  ritual  and  jewels  of  the  Order  of  the  Knights  of 
Pythias,  and  from  using  the  name  Improved  Order  Knights  of  Pythias. 
A  careful  examination  of  the  authorities  cited  by  counsel,  and  of  the 
reasons  urged  by  them,  has  failed  to  convince  us  that  the  learned  trial 
judge  erred  in  dismissing  the  bill.  The  opinion  of  Judge  Carpenter  con¬ 
tains  so  full  a  review  of  the  case,  and  its  reasoning  is  so  satisfactory,  that 
we  adopt  it  as  our  own.  That  opinion  is  as  follows : 

“The  Knights  of  Pythias  is  a  secret  unincorporated  society,  organized  in 
1864,  and  has  about  500,000  members.  Complainant  is  the  Supreme  Lodge 
of  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  was  incorporated  by  a  special  act  of  Con¬ 
gress  in  1894.  The  Improved  Order  Knights  of  Pythias  is  also  a  secret 
unincorporated  society,  and  had,  June  30,  1895,  when  the  last  report  was 
made,  1,736  members.  It  was  formed  in  December,  1894,  by  former  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  These  last  mentioned  members  left  the 
order  and  formed  the  new  because  a  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
Knights  of  Pythias,  in  August,  1894,  declared  that  ‘henceforth  and  for¬ 
evermore  the  ritual  used  in  this  and  all  other  English-speaking  countries 
shall  be  printed  in  the  English  language  only.’  Both  orders  are  fraternal 
and  benevolent — they  have  many  resemblances.  The  important  difference 
between  them,  as  already  indicated,  is  this:  the  ritual  of  the  Improved 
Order  may  be  printed  in  German,  while  that  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias 
can  not  be.  Complainant  asks  an  injunction  restraining  defendants  from 
using  the  name  ‘Improved  Order  Knights  of  Pythias/  and  from  using 
the  name  Knights  of  Pythias,  or  any  derivation  thereof,  and  from  printing 
or  using  any  ritual  in  substance  like  that  used  by  the  Knights  of  Pythias. 

“There  is  no  proof  that  the  defendant’s  ritual  is  so  nearly  like  complain¬ 
ant’s  as  to  justify  the  interference  of  a  court.  The  sole  question  is,  then, 
whether  the  defendant  shall  be  enjoined  from  using  the  name,  ‘Improved 
Order  Knights  of  Pythias.’  Complainant’s  counsel  insist  that  by  the  act 
incorporating  complainant  as  ‘Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias’  an 
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exclusive  right  to  the  name  ‘Knights  of  Pythias’  was  acquired.  Numer¬ 
ous  cases  are  cited  holding  that  a  corporation  has  an  exclusive  right  to  its 
name.  No  case,  however,  is  cited  holding  that  incorporation  gives  an 
exclusive  right  to  a  name  already  in  use,  as  the  name  ‘  Knights  of  Pythias’ 
was  by  an  existing  voluntary  society.  On  the  contrary,  McGlinn  vs.  Post, 
21  Abbott,  New  Cases  97,  cited  by  complainant’s  counsel,  and  Black  Rabbit 
Association  vs.  Mundy,  21  Abbott,  New  Cases  99,  hold  that  in  such  a  case 
an  exclusive  right  is  not  acquired.  Indeed,  if  complainant  by  incorporating 
acquired  the  exclusive  right  to  the  name  ‘Knights  of /Pythias’  it  could  at 
will  compel  the  order  of  which  it  is  only  the  head,  and  all  other  lodges, 
subordinate  and  grand,  to  cease  using  the  name  ‘  Knights  of  Pythias.’  It 
seems  clear  therefore  that  complainant  did  not,  by  becoming  a  corporation, 
acquire  the  exclusive  right  to  the  name  ‘Knights  of  Pythias,’  and  that 
whatever  are  its  rights  they  can  not  exceed  those  of  the  order  of  which  it 
is  the  head.  The  question  then  arises,  are  the  rights  of  the  order  violated? 
Nearly  all  the  members  who  withdrew  from  the  old  order  and  went  into 
the  new  are  Germans,  and  many  of  them  are  unable  to  read  and  under¬ 
stand  a  ritual  not  printed  in  German.  Prior  to  the  action  of  the  order 
which  was  the  occasion  of  their  withdrawal,  the  order  furnished  for  their 
use  and  they  used  rituals  printed  in  German.  Defendants  therefore  with¬ 
drew  from  the  society  of  which  they  were  members  because  it  changed, 
not  because  it  continued,  its  policy.  The  propriety  of  the  conduct  of  com¬ 
plainant  in  forbidding  the  printing  of  the  ritual  in  German,  the  propriety 
of  the  conduct  of  defendants  in  withdrawing  from  the  order,  are  questions 
solely  for  the  consideration  of  the  parties  themselves.  The  Knights  of 
Pythias  has  a  lawful  right  to  declare  that  its  ritual  should  be  printed  only 
in  English,  and  defendants  had  an  equally  lawful  right  to  found  an  order 
whose  ritual  might  be  printed  in  German.  Having  formed  this  order,  is  it 
possible  that  defendants  can  not  give  it  an  appropriate  name,  a  name  which 
will  properly  describe  it?  This  new  order  is  formed  by  the  members  of 
the  Knights  of  Pythias  who  withdrew  from  the  Knights  of  Pythias  because 
that  order  changed  its  policy  in  a  matter  which  it  must  be  presumed  they 
thought  important.  This  order  resembles  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  It 
stands  to  these  members  in  the  place  which  the  Knights  of  Pythias  has 
vacated.  To  a  certain  extent  it  carries  out  a  policy  which  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  formerly  carried  out  and  abandoned.  Complainant  charges  that 
the  defendants  have  seceded  from  it  and  have  established  a  rival  and  very 
similar  organization.  No  name  could  appropriately  be  adopted  under 
these  circumstances  which  did  not  contain  the  words  ‘  Knights  of  Pythias,’ 
because  no  name  could  properly  describe  it  either  by  reference  to  its  origin, 
its  history  or  its  purposes,  which  did  not  contain  those  words.  Suppose 
that  this  new  order  had  received  some  other  name,  it  would  have  been 
none  the  less,  in  the  mind  of  complainant,  a  seceding  faction  of  the  Knights 
of  Pythias;  it  would  have  been  none  the  less  to  defendants  a  substitute 
for  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  it  would  have  been  none  the  less  to  the 
impartial  historian  an  offshoot  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  One  excellent 
test  of  an  appropriate  name  to  select  under  such  circumstances  is  furnished 
by  the  history  of  schism  in  other  societies.  Nearly  all  our  varieties  of 
churches  of  the  same  denomination  are  the  result  of  secession  or  with¬ 
drawal  from  the  parent  church  of  that  name,  and  it  has  been  the  usual 
course  for  a  new  church  society  to  adopt  as  a  permanent  part  of  its  name 
the  name  of  the  parent  organization.  Take  an  instance:  a  part  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  church  withdrew  and  established  the  Protestant 
Methodist  church.  So  we  have  the  Order  of  Foresters  of  America,  formerly 
of  the  Ancient  Order  of  Foresters  of  America;  the  Canadian  Order  of  For¬ 
esters,  the  Independent  Order  of  Foresters,  all  of  which  are,  as  I  under¬ 
stand,  offshoots  of  the  Ancient  Order  of  Foresters  of  England.  No  one 
has  ever  questioned  the  appropriateness  of  using  the  parent  name  as  a 
part  of  the  name  of  a  new  society  formed  under  these  circumstances,  so 
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far  as  I  can  learn.  To  my  mind  it  is  clear  therefore  that  defendants,  in 
naming  their  order,  not  only  could  but  were  almost  bound,  in  order  to 
properly  describe  it,  to  make  use  of  the  words  ‘Knights  of  Pythias.7  Of 
course  there  is  this  limitation:  defendants  should  not  use  a  name  so  much 
like  the  name  of  the  order  from  which  they  have  withdrawn  as  to  work  a 
damage  to  that  order.  The  only  way  that  the  order  can  be  damaged,  as 
the  least  reflection  will  prove,  is  by  depriving  it  of  members  who  would 
otherwise  join  it.  Let  us  apply  to  this  case  the  principles  by  which  courts 
determine  similar  controversies  of  trading  concerns.  The  decisive  prin¬ 
ciple  is  this :  ‘  No  man  has  a  right  to  sell  or  advertise  his  own  business  or 
goods  as  those  of  another.’  Williams  vs.  Farrand,  88  Mich.,  478.  ‘One 
must  not  therefore  adopt  a  name  so  similar  to  that  of  another  as  to  draw 
to  himself  business  intended  for  that  other.’  Higgins  Co.  vs.  Higgins 
Soap  Co.,  144  N.  Y.,  462:  Talcott  vs.  Moore,  6  Hun.  (N.  Y.),  106;  Potter  vs. 
McPhersons,  21  Hun.  (N.  Y.),  559  ;  Holmes  vs.  Holmes,  37  Conn.,  296.” 

The  correct  principle  is  stated  in  complainant’s  brief,  page  71,  as  a  quo¬ 
tation  from  the  opinion  of  Judge  Foster  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Vander¬ 
burgh  county,  Ind.,  rendered  in  the  suit  of  St.  George  Lodge,  K.  P.,  vs. 
Rosenthal  et  al . 

“  Where  a  corporation  has  appropriated  and  used  a  name  for  such  length 
of  time  as  to  become  identified  by  the  name,  and  had  established  a  char¬ 
acter  and  reputation  under  it,  it  is  a  fraud  upon  the  corporation  and  the 
public  if  this  name  be  assumed  by  others  under  such  circumstances  as 
would  lead  the  public  to  believe  that  they  constitute  the  original  corpora¬ 
tion,  and  where  injury  will  result  to  the  corporation  on  account  thereof, 
courts  of  equity  will,  at  the  suit  of  the  injured  parties,  by.  injunction, 
restrain  the  further  perpetration  of  the  wrong.  It  is  the  special  injury  to 
the  party  aggrieved  and  the  imposition  upon  the  public  that  constitute 
the  wrong  which  the  courts  wrill  redress.  It  is  not  necessary  that  the 
wrong  should  be  intentionally  committed.  It  is  enough  that  the  name 
should  be  used  under  such  circumstances  as  would  lead  the  public  to 
believe  that  the  later  organization  was  the  former,  and  thereby  cause 
injury  to  the  former  corporation.” 

Where  one  uses  the  name  of  another  for  fraudulent  purpose  of  attract¬ 
ing  to  himself  business  which  belongs  to  that  other,  no  injustice  will  be 
done  if  the  court  assumes  that  the  name  chosen  accomplishes  this  purpose, 
even  though  the  resemblance  be  not  great.  If  one  intends  that  the  name 
he  has  chosen  shall  be  believed  to  be  that  of  another,  it  is  fair  to  infer  that 
he  will  so  use  that  name  as  to  promote  the  desired  belief.  Accordingly  we 
find  that  the  motives  with  which  a  name  is  chosen  and  the  circumstances 
attending  its  use,  as  well  as  the  similarity  of  names,  have  a  bearing  in 
determining  whether  business  is  liable  to  be  diverted,  and  consequently 
whether  the  courts  shall  intervene.  Compare  Myers  vs.  Kalamazoo  Buggy 
Co.,  54  Mich.,  215,  and  Williams  vs.  Farrand,  88  Mich.,  479.  See  also  Hig¬ 
gins  vs.  Higgins  Soap  Co.,  144  N.  Y.,  471.  Where  the  name  was  not  chosen 
for  the  purpose  of  deception  and  has  not  been  used  under  circumstances 
intended  or  calculated  to  deceive,  the  similarity  of  names  must  be  such  as 
to  deceive  ordinary  persons  proceeding  with  ordinary  care,  to  justify  the 
interference  of  a  court.  High  on  Injunctions,  1888 ;  Seixo  vs.  Provenzendi, 
L.  R.  Ex.  Ap.,  192  ;  McLean  vs.  Fleming,  96  IT.  S.,  251. 

There  is  not  a  particle  of  evidence  in  the  case  that  the  defendants  chose 
the  name  “Improved  Order  Knights  of  Pythias”  with  the  intention  that 
their  order  should  be  supposed  to  be  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  nor 
that  they  have  done  anything  since  the  order  was  founded  to  lead  the 
public  to  believe  that  the  orders  were  the  same.  On  the  contrary,  the 
official  communication  issued  by  defendants,  some  of  which  are  set  up  in 
complainant’s  bill,  inform  all  who  read  them  that  their  order  is  not  the 
Knights  of  Pythias,  but  is  a  separate,  and  they  claim,  an  improved  order. 
Defendants  seem  quite  as’  anxious  as  complainant  to  have  it  understood 
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that  their  order  is  not  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  This,  then,  is  the  test:  Is 
the  name,  “  Improved  Order  Knights  of  Pythias,”  so  nearly  like  the  name, 
“Knights  of  Pythias,”  that  ordinary  persons  using  ordinary  care  would 
think  them  identical,  would  think  them  two  names  for  the  same  order,  or 
for  branches  of  the  same  order,  that  they  would  become  members  of  the 
defendant’s  society  when  they  really  wanted  to  join  complainant’s  society? 

In  considering  this  question  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  no  com¬ 
plaint  is  or  can  be  made  on  account  of  any  damage  resulting  from  the 
fact  that  the  defendant  society  is  a  rival  and  a  competing  organization,  and 
that  the  founders  of  an  order  have  the  right  to  claim  that  their  order  is 
superior  to  any  and  every  other  order.  It  is  fatal,  therefore,  to  complain¬ 
ant’s  case,  if  the  difference  of  names  indicates  that  defendant’s  society  is  a 
different  society  (even  though  it  is  claimed  to  be  better)  from  complain¬ 
ant’s.  The  law  does  not  protect  the  name  from  any  consideration  for  the 
feelings  of  those  who  bear  it.  Day  vs.  Browning,  L.  R.  10  Ch.  Div.,  294. 
The  sole  question  is,  as  already  stated,  the  effect  or  probable  effect  of  the 
similarity  of  names  in  diverting  business.  In  determining  this  question, 
the  courts  do  not  receive  much,  if  any,  aid  from  adjudicated  cases.  In  the 
communications  of  defendants,  set  up  in  complainant’s  bill,  the  name  of 
their  society  appears  as  follows :  “  Improved  Order  K.  P.”  The  name  of  the 
complainant  is  set  forth  as  follows  :  “Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias.” 
It  is  the  head  of  the  “Order  Knights  of  Pythias.”  To  me  it  is  self-evident 
that  no  careful  person  could  think  that  these  two  orders  were  identical,  and, 
as  has  been  said,  in  cases  of  this  class  the  question  is  whether  the  simi¬ 
larity  is  calculated  to  mislead  the  ordinary  run  of  mankind.  There 
certainly  is  just  as  much  distinction  between  these  two  names  as  there  is 
between  that  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  the  Reformed  Episcopal  Church, 
or  that  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 
But  we  are  referred  to  the  case  of  Russia  Cement  Co.  vs.  Le  Page,  147  Miss., 
206 ;  same  case,  4  Am.  St.  Rep.,  685,  holding  that  the  introduction  of  the 
word  “Improved”  in  the  name  of  the  article  manufactured  by  defendant 
will  not  justify  its  use  if,  in  other  respects,  its  use  is  unjustifiable.  Another 
case  very  similar  is  that  of  Hohner  vs.  Gratz,  52  Fed.  Rep.,  871. 

In  the  former  case  it  was  held  an  invasion  of  the  rights  of  the  owner  of 
the  name  “LePage’s  Liquid  Glue”  to  use  the  name  “LePage’s  Improved 
Liquid  Glue.”  In  the  latter  case  it  was  held  an  invasion  of  the  rights  of 
Mr.  Hohner,  who  made  and  sold  harmonicas  under  his  own  name,  to  use 
the  name  on  harmonicas,  “Improved  Hohner.” 

The  distinction  between  these  cases  and  the  case  at  bar  is  obvious.  In 
those  cases  the  words  “  Improved”  indicated  not  a  different  glue,  but  an 
improved  quality  of  the  same  glue.  One  wishing  to  buy  “  Le  Page’s  Liquid 
Glue”  would  naturally  wish  to  buy  “LePage’s  Improved  Liquid  Glue.” 
In  the  Hohner  case  the  court  said,  “The  words  *  Improved  Hohner  ’  would 
signify  his  (Hohner’s)  make  of  a  better  quality,”  and  upon  this  ground  an 
injunction  was  granted.  Now,  the  name  “Improved  Order  Knights  of 
Pythias”  does  not  mean,  and  no  one  can  think  for  a  moment  that  it  does 
mean,  that  it  is  the  same  order  as  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  Every  one  who 
knows  enough  about  secret  societies  to  be  qualified  to  join  them,  knows 
that  a  different  name  of  a  society  means  a  different  society.  He  would 
know  that  the  Improved  Order  Knights  of  Pythias  was  not  a  variety  of  the 
Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias.  The  difference  of  name  would  indicate  to 
him  possibly  a  claim  on  the  part  of  defendants  that  theirs  was  the  better 
order,  of  which  he  must  for  himself  determine,  but  certainly  that  it  was  a 
different  order.  If,  in  the  LePage  or  Hohner  case,  the  names  had  only 
indicated  that  a  different  article  was  claimed  to  be  superior  to  one  of 
similar  name,  it  is  obvious  that  the  court  would  not  have  interfered. 
“Improved”  has  a  different  signification  when  prefixed  to  the  name  of  an 
order  from  what  it  has  when  prefixed  to  the  name  of  an  article.  The 
case  of  St.  George  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  vs.  Rosenthal,  decided  by 
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Judge  Foster  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Vanderburgh  county,  Indiana,  is 
more  nearly  in  point.  This  case  was  brought  by  a  subordinate  lodge 
Knights  of  Pythias  against  some  of  the  defendants  in  this  suit,  and  the 
same  relief  was  sought  that  is  sought  in  this  suit.  That  case  arose  upon 
demurrer  to  a  complaint.  Judge  Foster,  though  sustaining  the  demurrer 
on  the  ground  that  the  cause  of  action  must  be  enforced  by  the  Order 
Knights  of  Pythias  in  that  complaint  stated  to  be  a  corporation,  indicated 
his  opinion,  as  candidly  stated  by  him,  on  each  question  presented.  He 
stated  it  to  be  his  opinion  that  the  assumption  of  the  name  “  Improved  Order 
Knights  of  Pythias,”  under  the  circumstances  alleged  in  the  complaint,  was 
wrongful.  I  have  no  criticism  to  make  on  this  conclusion,  nor  with  the 
exception  hereafter  presented  on  the  reasoning  upon  which  it  is  based. 
The  facts  alleged  in  that  complaint  and  the  facts  established  in  this  case 
differ  radically.  It  was  alleged  in  that  case  that  defendants  in  organizing 
and  naming  their  society  were  seeking  to  disrupt  and  defeat  the  Knights 
of  Pythias.  It  did  not  appear,  as  in  my  opinion  it  does  in  this  case,  that 
the  name  Knights  of  Pythias  was  in  any  way  descriptive  of  the  new 
organization.  This  circumstance  is  expressly  alluded  to  in  the  reasoning 
by  which  Judge  Foster  reaches  the  conclusion  that  the  assumption  of  the 
name  is  wrongful.  I  must  conclude,  therefore,  that  Judge  Foster’s  opinion 
has  no  application  to  the  facts  as  established  in  this  case.  In  speaking 
of  the  difference  between  the  name  of  complainant  and  defendant’s  society, 
Judge  Foster  said:  “It  is  established  by  authorities  too  numerous  to  need 
citation  that  such  a  differentiation  amounts  to  nothing.”  This  is  the  only 
statement  in  Judge  Foster’s  opinion  in  which  I  can  not  concur.  I  have 
already  indicated  my  opinion  concerning  this  difference,  and  the  only 
cases  which,  it  is  claimed,  hold  that  this  differentiation  amounts  to 
nothing  which  I  have  been  able  to  find,  or  which  eminent  counsel  brought 
to  my  attention,  are  these  cases  which  I  have  just  tried  to  show  are  not  in 
point. 

The  best  possible  evidence  that  names  are  sufficiently  similar  to  mis¬ 
lead  the  public  is  the  fact  that  the  public,  or  some  portion  thereof,  has 
been  misled.  The  defendant  order  was  in  existence  more  than  a  year 
before  the  testimony  in  this  case  was  taken,  and  yet  not  a  particle  of 
evidence  was  introduced  showing,  or  tending  to  show,  that  the  similarity 
of  names  ever  misled  or  deceived  anyone.  The  case  must  be  decided  not 
by  citation  of  authorities,  but  by  answering  the  question:  Would  an 
ordinary  person,  using  ordinary  care,  wishing  to  join  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  join  the  Improved  Order  Knights  of  Pythias?  For  the  reasons 
above  stated  I  must  answTer  the  question,  No. 

A  decree  will  be  accordingly  entered  dismissing  complainant’s  bill.  The 
decree  will  be  affirmed.  Long,  C.  J.,  did  not  sit.  The  other  justices 
concurred. 

ALASKA. 

The  subject  of  the  establishment  of  a  lodge  in  Juneau,  Alaska,  was  taken 
up  soon  after  the  Cleveland  convention.  I  immediately  determined  to 
give  the  matter  thorough  investigation,  and,  if  the  facts  would  warrant  it, 
sanction  the  organization  of  a  lodge  in  that  territory.  The  fact  was 
impressed  upon  me  by  several  resident  brothers  that  Alaska,  although  far 
removed,  was  not  a  foreign  territory,  but  that  she  was  a  part  and  parcel  of 
the  Union,  and  as  such  was  inhabited  and  governed  by  Americans,  who 
made  this  their  fixed  place  of  residence,  and  who  were  able  to  establish 
and  maintain  a  prosperous  lodge.  Upon  investigation,  I  found  that  the 
city  of  Juneau  had  a  population  of  about  twenty-five  hundred,  and  pos- 
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sibly  five  hundred  residents  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  The  following 
petition  for  the  institution  of  a  lodge  was  forwarded  me : 

Petitioners  for  warrant  for  institution  of  a  lodge  of  Knights  of  Pythias, 
to  be  located  at  Juneau,  Alaska,  and  to  be  known  as  Alaska  Lodge,  No.  1, 
K.  P.:

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  petitioners  for  this  lodge  were 
men  of  business  standing,  who  would  insure  the  success  of  the  lodge.  I 
also  had  the  advice  of  a  reliable  brother,  a  resident  of  my  own  city,  who 
was  personally  acquainted  with  the  petitioners  with  one  or  two  exceptions, 
and  he  assured  me  of  their  standing  and  worth.  Under  all  the  circum¬ 
stances,  after  carefully  considering  the  matter,  I  thought  it  advisable  to 
sanction  the  establishment  of  a  lodge  in  the  city  of  Juneau,  and  hence 
gave  them  permission  to  do  so.  In  a  short  time  a  remittance  was  received 
for  the  necessary  supplies  for  the  institution  of  a  lodge,  the  supplies  were 
forwarded,  and  Frank  A.  Brooks  appointed  instituting  officer.  Just  at  this 
time  the  Klondike  excitement  struck  Alaska,  and  it  became  impossible 
to  do  anything  further  in  the  matter,  and  since  that  time  they  have  been 
unable  to  procure  a  proper  hall.  The  property  is  still  in  their  possession, 
and  they  are  waiting  in  hopes  that  suitable  quarters  may  be  secured  later 
on.  I  am  confident  that  a  prosperous  lodge  will  be  established  in  Juneau 
or  some  other  point  in  Alaska  in  the  near  future. 


CHARTER  OF  THE  GRAND  LODGE  OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  having  become  lost  or 
mislaid,  the  Grand  Chancellor  requested  Supreme  Chancellor  Richie  to 
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issue  a  duplicate.  There  being  some  misunderstanding  as  to  the  date  of 
the  original  charter,  and  there  being  no  record  of  its  issuance,  the  entire 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  by  Supreme  Chancellor  Richie. 
This  subject  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  warrants  and  charters, 
who  submitted  their  report  in  document  108  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
nineteenth  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  which  report  was  adopted 
on  page  7403  of  the  same  journal.  This  report  required  that  the  Grand 
Chancellor  and  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Pennsylvania  should  certify  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  over  the  seal  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  that  their  charter  had  been  lost  or 
mislaid,  and  that  they  furnish  a  copy  of  the  charter  to  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  in  order  that  a  duplicate,  marked  as  such,  might  be  issued.  It  was 
further  provided  in  said  report  that  the  Grand  Chancellor  and  the  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of  the  Grand  Domain  of  Pennsylvania,  over 
the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  should  file  in  the  office  of  the  Supreme 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  their  written  guaranty  that  in  the  event  of  the 
missing  charter  being  found  it  should  be  forthwith  returned  to  the  office 
of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal. 

On  the  12th  of  October,  1896,  a  copy  of  the  charter  and  the  guaranty, 
as  required  in  the  report  above  referred  to,  were  forwarded  to  this  office 
by  George  Hawkes,  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  the  same  were  forwarded  to  the  Supreme*  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal 
with  the  instructions  to  issue  a  duplicate  charter,  and  the  same  was  issued 
on  the  2d  of  November,  1896. 

REPRIMAND  OF  PAST  GRAND  CHANCELLOR  BUCHMANN. 

In  the  report  of  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of 
Supreme  Chancellor  Richie’s  report,  styled  “Disloyal  Past  Grand  Chan- 
chellors,”  will  be  found  the  endorsement  of  the  recommendation  of  Special 
Commissioner  Douglass,  which  is  as  follows: 

That  Past  Grand  Chancellor  Fred  Buchmann  of  Illinois  be  personally 
reprimanded  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  or  some  official  designated  by 

him. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  afterwards  adopted  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge. 

On  the  6th  day  of  October,  1896,  I  sent  the  following  communication  to 
Past  Grand  Chancellor  Fred  Buchmann: 

Office  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  Knights  of  Pythias, 

Hastings,  Mich.,  October  6,  1896,  p.  p.  xxxm. 
To  Fred  Buchmann ,  Past  Grand  Chancellor  of  the  Grand  Domain  of  Illinois , 
Chicago ,  Illinois: 

Brother— Charges  having  been  preferred  against  you  as  Past  Grand 
Chancellor  of  the  Grand  Domain  of  Illinois,  by  W.  W.  Blackwell,  Supreme 
Chancellor,  at  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  held  in  Washington 
City,  D.  C.,  August  28,  1894,  with  having  aided,  abetted  and,  by  conduct 
and  presence,  encouraged  the  German  insubordinates  to  greater  acts  of 
disloyalty,  and  in  so  doing,  having  violated  every  principle  of  honor  in 
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connection  with  the  higher  obligations  owing  to  the  Order  of  Knights  of 
Pythias  and  the  high  honors  conferred  npon  you;  and  said  charges 
having  been  referred  to  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Howard  Douglass,  who, 
on  Monday,  the  27th  day  of  July,  1896,  at  the  Auditorium  Hotel,  in  the 
city  of  Chicago,  proceeded,  under  his  commission,  to  take  the  testimony 
touching  said  charges,  and  said  testimony  having  been  taken  in  full  and 
said  special  commissioner  having  made  recommendations  which  were 
fully  indorsed  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  its  convention  held  in  the  city  of 
Cleveland,  August  25,  1896,  which  said  report  recommended  that  Past 
Grand  Chancellor  Fred  Buchmann  of  Illinois  be  personally  reprimanded 
by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  or  some  official  designated  by  him;  you  are 
therefore  cited  and  required  to  appear  in  person  at  the  next  convention  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  to  be  held  at  Rock  Island,  on  the  20th  of 
October,  1896,  at  the  hour  of  10  o’clock  a.  m.,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
the  reprimand  as  recommended  by  said  commissioner  and  concurred  in 
by  the  Supreme  Lodge.

In  pursuance  of  instructions  from  the  Supreme  Lodge,  I  publicly  rep¬ 
rimanded  Past  Grand  Chancellor  Fred  Buchmann,  in  the  presence  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  October  20,  1896,  as  follows : 

I  am  here  to  perform  an  unpleasant  duty,  assigned  to  me  by  the 
supreme  legislative  body  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  whose  serv¬ 
ant  I  am.  The  edict  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  could  have  been  carried  out  in 
a  less  conspicuous  manner,  and  a  reprimand  for  the  offence  of  which  you 
stand  convicted  in  your  subordinate  lodge  would,  no  doubt,  be  in  compli¬ 
ance  with  the  requirements  of  the  legislation  in  your  case.  I  find,  however, 
upon  a  review  of  the  testimony,  that  the  offence  of  which  you  have  been 
convicted  was  equally  within  the  knowledge  of  the  other  members  of  this 
body,  who  suffered  you  to  violate  your  obligation,  and  who,  together  with 
you,  though  not  personally  charged,  should  suffer  whatever  humiliation 
you  may  be  called  upon  to  suffer  by  reason  of  this  public  reprimand.  He 
who  stands  by  and  suffers  the  commission  of  a  Pythian  offence  when  in 
his  power  to  prevent,  is  equally  guilty  with  the  offender.  The  language 
of  the  charges  preferred  against  you  by  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  W.  W. 
Blackwell  is  as  severe  as  it  is  certain  in  its  meaning.  You  were  charged 
by  him,  at  the  session  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  1894,  held  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  with  having  aided,  abetted  and,  by  conduct  and  presence, 
encouraged  the  German  insubordinates  to  greater  acts  of  disloyalty,  and 
in  so  doing  violated  on  your  part  all  honor  in  connection  with  the  higher 
obligations  owing  to  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  and  the  high  honors 
conferred  upon  you.  This,  then,  is  the  offence  of  which  you  have  been 
found  guilty  and  by  your  admissions. 

The  Supreme  Lodge,  at  its  last  session  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  in  the 
month  of  August,  1896,  in  dealing  with  your  case,  directed  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  to  reprimand  you.  One  of  your  co-defendants  was  stripped  of 
the  honor  of  Past  Supreme  Representative  and  Past  Grand  Chancellor  in 
the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  his  name  stricken  from  the  roster  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge.  His  punishment  did  not  end  here,  for  his  Grand 
Lodge  was  instructed  to  divest  him  of  the  rank  of  Past  Chancellor  and 
debar  him  from  enjoying  any  of  the  honors  of  the  order  for  a  period  of  ten 
years.  I  refer  to  this  fact  because  in  your  case  there  must  have  been  some 
extenuating  circumstances  that  have  relieved  you  of  the  more  severe 
punishment.  Indeed,  it  is  gratifying  for  me  to  know  that  your  high  stand¬ 
ing  as  a  citizen  and  your  worth  as  an  honest,  ardent,  faithful,  untiring 
worker  in  the  interests  of  the  order  we  so  much  love  has  been  of  such  a 
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character  that  the  hand  of  friendship  has  been  extended  to  you  and  the 
great  lesson  of  charity  and  benevolence  exemplified  to  you  in  the  edict 
passed  by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

From  the  testimony  in  the  case,  I  find  that  you  have  been  a  member  of 
the  order  since  its  infancy;  that  in  1869  you  took  upon  yourself  the  sacred 
obligation  of  Pythian  knighthood,  and  that  you  were  the  first  Grand  Vice 
Chancellor  of  the  domain  of  Illinois,  that  to-day  ranks  third  numerically 
in  the  sisterhood  of  domains  in  the  Supreme  Jurisdiction.  I  further  find 
from  the  testimony  in  the  case  that  you  were  admitted  to  the  supreme 
legislative  body  of  the  order  in  1878.  Your  faithfulness  to  your  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge  is  best  expressed  by  quoting  from  your  own  testimony.  You 
say,  “  I  have  never  missed  a  meeting  since  the  lodge  was  in  existence, 
except  I  was  out  of  town.”  My  brother,  whatever  humiliation  may  be 
yours  at  this  hour,  your  testimony,  as  above  quoted,  ought  to  bring  the 
blush  of  shame  to  many  of  your  brethren  who  sit  upon  the  floor  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  and  other  Grand  Lodges  in  the  Supreme  jurisdiction. 
Twenty-seven  years  of  constant  attendance  upon  your  lodge  every  night 
you  were  in  the  city  is  the  best  evidence  of  your  loyalty  to  your  lodge 
and  to  the  order.  This  record  of  devotion  I  sincerely  regret  has  been 
dimmed  by  thoughtless  conduct  on  your  part,  and  the  violation  of  an  obli¬ 
gation  which  you  should  have  held  too  sacred  to  have  been  allured  from 
the  path  of  duty  by  the  siren  voices  of  those  who  never  build  up,  but  find 
their  greatest  happiness  in  the  wrecks  and  ruins  they  see  about  them  that 
they  count  as  their  own. 

I  am  fearful  that  the  advice  of  your  attorney  has  not  been  helpful,  and 
a  regard  for  the  violation  of  your  obligation  has  been  made  subservient  to 
selfish  ends.  To  violate  an  obligation  registered  in  the  presence  of  your 
fellow  men  before  the  altar  and  open  book  of  law,  the  Almighty  Ruler  of 
the  Universe  called  upon  to  witness  the  solemn  and  sacred  act,  should  be 
guarded  as  the  most  sacred  thing  on  earth,  and  he  who  would  either 
advise,  aid  or  assist  you  in  violating  it  is  worse  than  he  who  steals  into 
your  castle  at  night  and  robs  you  of  the  accumulations  of  your  labor. 

There  are  many  extenuating  circumstances,  I  find,  all  through  the  testi¬ 
mony.  Your  lodge,  no  doubt,  as  you  say,  was  given  to  understand  that  the 
ritual  business  would  be  rescinded  at  the  next  convention  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  and  that  there  would  be  no  harm  in  using  the  manuscript.  There 
was  no  one  who  had  any  right  to  give  you  such  assurance  as  this,  and 
especially  after  the  meeting  at  Washington,  when  it  was  determined  by  a 
decided  vote  that  the  ritual  should  be  printed  alone  in  the  English  lan¬ 
guage.  I  can  readily  understand  how,  after  the  session  at  Kansas  City,  in 
1892,  members  might  have  entertained  the  hope  that  the  action  of  that 
session  might  be  rescinded,  as  the  vote  was  very  close.  After  two  years  of 
discussion  and  thought  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  Washington  settled,  for  all 
time,  this  question,  and  any  Grand  Lodge  officer  or  Supreme  Representa¬ 
tive  who  would  be  guilty  of  advising  you  that  the  action  would  be  rescinded, 
could  not  have  been  honest  with  himself.  It  is  an  unfortunate  thing  that 
you  were  a  member  of  the  gathering  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  as  the  repre¬ 
sentative  of  Germania  Lodge.  In  many  respects  it  is  a  fortunate  thing  for 
the  order  that  you  were  there.  If  what  you  say  is  true,  and  from  your 
high  standing  as  a  man  of  reputation  and  honor,  testified  to  by  several 
witnesses  in  your  behalf,  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  your  word  when  you 
say  that  you  begged  of  them,  for  God’s  sake,  not  to  secede.  I  quote  your 
words,  “I  cautioned  them  not  to  be  too  hasty,  to  hold  their  horses  and  keep 
their  charter,  that  this  would  eventually  be  settled  satisfactorily  all  around, 
and  even  after  that,  when  they  had  put  me  on  the  executive  committee,  I 
tried  to  reason  with  them  and  cautioned  them  to  keep  their  charter  and 
stay  where  they  were  and  not  secede.  I  did  that  and  worked  myself  faith¬ 
fully  in  that  line.  I  am  sure  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  had  no  better  friend 
than  I  have  been  to  it.  I  could  do  no  more.  They  wanted  to  secede,  but 
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I  begged  of  them  to  stay  where  they  were.”  This  testimony,  on  your  part, 
speaks  of  your  earnest  desire  to  maintain  in  the  ranks  those  who,  together 
with  you,  had  taken  upon  themselves  the  obligation  of  knighthood.  I  can 
not  refrain  from  saying  to  you,  however,  that  it  would  have  been  far  better 
for  every  German  Lodge  to  have  seceded  then  and  there  than  to  have 
remained  in  the  order  and  violated  at  every  meeting  of  the  subordinate 
lodge  the  sacred  obligation  taken  by  every  knight  to  maintain  the  laws 
emanating  from  the  Grand  or  Supreme  Lodge.  Your  own  statement  of 
loyalty  at  the  Indianapolis  meeting  is  seriously  marred  by  your  conduct  in 
still  continuing  the  use  of  the  German  ritual  in  the  work  of  your  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge.  To  have  seceded  entirely  from  the  order  would  not  have  been 
a  greater  violation  than  to  have  remained  in,  as  you  did,  and  yet  openly 
violate  the  law.  In  reading  the  testimony  in  this  case  I  am  thoroughly 
satisfied  that  you  have  had  encouragement  from  sources  that  reflect  no 
credit  upon  the  individual  members.  It  is  a  source  of  personal  regret  that 
it  has  become  necessary  to  direct  the  Grand  Chancellor  of  this  state  to 
prefer  charges  against  your  lodge,  the  result  of  which  may  make  it  neces¬ 
sary  for  this  Grand  Lodge  to  revoke  its  charter.  The  time  has  come,  and 
is  now  here,  when  every  lodge,  not  only  in  the  domain  of  Illinois,  but  in 
the  Supreme  jurisdiction,  must,  at  its  peril,  maintain  and  uphold  the  law 
as  prescribed  by  the  Supreme  legislative  body.  All  of  the  authority  of 
the  office  of  Supreme  Chancellor  will  be  fearlessly  used  to  see  that  this  is 
done.  It  is  my  duty  to  see  that  this  is  done,  and  I  expect  and  feel  confid¬ 
ent  that  in  carrying  out  this  determination  the  Grand  Lodge  of  your 
domain  will  extend  to  me  their  hearty,  loyal  and  earnest  cooperation.  I 
have  no  reason  to  doubt  this.  Since  my  induction  into  the  office  of 
Supreme  Chancellor,  on  every  hand  I  have  received  from  the  officers  of 
your  grand  domain  and  from  your  representatives  in  the  Supreme  Lodge, 
encouragement  and  the  promise  on  their  part  to  aid  and  assist  me  at  all 
times  and  in  all  places  in  maintaining  the  dignity  of  the  office  of  Supreme 
Chancellor,  and  in  carrying  into  effect  every  law  and  edict  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge.  This  I  shall  expect,  and  have  a  confident  hope  and  belief  I  shall 
receive  it.  You  have  promised  that  in  the  event  of  leniency  being  shown 
you,  that  you  would  henceforth  abide  by  the  orders  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  and  its  officers  and  attend  no  lodge  working  in  th&German  language. 
I  believe  that  when  these  words  fell  from  your  lips  that  you  meant  them. 
I  believe  that  you  will  go  from  this  room  thoroughly  resolved  that  hence¬ 
forth  and  forevermore  you  will  be  true  to  your  obligation,  true  to  the 
principles  of  this  great  fraternity  that  has  endeared  itself  to  the  hearts  of 
men  everywhere,  because  of  its  lofty  teachings  and  its  patriotic  effort  to 
advance  the  principles  and  teachings  of  the  greatest  American  institution 
of  the  nineteenth  century.  From  those  who  have  testified  in  your  behalf, 
and  your  own  declaration  of  loyalty,  I  believe  that  these  words  have  been 
spoken  in  kindness  to  you,  my  brother,  and  will  find  a  response  in  your 
heart,  and  that  you  will  go  forth  in  Pythian  fields  and  bring  with  you 
many  sheaves  as  tokens  and  reward  of  your  Pythian  love  and  devotion. 
From  the  testimony  in  your  case,  as  given  by  the  attorney  who  appeared 
for  the  Supreme  Lodge,  from  the  recommendation  of  the  commissioner, 
Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Douglass,  as  indorsed  and  approved  by  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  I  can  not  find  it  in  my  heart  to  bring  into  this  repri¬ 
mand  any  unkind  or  hard  words.  I  bid  you  bear  aloft  the  tri-colors  of 
Pythianism  and  do  your  part  in  bringing  to  the  Grand  Domain  of 
Illinois  peace,  harmony  and  good  will,  to  the  end  that  an  era  of  greater 
prosperity  and  better  understanding  may  dawn  upon  this  grand  domain. 


The  reprimand  was  received  by  Brother  Buchmann  in  the  most  kindly 
spirit,  and  he  expressed  deep  regret  that  he  permitted  himself  to  be  led 
into  these  acts  of  disloyalty,  and  assured  me  of  his  intentions  of  ever  after 
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remaining  loyal  to  the  order  and  doing  all  in  his  power  to  further  its 
interests. 

RESIGN ATION  OF  CHIEF  TRIBUNE  GEORGE  E.  SEAY. 

I  regret  to  say  that  Judge  George  E.  Seay,  Chief  Tribune,  has  been 
compelled  to  forward  his  resignation  as  a  member  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal. 
I  received  the  following  communication  from  him: 


Gallatin,  July  6,  1898. 

Hon.  Philip  T.  Colgrove,  Supreme  Chancellor ,  Hastings ,  Mich. : 

My  Dear  Sir  and  Brother — I  do  not  think  that  it  will  be  so  that  I  shall 
attend  the  next  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal  at  Indianapolis  the  latter 
part  of  August  next,  and  I  have  about  concluded  to  resign  my  position  as 
a  member  thereof.  I  expect  to  forward  my  resignation  to  you  in  a  few 
days,  and  I  write  you  now  so  that  you  may  in  the  meantime  be  consider¬ 
ing  the  appointment  of  my  successor.  With  assurances  pf  highest  regard 
and  my  warmest  wishes  for  your  continued  welfare  and  happiness,  I  am, 
Yours  truly  and  fraternally,  George  E.  Seay. 

P.  S. — Since  writing  the  above  I  have  definitely  concluded  to  send  in 
my  resignation  of  the  position  of  Supreme  Tribune,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
most  respectfully  tendered.

This  communication  was  held  some  days  in  the  hope  that  Brother  Seay 
would  reconsider  the  matter  and  still  continue  to  serve  as  he  had  in  the 
past,  a  faithful  servant  of  the  order.  Owing  to  complications,  however,  I 
was  compelled  to  accept  his  resignation  on  the  22d  of  July,  as  it  became 
necessary  that  the  court  should  have  a  Chief  Tribune  with  authority 
to  act.

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BRITISH  COLUMBIA. 

Some  months  previous  to  the  convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British 
Columbia  in  1897,  I  received  a  communication  from  the  Grand  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal  of  that  domain  stating  that  the  Grand  Lodge  was  and 
had  been  for  several  years  financially  embarrassed ;  that,  owing  to  the  large 
extent  of  the  domain  and  the  expense  of  travel,  it  cost  a  considerable  sum 
for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  hold  its  annual  conventions ;  that,  considering  the 
financial  stress  and  many  other  unfavorable  conditions,  they  thought  it 
advisable  not  to  hold  their  regular  annual  convention,  and  that  by  this 
means  they  hoped  to  be  able  to  get  on  their  feet  again,  and  requested  me 
to  grant  a  dispensation  or  permit  them  to  hold  no  convention  for  the  year 
1897.  Before  considering  this  question,  I  informed  the  brother  that  I 
desired  further  information  upon  the  subject,  and  wfished  to  hear  from 
some  other  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  the  meantime  a  circular  was 
issued  by  the  Grand  Chancellor  to  the  various  subordinate  lodges  within 
the  domain,  recommending  that  no  convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be 
held  in  1897,  and  asking  a  vote  from  each  lodge  upon  the  proposition.  I 
then  made  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  situation  by  writing  a  number 
of  the  members  of  the  order  in  the  Grand  Domain  of  British  Columbia, 
and  soon  found  that  the  course  above  suggested  would  be  attended  with 
difficulty,  and  innumerable  questions  might  arise  as  to  the  expediency  of 
the  action,  and  that  it  did  not  meet  with  universal  approval  within  the 
grand  domain  itself.  I  accordingly  insisted  that  their  regular  convention 
be  held,  that  no  dispensation  would  bo  issued  and  that  I  would  be  with 
them  and  lend  them  such  aid  and  assistance  as  was  within  my  power. 
They  promptly  complied  with  my  request,  and  on  the  11th  of  May,  1897, 1 
met  with  their  Grand  Lodge  at  New  Westminster.  The  result  of  this  con¬ 
vention  fully  justified  the  course  taken.  The  convention  was  not  only 
attended  with  success  but  great  strides  were  taken  toward  the  reduction  of 
the  deficit  which  for  several  years  had  existed.  All  conceded  it  to  be  one 
of  the  most  enthusiastic  and  profitable  conventions  ever  held  in  that 
domain.  I  was  royally  received,  and  everything  was  done  to  make  my 
visit  pleasant  and  enjoyable.  I  was  repeatedly  assured  that  they  would 
take  hold  of  the  situation  with  renewed  vigor  and  endeavor  to  improve 
their  condition  financially  and  otherwise.  No  better  or  more  enthusiastic 
Pythians  can  be  found  anywhere  than  in  British  Columbia.  My  stay  was 
a  continual  round  of  pleasure. 

STAR  LODGE. 

Complaint  was  filed  in  this  office  alleging  that  Star  Lodge,  No.  7,  of  the 
Grand  Domain  of  Indiana,  was  violating  the  Supreme  law  of  the  order  in 
that  they  had  arranged  certain  scenes  from  the  drama  of  Damon  and 
Pythias  which  they  used  in  conferring  the  first  rank,  which  were  alleged 
to  be  innovations,  illegal  and  in  violation  of  the  ritualistic  law.  The  com¬ 
plaint  was  of  such  a  character  that  I  felt  in  duty  bound  to  investigate,  and 
I  arranged  a  meeting  with  Star  Lodge  at  a  time  when  the  Supreme  Tribunal 
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was  in  session  in  Indianapolis,  knowing  that  the  Supreme  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal  and  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Richie,  both  members  of 
the  once  ritual  committee,  would  be  present,  and  that  I  would  be  able  to 
have  the  benefit  of  their  counsel  and  advice  without  expense  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge. 

The  work  of  the  rank  of  page  was  conferring  in  the  regular  way  and 
according  to  the  ritual.  After  the  ritualistic  work  had  been  performed,  the 
page  was  informed  that  he  had  received  all  of  the  ritualistic  work,  but  the 
lodge  had  prepared  for  him  an  entertainment,  and  a  recess  was  declared, 
the  chancellor  commander  and  other  officers  who  were  not  engaged  in 
the  play  remaining  at  their  stations.  The  candidate  was  requested  to 
remain  during  the  entertainment,  and  did  remain  in  front  of  the  chan¬ 
cellor  commander’s  station.  Extracts  from  the  play  of  Damon  and 
Pythias  were  then  presented  and  the  candidate  was  informed  that  the 
same  was  for  the  purpose  of  illustrating  the  friendship  of  Damon  and 
Pythias.  The  lodge  was  called  to  order,  after  the  play  had  been  rendered, 
and  the  business  of  the  lodge  proceeded  in  the  regular  way.  I  withheld 
my  opinion  for  some  weeks,  giving  the  lodges  and  members  ample  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  present  their  briefs  and  arguments.  After  due  consideration  I 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  work,  as  presented,  was  in  nowise  within 
the  meaning  of  the  note  in  the  ritual  referring  to  illustrations,  but  that  it 
was  absolutely  contrary  to  the  paramount  law  and  in  violation  of  the 
ritualistic  requirements.  This  opinion  was  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Chan¬ 
cellor  and  an  order  issued  requiring  the  lodges  to  refrain  from  the  per¬ 
formance  of  the  play  of  Damon  and  Pythias  in  the  manner  as  exemplified. 
The  lodges  using  this  performance  promptly  and  cheerfully  complied  with 
the  order.  I  desire  to  commend  the  members  of  Star  Lodge  for  the 
friendly  manner  in  which  this  matter  was  presented  and  their  cheerful 
compliance  with  the  opinion  as  rendered.  I  believe,  however,  if  permitted 
to  continue,  it  would  be  the  establishment  of  a  bad  precedent  and  act  as 
an  encroachment  upon  the  ritual  and  have  the  tendency  to  relegate  it  to 
a  position  of  secondary  consideration.  There  is  the  necessity  of  absolute 
uniformity  in  our  ritualistic  work,  and  if  any  addition  or  change  is  neces¬ 
sary  it  should  be  presented  and  adopted  according  to  law. 

GERMAN  QUESTION. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  the  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Richie, 
the  German  lodges  in  Chicago  continued  the  use  of  the  German  ritual  after 
the  adoption  of  the  law  forbidding  its  further  use.  In  his  attempt  to 
enforce  the  law,  the  utmost  dilatory  tactics  seem  to  have  been  used  by  those 
in  authority  in  the  domain  of  Illinois,  that  no  definite  action  might  be 
taken.  Not  only  was  there  a  refusal  to  procure  the  necessary  evidence, 
but  after  the  evidence  had  been  procured  and  the  testimony  taken  before 
Commissioner  Douglass,  showing  that  there  was  no  question  but  that  the 
law  had  been  violated  by  the  German  lodges  in  Chicago,  there  still  existed 
delay  which  amounted  to  almost  positive  refusal  to  comply  with  the  orders 

of  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  and  at  the  time  of  the  convention  of  the 
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Supreme  Lodge  at  Cleveland,  in  1896,  no  definite  action  had  yet  been  taken. 
This  portion  of  the  report  of  Supreme  Chancellor  Richie  was  referred  to  a 
special  committee  on  the  German  question,  who  submitted  the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted  (see  S.  L.  Journal,  1896,  p.  7310-11): 

Document  75. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias : 

Your  special  committee  provided  for  under  section  13  of  report  of  com¬ 
mittee  on  distribution,  to  whom  was  referred  section  26  of  the  Supreme 
Chancellor’s  report,  beg  leave  to  report: 

1.  That  after  due  and  exhaustive  investigation  and  consideration  of 
the  questions  involved,  we  would  recommend  that  the  action  of  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  be  fully  and  unqualifiedly  indorsed  as  being  thor¬ 
oughly  in  line  with  his  duty  as  the  official  head  of  this  Supreme  organiza¬ 
tion,  and  his  promptness  and  firmness  in  dealing  with  the  subject  is 
entitled  to  the  full  commendation  of  the  Supreme  body. 

2.  There  appeared  before  your  committee  the  Grand  Chancellor  of 
Illinois,  John  J.  Brown,  accompanied  by  Supreme  Representatives  of  the 
Grand  Domain  of  Illinois.  The  Grand  Chancellor  gave  to  the  committee 
his  personal  pledge  that,  as  Grand  Chancellor,  he  would  promptly  and 
without  any  delay  whatever  enforce  .the  law  in  his  grand  domain,  and 
would  see  that  the  constitution  and  statutes  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  should 
be  upheld  and  complied  with  by  the  subordinate  lodges  in  his  grand 
domain.  Said  pledge  was  ratified  and  indorsed  by  Supreme  Representa¬ 
tives  Race,  Schmitt,  Myers  and  Barnes,  who  were  personally  present. 

3.  It  is  the  sense  of  this  committee  that  the  incoming  Supreme  Chan¬ 

cellor  should  continue  the  good  work  of  the  present  Supreme  Chancellor, 
in  order  that  every  lodge  in  the  Supreme  Domain  be  required  to  comply 
with  the  constitution  and  statutes  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  every  par¬ 
ticular.  John  J.  Whipple,  Ch,m,nf

Before  leaving  Cleveland  I  had  a  personal  conference  with  Grand  Chan¬ 
cellor  Brown  of  Illinois,  and  urged  upon  him  prompt  and  conscientious 
action  in  this  matter,  and  assured  him  of  my  intention  of  seeing  that  the 
law  was  obeyed  to  the  letter.  He  assured  me  of  his  purpose  and  desire  to 
take  immediate  and  prompt  action,  and  that  he  would  do  everything  in 
his  power  to  bring  this  long-delayed  and  vexatious  question  to  a  speedy 
and  final  termination. 

On  the  10th  of  September,  1896,  the  following  letter  was  received  from 
Grand  Chancellor  Brown  of  Illinois: 

Chicago,  September  8,  1896. 

Hon.  Philip  T.  Colgrove,  Hastings,  Mich.: 

Dear  Supreme  Chancellor — I  was  expecting  that  you  might  be  able 
to  be  with  us  on  last  evening.  I  did  not  write  you  concerning  our  meeting, 
for  the  reason  that  I  thought  you  were  very  busy  at  this  time,  but  I  desire 
now  to  say  that  we  have  begun  work  upon  the  German  ritual  question  in 
real  earnest. 

We  met  last  evening  with  about  twenty-five  Germans  of  the  city  of 
Chicago,  among  them  ten  chancellor  commanders  and  ten  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  German  lodges  of  the  city  of  Chicago.  We  were  in  session 
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three  hours  and  a  half.  The  ground  was  thoroughly  gone  over.  Supreme 
Representatives  Race  and  Schmitt  and  Brother  Harry  Caldwell  were  with 
us.  Lodges  Nos.  2,  7,  8,  15,  83,  97,  116,  147,  156,  279  and  229  were  repre¬ 
sented.  The  discussion  covered  four  years  of  Pythianism.  There  were 
no  harsh  words  spoken,  and  the  universal  expression  of  our  German 
friends  was  that  they  were  pleased  to  be  approached  and  advised  with 
concerning  so  important  a  question  to  them. 

I  further  learned  that  after  my  letter  reached  them,  asking  for  certain 
desired  information,  that  almost  to  a  lodge  they  had  dropped  the  German 
language  in  every  and  all  particulars,  but  you  will  understand,  Brother 
Colgrove,  that  it  has  not  been  done  in  all  cases  willingly.  Some  of  them 
are  using  the  English  ritual  and  language  under  protest,  but  I  believe  that 
with  kindness  we  can  win  every  lodge  in  Chicago  over  to  the  English  side 
of  this  question. 

You  will  remember  when  you  and  I  had  our  conversation  in  the 
Hollenden  Hotel,  that  I  expressed  it  as  my  firm  belief  that  during  your 
administration  you  and  I  would  be  able  to  build  the  bridge  in  the  center 
of  which  we  could  both  stand,  and  the  pier  of  universal  Pythian  loyalty 
would  hold  us  both  safely  and  securely.  And  it  is  universally  conceded 
now  that  kindness  will  win  this  whole  fight  more  easily  than  harsh  words. 

The  lodges  above  mentioned  cover  all  and  more  than  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  Richie  mentioned,  and  every  one  of  them  pledged  me,  personally, 
that  the  law  would  be  rigidly  enforced. 

I  desire  to  say  further,  that  Brothers  Race  and  Schmitt,  Barnes  and 
Myers,  together  with  all  the  Grand  Lodge  officers,  are  a  solid  unit  in  seeing 
that  the  Supreme  law  is  upheld,  and  they  feel  that  your  administration 
will  be  honored  with  the  settlement  of  this  vexed  question. 

The  question  was  discussed  last  night  as  to  when  you  would  be  in  this 
city,  and  I  now  desire  to  state  how  I  shall  be  employed  in  the  next  three 
weeks.  My  circuit  court  convenes  next  Tuesday.  It  will  take  two  weeks  for 
me  to  finish  up  that  w'ork.  From  the  25th  day  of  September  up  to  the 
20th  day  of  October  I  think  I  can  meet  you  in  Chicago.  Nothing  could  do 
us  more  good  in  the  final  and  permanent  settlement  of  the  German  ques¬ 
tion  than  for  you  and  me  to  make  some  visits  to  the  German  lodges  in  this 
city.  They  would  receive  us,  in  my  judgment,  royally,  and  I  think  would 
gladly  honor  the  offices  which  we  both  hold. 

If  there  is  anything  further  that  you  desire  to  know,  or  if  there  is  any¬ 
thing  which  you  want  me  to  do,  will  you  kindly  advise  me?

To  which  I  sent  the  following  reply : 

Hastings,  Mich.,  September  10,  1896. 
John  J.  Brown,  Grand  Chancellor,  Vandalia,  III.: 

My  Dear  Sir  and  Brother — I  received  your  favor  of  the  8th  this  morn¬ 
ing.  It  was  not  possible  for  me  to  be  with  you  on  Monday  night.  Mr. 
Eaton,  the  secretary  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  arrived  in  Hastings 
Wednesday,  and  in  order  to  assist  in  the  arrangement  of  the  affairs  in  the 
office  and  get  things  under  headway,  I  hurried  directly  to  the  train  and 
reached  home  this  morning,  and  hence  I  did  not  have  the  time  to  even 
call  at  headquarters. 

I  am  very  glad  indeed  to  note  the  enthusiasm  and  interest  with  which 
you  have  taken  hold  of  the  German  question  in  Chicago.  I  believe  if 
Supreme  Representatives  Race  and  Schmitt  and  Grand  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal  Caldwell  will  take  hold  of  this  matter  that  we  shall  have  no  fur¬ 
ther  complaint.  It  must  not  be  done  in  a  half-hearted  way.  There  must 
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be  a  determination  upon  the  part  of  those  whom  I  look  to  for  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  the  law  to  see  to  it  that  not  only  the  spirit  of  the  law  but  its  very 
letter  is  carried  out  in  your  domain.  I  have  every  reason  to  believe,  not 
only  from  your  communication  of  the  8th,  but  from  the  very  satisfactory 
talk  I  had  with  you  in  Cleveland,  that  it  is  your  desire  and  the  desire  of 
your  representatives  and  officers  of  your  Grand  Lodge,  to  see  that  there 
are  no  further  violations  of  law.  It  occurs  to  me  that  you  are  placed  in  a 
position  where  you  should  use  every  effort  and  be  on  the  alert  to  see  that 
there  are  no  infractions  of  the  law.  I  am  ready,  I  assure  you,  to  do  my 
very  best,  and  it  is  my  intention  at  all  hazards  to  see  that  the  instructions 
given  me  at  Cleveland  are  carried  out.  I  hope  and  believe  that  you  will 
do  your  part,  and  with  such  assistance  as  you  are  entitled  to  there  will  be 
no  further  difficulty.  It  is  my  plan  and  purpose  to  take  hold  of  this  mat¬ 
ter  with  kindness,  and  if  the  law  can  be  enforced  by  the  rule  of  brotherly 
love  it  is  better  that  it  be  so.  If  this  does  noi  prevail,  however,  there  is 
nothing  for  me  to  do  but  to  resort  to  other  methods,  which  I  surely  will  if 
there  is  brought  to  my  knowledge  any  further  violations.  You  must  know 
that  the  lodges  will  be  more  carefully  watched  than  they  have  been  during 
the  past  few  months,  and  hence  eternal  vigilance  upon  the  part  of  the 
officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  must  be  the  watchword  of  the  hour. 

The  kind  assurances  I  have  received  from  yourself,  Brother  Barnes, 
Brother  Schmitt  and  Brother  Race  are  a  guaranty  to  me  that  you  wTill 
stand  a  solid  unit  in  seeing  that  the  Supreme  law  which  we  have  enacted 
into  the  statutes  is  enforced.  I  am  desirous  that  my  administration  shall 
mark  the  end  of  much  bitterness  which  has  found  its  way  into  your 
domain.  The  order  can  not  prosper  and  succeed  as  it  ought  until  this  bit¬ 
terness  gives  place  to  a  better  feeling  and  one  sanctioned  by  the  spirit  of 
our  order. 

I  expect  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks  to  be  in  Chicago  several  days.  It 
is  my  desire  to  give  personal  attention  to  some  of  these  lodges,  and  I  would 
be  glad  to  visit  them  with  you,  and  at  least  have  a  meeting  of  the  officers 
of  all  the  lodges  complained  of,  and  do  what  I  can  to  assist  in  the  good 
work. 

I  sincerely  thank  you  for  your  kind  words  and  predictions  for  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  this  administration.  I  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  my  work  with 
a  heart  full  of  gratitude  to  those  who  have  been  loyal  to  me  in  the  past 
and  with  the  determination  that  to  the  best  of  my  ability  every  statute  on 
the  statute  books  of  our  order  shall  be  carried  out — peacefully  if  it  can  be, 
forcibly  if  it  must  be.  In  this  sentiment  I  am  sure  you  will  join  me.

Hon.  Philip  T.  Colgrove ,  Supreme  Chancellor ,  Hastings,  Mich. : 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — I  have  your  letter  of  September  10,  1896,  and 
have  read  it  with  great  interest.  In  my  former  letter  I  informed  you  what 
I  had  done  in  reference  to  the  German  ritual  question,  and  so  far  as  I  can 
learn,  since  my  trip  to  Chicago,  the  Germans  are  obeying  the  Supreme 
law.  I  have  sent  to  Henry  P.  Caldwell,  our  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal,  for  commissions.  I  will  appoint  a  special  deputy  over  each  one  of 
the  lodges,  and  request  that  they  visit  them  so  that  I  may  know  that  the 
law  is  enforced.  I  fully  realize  the  importance  of  your  letter,  and  there 
shall  be  no  lack  of  energy  on  my  part  to  see  that  your  wishes  are  carried 
out.  Supreme  Representatives  Race  and  Schmitt  and  the  Grand  Keeper 
of  Records  and  Seal,  together  with  all  the  Grand  Lodge  officers,  are  a  unit 
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upon  the  question  of  seeing  that  the  law  shall  be  enforced.  I  am  now  in 
my  circuit  court  work,  and  will  be  for  the  next  two  weeks.  As  soon  as 
the  commissions  come,  mentioned  above,  I  shall  appoint  the  deputies  for 
their  special  work,  and  I  shall  ask  them  to  report  to  me  before  my  report 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  grand  domain. 

I  have  every  confidence  that  our  German  friends  will  do  what  you  and  I 
say  about  this  matter.  They  seem  to  feel  that  we  are  their  friends,  and 
not  their  enemies ;  that  we  have  come  to  them,  asking  them  kindly  to  obey 
the  law  and  see  that  it  is  fully  enforced  in  every  subordinate  lodge,  and  I 
believe  that  they  will  unite  with  us  in  this  good  work.  You  must  let  me 
know  when  you  are  in  Chicago,  so  that  I  can  be  with  you  and  see  you. 
Furthermore,  if  we  have  the  time,  we  can  visit  the  lodges,  or  some  of  them, 
together.

On  the  the  5th  of  October,  1896,  the  following  letter  was  sent  to  the 
Grand  Chancellor  of  Illinois: 

John  J.  Brown ,  Grand  Chancellor ,  Vandalia,  Illinois : 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — I  regret  to  say  to  you  that  I  have  certain 
information  that  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2,  and  Schiller  Lodge  of  the  city  of 
Chicago,  have  absolutely  refused  to  comply  with  the  law.  The  proof  as 
against  Germania  Lodge  is  positive  that  since  the  Cleveland  convention 
the  work  has  been  going  on  and  that  they  are  still  rebellious  and  refuse  to 
comply  with  the  edicts  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  I  am  further  advised  that 
you  have  not  visited,  in  person,  a  single  one  of  these  German  lodges, 
except  in  the  conference  you  had  Monday  evening  following  your  return 
to  Illinois.  I  dislike  very  much  to  direct  you  to  bring  charges  and  try 
these  lodges  at  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  your  domain,  but  I 
am  afraid  that  this  will  be  the  result.  If  you  have  not  visited  Germania 
Lodge  and  ascertained  the  facts,  it  is  certainly  your  duty  to  do  so.  I  shall 
determine  in  the  next  few  days  what  course  shall  be  pursued.  While  the 
charter  of  a  subordinate  lodge  may  be  suspended  during  the  recess  it  can 
be  revoked  only  by  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  convention  assem¬ 
bled.  If  Germania  Lodge  has  openly  violated  the  law  after  all  that  has 
transpired,  its  charter  should  be  absolutely  revoked,  and  it  is  your  duty,  as 
Grand  Chancellor  of  Illinois,  to  at  once  visit  this  lodge,  and  if  you  are  sat¬ 
isfied,  as  you  certainly  can  be  satisfied,  of  its  violation,  it  is  your  duty  to 
act  without  action  upon  my  part.  This  is  a  matter  that  can  not  be  toyed 
with.  I  hope  you  will  look  at  it  in  the  same  wray  and  feel  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  your  position.  I  do  not  care  to  multiply  words,  but  do  desire  you 
to  act  at  once.  Fraternally  yours,

My  Dear  Sir  and  Brother — Since  I  last  wrote  you  concerning  the 
German  ritual  question  in  this  grand  domain,  I  have  the  following  informa¬ 
tion  to  impart: 

I  appointed  a  special  deputy  over  each  of  the  German  lodges  in 
Chicago.  The  reports  from  them  have  been  very  satisfactory.  On  Sep¬ 
tember  21st,  I  learned  that  Germania  Lodge  would  use  the  German  ritual. 
I  immediately  telegraphed  to  Brother  John  M.  Pashley,  my  special 
deputy,  to  attend  convention  of  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2,  and  demand  a 
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strict  observance  of  the  Supreme  law.  His  answer  was  that  he  would 
attend  the  same.  He  obeyed  my  order;  was  in  attendance  at  the  regular 
convention  of  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2,  and  finding  that  they  were  not  obey¬ 
ing  the  Supreme  law,  deposed  the  chancellor  commander,  and  placed  the 
vice  chancellor  in  the  chair.  Two  members  of  the  lodge  filed  charges  against 
Ludwig Seigel,  chancellor  commander,  in  the  Grand  Tribunal  of  the  State  of 
Illinois.  This  case  will  be  before  the  Supreme  Tribunal  at  its  next  session. 

I  inclose  you  a  copy  of  the  letter  from  Brother  John  Pashley,  showing 
how  effectually  he  has  performed  his  duty.  Our  Grand  Lodge  session 
convenes  at  Rock  Island,  Illinois,  on  the  20th  inst.  We  are  very  anxious 
to  have  you  present,  and  I  trust  that  you  will  so  arrange  the  wrork  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  that  you  can  be  with  us.  Your  presence  will  inspire 
the  representatives  of  this  domain,  and  we  shall  endeavor  to  make  your 
visit  pleasant  for  yourself  and  profitable  to  the  interests  of  Pythianism  in 
Illinois.  If  you  desire  any  further  information,  or  have  any  advices  or 
suggestions  to  make  concerning  the  German  ritual  question,  I  will  be  very 
glad  to  receive  them.  Yours  fraternally,

John  J.  Brown ,  Grand  Chancellor  Knights  of  Pythias,  Domain  of  Illinois : 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — In  accordance  with  instructions  received  in 
your  commission  appointing  me  your  special  deputy  for  Germania  Lodge, 
No.  2, 1  desire  to  report  that  I  visited  said  lodge  on  Tuesday  evening,  Sep¬ 
tember  22d.  Was  present  at  the  opening  of  the  lodge.  After  the  lodge 
had  been  regularly  opened,  and  before  any  other  business  had  been  trans¬ 
acted,  I  called  the  attention  of  the  chancellor  commander  to  the  fact  that 
I  had  a  communication  that  I  desired  to  read  to  him  and  the  lodge.  The 
chancellor  commander  very  courteously  suspended  all  business.  After 
reading  my  commission  to  the  lodge  appointing  me  their  Deputy  Grand 
Chancellor,  it  became  my  duty  to  read  a  document  that  had  previously 
been  placed  in  my  hands  charging  the  chancellor  commander  with  violat¬ 
ing  the  law  of  the  order. 

The  charges  having  been  read,  I  assumed  control  of  the  lodge  and 
deposed  the  chancellor  commander.  After  explaining  to  the  lodge  the 
necessity  of  living  and  acting  strictly  to  the  laws  as  laid  down  for  our  gov¬ 
ernment  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  I  called  the  vice  chancellor  to  the  chair 
and  delivered  into  his  hands  all  pertaining  to  Germania  Lodge  until  further 
orders  from  the  Grand  Chancellor.

The  following  communications  were  forwarded  to  Grand  Chancellor 
Brown : 

October  7.  1896. 

John  J.  Brown ,  Grand  Chancellor  K.  P.,  Vandalia,  111.: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — In  the  report  of  the  special  committee  on  the 
German  question,  made  at  the  last  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  at 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  the  ’following  statement  appears  in  connection  with  the 
subject: 

“There  appeared  before  your  committee  the  Grand  Chancellor  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  John  J.  Brown,  accompanied  by  the  Supreme  Representatives  of  the 
Grand  Domain  of  Illinois.  The  Grand  Chancellor  gave  to  the  committee 
his  personal  pledge  that,  as  Grand  Chancellor,  he  would  promptly  and 
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without  any  delay  whatever  enforce  the  law  in  his  grand  domain,  and  would 
see  that  the  Constitution  and  Statutes  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  should  be 
upheld  and  complied  with  by  the  subordinate  lodges  in  his  grand  domain. 
Said  pledge  was  ratified  and  indorsed  by  Supreme  Representatives  Race, 
Schmitt,  Myers  and  Barnes,  who  were  personally  present.” 

The  committee  followed  this  statement  with  an  expression  of  opinion 
as  follows : 

“It  is  the  sense  of  this  committee  that  the  incoming  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  shall  continue  the  good  work  of  the  present  Supreme  Chancellor,  in 
order  that  every  lodge  in  the  Supreme  Domain  be  required  to  comply  with 
the  Constitution  and  Supreme  Statutes.” 

Since  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  I  addressed  you  a  letter 
expressing  a  desire  that  you  would  at  once  proceed  in  the  performance  of 
the  duty  to  the  discharge  of  which  you  pledged  yourself,  and  I  also  stated 
that  it  was  my  purpose  to  see  that  you  did  so. 

From  information  I  have  received,  coming  through  members  of  the 
German  lodges  in  Chicago,  I  am  informed  that  with  the  exception  of  your 
having  been  present  at  a  meeting  of  the  representatives  of  the  German 
lodges  at  the  Grand  Lodge  office,  you  have  so  far  personally  made  no  visits 
to  these  German  lodges,  nor  taken  any  step  beyond  obtaining  from  the 
representatives,  at  the  meeting  aforesaid,  their  statement  that  the  law 
would  be  obeyed  and  the  German  ritual  no  longer  used. 

I  further  have  information  that  notwithstanding  all  that  has  been  done 
by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  that  notwithstanding  that  four  years  have 
elapsed  since  the  law  was  first  adopted,  subsequent  to  the  recent  conven¬ 
tion  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2,  of  the  city  of  Chicago 
has  opened  and  closed  its  proceedings  in  the  German  language,  and  that 
the  same  has  been  done  open  and  defiantly. 

I  am  also  informed  by  members  of  said  Germania  Lodge  that  upon  the 
evening  of  the  15tli  day  of  September  last  they  opened  and  closed  in  the 
German  language,  and  that  said  fact  was  duly  communicated  to  two  of  the 
Supreme  Representatives  of  the  Grand  Domain  of  Illinois,  as  well  as  the 
Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal. 

I  am  further  informed  that  charges  have  been  preferred  against  the 
chancellor  commander  of  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2,  and  that  the  same  were 
prepared  by  a  Grand  Lodge  officer  of  Illinois,  and  that  all  of  the  facts  con¬ 
nected  with  the  preferring  of  said  charges  were  duly  communicated  to  you, 
and  that  the  charges  were  forwarded  to  you  and  are  in  your  possession.  It 
would  seem,  then,  from  the  facts  as  above  set  forth  that  you,  as  the  execut¬ 
ive  officer,  and  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  both  have  positive 
knowledge  of  the  fact  that  the  aforesaid  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2  did,  in  vio¬ 
lation  of  the  laws  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  on  September  15,  1896,  in  the 
face  of  all  the  proceedings  had  and  done  at  the  recent  convention  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge  at  the  city  of  Cleveland,  conduct  the  ceremonies  of  the 
order  in  the  German  language. 

Desiring  to  perform  my  duty  at  least  in  the  matter,  and  in  order  that 
there  may  be  no  further  delay  in  dealing  with  this  question,  I  herewith 
inclose  you  a  formal  order,  made  a  part  of  this  letter,  with  which  order 
you  will  at  once  comply  without  delay. 

I  leave  this  day  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon,  which  will  convene 
October  13th  at  the  city  of  Portland,  Oregon.  You  will  please  telegraph 
your  compliance  with  the  inclosed  order,  addressing  me  to  the  care  of 
Supreme  Representative  J.  A.  Waddle,  Portland,  Oregon.  Regretting  as  I 
do  the  necessity  for  this  action,  I  feel  that  I  can  do  no  less  in  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  which  have  been  entrusted  to  my  keeping.

To  John  J.  Brown ,  Grand  Chancellor  K.  P.,  Vandalia ,  III. : 

Having  positive  knowledge  that  on  the  evening  of  September  15,  1896, 
at  a  regular  meeting  of  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2,  Knights  of  Pythias  of  the 
city  of  Chicago,  Grand  Domain  of  Illinois,  the  opening  and  closing  cere¬ 
monies  of  said  lodge  were  conducted  in  the  German  language,  and  a  Ger¬ 
man  translation  of  the  ritual  then  used,  all  in  direct  violation  of  the  laws 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge;  it  is  therefore  my  order  that  you,  John  J.  Brown, 
Grand  Chancellor  Knights  of  Pythias,  Domain  of  Illinois,  bring  and  serve, 
or  have  brought  and  have  served,  upon  said  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2,  either 
through  its  chancellor  commander  or  by  service  upon  the  lodge  while  in 
session,  on  Tuesday  next,  October  13, 1896,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  will 
insure  the  fact  that  said  lodge  shall  have  proper  notice  of  said  charges, 
commanding  and  ordering  said  lodge  to  appear  before  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Illinois  at  the  city  of  Rock  Island,  Ill.,  during  its  next  convention,  which 
convenes  at  said  city  of  Rock  Island,  Ill.,  on  Tuesday,  October  20,  1896, 
then  to  show  cause  why  the  charter  of  said  Germania  Lodge  should  not  be 
revoked.  - 

That,  in  making  the  charges  against  said  Germania  Lodge  as  herein¬ 
before  cited,  the  averment  in  said  charges  shall  consist  of  the  following: 

“That  you,  the  said  Germania  Lodge,  did,  at  a  regular  meeting  of  said 
lodge,  held  on  the  evening  of  September  15,  1896,  in  the  city  of  Chicago, 
domain  of  Illinois,  open  and  close  the  said  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2,  in  the 
German  language,  conducting  the  said  ceremonies  of  opening  and  closing 
in  the  German  language,  all  contrary  to  the  Supreme  law.” 

That  you  will  summon,  or  cause  to  be  summoned,  said  lodge  so  as  to 
insure  their  attendance  at  the  coming  convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Illinois. 

That  either  through  your  printed  report,  or  by  having  the  same  read 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  convention  assembled,  you  will  present  the  letter 
accompanying  this  order,  together  with  this  order,  and  that  at  a  time  as 
early  as  practical  in  the  coming  convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois, 
you  will  call  the  case  of  the  said  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2,  for  trial,  and  that 
the  issue  then  to  be  heard  shall  be  strictly  confined  to  the  offence  set  forth 
in  the  charge;  that  you,  as  Grand  Chancellor,  will  see  to  its  being 
prosecuted,  and  that* if  the  testimony  evidences  that  said  Germania 
Lodge,  No.  2,  was,  at  its  meeting,  held  on  the  evening  of  September  15, 
1896,  opened  and  closed  in  the  German  language,  you  will  instruct  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  that  it  is  their  duty  to  find  the  accused  guilty,  and 
revoke  the  charter  of  said  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2.

In  compliance  with  the  above  letter  and  order,  charges  were  preferred 
against  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2,  by  Grand  Chancellor  John  J.  Brown,  as 
follows: 

In  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  Knights  of  Pythias,  Domain  of 
Illinois. — John  J.  Brown,  Grand  Chancellor,  vs. 

Germania  Lodge,  No.  2. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge ,  Domain  of  Illinois ,  Knights  of  Pythias: 

I,  John  J.  Brown,  Grand  Chancellor  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Domain 
of  Illinois,  Knights  of  Pythias,  do  hereby  charge  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2,  a 
lodge  holding  a  charter  duly  granted  by  the  said  Grand  Lodge,  is  guilty  of 
violation  and  disobedience  of  Pythian  law  and  of  conduct  subversive  and 
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disloyal  to  the  constitution,  laws  and  usages  of  the  order,  and  of  wilful 
and  persistent  disobedience  and  disregard  of  the  lawful  mandates  and 
orders  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  of  Illinois,  and  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor 
Knights  of  Pythias;  grounds  for  such  charges  being  more  fully  set  forth  in 
the  following  specifications,  to-wit : 

1.  For  that  the  said  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2,  Knights  of  Pythias,  did  on 
the  15th  day  of  September,  1896,  conduct  the  opening  ceremonies  of  said 
lodge  in  the  German  language,  using  a  written  translation  of  the  ritual  of 
the  order  in  the  German  language  for  that  purpose,  contrary  to  the  laws 
and  usages  of  the  order. 

2.  For  that  said  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2,  did  on  the  15th  day  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  1896,  conduct  the  closing  ceremonies  of  said  lodge  in  the  German 
language,  using  a  written  translation  of  the  ritual  of  the  order  for  that 
purpose,  which  use  of  the  said  translation  of  said  ritual  as  aforesaid  was 
contrary  to  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  order  and  in  disobedience  and  in 
defiance  of  the  lawful  orders  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  Grand  Chancellor 
of  the  Domain  of  Illinois  contrary  to  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  order. 

3.  For  that  the  said  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2,  did  at  a  regular  meeting 
of  said  lodge  held  on  the  evening  of  September  15,  1896,  in  the  city  of 
Chicago,  Domain  of  Illinois,  open  and  close  the  said  Germania  Lodge, 
No.  2,  in  the  German  language,  conducting  the  said  ceremonies  of  opening 
and  closing  in  the  German  language,  all  contrary  to  the  Supreme  law.

I,  John  J.  Brown,  Grand  Chancellor  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  of  the 
Grand  Domain  of  Illinois,  aforesaid,  do  solemnly  assert  and  affirm  on  the 
honor  of  a  knight  that  the  foregoing  complaint  and  charges  are  true  in 
substance  and  fact,  as  I  verily  believe.

The  above  charges  were  served  upon  Germania  Lodge,  No.  2,  on  the 
13th  of  October  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor. 

At  the  convention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  held  at  Rock  Island, 
October  21,  1896,  the  trial  was  had  of  Germania  Lodge  upon  the  charges 
preferred,  and  its  charter  was  revoked.  Upon  application  the  charter  was 
restored  to  the  loyal  members  who  had  done  all  in  their  power  to  prevent 
the  violation  of  law  complained  of  and  who  had  stood  loyal  to  the  order. 
Since  which  time  no  complaints  have  been  heard,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  trouble  is  at  last  finally  disposed  of.  Indeed  the  following  letter 
from  Grand  Chancellor  Benedict  of  Illinois  seems  to  be  proof  of  that  con¬ 
clusion  : 

November  12,  1896. 

Hon.  Philip  T.  Colgrove,  Supreme  Chancellor  Knights  of  Pythias ,  Hastings , 
Michigan : 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — Regarding  the  German  ritual  question  in  this 
grand  domain  I  have  to  say  that,  immediately  on  the  adjournment  of  our 
last  Grand  Lodge,  I  appointed  a  special  deputy  in  Cook  county  and 
instructed  him  to  demand  the  charter,  paraphernalia  and  properties  of 
Germania  Lodge,  No.  2,  and  turn  them  over  to  the  members  of  that  lodge 
who  petitioned  the  Grand  Lodge  for  reinstatement.  I  have  a  report  from 
my  deputy  informing  me  that  my  orders  were  strictly  complied  with,  and 
the  Germania  Lodge,  as  newly  constituted,  is  starting  off  nicely. 
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Since  the  adjournment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  I  have  visited  Chicago  and 
inquired  particularly  after  the  German  lodges  with  a  view  to  saving  them 
if  possible.  It  may  be  possible  that  we  will  lose  a  few  of  them,  but  I  do 
not  anticipate  any  further  open  violation  of  the  law  in  the  matter  of 
using  the  German  ritual.

SUPREME  TRIBUNAL. 

Under  the  head  of  “  The  Supreme  Lodge  and  its  Finances,”  I  have  said 
possibly  all  that  ought  to  be  said  in  this  report  regarding  this  important 
branch  of  our  government.  It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  attend  every  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal,  and  I  have  only  words  of  commendation  for 
the  magnificent  work  that  has  been  accomplished  by  this  court,  which,  I 
believe,  has  been  received  by  the  order  universal  with  satisfaction.  We 
are  indeed  to  be  congratulated  that  we  have  been  able  to  secure  the  serv¬ 
ices  of  men  so  eminently  qualified  to  discharge  the  important  duties 
assigned  them — men  who  stand  high  in  their  professions,  respected  and 
admired  by  all  who  know  them.  It  is  a  source  of  pleasure  and  satisfaction 
to  note  that  it  is  the  constant  endeavor  of  the  Tribunal  to  remove  every 
barrier  that  prevents  the  humblest  member  of  the  order  from  presenting 
his  grievances  for  final  judgment.  Technicalities  are  not  favored.  The 
court  has  tried  to  get  before  it  the  facts  and  administer  justice  to  each 
brother  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  our  laws.  This  department  of  our 
government  should  receive  encouragement  and  whatever  legislation  may 
be  necessary  to  enable  it  to  carry  on  the  splendid  work  it  has  thus  far 
accomplished. 

While  I  have  the  highest  regard  for  the  ability  of  the  members  of  the 
court  and  am  mindful  of  the  many  sacrifices  they  have  already  made  for 
the  order,  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  their  number  should  be  reduced 
to  three,  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  heretofore  made,  and  that  the 
number  should  not  be  increased  until  we  are  satisfied  that  the  work  has 
grown  to  the  extent  that  more  assistance  is  actually  required.  Under  the 
present  condition  of  our  finances,  many  sacrifices  must  be  made  in  order 
that  we  may  attain  the  result  that  each  and  every  member  of  this  body  is 
hopeful  for. 

WILMINGTON  PROPERTY. 

The  Wilmington  real  estate  is  now  costing  us  annually  in  cash :

There  seems  to  be  no  prospect  of  any  immediate  appreciation  in  the 
value  of  this  real  estate,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  we  should  attempt  to 
“  hold  it  for  a  rise  ”  at  an  annual  cost  of  $680.  The  dental  stock  is  prac¬ 
tically  worthless.  I  have  been  hopeful  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  might  be 
able  to  realize  from  this  property  a  sufficient  amount  to  make  good  in  part 
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the  loss  we  have  sustained.  I  have  made  three  visits  in  all  to  this  prop¬ 
erty,  and  have  taken  no  little  pains  to  investigate  its  real  value,  and  to 
Supreme  Representative  Simmons  I  am  under  many  obligations  for  cour¬ 
tesies  shown  and  information  given.  There  is  no  doubt  that  every  brother 
in  Wilmington  has  a  just  pride  in  the  future  of  their  beautiful  city,  and 
looks  upon  the  rosy  side  of  this  property  and  sees  in  the  future  great  possi¬ 
bilities.  We  have  now  expended  a  large  sum  of  money  in  trying  to  pro¬ 
tect  this  body  in  the  unfortunate  loss  sustained.  The  property  should  be 
now  advertised  for  sale  and  the  greatest  publicity  given  to  those  likely  to 
be  interested  in  its  sale,  to  the  end  that  we  might  realize  the  largest  pos¬ 
sible  amount.  Certainly  we  can  not  afford  to  pay  nearly  seven  hundred 
dollars  a  year  interest,  together  with  taxes  and  other  necessary  expenses. 
The  annual  increase  in  value,  in  my  judgment,  is  less  than  the  amount  of 
our  expenditures.  A  resolution  should  be  adopted  at  this  convention 
directing  the  manner  of  sale. 

DAUGHTERS  OF  THE  FOUNDER. 

During  my  incumbency  in  office,  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  meet  the 
daughters  of  Justus  H.  Rathbone.  A  perusal  of  the  report  of  your 
Supreme  Chancellor  upon  the  subject  of  the  Rathbone  monument  dis¬ 
closes  some  correspondence  had  with  them  regarding  important  matters 
connected  with  the  erection  of  the  shaft  to  mark  the  last  resting  place  of 
the  founder  of  the  order.  I  believe  that  no  appropriation  is  made  by  this 
body  for  a  more  worthy  purpose  than  the  small  amount  we  have  given  the 
daughters  of  the  founder  for  the  past  few  years.  They  are  worthy  of  our 
thoughtful  remembrance.  I  need  make  no  recommendation  as  to  the  con¬ 
tinuance  of  this  appropriation.  What  you  will  do  and  what  your  pleasure 
is  to  do  is  well  understood.  I  simply  desire  to  call  it  to  your  attention. 

OFFICIAL  VISITATIONS. 

The  plan  of  my  predecessor,  in  making  official  visitations,  had  met 
with  such  universal  approval  that  demands  came  from  every  domain  for 
visits  at  the  Grand  Lodge  conventions.  So  urgent  were  these  demands 
that,  before  the  adjournment  of  the  Cleveland  convention,  a  large  number 
of  Supreme  Representatives  had  procured  promises  for  such  visitations. 
It  was  my  determination  to  exemplify  the  secret  work  in  every  Grand 
Lodge  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain,  and  to  assist  the  brothers  to  the 
extent  of  my  ability  to  a  more  perfect  understanding  of  the  unwritten 
work  and  greater  uniformity  in  conferring  the  ranks  of  the  order.  To 
this  end,  I  arranged  a  program  of  visitations,  with  the  expectation  and 
belief  that  during  the  two  years  I  should  be  able  to  reach  each  domain. 

Of  the  fifty-four  domains,  I  have  visited  forty,  as  follows:  Kentucky, 
at  Covington;  Minnesota,  at  Minneapolis;  Oregon,  at  Portland;  Illinois, 
at  Rock  Island ;  Missouri,  at  Sedalia ;  Rhode  Island,  at  Providence ;  Mary¬ 
land,  at  Baltimore;  New  Jersey,  at  Trenton;  Virginia,  at  Richmond;  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia,  at  Washington;  British  Columbia,  at  New  Westminster; 
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Washington,  at  Vancouver;  California,  at  Hanford;  Arizona,  at  Kingman; 
Nevada,  at  Elko;  Utah,  at  Park  City;  Manitoba,  at  Winnipeg;  North 
Dakota,  at  Grafton;  New  York,  at  Utica;  Iowa,  at  Clinton ;  Wyoming,  at 
Laramie;  Colorado,  at  Colorado  Springs;  New  Mexico,  at  Albuquerque; 
Vermont,  at  Rutland;  Nebraska,  at  Lincoln  ;  Connecticut,  at  New  Haven; 
New  Hampshire,  at  Portsmouth;  West  Virginia,  at  Charleston;  Ohio,  at 
Dayton;  Massachusetts,  at  Boston;  South  Dakota,  at  Watertown;  Michi¬ 
gan,  at  Port  Huron;  Wisconsin,  at  Appleton;  Ontario,  at  Woodstock; 
Idaho,  at  Boise  City;  Pennsylvania,  at  Pittsburg;  Delaware,  at  Wilming¬ 
ton;  Maritime  Provinces,  at  St.  Stephen;  Indiana,  at  Winchester;  and 
Maine,  at  Portland. 

In  each  of  these  domains  I  have  been  royally  received,  and  many 
courtesies  extended.  A  suitable  description  of  the  receptions  and  ceremo¬ 
nies  attending  my  visits  would  require  more  space  than  I  can  devote  to 
this  report.  “  Hail  and  bon  voyage  ”  and  “  God  speed  ”  are  w'ords  that  will 
ever  ring  in  my  ears  for  years  to  come. 

I  indulge  in  the  confident  hope  and  belief  that  these  visitations  have 
been  a  source  of  good;  that  seed  has  been  sown  that  will  yield  at  least 
some  return  for  the  good  of  the  order.  It  is  a  source  of  regret  that  I  have 
not  been  able  to  visit  the  brethren  of  the  south.  Most  of  their  Grand 
Lodges  met  in  the  month  of  May.  In  arranging  the  program  of  official 
visits,  I  had  left  these  states  to  the  second  year  of  my  administration. 
When  the  time  came  I  was  confronted  with  the  fact,  hereinafter  set  forth, 
that  great  economy  must  be  indulged  in  by  all  of  the  officials  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration,  to  the  end  that  as  large  a  fund  as  possible  might  be  accumu¬ 
lated  to  pay  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Indianapolis  convention.  It  is 
my  earnest  desire  that  my  successor  in  office  wTill  see  to  it  that  the  fourteen 
states  I  have  been  compelled  to  disappoint  are  visited  during  his  admin¬ 
istration. 

The  domains  of  Tennessee  and  North  Carolina  did  not  receive  visits, 
owing  to  a  misunderstanding  as  to  the  date  of  their  Grand  Lodge  conven¬ 
tions.  The  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  in  each  of  these  notified 
me  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  convention,  and  not  until  it  was  too  late 
did  I  learn  that  the  information  conveyed  by  them  was  incorrect,  and  that 
the  meeting  was  at  a  different  time  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  I  had 
received.  My  attention  was  also  called  to  the  fact  by  the  Supreme  Keeper 
of  Records  and  Seal  and  finance  committee  that  the  greatest  economy 
must  be  practised  in  all  departments  of  the  administration,  owing  to  the 
falling  off  of  revenues,  as  few  of  the  lodges  were  buying  supplies,  and  the 
profit  heretofore  realized  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  the  sale  of  supplies 
to  the  subordinate  lodges  had  very  materially  diminished,  and  it  had 
become  apparent  that  wTe  should  not  have  sufficient  funds  on  hand  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  the  Indianapolis  convention. 

I  have  made  official  visits  to  eleven  Grand  Domains,  the  expenses  of 
which  have  never  yet  been  presented.  In  addition  to  official  visits  to  the 
Grand  Lodges,  I  have  visited  many  of  the  district  meetings  in  several 
domains,  memorial  services,  subordinate  lodge  conventions,  sessions  of  the 
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Supreme  Tribunal,  Supreme  Assembly  of  the  Uniform  Rank  and  silver 
anniversaries,  as  well  as  attending  each  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Control 
of  the  Endowment  Rank  and  the  meetings  of  the  Rathbone  monument 
committee. 

Ere  this  report  reaches  you  I  shall  have  visited  the  lodges  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec. 


THE  WAR. 

I  earnestly  request  that  each  member  of  this  body  read  the  report  of 
the  Major  General  upon  this  topic.  His  report  is  replete  with  facts  and  a 
careful  review  of  the  order  as  pertains  to  its  work  in  the  army  and  navy 
of  the  union  during  these  trying  times.  He  has  been  in  a  position  to  be 
thoroughly  advised  of  the  situation,  and  having  read  his  report  I  recom¬ 
mend  to  you  a  careful  consideration  of  what  he  has  to  say.  When  you 
have  concluded  you  will  be  satisfied  that  we  are  what  we  claim  to  be — the 
most  patriotic  civic  organization  on  the  North  American  continent. 

“  FIELD  LODGES.” 

The  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  has  demonstrated  the  fact  that  its 
declarations  of  patriotism  and  loyalty  to  country  were  not  empty  words. 
Everywhere  they  have  responded  to  the  call,  and  shoulder  to  shoulder 
have  marched  to  the  seaboard  of  the  union  in  the  defence  of  the  stars  and 
stripes.  As  early  as  the  5th  of  June  I  received  a  letter,  a  portion  of  which 
reads  as  follows : 

I  find  upon  my  return  to  camp  from  the  Grand  Lodge  that  there  are 
nearly  two  hundred  Knights  of  Pythias  in  our  regiment,  and  there  is  a 
goodly  number  of  brave  brethren  in  every  regiment.  The  Masonic  order 
is  in  the  field  as  they  were  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion.  A  field  lodge  was 
held  about  half  a  mile  below  camp  on  Friday  night  last.  I  have  can¬ 
vassed  the  subject  some,  and  I  write  and  request  commission  as  Deputy 
Supreme  Chancellor,  with  the  authority  to  call  members  together  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  field  lodges,  electing  camp  or  brigade  lodge  officers 
and  authority  to  confer  the  ranks  when  we  can  secure  the  use  of  the 
nearest  lodge  room.  If  possible  we  should  be  authorized  to  communicate 
the  S.  A.  P.  W.,  for  without  it  we  could  not  hold  a  closed  meeting.  Now, 
Supreme  Chancellor,  I  am  aware  there  is  no  law  for  this  patriotic  action, 
but  do  you  not  think  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  will  heartily  indorse  what¬ 
ever  you  may  do  at  this  time?  No  doubt  in  this  camp  there  are  two 
thousand  Knights  of  Pythias.  The  action  of  the  Masons  has  been  wel¬ 
comed  and  utilized  for  the  good  of  their  order.  It  wTill  have  an  effect, 
and  we,  the  order  of  progress,  the  up-to-date  institution,  should,  in  my 
judgment,  meet  the  demands  and  take  emergency  action. 

I  have  received  several  letters  of  this  character,  coming  from  all  parts 
of  the  Supreme  Domain,  and  I  earnestly  urge  upon  you  the  consideration 
of  the  subject  of  establishing  “Field  Lodges”  under  proper  restrictions. 
So  long  as  the  other  fraternal  organizations  are  extending  to  the  brethren 
these  privileges,  surely  the  great  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  horn  of  a 
great  patriotic  thought,  can  not  afford  to  remain  silent  when  the  call 
comes  as  earnestly  as  it  does  in  this  instance,  from  the  boys  at  the  front. 
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AMENDMENTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

During  my  term  of  office  my  attention  has  been  called  to  various  amend¬ 
ments,  changes  and  additions  necessary  to  be  made  to  our  constitutional 
and  statutory  law,  with  a  view  to  provide  against  difficulties  which  have 
arisen  and  are  again  likely  to  arise  in  the  administration  of  your  affairs. 
Making  note  of  these  from  time  to  time,  I  now  present  the  subject  to  you, 
taking  them  up  in  the  order  in  which  they  appear  in  your  constitution 
and  statutes.  In  presenting  the  suggestions  with  reference  to  amend¬ 
ments,  I  simply  set  forth  wherein  it  has  become  apparent  to  me  that 
changes  are  required,  leaving  the  advisability  of  the  same  to  be  considered 
and  reported  by  your  committee  on  judiciary,  together  with  such  necessary 
“propositions”  as  they  may  deem  requisite  and  necessary.  The  following 
is  a  statement  of  the  subjects  for  consideration: 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  xiv,  section  2. — Legislation  contemplated  in  this  section,  in  the 
matter  of  changes  of  rituals,  provides  that  amendments  to  the  ritual  “shall 
be  considered  and  may  be  adopted  in  accordance  with  the  Supreme  Statutes ,” 
subject  to  certain  mandatory  provisions  set  out  in  the  article,  yet  the  stat¬ 
utes  are  entirely  silent  on  the  subject. 

Article  xvi,  section  1. — Provides  that  amendments  to  the  constitution 
“may  be  proposed  in  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  a  regular  convention  thereof, 
in  such  manner  as  the  Supreme  Lodge  may  by  law  provide ,”  yet  nowhere  in  the 
statutes  is  there  any  provision  made  for  the  details  of  presentation,  sub¬ 
mission  and  consideration. 

In  both  of  these  cases  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  proper  statutes 
shall  be  formulated. 

STATUTES. 

Section  5. — This  section  should  be  so  amended  as  to  obviate  the  necessity 
for  the  numerous  meetings  of  the  finance  committee.  While  there  should 
be  frequent  examination  and  audit  of  the  financial  accounts  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  not  less  frequently  than  quarterly,  it  is  not  necessary  that  this 
work  be  done  by  a  large  standing  committee  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  Such 
an  audit  should  possess  business  thoroughness,  an  absolute  checking  up 
of  accounts  and  careful  examination  of  vouchers,  but  this  all  can  and 
should  be  done  by  an  expert  accountant,  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  for  that  purpose.  This  is  the  method  adopted  by  all  large  institu¬ 
tions  now.  The  Board  of  Control  of  the  Endowment  Rank  adopt  this 
system  very  satisfactorily  and  inexpensively.  Immediately  prior  to  a  con¬ 
vention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  its  committee  should  go  over  the  affairs  of 
its  financial  officers,  not  for  the  purpose  of  approval,  but  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  information  as  to  the  exact  condition  of  affairs,  their  manage¬ 
ment  by  the  officers  and  a  full  report  thereon  to  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Section  12. — I  believe  that  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  printing  should 
be  changed.  This  question  should  be  considered  in  connection  with  what- 
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ever  plans  may  be  proposed  in  regard  to  the  contracts  for  and  purchase  of 
the  general  supplies  from  the  sale  of  which  the  revenues  of  this  body  are 
now  derived. 

Section  18. — Experience  evidences  that  there  are  times  when  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  should  have  power  to  create  and  appoint  special  committees, 
and  I  therefore  recommend  that  this  section  be  so  broadened  out  as  to  give 
power  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor  to  appoint  special  committees  during 
recess,  should  the  necessity  for  the  same,  in  his  judgment,  arise.  Had  I 
possessed  that  authority,  I  should  have  certainly  appointed  a  special  com¬ 
mittee  in  advance  of  this  convention,  into  whose  hands  I  would  have  given 
the  consideration  of  that  most  important  question,  suspension  for  non¬ 
payment  of  dues  and  all  kindred  subjects,  so  that  it  might  be  ready  to 
report  to  you.  Under  the  present  regulation  I  was  powerless  to  do  so. 
There  have  also  been  other  instances  during  my  administration  where  it 
would  have  been  an  advantage  had  such  a  prerogative  been  vested  in  the 
executive. 

Section  26. — This  section  will  have  to  be  changed,  so  as  to  provide  other 
means  oi  revenue  for  the  Supreme  Lodge.  As  this  subject  will  be  under 
consideration  at  this  convention,  I  simply  make  note  of  this  section  here, 
so  that  it  may  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

Section  37. — This  section  will  also  require  amendment,  so  as  to  provide 
other  methods  for  the  obtaining  of  and  furnishing  supplies. 

Section  39. — In  the  middle  of  this  paragraph,  on  the  seventh  line  from 
the  top  of  page  30,  should  you  decide  upon  a  new  system  of  furnishing 
supplies,  it  will  be  necessary  to  strike  out  the  words  “and  of  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  all  supplies.” 

Section  110. — The  words  “by  him”  in  the  third  line  of  this  section 
should  be  stricken  out,  and  this  subject  be  brought  under  the  contem¬ 
plated  arrangement  for  the  contracting  for  and  purchase  of  supplies. 

Section  235. — The  word  “elective”  in  this  section  should  be  stricken 
out  and  the  word  “  ritualistic  ”  inserted.  The  constitution  provides  that 
the  ritualistic  officers  of  a  subordinate  lodge  shall  be  “  nominated,  elected 
and  installed,”  and  the  word  “elective”  has  given  rise  to  many  contro¬ 
versies. 

Section  237. — The  word  “claims”  in  the  middle  of  the  sixth  line  should 
be  stricken  out,  and  the  words  “fines  or  assessments”  inserted.  As  it 
stands  now,  if  a  member  of  a  lodge  had  given  a  promissory  note  to  a  lodge, 
and  the  whole  or  part  of  it  was  overdue,  he  would  owe  a  “claim,”  though 
this  was  never  contemplated  by  the  framers  of  this  law. 

Section  256. — It  seems  to  me  that  the  closing  portion  of  this  section 
should  be  changed  so  as  to  empower  the  acting  chancellor  commander  to 
communicate  the  semi-annual  pass  word  where  the  chancellor  commander 
is  absent. 

Section  259. — I  recommend  that  the  entire  closing  proviso  of  this  sec¬ 
tion  be  stricken  out.  While  this  proviso  would  seem  to  be  a  law  of  general 
application,  yet,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  was  made  for  a  particular  purpose. 
It  has  caused  endless  complications  and  confusion,  and  is  a  direct  contra¬ 
diction  of  all  the  preceding  portion  of  the  section. 
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Section  264. — This  section  provides  for  the  summoning  of  an  accused 
member  before  the  lodge  for  trial,  but  there  is  no  provision  anywhere  for 
the  admission  of  the  accused,  where  it  happens  that  he  is  so  in  arrears  as 
not  to  be  entitled  to  the  semi-annual  password.  Actual  cases  have  arisen 
in  several  grand  domains  where  the  accused  member,  not  being  in  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  semi-annual  password,  was  debarred  from  the  right  of  being 
present  at  the  trial  of  charges  against  him,  a  condition  of  things  incompat¬ 
ible  with  all  ideas  of  right.  I  realize  that  the  ritual  provides  with  reference 
to  the  communicating  of  the  password,  and  that  it  may  be  difficult  to 
overcome  this  objection,  but  it  does  seem  to  me  that  there  ought  to  be 
some  way  whereby  a  rule  could  be  made  that  would  not  violate  the  spirit 
of  the  ritualistic  law,  and  at  the  same  time  do  justice  to  the  accused. 

Section  271. — (As  amended  and  appearing  in  the  supplement  of  1896.) 
The  amended  section  271  should  be  further  amended  by  striking  out  the 
closing  proviso.  When  the  form  of  transfer  card  was  first  adopted,  the 
applicant  for  a  transfer  card  was  required  to  indicate  the  lodge  to  which 
he  intended  to  make  the  transfer,  so  that  the  issuing  lodge  had  notice. 
Now,  in  view  of  the  new  form,  no  notice  being  given  to  the  lodge  of  issue, 
the  proviso  should  be  stricken  out,  and  if  the  holder  desired  to  deposit  the 
same  outside  of  the  lodge  jurisdiction  in  which  he  resided,  he  should  be 
required  to  have  permission  from  some  lodge  within  such  jurisdiction. 
Several  instances  have  been  brought  to  my  notice  where,  under  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  this  section,  members  having  obtained  a  transfer  card,  have 
deposited  the  same  in  some  other  town  or  city,  without  any  specific  con¬ 
sent  of  a  lodge  in  the  town  or  city  where  they  resided,  except  the  character 
of  consent  which  is  set  forth  in  this  section. 

The  word  “issue”  in  the  ninth  line  of  this  paragraph,  as  appears  in  the 
supplement  of  1896,  should  be  changed  to  “deposit,”  to  conform  to  the 
correct  legislation  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  the  convention  of  1896.  An 
error  was  made  in  transcribing  this,  which,  for  obvious  reasons,  should  be 
corrected. 

Section  274. — This  section  should  be  repealed — there  is  neither  right 
nor  justice  in  it  whatsoever — it  is  a  matter  where  the  lodge  should  be  abso¬ 
lutely  the  judge.  It  is  contrary  to  good  sense  to  say  that  every  applicant 
for  a  transfer  card  must  be  admitted  for  a  fee  of  $1.00.  The  effect  of  it  in 
several  cases  I  know  of  has  been  to  compel  the  lodge  to  advise  the  party  to 
withdraw  his  application  or  risk  a  blackball,  not  because  of  any  objection 
to  the  individual,  but  because  the  lodge  felt  that  the  fee  was  too  small, 
when  the  benefits  of  joining  that  particular  lodge  were  taken  into  consider¬ 
ation.  If  the  committee  having  charge  of  this  matter  wdll  refer  to  section 
349  of  the  Supreme  Statutes,  they  will  find  that  when  the  provision,  as  it 
now  stands,  was  adopted,  section  349  was  still  left  without  being  amended, 
except  as  for  as  the  present  section  274  was,  indirectly,  an  amendment  of  it. 

Sections  278 ,  279,  280  and  281. — In  article  iii,  section  1,  paragraph  4,  of 
the  constitution,  I  find  that  the  “structure  of  the  order”  consists,  among 
other  things,  of  “such  lodges  as  possess  charters  or  warrants  legally  granted 
which  have  not  been  suspended  or  revoked.”  Turning  to  this  section  I  find 
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that  all  through  the  mention  is  made  of  a  lodge  becoming  “defunct,” 
though  there  is  nothing  in  the  constitution  that  recognizes  a  lodge  ceasing 
to  exist  in  any  other  way  than  by  being  “  suspended  or  revoked.”  I  would 
recommend  that  everywhere  in  the  statutes  where  the  word  “defunct” 
appears,  the  same  should  be  stricken  out  and  the  proper  word  inserted. 

Section  283. — The  last  two  lines  of  this  section,  commencing  with  the 
word  “and,”  seems  to  me  to  be  too  severe — the  party  might  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  only,  yet,  by  the  exact  terms  of  this  statute,  if  found  guilty, 
he  would  be  forever  excluded  from  the  order. 

Section  301. — Nowhere  is  there  any  provision  made  for  a  member  who 
has  been  expelled  being  restored  to  membership,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  it 
might  be  proper  so  to  provide  that  an  expelled  member  might  be  rein¬ 
stated.  There  should  be  a  pardoning  power  resting  somewhere  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  correcting  mistakes  which  for  any  reason  are  outside  the  pale  of 
the  fraternal  court,  and  for  restoring  those  who  have  proven  themselves 
worthy;  unpardonable  severity  is  often  exercised  in  meting  out  punish¬ 
ment  owing  to  the  bitterness  which  may  poison  the  mind  of  fellow  mem¬ 
bers  of  a  lodge  which  sits  as  a  trial  court.  As  to  just  where  this  power 
should  be  placed  is  a  matter  that  should  be  carefully  considered.  Certain 
it  is  that  no  pardon  should  restore  the  offender  to  membership  in  the  par¬ 
ticular  lodge  from  which  he  was  expelled,  against  the  wishes  of  that  lodge, 
but  there  should  be  provided  some  proceedings  by  which  the  offender  may 
be  restored  to  membership  in  the  order  and  given  some  sort  of  a  card  upon 
which  he  could  base  his  application  for  membership  in  a  lodge  wherever 
he  might  be  located,  by  affiliation.  I  think  the  pardon  should  come  from 
the  supreme  and  not  the  inferior  power,  be  that  executive,  legislative  or 
judicial,  for,  if  the  pardoning  power  were  placed  in  a  Grand  Chancellor, 
local  prejudices  might  prompt  the  undoing  of  judgments  arrived  at  after 
thorough  consideration  through  all  the  various  courts ;  if  the  Supreme 
Tribunal  were  authorized  to  hear  applications  for  suspension  of  sentence, 
I  should  insist  that  the  decree  of  the  court  would  not  be  effective  without 
the  approval  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  as  this  would  trench  quite  largely 
upon  the  executive  field  and  involve  matters  of  good  policy  as  well  as 
equitable  principles.  In  some  cases  it  would  seem  fitting  that  such  appli¬ 
cations  should  go  before  the  tribunal  as  involving  the  merits  of  the  case, 
denied  complete  consideration  and  determination  by  reason  of  the  laws 
as  to  appeal,  or  a  failure,  through  ignorance  or  misapprehension,  to  take 
such  steps  in  time  as  would  protect  the  member  in  his  rights. 

Section  302. — The  word  “defunct”  should  be  stricken  out  of  this  section 
and  the  proper  word  inserted.  This  section  should  also  be  broadened  out 
so  as  to  take  care  of  expelled  members,  with  regard  to  which  reference  has 
already  been  made. 

Section  319. — This  section  should  contain  a  proviso  at  the  close,  provid¬ 
ing  that  whei^  a  lodge  fails  to  take  advantage  of  this  section  and  enact 
the  necessary  legislation  thereunder,  the  subordinate  lodges  would  have 
the  right  to  proceed  with  consolidation  according  to  the  terms  of  this  sec¬ 
tion.  As  it  stands  at  present  many  domains  have  made  no  local  provision 
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for  consolidation,  and  the  question  has  several  times  been  raised  as  to  how 
lodges  might  proceed,  no  local  legislation  having  been  provided. 

Section  320. — The  last  proviso  should  be  repealed,  and  the  following 
words  stricken  out,  “nor  shall  any  such  warrant  or  charter  be  revoked 
except  by  formal  vote  of  its  Grand  Lodge.”  The  reason  for  this  has  no 
doubt  become  apparent  to  you.  As  the  law  now  stands,  where  the  crime 
justifies  and  possibly  requires  revocation,  there  is  no  tribunal  that  has 
jurisdiction  over  the  case,  and  thus  the  lawless  membership  of  the  lodge 
can  go  on  and  defy  authority.  Again,  a  Grand  Lodge,  like  a  “town  meet¬ 
ing,”  is  not  the  place  in  which  to  try  a  lodge.  Under  the  constitution 
every  lodge  is  entitled  to  fair  notice  and  a  proper  hearing,  but  it  ought  not 
to  be  required  that  the  revocation  of  a  charter  could  only  be  accomplished 
by  a  vote  of  a  Grand  Lodge.  There  have  been  and  there  always  will  be 
cases  where  it  becomes  necessary  that  the  hearing  and  conviction  should 
be  without  <ielay,  and  that  upon  conviction  for  crimes  justifying  the  revo¬ 
cation  of  the  charter,  the  trial  tribunal  should  be  empowered  to  revoke  the 
charter  of  a  lodge. 

Section  321. — This  section  provides  for  the  restoration  of  a  charter  and 
implies  that,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a  trial  court  found  a  lodge 
guilty  and  awarded  a  penalty  commensurate  with  the  crime,  that  a  Grand 
Chancellor  could  at  once  interpose  and  set  aside  the  verdict  and  penalty 
of  a  trial  court  and  hand  the  charter  back  to  the  offending  membership. 
While  I  concede  that  there  should  be  some  pardoning  power  vested  in  a 
Grand  Chancellor,  yet  it  should  only  extend  to  punishment  inflicted  by 
himself.  After  a  case  has  been  properly  tried,  the  verdict  of  guilty  ren¬ 
dered  and  a  proper  and  just  penalty  awarded,  it  seems  unreasonable  that 
it  should  be  competent  for  a  Grand  Chancellor  absolutely  to  set  aside  the 
award  of  the  trial  court. 

Section  382. — This  section  does  not  sufficiently  cover  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  intended.  Besides  specifying  a  “  person  ”  it  should  also  have 
included  a  lodge,  and  provision  should  be  made  so  that  the  use  by  a  lodge 
or  body  of  the  order  of  any  other  ritual  than  that  lawfully  issued  should 
be  a  crime.  As  the  law  now  stands  it  is  only  applicable  to  individuals. 

Section  396. — I  would  recommend,  in  connection  w’ith  this  section,  to 
strike  out  the  words,  “  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  rit¬ 
ualistic  ceremony,”  and  insert  the  words,  “which  are  certified  to  him  as 
having  made  their  returns  and  paid  their  per  capita  tax,”  or  words  to  that 
effect.  The  reason  for  my  proposing  this  change  is  that  I  can  not  see  why 
a  lodge  that  has  complied  with  all  the  terms  should  not  be  in  possession  of 
the  semi-annual  password,  without  waiting  for  the  installation  of  officers. 
Sometimes,  very  frequently,  deputies  do  not  get  around  to  install  a  lodge 
until  two  or  three  weeks  after  the  commencement  of  the  term,  and  thus 
the  membership,  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  are  prevented  from  obtain¬ 
ing  the  password.  This  also  presents  a  question  which  has  come  to  me 
several  times  of  late — what  right  has  a  lodge  to  open  and  do  business 
during  a  new  term,  and  admit  members,  unless  in  possession  of  the  semi¬ 
annual  password,  the  password  of  the  last  term  being  no  longer  in  force  ? 
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Section  398. — The  word  “indebtedness”  should  be  stricken  out  of  the 
body  of  the  form,  in  order  for  the  semi-annual  password,  and  “  dues,  fines 
and  assessments”  substituted.  It  is  possible  that  the  member  might  be 
indebted  to  the  lodge  in  some  other  way  not  contemplated  by  those  who 
prepared  this  form. 

Section  401. — This  whole  section  should  be  repealed,  so  as  to  be  in 
accord  with  the  ruling  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal. 

Section  405. — Strike  out  of  this  section  all  the  words  commencing  with 
the  word  “  rank,”  where  it  appears  in  the  second  line,  and  ending  with 
the  word  “received  ”  in  the  third  line.  This  will  cover  all  the  purpose  of 
the  section  and  include  every  rank  of  the  order. 

Section  406. — Strike  out  the  words  “  subordinate  lodge,”  appearing  in 
the  sixth  line  of  this  section,  and  insert  the  word  “tribunal.”  Also  strike 
out  the  words  “by  the  lodge”  in  the  end  of  the  eighth  line.  This  will 
thus  leave  to  each  Grand  Lodge  the  right  to  provide  as  to  what  the  tribunal 
shall  be  for  the  purpose  of  trial.  There  are  many  circumstances  where  the 
lodge  would  be  a  very  improper  tribunal  before  which  to  try  an  accused 
member. 

Sections  411  and  412. — These  two  sections  should  provide  that  where  sus¬ 
pension  follows  conviction,  such  suspension  shall  continue  until  the  accused 
went  out  of  the  business  of  saloon  keeping.  In  some  cases  that  have  come 
to  my  knowledge,  the  accused  have  gone  out  for  a  short  time,  still  continu¬ 
ing  in  the  business,  and  at  the  time  the  suspension  terminated  still  remain 
in  the  business,  and  yet  no  further  action  was  had.  In  fact,  many  claim 
that  under  this  statute,  so  long  as  the  lodge  punishes  the  offender,  whether 
by  a  short  or  long  term  of  suspension,  that  the  law  has  been  enforced,  and 
that  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  party  who  had  previously  violated  the 
law  continuing  in  the  business. 

Sections  419,  420,  421,  424  and  425. — Strike  out  from  the  end  of  each  of 
these  sections  the  words  “as  may  be  determined  by  the  subordinate  lodge 
having  jurisdiction.”  Tbe  effect  of  these  words  is  to  make  it  mandatory 
to  try  the  offender  before  his  subordinate  lodge,  though  the  subordinate 
lodge  itself  may  be  the  participators  in  the  very  crime  of  which  the 
offender  may  be  accused. 

Section  426. — In  the  thirteenth  line  of  paragraph  2,  substitute  the  word 
“tribunal”  for  “subordinate  lodge,”  and  make  corresponding  changes  in 
the  other  paragraphs.  Paragraph  3  is  in  conflict  with  section  320  of  the 
Supreme  Statutes ;  the  whole  section,  indeed,  seems  to  be  unnecessary 
and  to  confuse  matters  rather  than  to  clear  them  up,  and  may  be  a  limita¬ 
tion  upon  the  execution  of  the  functions  of  his  office  by  the  Supreme 
Chancellor,  rather  than  a  convenient  means  for  the  enforcement  of  law. 

Section  436. — In  passing  upon  the  question  of  guilt  or  innocence,  and 
the  penalty  under  this  section,  it  will  be  found  that  at  the  end  of  the  sev¬ 
enth  line  from  the  top  of  page  119,  it  requires  a  majority  of  “all  members 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge.”  It  seems  to  me  that  the  word  “present”  should 
follow  the  word  “members,”  otherwise  it  must  be  construed  to  mean  that 
unless  a  majority  of  the  entire  membership  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  voted,  a 
lawful  conclusion  would  not  be  reached.

Dear  Str  and  Brother  Knight — At  a  convention  of  Colton  Lodge,  No. 
137,  held  this  evening,  the  following  resolution,  introduced  by  Past  Chan¬ 
cellor  H.  H.  Bingham,  was,  by  a  vote  of  the  lodge,  unanimously  adopted: 

Whereas,  Information  has  reached  us  through  the  public  press  that 
one  of  our  members,  Knight  Harry  K.  Spring,  has  been  arrested  and  con¬ 
fined  in  2^  dungeon  at  Cali,  State  of  Colombia,  South  America,  accused  of 
the  greatest  of  crimes — murder — without  any  evidence  whatever  of  his 
guilt;  and, 

Whereas,  Believing  Harry  K.  Spring  to  be  incapable  of  committing  the 
crime  of  which  he  is  charged,  knowing  him  to  be  a  young  man  of  unim¬ 
peachable  character,  of  sterling  integrity,  honest  and  upright  in  all  dealings 
with  a  fellow  man;  and, 

Whereas,  Believing  said  charge  to  be  a  conspiracy  of  one  Radford,  him¬ 
self  an  accused  murderer,  to  obtain  possession  of  documents  rightfully  in 
possession  of  Harry  K.  Spring,  he  (Radford)  and  his  accomplices  have 
caused  the  arrest  and  imprisonment  of  Harry  K.  Spring  and  his  companion, 
Charles  W.  Nelson,  a  boy  not  yet  of  age,  seeking  thereby  to  extort  from 
them  ere  they  gain  their  liberty  the  documents  they  desire  to  obtain ;  and, 
Whereas,  Believing,  as  wTe  do,  that  a  great  wrong  and  injustice  has  been 
done  these  young  men,  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  of  the 
commonwealth  of  California;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  Colton  Lodge ,  No.  137 ,  Knights  of  Pythias  of  the  Grand  Domain 
of  California,  That  we  condemn  the  action  of  the  authorities  of  the  State  of 
Colombia,  South  America,  for  keeping  confined  in  prison  without  any  evi¬ 
dence  of  guilt  our  beloved  brother  knight,  Harry  K.  Spring,  and  our  fellow 
citizen,  Charles  W.  Nelson;  and,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  commend  and  applaud  the  action  of  George  C.  Hall, 
an  American  citizen,  resident  of  Cali,  Colombia,  for  the  manly  fight  he  has 
made  to  have  our  fellow  townsmen  released;  and,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  solicit  the  aid  of  our  Grand  Chancellor,  Hon.  C.  F. 
McGlashan,  and  through  him  the  aid  of  our  Supreme  Chancellor,  in  bring¬ 
ing  the  matter  of  the  unjust  imprisonment  of  our  citizens  to  the  attention 
of  Secretary  of  State  Olney,  and  urge  him  to  use  every  means  in  his  power 
to  have  the  charges  against  Harry  K.  Spring  and  Charles  W.  Nelson  imme¬ 
diately  investigated,  and,  if  there  be  no  evidence  tending  to  show  their 
guilt,  that  he  demand  their  immediate  release;  and,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  article  published  in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle,  Tues¬ 
day,  January  19,  1897,  headed  “Two  Californians  in  a  Dungeon,”  be 
clipped  from  the  paper  and  attached  to  these  resolutions  and  forwarded  to 
Grand  Chancellor  McGlashan.

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The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  clipping  referred  to: 

TWO  CALIFORNIANS  IN  A  DUNGEON. 

Private  advices  have  been  received  in  this  city  from  Cali,  United  States 
of  Colombia,  telling  of  the  arrest  on  November  25th  last  of  two  young 
Americans,  H.  K.  Spring  and  C.  W.  Nelson,  while  en  route  to  their  home 
in  Southern  California,  on  a  charge  of  murdering  J.  C.  Hubbard,  also  an 
American.  From  all  accounts  thus  far  received  the  arrests  were  an  out¬ 
rage  on  justice,  there  being  little  if  any  ground  for  suspicion  against  either 
of  the  accused.  Spring  and  Nelson  were  incarcerated  in  a  dungeon  for 
twenty-five  days,  and  were  then  released  on  bail  through  the  intercession 
of  George  C.  Hall,  an  American  resident  of  Cali,  who  heard  of  the  unfor¬ 
tunate  predicament  of  his  countrymen  and  became  thoroughly  convinced 
not  only  of  their  entire  innocence  of  the  charge  alleged  against  them,  but 
also  that  they  were  the  victims  of  a  conspiracy.  During  his  imprisonment 
young  Spring  was  taken  ill  with  fever,  and  had  he  not  been  released  would 
probably  have  died  in  prison.  According  to  a  letter  written  by  Nelson  to 
the  father  of  Spring,  who  resides  at  Colton  in  this  state,  the  United  States 
consul  took  little  if  any  interest  in  the  arrest  of  his  countrymen.  Hall, 
who  was  a  stranger  to  the  accused,  worked  without  ceasing  to  secure  their 
release,  and  was  successful  just  before  the  adjournment  of  court  for  a 
month’s  vacation,  which  in  all  probability  would  have  been  fatal  to  Spring 
at  least.  Nelson’s  letter  to  Mr.  Spring,  Sr.,  concludes  as  follows: 

“Hall  has  stuck  to  us  like  a  brother  from  the  first,  and  when  all  this 
business  gets  cleared  up  I  think  the  people  of  the  United  States  will  feel 
ashamed  to  find  out  how  we  have  been  used,  and  that  one  man  got  us  out 
of  trouble,  as  surely  he  will  do.  Harry  was  hardly  able  to  walk  down 
here  on  account  of  his  fever,  but  he’ll  be  all  right  in  a  day  or  two.  We 
are  both  in  Hall’s  room  here.  I  write  this  because  Harry  is  too  weak  to 
write.  Yours  with  regards,  Charlie.” 

It  seems  that  in  July,  1895,  Jason  C.  Hubbard,  of  Colton,  Cal.,  went  to 
Cali  with  a  companion  named  Robinson  to  prospect  for  gold.  On  July 
20th  Hubbard  left  Cali  to  return  to  California  in  behalf  of  one  Col.  Charles 
Radford,  his  mission  being  to  purchase  live  stock,  farming  utensils  and 
engage  two  farm  hands.  Radford  advanced  gold  and  checks  to  Hubbard 
for  the  expenses  of  the  trip,  amounting  in  all  to  $2,200  in  United  States 
currency.  After  reaching  San  Francisco  Hubbard  organized  the  Causa 
Valley  Development  Company. 

In  September,  1895,  Hubbard  engaged  Nelson  and  Spring  to  go  to  South 
America  in  the  employ  of  Radford.  They  were  promised  as  compensation 
one  hundred  and  forty  acres  of  land  planted  to  coffee,  to  be  deeded  to  them 
at  the  end  of  three  years  of  service. 

Hubbard,  Spring  and  Nelson  arrived  in  San  Francisco  on  September  9, 
1895,  and  two  days  after  learned  that  Colonel  Radford  had  killed  C.  H. 
Simmonds  at  Cali.  Hubbard  then  engaged  Nelson  and  Spring  to  go  to 
Cali  in  the  employ  of  the  development  company  under  the  same  terms  as 
those  offered  on  behalf  of  Radford.  It  is  stated  that  the  development 
company  had  no  power  to  fulfill  such  a  contract  as  that  made  with  Nelson 
and  Spring,  for  it  had  no  title  to  any  lands  at  the  time. 

Hubbard,  Nelson  and  Spring  arrived  in  Cali  November  10, 1895.  About 
the  middle  of  December  following  Radford,  who  was  in  jail  for  the  murder 
of  Simmonds,  transferred  to  Hubbard  a  plantation,  Hubbard  making  pay¬ 
ment  by  giving  drafts  on  some  party  in  the  United  States. 

May  16,  1896,  Radford  being  in  need  of  money  for  his  defence,  indorsed 
a  check  drawn  by  the  Crocker  Wool  worth  Bank  of  San  Francisco  upon 
the  Bank  of  London  for  £250  to  Hubbard.  The  latter  sold  the  draft  to 
A.  Mennotti,  of  Cali,  for  $2,975,  which  Hubbard  deposited  with  the  Supe¬ 
rior  Court  Judge.  The  court  returned  to  Hubbard  $2,224  upon  a  bill  of 
expense  rendered  by  the  latter. 
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According  to  Hall,  the  selling  of  the  check  to  Mennotti  was  fraudulent. 
Hall  states  that  Radford  had  stopped  payment  of  the  check  through  the 
Crocker  Wool  worth  Bank.  In  June,  1896,  Mennotti  received  a  cable  from 
London,  saying  the  check  had  been  protested.  Mennotti  says  Hall  could 
never  get  any  satisfaction  from  Hubbard.  Mennotti  awaited  a  letter  from 
London,  and  when  it  came,  enclosing  the  protested  check,  papers  were 
drawn  up  to  prosecute  H  ubbard  for  fraud. 

During  all  this  time  Spring  and  Nelson  were  at  work  on  the  plantation, 
knowing  nothing  of  the  check  transaction.  On  July  8,  1896,  Hubbard 
made  him,  Spring,  a  proposition,  offering  to  sell  him  the  plantation  for 
$7,000,  including  live  stock  and  utensils,  and  take  Spring’s  note  for  the 
amount.  Spring  accepted,  and  the  transfer  was  duly  made. 

Hubbard’s  death  occurred  on  August  27,  1896,  in  the  residence  on  the 
plantation.  At  the  inquest  Spring  and  Nelson  told  a  straightforward  story 
to  the  effect  that  Hubbard  must  have  been  killed  by  the  accidental  dis¬ 
charge  of  a  gun  he  was  cleaning.  The  boys  said  they  were  repairing  a 
a  fence  about  150  yards  from  the  house  when  they  heard  a  shot,  and  rush¬ 
ing  to  the  house  they  found  Hubbard  dead,  with  a  gunshot  wound  in  his 
body.  His  gun  was  found  on  a  table  by  which  he  had  fallen. 

Spring  and  Nelson  immediately  sent  for  some  neighbors  and  dispatched 
a  messenger  to  Cali  to  inform  the  authorities  of  Hubbard’s  death.  An 
officer  arrived  in  a  short  time  and  remained  at  the  house  until  the  follow¬ 
ing  day,  when  the  body  was  removed  to  Cali.  Stories  of  imurder,  suicide 
and  accident  were  rife  upon  the  street.  It  was  rumored  that  $3,000  that 
Hubbard  had  in  his  possession,  together  with  valuable  jewelry,  were  miss¬ 
ing  ;  but  Hall  states  that  he  thoroughly  investigated  all  the  rumors,  and 
found  them  to  be  without  foundation.  The  transfer  of  the  plantation  to 
the  Californians,  he  says,  was  probably  a  scheme  of  Hubbard’s  to  place  the 
property  beyond  the  reach  of  Mennotti.  Spring  and  Nelson,  Hall  states, 
were  innocent  parties  to  the  transaction,  knowing  nothing  of  the  fraud 
that  had  been  practiced  on  Mennotti. 

On  September  4,  1896,  Hall  alleges  that  he  mailed  a  long  letter  to  the 
United  States  Minister  at  Bogota,  giving  full  information  concerning  the 
death  of  Hubbard.  No  notice  was  ever  received  from  the  legation  of  the 
receipt  of  the  letter.  September  23d  Spring  and  Nelson  went  before  the 
criminal  judge  and  gave  testimony  at  great  length  concerning  the  death  of 
Hubbard.  In  the  early  part  of  October  Spring  received  a  letter  from  Rad¬ 
ford,  instructing  him  to  turn  over  the  plantation  to  Mennotti  for  the 
amount  of  the  latter’s  claim  against  Hubbard,  and  on  November  7th,  fol¬ 
lowing,  Spring  sold  the  ranch  to  Mennotti,  receiving  in  payment  a  receipted 
account  from  the  latter  for  $3,655,  including  the  protested  check  for  $1,888. 
A  provision  was  inserted  in  the  deed  giving  Spring  the  right  to  repurchase 
the  plantation  within  ninety  days.  Hall  asserts  positively  that  Spring  did 
not  profit  one  cent  by  the  sale  of  the  ranch. 

Ten  days  after  the  transfer  Spring  and  Nelson  left  Cali  for  Buenaven¬ 
tura,  en  route  for  California.  They  were  arrested  when  about  to  embark 
and  taken  back  to  Cali,  where  they  were  confined  in  a  dark  cell  for  nearly 
a  month.  Their  effects  were  seized  and  they  were  compelled  to  sleep  on  a 
damp  floor,  with  an  officer  constantly  on  guard  at  the  cell  door.  They 
were  obliged  to  eat  prison  fare  of  the  poorest  quality,  although  ample 
funds  for  procuring  decent  food  had  been  taken  from  the  prisoners  at  the 
time  of  their  arrest.  Spring,  as  stated  above,  was  stricken  with  fever  and 
was  at  death’s  door  when  an  order  for  the  release  of  the  prisoners  on  bail 
was  issued  on  December  19th.  At  no  time  had  the  prisoners  been  informed 
of  the  charge  for  which  they  had  been  arrested,  although,  through  their 
friend  Hall,  they  had  frequently  demanded  information. 

On  the  day  of  their  release  Spring  and  Nelson  received  the  following 
conditional  offer  of  dismissal  of  the  charges: 

“If  Spring  will  give  to  the  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  the  papers  and

money,  first  and  second  bill  of  expense,  No.  1838,  now  in  the  possession  of 
said  judge,  Radford  will  suspend  the  charge  against  {Spring  and  Nelson  and 
the  judicial  proceedings  for  abuse  of  confidence,  and  in  case  Spring  will 
accept  the  proposal  and  turn  over  here  the  papers  and  money,  subject  to 
the  order  of  Radford,  he  (Radford)  will  give  them  $200  in  gold  and  their 
liberty.  B.  Nunez.” 

To  this  the  following  reply  was  made : 

Cali,  December  21,  1896. 

Benjamin  Nunez. 

Dear  Sir — In  answer  to  your  note,  handed  into  the  jail  to  us  Saturday, 
December  19th,  wherein  you  state  that  if  we  will  comply  with  certain  con¬ 
ditions  Radford  will  suspend  proceedings  against  us  and  give  us  $200  in 
gold,  our  liberty,  etc.  We  must  inform  you  that  as  yet  we  have  received 
no  information  from  the  court  or  authorities  here  upon  what  charges  we 
have  been  placed  under  arrest  and  deprived  of  our  liberty.  Indirectly 
through  friends  we  have  been  told  that  we  were  held  upon  two  charges, 
(counts)  and,  as  by  your  communication,  you  admit  Radford  to  be  the 
accuser  against  us  upon  one  charge  we  can  no-t  act  upon  your  communi¬ 
cation  until  we  are  informed  definitely  whether  Radford  preferred  both 
charges  against  us,  and  whether  both  charges  would  be  withdrawn  if  your 
conditions  were  complied  with.  Yours  truly,

For  Spring  and  Nelson. 

Hall  is  positive  that  if  Spring  and  Nelson  are  ever  brought  to  trial  it 
will  amount  to  a  mere  pretence.  It  is  said  that  the  whole  affair  has  been 
laid  before  the  State  Department  at  Washington,  and  that  the  Californians 
will  put  in  a  heavy  claim  for  damages  against  the  Colombian  government. 

Being  in  the  vicinity  of  Washington  at  the  time  the  above  was  received, 
I  immediately  procured  the  assistance  of  our  State  Senator,  Hon.  J.  C. 
Burrows,  and  submitted  the  matter  to  Secretary  Olney.  I  soon  found  that 
Mr.  Olney  was  in  possession  of  all  the  facts  and  that  they  were  extremely 
intricate.  Indeed,  he  knew  so  much  more  about  the  case  than  I  did  that 
it  was  with  some  hesitation  I  undertook  to  talk  of  the  details.  He  assured 
me  that  everything  would  be  done  that  could  be  done,  and  at  once.  I 
learned  from  him  that  the  Minister  to  the  State  of  Colombia,  South 
America,  was  in  the  city  at  the  time,  and  that  he  did  not  intend  to  return. 
I  further  learned  that  Cali  is  a  considerable  distance  from  any  point  where 
this  country  has  a  representative.  Shortly  thereafter  I  received  the  follow¬ 
ing  letter  from  Secretary  Olney : 

Department  of  State, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  February  23,  1897. 
Hon.  J.  C.  Burrows,  United  States  Senate. 

Sir — Referring  to  the  copy  of  the  resolution  of  Colton  Lodge  of  the 
Knights  of  Pythias  and  the  accompanying  newspaper  clipping,  relating  to 
the  arrest  of  H.  K.  Spring  and  C.  W.  Nelson,  in  Colombia,  left  by  you  at 
this  department,  I  have  the  honor  to  state,  for  your  information,  the  facts 
relating  to  the  case,  so  far  as  they  are  known  here. 

The  department  received  two  letters,  one  dated  December  7th,  and  the 
other  December  20,  1896,  from  George  C.  Hall,  an  American  citizen  at  Cali, 
Colombia.  These  letters  contained  substantially  the  information  printed 
in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle,  a  clipping  from  which  is  attached  to  the 
resolution  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  In  his  first  letter  he  stated  that 
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H.  K.  Spring  and  C.  W.  Nelson  had  been  arrested  by  the  Colombian  authori¬ 
ties  on  account  of  their  connection  with  the  death  of  J.  C.  Hubbard,  which 
occurred  on  August  27th.  Hubbard  was  the  agent  of  Radford  and  had 
engaged  Spring  and  Nelson  to  come  to  Colombia  and  work  for  Radford. 
Upon  their  arrival  it  was  found  that  Radford  had  been  arrested  on  the 
charge  of  murder  of  one  Simmonds.  Hubbard  induced  them  to  remain  with 
him  in  the  employment  of  a  development  company,  of  which  he  was  also 
agent.  Mr.  Hall  said  that  the  manner  in  which  Spring  and  Nelson  had 
been  arrested  and  detained  was  an  outrage  upon  decency  and  their  liberty, 
and  that  he  had  brought  the  matter  to  the  notice  of  the  department  direct, 
as  he  did  not  care  to  communicate  with  the  Minister  of  the  United  States 
at  Bogota. 

On  January  4,  1897,  the  department  sent  a  copy  of  the  enclosures  to 
Mr.  Hall’s  letter  to  our  charge  at  Bogota,  with  instructions  to  investigate 
and  report. 

Under  date  of  December  20,  1896,  the  Consul  at  Medellin,  in  a  dispatch 
to  the  department  concerning  the  delay  in  the  trial  of  Radford,  reported 
the  sudden  death  of  Hubbard.  He  stated  that  Hubbard  was  the  general 
agent  of  Radford  and  in  full  control  of  Radford’s  property,  including  $4,000 
in  money;  that  Hubbard  and  Spring  and  Nelson  were  living  on  Radford’s 
plantation ;  that  some  question  having  arisen  regarding  a  protested  draft, 
Hubbard,  fearing  that  the  farm  might  be  attached,  conveyed  it  to  Spring 
without  consideration  and  under  a  secret  trust;  that  a  few  days  afterwards 
Hubbard  was  found  shot,  in  his  room,  under  very  suspicious  circumstances ; 
that  Spring  and  Nelson,  after  disposing  of  Radford’s  property,  including 
the  farm,  had  left  Cali,  on  their  way  out  of  the  country ;  that  at  his  request, 
Dr.  Cook  Bayer,  counsel  for  Radford,  telegraphed  the  Governor  of  the 
Department  of  Causa  informing  him  of  what  had  happened  and  requesting 
him  to  have  Spring  and  Nelson  arrested  before  leaving  the  country ;  that 
they  were  accordingly  arrested.  The  consul  stated  that  he  had  tele¬ 
graphed  Minister  McKinney  informing  him  of  the  death  of  Hubbard  and 
requesting  his  investigation  of  the  occurrence  and  protection  of  property, 
but  had  not  received  a  reply  from  him. 

In  Mr.  Hall’s  second  letter,  dated  December  20, 1896,  he  stated  that 
since  writing  his  former  letter  he  had  ascertained  that  Spring  and  Nelson 
had  been  arrested  by  order  of  the  Governor  of  the  Department  on  the 
request  of  Julian  Cook  Bayer,  a  lawyer  of  Medellin,  and  that  the  charge 
against  them  was  murder  and  breach  of  confidence.  He  added  that  he  was 
satisfied  that  they  were  not  guilty  and  detailed  his  efforts  to  secure  their 
release  on  bail,  which  he  succeeded  in  doing  December  19th.  He  mentioned 
that  there  was  a  rumor  current  at  Cali  that  the  United  States  Minister  had 
requested  the  authorities  there  to  cause  his  ( Hall’s )  arrest.  He  said  that  as 
soon  as  Spring  recovered  sufficient  strength  he  would  cause  him  to  make  a 
statement  and  forward  it  directly  to  the  Department  of  State.  He  set  forth 
the  proposal  made  to  Spring,  while  under  arrest,  by  B.  Nunez,  a  lawyer  of 
Cali,  and  Spring’s  reply,  both  of  which  are  printed  in  the  clipping.  He 
added  that  Spring  and  Nelson  had  no  intention  of  taking  any  notice  of 
Nunez’s  proposals,  but  wrote  him  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  desirable 
information. 

On  January  21,  1897,  the  department  sent  a  copy  of  Hall’s  second  letter 
to  Minister  McKinney,  who  had  arrived  in  the  United  States  on  leave, 
calling  his  attention  to  Mr.  Hall’s  statement  that  he  had  heard  that  Mr. 
McKinney  had  requested  his  arrest. 

On  January  23d,  the  department  received  a  dispatch  from  Mr.  Sleeper, 
our  chargeat  Bogota,  dated  December  30th,  and  on  January  25th,  Mr.  McKin¬ 
ney  wrote  the  department  in  regard  to  the  case.  From  these  communica¬ 
tions  it  appears  that,  before  arresting  Spring  and  Nelson,  the  Minister  of 
Foreign  Affairs,  asked  Mr.  McKinney’s  consent  to  their  detention,  which 
was  given.  Mr.  McKinney  states  that  upon  being  informed  of  the  death  of 
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Hubbard,  he  asked  the  Colombian  Government  to  investigate  the  matter. 
This  was  done,  and  he  was  informed  by  the  Colombian  authorities  that  it 
was  undoubtedly  a  case  of  accidental  shooting.  Mr.  McKinney  believes 
that  Hubbard  was  not  honest  in  his  dealings  with  Radford.  He  says  that 
on  being  informed  by  persons  from  Cali  that  Hubbard  was  squandering 
Radford’s  means,  he  took  measures  to  protect  Radford.  Mr.  Sleeper  tele¬ 
graphed  Radford,  asking  him  if  Spring  and  Nelson  had  his  authority  to  sell 
the  Cali  property  and  take  the  proceeds,  and  that  Radford  replied  that 
they  had  no  such  authority.  Mr.  McKinney  emphatically  denied  the 
statement  that  he  had  requested  the  arrest  of  Mr.  Hall. 

Mr.  Sleeper  enclosed  in  his  dispatch  a  copy  of  a  note  from  the  Colom¬ 
bian  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  informing  him  under  the  date  of  December 
23d  that  Spring  and  Nelson  were  at  liberty  under  bond,  and  that  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  would  follow  their  legal  course  until  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  the 
parties  had  been  proved. 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  return  the  copy  of  the  resolution 
and  newspaper  clipping.  As  the  latter  contains  some  additional  informa¬ 
tion,  if  you  will  transmit  it  to  the  department  it  shall  be  forwarded  to  our 
consul  at  Medellin,  with  an  instruction  directing  him  to  make  a  further 
investigation  and  to  report  to  the  department. 

In  the  present  status  of  the  case,  the  accused  being  out  on  bail  awaiting 
trial,  the  department  can  not  well  take  further  action.

At  a  still  later  date  I  received  the  following  communications :

The  Hon .  J.  C.  Burrows ,  United  States  Senate. 

Sir  —  Referring  to  Mr.  Olney’s  letter  to  you  under  date  of  February  23d 
last,  I  am  directed  by  the  secretary  to  inform  you  that  a  further  report  in 
the  case  ofMessrs.  Spring  and  Nelson,  now  under  arrest  at  Cali,  has  been 
received  from  the  charge  d’affairs  at  Bogota,  under  date  of  February  19th. 
From  this  report  there  appears  to  be  no  question  about  the  legality  of  the 
arrest  and  detention  of  these  two  young  men.  The  proceedings  against 
them  are  still  in  the  preliminary  stage,  corresponding  in  essential  regards 
to  the  inquest  of  a  grand  jury  in  this  country,  and  the  passage  of  their  case 
to  a  trial  court  by  the  court  of  first  instance  wrill  depend  upon  the  findings 
of  an  indictment  of  the  court  of  the  first  instance.  The  charges  are  circum¬ 
stantial,  both  as  to  the  alleged  breach  of  trust  and  the  homicide,  and,  as  to 
the  former,  are  supported  by  the  circumstances  that,  when  arrested,  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  Radford’s  property  wTere  found  in  their  possession. 

Mr.  Sleeper,  the  charge  d’affairs,  further  states  that  he  has  consulted 
the  legal  advisers  of  the  legation,  who  inform  him  that  all  the  proceedings 
thus  far  appear  to  have  been  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  country, 
and  that  Spring  and  Nelson  have  no  just  cause  for  complaint.  The  same 
opinion  is  expressed  in  a  note  from  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  of 
Colombia  to  the  charge  d’affairs,  under  date  of  the  16th  of  February  last. 
I  enclose  for  your  information  copy  of  Mr.  Sleeper’s  dispatch,  and  also  of 
the  note  addressed  to  him  by  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  above 
referred  to. 

Reverting  to  the  concluding  paragraph  of  Mr.  Olney’s  letter  of  the  23d 
ultimo,  I  have  the  honor  to  inquire  whether  it  is  your  pleasure  that  the 
suggestion  contained  therein  respecting  a  further  investigation  of  the  case 
by  the  United  States  Consul  at  Medellin  shall  be  acted  upon.  If  you  so 
desire,  and  will  send  hither  the  original  newspaper  clipping  heretofore 
referred  to,  the  proper  instruction  will  be  sent  to  the  consul.

Bogota,  February  19,  1897. 

The  Hon.  Richard  Olney,  Secretary  of  State ,  Washington ,  D.  C. 

Sir  -  I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  department  dispatch  No.  246, 
touching  the  arrest  at  Cali  of  the  American  citizens,  Spring  and  Nelson. 

In  continuation  of  my  No.  208  of  December  30, 1896,  on  the  same  subject, 
I  now  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  all  further  communications  on 
the  subject  up  to  the  present  date. 

There  appears  to  me  to  be  no  question  about  the  legality  of  their  arrest  and 
detention,  and,  in  spite  of  Mr.  Hall's  reiterated  statements  to  the  contrary, 
the  fact  remains  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  Radford’s  property,  which, 
according  to  Radford’s  statements,  should  have  been  forwarded  to  him, 
were  found  in  their  possession  while  on  their  way  to  the  states.  Moreover, 
Radford’s  statement  that  Hubbard  was  found  shot  in  the  back,  and  no  one 
on  the  premises  but  Spring  and  Nelson,  looks  ugly  in  the  extreme,  and 
should  certainly  be  investigated.  As  I  mentioned  in  my  former  note,  the 
charges  are  very  grave,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the  accused  ought  to  be 
glad  of  an  opportunity  of  proving  their  innocence  before  the  courts  of  this 
republic. 

Mr.  Hall’s  statement  that  no  charges  have  been  preferred  against  them, 
although  I  mentioned  it  in  my  note  to  the  foreign  office,  I  consider  ridic¬ 
ulous,  for  they  have  already  undergone  several  examinations  relative  to  the 
charges  brought  against  them. 

I  have  consulted  the  legal  advisers  of  the  legation,  who  inform  me  that 
all  proceedings  thus  far  appear  to  have  been  in  accordance  with  the  laws 
of  the  country,  and  that  the  said  Spring  and  Nelson  have  no  just  cause  for 
complaint. 

Should  the  department  desire  to  pursue  a  different  course  to  that  which 
I  have  hitherto  followed,  I  should  be  glad  to  be  informed  thereof  by  cable. 
I  am,  sir,  Y our  obedient  servant,

Sir — When  Henry  H.  Spring  and  Charles  Nelson,  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  were  in  Buenaventure,  on  their  way  out  of  the  country,  the  judicial 
authorities  of  Cali  received  information  against  said  individuals  as  suspects 
of  certain  crimes  connected  with  the  tragic  and  mysterious  death  of  Jason 
C.  Hubbard,  likewise  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

When  the  case  had  been  known  to  his  Excellency  Mr.  McKinney, 
because  it  had  something  to  do  with  some  property  belonging  to  the  North 
American,  Charles  Radford,  in  the  management  of  which  the  honorable 
legation  had  taken  interest,  the  said  diplomatic  representative,  in  a  note 
dated  November  25th,  last,  requested  the  detention  of  the  said  Spring  and 
Nelson.  After  the  before-mentioned  authority  had  ordered  several  pre¬ 
liminary  formalities  to  be  complied  with,  the  removal  of  the  accused  to 
Cali  was  solicited,  where  their  presence  was  necessary  for  the  investigation 
of  the  facts. 

From  the  investigation  it  appears  that  there  are  weighty  reasons  for 
believing  the  said  persons  guilty  of  homicide,  deceit  and  theft  or  robbery, 
and  the  accused  are  acquainted  with  the  charges  brought  against  them, 
because  they  have  already  been  submitted  to  several  examinations.  Your 
honor  knows  that  before  declaring  that  there  are  motives  for  instituting  a 
criminal  suit,  the  necessary  proceedings  must  be  taken  in  order  to  investi¬ 
gate  the  crimes  and  to  discover  and  to  accuse  the  delinquent;  and  in  the 
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present  case,  answers  to  several  requisitions  which  have  been  sent  to 
Medellin  and  San  Francisco,  California,  must  be  awaited.  As  from  their 
nature,  the  summary  proceedings  in  criminal  matters  must  be  left  secret, 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  obtain  more  precise  information  regarding  the 
affair,  but  what  I  have  said  is  sufficient  to  prove  that  there  is  no  founda¬ 
tion  for  the  complaints  of  the  persons  in  question,  to  which  your  honor 
refers  in  your  courteous  note  of  the  28th  of  January,  to  which  I  have  had 
the  honor  to  reply. 

The  proceedings  are  going  on  in  accordance  with  the  laws,  and  only  a 
want  of  knowledge  of  them,  real  or  feigned,  can  explain  how  the  accused 
or  their  advisers  pretend  that  during  the  first  period  of  the  suit,  they  should 
be  informed  of  the  proofs  and  whether  they  are  responsible  or  not  for 
the  acts  of  which  they  are  accused.  May  your  honor  be  pleased  to  accept 
on  this  occasion  the  assurance  of  my  distinguished  consideration.

A  perusal  of  this  list  discloses  the  fact  that  one  Past  Supreme  Chancel¬ 
lor,  a  member  of  the  constitutional  committee,  and  many  others  whose 
memories  will  ever  be  cherished  by  this  body,  have  fallen  into  the  “dream¬ 
less  sleep.”  Humanity  is  agreed  that  there  is  nothing  in  life  more  tender 
and  touching  than  devotion  to  the  dead.  We  pay  our  tribute  of  love  to 
these  departed  brothers,  and  attest  the  immortality  of  good  deeds  and  hon¬ 
orable  lives  they  have  left  behind.  Their  lives  have  gone  out  but  their 
brotherhood  still  lives. 

SUGGESTIONS  FROM  SUPREME  REPRESENTATIVES. 

I  submit  herewith  excerpts  from  letters  received  from  Supreme  Repre¬ 
sentatives  during  the  past  six  weeks.  By  a  careful  review  of  these  opin¬ 
ions  we  are  better  able  to  understand  what  the  Supreme  Representatives 
are  thinking  about  at  home  on  the  eve  of  the  convention.  I  believe  that 
careful  review  of  these  opinions  will  materially  aid  and  assist  in  the  legis¬ 
lation  before  us : 

I  feel  that  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  might  very  well  get 
along  for  two  years  more  without  any  legislation  on  the  part  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge.  The  tendency  with  all  legislative  bodies  is  to  enact  too 
many  laws.  There  are  too  many  individuals  with  personal  matters  which 
they  want  to  get  through  legislative  bodies,  not  because  there  is  any 
general  demand,  but  because  there  is  some  particular  person  whom  they 
want  to  benefit.  I  was  very  much  impressed  several  years  ago  with  a  few 
rules  which  were  laid  down  in  one  of  the  western  daily  papers  to  legis¬ 
lators:  First— Who  wants  this  new  law  ?  Second — Why  ?  Third — Who  has 
been  hurt  by  the  existing  state  of  things?  Fourth— Are  these  people  who 
are  said  to  be  hurt  asking  for  relief?  '  Fifth—  Is  it  for  the  greatest  good  of 
the  greatest  number  that  this  relief  should  be  granted?  Sixth — Will  any¬ 
body  be  hurt  if  the  law  is  passed ?  Will  it  work  an  injustice  to  any  one? 
If  so,  how  ?  Seventh — Are  those  who  advocate  the  bill  working  for  the 
benefit  of  the  public,  or  for  themselves?  If  the  Supreme  Lodge,  individu¬ 
ally  and  collectively,  would  honestly  follow  these  seven  rules,  there 
would  be  very  little  legislation  at  the  coming  convention,  and  that  which 
would  be  enacted  would  be  for  “  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number.” 

Title  viii,  chapter  1,  section  397,  was,  as  I  recollect  it,  amended  at  the 
suggestion  of  Brother  White,  with  a  view  of  placing  resident  members 
upon  the  same  basis  as  non-resident  ones.  At  the  time  the  matter  was 
presented  to  my  mind,  I  thought  I  could  see  the  force  of  his  argument, 
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but  reflection  has  convinced  me  that  it  was  a  mistake.  It  is  the  only 
serious  mistake  that  I  know  was  made  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  its  last 
convention.  Whether  you  see  fit  to  recommend  the  restoration  of  the 
section  as  it  appeared  originally  in  the  code  of  statutes  or  not  I  shall  cer¬ 
tainly  make  what  effort  I  may  be  able  to  in  that  direction.  I  think  the 
latter,  as  it  appears  at  present,  is  one  of  many  reasons  why  there  are  so 
many  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

Uniform  Rank  and  Endowment  Rank  will  stop  suspension  for  non-pay¬ 
ment  of  dues.  Past  officers  to  work,  not  drop  out — good  work  in  the  ranks. 

I  am  a  great  believer  in  the  proposition  of  little  legislation.  I  think 
the  world  is  too  much  governed.  I  have  not  a  solitary  suggestion  to  make 
as  to  the  amendments  of  statutes. 

There  is  one  thing  that  I  will  take  the  privilege  of  calling  your  attention 
to.  And  that  is  the  tendency  of  our  Pythian  journals  to  select  the  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  offices  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  This,  I  think,  should  not  be 
allowed. 

Simplicity  of  government,  doing  away  with  all  superfluous  expense  and 
cumbersome  jurisprudence,  which  may  be  very  applicable  to  the  control  of 
governments  and  courts,  and  keeping  as  near  to  the  subordinate  lodge  as 
possible,  should  in  my  judgment  be  the  aim  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  I 
believe  in  the  old,  simple  form  of  government,  and  the  best  rulings  that 
we  have  had  have  come  from  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  and  are  received 
with  much  better  grace,  with  less  friction  in  the  subordinate  lodge,  than 
when  discussed  and  carried  on  as  in  the  courts  of  law. 

Amend  section  397,  chapter  1,  title  viii,  of  the  Supreme  Statutes  so  that 
a  chancellor  commander  can  communicate  the  semi-annual  password  to 
any  member  of  his  lodge,  who  is  not  under  charges,  irrespective  of  his 
indebtedness  to  the  lodge.  Have  the  section  remain  as  adopted  by  the 
Washington  session. 

Compel  lodges  in  Pennsylvania  to  charge  $10  for  the  three  ranks  and 
not  $2.  Candidate  pass  an  examination  in  open  lodge  before  being 
advanced.  Destroy  all  rituals  both  for  grand  and  subordinate  lodges. 
Have  some  legislation  whereby  the  German  question  can  not  be  brought 
to  the  surface  again  for  fifty  years. 

Most  important  is  our  Endowment  Rank,  and  ways  and  means  should 
be  found  whereby  claims  are  promptly  paid.  At  present  it  takes  months 
in  which  to  pass  death  claims.  Compare  our  quarterly  list  with  similar 
institutions  and  note  the  difference.  As  a  result  of  the  delay  the  order  in 
general  suffers  and  the  Endowment  Rank  does  not  increase  as  largely  as  it 
deserves.  I  doubt  if  the  present  officers  could  be  improved  upon,  but 
think  they  are  cramped  for  help. 

The  Uniform  Rank  is  suffering  from  too  much  gold  lace  and  red  tape. 
As  a  result  it  is  on  the  decrease.  This  rank  needs  overhauling,  and  that 
badly.  The  Supreme  Council  should  be  abolished  and  the  tin  swords  dis¬ 
carded.  Instead  of  togs  the  members  should  have  guns,  so  that  when 
another  war  breaks  out  we  can  have  something  to  offer  to  the  government 
besides  play -soldiers.  It  would  attract  the  young  element  to  our  lodges 
and  to  the  Uniform  Rank. 

I  think  the  laws  governing  the  Knights  of  Pythias  are  very  elaborate 
and  nearly  perfect.  My  opinion  is  that  very  little  change  in  them  by 
amendment  or  otherwise  is  necessary  or  advisable.  I  think  the  law  per¬ 
taining  to  the  manner  in  which  candidates  are  ballotted  for,  and  in  relation 
to  ascertaining  the  result  of  a  ballot,  is  very  faulty,  and  should  be  radically 
changed. 
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It  seems  to  me  that  the  greatest  problem  now  confronting  the  order 
is  how  to  reclaim  persons  who  have  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of 
dues,  and  how  to  prevent  such  suspensions  in  the  future.  I  do  not  know 
that  this  is  strictly  a  legislative  matter,  but  it  is  of  such  great  importance 
that  it  deserves  the  best  thought  and  attention  of  every  Supreme  Repre¬ 
sentative.  I  think  one  of  the  very  best  ways  possible  to  prevent  the  sus¬ 
pension  of  members  for  the  non-payment  of  dues  is  to  extend  so  far  as 
possible  the  membership  of  the  Endowment  Rank.  Could  we  have  a  good, 
strong  section  of  the  Endowment  Rank  connected  with  every  subordinate 
lodge,  suspensions  would,  in  my  judgment,  fall  off  more  than  ninety  per 
cent  within  a  very  short  time.  The  Endowment  Rank  of  the  order  has 
not  been  sufficiently  pushed  to  the  front.  I  think  that  the  establishment 
of  a  section  of  the  Endowment  Rank  in  an  old  lodge  that  has  none  is  of 
much  more  importance  to  the  order  than  is  the  institution  of  a  new  subor¬ 
dinate  lodge. 

The  Canadian  lodges  are  interested  in  some  arrangement  by  which 
duties  can  be  compensated  for.  Our  Pythian  constituency  here  is  so  small 
that  our  representatives  are  to  a  certain  extent  compelled  to  yield  to  the 
wishes  of  those  who  represent  large  constituencies,  and  any  reforms  that 
we  might  suggest  might  be  met  with  the  question :  In  view  of  your  members, 
do  you  consider  that  you  occupy  a  representative  capacity?  I  would  like, 
however,  the  Supreme  Chancellor  to  anticipate  in  his  report  any  movement 
which  would  tend  to  carry  out  the  ideas  of  the  numerous  criticisms  of  the 
order  and  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  officers  during  the  past  two  years.  I  refer 
to  the  financial  question.  So  far,  I  have  not  heard  any  criticism  directed 
against  any  one  person.  It  seems  to  have  been  directed  against  the  salaries 
and  emoluments,  without  regard  to  person.  Usually,  the  contrary  is  the 
case.  It  might  be  well  for  the  Supreme  Chancellor  to  anticipate  any 
adverse  criticism  by  making  such  recommendation  upon  the  internal 
financial  affairs  as  would  remove  any  opportunity  for  attack.  Much  injury 
is  being  done  to  the  order  by  an  agitation,  perhaps  not  wholly  disinterested, 
but  yet  to  a  certain  extent  justified.  Personally,  I  find  that  the  questions 
involved,  and  the  criticism  offered,  meet  with  my  sympathy,  considering 
the  facts  as  I  know  them,  although  my  friends  are  among  the  persons 
attacked. 

It  is  easier  far  to  detect  faults  than  it  is  to  correct  them.  Almost  any 
one  can  tear  down,  but  very  few,  comparatively  speaking,  are  actually  fit 
to  build  up.  For  some  time  past,  however — more  especially  since  I  was 
elected  Supreme  Representative — I  have  been  impressed  with  the  idea  that 
our  method  of  obtaining  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  Supreme  govern¬ 
ment  is  imperfect,  in  that  the  amount  raised  varies  entirely  too  much  from 
year  to  year.  I  have  thought  that  direct  taxation  might  be  resorted  to  to 
a  greater  extent,  but  am  met  with  this  objection,  namely,  that  secret  fra¬ 
ternal  orders  will  not  bear  heavy  direct  taxation.  It  is  my  experience  that 
members  of  these  orders  are  not  willing,  as  a  rule,  to  pay  more  than  four 
to  six  dollars  per  year.  Of  course,  there  are  a  great  number  who  would 
pay  double  this  amount;  but  the  great  mass  of  our  membership,  I  believe, 
would  not  do  it.  I  am  compelled  to  believe  the  expense  of  the  Supreme 
government  is  too  heavy,  unless  the  membership  and  the  number  of  lodges 
and  grand  governments  are  greatly  increased.  I  do  not  think  that  the 
salary  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  should  be  cut  down,  or  that  he  should  be 
hampered  in  the  way  of  expenses  in  visiting  any  or  all  of  the  grand  domains. 
I  think  he  ought  to  be  paid  well  enough  to  devote  his  entire  time  to  the 
order,  likewise  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal.  I  think,  how¬ 
ever,  there  should  be  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  tribunes,  at  least  two, 
or  else  the  whole  thing  abolished.  The  law  questions  to  be  passed  on  by 
this  tribunal  ought  not  now  be  so  many  as  to  require  so  many  sessions  of 
this  tribunal  or  so  many  members. 
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I  think  the  grand  domains  should  pay  a  direct  tax  according  to  their 
strength  of  membership,  and  not  a  sum  certain  from  each  domain,  and 
that  this  sum  should  be  so  apportioned  as  to  thus  raise,  say  half  of  the 
amount  needed  for  the  support  of  the  Supreme  government,  the  other 
half  to  be  raised  mainly  on  profits  of  supplies,  and  particularly  on  official 
receipts  for  dues;  this  would  make  the  amount  to  be  raised  more  certain 
to  be  paid  whether  there  was  any  new  growth  or  not. 

There  is  but  one  thing  that  I  should  hope  to  see  an  effort  made  to 
change,  and  that  is  in  relation  to  the  Endowment  Rank.  The  present  law 
makes  the  local  secretary  and  treasurer  the  agent  of  the  members  of  the 
section,  and  you  can  see  that  any  irregularity  that  may  be  charged  to  his 
office  may  lead  to  serious  results  affecting  the  entire  section.  I  believe 
that  a  law  should  be  made  making  the  secretary  the  agent  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  or  Board  of  Control, .and  then  when  we  received  a  receipt  from  him 
there  would  be  no  question  as  to  our  standing  at  that  time,  and  no  act  of 
the  secretary  could  vitiate  our  certificate. 

I  know  very  well  that  sick  benefits  and  all  of  the  troubles  arising  out  of 
them  are  annoying  to  every  Grand  Chancellor  in  the  Supreme  Jurisdic¬ 
tion.  You  may  not  feel  disposed  to  recommend  anything  in  your  report 
in  reference  to  what  step  the  Supreme  Lodge  should  take  as  encouraging 
the  ladies  of  the  nation  to  take  an  active,  definite  and  distinct  part  in 
Pythian  advancement.  I  am  for  some  measure  that  will  be  sure,  that 
would  look  to  their  recommendation,  the  same  as  all  other  great  fraternal 
orders  in  this  country.  In  my  j  udgment  it  ought  to  be  done. 

There  is  a  wish  that  has  often  been  expressed  by  some,  who  are 
familiar  with  the  workings  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  that  some  measure  of 
economy  should  be  inaugurated.  Before  saying  anything  I  want  to  assure 

you  that  I  am  not  of  the - faction.  Many  of  us  believe  that  the 

Supreme  Tribunal  is  an  expensive  luxury  that  might  be  easily  dispensed 
with.  There  are  other  officers  and  committeemen  who  are  paid  too  much 
for  services  rendered.  But  I  know  that  it  does  no  good  to  call  attention  to 
these  things  unless  one  is  in  position  to  make  suggestions  to  relieve. 

Certainly  something  ought  to  be  done  in  regard  to  the  Endowment 
Rank.  Our  Grand  Lodge  instructed  its  representatives  to  bring  up  the 
matter  of  forfeiture  of  policies  by  enlistment  in  the  army,  but  from  circular 
letters  already  received,  I  am  satisfied  that  it  will  be  useless  to  bring  the 
matter  up.  I  trust  that  you  will  not  think  I  am  disgruntled,  I  am  not ; 
but  as  a  spectator  during  the  last  session  I  saw  many  things  which  I  did 
not  approve,  but  knew  there  was  no  use  to  enter  a  protest.  These  things 
occur  in  all  legislative  bodies,  and  while  there  are  objectionable  features, 
yet,  on  the  whole,  I  was  much  impressed  as  well  as  pleased  with  the 
workings  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  I  trust  that  the  wisdom  of  those  who 
have  the  welfare  of  the  order  in  hand  will  find  means  of  bringing  about 
such  changes  and  reforms  as  will  make  it  what  it  should  be — the  ideal 
fraternal  order  of  the  world. 

I  believe  it  would  be  the  part  of  wisdom  for  the  Supreme  Lodge  to 
amend  its  laws  so  that  a  direct  per  capita  tax  shall  be  levied  instead  of  the 
present  Supreme  Representative  tax.  If  it  is  possible  to  reach  it  through 
legislation,  the  finance  committee  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  should  be 
required  to  render  a  detailed  report  to  that  body  of  every  item  of  expense. 

It  has  occurred  to  me  that  some  provision  might  be  made  for  members 
suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  whereby  they  can  reconnect  them¬ 
selves  for  a  nominal  sum,  say  on  the  payment  of  $1,  and  call  it  a  dismissal 
card.  During  these  hard  times  many  members  have  allowed  themselves 
to  be  suspended,  because  they  did  not  feel  able  to  keep  up  their  dues. 
Prospects  brightening  up  a  little,  many  might  be  induced  to  return  to  the 
order. 
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The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  could  make  the  correction  on 
the  blanks,  and  his  attention  ought  to  be  called  to  it.  On  the  semi-annual 
report,  as  that  now  stands,  no  provision  is  made  for  reporting  members  of 
a  defunct  lodge.  They  can  not  be  properly  reported  as  suspended  nor 
reported  as  dead. 

The  great  need  of  the  order  is  some  plan  to  stop  the  enormous  drain 
from  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues.  I  admit  I  have  no  remedy, 
but  he  who  could  suggest  a  successful  one  would  do  almost  as  much  for 
Pythianism  as  Rathbone  did. 

With  reference  to  the  alleged  extravagance  in  expenditures  in  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  it  should  be  made  plain  to  the  masses  of  the  order  that 
there  is  no  foundation  for  this  charge,  or  else  a  remedy  should  be  applied 
if  the  charge  is  true. 

All  questions  as  to  the  gilt-edged  character  of  the  Endowment  Rank 
should  be  put  at  rest. 

It  has  been  clear  to  me  for  some  years  that  our  greatest  trouble  is  sus¬ 
pension  for  the  non-payment  of  dues.  I  believe  firmly  that  every  man 
who  is  suspended  for  non-payment  and  loses  his  interests  in  the  order  is  a 
greater  bar  to  the  progress  of  the  order  than  everything  else  combined. 
It  does  not  seem  to  me  that  the  case  need  be  argued.  As  to  the  remedy,  I 
confess  that  it  is  not  clear  to  me.  I  would  so  legislate  that  a  member 
should  not  be  fully  suspended  for  non-payment;  that  is  to  say,  that  any 
man  who  has  attained  the  rank  of  knight  and  who  is  not  guilty  of  an 
offence  against  the  order,  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege  of  sitting  in 
the  lodge  of  which  he  "was  a  member,  even  though  he  be  suspended  from 
certain  privileges  of  the  lodges,  such  as  receiving  financial  aid,  etc.  I  cer¬ 
tainly  would  draw  the  line  so  that  there  would  be  a  wide  distinction 
between  contributing  and  non-contributing  members,  but  to  publish  to 
the  world  that  a  man  who  is  financially  able  to  pay  his  dues  allows  himself 
to  be  suspended,  must  of  necessity  be  very  detrimental  to  the  success  of 
the  order.  Cut  the  price  of  lodge  supplies  to  cost  and  carriage,  raise  rev¬ 
enue  by  direct  taxation.  Permit  supplies  of  defunct  lodges  to  be  sold  to 
new  lodges  organizing.  I)o  not  let  them  be  stored  in  some  vacant  room 
where  whoever  will  may  have  free  access  to  them. 

The  first  suggestion  I  will  make  you  will  probably  disagree  with  me  on, 
and  so  will  a  great  many  others,  but  I  will  make  it  nevertheless.  I  refer 
to  the  legislation  in  regard  to  what  is  commonly  known  as  the  liquor  ques¬ 
tion.  In  my  mind  it  ought  to  be  wiped  off  the  statutes.  It  is  constantly 
being  evaded,  and  a  great  majority  of  people  in  large  cosmopolitan  cities 
like  New  York  have  not  any  respect  for  it  and  look  upon  it  as  a  piece  of 
hypocrisy,  buncombe  and  humbug.  There  is  another  subject,  and  that  is 
the  number  of  suspensions  we  have  for  the  non-payment  of  dues.  There 
have  been  so  many  remedies  suggested  for  this  evil  that  I  feel  diffident  in 
approaching  the  subject.  It  seems  to  me  that  when  a  member  permits 
himself  to  be  suspended  for  the  non-payment  of  dues  it  is  either  because 
he  has  lost  all  interest  in  the  order  or  never  had  any  interest  in  it,  or 
because  he  has  become  careless  in  relation  to  it.  If  it  is  mere  carelessness, 
the  master  of  finance  can  very  easily  collect  by  the  expenditure  of  a  little 
trouble  on  his  part.  I  think  in  all  cases  of  carelessness  in  the  non-payment 
of  dues  the  remedy  is  for  the  master  of  finance  to  properly  perform  his 
duties.  If  the  cause  is  lack  of  interest  in  the  organization,  it  seems  to  me 
that  the  remedy  lies  with  the  lodge  and  its  members ;  that  they  should  try 
to  make  their  meetings  of  such  a  character  that  the  members  of  the  lodge 
would  not  lose  interest  in  its  proceedings,  but  would  be  attracted  there  by 
what  was  done  and  in  the  manner  in  which  they  are  treated.  When  a 
member  loses  interest  in  the  order  it  is  generally  the  fault  of  the  order  and 
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not  the  fault  of  the  member.  But  I  apprehend  that  the  greatest  difficulty- 
in  this  matter  consists  in  the  lack  of  care  and  discretion  in  selecting  mem¬ 
bers  for  the  institution  of  new  lodges,  and  also  in  the  manner  in  which  a 
great  many  new  lodges  are  instituted.  If  care  was  taken  in  the  selection 
of  the  new  lodges,  and  if  the  ceremonies  were  performed  as  they  should 
be,  in  an  orderly  and  proper  manner,  not  rushing  the  candidate  through 
thirty  and  forty  at  a  time,  conferring  all  three  ranks  in  one  evening,  there 
would  be  less  cause  for  regret.  First  impressions  are  the  most  lasting,  and 
men  who  get  their  ranks  under  the  circumstances  indicated  rarely  make 
good  members  or  take  any  interest  whatever  in  the  order. 

I  do  not  expect  to  attempt  a  reformation  of  the  laws  of  the  order  at  the 
coming  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  in  fact  I  do  not  know  of  any 
changes  at  present  which  I  would  care  to  urge.  There  is  only  one  matter 
that  has  suggested  itself  to  me,  and  that  is  with  reference  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  rank.  I  do  not  know  how  it  is  in  other  domains,  but  in  ours  the  first 
half  day  of  each  convention  is  occupied  in  getting  ready  and  conferring  the 
Grand  Lodge  rank.  It  seems  to  me  that  where  a  brother  has  been  duly 
elected  Grand  Representative,  is  a  brother  in  good  standing,  and  has  his 
credentials,  that  matter  could  be  simplified  by  having  the  credential  com¬ 
mittee  issue  a  card  of  admission. 

I  think  that  there  should  be  some  legislation  with  reference  to  the  war 
clause  in  the  policy  of  insurance  issued  by  the  Endowment  Rank. 

I  shall  ask  a  repeal  of  the  statute  with  reference  to  the  issuance  and 
deposit  of  the  transfer  card,  and  shall  ask  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  give  each 
Grand  Lodge  power  to  fix  maximum  fee  for  same. 

As  to  the  war  clause  I  can  only  say  that  my  idea  is  that  a  member 
should  not  be  deprived  of  some  insurance  in  case  he  feels  he  is  called  upon 
to  defend  a  country  that  our  order  makes  it  one  of  its  principles  to  uphold. 
I  understand,  of  course,  that  the  amount  of  monthly  payments  is  based 
upon  mortuary  life  tables  and  do  not  contemplate  service  in  the  army  or 
navy,  but  old  line  companies  do  not  make  this  service  an  excepted  one, 
and  .if  we  can  not  afford  to  carry  the  member’s  insurance  in  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Rank  for  the  amount  we  are  receiving  we  should  make  a  higher  rate, 
but  not  cut  him  out  of  the  benefits  that  he  has  anticipated  during  his  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  rank,  simply  because  our  country  needs  defence.  The  teach¬ 
ings  of  our  order,  especially  in  the  last  few  years,  have  been  on  the  lines 
of  loyalty  to  the  United  States,  and  our  actions  under  the  law  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time  look  very  much  to  the  outside  world  as  though  we  were  not  prac¬ 
tising  what  we  preach. 

I  will  call  your  attention  to  one  provision  of  the  Supreme  Statutes  which 
I  think  should  be  changed  or  repealed — section  399.  This  section  is  mani¬ 
festly  unjust.  While  I  reside  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  my  lodge  it 
makes  no  difference  whether  I  promptly  receive  the  new  password  or  not, 
as  I  can  visit  my  own  lodge  without  it.  But  I  am  now  residing  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  thirty-one  miles  from  my  lodge,  and  immediately  after  the  first 
day  of  July  I  want  to  receive  an  order  for  the  new  password  in  order  that 
I  may  visit  the  lodges  here.  According  to  this  law  I  must  wait  until  my 
lodge  has  installed  its  officers  and  receives  the  word  before  I  can  even  get 
an  order  for  it,  although  my  dues  may  be  paid  in  advance.  I,  as  Supreme 
Representative,  could  even  be  debarred  from  taking  my  seat  in  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  on  account  of  the  failure  of  my  lodge  to  have  its  officers  installed. 

I  am  not  a  representative  who  was  elected  for  his  eloquence,  neither 
shall  I  attempt  to  air  myself  by  presenting  any  new  measures.  My  only 
recommendation  would  be  in  the  interests  of  economic  methods  in  all  the 
offices  of  the  order,  Supreme  and  subordinate. 
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The  war  clause  of  the  Endowment  Rank  should  be  repealed,  so  that 
endowment  certificates  will  not  be  forfeited  because  of  enlistment  in  the 
service  of  the  country  in  time  of  war. 

The  Supreme  Lodge  should  unequivocally  prohibit  the  following  named 
members  from  voting  at  lodge  trials:  those  who  have  not  heard  all  the 
evidence,  also  the  prosecutor,  the  aggrieved  and  the  members  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  who  investigated  the  charges. 

Some  amendment  or  modification  of  the  law  relating  to  cancelling  endow¬ 
ment  certificates  on  account  of  enlisting  in  the  army  or  navy  should  be 
passed. 

I  am  anxious  to  see  one  change  with  reference  to  the  Endowment 
Rank,  and  that  is  that  the  secretary  of  the  local  sections  be  held  responsible 
by  the  board.  It  would  cost  no  more  to  carry  on  the  business  in  this  way, 
and  would  keep  down  so  much  dissatisfaction,  which  prevents  much  of 
the  growth  and  increase  in  membership. 

I  do  not  think  of  any  needed  legislation  just  at  present  unless  it  be 
something  regarding  suspensions,  which  is  becoming  a  very  grave  need 
with  our  order,  in  my  estimation. 

I  do  think  something  should  be  done  for  our  brothers  who  have  enlisted 
and  gone  to  the  front,  and  who  hold  certificates  in  the  Endowment  Rank. 
I  think  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Control  was  all  right,  but  I  think  the 
Supreme  Lodge  can  fix  the  matter  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 

I  have  only  to  add  that  I  have  now,  as  I  had  at  the  time  of  the  election 
of  our  Supreme  officers,  all  possible  confidence  not  only  in  their  ability 
but  in  their  integrity  and  devotion  to  duty.  The  latter  implies  that  the 
honored  head  of  our  magnificent  order  has  gone  about  the  Supreme  Juris¬ 
diction  recognizing  Pythian  zeal  and  ardor,  encouraging  the  weak-hearted, 
eulogizing  good  endeavor,  noting  apparent  failure  in  field  and  lodge,  and 
spurring  up  to  performance  of  duty  the  derelict  and  indifferent.  Had 
your  communication  called  for  the  chronic  kicker  to  come  forth  ad  libitum, 
and  to  utter  his  most  vehement  protestations  and  loudest  agonies  to  his 
heart’s  content,  the  tenor  of  my  letter  would  still  have  been  the  same. 

There  is  a  matter  of  local  interest  which  we  deem  ripe  for  some  reme¬ 
dial  legislation,  viz.,  the  reinstatement  laws.  Under  existing  statutes  no 
discretion  can  be  exercised  for  the  benefit  of  men  who  have  been  members 
of  our  order  unless  they  pay  more  than  a  candidate  for  initiation  and  mem¬ 
bership.  Reinstatement  should  be  left  to  the  control  of  the  respective 
domains,  for  the  reason,  the  circumstances  and  conditions  preclude  a  gen- 
erel  law.  To  say  the  least,  it  is  to  my  mind  an  injury  to  attempt  to  pass 
and  enforce  laws  governing  all  the  small  affairs  of  a  subordinate  lodge; 
they  may  look  well  on  the  paper,  but  right  there  they  end.  There  are  in 
this  domain  to-day  hundreds  of  good  men  who  have  been  members  of  our 
order  who  would  gladly  reaffiliate,  but  the  law  places  a  barrier,  an  inequi¬ 
table  one,  in  their  way.  Men  who  have  been  members,  and  now  desiring 
to  reenter  our  ranks,  are  in  every  way  desirable,  as  they  bring  better 
habits,  minds  fully  matured  and  a  wider  experience  of  life.  Lodges  would 
soon  get  out  of  the  pernicious,  pecuniary  obligations  and  a  new  and  better 
condition  of  affairs  would  be  inaugurated.  Reinstatement  should  be  gov¬ 
erned  by  the  subordinate  lodges,  and  if  the  desires  of  any  were  to  fix  a 
high  rate  that  need  have  no  bearing  on  the  others.  To  prevent  the  honor¬ 
ing  of  present  laws  in  the  breach,  some  relief  is  required. 

I  should  recommend  the  abolition  of  much  of  the  cumbersome  and 
expensive  machinery  of  the  order.  This  you  are  in  a  position  to  do  and 
can  convey  a  vast  favor  upon  the  tax-paying  membership.  The  cessation 
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of  extravagant  expenditures  made  in  the  name  of  various  committees,  etc., 
also  in  the  conduct  of  the  Supreme  sessions.  Deprecation  of  the  very 
evident  machine  methods  which  are  exceedingly  discouraging  to  one  who 
retains  some  memory  of  fraternity  in  its  theoretical  existence.  I  think  I 
heard  this  commented  upon  at  the  former  session.  Such  amendments  as 
will  not  forfeit  the  endowment  policy  of  a  member  who  allows  his  courage 
and  patriotic  tendencies  to  lead  him  into  the  military  service  of  his  coun¬ 
try  while  the  self-considerate  member  in  civil  service  eats  the  fruit  and 
sitteth  safely  in  the  shade  of  the  vine.  Such  conditions  have  aroused  the 
genuine  ire  of  western  membership,  and  is,  I  think,  reprehensible  in  an 
order  that  parades  its  patriotism,  even  to  the  extent  of  public  and  secret 
inculcation.  If  it  would  break  the  Board  of  Control  we  might  get  another 
one.  One  can  not  encourage  endowment  when  so  many  restrictions  exist. 
I  think  some  consistent  and  unselfish  effort,  looking  to  fair  and  definite 
understanding  as  to  transportation  to  Supreme  sessions,  would  be  in  order. 
You  will  have  noticed  that  only  a  limited  area  enjoys  the  benefit  of  the 
promised  rate  this  year. 

The  intimate  relations  existing  between  the  order  and  the  Uniform 
Rank,  and  the  ministerial  standing  of  our  chaplains,  make  it  very  fitting 
that  the  chaplains  should  take  a  special  interest  in  and  have  special  duties 
concerning  all  religious  exercises  in  which  the  order  and  Uniform  Rank 
unite,  especially  our  own  memorial  day.  Therefore,  chaplains  should  con¬ 
sider  the  duties  as  laid  down  in  the  rules  and  regulations  as  including  an 
especial  responsibility  concerning  memorial  day;  that  in  due  season  they 
will  endeavor  each  year  to  make  arrangements  with  their  commanding 
officers,  and  with  the  commanders  of  battalions  and  companies,  for  the 
proper  observance  of  the  day ;  and  that  battalion  and  company  commanders 
report  to  regimental  chaplains  as  to  the  work  accomplished.  Chancellor 
commanders  of  lodges  are  requested  as  a  matter  of  courtesy  to  recognize 
the  interest  of  regimental  chaplains  in  this  matter,  cooperating  with  them 
in  arrangements  for  the  observance  of  the  day,  and  report  to  them  after¬ 
wards. 

I  desire  to 'call  your  attention  to  a  few  conflicting  provisions,  as  it 
appears  to  me,  in  the  Supreme  Statutes,  and  to  suggest  that,  if  my  views 
are  correct,  some  steps  should  be  taken  to  harmonize  these  statutes  by 
amendment. 

Section  268,  as  amended  in  1896,  provides  that  an  application  for  a 
transfer  card  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  fixed  by  law  for  a  transfer 
card,  and  the  amount  of  his  dues,  fines  and  assessments  accrued,  and  dues 
in  advance  to  the  first  of  the  month  succeeding  the  presentation  of  such 
application  to  the  lodge.  Section  258  provides  that  “  if  a  member  receive  a 
transfer  card  he  shall  be  charged  with  dues  pro  rata  for  ninety  days 
beyond  the  date  of  such  application.”  In  view  of  the  language  of  section 
268,  as  it  stood  prior  to  the  amendment  in  1896,  the  language  of  section 
258,  above  quoted,  would  indicate  that  dues  for  ninety  days  in  advance 
must  be  charged  before  the  card  can  be  granted.  These  dues  having  been 
charged  as  directed  by  law  thereby  become  dues  accrued,  and,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  268,  must  be  paid  with  the  application.  Under  the 
one  section  the  applicant  for  a  transfer  card  must  pay  dues  for  three  months 
in  advance,  while  under  the  other  he  can  only  be  required  to  pay  one  month 
or  less  in  advance.  Reading  section  271  also  leads  to  the  confusion. 

Section  293  provides  that  an  “application  for  reinstatement  shall  be 
accompanied  by  the  amount  of  his  indebtedness  to  the  lodge  at  the  time  of 
his  suspension,  or  such  sum  as  the  by-laws  of  such  lodge  may  prescribe  for 
reinstatement,  which  amount  shall  not  be  less  than  one  year’s  dues,”  and 
section  326  provides  that  “the  fee  to  be  charged  by  a  subordinate  lodge  for 
reinstatement  to  membership  therein  of  a  member  suspended  for  non-pay¬ 
ment  of  arrearages  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  having  juris- 
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diction ;  but  the  amount  of  such  fee  shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount  of 
one  year’s  dues,  nor  greater  than  the  amount  prescribed  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
as  the  minimum  amount  of  the  fee  that  shall  be  charged  for  the  ranks  of 
knighthood.”  The  words,  “nor  greater  than  the  amount  prescribed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  as  the  minimum  amount  of  the  fee  that  shall  be  charged  for 
the  ranks  of  knighthood,”  being  the  later  proviso,  control  all  that  part  of 
the  section  going  before ;  hence,  according  to  this  section,  the  fee  for  rein¬ 
statement  is  regulated  entirely  by  the  grand  lodge,  while  according  to  sec¬ 
tion  293  the  same  should  be  fixed  by  the  subordinate  lodge.  Referring  to 
section  395,  a  careful  reading  of  the  same  convinces  me  that  there  is  an  error 
therein.  To  my  mind,  the  trouble  with  it  lies  in  the  words,  ‘ ‘  of  such  term,” 
in  the  eleventh  line  of  the  section.  In  construing  the  section  we  find  that 
these  words  must  refer  to  the  words,  “  the  then  current  semi-annual  term,”  in 
the  seventh  line.  If  so,  the  certificate  referred  to  must  only  show  that  the 
deputy  has  paid  all  dues  to  his  lodge  to  the  beginning  of  the  then  current 
term.  In  other  words,  a  deputy  gets  the  semi-annual  password  for  the 
term  commencing  January  1, 1898,  on  a  certificate  that  he  has  paid  his  dues 
to  July  1, 1897.  The  Supreme  Lodge  certainly  did  not  intend  that  such 
should  be  the  law,  and  the  section  ought  to  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words,  “such  term,”  and  inserting  the  words,  “the  ensuing  semi-annual 
term.” 

In  regard  to  a  change  from  a  Supreme  Representative  tax  and  a  profit 
on  supplies,  there  may  be  some  kick,  as  it  looks  like  the  large  domains 
would  be  paying  a  great  deal  more  than  their  share ;  but  can  they  say 
actually  what  they  are  paying  now  ?  I  say,  no.  To  illustrate :

And  you  have  the  enormous  sum  of . $140,650  22 


collected  from  the  grand  domains  as  a  tariff  on  supplies.  So  you  see  it 
would  be  far  cheaper  for  the  bone  and  sinew  of  our  order  to  pay  a  direct 
tax,  and  know  what  they  have  to  pay,  than  this  leaping  in  the  dark  and 
not  knowing  where  they  are  to  land. 

As  to  salaries.  There  is  not  a  man  connected  with  our  order  who 
should  not  consider  it  an  honor  to  hold  office  regardless  of  the  emolument, 
and  if  we  have  men  who  are  after  the  almighty  dollar  in  office,  then  the 
quicker  we  get  rid  of  them  the  better  the  order  will  be  off.  Now,  of  course, 
we  should  not  expect  nor  demand  a  man  to  neglect  his  family  or  himself 
to  serve  the  order,  but  we  should  pay  only  reasonable  salaries;  and  I 
believe  the  enclosed  is  as  a  whole  as  good  as  the  average  salary  paid  for 
similar  service,  either  in  public  or  private  life: 

Be  it  resolved ,  That  the  following  shall  be  the  salaries  of  the  various  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  amounts  fixed  for  clerical  help,  incidentals, 


etc.,  for  the  ensuing  two  years : 

Supreme  Chancellor,  salary,  office  rent,  clerks,  incidentals,  etc . $7,000 

Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  salary,  rent,  clerks,  etc .  1,000 

Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  salary,  rent,  clerks,  etc .  8,000 

Supreme  Tribunal .  3,000 

Travelling  expenses  of  salaried  officers,  actual  cost,  mileage  and  per 

diem  of  committees .  7,000 

Printing  official  records .  2,000 

For  daughters  of  the  founder .  1,440 

Bonds  of  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  and  Supreme  Master  of 
Exchequer  to  be  of  good  guaranty  company  and  to  be  paid  for  by  the 
Supreme  Lodge. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  paragraph  2, 
section  87,  chapter  xi,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
the  word,  “five,”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word,  “  three.” 
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Be  it  further  enacted,  That  section  89,  chapter  xi,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words,  “  five  cents,”  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  words,  “three  cents.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section  26, 
chapter  iv,  of  the  Supreme  Statutes,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  26.  The  revenue  of  the  Supreme  government 
shall  be  derived  from  a  per  capita  tax  and  from  fees  from  warrants  or 
charters. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  section  27,  chapter  iv,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  27.  Each  grand  lodge  shall 
pay  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  annually  on  the  31st  day  of  March  of  each  year 

a  per  capita  tax  of - cents  on  each  and  every  member  as  shown  by  its 

last  semi-annual  report  of  membership. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  section  31,  chapter  iv,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding,  after  the  last  word  of  said  section,  the  words, 
“  at  actual  cost.” 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  sections  32,  33,  34,  35,  36  and  37,  chapter  iv,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

One  matter  has  attracted  my  attention  from  my  acquaintance  with  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  and  that  is  its  great  expense,  and  I  have  thought  for 
some  time  that  it  would  come  to  its  present  financial  condition. 

I  believe  something  should  be  done  to  strengthen  the  Uniform  Rank. 
My  judgment  is  that  the  Supreme  Council  should  be  vested  with  greater 
powers,  that  the  Uniform  Rank  should  be  permitted  to  legislate  for  itself 
and  elect  its  own  officers.  Men  who  are  not  members  of  that  rank  should 
have  no  voice  in  the  selection  of  its  officers  or  the  making  of  its  laws. 

It  occurs  to  me  that  section  274  of  the  Supplement  to  the  Supreme  Stat¬ 
utes  should  be  amended  by  inserting  the  words,  “  not  less  than,”  before 
“  one  dollar  each.”  This  would  give  lodges  the  right  to  increase  the  fee  when 
it  is  to  their  interest.  Section  397  of  the  Supplement,  requiring  all  indebt¬ 
edness  to  be  paid  to  the  beginning  of  the  term,  has  been  the  cause  of  some 
ill  feeling  in  this  domain,  but  personally  I  have  no  objection  to  it,  as  my 
experience  as  master  of  finance  for  over  twenty  years  convinces  me  that 
something  of  the  kind  is  necessary. 

Permit  me  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  case  of  a  brother  of 
this  domain  in  whom  I  am  very  much  interested.  I  refer  to  Past  Supreme 
Chancellor  Edward  Dunn.  Brother  Dunn,  as  you  no  doubt  are  aware,  is 
designated  “  Honorary  ”  Past  Supreme  Chancellor,  I  presume  for  the  reason 
that  he  did  not  fill  the  position  of  Supreme  Chancellor  after  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  domain  has  adopted 
resolutions  instructing  the  representatives  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  use 
their  best  endeavors  to  secure  for  Brother  Dunn  the  full  honor  of  Past 
Supreme  Chancellor.  The  claim  of  Brother  Dunn  for  recognition  by  the 
Supreme  Lodge  is  based  upon  his  service  as  Grand  Chancellor  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  This  body,  during  his  term  of  service, 
was  the  Provisional  Supreme  Lodge,  and  he  the  Provisional  Supreme 
Chancellor  and  subsequently  the  Supreme  Venerable  Patriarch  of  the  Pro¬ 
visional  Supreme  Lodge.  It  was  during  his  term  of  service  and  under  his 
supervision  that  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  Delaware 
and  Maryland  were  instituted,  and  he  thinks  that  he  is  entitled  to  equal 
rank  with  a  brother  who  was  subordinate  to  him  at  the  institution  of  that 
brother’s  Grand  Lodge.  If  Brother  Dunn  could  have  been  present  at  the 
organization  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  there  is  not  much  doubt  but  that  he 
would  have  been  the  Supreme  Venerable  Patriarch,  as  he  held  that  office 
at  the  time  in  the  Provisional  Supreme  Lodge.  These  statements  can  all 
be  corroborated  by  reference  to  the  journals  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  and  Provisional  Supreme  Lodge.  In  view  of  all  these 
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facts,  will  you  kindly  consider  the  propriety  of  referring  to  3rother  Dunn’s 
case  in  your  report,  recommending  that  the  prefix  “honorary”  be  stricken 
from  his  rank  and  that  he  be  accorded  the  full  honor  of  Past  Supreme 
Chancellor.  I  believe  that  it  would  advance  the  interests  of  Pythianism  in 
this  domain  and  be  an  act  of  justice  to  a  worthy  veteran  knight. 

I  am  still  engaged  in  looking  over  past  work  of  Supreme  Lodge  sessions, 
and  in  one  instance  have  ascertained  that  the  same  had  already  received 
unfavorable  acticn,  although  the  report  of  the  committee  failed  to  state 
the  reasons  for  their  adverse  report.  I  will,  however,  call  your  notice  to  a 
resolution  adopted  by  our  last  Grand  Lodge,  instructing  its  representatives 
to  Use  their  best  endeavors  to  secure  an  amendment  to  section  425  of 
Supreme  Statutes,  striking  out  the  words,  “or  gift.” 

One  matter  has  arisen  since  the  last  session  which  seems  to  me  of  con¬ 
siderable  importance  to  the  Uniform  Rank.  I  have  touched  upon  it  in  the 
circular  letter  which  I  herewith  enclose.  To  be  brief,  it  is  to  permit  mem¬ 
bers  to  join  the  Uniform  Rank  during  the  continuance  of  the  war  without 
requiring  them  to  purchase  uniforms  before  being  admitted  to  member¬ 
ship.  They  can  drill,  perfect  themselves  in  military  knowledge,  and 
perhaps  can  enlist  in  the  service  of  their  country,  and  when  the  war 
closes,  they  can  have  a  limited  time  in  which  to  provide  themselves  with 
uniforms.  I  have  received  applications  from  scores  of  men  who  are 
members  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  asking  if  they  might  not 
form  companies/ of  knights  possessing  only  fatigue  uniforms.  This 
illustrates  the  question  I  wish  to  present.  While  the  war  lasts,  can  not  the 
rule  regarding  the  purchase  of  a  uniform  prior  to  initiation  be  modified? 

I  suggest  that  you  embody  in  your  report  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  a 
strong,  favorable  comment  on  the  proposition  to  establish  a  national 
Pythian  sanitarium  at  Hot  Springs,  Ark.  The  consummation  of  this 
project,  it  seems  to  me,  would  be  a  tremendous  advertisement  to  the 
order,  of  subsequent  great  benefit  to  many  of  its  members.  Having  had 
considerable  experience  in  hospital  management,  I  should  be  glad  to  work 
on  a  committee  from  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  the  interest  of  perfecting  plans 
for  the  proposed  institution. 

I  think  the  expenses  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  should  be  reduced  to  such 
an  extent  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  best  interests  of  the  order.  I  am 
not  in  favor  of  much  legislation  at  this  time,  only  such  as  may  be  deemed 
absolutely  necessary  for  our  advancement.  I  am  opposed  to  any  radical 
measures  until  we  have  given  our  present  system  a  further  trial  and  found 
it  to  be  seriously  defective.  Some  may  think  that  fact  has  been  fully 
demonstrated,  but  I  do  not,  and  shall  act  accordingly. 

The  matter  of  changing  the  age  of  applicants  for  the  ranks  of  knight¬ 
hood  from  21  to  18  years  claimed  the  attention  of  our  last  Grand  Lodge, 
and,  as  the  record  of  proceedings  shows,  the  age  of  18  years  prevailed.  The 
question  of  providing  a  revenue  for  the  expenses  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  by 
taxation  or  per  capita  on  the  membership  was  freely  discussed,  and  it  was 
the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  that  the  present  system  be  adhered  to. 

The  question  of  asking  a  rebate  on  supplies  furnished  by  the  Supreme 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  equal  to  the  amount  paid  by  us  for  custom 
duties,  came  before  the  Grand  Lodge  and  it  was  decided  that  we  could  not 
properly  ask  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  remit  same  to  the  loss  of  other  Grand 
Lodges. 

The  question  of  the  biennial  session  of  the  Grand  Lodges  came  up 
before  our  Grand  Lodge  and  it  was  decided  that  we  adhere  to  the  present 
system.  It  was  resolved  that  the  Supreme  Representatives  should  not 
cooperate  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  or  any  other  Grand  Lodge 
having  for  its  object  the  abolishment  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal. 
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That  section  274,  Supreme  Statutes,  be  amended  to  the  effect  that  the 
price  for  deposit  of  transfer  card  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  grand  or  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges. 

I  desire  to  lay  before  the  Supreme  Lodge  the  importance  of  making  a 
provision  in  the  laws  of  the  Endowment  Rank  for  the  safety  and  protection 
of  the  members  through  accident  or  delay  of  mail  or  remittances  in  reach¬ 
ing  headquarters.  Also  that  the  secretary  be  made  the  agent  of  the  Board 
of  Control  instead  of  the  members  of  the  section.  In  this  matter  I  may 
say  there  has  been  for  some  time  considerable  dissatisfaction,  and  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  the  Board  of  Control  should  recommend  such  legislation 
as  would  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Endowment  Rank  generally.  In  fact,  from  letters  I  have  read 
from  Brothers  Hinsey  and  Stolte,  I  am  led  to  believe  that  they  will  gladly 
agree  to  the  change  desired. 

My  attention  has  been  drawn  at  different  times,  through  some  of  our 
Pythian  papers,  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  to 
the  need  of  greater  economy.  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  any  move  in  that 
line,  providing  it  does  not  work  as  a  detriment  to  the  order,  but  I  certainly 
would  prefer  to  have  this  matter  thoroughly  discussed  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge. 


UNIFORM  RANK. 

This  department  of  our  Pythian  government  will  not  fail  to  be  of  inter¬ 
est  to  every  brother  who  has  watched  its  career  since  the  Washington  con¬ 
vention  in  1894.  The  laws  relative  to  the  Uniform  Rank  enacted  at  that 
convention  were  so  radical  that  I  have  watched  with  more  than  ordinary 
interest  their  operation.  Those  of  us  who  know  best  the  ability  of  Major 
General  James  R.  Carnahan  did  not  doubt  that  the  Rank  would  go  for¬ 
ward  during  his  administration  and  reap  a  bounteous  harvest.  Never  in 
the  history  of  the  Uniform  Rank  has  it  been  possible  to  make  as  good  a 
showing  financially  as  during  the  past  two  years.  It  was  a  child  of  mingled 
hopes  and  fears  during  the  two  years  following  the  convention  of  1894. 
To-day  it  presents  us  with  109  new  companies  instituted  during  the  past 
two  years  and  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  more  than  three  thousand. 
It  is  entirely  free  from  debt,  and  owns  in  property  more  than  $2,000, 
and  in  ready  cash  $2,600.  What  a  magnificent  showing  during  a  period 
when  the  subordinate  lodges  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain  have 
had  a  struggle  to  maintain  their  membership.  This  is  the  best  possible 
evidence  of  the  efficiency  of  the  work  that  is  being  done.  The  brethren 
who  have  united  their  fortunes  with  this  branch  of  Pythianism  have  done 
so  from  no  selfish  purpose,  but  for  a  love  of  the  order.  The  Endowment 
Rank  offers  something  of  money  value  in  return,  but  the  Uniform  Rank 
has  nothing  to  give  except  discipline  and  military  drill  and  the  beautiful 
lessons  of  its  ritualistic  work.  The  Uniform  Rank  has  succeeded  in  spite 
of  opposition,  war  and  hard  times.  It  was  problematical  some  years  ago 
as  to  whether  this  branch  of  the  order  was  not  an  expense  to  the  Supreme 
Lodge.  The  showing  that  they  are  able  to  make  since  they  have  been 
forced  to  their  own  resources  is  a  satisfactory  solution  of  the  problem.  It 
is  my  judgment  that  instead  of  being  an  expense  to  the  Supreme  Lodge 
they  added  to  its  revenues. 
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The  Supreme  Assembly  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  as  at  present  conducted, 
is  in  my  judgment  useless.  More  than  five  thousand  dollars  have  been 
expended  during  the  past  two  years  for  the  expenses  of  this  assembly. 
Could  this  be  added  to  the  property  and  cash  on  hand  the  rank  would  have 
upwards  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  I  would  suggest  that  the  legislation  be 
changed,  requiring  but  one  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Assembly,  if  the  law 
creating  it  is  not  repealed.  The  meeting  to  be  held  biennially  at  the  time 
of  the  encampment  of  the  Uniform  Rank  and  the  convention  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge.  It  is  doubtful,  indeed,  whether  this  assembly  with  the  authority 
that  has  been  given  is  of  any  value.  It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  attend 
these  sessions,  and  I  have  been  impressed  that  but  a  few  of  the  brothers 
knew  what  they  were  there  for.  The  assembly  is  but  an  advisory  board. 
If  it  is  to  be  continued  and  meets  at  the  same  time  and  place  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  it  can  offer  its  recommendations  to  this  body  when  they  can  be 
immediately  acted  upon.  Surely  there  is  no  reason  for  the  Uniform  Rank 
to  deplete  its  treasury  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  to  bring  together 
an  assembly  entirely  void  of  legislative  power.  The  Uniform  Rank  of  the 
Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  should  be  under  the  direct  control  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  which  should  enact  all  rules,  regulations  and  laws  pertain¬ 
ing  to  the  rank.  In  our  legislation  we  should  have  in  view  the  fact  that 
the  Uniform  Rank  and  the  Endowment  Rank  are  both  our  children,  and 
we  should  be  brought  closer  together  at  each  convention  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge.  It  is  my  judgment  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Uniform  Rank 
should  be  left  as  they  are  at  present,  and  that  it  should  collect  its 
own  revenues,  to  be  used  exclusively  for  the  conduct  of  its  affairs.  The 
funds  of  the  Uniform  Rank  and  Supreme  Lodge  should  not  be  co-mingled, 
but  should  be  left  as  the  law  now  leaves  them.  I  trust  that  their  meetings 
may  be  limited  as  heretofore  suggested,  and  the  members,  if  they  receive 
any  compensation  at  all,  should  receive  only  a  sufficient  amount  to  pay  the 
actual  expenses  of  attending  the  session.  Such  expenses  to  be  audited  by 
a  finance  committee  appointed  by  the  Major  General.  This  branch  of  the 
order  is  one  in  which  I  have  the  keenest  interest  by  reason  of  my  long  con¬ 
nection  with  it,  and  that  it  may  continue  in  its  upward  career,  is  the  hope, 
I  am  sure,  of  every  representative  who  is  to  legislate  in  its  behalf. 

SUPREME  LODGE  AND  ITS  FINANCES. 

This  is  the  most  important  subject  to  be  considered  at  this  convention 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge ;  that  it  will  be  settled  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
order  I  have  no  doubt.  A  careful  perusal  of  the  reports  of  the  Supreme 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  and  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  will 
disclose  the  fact  that  the  present  low  condition  of  our  finances  is  not  due 
to  lack  of  economy,  but  is  the  result  of  the  present  defective  system  of 
raising  revenues  to  maintain  the  Supreme  Lodge.  No  organization  should 
be  dependent  for  its  maintenance  upon  a  system  that  fluctuates  so  largely 
from  year  to  year.  The  net  receipts  that  came  into  the  hands  of  the 
Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  for  the  y'ear  1895  amounted  to 
$82,396.09;  for  the  year  1896,  $47,001.56;  for  the  year  1897,  $41,018.64. 
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Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  receipts  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  the  year 
1895  amounted  to  nearly  as  much  as  the  receipts  for  the  two  years  that 
followed.  The  receipts  for  the  first  six  months  of  1895  amounted  to  more 
than  the  receipts  that  came  into  the  hands  of  this  administration  for  a 
year  and  a  half.  With  such  a  condition  how  can  you  expect  your  servants 
to  meet  the  appropriations  you  make  at  your  biennial  conventions?  No 
expenditures  have  been  made  not  authorized  by  this  Supreme  body. 
Indeed,  an  examination  of  the  appropriations  made  at  the  Cleveland  con¬ 
vention  discloses  the  fact  that  but  a  portion  of  some  of  the  appropriations 
have  been  used.  The  appropriation  for  travelling  expenses  of  salaried 
officers,  at  actual  cost,  and  mileage  of  committees  and  officers  not  salaried, 
$10,000,  has  not  been  exhausted;  and,  while  I  am  not  in  possession 
of  the  actual  figures,  I  do  not  believe  that  $5,000  of  the  appropriation 
has  been  used.  So  long  as  the  appropriations  made  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge  are  not  exhausted,  you  certainly  can  not  hold  your  officers  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  deficiency  that  now  exists.  If  money  has  been  expended 
for  which  no  appropriation  has  been  made,  it  is  for  you,  by  legislation, 
to  correct  the  practice.  You  have  the  power  to  make  such  arrange¬ 
ments  as  will  guard  against  a  recurrence  of  the  present  condition.  You 
have  set  certain  machinery  in  operation  by  legislation ;  the  Suoreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  is  absolutely  powerless  to  stop  it.  As  soon  as  it  became  apparent 
that  a  deficiency  was  staring  us  in  the  face,  the  most  rigid  economy  was 
practised.  During  the  past  twelve  months  as  Supreme  Chancellor  I  have 
drawn  from  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  for  travelling  expenses,  the 
sum  of  $659.65,  with  which  I  have  visited  twenty-one  domains  and  travelled 
over  twenty  thousand  miles.  While  this  falls  far  short  of  paying  the 
actual  expenses,  I  have  not  asked  for  more,  desiring,  as  I  have,  to  bring  to 
this  convention  as  large  a  fund  as  possible  to  pay  its  necessary  expenses. 
A  large  portion  of  the  expenses  in  the  German  litigation  were  paid  before 
the  present  administration  came  into  existence.  We  left  the  city  of 
Cleveland  two  years  ago  with  a  satisfactory  exchequer.  What  then  is  the 
reason  of  the  present  situation  ?  Is  it  extravagance  upon  the  part  of  the 
officers  who  have  been  in  charge  of  its  affairs  during  the  past  two  years? 
The  answer  of  every  brother  who  has  examined  the  facts  must  be  in  the 
negative.  There  is  but  one  reason,  and  that  is  the  defective  methods  now 
in  use  for  the  raising  of  revenues.  Our  present  method  of  collecting  a 
Supreme  Representative  tax,  in  my  judgment,  is  unjust  and  ought  to  be 
changed.  Manitoba,  with  a  membership  of  about  four  hundred,  pays  a 
Supreme  Representative  tax  of  one  hundred  dollars.  Louisiana,  with  a 
membership  of  nine  thousand,  pays  a  Supreme  Representative  tax  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each  year.  Is  there  any  good  reason  why  a  brother  in 
Manitoba  should  be  required  to  pay  so  much  more  toward  defraying  the 
expenses  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  than  a  brother  in  Louisiana?  Ohio,  with 
a  membership  of  nearly  sixty  thousand,  pays  a  Supreme  Representative 
tax  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  while  Arizona,  with  a  membership  of 
a  little  over  six  hundred,  pays  one  hundred  dollars.  An  investigation  as 
to  the  amount  of  supplies  that  are  purchased  by  these  various  domains  to 
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which  I  have  referred  will  disclose  the  fact  that  the  brethren  in  the 
smaller  domains  are  paying  much  more  toward  the  maintenance  of  this 
body  than  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Illinois,  Indiana  and  other  large  domains. 
I  am  very  certain  that  you  will  acknowledge  the  injustice  and  the 
unequitable  method  of  raising  our  revenues,  if  you  care  to  make  an  investi¬ 
gation.  The  brethren  of  Manitoba  pay  twenty-five  cents  each  as  a 
Supreme  Representative  tax  —  the  brethren  of  Ohio  pay  less  than  one- 
half  of  one  cent  each.  With  our  present  membership,  were  each  brother 
required  to  pay  exactly  alike,  it  would  take  but  a  trifle  over  one  cent  per 
member  to  raise  the  amount  now  raised  by  the  Supreme  Representative 
tax.  If  there  is  any  good  reason  why  the  brothers  of  the  smaller  domains 
should  pay  twenty  times  as  much  as  those  who  are  so  fortunate  as  to 
reside  in  the  larger  domains,  I  should  be  glad  to  be  enlightened  upon  the 
subject.  There  is  but  one  just  and  equitable  way,  in  my  judgment,  of 
meeting  the  expenses  of  this  body,  and  that  is  by  a  direct  per  capita  tax 
upon  each  member  in  good  standing.  In  order  to  realize  a  satisfactory 
profit  from  the  sale  of  supplies,  it  means  that  either  new  lodges  must 
be  instituted  in  large  numbers,  or  the  old  ones  add  to  their  stock  of 
supplies.  As  soon  as  the  lodges  stop  buying,  the  revenues  stop.  A 
large  profit  was  realized  from  the  sale  of  jewels — as  soon  as  the  members 
were  Supplied,  the  sale  ceased,  and  the  enormous  profit  realized  from  such 
sales  ceased.  An  examination  of  the  report  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal  will  show  an  enormous  falling  off  in  revenues  from  the 
sale  of  supplies;  hence  it  is  that  we  are  unable  to  calculate  with  any 
degree  of  accuracy  upon  the  revenues  to  be  received  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge  with  which  to  meet  your  appropriations.  I  believe  that  there 
should  be  a  radical  departure  from  our  present  system.  Until  we  shall 
have  recovered  from  our  present  condition,  there  should  be  practised  the 
most  rigid  economy  in  all  departments  of  the  organization.  As  an  evidence 
of  our  good  faith,  we  should  make  this  convention  as  short  as  possible. 
The  work  ought  to  be  done,  in  my  judgment,  within  one  week.  We  are 
here  for  work*  and  not  for  a  summer  vacation.  The  responsibility  must 
fall  upon  this  body,  and  not  upon  its  officers,  for  the  condition  of  its 
finances.  When  the  biennial  budget  shall  have  been  submitted  and 
approved,  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  ascertaining  how  much  we  shall 
require  from  each  member  in  good  standing  for  the  two  years  to  follow,  in 
order  to  meet  it.  This  calculation  can  be  made  with  absolute  certainty, 
and  the  burden  will  not  be  heavy  and  will  rest  alike  upon  each  member. 
I  am  not  of  the  opinion  that  all  of  the  supplies  should  be  furnished  by  the 
Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  at  actual  cost.  The  larger  portion  of 
them,  I  believe,  should  be.  The  rituals,  jewels  and  official  receipts  for 
dues  should,  in  my  judgment,  be  sold  at  a  profit  to  the  order,  and  must,  of 
necessity,  be  kept  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal.  I  can  see  no  reason  why  a  large  portion  of  our  supplies 
could  not  be  furnished  by  the  Grand  Keepers  of  Records  and  Seal  of  the 
different  domains,  under  proper  restrictions.  These  subjects  are  worthy  of 
consideration.  Every  Supreme  Representative  must  know  that  the  finan- 
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cial  condition  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  is  the  result  of  legislation  and  not 
the  officers  who  execute  the  law,  if  they  act  within  the  scope  of  their 
authority  and  carry  out  the  mandates  of  this  body.  The  Supreme 
Chancellor  is  powerless  to  force  the  sale  of  supplies,  or  in  any  manner 
increase  the  revenues.  He  can  practise  economy  in  the  administration, 
but  the  greatest  economy  avails  nothing  if  the  revenues  cease.  You  have 
fixed  the  salaries  of  all  your  officers  and  their  assistants;  you  have  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal  and  the  expenses 
incident  to  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  various  departments.  If  these 
appropriations  are  too  high,  it  is  your  duty  to  reduce  them.  The  supreme 
legislative  body  of  a  great  fraternal  organization  is  no  place  for  sentiment. 
We  should  have  no  friends  to  reward,  nor  enemies  to  punish.  Your 
appropriations  should  be  commensurate  with  the  labor  to  be  performed. 

I  believe  that  our  present  system  of  appropriations  and  the  drawing  of 
orders  upon  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  is  wrong.  The  Supreme 
Lodge,  in  my  judgment,  should  form  and  adopt  an  appropriation  bill  for 
the  support  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  similar  to  those  passed  by  our  state 
legislatures  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  state.  Warrants  should  be  drawn 
upon  these  respective  funds  to  meet  the  various  expenses  and  none  other. 
No  authority  should  be  given  to  draw  a  warrant  upon  a  fund  that  has  been 
exhausted;  neither  any  authority  to  transfer  from  one  fund  to  another. 
In  order  to  make  more  certain  my  views  upon  the  subject  of  appropriations, 
I  submit  herewith  a  bill  which  embodies  the  idea  I  have  in  mind: 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias : 

A  proposition  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias ,  that  the  following 
sums,  or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  are  hereby  appropriated  to 
the  funds  hereinafter  expressed,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  the  ensuing)  two  years.  The  Supreme  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  orders,  countersigned 
by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  for  such  portions  thereof  as  may  be  required 
from  time  to  time  to  meet  the  necessary  requirements: 

SALARIES. 

To  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  two  years . $ - 

To  the  private  secretary  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor, 

two  years,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary.  - 

Salary  of  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  two  years.  -

Office  rent  and  incidentals  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor 

for  two  years,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  - 

Office  rent  and  incidentals  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  ne¬ 
cessary,  for  two  years .  . 

Travelling  expenses  of  the  salaried  officers  at  actual 
cost,  per  diem  and  mileage  of  committees  and  of 
officers  not  salaried,  not  to  exceed  for  the  two  years  - 
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PRINTING. 

For  printing  official  record . $-

I  have  possibly  not  covered  in  this  bill  all  the  appropriations  to  be 
made.  I  simply  offer  it  as  a  suggestion.  There  is  no  reason  why  the 
supreme  legislative  body  of  this  order  should  not  have  distinct  funds 
upon  which  vouchers  should  be  drawn,  and  these  funds  kept  intact  for 
the  purpose  only  of  the  appropriation  made.  No  authority  should  be 
given  to  the  officers  of  this  body  to  draw  upon  these  funds  after  they  have 
been  exhausted,  and  no  authority  should  be  given  to  merge  or  transfer 
from  one  to  the  other.  They  should  be  kept  separate  and  distinct,  and 
the  greatest  care  should  be  taken  in  making  the  appropriations.  With  a 
certain  income  and  a  certainty  of  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  various 
funds,  there  is  absolutely  no  reason  for  a  recurrence  of  the  present  situa¬ 
tion.  So  long  as  you  permit  to  remain  upon  the  statute  books  the  present 
system  of  collecting  revenues,  so  long  you  may  look  for  uncertainty  and 
be  prepared  to  meet  j  ust  such  a  situation  as  we  have  to-day.  Your  exec¬ 
utive  is  held  responsible  for  his  administration,  but  his  hands  are  tied  and 
he  is  almost  powerless’ to  avert  financial  disappointment  under  conditions 
such  as  have  surrounded  us  during  the  past  two  years.  If  your  chief 
executive  is  to  be  held  responsible,  why  should  he  not  have  something  to 
do  and  something  to  say  regarding  the  most  important  item  of  expenditure 
in  the  order,  i.  e.,  the  purchase  of  supplies.  By  legislation  this  is  entirely 
taken  away  from  the  executive,  and  he  has  no  voice  and  no  authority  in 
the  matter.  The  purchase  of  all  supplies  required  by  the  Supreme  Lodge 
should,  in  my  judgment,  be  under  the  immediate  control  of  a  board,  of 
which  the  Supreme  Chancellor  should  be  chairman.  The  Supreme  Keeper 
of  Records  and  Seal  should  report  to  this  board  the  supplies  needed,  and 
it  should  purchase  them.  We  are  living  in  an  age  of  keen  competition, 
and  the  printing  of  the  vast  amount  of  supplies  required  by  this  body 
should  be  open  to  competition,  and  the  large  printing  establishments 
throughout  the  country  should  have  an  opportunity  to  know  exactly  what 
we  want,  and  be  given  an  opportunity  to  file  their  bids  with  the  board. 
The  Supreme  Chancellor,  under  our  system,  is  the  executive,  and,  in  my 
judgment,  should  have  a  voice  and  authority  in  providing  for  this  body 
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the  supplies  which  find  their  way  into  the  more  than  six  thousand  subor¬ 
dinate  lodges.  I  sincerely  trust  that  by  legislation  at  this  session  you  will 
provide  for  a  purchasing  board,  of  which  the  Supreme  Chancellor  should 
be  a  member,  and  give  to  such  board  the  sole  authority  to  contract  for  and 
purchase  the  needed  supplies  for  this  body  and  the  grand  domains  and 
the  subordinate  lodges  under  its  control.  If  this  legislative  body  performs 
its  duty,  the  only  responsibility,  as  far  as  finances  are  concerned,  which  the 
executive  officers  are  called  upon  to  assume  is  that  of  collecting  and  pay¬ 
ing  out  moneys  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  statutes.  The  appro¬ 
priation  bill  providing  for  these  various  funds  affords  an  absolute  guide  to 
the  dispersing  officer.  There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  but  that  the  con¬ 
stitution  contemplated  and  requires  that  there  should  be  such  an  appro¬ 
priation  bill.  For  some  reason  we  have  followed  the  lead  of  the  finance 
committee  rather  than  the  direction  of  the  fundamental  law.  The  affairs 
of  our  general  government  and  of  the  various  states  are  regulated  in  the 
manner  contemplated  in  our  constitution.  The  Supreme  Chancellor  is  the 
chief  executive  officer  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  should  be  held  legally 
responsible  for  its  business  transactions,  and  no  committee  should  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  assume  his  prerogatives  or  to  act  inconsistent  with  his  executive 
functions.  I  am  very  frank  to  say  that  I  see  little  use  for  the  committee 
on  printing  with  inter-convention  functions,  but  think  that  the  whole  affair 
should  be  committed  to  the  board  heretofore  referred  to.  The  executive 
officers  are  better  fitted  to  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  committee 
than  any  committee  in  any  likelihood  to  be  appointed.  I  can  not  under¬ 
stand  the  wisdom  of  leaving  to  one  man  the  duty  of  fixing  the  price  of 
supplies.  The  price  of  supplies  should  be  determined  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge  itself,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  on  ways  and 
means,  or  a  board  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose.  It  has  never  seemed 
right  to  me  that  the  dies  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the  many  jewels  of 
the  order  should  be  owned  by  any  one  except  the  Supreme  Lodge  itself. 
Competition  is  practically  cut  off  by  reason  of  the  expense  attending  the 
manufacture  of  these  dies,  and  when  once  purchased  by  a  concern  they 
have  a  practical  monopoly  of  the  jewel  business.  If  the  Supreme  Lodge 
owned  its  own  dies  and  open  competition  was  solicited,  I  think  it  would 
be  a  surprise  to  many  of  us  at  the  wonderful  reduction  in  the  cost  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge.  The  order  is  increasing  in  membership,  increasing  in 
enthusiasm — in  Pythian  zeal,  and  while  our  columns  are  marching  forward 
to  a  magnificent  triumph,  your  chief  executive  is  compelled  to  meet  the 
humiliation  of  a  depleted  exchequer  in  the  supreme  legislative  body. 

I  can  not  indorse  the  present  method,  by  which  it  is  made  necessary  for 
the  numerous  meetings  of  the  finance  committee.  I  believe  that  there 
should  be  frequent  meetings  to  audit  all  of  the  financial  accounts  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge  and  the  financial  condition  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  but  I  do 
not  believe  that  the  present  system  is  calculated  to  produce  the  best 
results.  These  audits  should  be  made  from  time  to  time  by  direction  of 
the  Supreme  Chancellor,  who  should  be  invested  with  authority  to  procure 
an  expert  accountant,  who  could  do  the  work  with  much  less  expense,  and 
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the  result,  when  published  to  the  order,  would  be  much  more  satisfactory 
than  an  audit  by  business  or  professional  men,  whose  work  is  along  other 
lines,  and  who  make  no  pretensions  as  expert  accountants.  It  should  be 
left  to  the  judgment  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  as  to  when  these  audits 
should  be  made — not  less  than  once  each  year — and  the  expert  accountant 
should  report  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor  a  detailed  statement  of  the  results 
of  his  labors,  which,  when  furnished  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  should  be 
immediately  promulgated  to  the  order. 

In  my  judgment,  there  was  no  good  reason  for  the  repeal  of  the  laws  at 
the  ’94  convention,  whereby  quarterly  reports,  which  had  heretofore  been 
furnished  by  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  should  have  been  dis¬ 
pensed  with.  The  law  as  it  now  reads  requires  him  to  report  biennially  to 
the  Supreme  Lodge,  and,  when  required,  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor.  The 
statute  should  be  so  amended  as  to  require  him  at  the  end  of  each  quarter 
to  furnish  each  Supreme  Representative,  each  Grand  Chancellor  and  each 
Pythian  paper  the  number  of  each  voucher  drawn,  to  whom,  and  for  what 
purpose,  and  the  amount.  During  my  administration  there  has  been  but 
one  member  of  the  order  within  the  Supreme  Domain  who  has  made  a 
request  for  such  a  statement.  I  believe  that  the  greater  majority  of  the 
membership  would  be  interested  in  knowing  from  time  to  time  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  finances  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  for  what  purpose  its  moneys 
are  expended.  This  is  unquestionably  the  right  of  all  who  contribute  to 
the  common  fund.  In  discussing  the  financial  condition  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  I  have  necessarily  taken  up  subjects  that  will  be  mentioned  in  my 
recommendations,  because  they  pertain  directly  to  the  questions  under 
consideration. 

Much  complaint  has  reached  this  office  regarding  the  expense  attending 
the  meetings  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying 
that  the  destruction  of  this  branch  of  our  present  system  would  be  a  severe 
blow  to  the  governmental  departments  of  our  order.  Our  law  has  been 
framed  with  the  idea  of  a  supreme  government  consisting  of  three  coordi¬ 
nate  and  independent  departments — the  legislative,  executive  and  judi¬ 
cial —  the  destruction  of  any  one  of  which  means  the  destruction  of  the 
supreme  government  as  it  is  at  present  constituted.  My  observations  lead 
me  to  the  inevitable  conclusion  that  the  judicial  department  can  carry  on 
its  work  with  less  members.  During  the  past  two  years  the  Supreme 
Tribunal  has  had  submitted  to  it  and  has  decided  twenty  cases,  and  in  the 
four  years  of  its  existence  there  have  been  submitted  to  it  and  it  has  decided 
forty-one  cases.  The  work  of  a  court  is  not  always  measured  by  the  number 
of  cases  it  decides,  but  after  having  carefully  perused  the  work  that  has 
been  done,  I  am  satisfied  that  three  judges  could  perform  the  labor,  and 
thus  save  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  many  dollars.  It  is  a  matter  of  congratu¬ 
lation  that  the  order  has  been  able  to  command  the  services  of  the  eminent 
gentlemen  who  now  compose  the  bench  of  the  judicial  department.  Their 
labor  has  been  most  satisfactory,  and  with  comparatively  no  compensation 
they  have  given  to  the  order  the  benefit  of  their  long  experience  and  pro¬ 
found  learning.  I  am  forced  to  this  recommendation  after,  having  given 
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the  matter  careful  consideration.  Many  domains  see  no  use  for  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  this  department  of  the  order,  and,  by  resolutions  and  letters,  I 
have  been  asked  to  recommend  its  abolishment.  For  reasons  above  stated, 
I  sincerely  trust  that  this  will  not  be  done,  but  that  you  will  look  with 
favor  upon  the  recommendation  I  have  submitted. 

BOARD  OF  CONTROL. 

Owing  to  the  largely  increasing  business  of  the  rank,  it  became  apparent 
that  a  superintendent  of  organizers  should  be  appointed.  In  looking  over 
the  field,  there  seemed  to  be  no  person  better  qualified  to  fill  the  position 
than  Supreme  Representative  Edward  Atkinson  of  Kentucky.  The  many 
years  he  has  been  connected  with  the  work  of  the  Endowment  Rank,  and 
his  eminent  service  in  its  behalf,  especially  qualify  him  for  this  position, 
which  was  tendered  to  him  January,  1897.  Feeling  that  he  wrould  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  criticism  if  he  still  remained  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Control,  on 
the  23d  of  January  I  received  his  resignation.  To  fill  the  vacancy  thus 
created,  I  tendered  the  appointment  to  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  W.  W. 
Blackwell,  and  he  immediately  accepted  the  same.  Of  Brother  Blackwell 
and  his  eminent  services  for  the  order  in  the  past,  and  of  his  ability  to  fill 
any  position  within  the  gift  of  the  order,  I  need  not  speak. 

On  the  2d  of  April,  1897,  I  received  a  telegram  announcing  the  death  of 
Supreme  Representative  W.  A.  Park  of  Iowa,  who  was  elected  at  the  last 
convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Control.  To 
fill  the  vacancy  thus  created,  I  appointed  Supreme  Representative  W.  H. 
Loomis  of  Michigan,  who  accepted  the  appointment  and  entered  enthusi¬ 
astically  into  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  position.  Brother  Loomis, 
although  one  of  the  young  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  is  a  man  of 
unquestioned  business  ability,  and  for  many  years  has  been  one  of  the 
most  earnest  and  enthusiastic  workers  in  the  Pythian  vineyard  in  the 
domain  from  which  he  hails.  At  present  brigadier  general  of  the  Michigan 
brigade,  grand  instructor  of  the  Domain  of  Michigan,  member  of  the  Board 
of  Control,  and  editor  of  Knighthood ,  Brother  Loomis  finds  a  field  large 
enough  in  which  to  demonstrate  his  ability  as  a  Pythian  worker.  The 
very  satisfactory  condition  in  which  we  find  the  Endowment  Rank  in  all 
its  departments  is  the  best  evidence  of  the  ability  of  those  who  have  had 
its  affairs  in  charge. 

SUBORDINATE  LODGES  NOT  WITHIN  THE  DOMAIN  OF  A  GRAND 

LODGE. 

Requests  are  often  received  at  this  office  for  funds  to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  organizers  w'ho  are  trying  to  push  the  work  in  territories  where 
we  have  subordinate  lodges  but  no  grand  lodges,  as  in  Quebec,  Mexico  and 
the  Hawaiian  Islands.  Frequent  requests  have  also  been  received  for 
printed  literature  for  use  in  these  districts,  setting  forth  the  aims  and 
objects  of  the  order.  Under  our  present  law  it  has  been  impossible  for  me 
to  render  any  assistance.  There  are  few  brothers  who  are  willing  to  sacri- 
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fice  their  time  and  pay  all  the  necessary  expenses  to  carry  on  this  work. 
There  are  a  number  of  brothers  who  would  willingly  donate  their  time 
and  only  ask  that  their  actual  expenses  be  paid.  As  a  result  no  new  lodges 
are  established  in  localities  well  calculated  to  support  them.  I  believe 
that  if  the  matter  was  properly  pushed  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  and  the 
Republic  of  Mexico  it  would  not  be  long  before  they  could  establish  the 
required  number  of  lodges  to  institute  a  grand  lodge. 

The  direct  control  of  these  lodges  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  is,  to  say  the 
least,  very  unsatisfactory.  Owing  to  the  great  distance,  it  is  impossible  to 
have  a  correct  idea  of  their  wants  and  necessities.  I  have  appointed 
brothers  as  deputies  who  are  active,  enthusiastic  Pythians,  and  are  willing 
to  do  all  in  their  power  to  advance  the  best  interests  of  the  order.  I  have 
requested  from  each  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  order  in  their 
respective  territories,  and  they  are  herewith  printed  in  full.  I  trust  that 
you  will  give  this  matter  your  careful  consideration,  and  render  such  assist¬ 
ance  as  is  possible  to  these  brothers  who  are  laboring  so  zealously  and 
earnestly  for  the  good  of  the  order.

This  table  represents  the  condition  of  the  lodges  at  the  end  of  the  last 
term;  that  is,  December  31, 1897.  Since  that  time  there  have  been  a  num¬ 
ber  of  additions,  both  by  initiation  and  affiliation,  as  the  semi-annual 
reports  for  the  term  ending  June  30, 1898,  yet  to  be  rendered,  will  evidence. 
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My  principal  effort,  since  receipt  of  my  commission,  after  thoroughly 
acquainting  myself  with  the  individual  membership,  was  directed  towards 
the  institution  of  new  lodges,  it  being  the  universal  belief  that,  aside  from 
the  great  good,  in  a  general  way,  which  must  inevitably  follow  the  expan¬ 
sion  of  our  order  and  dissemination  of  our  principles,  the  order  in  this 
republic  would  be  greatly  stimulated  and  strengthened  by  the  institution 
of  a  sufficient  number  of  new  lodges  to  entitle  us  to  a  Grand  Lodge ;  and 
while  my  labors  in  this  direction  have  been  very  encouraging,  the  pros¬ 
pects  at  the  present  time  being  apparently  excellent  for  the  institution  of 
lodges  in  the  cities  of  Torreon,  Zacatecas,  Guadalajara,  Acambaro,  etc.,  the 
results  have  not  been  as  satisfactory  as  I  considered  I  had  reason  to  expect. 

There  are  a  great  many  conditions  here  in  this  republic  as  regards  the 
institution  of  lodges  that  do  not  exist  in  the  United  States.  In  the  first 
place,  we  must  look  to  those  cities  having  a  sufficient  number  of  English- 
speaking  people,  possessing  the  qualities  essentially  requisite  to  enable 
them  to  become  good  Pythians. 

In  the  second  place,  the  expenses,  as  a  rule,  are  much  greater  than  in 
the  United  States,  owing  to  the  high  import  duties  on  the  paraphernalia, 
etc.,  which  must  be  imported  from  the  United  States.  In  the  third  place, 
the  English-speaking  population,  while  probably  being  located  in  the 
republic  permanently,  are  nevertheless  migratory.  A  large  percentage  of 
the  Americans  are  in  the  railroad  and  mining  business,  which  calls  them 
from  place  to  place. 

However,  it  is  my  belief  and  earnest  hope  that,  notwithstanding  these 
difficulties,  we  will  eventually  succeed  in  having  a  Grand  Lodge  in  this 
republic. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  visit  all  the  lodges  officially  during  the  early  part 
of  the  year,  and  while  it  became  necessary,  on  account  of  business,  to  make 
the  visit  in  advance  of  engagements,  which  greatly  marred  the  receptions 
which  had  been  planned,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  I  was  most  cordially 
received  and  accorded  flattering  attention  by  all  the  lodges. 

The  conditions  were  such  that  I  was  compelled  to  visit  C.  P.  Diaz  Lodge, 
No.  5,  the  lodge  in  which  I  was  made  a  knight  and  to  which  I  am  indebted 
to  a  marked  degree  for  the  honors  which  they  have  conferred  upon  me, 
and  to  a  great  extent  for  the  District  Deputy  Supreme  Chancellorship  of 
this  republic,  on  New  Year’s  night,  a  most  inopportune  time  indeed,  but 
quite  a  number  honored  me  with  their  presence  and  gave  earnest  attention 
to  the  exemplification  of  the  secret  work  and  a  short  address.  I  found  this 
lodge  to  be  in  excellent  condition,  and  evidences  of  its  good  results  were 
apparent  on  every  hand.  Prior  to  the  institution  of  a  lodge  in  this  place, 
there  was,  owing  to  the  cosmopolitan  nature  of  the  English-speaking 
inhabitants,  considerable  prejudice  and  more  or  less  friction,  most  of  which 
has  been  entirely  removed  and  a  spirit  of  greater  toleration  and  charity  is 
now  manifest. 

Nuevo  Leon  Lodge ,  No.  4. — I  visited  this  lodge  on  January  3d.  Owing  to 
the  fact  that  I  reached  this  point  two  days  ahead  of  my  engagement,  I  was 
unable,  much  to  my  regret,  to  avail  myself  of  the  banquet  which  was  to  be 
given  in  my  honor,  or  to  install  the  elected  officers.  However,  a  special 
session  was  called  and  I  visited  the  lodge  officially  and  delivered  an 
address.  The  condition  of  this  lodge  was  good,  although  there  were 
some  slight  internal  dissensions,  which  it  is  hoped  may  be  entirely  over¬ 
come  by  a  practical  application  of  the  tenets  of  our  order.  Since  my  visit 
there  have  been  a  number  of  additions,  and  the  prospects  seem  bright. 

Columbian  Lodge ,  No.  3. — I  visited  this  lodge  officially  on  January  5th, 
installed  the  new  officers,  exemplified  the  secret  work,  and  delivered  an 
address,  after  which  I  had  the  pleasure  of  participating  in  a  banquet  in  my 
honor.  While  this  lodge  showed  a  decrease  in  membership  as  compared 
with  previous  term,  its  condition  was  fairly  satisfactory  and  has  since 
advanced  rapidly,  and  there  has  been  an  increase  in  enthusiasm  and  mem¬ 
bership. 
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Valle  de  Mexico  Lodge,  No.  2. —  On  my  return  to  the  city  I  installed  the 
new  officers  of  this  lodge,  which  is  in  a  happy  and  flourishing  condition, 
and  delivered  an  address.  After  the  services  were  over,  an  elegant  banquet 
was  given  by  the  lodge,  which  was  enjoyed,  and  which  brought  out 
striking  evidences  of  the  intelligence  and  resources  of  its  members.  The 
trip  was  one  long  to  be  remembered,  was  a  great  pleasure  and  benefit  to 
myself,  and,  I  believe,  has  been  of  some  good  to  the  order. 

In  view  of  the  remoteness  of  this  district  and  the  great  distance  between 
lodges,  and  the  time  necessarily  consumed  in  the  transmission  of  commu¬ 
nications,  it  is  the  general  belief  that  the  Deputy  Supreme  Chancellor  of 
this  district  should  be  commissioned  with  greater  authority,  as  per  article 
xcv  of  the  Supreme  Statutes;  also  that  provision  should  be  made  for  a 
jewel  as  required  by  the  Supreme  Statutes,  as  well  as  with  suitable  station¬ 
ery  for  official  correspondence;  moreover,  that  some  provision  should  be 
made  for  the  inevitable  incidental  expenses  of  the  office. 

It  is  also  believed  by  a  great  many  that  the  office  is  of  sufficient  import¬ 
ance  to  entitle  the  holder  to  the  honor  of  Past  District  Deputy  Supreme 
Chancellor,  and  that  such  honor  should  be  provided  by  the  Supreme 
Statutes. 

I  desire  to  compliment  the  intelligence  and  energy  of  the  lodges  in  gen¬ 
eral  and  of  the  officers  in  particular.  The  rituals  are  gradually  being  dis¬ 
pensed  with  in  the  ceremonies,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  within  a  short 
time  they  will  not  be  required  at  all.  I  have  faithfully  endeavored  to 
impress  upon  all  lodges  the  practicability  and  the  desirability  of  such  a 
condition. 

The  Endowment  Rank  is  now  firmly  established  in  this  republic,  and 
the  members  of  the  order  are  rapidly  realizing  its  advantages,  and  a  great 
many  have  availed  themselves  of  this  most  excellent  and  economical 
insurance,  which  will  become  more  appreciated  when  better  known. 

It  is  impracticable  to  establish  the  Uniform  Rank,  or  military  branch, 
in  this  republic. 

We  have  a  number  of  intelligent  Mexicans  in  our  ranks,  a  number  of 
whom  make  excellent  members,  and  would  have  a  great  many  more  but 
for  their  lack  of  knowledge  of  English. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  acknowledge  my  thorough  appreciation  of  the 
support  and  cooperation  of  the  lodges  in  this  district,  and  to  express  the 
belief  that  there  is  a  bright  future  for  Pythianism  in  this  republic,  to  which 
there  is  a  large  immigration,  for  the  most  part  of  intelligent  and  progressive 
foreigners  who  thoroughly  appreciate  the  commercial  advantages  to  be 
found.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — In  answer  to  your  request  for  a  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  order  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  I  beg  to  state  that  at  the 
present  time  everything  in  this  domain  is  in  a  most  harmonious  and  pros¬ 
perous  condition.  There  are  four  lodges  in  Montreal,  with  an  average 
membership  of  about  fifty.  The  meetings  are  well  attended,  are  attractive 
and  interesting.  The  members  visit  regularly,  and  take  an  active  interest 
in  the  order  generally.  A  keen  rivalry  exists  at  the  election  of  officers,  and 
the  results  are  always  taken  in  good  spirit.  The  ritualistic  work  is  per¬ 
formed  in  a  most  careful  and  impressive  manner,  in  most  instances  with¬ 
out  the  aid  of  a  book. 

The  Endowment  Rank,  instituted  in  1893,  has  never  received  the  atten¬ 
tion  it  deserves,  yet  the  members  carry  some  $55,000  insurance,  and,  with 
the  exception  of  a  death  by  gun  shot,  have  never  lost  a  member. 
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There  is  no  Uniform  Rank,  but  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  only  requires 
a  visit  from  one  of  the  many  already  established  to  have  one  started  here. 

Such  is  a  very  brief  outline  of  how  the  order  stands  in  the  Province  of 
Quebec  today ;  and,  good  as  it  is,  I  know  that  the  members  are  not  satisfied 
with  it.  They  feel  that  the  Knights  of  Pythias  should  be  in  the  foremost 
ranks  of  fraternal  societies,  instead  of  occuping  the  fourth-rate  position  they 
do  at  the  present  time.  To  attain  this  position,  I  would  strongly  urge  you 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  this  matter,  and  get  them  to 
consider  and  devise  some  means  whereby  this  might  be  achieved.  The 
members  want  to  be  further  enthused,  further  worked  up.  They  will 
respond  if  called  upon,  and  I  am  convinced  it  would  pay  you  to  do  it. 
About  the  only  complaint  I  meet  with,  and  I  meet  with  it  very  often,  is 
this:  “  When  is  the  Supreme  Chancellor  going  to  visit  us?”  Some  one  is 
wanted  to  boom  the  order  in  Canada,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  there  never 
was  a  time  when  this  could  be  accomplished  with  better  results  and  less 
labor  than  at  the  present.  How  to  do  it? 

I  believe  that  if  a  Grand  Lodge  were  established  here,  Pythianism  woujd 
receive  an  immense  impetus ;  but  the  task  seems  hopeless,  and,  unless  the 
Supreme  Lodge  comes  to  the  rescue,  I  am  afraid  that  our  enthusiasm  will 
die  out.  There  are  many  ways  in  which  the  Supreme  Lodge  could  aid  us, 
and  I  beg  to  make  the  following  suggestions: 

1.  Grant  a  special  dispensation  to  institute  a  Grand  Lodge  with,  say, 
six  lodges. 

2.  Appoint  a  Supreme  Representative  to  organize  new  lodges,  at  a  fair 
salary. 

3.  Widen  our  territory  by  creating  what  I  might  call  a  “central  domain,” 
including  Quebec  and  Eastern  Ontario  as  far  west  as  Kingston.  I  know 
we  could  institute  a  new  lodge  in  Ottawa,  Ontario,  while  Smith’s  Falls, 
Chaplean  and  Napanee  (all  of  which  I  understand  are  far  from  being  in  a 
healthy  condition)  might  be  resuscitated,  as  they  are  much  nearer  to  us 
than  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario. 

4.  An  official  visit  from  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  who  would  then  be  in 
a  position  to  represent  our  needs  before  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

In  conclusion,  I  trust  that  something  will  be  done  whereby  the  brethren 
here  will  see  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  does  take  a  little  interest  in  our  exist¬ 
ence,  for  a  more  loyal  and  devoted  body  of  men  does  not  exist  in  the  order 
than  the  knights  of  Montreal.

The  following  communication  is  printed  in  full  for  the  information  of 
this  body : 

On  Board  Transport  “Ohio,” 

Off  Honolulu,  H.  I.,  July  8,  1898. 
Hon.  Wm.  R.  Schnitger,  S.  R.,  Cheyenne ,  Wyo. 

My  Dear  Sir  and  Brother — While  in  Honolulu  the  last  two  days  I 
came  closely  in  contact  with  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  in  these 
islands.  I  find  that  they  have  genuine  grievance  because  of  the  refusal  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  to  give  them  a  Grand  Lodge  and  representation  in  the 
Supreme  Lodge.  This  took  place  about  eight  years  ago.  I  have  written  to 
Brother  W.  E.  Chaplin  and  to  Brother  Frank  H.  Clark,  asking  them  to 
unite  with  you  and  see  if  something  can  not  be  done  to  set  this  matter 
right.  These  lodges  are  among  the  oldest  in  the  world,  and  the  member¬ 
ship  in  these  islands  is  intellectually  and  socially  of  the  highest  order. 
Their  reception  to  the  soldier  knights  was  delightful,  and  in  the  castle 
hall,  and  later  at  the  banquet  at  the  Royal  Hawaii  Hotel,  I  met  most  of 
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the  prominent  men  in  the  government,  and  all  of  them  filled  with  love  for 
the  United  States  and  loyalty  to  the  stars  and  stripes.  Let  the  order  of 
Knights  of  Pythias  lead  in  this  matter.  Hawaii  wishes  annexation  to  the 
United  States.  She  desires  to  join  the  sisterhood  of  states.  Slowly  but 
surely  that  time  is  coming.  What  I  have  seen  with  my  own  eyes  has  made 
me  an  advocate  of  annexation.  Now  let  the  Knights  of  Pythias  lead  the 
way  by  sweeping  aside  the  barriers  that  have  been  erected  in  the  consti¬ 
tution  and  supreme  laws  of  the  order,  and  annex  them  by  giving  them  an 
independent  Grand  Lodge.  Will  you  not  take  this  matter  up  and  patiently 
investigate  it,  and  then  go  into  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  get  the  thing  under 
way  ?  I  do  not  suggest  ways  and  means  for  its  accomplishment.  I  am  will¬ 
ing  to  leave  that  to  the  good  judgment  of  Brother  Chaplin  and  yourself. 

Among  the  Past  Chancellors  present  was  Z.  K.  Myers,  cashier  of  the 
North  British  and  Mercantile  Insurance  Company,  a  very  enthusiastic 
knight,  now  resident  in  San  Francisco,  but  still  retaining  his  membership 
in  Mystic  Lodge,  No  2,  at  Honolulu.  I  have  advised  him  to  write  to  you. 
Dj-op  me  a  line  at  Manila,  so  that  I  may  know  when  this  reaches  you.  I 
hope  to  mail  it  to  you  at  sea.

I  had  expected  to  submit  under  this  subject  a  report  from  District 
Deputy  Supreme  Chancellor  Johannes  F.  Eckardt  of  Honolulu,  Hawaiian 
Islands,  describing  the  condition  of  affairs  in  his  territory;  but,  owing  to 
the  great  distance,  it  has  not  reached  me  in  time.  I  submit,  however,  a 
letter  received  from  Past  Grand  Chancellor  Charles  H.  Burritt,  which  in 
part  answers  the  purpose. 

STATE  OF  THE  ORDER. 

I  regret  that  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  submit  under  this  head  as  flat¬ 
tering  a  report  as  was  presented  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  the  Cleveland 
convention.  However,  I  believe  there  is  no  reason  for  discouragement. 
We  are  forced  to  a  realization  of  the  fact  that  the  remarkable  growth  of  the 
order,  on  this  continent  at  least,  is  a  thing  of  the  past.  In  every  state  and 
territory  of  the  union  we  have  subordinate  lodges  in  sufficient  number  to 
support  Grand  Lodges.  Our  extension  into  new  territory  on  the  east  and 
west  has  been  stopped  by  the  confines  of  the  continent.  In  Canada  our 
lodges  are  established  as  far  north  as  tb  e  sparsity  of  the  population  will 
permit.  In  Alaska  we  can  only  hope  for  a  very  limited  growth.  In  the 
Republic  of  Mexico  the  race  conditions  are  such  as  not  to  offer  very  flatter¬ 
ing  prospects.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  our  progress  in  territorial 
extension  on  this  continent  must  necessarily  cease,  and  we  can  not  hope 
that  our  remarkable  growth  of  the  past,  which  was  largely  due  to  the 
establishment  of  our  order  in  new  territories,  shall  continue,  unless  we 
consent  to  forsake  our  long-established  customs  and  extend  the  order  into 
foreign  lands,  with  changes  necessary  to  meet  changed  conditions.  Or 
should  wTe  content  ourselves  with  devoting  our  best  efforts  towards  a  slower 
and  more  substantial  growth — to  the  strengthening  and  upbuilding  of  the 
lodges  already  established  ?  To  the  close  student  of  Pythian  affairs  time 
alone  will  give  satisfactory  answers.  It  seems  to  me  at  this  time,  more 
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than  ever  before,  we  are  needful  of  the  best  thought  of  every  member  of 
this  body.  The  order  demands,  is  worthy  of  and  should  receive,  the  best 
there  is  in  us.  We  should  make  it  our  endeavor  to  keep  pace  with  the 
advancing  times  and  preserve  to  our  order  the  well-earned  reputation  of 
being  the  most  up-to-date  fraternal  institution  in  existence.  We  should 
not  be  slow  in  abandoning  customs  and  rules  which  have  become  obsolete 
by  reason  of  changed  conditions,  nor  should  new  and  untried  theories  be 
accepted  without  first  giving  them  the  most  careful  and  thoughtful  consid¬ 
eration.  The  condition  of  affairs  with  which  we  are  confronted  to-day  is 
but  the  result  of  the  natural  course  of  events,  and  the  statement  herewith 
submitted  should  be  received  by  us  not  discouragingly  but  only  as  evi¬ 


dence  of  changed  conditions.

About  the  first  of  the  present  month  I  directed  a  letter  to  each  Grand 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain,  asking  him 
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to  give  me  the  net  gain  or  loss  in  his  domain  for  the  first  six  months  of 
this  year.  In  cases  where  all  of  the  reports  had  not  been  received  from 
the  subordinate  lodges,  I  requested  a  safe  estimate.  From  the  answers 
received  I  can  safely  place  the  net  gain  for  the  first  six  months  of  this  year 
at  seven  thousand  seven  hundred-  These  returns  are  most  encouraging, 
and  give  hope  for  the  belief  that  the  “ weeding-out  process”  is  at  last 
nearly  complete,  and  that  we  may  now  expect  a  steady  and  substantial 
growth.  The  domains  of  Maine,  Indiana,  Oregon,  Utah,  Washington  and 
New  Mexico  have  not  reported.  In  each  of  these  domains  we  have  had 
splendid  results,  and  when  they  report  I  have  no  doubt  the  net  gain  for 
the  past  six  months  will  reach  ten  thousand. 

OFFICIAL  DIGEST. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  I  desire  to  bring  to  your  attention  the 
fact  that,  ever  since  the  adoption  of  the  present  constitution  and  statutes, 
there  has  been  a  necessity  and  a  universal  demand  for  some  handy  work 
of  reference  for  the  use  of  lodges  and  the  general  membership.  Previous 
to  the  existing  laws,  the  order  had  been  accustomed  to  use  of  the  official 
digest,  with  all  its  advantages  in  arrangement  and  in  index.  This  must  be 
apparent  to  every  member  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  for  this  reason  I 
most  earnestly  recommend  that  the  necessary  arrangements  be  at  once 
made  for  the  preparation  of  a  necessary  work  of  the  kind  indicated,  the 
same  to  be  placed  on  sale  just  as  quickly  as  possible.  From  an  examina¬ 
tion  into  this  subject,  I  am  able  to  state  that  such  a  work  not  only  can  be 
made  to  bear  its  own  expense,  but  bring  a  large  revenue  to  this  body. 
Experience  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  the  Official  Digest  of  1890,  and 
also  that  of  1890-92,  has  already  demonstrated  that  such  a  work  will  meet 
with  ready  sale  if  it  is  properly  compiled  and  made  handy  of  reference.  I 
sincerely  hope  that  the  committee  having  charge  of  this  subject  will  report 
the  necessary  legislation  for  the  immediate  preparation  and  publication  of 
a  digest  of  our  laws. 

COMPARATIVE  STATEMENT  OF  EXPENSES. 

Much  has  been  said  about  retrenchment  and  reform ;  much  has  been 
said  about  keeping  down  the  expenses  of  the  different  departments  of  the 
Pythian  government.  Desiring  to  know  how  the  expenses  of  this  office 
for  the  past  two  years  compared  with  my  predecessors,  I  wrote  to  the 
Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  to  send  me  a  statement  of  the 
expenses  of  the  office  of  Supreme  Chancellor  during  the  past  six  years.  I 
submit  herewith  his  answer:

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It  will  be  observed  that  the  clerical,  office  and  contingent  expenses  of 
your  Supreme  Chancellor  for  the  past  two  years  have  been  something  more 
than  $2,000  less  than  the  administration  under  Past  Supreme  Chancellor 
Blackwell,  and  about  $800  less  than  that  of  my  immediate  predecessor. 

PYTHIAN  PRESS. 

During  the  past  two  years,  I  have  been  a  subscriber  to  all  the  journals 
published  in  the  interests  of  Pythianism.  So  large  a  number  of  our 
brethren  have  entered  into  this  field  of  Pythian  labor  that  I  have  been 
solicitous  for  their  future,  and  have  watched  with  no  little  interest  their 
zeal  in  disseminating  the  principles  of  Pythianism  and  giving  to  the  mem¬ 
bership  information  and  knowledge  of  the  grand  onward  march  of  our 
order.  I  have  been  amply  repaid  for  both  the  time  and  expense.  The 
progressive  American  push  and  enthusiasm  that  is  characteristic  of  the 
order  itself  has  found  expression  through  the  Pythian  press.  The  editors 
of  many  of  these  journals  have  received  but  small  compensation  for  their 
labor  of  love,  and  many  times  have  continued  their  publication  at  a  loss. 
Indeed,  I  think  we  will  look  in  vain  through  the  whole  field  of  journalistic 
enterprise  to  find  a  paper  that  declares  a  very  large  dividend  to  its  owners. 

Every  subordinate  lodge  should  become  interested  in  the  Pythian  jour¬ 
nal  of  its  domain.  If  there  is  but  one  published,  the  lodge  should  see  to  it 
that  the  members’  attention  is  called  to  the  necessity  of  maintaining  a  pub¬ 
lication  and  solicited  to  encourage,  aid  and  support  it.  The  lodges  can 
well  afford  to  subscribe  for  many  copies,  and  see  to  it  that  on  each  conven¬ 
tion  night  a  goodly  number  are  on  the  desk  of  the  keeper  of  records  and 
seal  for  distribution  to  the  brethren  who  do  not  feel  able  to  subscribe  or 
have  not  become  interested  in  the  Pythian  press.  The  more  of  these  jour¬ 
nals  that  find  their  way  into  the  homes  and  firesides  of  the  land,  the  more 
knowledge  will  be  received  and  greater  interest  manifested  by  those  not 
members  of  our  order  in  its  grand  onward  march.  All  honor  to  our 
brethren  who  have  been  undaunted  by  failures  and  want  of  interest  and 
support  by  our  membership,  and  without  hope  of  reward,  have  gone  on  in 
their  labor  of  love,  trusting  in  the  future  to  receive  that  support  and 
encouragement  to  which  their  sacrifice  and  industry  entitled  them.  That 
the  Pythian  press  is  a  powerful  factor  in  disseminating  the  principles  of 
our  order,  no  one  will  deny ;  that  it  has  accomplished  much  and  has  before 
it  a  vast  field  of  usefulness,  we  all  admit.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  I 
have  not  been  permitted  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Pythian  Press  Asso¬ 
ciation.  We  are  to  be  congratulated  that  the  order  has  attracted  to  itself 
such  a  corps  of  able  editors.  Indeed,  as  I  look  through  these  periodicals 
from  month  to  month,  I  am  persuaded  that  the  order  of  Knights  of 
Pythias  is  of  a  good  deal  more  importance  than  people  have  generally  sup¬ 
posed.  Our  brothers,  in  the  conduct  of  these  journals,  must  ever  remem¬ 
ber  that  brotherhood  and  fraternity  is  the  everlasting  rock  upon  which  we 
ure  builded  and  to  which  our  very  life  is  rooted.  If  the  pages  are  prosti¬ 
tuted  by  being  devoted  to  matters  not  in  the  spirit  of  fraternity,  the  use¬ 
fulness  of  the  journal  is  already  ended.  Our  brothers  must  wisely  discrim- 
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mate,  and  see  to  it  that  matters  to  be  settled  behind  closed  doors  and  by  the 
respective  legislative  bodies  of  our  order  are  not  forced  upon  the  public,  to 
the  detriment  of  the  cause  so  near  the  hearts  of  us  all. 

No  civic  organization  in  this  or  any  other  country  is  represented  by  so 
able  a  corps  of  editors  or  more  publications  than  our  own.  They  are  enti¬ 
tled  to  our  grateful  remembrance  and  loyal  support.  I  am  under  lasting 
obligations  to  many  of  these  papers.  Often  have  they  brought  sunshine 
into  my  office  after  the  long  and  weary  journey.  The  ideal  Pythian  paper 
is  the  one  that  sees  ever  before  it  the  divinity  of  brotherly  love,  and  gives 
to  its  readers  an  exemplification  in  every  page,  sentence  and  thought  of 
the  principles  we  inculcate.  With  such  a  standard  ever  before  them  and  a 
field  of  labor  without  bounds,  with  proper  assistance  and  encouragement, 
their  usefulness  can  not  be  measured.  Here’s  to  the  success  of  the 
Pythian  press ! 

CONCLUSION. 

In  the  preparation  of  these  pages,  I  have  had  but  one  aim,  one  hope 
and  one  desire,  and  that  to  do  and  advise  for  the  best  interests  of  the  great 
Pythian  army  throughout  the  Supreme  Domain.  I  have  recommended 
radical  changes  in  many  of  our  existing  laws.  It  will  not  be  strange  if  we 
do  not  agree  upon  some  of  the  proposed  amendments.  The  Pythian 
domain  embraces  a  vast  territory,  each  section  of  which  of  necessity  has 
wants  not  in  common  with  other  sections.  Our  brothers  of  the  provinces 
of  the  mother  country  can  see  no  reason  why  their  supplies  should  cost 
them  thirty-three  and  one-third  per  cent  more’  than  the  lodges  in  the  other 
domains,  and  have  asked  that  the  duty  charged  be  deducted  from  the  cost 
of  supplies  as  fixed  by  the  supreme  legislative  body.  Other  sections  have 
wants  or  grievances  peculiar  to  themselves.  I  trust  that  we  shall  be  con¬ 
siderate  and  patient  in  dealing  with  the  various  wants  of  our  brethren. 
Many  of  these  pages  are  being  written  on  my  return  from  the  Maritime 
Provinces,  where  I  met  with  the  Grand  Lodge  at  St.  Stephen.  My  heart  has 
been  touched  not  alone  by  the  earnest  labor  of  these  brethren  for  the  good 
of  the  order,  but  by  their  patriotic  devotion  to  our  republic  in  the  trying 
days  through  which  we  as  a  nation  are  passing.  The  flag  of  Great  Britain  is 
dipped  to  the  stars  and  stripes  of  our  glorious  union — floating  side  by  side 
in  lodges,  on  parades  and  on  the  public  buildings.  Political  divisions  there 
are,  but  the  Anglo-Saxon  people  today  are  one  in  heart  in  the  war  that  is 
being  waged  for  God  and  humanity.  The  mother  country  and  her  child 
stand  side  by  side.  It  augurs  well  for  the  hope  we  have  ever  cherished 
that  this  order  should  become  the  first  and  foremost  fraternal  society  on 
the  North  American  continent.  That  the  advance  all  along  the  line  has 
been  steady  and  certain,  no  one  who  has  been  a  close  observer  can  deny. 
Our  large  gain  in  membership  during  the  past  six  months,  which  will  not 
fall  short  of  ten  thousand,  is  the  best  evidence  of  the  firm  hold  we  have 
upon  the  public  heart.  We  have  towered  high  in  public  opinion,  because 
the  roots  of  Pythianism  grow  deep  in  public  needs.  The  rituals  have  been 
discarded  everywhere,  and  the  advancement  in  rank  work  during  the  past 
few  years  has  been  unerring  evidence  of  increased  interest  and  devotion 
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to  the  most  beautiful  ritual  ever  given  to  a  fraternal  society  on  this  earth. 
When  our  large  membership  now  at  the  front  in  defence  of  the  flag  shall 
have  returned  to  the  peaceful  pursuits  of  daily  life  in  our  more  than  six 
thousand  castle  halls  throughout  the  land,  I  shall  look  for  an  era  of  pros¬ 
perity  such  as  we  have  not  witnessed  for  many  years. 

The  time  is  near  at  hand  when  I  shall  hand  the  gavel  of  authority  as 
your  executive  to  my  successor.  The  more  than  sixty  thousand  miles  in 
the  pathway  of  my  official  visits  have  been  made  smooth  by  the  uniform 
kindness  and  courtesy  of  the  brethren  everywhere.  To  record  the  names 
of  those  who  have  greeted  me  with  kind  and  loving  words,  and  performed 
some  little  service  to  aid  and  assist,  would  be  to  record  the  name  of  every 
brother  I  have  met.  The  officers  and  members  of  this  body  have  aided 
much  with  advice  and  counsel,  and  to  one  and  all  I  return  my  grateful 
acknowledgment.  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  Sample  has  ever  been  ready 
to  aid  and  assist,  and  on  all  important  questions  has  been  freely  consulted, 
and  I  have  had  the  benefit  of  his  long  years  of  Pythian  experience,  for 
which  I  am  profoundly  grateful.  To  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal 
White  I  am  indebted  for  many  acts  of  kindness.  Courteous  always  in  his 
relations  with  this  office,  I  feel  under  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  him  for  his 
wise  counsel  and  able  assistance.  That  he  has  ably  discharged  the  duties 
of  his  trust,  all  must  admit.  No  one  could  be  selected  by  this  body  to  dis¬ 
charge  the  duties  of  the  office  he  now  holds  better  than  he.  In  criticising 
the  laws  that  you  have  made,  by  which  you  have  placed  in  his  hands  respon¬ 
sibilities  and  duties  that  ought  not  to  be  crowded  upon  him,  it  must  be 
understood  that  I  have  unfaltering  trust  and  confidence  in  his  ability, 
fidelity  and  honesty  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  his  office. 

To  say  farewell  is  the  most  difficult  part  of  this  report.  The  two  years 
have  been  crowded  so  full  of  pleasant  remembrances  that  a  feeling  of  sad¬ 
ness  comes  over  me  to  realize  that  there  will  be  of  necessity  a  changed  con¬ 
dition  with  the  installation  of  my  successor.  Mistakes  I  have  made,  but  I 
shall  have  no  upbraidings  of  conscience  that  any  of  them  were  of  the  heart. 
I  have  given  to  you  the  best  I  had,  and  practically  my  all  for  the  two  years 
now  ending.  My  own  interests  have  not  been  consulted.  I  have  given  to 
the  work  all  the  strength,  time  and  ability  at  my  command.  I  desire  to 
assure  you,  one  and  all,  of  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the  honor  you  have 
conferred  upon  me  in  elevating  me  to  the  highest  position  in  the  gift  of 
this  Supreme  body.  I  shall  take  with  me  through  all  the  years  to  come 
grateful  remembrances  of  your  thoughtful  consideration  and  many  acts  of 
kindness.  In  returning  to  you  the  gavel  of  authority,  if  I  can  have  the 
assurance  that  in  your  hearts  you  feel  that  the  vow  I  made  when  I  took  it 
has  been  kept,  the  ambition  of  my  Pythian  career  is  realized.

In  compliance  with  the  requirement  of  law,  I  submit  herewith  for  your 
consideration  a  report  showing  “the  general  condition  of  the  order  and  the 
financial  condition  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.”  A  report  of  the  transactions 
of  this  office  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1897,  was  transmitted 
to  the  Supreme  Chancellor  at  the  proper  time,  as  prescribed  by  statute. 

THE  STATE  OF  THE  ORDER. 

The  total  number  of  subordinate  lodges  December  31,  1897,  was  6683, 
and  the  total  number  of  members  thereof,  on  the  same  date,  was  468,269 — 
a  net  gain  during  the  calendar  year  of  forty-six  lodges,  and  a  net  loss  of 
1022  members ;  and  a  net  gain  during  the  years  1896  and  1897  of  179  lodges 
and  3730  members. 

It  will  be  noted  that  we  sustained  a  net  loss  of  membership  during  the 
past  year — the  first  since  1878;  but,  when  we  take  into  consideration  the 
depressed  financial  condition  of  the  country,  we  should  congratulate  our¬ 
selves  that  the  loss  was  not  larger.  We  have  done  as  well  as  any  of  the 
fraternal  organizations,  and  better  than  most  of  them.

SUPREME  LODGE  FINANCES. 

There  has  been  much  discussion,  during  the  past  biennial  term,  of  the 
important  subject  of  the  finances  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  Some  of  this  has 
been  temperate  and  just,  and  manifestly  inspired  by  an  honest  desire  to 
discover  the  cause  of  our  present  financial  condition  and  to  apply  the 
needed  remedy;  much  of  it,  unfortunately,  has  been  neither  just  nor  tem¬ 
perate.  To  all  criticism  of  the  conduct  of  Supreme  Lodge  officers — to  all 
aspersion  by  innuendo  of  their  personal  integrity  in  the  handling  of  Supreme 
Lodge  funds — the  incumbent  of  this  office  desires,  as  sole  reply,  to  submit 
the  figures  which  follow.  They  present  a  succinct  and  intelligible  resume 
of  the  fluctuations  of  our  finances  during  the  last  six  fiscal  years,  embracing 
three  biennial  terms. 
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Following  is  a  statement  of  the  cash  account  for  the  period  named:

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  conventions  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  are  held 
biennially,  the  disbursements  in  alternate  years  are  inevitably  much  larger. 
In  order,  therefore,  that  the  comparison  of  annual  disbursements  with 
annual  receipts  may  be  perfectly  fair,  it  is  necessary  that  the  expenditures 
caused  directly  by  holding  a  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge — the  pay¬ 
roll,  incidental  expenses  of  the  convention  (such  as  the  daily  journal,  post¬ 
age,  etc.)  and  the  printing  of  the  official  record— should  be  eliminated 
from  the  amounts  given  above  as  gross  disbursements.  We  thus  obtain 
the  appended  comparative  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements  for 
ordinary  purposes  for  the  fiscal  years  named :

From  the  above  tables  the  conclusion  to  be  drawn  is  inescapable — it  is 
that,  while  our  receipts  have  been  steadily  decreasing,  our  disbursements 
have  not,  as  has  been  persistently  asserted,  been  increasing.  On  the  con¬ 
trary,  as  compared  with  the  total  disbursements  for  all  purposes  for  the 
two  fiscal  years  ending  March  31,  1894,  the  total  disbursements  for  all  pur¬ 
poses  for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  March  31,  1898,  were  thirty-four  per 
cent  less;  or,  to  compare  single  years  in  which  no  convention  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge  was  held,  the  total  disbursements  for  the  year  ending 
March  31,  1898,  were  forty  and  a  half  per  cent  less  than  the  total  disburse¬ 
ments  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1894.  Notwithstanding  these 
facts,  unscrupulous  persons  have  continued  to  declaim  against  the  “  extrav¬ 
agance  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,”  and  vehemently  to  assert  that,  while  our 
revenues  are  decreasing,  our  expenditures  are  growing  larger  from  year  to 
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year ;  and  there  are  doubtless  many  honest  and  well-meaning  members  of 
the  rank  and  file  who  actually  believe  these  assertions  to  be  true. 

The  question  naturally  suggests  itself,  what  is  the  cause  of  the  continu¬ 
ous  and  rapid  decrease  of  our  cash  receipts  ?  Those  of  you  who  are  famil¬ 
iar  with  our  system  of  revenue  know  that  the  bulk  of  our  receipts  comes 
from  the  sale  of  supplies.  In  proportion  as  our  sales  fall  off,  our  revenue 
must  inevitably  decrease.  With  what  alarming  rapidity  this  has  taken 
place,  the  appended  table  discloses:

SUPREME  LODGE 


[1898. 


The  figures  given  above  make  manifest  the  stupendous  fact  that,  within 
six  years,  our  total  sales  of  supplies  have  decreased  sixty-three  and  a  half  per 
cent.  Of  the  fifty-four  grand  domains,  only  two — and  they  are  compara¬ 
tively  small — bought  as  much  in  1898  as  they  bought  in  1893.  In  the  larger 
grand  domains — those  which  have  been  our  best  customers  heretofore — 
the  decrease  has  been  enormous.  Fifteen  of  these,  whose  purchases  in 
1893  aggregated  $58,309.74 — considerably  more  than  half  of  the  total  amount 
sold — bought  in  1898  an  aggregate  of  $18,294.57.  The  decrease  in  each  of 
these,  in  five  years,  has  been  as  follows:  Minnesota,  85  per  cent;  Kansas, 
84;  Missouri,  81;  Tennessee,  80;  Colorado,  78|;  California,  73;  Iowa,  68f; 
Illinois,  681;  Texas,  661;  Indiana,  651;  Ohio,  64;  New  York,  591;  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  581 ;  Alabama,  541 ;  Massachusetts,  351. 

The  foregoing  figures  are  submitted  for  careful,  intelligent  and  unpreju¬ 
diced  scrutiny  and  criticism.  When  this  shall  have  been  applied,  it  is  con¬ 
fidently  believed  that  every  member  of  this  body  who  really  wishes  to 
know  the  truth,  and  who  sincerely  desires  to  be  just,  not  only  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  but  to  those  to  whom  it  has  confided  the  management  of 
its  finances,  will  necessarily  reach  the  conclusion  that  these  officers  have 
not  been  unfaithful  to  their  trust.  Your  revenue  has  not  been  wasted: 
the  source  from  which  the  greater  portion  of  it  has  been  wont  to  flow  has 
simply  begun  to  go  dry. 

UNIFORM  RANK  RITUAL. 

One  of  the  most  embarrassing  matters  connected  with  the  discharge  of 
my  official  duties,  during  the  past  biennial  term,  arose  in  regard  to  the 
issuance  of  the  ritual  for  the  Uniform  Rank  supposed  to  have  been  adopted 
at  the  Cleveland  convention.  In  preparing  the  printer’s  copy  for  the 
official  record,  I  discovered  that,  upon  the  resolution  to  adopt  that  ritual, 
there  had  been  cast  116  affirmative  and  8  negative  votes.  The  Supreme 
Constitution  (xiv,  2)  prescribes  that  “  any  amendment  of  the  rituals  of  the 
order  .  .  .  shall  require  for  its  adoption  the  affirmative  votes,  by  yeas 

and  nays,  of  four-fifths  of  all  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.”  The 
total  membership  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  as  constituted  at  the  last  conven¬ 
tion,  was  151 ;  four-fifths  of  this  number  are  120f ;  and  as  there  were  only 
116  votes  cast  for  the  adoption  of  the  ritual,  it  was  manifest  that  the  propo¬ 
sition  to  adopt  it  had  not  received  the  majority  required  by  the  constitu¬ 
tion.  As  the  Supreme  Statutes  (381)  place  the  printing  and  publication  of 
all  rituals  of  the  order  “under  the  direct  personal  supervision  and  control 
of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,”  it  became  incumbent  on  me 
to  decide  what  was  my  duty  with  reference  to  this  particular  ritual.  After 
mature  deliberatiqn,  the  conclusion  seemed  inevitable  that,  as  it  had  not 
been  legally  adopted,  I  could  not  legally  “  print  and  publish  ”  it.  This 
conclusion  was  made  known  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  to  the  Major 
General  of  the  Uniform  Rank.  They  did  not  coincide  with  my  opinion; 
and  a  protracted  correspondence,  followed  by  a  personal  interview,  ensued. 
Finally,  as  neither  party  was  able  to  convince  the  other,  it  was  concluded 
that  the  only  feasible  solution  of  the  difficulty  was  its  submission  to  the 
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arbitrament  of  the  “supreme  court”  of  the  order;  and  accordingly  an 
agreed  statement  of  the  facts  was  presented  to  the  Supreme  Tribunal. 
This  was  argued  before  that  body,  at  its  February  term,  1897,  by  the  Com¬ 
mander  in  Chief,  the  Major  General  and  myself;  and,  at  the  same  term, 
an  opinion  was  handed  down  which  unanimously  sustained  the  position 
taken  by  me.  This  opinion  may  be  found  reported  in  3  Clark,  17,  and 
hence  need  not  be  reprinted  here. 

I  very  greatly  regretted  the  embarrassment  and  delay  caused  to  the 
Uniform  Rank  by  this  untoward  state  of  affairs;  but  I  was  and  am  con¬ 
soled  by  the  reflection  that  it  was  in  no  sense  my  fault,  and  I  trust  that  it 
is  not  necessary  for  me  to  aver  that  I  was  controlled  throughout  solely  by 
a  conscientious  desire  to  perform  what  I  believed — and  what  the  Supreme 
Tribunal  afterward  decided— to  be  my  duty  in  the  premises. 


THE  CASE  OF  HENRY  WELLENVOSS. 

In  accordance  of  the  instructions  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  (0.  R.,pp.  7346, 
7403),  the  name  of  Past  Grand  Chancellor  Henry  Wellenvoss  of  Kentucky 
was  by  me  “  stricken  from  the  roster  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,”  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  was  duly  notified  of  such  action.  The  following 
correspondence,  appertaining  to  the  case,  is  herewith  submitted: 

Louisville,  Ky.,  February  17,  1897. 
Hon.  R.  L.  C.  White,  S.  K.  R.  S.,  Nashville,  Tenn. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — Having  the  intention  of  testing  the  validity  of 
the  resolution  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  of  August  31,  1896,  forfeiting  my 
honors  and  directing  my  name  to  be  struck  from  the  roster  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  in  the  courts  of  the  order,  and  finding  that,  in  order  to  institute 
proceedings  with  safety,  I  must  first  demand  of  you  that  you  restore  my  name 
on  the  roster  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  as  Past  Grand  Chancellor  and  Past 
Supreme  Representative,  I  now  formally  make  this  demand,  and  beg  you 
to  inform  me  by  return  mail  whether  you  will  comply  with  it.  Be  assured 
that  whatever  proceedings  I  may  have  to  institute  to  restore  my  rights 
will  not  be  dictated  by  anything  but  sense  of  justice  and  my  love  for  the 
order ;  and  I  hope  you  will,  as  far  as  your  duties  as  officer  permit,  assist 
me  in  having  the  question  of  law  of  the  order  involved  in  the  forfeiture  of 
my  honors  fairly  presented  and  expeditiously  disposed  of.

Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,

Dear  Sir — In  response  to  your  demand  that  I  shall  “restore  my  [your] 
name  on  the  roster  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  as  Past  Grand  Chancellor  and 
Past  Supreme  Representative,”  I  have  to  say  that  your  name  was  stricken 
from  the  roster  by  formal  action  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  that  I  can 
take  no  other  steps  in  the  matter  until  I  shall  have  been  ordered  by  that 
body  to  do  so.  I  therefore  hereby  decline  to  accede  to  your  demand.

June  16,  1897,  I  was  served  by  the  Recorder  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal 
with  a  notice  to  appear  before  that  body,  at  its  ensuing  term,  and  answer  an 
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alternative  writ  of  mandamus  requiring  me  to  restore  the  name  of  Henry 
Wellenvoss  to  the  roster  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  I  accordingly  appeared, 
at  the  August  term,  in  person  and  by  counsel,  Supreme  Chancellor  Col- 
grove  and  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Richie  having  consented,  at  my  request, 
to  represent  the  interests  of  the  Supreme  Lodge — of  course  without  charge. 
The  case  was  heard  on  demurrer,  as  set  forth  in  full  in  3  Clark,  57,  to  which 
reference  is  hereby  made ;  and,  after  argument  by  plaintiff  and  by  counsel 
for  defendant,  the  demurrer  was  overruled  and  the  case  subsequently  con¬ 
tinued  until  the  next  term  by  agreement  of  parties. 

At  the  February  term,  1898,  the  case  again  came  on  for  hearing;  but,  on 
application  of  plaintiff,  it  was  again  continued,  in  order  to  allow  him  to 
take  proof.  It  is  set  for  hearing  at  the  term  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal 
which  is  to  be  held  during  the  present  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 


FINES  OF  DELINQUENT  GRAND  LODGES. 

Your  laws  provide  precisely  the  same  penalty  —  a  fine  of  one  dollar  for 
each  day  of  delinquency  —  for  the  failure  of  a  Grand  Lodge  to  forward  to 
this  office  its  annual  report  and  Supreme  Representative  tax  (S.  S.  197), 
and  for  its  failure  to  forward  credentials  of  Supreme  Representatives  and 
certificates  of  Past  Grand  Chancellors  (S.  S.  198) ;  but  in  the  former  case 
the  penalty  is  made  effective  by  a  provision  debarring  the  delinquent 
Grand  Lodge  from  representation  in  the  Supreme  Lodge  until  the  fine 
incurred  shall  have  been  paid,  while  in  the  latter  there  is  no  method  pro¬ 
vided  by  which  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  fine  which  the  law  prescribes 
that  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  “shall  assess  and  collect.” 
This  is  an  anomaly  which  should  be  corrected ;  and,  to  that  end,  I  recom¬ 
mend  the  amendment  of  section  198  of  the  Supreme  Statutes  by  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  the  following  words:  “And  said  Grand  Lodge  shall  not  be  allowed 
representation  in  the  Supreme  Lodge  until  the  said  fine  shall  have  been 
paid.” 


FORM  OF  APPLICATION  FOR  RANKS. 

A  case  which  has  recently  been  brought  to  my  attention  suggests  the 
propriety  of  an  amendment  of  the  form  of  application  for  the  ranks  of 
knighthood.  It  was  that  of  a  person  concerning  whom,  after  he  had 
applied  for  and  received  the  ranks,  it  was  discovered  that,  ten  or  twelve 
years  previously,  he  had  been  made  a  page  in  a  distant  grand  domain. 
When  he  was  asked  for  an  explanation,  he  stated  very  ingenuously  that  he 
had  not  supposed  that  he  could  be  considered  as  ever  having  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  order,  and  that  his  attention  was  not  called  by  anything  in  the 
application  blank  to  the  fact  that  it  was  illegal  for  him  to  “start  over 
again.”  I  recommend  the  amendment  of  section  243  of  the  Supreme 
Statutes  by  the  insertion  in  the  application  blank,  after  the  phrase,  “the 
government  in  which  I  live,”  the  words,  “that  I  have  never  held  member¬ 
ship  in  any  lodge  of  this  order.” 
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PARAPHERNALIA  AND  PARAPHERNALIA  DEALERS. 

Almost  immediately  after  the  beginning  of  my  incumbency  of  this 
office,  I  inaugurated  a  movement  looking  to  the  suppression  of  the  sale  of 
Pythian  paraphernalia  to  parties  not  entitled  to  buy  it.  This  finally 
culminated  in  the  incorporation  into  the  Supreme  Statutes,  adopted  at  the 
convention  of  1894,  of  the  laws  codified  under  chapter  xv  of  title  i, 
embracing  sections  104  to  109,  inclusive.  Of  these,  sections  105  and  106 
were  amended,  at  the  convention  of  1896,  at  my  suggestion,  with  a  design 
to  make  the  law  more  effective.  After  faithful  and  persistent  effort,  I  am 
reluctantly  compelled  to  the  conclusion  that  these  laws  are  impossible  of 
enforcement,  without  such  active  and  intelligent  cooperation  on  the  part 
of  Grand  Lodge  officers  as  it  has  so  far  been  out  of  my  power  to  obtain. 
If  these  officers,  especially  the  Grand  Chancellor  and  the  Grand  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal  of  each  grand  domain,  would  faithfully  endeavor  to  detect, 
prevent  and  punish  violations  of  the  law  in  this  particular,  the  trouble 
would  be  greatly  lessened,  if  not  entirely  removed ;  but  this,  unfortunately, 
is  not  the  case.  With  a  few  honorable  exceptions,  Grand  Lodge  officers 
seem  to  have  taken  no  pains  to  suppress  the  illegal  traffic  in  Pythian 
paraphernalia;  it  is  utterly  impossible  for  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal  to  do  so,  unaided;  and  the  consequence  is  that  the  law  referred 
to  works  a  hardship  on  a  few  honorable  dealers  in  paraphernalia,  w’hile  it 
is  wholly  ineffective  to  deter  the  freebooters  who  secretly  evade  or 
openly  defy  it.  The  law,  as  it  stands  on  our  statute  book,  is  practically  a 
dead  letter,  doing  some  harm  and  no  good;  and  I  therefore  feel  it  to  be 
my  duty,  under  the  circumstances,  to  recommend  that  you  repeal  the 
whole  of  chapter  xv  of  title  i. 

JEWEL  FOR  PAST  SUPREME  CHANCELLOR  RICHIE. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  (0.  R.  1896, 
p.  7392),  I  had  manufactured  and  personally  presented  to  Past  Supreme 
Chancellor  Walter  B.  Richie  an  elegant  jewel,  which,  while  it  indicated 
the  honor  attained  by  him,  evidenced  at  the  same  time  the  appreciation  of 
his  zealous,  intelligent,  faithful  and  effective  service  entertained,  not  only 
by  the  actual  donors,  but  by  every  Knight  of  Pythias. 

REPORTS  OF  SUPREME  LODGE  OFFICERS. 

It  has  occurred  to  me  that  much  valuable  time  might  be  saved  if  copies 
of  the  reports  which  certain  officers  are  required  formally  to  submit  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge  at  each  biennial  convention  could  be  sent  to  the  members 
in  advance.  It  seems  to  me  that,  if  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
could  come  to  its  convention  already  familiarized  with  many  of  the  mat¬ 
ters  which  they  will  be  expected  to  consider  and  legislate  upon,  instead  of 
being  required  to  examine  and  digest  them  after  their  arrival,  when  they 
have  comparatively  little  leisure  for  doing  so,  it  would  materially  expedite 
the  business  of  this  body.  I  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  directing 
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the  proper  committee  to  take  this  subject  under  advisement,  and  to  formu¬ 
late  a  statute  embodying  this  requirement. 


SUBORDINATE  LODGES. 


Since  my  last  biennial  report,  warrants  for  the  institution  of  subordinate 
lodges  not  within  the  domain  of  a  Grand  Lodge  have  been  issued  as  under: 

Alaska  Lodge,  No.  1,  at  Juneau,  Alaska.  Warrant  issued  April  10, 1897 
and  Frank  A.  Brooks  appointed  instituting  officer.  No  report  of  institution 
received. 

Ivanhoe  Lodge,  No.  5,  at  Montreal,  Quebec,  Canada.  Warrant  issued 
June  4,  1898,  and  forwarded  to  James  R.  Bain,  D.  D.  S.  C.  No  report  ol 
institution  received. 

ROSENBLATH  v.  THE  BOARD  OF  CONTROL. 

July  30th,  I  received  by  mail  duplicate  copies  of  a  document  which  pur¬ 
ported  to  be  an  appeal  of  Louis  Rosenblath,  a  member  of  section  84, 
Endowment  Rank,  Chicago,  Ill.,  against  certain  action  of  the  Board  of 
Control  of  the  Endowment  Rank.  This  document  was  accompanied  by  a 
request  that  I  present  it  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  action.  I  wrote  imme¬ 
diately  to  Knight  Rosenblath,  returning  his  papers,  and  explaining  to  him 
that  the  Supreme  Lodge  has  no  jurisdiction  over  appeals,  and  that  his 
recourse  was  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Tribunal.  Knight  Rosenblath 
sent  the  documents  to  me  again,  insisting  that  the  “constitution  of  the 
Endowment  Rank”  (iv,  1)  gives  him  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  Supreme 
Lodge  from  action  of  the  Board  of  Control.  In  reply,  I  wrote  him  that  the 
so-called  “constitution  of  the  Endowment  Rank”  had  no  bearing  on  the 
case,  being  obsolete;  but  that,  as  he  insisted  on  having  his  “appeal”  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Supreme  Lodge,  I  had  no  objection  to  being  the  medium 
through  which  it  should  reach  that  body.  The  documents  received  from 
Knight  Rosenblath  are  herewith  submitted  for  such  action  as  you  may  see 
proper  to  take.

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In  addition  to  the  balance  shown  on  hand  by  the  foregoing  statement, 
I  have  $1,361.80  belonging  to  the  Hines  Memorial  Fund.  No  additions 
have  been  made  to  this  fund,  and  no  drafts  drawn  against  it,  during  the  past 
two  years.  The  collection  of  funds  for  this  object  through  Supreme  Lodge 
channels  has  entirely  ceased,  and  it  would  seem  that  a  better  use  could  be 
made  of  the  amount  on  hand  than  allowing  it  to  remain  idle  on  deposit. 

All  the  funds  in  my  custody  are  kept  on  deposit,  in  my  official  name, 
in  two  national  banks,  in  proximately  equal  amounts.  Each  of  the  banks 
is  under  bond  to  protect  the  safety  of  these  deposits. 

Prior  to  the  convention  of  1894,  it  had  been  the  custom  to  furnish  to 
each  member  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  quarterly  statements  of  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  this  office.  The  law  adopted  at  that  convention 
requires  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  to  present  to  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  at  the  opening  of  each  biennal  convention,  a  printed  report,  giving 
a  detailed  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  preceding  two 
fiscal  years,  and  this  was  amended  in  1896  by  requiring  such  report  to  be 
made  also  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor  when  demanded  by  him.  The  law 
has  been  construed  as  inhibiting  the  furnishing  of  any  reports  other  than 
those  designated,  and  this  office  has  been  governed  by  that  view  of  the 
matter  for  the  past  four  years.  The  present  incumbent  has  been  further 
guided  in  this  matter  by  direct  orders  from  the  Supreme  Chancellor, 
instructing  that  no  reports  should  be  furnished  by  this  office  to  any  one 
except  himself. 

There  appears  to  be  no  reason,  however,  why  any  member  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge  should  be  denied  such  information,  if  indeed  any  other, 
relative  to  Supreme  Lodge  matters;  and  I  would  recommend  legislation 
directing  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  to  have  printed  and  to  mail 
to  each  member  of  this  body,  immediately  after  the  inspection  of  his 
accounts  in  the  months  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  a  statement 
showing  in  detail  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  his  office  for  the 
preceding  quarter.

The  following  resolution  was  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  entire 
committee,  and,  if  adopted,  ordered  forwarded  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor: 

Whereas,  the  committee  on  finance  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  did,  at  the 
convention  of  1896,  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $10,000  be  appropriated  for 
the  ensuing  two  years,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  travelling  expenses  of  its 
officers  and  mileage  and  per  diem  of  its  committees;  and, 

Whereas,  this  recommendation  and  subsequent  appropriation  was 
based  upon  the  supposition  that  the  receipts  from  sale  of  supplies  and  all 
other  sources  would  equal  the  average  receipts  of  the  past  four  years ;  and, 
Whereas,  the  receipts  for  the  past  year  are  fully  fifty  per  cent  below 
the  average  for  the  past  four  years ;  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved,  that  it  is  the  sense  of  the  committee  on  finance  that  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  be  requested  to  urge  upon  all  officers  and  committees 
the  observance  of  the  strictest  economy  in  all  branches  of  the  Pythian  gov¬ 
ernment;  and,  while  the  committee  realizes  the  importance  of  official  vis¬ 
itations,  yet  it  also  believes  that  the  same  should  not  be  made  to  the  deple¬ 
tion  of  the  exchequer.  It  is  apparent  that  if  the  strictest  economy  be  not 
observed,  the  condition  of  the  funds  will  be  insufficient  to  pay  fixed  sala¬ 
ries,  necessary  current  expenses,  and  liquidate  the  pay  roll  and  expenses 
of  the  convention  of  1898;  and  we  fear  that,  even  with  the  practice  of  the 
strictest  economy  by  the  Pythian  government,  the  present  meager  receipts 
will  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  even  current  expenses.  This  condition  of 
affairs  is  brought  about,  not  by  increase  of  expenses,  but  by  reason  of  small 
sales  to  grand  domains;  and  there  seems  to  be  no  reasonable  hope  that  the 
future  will  be  fraught  with  better  conditions.

To  the  Supreme  Chancellor ,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge : 

Sirs  and  Brothers — In  conformity  with  the  Statutes  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  which  provide  that  the  Major  General  shall,  at  each  biennial  con¬ 
vention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  present  a  full  report  of  the  transactions  of 
his  office,  with  a  statement  of  the  general  condition  of  the  Military  Branch 
of  the  order  during  the  preceding  term,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  herewith 
my  report,  together  with  a  complete  account  of  the  business  of  the  Uniform 
Rank  during  the  biennial  term  closing  March  31,  1898. 


FINANCES. 

In  the  Uniform  Rank  Knights  of  Pythias,  as  well  as  in  all  other  organ¬ 
izations,  the  financial  affairs  of  the  organization  take  precedence  over  all 
others.  A  good  healthy  condition  of  the  finances  of  any  body  of  men  may 
be  taken  almost  as  proof  positive  of  the  healthy  condition  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion. 

I  submit  first  the  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
military  branch  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending 
March  31,  1898.  In  order  that  you  may  have  a  full  understanding  of  the 
financial  affairs  of  the  rank,  I  call  your  attention  to  my  reports  made  to  the 
finance  committee  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  for  the  years  1897  and  1898.  I 
present  each  of  these  reports,  so  that  the  condition  of  the  Uniform  Rank 
during  each  of  these  years  may  be  fully  known  and  understood :

In  this  matter  of  expenditures  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  I  have 
included  all  outlays  for  supplies  which  are  made  and  sold  to  the  Uniform 
Rank,  and  from  which,  in  part,  the  revenues  of  the  rank  are  derived. 

This  itemized  statement  embraces  all  expenditures,  save  and  except  the 
salary  of  the  Major  General  and  the  salary  of  the  Adjutant  General,  which 
amount,  for  each  officer  per  annum,  was  fixed  by  the  Supreme  Council  in 
1895.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Supreme 
Council  for  the  Adjutant  General,  the  salary  of  one  thousand  ($1,000)  dol¬ 
lars  there  allowed  was  to  include  all  clerical  help  and  assistance  of  what¬ 
ever  kind  that  might  be  required  by  the  Adjutant  General  in  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  connected  with  that  office,  and  that  amount,  so  allowed,  has 
been  sufficient  to  meet  all  expenses  of  clerical  help  and  everything  else 
connected  with  the  proper  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  Adjutant  Gen¬ 
eral.  After  meeting  all  expenses  and  salaries,  we  had,  on  March  31,  1897, 
a  balance  of  $2,125.30. 

The  financial  committee  of  the  Supreme  Assembly  held  a  meeting  on 
April  19,  1897,  audited  the  books  and  accounts  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
March  31,  1897,  and  after  a  careful  examination  of  all  of  the  books,  receipts 
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and  vouchers  connected  with  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Uniform  Rank, 
reported  that  the  accounts  of  the  Major  General  and  Adjutant  General 
were  found  correct. 

I  would  be  pleased  if  the  finance  committee  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
would  also  give  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Uniform  Rank  a  careful  and 
critical  examination.  This  can  be  easily  done,  as  my  books  and  accounts 
are  easily  accessible  to  the  committee.

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A  word  of  explanation,  perhaps,  would  be  proper  in  regard  to  the  item 
“  Permanent  records.”  In  order  to  preserve  the  history  of  the  Uniform  Rank 
as  fully  as  possible,  I  have  procured  and  had  copied  into  permanent  books 
of  record  all  of  the  different  regimental  and  brigade  proceedings  from  the 
formation  of  each  regiment  and  brigade.  I  have  also  the  roster  complete, 
in  permanent  form,  of  all  officers  who  have  been  commissioned  as  general 
staff  and  regimental  field  and  staff,  since  the  first  formation  of  regiments 
into  the  Uniform  Rank  in  1882.  I  have  also,  as  permanent  records,  all 
of  the  original  orders  that  have  been  issued  from  these  headquarters  and 
from  each  brigade  and  regimental  headquarters  as  furnished  to  these  head¬ 
quarters.  These  are  preserved  in  permanent  form  by  general  headquarters 
and  by  grand  domains.  I  have  also  transcribed  in  permanent  form  the 
annual  reports  of  each  company  of  the  Uniform  Rank  from  the  time  I 
took  command  of  the  Uniform  Rank  in  1884  to  the  present  time,  each  year 
by  itself. 

The  value  of  these  records  is  placed  at  the  original  cost  of  the  books, 
not  including  the  cost  of  transcribing  the  documents  therein  contained  in 
permanent  form.  The  real  value  of  these  books  as  they  are  completed,  I 
am  not  able  to  estimate.  They  make  up  the  history  of  the  Uniform  Rank 
from  the  date  of  its  organization  to  the  present  time.  Besides  these  are 
the  account  books  of  these  headquarters  from  1884  until  the  present,  giving 
the  financial  history  of  the  Rank. 

On  the  above  supplies  I  carry  an  insurance  of  one  thousand  ($1,000) 
dollars.

It  is  a  very  great  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  state  that  to-day  the  Uniform 
Rank  is  not  in  debt  to  any  officer,  or  to  any  person  or  persons,  for  salaries, 
supplies  or  any  thing  else  connected  with  the  military  branch  of  the  order. 
Our  bills  have  all  been  paid  promptly  during  all  of  the  time  that  the  Uni¬ 
form  Rank  has  had  charge  of  its  own  financial  affairs,  and  we  now  have, 
at  the  date  of  this  writing,  August  1,  besides  the  supplies  on  hand,  sufficient 
cash  on  hand  wherewith  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  rank. 

When  we  take  into  consideration  that  the  Uniform  Rank  commenced 
its  financial  housekeeping  after  the  first  of  April,  1895,  and  with  only 
sixty-one  ($61.00)  dollars  to  its  credit  in  cash;  that  we  have  met  all  of  the 
necessary  expenses  for  the  procuring  of  supplies  during  the  three  years ; 
that  we  have  paid  all  the  necessary  expenses  for  the  management  and 
conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  rank,  and  still  have  a  handsome  credit  to  our 
account  in  bank,  it  speaks  stronger  than  any  other  words  can  do  as  to  the 
condition  of  the  rank  in  every  respect. 

All  of  the  supplies  that  have  been  required  for  the  management  of  the 
business  of  the  rank  have  been  furnished  on  contracts,  after  having  asked 
for  competitive  bids  from  the  different  establishments  furnishing  the  sup¬ 
plies  or  doing  the  required  work.  It  has  been  understood  that  the  cash 
would  be  paid  upon  the  rendering  of  accounts  on  the  first  of  every  month, 
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and  the  trade  has  been  worth  looking  after  by  those  interested  in  the 
furnishing  of  the  supplies  that  were  needed. 

In  the  items  for  expenditures,  all  of  the  expenditures  have  been 
included,  save  and  except  the  salary  of  the  Major  General  and  the  salary 
of  the  Adjutant  General,  which  amount  for  each,  as  heretofore  stated,  was 
fixed  by  the  Supreme  Council  in  1895,  and  by  the  Supreme  Assembly  in 
1897.

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From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  109  new  companies  have  been 
warranted  since  my  last  report.  In  this  accession  of  new  companies  during 
the  past  two  years,  it  is  certainly  very  encouraging  to  the  rank,  especially 
when  we  consider  the  fact  of  the  great  depression  through  which  we  have 
passed  in  the  financial  world,  taking  also  into  consideration  that  we  have 
passed  through  a  heated  national  political  campaign,  and  last,  hut  in  no 
wise  least,  the  fact  that  during  the  past  few  months  our  nation  has  been 
involved  in  war  with  a  foreign  country.  It  has  seemed  at  times  during 
this  biennial  period  as  though  everything  had  conspired  against  the  success 
and  prosperity  of  all  of  our  fraternal  organizations,  and  in  a  much  greater 
degree  against  those  branches  of  our  societies  that  we  considered  orna¬ 
mental  in  their  character;  and  yet  with  all  this  to  discourage,  the  Uniform 
Rank,  more  than  any  other  organization  of  a  similar  kind  on  the  Ameri¬ 
can  continent,  has  succeeded.  We  have  now  a  membership  of  45,680.  I 
submit  herewith  roster  of  my  staff,  “Exhibit  A,”  and  roster  of  brigade 
and  regimental  commanders,  with  roster  of  Assistant  Adjutants  General 
and  Regimental  Adjutants,  “Exhibit  B.”  It  is  my  purpose  in  the  near 
future,  if  possible,  to  publish  a  complete  roster  of  the  Uniform  Rank. 

We  should  bear  in  mind  that  the  Uniform  Rank,  like  every  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge,  can  not  expect  to  have  the  great  numerical  strength  in  the 
future  that  it  has  in  the  past,  from  the  fact  that  the  field  has  been  pretty 
well  occupied  and  we  must  now  look  to  the  strengthening  of  the  compa¬ 
nies  that  have  already  been  organized.  A  strong  effort  has  been  made  by 
many  of  the  companies  during  the  past  four  or  five  months  to  recruit  the 
present  organization,  and  wherever  an  earnest  effort  has  been  made  in 
this  direction,  it  has  been  uniformly  successful. 

ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  annual  reports  of  companies,  as  a  rule, 
have  shown  a  material  gain.  As  each  year  passes  we  are  getting  a  better 
degree  of  discipline  in  the  matter  of  making  annual  reports.  Some  few 
companies  have  not  yet  reached  the  habit  of  promptness  in  making  their 
reports,  but  this  trouble  —  and  it  is  a  serious  trouble  when  companies 
are  delinquent — lies  at  the  door  of  the  officer  in  command. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  organization  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  as  a  whole,  stands  without  any 
material  change  in  so  far  as  companies,  regiments  and  brigades  are  con¬ 
cerned.  The  regimental  organization  stands  as  reported  in  my  report  of 
1896,  save  and  except  one  regiment  formed  in  Vermont,  one  battalion  in 
South  Dakota  and  one  regiment  in  North  Dakota. 

CHANGES,  ELECTIONS  AND  REELECTIONS. 

OHIO — BRIGADIER  GENERAL  JAMES  C.  HOWE. 

It  was  with  sincere  regret  that  the  Major  General  was  compelled  to 
announce  the  death  of  Brigadier  General  James  C.  Howe,  commanding 
Ohio  brigade. 
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General  Howe  died  November  1,  1897.  At  his  death  the  order  of 
Knights  of  Pythias  and  the  Uniform  Rank  lost  a  true  knight  and  faithful 
officer,  a  typical  American  soldier.  His  death  occurred  at  his  home  in 
Kenton,  Ohio. 

General  Howe  was  commissioned  as  brigadier  general  to  command  the 
Ohio  brigade,  August  26,  1896.  All  of  those  who  attended  the  Supreme 
Lodge  convention  and  encampment  of  the  Uniform  Rank  at  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  in  August,  1896,  will  remember  with  pleasure  the  courteous  and 
genial  Ohio  brigade  commander.  He  seemed  to  be  always  present  looking 
after  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  his  visiting  brothers.  It  can  be  said  of 
him  that,  during  all  of  the  time  that  he  was  in  command  of  the  Ohio 
brigade,  no  duty  which  devolved  upon  him  was  ever  neglected.  General 
Howe’s  military  career  as  a  soldier  of  the  United  States  was  indeed  an 
honorable  one.  As  a  private  citizen  he  was  of  good  repute  with  all  who 
knew  him.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  in  the  city  in  which  he 
died.  He  learned  the  printer’s  trade  and  the  work  pertaining  to  the  pro¬ 
fession  of  an  editor,  and  was  for  a  number  of  years  the  city  editor  of  the 
Kenton  Republican.  He  was  assistant  cashier  of  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Kenton ;  from  1880  to  1883  he  was  corporation  clerk  of  his  city;  from  1885 
to  1888  he  was  county  clerk  of  the  court  of  his  county.  In  1891  he  assumed 
the  duties  of  superintendent  of  the  Kenton  Lock  works.  He  was  adjutant 
general  of  Ohio  during  the  administration  of  Governor  McKinley;  he  was 
appointed  by  President  McKinley  as  general  agent  department  of  justice 
and  held  this  position  at  the  time  of  his  death.  As  an  officer  he  was  ever 
faithful,  earnest  and  conscientious  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  conscien¬ 
tious  and  kind  yet  firm  in  the  right  as  he  saw  the  right.  Just  in  all  his 
dealings,  he  endeared  himself  to  every  true  and  honorable  knight  with 
whom  he  was  brought  into  contact.  His  name  and  honorable  life  will  be 
remembered. 

Upon  the  death  of  General  Howe,  Colonel  E.  S.  Bryant,  Seventh  Regi¬ 
ment  Ohio  Uniform  Rank  Knights  of  Pythias,  senior  field  officer  of  the 
Ohio  Brigade,  was  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  brigade  until  the  elec¬ 
tion  was  held  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  at  which  time  Thomas 
William  Minshull,  then  quartermaster  general  on  the  staff  of  the  Major 
General,  was  elected  as  brigadier  general  to  command  the  Ohio  Brigade. 
General  Minshull  was  an  officer  of  large  experience  in  the  British  army 
before  becoming  a  citizen  of  the  United  States.  Since  he  has  been  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States  he  has  been  an  earnest  and  loyal  citizen  of  our  great 
republic.  In  the  Uniform  Rank  he  has  been  for  many  years  a  most  earn¬ 
est,  faithful  and  conscientious  officer.  He  served  as  adjutant  of  the  Second 
Ohio  Regiment  for  one  full  term,  w’as  then  elected  as  colonel  of  the  Second 
Ohio  Regiment  and  served  one  term,  and  was  then  appointed  as  quarter¬ 
master  general  of  the  Uniform  Rank.  Immediately  after  his  election  he 
entered  upon  his  duties,  and  it  can  well  be  said  of  him  that  he  is  discharg¬ 
ing  the  duties  of  brigadier  general,  commanding  the  Ohio  brigade. 
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KANSAS. 

On  May  22,  1889,  Joseph  H.  Lyon  was  elected  as  brigadier  general  to 
command  the  Kansas  Brigade.  On  May  22, 1893,  he  was  reelected  to  the 
same  position,  and  on  May  22,  1897,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  he  had 
stated  to  his  brigade  that  he  desired  to  retire  from  the  command  and  per¬ 
mit  some  one  else  to  share  with  him  the  honor  of  having  commanded  that 
magnificent  body  of  knights  which  have  always  been  found  in  the  Grand 
Domain  of  Kansas,  when  the  brigade  met  in  its  annual  assembly,  by 
unanimous  vote  they  demanded  that  he  should  retain  the  command,  and 
so,  at  the  urgent  call  of  his  men,  he  retained  the  command,  and  is  to-day 
in  command  of  that  brigade. 

WASHINGTON. 

Brigadier  General  Harry  A.  Bigelow  of  Washington,  desiring  a  greater 
portion  of  the  wealth  of  the  world,  decided  to  go  to  the  Klondike  in  the 
summer  of  1897,  and  is  now  supposed  to  be  digging  gold.  Upon  his  leav¬ 
ing  his  command  he  notified  me  of  the  fact,  and  requested  that  I  should 
assign  the  senior  colonel  of  that  brigade  to  the  command,  and  at  present 
Col.  James  B.  Metcalf,  First  Regiment,  Washington,  is  in  command  of  that 
brigade. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  second  term  of  office  and  the  second  commission  of  Brigadier 
General  John  H.  Abbott,  commanding  Massachusetts  Brigade,  expired 
May  24, 1893.  For  eight  years  General  Abbott  had  been  in  command  of 
this  brigade.  During  that  time  he  had  devoted  his  best  energies,  his  time 
and  his  money  to  the  building  up  and  strengthening  of  the  military  branch 
of  our  order  in  the  old  Bay  State.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  no  brigade  com¬ 
mander  has  ever  devoted  his  time  and  all  that  he  had  more  conscientiously 
to  the  work  than  did  General  Abbott  during  his  eight  years  of  service.  At 
the  expiration  of  his  second  term,  July  24,  1897,  Col.  Paul  M.  Foss,  of  the 
Second  Regiment  of  Massachusetts,  was  elected  as  brigadier  general  to 
command  the  brigade.  Colonel  Foss  was  first  elected  as  colonel  of  the 
Second  Regiment  of  Massachusetts,  May  29,  1888.  He  was  reelected  as 
colonel  of  the  Second  Regiment  at  the  close  of  his  first  term  of  service, 
March  29,  1892,  and  was  again  reelected  for  his  third  term  March  29,  1896. 
The  splendid  condition  of  the  Second  Regiment  of  Massachusetts  during 
all  of  the  two  terms,  and  his  third  term  to  the  time  of  his  election  as 
brigadier  general,  attest  the  faithful  service  and  devotion  of  General  Foss  to 
the  interests  of  the  Uniform  Rank.  Since  he  has  entered  upon  his  duties 
as  brigadier  general,  he  has  lost  no  opportunity  to  advance  its  interests  and 
to  add  to  its  strength. 

COLORADO. 

By  the  retirement  of  Brigadier  General  Wayne  A.  Craft,  a  vacancy  was 
caused  in  the  office  of  brigadier  general  of  the  Colorado  brigade,  and  Col. 
John  G.  Keller,  First  Regiment  of  Colorado,  was  assigned  to  the  command 
of  the  Colorado  brigade,  and  retained  command  of  it  until  May  28,  1898, 
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when  he  was  elected  as  brigadier  general,  and  the  Colorado  brigade  is 
now  under  his  command. 

Colonel  Keller  was  elected  as  colonel  of  the  First  Regiment  of  Colorado 
September  11,  1895,  and  commanded  the  regiment  until  his  election  as 
brigadier  general.  General  Keller’s  experience  in  the  National  Guard  and 
in  the  Uniform  Rank  has  eminently  fitted  him  for  the  position  he  now 
holds  as  commander  of  this  brigade.  His  work  in  the  organization  of  new 
companies  in  Colorado  has  been  one  that  shows  him  to  be  an  organizer,  and 
if  his  zeal  and  earnestness,  as  now  evinced,  continue,  as  I  believe  they  will, 
throughout  his  term  of  office,  it  will  be  seen  that  no  mistake  was  made  in 
his  election.  He  has  infused  new  life  and  zeal  into  the  brigade,  and  every¬ 
thing  now  seems  prosperous  in  that  domain  for  the  Uniform  Rank. 

IOWA. 

Brigadier  General  John  C.  Loper  was  elected  as  brigadier  general  to 
command  the  Iowa  brigade,  August  19, 1889,  was  reelected  August  19,  1893, 
was  again  reelected  August  19,  1897,  and  is  now  the  brigade  commander  of 
the  Iowa  Brigade.  When  the  call  for  troops  came  in  the  war  of  the  United 
States  with.  Spain,  General  Loper  was  then  in  command  of  one  of  the  regi¬ 
ments  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard,  and  at  once  volunteered  with  his  regi¬ 
ment  in  the  United  States  service.  Later  his  regiment  was  sent  to  Cali¬ 
fornia,  en  route  to  the  Philippine  Islands.  After  remaining  in  camp  of 
instruction  with  his  regiment  in  San  Francisco,  he  was  finally  sent  with  his 
regiment  to  reinforce  Admiral  Dewey  at  Manila,  and  is  now  at  Manila  in 
active  service. 

I  have  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  Iowa  brigade  Colonel  Matthew 
M.  Perry,  First  Regiment,  Iowa,  and  he  is  now  in  command  of  that  brigade. 

Colonel  James  Bush  Lincoln,  the  Assistant  Adjutant  General  of  the 
Iowa  brigade,  on  the  staff  of  Brigadier  General  John  C.  Loper,  has  also 
gone  into  the  United  States  service  in  the  present  war,  and  has  been  com¬ 
missioned  as  a  brigadier  general,  and  from  the  last  report  received  from 
him  he  was  in  command  of  a  brigade  of  the  United  States  volunteers  at 
Mobile,  Alabama,  under  orders  to  go  to  Porto  Rico  as  a  portion  of  the  army 
under  the  command  of  Major  General  Miles,  U.  S.  A.  From  the  fact  that 
both  the  brigade  commander  and  the  Assistant  Adjutant  General  of  the 
Iowa  brigade  have  gone  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  it  has  placed 
the  Iowa  Brigade  in  a  very  crippled  condition,  but  we  believe  that  by  the 
active  and  efficient  work  of  Colonel  Perry,  now  in  command,  and  the  com¬ 
manders  of  the  several  regiments  of  Iowa,  order  will  soon  be  restored  and 
the  Iowa  Brigade  will  be  as  active  in  the  future  as  it  has  been  in  the  past. 

ILLINOIS. 

Brigadier  General  James  H.  Barkley,  elected  as  brigadier  general  of 
the  Illinois  brigade  July  7,  1890,  reelected  July  7,  1894,  his  last  commission 
expired  July  7,  1898.  General  James  H.  Barkley,  who  was  the  senior 
brigadier  general  of  the  Illinois  National  Guard  upon  the  breaking  out  of 
the  war  of  the  United  States  with  Spain,  was  commissioned  as  brigadier 
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general  of  United  States  volunteers,  and  is  now  in  the  field  in  command 
of  a  brigade  of  the  United  States  army.  Before  leaving  for  active  service, 
General  Barkley  recommended  Colonel  John  W.  Bartlett,  Fifth  Illinois 
Regiment,  for  the  temporary  command  of  that  brigade,  and  Colonel 
Bartlett,  being  senior  regimental  commander  of  Illinois,  was  duly  assigned 
to  the  command  of  the  Illinois  brigade. 

The  term  of  office  of  General  Barkley  having  expired,  it  is  necessary 
that  another  should  be  elected. 

General  Barkley  was,  and  is,  a  typical  American  soldier.  During  the 
war,  from  1861  to  1865,  he  was  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  at 
the  close  of  the  war  he  retired  to  private  life,  but  was  soon  interested  in 
the  organization  of  a  National  Guard  of  his  state,  and  by  close  attention  to 
his  duties  as  an  officer  rose  from  grade  to  grade  until  he  became  a  briga¬ 
dier  general  of  the  National  Guard.  He  is  thoroughly  equipped  for  the 
position  that  he  now  holds,  and  we  feel  safe  in  saying  that  his  service  will 
be  of  great  value  to  our  country. 

MINNESOTA. 

It  was  my  painful  duty,  in  my  report  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  its  con¬ 
vention  of  1896,  to  report  the  death  of  Brigadier  General  Frank  S.  McDon¬ 
ald  of  the  Minnesota  brigade.  Since  that  time  an  election  has  been  held 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  General  McDonald,  and  Russell 
Odell  Philpot  was  duly  and  legally  elected  as  the  brigadier  general  to 
command  the  Minnesota  brigade,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  September 
1, 1896.  General  Philpot  had  had  experience  of  four  years  as  colonel  of 
the  First  Regiment  of  Minnesota,  and  has  been  doing  good  and  efficient 
work  for  his  brigade  since  he  assumed  command. 

NEW  YORK. 

The  commission  of  General  Charles  A.  Lutton,  as  brigadier  general  of 
New  York,  expired  May  15,  1898,  and  Henry  B.  Buckingham,  who  at  that 
time  was  colonel  of  the  First  Regiment  of  New  York,  was  duly  elected  as 
brigadier  general  to  command  the  New  York  brigade.  General  Bucking¬ 
ham  has  had  experience  as  a  National  Guardsman,  served  one  term  of 
four  years  as  colonel  of  the  First  Regiment  of  New  York,  having  previ¬ 
ously  served  one  full  term  as  lieutenant  colonel.  He  brings  to  the  Uniform 
Rank  a  mind  well  stored  with  military  knowledge,  and  at  the  same  time 
an  earnestness  and  zeal  in  the  cause  of  the  order  and  of  the  Uniform 
Rank  that  augurs  well  for  the  success  of  the  New  York  brigade  under  his 
command.  He  has  been  careful  in  the  selection,  thus  far,  of  the  members 
on  his  staff,  and  is  bringing  about  him  a  class  of  officers  that  can,  and  I 
believe  will,  render  him  efficient  service  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

Since  my  last  report  we  have  organized  a  brigade,  composed  of  two 
regiments,  in  the  Grand  Domain  of  New  Hampshire.  The  growth  of  the 
Uniform  Rank  in  New  Hampshire  for  the  twelve  months  preceding  the 
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formation  of  the  brigade  was  very  remarkable.  One  entire  regiment  was 
organized  during  that  period,  and  gave  us  a  sufficient  number  of  compa¬ 
nies  for  the  formation  of  the  Second  Regiment  and  of  the  brigade.  At 
the  meeting  of  the  brigade,  called  for  the  purpose,  Chauncy  B.  Hoyt,  an 
active  member  of  the  rank  and  of  the  order  for  many  years,  was  elected 
as  the  brigade  commander.  During  his  term  of  office,  thus  far,  he  has 
shown  excellent  judgment  in  his  management  of  the  brigade,  and  I  am 
happy  to  report  that  under  his  administration  the  Uniform  Rank  in  New 
Hampshire  is  making  excellent  progress.  He  selected  for  his  assistant 
adjutant  general  Charles  B.  Spofford,  the  grand  keeper  of  records  and 
seal  of  that  domain,  a  man  eminently  fitted  for  the  position  he  now  holds. 

TENNESSEE. 

The  term  of  service  of  Brigadier  General  Alex  Allison  expired  May  3, 
1897,  and  he  was  reelected  as  brigadier  general  of  the  Tennessee  brigade, 
and  entered  upon  his  duties  for  his  second  term  of  office  under  his  second 
commission  on  the  date  herein  named. 

WEST  VIRGINIA. 

The  term  of  service  of  Brigadier  General  John  W.  Mather  of  West 
Virginia  having  expired,  Christopher  C.  Rand  of  Charleston,  West  Vir¬ 
ginia,  was  elected  as  brigadier  general  of  the  West  Virginia  brigade 
October  13,  1896.  General  Rand  served  as  colonel  of  the  Second  West 
Virginia  Regiment  from  October  13,  1891,  to  the  date  of  his  election  as 
brigade  commander.  Since  his  induction  into  office  he  has  given  the 
affairs  of  the  brigade  his  careful  attention,  and  the  Uniform  Rank  under 
his  administration  is  now  in  excellent  condition. 

General  Mather,  during  his  term  of  service  as  brigadier  general,  gave 
the  affairs  of  the  brigade  prompt  and  careful  attention.  His  term  of 
service  was  characterized  by  a  spirit  of  courtesy  toward  all  with  whom  he 
was  brought  in  contact,  thus  endearing  him  to  the  membership  of  the 
rank  and  the  order,  and  gave  him  a  popularity  that  he  well  earned.  His 
successor  bids  fair  to  be  as  thorough  and  efficient  an  officer  as  was  he. 

MICHIGAN. 

The  term  of  service  of  Brigadier  General  William  G.  Gage  as  Commander 
of  the  Michigan  brigade  expired  October  25,  1897.  General  Gage 
retained  command  of  the  Michigan  brigade  until  November  16,  1897,  at 
which  time  an  assembly  of  the  Michigan  brigade  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Kalamazoo,  and  Supreme  Representative  William  H.  Loomis  was  duly 
elected  as  brigadier  general  to  the  command  of  the  Michigan  brigade. 

General  Gage  was  an  officer  of  rare  intelligence  and  ability.  At  the 
first  Supreme  Assembly  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  held  in  1895,  General  Gage 
was  one  of  the  most  efficient  members  of  the  council,  being  a  lawyer  of 
ability,  all  matters  connected  with  legal  questions  were  referred  to  him, 
and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  in  the  opinions  he  gave  no  mistakes  were  made 
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General  Loomis  was  the  first  assistant  adjutant  general  for  Michigan, 
and  served  in  that  capacity  on  the  staff*  of  Brigadier  General  H.  F.  Hast¬ 
ings  during  the  entire  term  of  service  from  October  28,  1886,  to  October, 
1893,  a  period  of  seven  years.  Those  who  knew  General  Hastings  in  his 
lifetime,  and  knew  him  best,  knew  of  his  earnestness  and  zeal  in  all 
Pythian  matters  and  knew  also  of  his  ability  as  a  military  officer.  The 
training  received  by  General  Loomis  during  his  service  with  General 
Hastings  fitted  him  in  an  eminent  degree  for  the  position  of  brigadier 
general.  Since  his  entry  upon  his  duties  as  brigadier  general  of  the 
Michigan  brigade,  he  has  shown  that  no  mistake  was  made  in  his  election. 

REGIMENTAL  CHANGES. 

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

While  there  has  been  an  election  of  a  colonel  for  the  First  Regiment  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  there  has  been  no  change  in  the  regimental 
commander.  Colonel  Harry  Coggins,  the  efficient  and  able  Commander  of 
the  First  Regiment  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  was  reelected  September 
26, 1897,  and  is  now  serving  his  second  term  as  such  officer. 

FLORIDA. 

The  term  of  service  of  Colonel  Max  Myerson,  under  his  commission  as 
Colonel  of  the  First  Regiment  of  Florida,  expired  March  15,  1897,  and 
Lieutenant  Colonel  Edward  Williams  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

IDAHO. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Ed  McConville,  commanding  the  First  Regiment  of 
Idaho,  Uniform  Rank  Knights  of  Pythias,  upon  the  breaking  out  of  the 
war  with  Spain,  was  commissioned  as  major  of  the  First  Idaho  Regiment 
Volunteer  Infantry  and  is  now  in  the  Philippines  with  his  regiment  under 
General  Merritt,  U.  S.  A.  This  is  not  the  first  active  soldier  work  for 
Lieutenant  Colonel  McConville,  he  having  served  honorably  before  in  the 
United  States  Army.  * 

Colonel  McConville  was  a  faithful  officer  in  the  Uniform  Rank,  and  his 
standing  as  a  man  and  a  citizen  in  the  community  where  he  lived  and  in 
his  state,  brought  to  him  the  commission  which  he  now  holds  with  the 
United  States  troops.  I  have  assigned  temporarily  to  the  command  of  the 
Idaho  regiment  Romeo  F.  Whittney,  of  that  regiment. 

MARITIME  PROVINCES. 

The  term  of  service  of  H.  V.  Cooper  as  lieutenant  colonel  First  Regi¬ 
ment  Maritime  Provinces,  expired  July  18, 1893,  and  Ward  C.  H.  Grimmer, 
at  that  time  major  of  said  regiment,  was  promoted  by  election  to  lieuten¬ 
ant  colonel  August  10,  1897,  and  was  duly  commissioned  and  is  now  in 
command  of  said  regiment.  Lieutenant  Colonel  Cooper  was  an  active  and 
faithful  officer,  and  I  regret  to  announce  that  since  his  retirement  from  the 
service,  he  has  died.  His  death  brought  a  great  loss  to  the  order  in  the 
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Maritime  Provinces  and  especially  to  the  Uniform  Rank.  He  served,  not 
only  as  lieutenant  colonel  of  the  regiment,  but  also  served  one  term  as 
Grand  Chancellor  of  the  Maritime  Provinces. 


MONTANA. 

Colonel  John  G.  Evans,  commanding  the  First  Regiment  of  Montana, 
resigned  his  commission  September  22,  1897,  to  accept  a  commission  on 
the  staff  of  the  Major  General,  and  Lieutenant  Colonel  James  Crane  was 
assigned  to  the  command  of  the  regiment.  Under  the  active  and  energetic 
work  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Crane  the  First  Regiment  of  Montana  has 
taken  on  new  life,  and  I  am  glad  to  report  a  very  material  increase  in  the 
membership  in  that  domain  under  his  administration. 


NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  First  Battalion  of  North  Carolina,  by  reason  of  the  resignation  of 
Major  Thomas  D.  Meares,  who  felt  that  he  could  not  devote  the  requisite 
amount  of  time  to  the  work  of  the  rank,  held  an  election  June  18, 1897, 
and  Captain  B.  Smith  Davis  of  Charlotte  was  elected  to  the  command  of 
the  battalion,  and  I  believe  is  doing  all  that  he  can  for  the  advancement 
of  the  rank  in  that  domain. 


RHODE  ISLAND. 

Colonel  Joseph  D.  Carpenter,  commanding  the  First  Regiment  of  Rhode 
Island,  having  removed  his  residence  from  that  domain,  tendered  his  resig¬ 
nation  and  the  same  was  accepted,  and  Nelson  S.  Davis  of  Providence  was 
elected  as  colonel  of  said  regiment,  April  11, 1898. 

SOUTH  DAKOTA. 

On  February  7,  1898, 1  organized  the  companies  of  the  Uniform  Rank, 
located  in  what  is  known  as  the  “Black  Hills  Country,”  into  the  Second 
Battalion  of  South  Dakota,  and  Edward  McDonald  of  Deadwood  was  elected 
as  major  and  duly  commissioned  and  is  now  in  command  of  said  battalion. 


VERMONT. 

After  much  hard  work,  many  failures,  and  great  discouragement  to  the 
few  companies  that  we  had  in  the  Grand  Domain  of  Vermont,  we  finally 
succeeded  in  securing  the  formation  of  a  sufficient  number  of  companies 
for  the  formation  of  a  regiment  and  an  election  of  a  lieutenant  colonel  to 
command.  On  the  14th  day  of  October,  1896,  I  organized  the  First  Regi¬ 
ment  of  Vermont,  with  Charles  C.  Kinsman  of  Rutland  as  lieutenant 
colonel.  Colonel  Kinsman  is  a  man  that  stands  high  as  a  citizen  through¬ 
out  the  entire  state  of  Vermont,  a  man  of  military  experience,  well  quali¬ 
fied  to  take  charge  of  the  regiment,  and  he  is  now  in  command. 
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VISITATIONS. 

Since  our  report  of  1896,  the  following  official  visitations  have  been 
made: 

Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Mari¬ 
time  Provinces,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Iowa, 
Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Arkansas,  Florida,  Georgia,  Louisiana,  Texas,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  Kansas,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  Wyoming,  Colorado,  Montana. 

It  was  my  good  fortune  to  visit  the  Grand  Domains  of  Maine,  New  York, 
Colorado,  Wyoming,  Ohio  and  Nebraska,  in  company  with  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  Colgrove. 

PROCEEDINGS  AND  BY-LAWS. 

Since  my  last  official  report  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  I  have  examined, 
corrected  and  approved  the  by-laws  of  110  companies,  regiments  and 
brigades.  It  has  been  my  duty,  and  at  the  same  time  a  pleasure,  to  exam¬ 
ine  and  approve  the  proceedings  had  at  all  of  the  annual  assemblies,  both 
regimental  and  brigade,  for  the  years  1896  and  1897,  and  such  as  have  been 
held  during  the  present  year.  I  have  commissioned  all  officers  duly  elected 
at  each  of  these  assemblies,  save  and  except  in  a  few  instances  where  there 
has  been  a  failure  on  the  part  of  the  person  so  elected  to  comply  with  the 
law  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Uni¬ 
form  Rank. 

ORDERS. 


I  have  issued  since  my  last  report  of  1896  eighty-three  special  orders, 
and  as  they  are  local  in  their  bearing  it  is  not  necessary  to  encumber  this 
record  with  them.  I  have  also  issued  the  following  general  orders : 


Headquarters  Uniform  Rank  Knights  of  Pythias, 


General  Orders  No.  40. 


Indianapolis,  Ind.,  July  27,  1896. 


At  the  assembly  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Uniform  Rank  Knights 
of  Pythias,  on  May  2,  1895,  a  motion  was  adopted  which  provided  that  a 
special  assembly  of  the  Supreme  Council  should  be  held  at  Minneapolis 
during  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  the  encampment  of  the 
Uniform  Rank  in  1896,  and  that  for  said  special  assembly  of  1896  no  mile¬ 
age  or  per  diem  should  be  paid. 

The  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  having  been  changed  from  Min¬ 
neapolis,  Minn.,  to  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  in  view  of  the  fact,  therefore, 
that  there  would  be  no  general  encampment  of  the  Uniform  Rank  at  Min¬ 
neapolis,  the  Major  General  addressed  a  letter  to  each  brigade  com¬ 
mander,  setting  out  the  facts,  and  calling  attention  to  the  action  of  the 
Supreme  Council  herein  referred  to,  and  asked  for  an  answer  to  the  fol- 
fowing  question:  “Shall  there  be  a  special  assembly  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  the  Uniform  Rank  ordered  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  during  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  the  last  week  in 
August,  1896,  on  the  same  conditions  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  action  of 
the  Supreme  Council?” 

To  this  letter  of  inquiry  the  Major  General  has  received  replies  from  all 
but  two  of  the  brigade  commanders.  A  majority  of  all  the  brigade  com¬ 
manders  having  answered  the  above  question  in  the  affirmative,  and 
expressed  a  desire  for  such  special  assembly  of  the  Supreme  Council,  it  is

hereby  Ordered ,  That  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Uniform  Rank  Knights 
of  Pythias  convene  in  special  assembly  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  at 
the  headquarters  of  the  Major  General,  on  Monday,  August  24,  1896,  at  8 
o’clock  p.m.  Said  assembly  will  be  held  in  accordance  with  the  action  of 
the  Supreme  Council,  without  allowance  for  mileage  and  per  diem. 

II.  At  the  special  assembly  of  August  24 ,  1896,  the  following  business 
will  be  brought  before  the  council: 

1st.  Ratification  of  the  rules  and  regulations  presented  by  the  commit¬ 
tee  on  rules  and  regulations.  Said  rules  and  regulations  have  been  pub¬ 
lished  to  the  rank. 

2d.  Action  upon  the  report  of  the  special  committee  on  ritual. 

3d.  Action,  if  required  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  upon  the  constitution 
of  the  Uniform  Rank.  In  connection  with  the  last  matter  named,  it  will 
be  borne  in  mind  that  a  special  committee  was  appointed  to  memorialize 
the  Supreme  Lodge,  asking  for  certain  amendments  to  the  Supreme  Con¬ 
stitution  and  Statutes. 

It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  a  full  attendance  of  the  brigadier  generals 
commanding  brigades. 

III.  For  comfort  and  convenience,  officers  will  attend  the  assembly  in 
fatigue  dress. 

1Y.  Quarters  can  be  provided  in  camp  for  all  who  may  desire  them,  and 
meals  can  also  be  furnished  in  camp,  provided  notice  of  such  desire  is 
given  to  these  headquarters.

General  Orders  No  2. 


The  following  legislation  in  regard  to  the  military  branch  of  the  order 
was  had  and  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  at  the  con¬ 
vention  of  that  body  held  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  August  25  to  Sep¬ 
tember  3,  inclusive,  1896: 
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I.  The  committee  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Council  presented  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge  an  amendment  to  the  Supreme  Constitution  providing  for 
the  conferring  of  the  rank  of  Past  Grand  Chancellor  upon  “  each  Brigadier 
General  of  the  military  branch  of  the  order  who  shall  have  served  as  com¬ 
mander  of  a  brigade  to  the  expiration  of  his  commission  as  such  Brigadier 
General.”  This  proposed  amendment  was  referred  to  the  committee  on 
judiciary,  and  that  committee  reported  adversely  to  the  amendment,  and 
the  report  was  concurred  in  and  the  amendment  was  lost. 

II.  The  Supreme  Lodge  decided  that  the  provision  of  the  statutes  which 
empowered  the  Supreme  Council  to  legislate  for  the  military  branch  was 
unconstitutional,  and  that  provision  was  repealed.  The  legislation  for  the 
rank  in  the  future  is  to  be  by  the  Supreme  Lodge.  It  also  decided  that 
the  constitution  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Council  was  contrary  to  the 
Supreme  Constitution  and  Statutes,  and  therefore  void. 

III.  The  name  of  the  Supreme  Council  was  changed  to  that  of  Supreme 
Assembly,  and  that  body  is  to  hold  its  assemblies  in  the  intermediate  years 
between  the  conventions  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  has  authority  to 
adopt  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  Supreme  Constitu¬ 
tion  and  Statutes.  It  may  also  recommend  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  such 
legislation  as  it  may  deem  advisable. 

IY.  The  Supreme  Lodge  adopted  the  ritual  presented  by  the  committee 
appointed  by  the  Supreme  Council,  and  the  ritual  will  soon  be  printed  by 
the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  and  turned  over  to  the  Major 
General.  When  the  ritual  is  printed  and  ready  for  use  the  fact  will  be 
announced  in  general  orders. 

Y.  The  motto  of  the  rank  is  changed  to  “Honor,  Justice  and  Loyalty,” 
and  the  members  of  the  rank  will  be  designated  as  Knights  Loyal. 

YI.  The  name  “Division”  has  been  changed  to  “Company,”  and  all 
divisions  hereafter  will  be  designated  as  companies,  using  the  present 
name  and  number  with  the  word  company  instead  of  division. 

The  Major  General  wishes  to  announce,  in  connection  with  the  change 
of  the  motto  of  the  rank,  and  also  the  substitution  of  the  word  company 
for  that  of  division,  that  these  change's  are  not  intended  to  involve  existing 
organizations  in  any  expense.  No  existing  banners,  flags,  devices  or  other 
matters  pertaining  to  the  uniform  or  legitimate  properties  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion  will  have  to  be  changed.  The  uniform  of  the  rank  is  not  changed  in 
any  particular  from  that  defined  in  the  present  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  rank. 

VII.  The  Supreme  Lodge  authorized  the  Major  General  to  institute 
companies  with  a  minimum  of  twenty-one  (21)  on  the  application.  This 
authority  to  institute  companies  with  twenty-one  applicants  does  not, 
however,  change  any  other  existing  requisite  for  the  mustering  of  a  new 
company.  The  fee  for  warrant  and  supplies  will  be  thirty-five  dollars 
($35.00),  and  each  applicant  must  be  the  owner  of  and  in  possession  of  the 
full  uniform  of  the  rank  before  the  company  can  be  mustered.  The 
authority  to  institute  companies  with  a  minimum  number  of  twenty-one 
will  terminate  with  the  next  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

The  full  text  of  the  chapter  of  the  supreme  statutes  relating  to  the 
military  branch  will  be  promulgated  from  these  headquarters  as  soon  as 
received  in  printed  form  from  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal.

General  Orders  No.  3. 

The  attention  of  the  Major  General  has  been  called  to  a  certain  Asso¬ 
ciated  Press  dispatch  with  reference  to  the  Uniform  Rank  Knights  of 
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Pythias,  which  appeared  in  certain  of  the  leading  papers  of  the  country 
on  Sunday,  September  21st.  The  dispatch  referred  to  states  that  the  name, 
“  Uniform  Rank  ,”  was  abolished  by  the  recent  convention  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  and  the  name  “  Knights  Loyal  ”  had  been  substituted  therefor.  The 
dispatch  is  absolutely  without  foundation;  no  such  change  of  name  was 
either  proposed  or  made,  and  the  name,  “Uniform  Rank,”  stands  as  it 
was  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  1878.  In  General  Orders  No.  2, 
under  date  of  September  10,  1896,  Paragraph  V,  the  Major  General 
announced  that  “the  members  of  the  rank  will  be  designated  as  Knights 
Loyal.”  This,  under  the  new  ritual,  was  to  take  the  place  of  the  designa¬ 
tion,  “  Sir  Knights,”  as  used  in  the  ritualistic  work  only ,  but  in  no  way 
changed  the  name  of  the  Uniform  Rank  organization. 

Now  it  appears  that  although  the  entire  membership  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  present  at  the  time  of  the  vote  taken  upon  the  adoption  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  ritual  believed  the  ritual  was  adopted,  in  truth  and  in  fact  it  was  not 
so  adopted.  There  were  present  at  the  time  of  the  vote  on  the  adoption 
of  the  ritual  124  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  Of  this  number,  116 
voted  for,  and  8  against  the  adoption;  and  it  was  announced  that  the 
ritual  was  adopted.  It  now  appears,  upon  a  closer  examination  of  the 
Supreme  Constitution,  that  it  requires  the  affirmative  vote  “  of  four-fifths 
of  all  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  adopt  any  amendment  of  the  rituals 
of  the  order.”  The  total  membership  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  is  151,  and  it 
would  require  121  votes  in  the  affirmative  to  adopt.  If  it  be  true  that  it 
requires  a  four-fifths  affirmative  vote  of  all  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
to  adopt  a  new  ritual,  then  the  ritual  was  not  adopted,  and  there  is  no 
change  as  stated  in  Paragraph  Y  of  General  Orders  No.  2.  The  subject 
will  be  further  investigated,  and  if  any  different  conclusion  is  reached 
announcement  will  be  made  in  general  orders.

General  Orders  No.  4. 


The  Major  General  hereby  announces  the  following  amendments  which 
were  made  by  the  Supreme  Assembly  at  its  special  assembly,  held  in  the 
city  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  August  24,  1896,  to  the  rules  and  regulations: 

Chapter  vi,  rules  and  regulations,  amended  by  the  addition  of  section  6 
thereto,  providing  for  the  forwarding  of  consolidated  reports  by  brigade 
commanders  to  the  Major  General’s  office  on  the  first  day  of  April  of  each 
year. 

Section  15,  chapter  viii,  rules  and  regulations,  fourth  paragraph  of  said 
section,  was  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

“  He  may,  at  his  discretion,  call  in  the  warrant  and  supplies  of  any  com¬ 
pany  in  his  command,  and  muster  out  the  company,  if,  in  his  judgment, 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  service;  provided,  that  he  shall  previously  cite 
the  commanding  officer  of  such  company  to  show  cause,  within  twenty 
days,  why  the  company  shall  not  be  mustered  out;  and  if  an  appeal  is 
taken,  he  shall  forward  to  the  Major  General  his  certified  statement  in  the 
case,  together  with  such  evidence  as  he  may  possess,  and  the  answTer  of  the 
company  commander  to  his  citation.” 

And  also  the  further  amendment  of  said  section  15  and  chapter  viii,  on 
page  29,  second  paragraph  of  said  page,  amended  to  read: 

“He  shall  receive  and  act  upon  all  resignations  of  line  officers  in  his 
command,  and  order  all  elections  in  elective  commissioned  offices  in  his 
brigade,  excepting  as  provided  in  section  10,  chapter  iii,  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions.”  The  remainder  of  said  section  stands  unchanged. 
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Brigadier  General  J.  H.  Barkley,  chairman  of  committee  on  rules  and 
regulations,  reported  that  the  placing  of  color  sergeant  in  the  list  of  com¬ 
pany  officers,  on  page  24,  was  an  error,  and  it  was  not  intended  to  have  had 
a  color  sergeant  for  the  company.  On  motion,  the  designation  of  a  color 
sergeant  for  a  company  was  stricken  out. 

The  constitution  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Council  was  declared  void  by 
the  Supreme  Lodge. 

II.  The  Major  General  forwards  herewith  the  amended  chapter  of  the 
Supreme  Statutes,  entitled,  “Title  vi,  Military  Branch.”  This  amended 
chapter  of  the  Supreme  Statutes  should  be  carefully  preserved  by  every 
company  of  the  Uniform  Rank  for  its  information  and  guidance. 

III.  As  soon  as  the  journal  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  its  recent  conven¬ 
tion  is  printed  by  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  the  same  will 
be  furnished  for  each  of  the  brigade  and  regimental  commanders  for  their 
information  and  government.

It  is  with  sincere  sorrow  that  the  Major  General  announces  the  death  of 
Cornelius  Van  Nuys  Wilson,  colonel  and  aide  de  camp  on  the  staff  of  the 
Major  General.  His  death  occurred  at  Long  Branch  City,  New  Jersey, 
December  10,  1886. 

Colonel  Wilson  was  first  commissioned  on  the  staff  of  the  Major  General 
October  20,  1886;  was  recommissioned  May  1,  1888;  recommissioned  May 
1,  1892,  and  recommissioned  August  27,  1896. 

Colonel  Wilson  was  one  of  the  oldest,  in  service,  of  the  members  of  the 
Uniform  Rank  in  the  Grand  Domain  of  New  Jersey.  Asa  Pythian  he  was 
an  ardent  supporter  and  lover  of  the  order  in  all  of  its  branches.  In  his 
daily  life  he  exemplified  to  the  fullest  extent  the  principles  and  tenets  of 
the  order.  As  a  man,  earnest  and  upright  in  all  that  goes  to  make  the 
true  man,  a  loving  husband,  kind  father  and  patriotic  citizen.  The  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  staff  of  the  Major  General  will  miss  the  familiar  face  and  kind 
words  of  Colonel  Wilson  in  the  national  encampments  of  the  Uniform 
Rank.  There  was  no  more  faithful  officer  in  the  discharge  of  duty  than 
was  Colonel  Cornelius  Van  Nuys  Wilson.

General  Orders  No.  7. 


I.  The  Major  General  deems  it  best  to  republish  the  forms  for  annual 
company  inspection.  These  inspections  will  be  made  by  an  officer  con- 
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nected  with  the  Inspector  General’s  Department,  or  by  an  officer  especially 
assigned  for  that  duty.  Each  company,  on  receiving  notice  of  the  date  for 
the  inspection,  must  have  everything  in  readiness  and  assemble  at  the 
time  named  for  the  inspection.  The  inspection  officer  will  make  and  for¬ 
ward  his  reports  without  delay.  Each  inspector  will  be  supplied  with  the 
necessary  blanks. 

II.  These  inspections  must  be  made  in  a  thorough  and  careful  manner, 
setting  out  fully,  as  shown  on  the  form  of  reports  of  inspection,  the  exact 
condition  of  the  company.  The  design  is  to  give  increased  interest  to  the 
companies  and  promote  greater  efficiency  in  all.  In  the  matter  of  regi¬ 
mental  inspections  the  knowledge  of  each  regimental  officer  should  be 
thoroughly  tested.  To  have  a  good  organization  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
that  we  should  have  good  officers,  and  inspectors  will  answer  carefully  each 
question  on  the  “forms”  in  regard  to  regimental  and  company  officers. 

III.  So  that  there  may  be  uniformity  in  the  manner  of  conducting 
company  inspections  the  Major  General  has  prepared  the  following 


FORM  OF  INSPECTION. 

On  occasion  of  a  regular  inspection  of  a  company  the  following  form 
will  be  used: 

The  inspecting  officer  having,  previous  to  the  assembling  of  the  company,  notified  the 
captain  of  his  intention  to  inspect  the  company  will,  upon  the  calling  of  the  company  to 
order,  take  his  seat  in  the  armory,  the  better  to  observe  the  opening  ceremony  and  the 
working  of  the  company. 

The  regular  order  of  business,  as  provided  in  the  ritual,  will  be  attended  to,  and  after 
conferring  of  the  rank  if  there  be  a  candidate,  or  if  none  be  present  on  the  night  of  inspec¬ 
tion,  then  take  a  member  of  the  company  and  exemplify  the  work;  then,  when  the  order 
of  business  has  reached  the  call,  “New  Business,”  the  inspecting  officer  will  retire  to  the 
ante  room. 

The  captain  will  then  rise  and  announce  to  the  company  that  by  special  [or  general] 

order  No.  —  from  headquarters,  -  will  now  proceed  to  inspect  the  company,  and 

caution  the  Sir  Knights  that  during  the  ceremony  strict  attention  should  be  given  ;  he 
will  then  proceed  to  explain  the  form  that  will  be  used  during  the  inspection.  When  the 
captain  has  concluded  these  remarks  he  will  demand : 

“  Recorder,  are  your  books  and  papers  in  form  for  inspection,  orders  properly  filed,  and 
papers  in  order  ?” 

Answer  by  recorder - . 

The  captain  will  then  demand : 

“  Treasurer,  are  your  books  all  posted,  and  vouchers  properly  filed  and  ready  for  inspection?" 

Answer  by  treasurer - . 

Upon  receiving  answers  to  these  inquiries,  the  captain  will  say : 

“  The  second  lieutenant  will  act  as  escort  to  the  inspecting  officer  and  conduct  him  into  the 
armory." 

The  second  lieutenant  will  then  retire  to  the  ante-room  and  escort  the  inspector  into 
the  armory.  He  will  rap  for  admittance.  The  guard,  opening  the  door,  will  demand : 

“  Who  goes  there?" 

The  second  lieutenant  will  answer : 

*  ‘  The  second  lieutenant  of  this  company,  accompanied  by  the  assistant  inspector  general. '  ’ 

The  guard  will  salute  the  captain  and  announce : 

“  The  second  lieutenant  of  this  company,  accompanied  by  the  assistant  inspector  general, 
demnds  admittance  to  this  armory  on  official  duty.  ’  ’ 

The  captain  will  bring  the  company  to  attention,  and  carry  swords  and  direct: 

“  Guard,  bid  them  enter." 

The  second  lieutenant,  accompanied  by  the  inspector,  will  advance  to  the  center  of 
the  armory,  where  he  will  salute,  then  say : 

“  Captain,  I  have  the  pleasure  to  introduce - ,  assistant  inspector  general,  to  inspect  this 

company." 

The  captain  will  order : 

“  Present  swords." 

The  inspector  will  acknowledge  salute. 

The  captain  will  then  order : 

“  Carry,  swords." 

And  say ; 

“  Sir  Knight  inspector,  the  company  is  ready  for  inspection,  and  we  await  your  orders." 

The  inspector  will  request  the  captain  to  seat  the  sir  knights,  which  done,  he  will  pro¬ 
ceed  to  the  recorder’s  desk,  inspect  the  books  and  orders,  see  that  the  orders  are  correctly 
filed,  and  ascertain  if  any  are  missing.  After  procuring  such  information  as  he  desires  from 
the  recorder,  he  will  (under  escort  of  the  captain)  proceed  to  the  desk  of  the  treasurer, 
and  ascertain  from  the  treasurer  the  financial  standing  of  the  company,  the  amount 
expended  for  charity  during  the  year,  the  number  of  sir  knights  in  good  standing  and 
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those  suspended,  after  which  the  inspector  will  receive  from  the  captain  the  answers  to 
the  inquiries  as  required  on  form  A. 

Having  examined  all  the  books  of  the  recorder  and  treasurer,  and  noting  any  errors 
or  omissions  in  either  office,  the  inspector  will  say : 

“  Captain,  you  will  now  form  your  company  for  inspection." 

The  captain  will  then  order: 

‘  ‘  Guard,  form  the  company. ’  ’ 

The  guard  will  then  form  the  company.  The  inspector  will  carefully  note  the  man¬ 
ner  of  formation  from  first  to  last. 

The  company  having  been  formed  and  turned  over  to  the  captain,  this  officer  will 
give  the  necessary  orders,  when  the  inspector  will  proceed  with  the  inspection.  He  will 
note  any  mistakes  or  omissions  on  the  part  of  the  officers  or  sir  knights,  and  in  a  courteous 
and  knightly  manner  correct  such  mistakes  or  omissions. 

The  inspector  should  not  only  inspect  the  uniforms,  arms  and  equipments,  but  when 
that  portion  of  the  inspection  has  been  completed,  he  should  then  direct  the  captain  to 
take  command  of  the  company,  and  give  an  exhibition  of  its  proficiency  in  the  drill  and 
sword  manual. 

This  having  been  done,  the  inspector  may  then  make  such  remarks  as  he  may  deem 
appropriate.  Having  concluded  his  remarks,  he  will  say : 

“  Captain,  the  inspection  is  closed,  and  now  thanking  you  for  your  knightly  courtesy,  I  will 
retire." 

The  captain  will  say : 

‘  ‘  Second  lieutenant.  ’  ’ 

The  second  lieutenat  will  then  take  his  position  in  front  of  the  captain  and  near  to 
the  inspector,  facing  toward  the  captain,  will  respond : 

“  Captain." 

Captain : 

“  Lieutenant,  you  will  give  the  assistant  inspector  general  knightly  escort  to  the  outpost.” 

The  captain  will  then  command : 

‘  ‘  Company— present  swords.  ’  ’ 

Then  make  an  about,  and  salute  the  inspector. 

The  inspector  will  acknowledge  the  salute  and  retire,  accompanied  by  the  second 
lieutenant. 

The  captain  will  then  break  ranks,  and  proceed  with  the  regular  order  of  business. 

The  inspector  and  second  lieutenant  return  to  the  armory. 

IV.  The  foregoing  form  will  be  used  in  all  cases  of  annual  or  special 
inspection  of  companies,  and  four  copies  of  these  orders  will  be  supplied 
for  each  company,  and  these  must  be  fastened  into  the  rituals  of  the  com¬ 
pany  for  reference  and  guidance.  Inspectors  are  charged  with  the  duty  of 
reporting  whether  or  not  a  copy  of  these  orders  is  attached  to  each  ritual 
of  the  company  on  inspection.

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  National  Guard  laws  of  some  of  the  states 
make  it  a  misdemeanor  for  any  one  who  is  not  a  national  guardsman,  or 
a  discharged  officer  or  soldier,  to  wear  the  uniform  or  shoulder  straps  of 
the  same  pattern  as  that  prescribed  for  National  Guard,  the  Supreme 
Assembly  at  Cleveland,  August  25, 1896,  instructed  the  Major  General  to 
prepare  a  new  design  for  insignia  on  the  shoulder  straps  for  colonels  of  this 
rank.  In  conformity,  therefore,  with  the  instructions  of  the  Supreme 
Assembly,  the  Major  General  publishes  the  following  specifications  for 

colonel’s  shoulder  straps: 

Strap  four  and  one-quarter  inches  in  length,  and  one  and  five-eighths 
inches  in  width,  bordered  with  gold  embroidery  one-fourth  inch  in  width, 
with  silver  embroidered  spreadeagle  in  the  center  of  the  strap,  wings  two 
inches  from  tip  to  tip,  a  shield  on  the  breast  of  the  eagle,  and  on  each  of 
the  straps  below  the  wings  a  silver  embroidered  calla  lily  with  leaves,  the 
stem  of  the  lily  toward  the  outer  edge  of  the  strap,  according  to  the  follow 
ing  design : 
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The  center  of  the  strap  shall  be  silk  velvet,  with  the  following  colors: 
For  colonels  of  infantry  —  Scarlet. 

For  colonels  of  cavalry — Yellow. 

For  colonels  of  staff  corps  —  Black.

The  blanks  for  the  annual  reports  of  companies  for  February  19,  1897, 
and  the  annual  battalion  and  regimental  rosters,  inspection  reports,  officers’ 
bonds,  commissions,  etc.,  for  the  year  1897,  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
headquarters  of  the  several  brigades  and  separate  regiments  for  distribu¬ 
tion  to  regiments,  battalions  and  companies,  and  the  blanks  for  separate 
companies  are  forwarded  direct  to  such  separate  companies.  Brigade  and 
regimental  commanders  must  forward  the  blanks  for  annual  reports  as 
follows: 

Five  annual  reports  for  each  company. 

Two  blank  bonds  for  each  company. 

Two  annual  rosters  for  each  battalion. 

Three  annual  rosters  for  each  regiment. 

To  each  inspecting  and  installing  officer  two  “Form  A”  inspection 
blanks  for  each  company. 
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To  each  assistant  inspector  general  two  consolidated  inspection  reports,. 
“Form  B.” 

Also  a  copy  of  this  order  to  each  company,  and  a  copy  to  each  inspect¬ 
ing  and  installing  officer.  Each  regimental  and  staff  officer  must  be  sup¬ 
plied  with  a  copy  of  this  order. 

II.  The  attention  of  every  captain  or  officer  commanding  a  company, 
and  of  every  installing  officer,  is  called  to  sections  21,  22  and  23,  chapter 
iii,  Rules  and  Regulations,  to-wit : 

Sec.  21.  Every  company  shall,  on  the  19th  day  of  February  of  each  year,  make  its 
annual  report  on  the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Major  General,  through  the  regular 
channels,  signed  by  the  commanding  officer  and  attested  by  the  recorder.  Five  copies  of 
said  report  shall  he  made,  four  copies  of  which  (one  each  for  battalion,  regimental,  brigade 
and  general  headquarters)  shall  be  forwarded  immediately  to  the  battalion  commander, 
together  with  the  company  dues,  to  the  Supreme  Assembly,  the  brigade  and  the  regiment, 
and  one  copy  shall  be  retained  by  the  company. 

Battalion,  regimental  and  brigade  commanders  shall,  without  delay,  forward  the 
reports  and  dues  through  the  proper  channels. 

Sec.  22.  Brigade  commanders  shall,  on  the  25th  day  of  January  of  each  year,  or  within 
five  days  thereafter,  in  general  orders,  detail  an  officer  for  each  company  to  install  the 
officers  and  inspect  the  company,  and  shall  announce  therein  the  date  for  inspection  of 
each  company.  Attendance  at  the  annual  assembly  of  companies  for  inspection  is  hereby 
declared  obligatory  and  compulsory  upon  all  members. 

Sec.  23.  Companies  shall  assemble  at  their  armories  at  the  time  designated  for  inspec¬ 
tion  and  installation  of  officers.  The  inspecting  and  installing  officer  shall  perform  his 
duties  in  accordance  with  the  ritual  and  forms  prescribed  therefor.  He  shall  make  a 
careful  inspection  of  the  company,  and  shall  see  that  the  bonds  of  the  recorder  and  treas¬ 
urer  have  been  filed  with  and  approved  by  the  company;  that  the  annual  reports  have 
been  made  out  and  forwarded  by  the  recorder,  together  with  the  annual  dues,  to  the 
Supreme  Assembly,  the  brigade  and  the  regiment.  He  shall  forward,  through  military 
channels,  to  the  Major  General  a  certified  roster  of  the  officers  installed,  together  with  the 
fee  of  fifty  cents  each  for  the  Supreme  Assembly,  and  such  additional  fees  as  may  be  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  brigade  and  regiment,  for  the  commissions  of  the  captain,  first  lieutenant 
and  second  lieutenant,  and  to  the  assistant  inspector  general,  direct,  nis  inspection  report. 
Upon  receipt  of  the  report  of  the  inspecting  and  installing  officer,  the  brigadier  general 
shall  issue  the  commissions  for  the  company  officers  and  forward  the  report  and  fee  for  the 
Supreme  Assembly  to  the  Major  General. 

III.  The  attention  of  battalion  majors  is  called  to  section  5,  chapter  iv,. 
Rules  and  regulations,  to-wit : 

Sec.  5.  Every  battalion  commander  shall  make  an  annual  consolidated  report,  in 
duplicate,  on  blanks  to  be  furnished  through  the  channels  by  the  Major  General,  one  copy 
to  be  retained  for  the  battalion,  and  one  copy  to  be  forwarded  on  the  19th  day  of  March 
to  the  regimental  commander. 

IY.  The  attention  of  each  regimental  commander  is  called  to  section 
16,  chapter  v,  Rules  and  Regulations,  to-wit: 

Sec.  16.  Every  regiment  shall  make  an  annual  consolidated  report,  in  duplicate,  on 
blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Major  General  through  regular  channels,  one  copy  to  be 
forwarded  on  the  25th  day  of  March  to  the  brigade  commander. 

The  consolidated  regimental  reports  are  made  from  the  reports  of  the 
battalion  commanders,  where  the  regiment  is  divided  into  battalions,  and 
from  the  reports  of  companies  composing  the  regiment  when  there  are 
no  battalion  formations.  Failure  on  the  part  of  any  regimental  or  battalion 
commander  to  make  these  reports  as  required  by  the  Rules  and  Regula¬ 
tions,  will  be  cause  for  the  revocation  of  the  commission  of  any  derelict 
officer. 

V.  The  Supreme  Assembly  dues,  five  dollars,  and  the  fees  for  commis¬ 
sions  of  company  officers,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,  being  a  total  of  six 
dollars  and  fifty  cents,  must  be  sent  with  the  annual  report  through  the 
regular  channels  to  Major  General  James  R.  Carnahan,  Indianapolis,  Ind. 
Send  by  bank  draft,  postal  money  order  or  express  money  order.  Do  not 
send  individual  checks.  Battalion,  regimental  and  brigade  commanders 
will  forward  each  report  immediately  upon  its  receipt  by  them.  The 
installing  officers  of  companies  unattached  to  regiments  will  forward  the 
reports,  together  with  Supreme  Assembly  dues  and  fees  for  commissions, 
to  the  Major  General  direct. 
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VI.  All  reports  of  companies,  together  with  the  Supreme  Assembly- 
dues  and  fees  for  officers’  commissions,  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  install¬ 
ing  officer  before  the  officers  are  installed.  Immediately  upon  receipt  of 
the  annual  report,  Supreme  Assembly  dues  and  fees  for  commissions  by 
the  brigade  commander,  he  will  forward  the  commissions  for  the  officers 
and  the  countersign  for  the  term.  Let  promptness  characterize  the  con¬ 
duct  of  every  officer  of  the  Uniform  Rank  for  the  year  1897. 

VII.  The  blanks  for  consolidated  brigade  reports  will  be  furnished  to 
brigades  in  due  time. 

VIII.  The  Major  General  takes  pleasure  in  announcing  that,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  terrible  financial  distress  through  which  we  have  been  passing 
during  the  past  year,  the  Uniform  Rank  has  been  making  a  steady  and 
healthy  growth.  The  indications  now  point  to  a  splendid  growth  during 
the  present  year.  Every  officer  and  member  of  this  rank  should  take  new 
courage  and  give  his  very  best  efforts  to  build  up  his  company,  battalion, 
regiment,  or  brigade.  If  every  Sir  Knight  will  do  his  whole  duty  success 
will  be  certain.

General — By  direction  of  the  executive  committee  of  arrangements  for  the  Supreme

General  Orders  No.  12. 

I.  The  attention  of  all  companies  of  the  Uniform  Rank  Knights  of 
Pythias  is  hereby  especially  called  to  the  subject  of  the  annual  election  of 
officers,  as  provided  in  the  Rules  and  Regulations. 
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Sections  10,  11  and  12,  Chapter  iii,  provide  that — 

Sec.  10.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  ballot,  at  the  first  assembly  in  Jan. 
uary  of  each  year,  and  shall  be  installed  on  the  19th  day  of  February,  or  within  thirty 
days  thereafter,  and  shall  serve  for  a  period  of  one  official  year,  or  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  installed. 

Sec.  11.  Any  member  in  good  standing  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  in  his  division, 
and  all  officers  shall  be  eligible  to  re-election  :  Provided,  That  any  officer  whose  commis¬ 
sion  has  been  revoked  for  conduct  unbecoming  an  officer  or  sir  knight,  or  for  violation  of 
the  orders  of  his  superior  officer,  or  any  officer  or  sir  knight  who  has,  at  any  time,  been 
dishonorably  discharged,  shall  be  ineligible  to  hold  office  for  two  years  thereafter. 

Sec.  12.  The  mode  of  election  of  officers  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  all  votes 
cast  shall  be  necessary  for  a  choice.  In  case  of  no  election  on  the  first  ballot,  the  balloting 
shall  continue  until  a  majority  for  one  of  the  candidates  is  obtained.  Balloting  for  officers 
shall  be  conducted  without  previous  nomination. 

In  conformity,  therefore,  with  the  foregoing  regulations,  the  companies 
of  the  Uniform  Rank  will,  at  the  first  meeting  in  January,  1898,  elect  a 
captain,  first  lieutenant,  second  lieutenant,  recorder  and  treasurer  for  the 
ensuing  term,  and  said  officers,  so  elected,  will  be  installed  on  February 
19,  or  within  thirty  days  thereafter.  The  annual  reports  will  be  made  and 
forwarded  to  the  Major  General  immediately  upon  the  installation  of  offi¬ 
cers. 

The  necessary  blanks  for  reports,  etc.,  will  be  forwarded  in  due  time  to 
companies  for  making  annual  reports. 

II.  Brigade  and  regimental  commanders  will  forward  this  order  to  their 
companies  immediately  for  their  information  and  government.

General  Orders,  No.  13. 

The  blanks  for  the  annual  reports  of  companies  for  February  19,  1898, 
and  the  annual  battalion  and  regimental  rosters,  inspection  reports,  officers’ 
bonds,  commissions,  etc.,  for  the  year  1898,  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
headquarters  of  the  several  brigades  and  separate  regiments  for  distribu¬ 
tion  to  regiments,  battalions,  and  companies,  and  the  blanks  for  separate 
companies  are  forwarded  direct  to  such  separate  companies.  Brigade  and 
regimental  commanders  must  forward  the  blanks  for  annual  reports  as 
follows: 

Five  annual  reports  for  each  company. 

Two  blank  bonds  for  each  company. 

Two  annual  rosters  for  each  battalion. 

Three  annual  rosters  for  each  regiment. 

To  each  inspecting  and  installing  officer,  two  “Form  A”  inspection 
blanks  for  each  company. 

To  each  assistant  inspector  general,  two  consolidated  inspection  reports, 
“Form  B.” 

Also  a  copy  of  this  order  to  each  company,  and  a  copy  to  each  inspect¬ 
ing  and  installing  officer.  Each  regimental  and  staff  officer  and  each  install¬ 
ing  officer  must  be  supplied  with  a  copy  of  this  order. 

II.  The  attention  of  every  captain  or  officer  commanding  a  company, 
and  of  every  installing  officer,  is  called  to  sections  21,  22  and  23,  chapter  iii, 
Rules  and  Regulations,  to-wit : 

Sec.  21.  Every  company  shall,  on  the  19th  day  of  February  of  each  year,  make  its  annual 
report,  on  the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Major  General,  through  the  regular  channels, 
signed  by  the  commanding  officer  and  attested  by  the  recorder.  Five  copies  of  said  report 
shall  be  made,  four  copies  of  which  (one  each  for  battalion,  regimental,  brigade  and  gen¬ 
eral  headquarters)  shall  be  forwarded  immediately  to  the  battalion  commander,  together 
with  the  company  dues,  to  the  Supreme  Assembly,  the  brigade  and  the  regiment,  and  one 
copy  shall  be  retained  by  the  company. 
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Battalion,  regimental  and  brigade  commanders  shall,  without  delay,  forward  the 
reports  and  dues  through  the  proper  channels. 

Sec.  22.  Brigade  commanders  shall,  on  the  25th  day  of  January  of  each  year,  or  within 
five  days  thereafter,  in  general  orders,  detail  an  officer  for  each  company  to  install  the 
officers  and  inspect  the  company,  and  shall  announce  therein  the  date  for  inspection  of 
each  company.  Attendance  at  the  annual  assembly  of  companies  for  inspection  is  hereby 
declared  obligatory  and  compulsory  upon  all  members. 

Sec.  23.  Companies  shall  assemble  at  their  armories  at  the  time  designated  for  inspec¬ 
tion  and  installation  of  officers.  The  inspecting  and  installing  officer  shall  perform  his 
duties  in  accordance  with  the  ritual  and  forms  prescribed  therefor.  He  shall  make  a  care¬ 
ful  inspection  of  the  company,  and  shall  see  that  the  bonds  of  the  recorder  and  treasurer 
have  beeu  filed  with  and  approved  by  the  company;  that  the  annual  reports  have  been 
made  out  and  forwarded  by  the  recorder,  together  with  the  annual  dues,  to  the  Supreme 
Assembly,  the  brigade  and  the  regiment.  He  shall  forward,  through  military  channels, 
to  the  Major  General  a  certified  roster  of  the  officers  installed,  together  with  the  fee  of  fifty 
cents  each  for  the  Supreme  Assembly,  and  such  additional  fees  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  brigade  and  regiment,  for  the  commissions  of  the  captain,  first  lieutenant  and  second 
lieutenant,  and  to  the  assistant  inspector  general,  direct,  his  inspection  report.  Upon 
receipt  of  the  report  of  the  inspecting  and  installing  officer,  the  brigadier  general  shall, 
issue  the  commissions  for  the  company  officers  and  forward  the  report  and  fee  for  the 
Supreme  Assembly  to  the  Major  General. 

III.  The  attention  of  battalion  majors  is  called  to  section  5,  chapter  iv,. 
Rules  and  Regulations,  to-wit: 

Sec.  5.  Every  battalion  commander  shall  make  an  annual  consolidated  report,  in 
duplicate,  on  blanks  to  be  furnished  through  the  channels  by  the  Major  General,  one  copy 
to  be  retained  for  the  battalion,  and  one  copy  to  be  forwarded,  on  the  19th  day  of  March,  to 
the  regimental  commander. 

IV.  The  attention  of  each  regimental  commander  is  called  to  section  16,, 
chapter  v,  Rules  and  Regulations,  to-wit: 

Sec.  16.  Every  regiment  shall  make  an  annual  consolidated  report,  in  duplicate,  on 
blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Major  General  through  regular  channels,  one  copy  to  be  for¬ 
warded,  on  the  25tli  day  of  March,  to  the  brigade  commander. 


The  consolidated  regimental  reports  are  made  from  the  reports  of  the 
battalion  commanders,  where  the  regiment  is  divided  into  battalions,  and 
from  the  reports  of  companies  composing  the  regiment  when  there  are  no 
battalion  formations.  Failure  on  the  part  of  any  regimental  or  battalion 
commander  to  make  these  reports  as  required  by  the  rules  and  regulations 
will  be  cause  for  the  revocation  of  the  commission  of  any  derelict  officer. 

V.  The  Supreme  Assembly  dues,  five  dollars,  and  the  fees  for  commis¬ 
sions  of  company  officers,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,  being  a  total  of  six 
dollars  and  fifty  cents,  must  be  sent,  with  the  annual  report,  through  the 
regular  channels  to  Major  General  James  R.  Carnahan,  Indianapolis,  Ind. 
Send  by  bank  draft,  postal  money  order  or  express  money  order.  Do  not 
send  individual  checks.  Battalion,  regimental  and  brigade  commanders 
will  forward  each  report  immediately  upon  its  receipt  by  them.  The 
installing  officers  of  companies  unattached  to  regiments  will  forward  the 
reports,  together  with  Supreme  Assembly  dues  and  fees  for  commissions,, 
to  the  Major  General  direct. 

VI.  All  reports  of  companies,  together  with  the  Supreme  Assembly 
dues  and  fees  for  officers’  commissions,  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  install¬ 
ing  officer  before  the  officers  are  installed.  Immediately  upon  receipt  of 
the  annual  report,  Supreme  Assembly  dues  and  fees  for  commissions,  by 
the  brigade  commander,  he  will  forward  the  commissions  for  the  officers 
and  the  countersign  for  the  term. 

VII.  The  Major  General  wishes  to  urge  upon  brigade,  regimental, 
battalion  and  company  commanders,  each  and  all,  the  absolute  impor¬ 
tance  of  promptness  in  the  installing  of  company  officers  and  forwarding 
of  reports  to  these  headquarters.  Companies  should  install  their  officers 
during  the  time  fixed  by  law,  and  every  officer  to  whose  hands  reports 
come  should  forward  the  report  on  the  day  the  report  was  received  by  him.  Do 
not  wait  for  some  other  report  to  come ;  send  the  report  you  have  received. 
Bear  in  mind  that  this  year  the  Major  General  must  make  his  report  to  the- 
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Supreme  Lodge,  and  each  report  is  needed  within  the  time  prescribed  by 
the  rules  and  regulations,  in  order  that  a  full  report  may  be  made  from 
these  headquarters.

Two  or  more  troops  to  compete,  and  the  same  rules  as  to  numbers  and 
participation  in  the  general  parade,  inspection  and  review  is  to  be 
applied  to  cavalry  troops  as  are  applied  to  infantry  companies  and  com¬ 
panies  composing  battalions. 

III.  All  companies  and  battalions  of  infantry  and  troops  of  cavalry 
intending  to  enter  the  competitive  drill  must  make  their  entries  on  or 
before  June  1,  1898.  The  schedules  for  drill  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
printer  and  will  be  forwarded  to  the  commanders  of  each  company,  bat¬ 
talion  and  troop  as  soon  as  their  entries  are  received  at  these  headquarters. 
Do  not  delay  sending  in  entries  for  this  competitive  drill. 

IV.  The  Major  General  has  every  assurance  from  the  railroad  compa¬ 
nies  that  they  will  provide  accommodation  for  those  who  desire  to  attend 
the  encampment  that  will  far  surpass  an.y  railroad  accommodation  that  we 
have  ever  had  for  our  encampments.  The  Major  General  is  also  assured 
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by  the  committee  on  transportation  that  all  of  the  railroad  associations  will 
make  their  rates  equal  to  those  agreed  upon  by  the  Central  Traffic  Associa¬ 
tion  for  the  Indianapolis  meeting,  so  that  it  will  be  equal  to  one  cent  per 
mile  each  way.  The  executive  committee  and  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis 
are  putting  forth  every  effort  to  make  the  encampment  a  success  in  every 
particular;  the  money  is  already  in  hand  to  carry  on  their  work,  and  the 
prizes  will  be  paid  as  soon  as  the  judges  shall  make  their  awards. 

V.  Since  issuing  former  orders  concerning  the  encampment  of  August, 
1898,  war  has  been  declared  between  this  government  and  Spain.  The 
President  has  issued  his  call  for  volunteers,  which  call  embraces  almost 
exclusively  the  national  guard  of  the  several  states  of  the  United  States. 
The  national  guard  of  the  different  states,  as  now  composed,  includes  many 
of  our  officers  and  sir  knights.  These  our  brothers  will  find  their  place  in 
the  ranks  of  the  army  of  the  union,  while  the  greater  majority  of  the  Uni¬ 
form  Rank  as  now  constituted  remains  at  home.  We  should  use  every 
effort  possible  to  give  encouragement  to  these  our  brethren  of  the  Uniform 
Rank,  who  have  taken  upon  themselves  the  sterner  duties  of  soldiers  in 
fact.  It  does  not  seem  possible  that  greater  encouragement  for  the  next 
two  months  can  be  given  them  than  by  every  officer  and  Sir  Knight  using 
his  best  endeavors  to  recruit  his  company,  battalion,  regiment  and  brigade 
up  to  the  maximum  number  in  companies,  battalions  and  regiments.  This 
recruiting  having  been  accomplished,  the  next  thing  to  be  done  by  the 
Uniform  Rank  is  to  attend  the  encampment  at  Indianapolis,  beginning 
August  22,  with  each  organization  in  full  force,  to  show  their  devotion  to 
the  order,  their  love  of  country,  and  to  make  a  great  patriotic  demonstra¬ 
tion  such  as  has  never  been  witnessed  on  this  continent.  The  Major 
General  therefore  appeals  to  every  member  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  regard¬ 
less  of  his  position,  to  begin  his  preparation  to  attend  the  encampment, 
and  especially  urges  upon  brigade,  regimental,  battalion,  and  company 
commanders  to  thoroughly  arouse  themselves  and  infuse  into  their  com¬ 
mands  such  enthusiasm  as  will  have  a  lasting  effect  for  the  benefit  of  the 
rank.  Come  one  and  all,  bring  your  American  flags  to  be  carried  in  every 
regiment,  and  show  to  the  world  that  we  are  sincere  in  our  devotion  to 
our  country.  To  our  brethren  on  the  other  side  of  the  border  we  would 
also  appeal  to  come  and  join  with  us  in  this  great  Pythian  demonstration. 
Let  us  strike  hands  once  more  as  brethren  and  have  in  us  the  same  spirit 
of  faith  and  good  will  that  now  exists  between  the  mother  country  and 
this  nation,  her  offspring.  Let  the  Union  Jack  of  Great  Britain  and  the 
Stars  and  Stripes  of  America  float  side  by  side. 

VI.  The  Major  General  urges  upon  brigade  commanders,  and  espe¬ 
cially  upon  commanders  of  separate  regiments,  to  make  prompt  report  to 
these  headquarters  of  the  probable  number  that  will  be  in  attendance  upon 
the  encampment  from  each  of  their  commands.

This  is 
important,  as  all  of  the  facts  will  go  into  the  permanent  history  of  the 
Uniform  Rank  and  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias.

The  Colorado  brigade,  regiments  and  companies  assigned  thereto  ; 
Brigadier  General  John  G.  Keller,  commanding. 

II.  Brigade  and  regimental  quartermasters  will  report  at  headquarters 
in  camp  not  later  than  Saturday,  August  20,  1898,  to  receive  their  assign¬ 
ments  to  quarters  from  their  command.  The  attention  of  brigade  and 
regimental  commanders  is  called  to  this  paragraph,  and  will  see  that  it  is 
duly  observed.  The  commanding  officers  upon  arrival  will  report  to  the 
brigadier  commanders  to  whom  they  are  herein  assigned  for  duty. 

Florida,  Alabama,  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina,  assigned  to  the 
Tennessee  brigade,  and  will  report  to  Brigadier  General  Alex.  Allison, 
commanding. 

Louisiana  and  Arkansas,  assigned  to  the  Texas  brigade,  and  will  report 
to  Brigadier  General  Samuel  B.  Hopkins,  commanding. 

Maryland  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  assigned  to  the  Pennsylvania 
brigade,  and  will  report  to  Brigadier  General  Walter  H.  Starbird,  com¬ 
manding. 

Vermont,  assigned  to  the  New  Hampshire  brigade,  and  will  report  to 
Brigadier  General  Chauncey  B.  Hoyt,  commanding. 

Rhode  Island,  assigned  to  the  Massachusetts  brigade,  and  will  report  to 
Brigadier  General  Paul  M.  Foss,  commanding. 

Utah,  Idaho  and  Wyoming,  assigned  to  the  Colorado  brigade,  and  will 
report  to  Brigadier  General  John  G.  Keller,  commanding. 

Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory,  assigned  to  the  Kansas  brigade,  and 
will  report  to  Brigadier  General  Joseph  H.  Lyon,  commanding. 

North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Montana  and  Manitoba,  assigned  to  the 
Minnesota  brigade,  and  will  report  to  Brigadier  General  Russell  O.  Philpot, 
commanding. 

Ontario  and  the  Maritime  provinces,  assigned  to  the  Illinois  brigade, 
and  will  report  to  Colonel  John  W.  Bartlett,  commanding. 

All  companies  from  grand  domains  not  herein  named  will  upon  arrival 
report  to  Brigadier  General  Edwin  L.  Brand,  Chief  of  Staff,  and  will  be 
properly  assigned  to  position. 

III.  The  executive  committee  have  arranged  for  horses  for  all  who 
make  their  orders  therefor  at  the  rate  of  $3  per  day.  Horses  should  be 
secured  for  the  parade,  which  will  take  place  on  the  afternoon  of  Tuesday, 
August  23,  and  for  field  inspection  and  review  on  Wednesday,  August  24. 
All  brigade  commanders  and  mounted  officers  who  have  not  yet  sent  in 
their  requisitions  for  horses  should  do  so  at  once  to  the  Major  General,  so 
that  proper  arrangement  can  be  made  to  secure  their  horses.  Mounted 
officers  should  bring  their  horse  equipment. 

IV.  As  heretofore  published,  tents  with  straw  for  bedding  will  be  fur¬ 
nished  free,  cots  can  be  rented  if  desired,  and  there  will  be  places  in  the 
camp  grounds  where  wash  basins,  tin  cups  and  other  camp  equipment  can 
be  purchased.  All  officers  and  men  should  bring  blankets  with  them. 
Companies  that  desire  to  mess  themselves  should  notify  these  headquar¬ 
ters  without  delay,  so  that  proper  arrangement  can  be  made  for  their 
convenience.  There  will  be  dining-halls  on  the  ground  for  those  who 
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desire  to  mess  at  the  general  dining-halls,  and  the  price  per  meal  has  been 
fixed  by  the  executive  committee  at  25  cents.

The  Major  General  desires  to  announce  that  in  addition  to  the  prizes 
heretofore  published  in  General  Orders  No.  15,  from  these  headquarters, 
that  he  will  give  a  cash  prize  of  $100  to  the  company  bringing  the  largest 
percentage  of  its  members,  going  into  camp  and  taking  part  in  the  parade 
on  the  23d,  and  in  inspection  and  review  on  the  24th.  This  contest  will  be 
open  to  all  companies  of  the  Uniform  Rank  outside  of  the  city  of  Indian¬ 
apolis  having  sixteen  or  more  sir  knights  in  line.  The  count  in  this  contest 
must  be  based  on  the  actual  bona  fide  membership  of  the  company. 

II.  From  present  indications  it  may  be  almost  definitely  predicted 
that  the  war  with  Spain  will  have  been  ended  by  the  time  of  the  encamp¬ 
ment,  and  that  peace  will  have  been  declared.  Your  brother  knights  who 
have  taken  part  in  this  war  will  have  done  their  duty,  and  many  of  them 
will  doubtless  have  returned  to  their  homes  by  that  time.  It  is  well  that 
we  should  come  together  as  a  great  patriotic  and  fraternal  organization  and 
join  in  the  rejoicing  of  the  nation  over  the  victory  of  the  American  army, 
and  we,  as  American  citizens,  may  rejoice  that  we  as  a  people  have  settled 
for  all  time  to  come  the  prowess  of  the  American  army  and  navy.  Come 
and  bring  your  American  colors,  and  let  them  float  with  our  Knights  of 
Pythias  banners  to  the  breeze  of  the  great  encampment  of  1898.

The  Major  General  publishes  herewith  the  order  of  duties  for  the 
encampment  of  August,  1898. 

II.  Monday,  August  22, 1898,  arrival  of  the  several  commands  and  estab¬ 
lishment  in  camp  as  named  in  General  Order  No.  17,  current  series.  Mon¬ 
day,  5  p.  m.,  turning  over  the  camp  by  the  Citizens  Executive  Committee 
to  the  Supreme  Chancellor  as  commander  in  chief,  and  to  the  Major  Gen¬ 
eral  as  commander  of  the  camp.  Monday  evening,  at  8  o’clock,  the  com¬ 
manding  officers  of  brigades  and  regiments  will  report  at  the  headquarters 
assembly  tent  for  orders  and  instructions. 

III.  Tuesday,  August  23,  1898,  between  the  hours  of  9  and  10  a.  m., 
battalion  and  company  commanders  that  have  entered  for  the  competitive 
drill  will  report  to  the  Adjutant  General  for  orders  and  instructions.  The 
commanding  officers  are  directed  to  form  their  commands  for  the  parade 
at  2  p.  m.,  Tuesday,  August  23, 1898,  and  the  column  will  move  immediately 
at  2.30  p.  m.  The  column  will  be  formed  with  the  brigades  in  order  of 
seniority  of  brigade  commanders,  as  defined  in  General  Order  No.  17. 
Promptness  in  formation  will  be  strictly  insisted  upon.  Companies  con¬ 
testing  for  the  prize  in  numbers  will  receive  no  credit  for  members  of  the 
company  who  stand  upon  the  sidewalk  or  street  to  watch  the  parade  as  it 
passes  by.  The  place  for  every  member  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  both  on  the 
day  of  the  parade  and  on  the  day  of  the  inspection  and  review,  is  with  his 
company. 
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IV.  The  competitive  drill  will  begin  at  9  a.  m,  on  Wednesday,  August 
24th.  Battalions  and  companies  competing  will  be  assigned  their  time  as 
may  be  determined  by  lot  by  the  different  companies  and  battalions  entered 
for  the  contest  and  reporting,  as  provided  in  paragraph  III,  between  the 
hours  of  9  and  10  a.  m.,  on  Tuesday,  August  23d,  at  which  time,  after  the 
lots  are  cast,  each  commander  will  be  notified  of  the  exact  time  that  his 
battalion  or  company  will  drill,  and  they  must  report  at  the  time  named 
for  drill,  and  failure  to  report  at  the  time  ordered  will  cause  a  forfeiture  of 
place  and  will  debar  such  company  or  battalion  failing  to  report  to  drill. 
No  company  will  be  allowed  to  occupy  the  drill  ground  beyond  its  allotted 
time. 

Y.  Commands  will  form  in  order  of  seniority,  as  stated  in  general 
order  No.  17,  for  general  inspection  and  review  at  3.30  p.  m.  Wednesday, 
August  24,  1898,  and  commanding  officers  will  take  notice  that  they  must- 
move  their  commands  on  the  parade  ground  at  the  time  named  for  the 
formation  of  line. 

VI.  Special  attention  is  called  to  the  absolute  necessity  of  the  hours 
fixed  for  duty;  the  column  will  move  at  the  hour  named,  and  there  will 
be  no  waiting  on  organizations.  Those  that  are  not  ready  to  move  at  the 
time  named  will  lose  their  position  in  column  and  will  fall  to  the  rear. 
Let  there  be  no  misunderstanding  on  this  subject.  The  Supreme  Chancel¬ 
lor  as  commander  in  chief  and  the  Major  General  as  commander  of  the 
camp,  will  confidently  expect  every  officer  and  sir  knight  to  be  prompt  and 
do  his  duty.  We  rely  upon  your  honor  in  all  things.  The  Major  General 
expects  that  every  sir  knight  and  every  officer,  whatever  may  be  his  rank, 
will  be  with  his  command  in  the  parade  and  in  inspection  and  review,  and 
shall  not  be  found  loitering  on  the  streets  at  the  hours  fixed  for  these 
duties.  It  is  a  credit  to  a  soldier  to  be  with  his  command  when  duty  calls, 
and  it  is  a  discredit  to  him  to  be  absent  when  duty  demands  his  presence. 

VII.  Further  orders  will  be  published  for  the  competitive  drills  from 
headquarters  in  camp  from  day  to  day.

The  full  proceedings  of  said  assembly  have  been  published  and  dis¬ 
tributed. 

The  next  biennial  convention  of  the  Supreme  Assembly  will  be  held  in 
the  city  of  Springfield,  Illinois,  in  1899. 

Supreme  Chancellor  Colgrove,  following  the  precedent  set  by  bis  prede¬ 
cessor,  Walter  B.  Richie,  was  in  attendance  during  the  entire  convention 
of  the  Supreme  Assembly,  and  gave  to  the  Supreme  Assembly  the  benefit 
of  his  suggestions  and  counsel. 

RITUALS. 

The  subject  of  the  new  ritual  of  the  Uniform  Rank  was  fully  discussed 
at  the  Supreme  Assembly  in  April,  1897,  and,  without  a  dissenting  voice, 
it  was  the  opinion  of  every  brigade  commander  present  at  that  assembly 
that  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  of  1898  should,  without  any 
delay,  take  up  the  consideration  of  that  ritual  and  adopt  it  as  the  ritual  of 
the  Uniform  Rank.  Not  only  was  this  the  opinion  of  the  brigade  com¬ 
manders,  but  the  Major  General  begs  leave  to  report  that  he  has  received 
from  a  very  large  number  of  the  regimental  commanders,  and  from  a  larger 
number  of  the  company  commanders,  expressions  of  the  most  earnest 
desire  on  their  part  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  give  to  the  rank  this  ritual. 
It  is  well  known  to  the  officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  to  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  in  that  body  of  1896,  that  the  ritual  was  presented  and  taken  up 
for  consideration  at  that  convention.  It  may  be  well,  however,  in  this 
connection,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Supreme  Representatives  who  come  into 
the  convention  for  the  first  time,  to  review  what  has  been  done  on  the 
subject  of  the  new  ritual  for  the  rank. 

At  the  Supreme  Lodge  session  of  1892,  held  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  a  com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  new  ritual  for  the  military  branch  of 
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the  order.  This  committee  was  to  report  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  its 
convention  in  Washington  in  1894.  The  committee  entered  upon  its 
duties,  and,  at  the  Supreme  Lodge  convention  in  Washington,  presented  a 
new  ritual  and  exemplified  it  before  the  Supreme  Lodge.  By  some  it  was 
thought  that  the  ritual  was  too  lengthy  for  the  use  of  the  Uniform  Rank, 
and  the  Supreme  Lodge  postponed  any  final  action  upon  the  ritual  there 
proposed  and  referred  it  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Uniform  Rank  for 
its  action.  The  Supreme  Council,  at  its  convention  of  1895,  had  the  ritual 
exemplified  before  that  body  and  a  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of 
brigade  commanders,  and  they  decided  that  the  ritual  should  retain  the 
main  features  embodied  in  its  original  draft,  but  that  the  work  should  be 
reduced  and  made  shorter.  Originally  there  were  three  ranks  in  the  ritual, 
and  it  was  decided  that  these  should  be  reduoed  in  number  so  that  the 
entire  ritualistic  work  should  be  embraced  in  one  rank,  and  a  committee 
consisting  of  the  Major  General,  Brigadier  General  Daniel  J.  Turner, 
Supreme  Representative  of  Virginia,  and  Brigadier  General  William  G. 
Gage  of  Michigan,  were  appointed  to  do  the  work.  This  committee 
prepared  their  work  in  compliance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Supreme 
Council  and  presented  it  to  the  Supreme  Council  for  its  examination  and 
adoption  or  rejection,  at  the  special  assembly  held  in  the  city  of  Cleve¬ 
land  in  August,  1896,  during  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

The  Supreme  Assembly,  after  hearing  the  report,  and  after  a  careful 
examination  of  the  ritual,  as  then  prepared,  by  unanimous  vote  approved 
the  action  of  the  committee  and  presented  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  the 
following  report  as  their  action : 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias : 

We,  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Uniform 
Rank  Knights  of  Pythias,  on  the  subject  of  a  ritual  for  the  rank,  respect¬ 
fully  report  the  following : 

At  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  1894  (see  page  6856,  proceed¬ 
ings  Supreme  Lodge,  1894),  “the  further  consideration  of  the  proposed 
Uniform  Rank  ritual  was  referred  to  the  Supreme  Council,  that  body  to 
report  its  action  thereon  to  the  next  biennial  convention  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge.” 

The  Supreme  Council,  at  its  assembly  on  May  2,  1895,  appointed  a 
special  committee  of  three,  consisting  of  the  Major  General,  Brigadier 
Generals  Daniel  J.  Turner  of  Virginia  and  William  G.  Gage  of  Michigan, 
“  with  full  power  to  report  to  the  next  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  a 
new  ritual  for  the  Uniform  Rank”;  and  the- Supreme  Council  suggested 
that  the  committee  take  the  ritual  which  was  exemplified  before  that  body 
during  its  assembly,  it  being  the  same  ritual  that  was  exemplified  before 
the  Supreme  Lodge  in  1894,  as  a  basis  on  which  to  prepare  a  ritual  to  be 
presented  to  this  body.  The  committee  have  performed  the  duty  assigned 
to  them,  and  herewith  submit  a  ritual  for  consideration  by  this  Supreme 
Lodge,  and  ask  that  it  be  accepted,  approved  and  adopted  as  the  ritual  of 
the  military  branch  of  the  order. 

This  committee  further  report  that  we  reported  the  result  of  our  labors 
to  the  special  assembly  of  the  Supreme  Council,  held  August  24,  1896,  and 
that  said  ritual  has  been  approved  by  that  body.

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Upon  the  presentation  of  this  report  to  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  the 
votes  taken  upon  the  adoption  of  said  ritual,  it  was  found  that  one  hundred 
and  sixteen  votes  were  east  for  the  adoption  of  the  ritual,  and  eight  against 
the  adoption.  Thereupon  it  was  declared  that  the  proposed  ritual  was 
adopted,  and  it  was  believed  at  the  time  that  it  was  duly  and  legally 
adopted.  It  was  afterwards  found  that  under  the  present  constitution  a 
sufficient  number  of  votes  had  not  been  cast  to  make  the  declared  action  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  effective.  In  other  words,  that  there  was  not  the  con¬ 
stitutional  number  of  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  present  voting  in  its 
favor  to  give  the  required  maj ority.  The  matter  was  laid  before  the  Supreme 
Tribunal,  and  the  Supreme  Tribunal  held,  in  substance,  that  the  action 
taken  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  declaring  the  ritual  adopted  was  null  and 
void  for  lack  of  the  constitutional  number  voting.  The  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Assembly  settled  the  question,  so  far  as  the  immediate  publishing 
of  the  ritual  was  concerned. 

The  great  trouble  over  this  matter  came  from  the  fact  that,  when  the 
ritual  was  presented  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  its  action,  there  were  many 
absentees  from  the  convention,  and,  unfortunately  for  the  Uniform  Rank, 
the  absentees  were  men  who  had  expressed  themselves  in  favor  of  the  new 
ritual.  It  was  believed  that  all  who  were  opposed  to  the  adoption  of  the 
new  ritual  were  present;  and  if  that  supposition  be  true,  then  out  of  the 
whole  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  composed  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  men, 
there  were  but  eight  who  were  opposed  to  it,  those  eight  were  present  and 
voting,  while  all  of  the  remaining  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  then 
present  voted  in  the  affirmative,  or  for  the  adoption  of  the  ritual.  As  the 
question  now  stands,  from  the  best  legal  advice  we  have  been  able  to 
obtain,  this  ritual  can,  and  should,  be  brought  before  the  coming  conven¬ 
tion  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  That  a  new  ritual  is  desired  by  the  Uniform 
Rank,  no  one  of  the  members  of  that  body  seems  to  doubt.  In  conformity 
with  the  expressed  wishes  of  the  Supreme  Assembly  of  1897,  and  the  last 
one  held,  and  in  which  they  reiterated  their  approval  of  the  ritual  as  it 
stands,  and  asked  most  earnestly  that  it  should  be  adopted  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  the  ritual  will  be  again  presented  for  the  action  of  that  body.  It 
will  be  exemplified,  and  we  believe  that,  in  answer  to  the  earnest  wishes  of 
the  members  of  the  rank,  it  will  be  adopted. 

In  addition  to  the  ritual  proper  we  also  present  a  burial  service  and  a 
memorial  service  for  the  Uniform  Rank.  These  will  in  no  wise  conflict 
with  the  memorial  service  already  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  the 
membership  of  the  order.  It  is  intended  to  be  in  addition  thereto,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  the  membership  of  the  Uniform  Rank  only.  This  has  been 
prepared  in  conformity  with  the  express  action  of  the  Supreme  Assembly 
of  the  Uniform  Rank,  and  on  behalf  of  the  Supreme  Assembly  and  the 
Uniform  Rank  we  most  respectfully  ask  for  its  adoption. 

THE  WAR. 

For  more  than  two  years  last  past  there  has  been  much  talk  in  the 
United  States  in  regard  to  war  with  Spain  over  the  Cuban  question. 
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Senators  and  representatives  in  congress  talked  war;  politicians  on  the 
stump  talked  war.  Hundreds  and  thousands  of  men  who  have  never  seen 
and  did  not  expect  to  see  any  service  in  the  army,  talked  loud  and 
long  advocating  a  resort  to  arms  in  order  to  free  Cuba.  As  the  time  moved 
on  and  February  and  March,  1898,  came,  the  air  itself  was  full  of  rumors 
of  war  and  bloodshed.  Politicians  and  citizens,  outside  of  the  halls  of 
congress,  became  more  and  more  excited  and  stronger  and  stronger  in 
their  demands  that  war  should  be  declared  with  Spain.  Early  in  March 
of  the  present  year  it  became  manifest  that  war  must  come  in  the  very 
near  future.  President  McKinley  and  his  advisers,  knowing  full  well  the 
condition'of  this  country,  used  the  most  earnest  endeavors  to  postpone  a 
declaration  of  hostilities.  In  the  latter  part  of  February  and  early  in 
March,  I  received  numerous  letters  from  officers  of  the  Uniform  Rank  and 
from  members  of  the  Uniform  Rank  not  officers,  and  from  members  of  the 
Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  asking  what  stand  the  Uniform  Rank  would 
take  in  case  war  should  come.  All  through  the  history  of  the  Order  of 
Knights  of  Pythias  there  has  been  special  stress  laid  upon,  what  was  then 
asserted  as  a  fact,  that  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  more  especially 
the  Uniform  Rank,  would  be  loyal  to  the  government  under  any  and  all 
circumstances.  Not  only  this,  but  it  was  the  general  understanding  and 
belief  not  only  that  the  members  of  the  order  and  of  the  Uniform  Rank 
would  be  loyal  simply  in  word,  but  in  deed  and  in  fact,  and  that  the 
services  of  the  members  of  that  rank  could  be  relied  upon  to  enter  the 
field  in  behalf  of  their  country  in  case  of  war. 

Both  in  the  United  States  and  in  the  Queen’s  domain  every  Pythian 
speaker  preached  loyalty  to  his  flag  and  to  his  country.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that  there  is  no  other  fraternal  organization  in  the  United  States  that 
boasted  so  much  of  its  fealty  to  the  government  as  did  the  order  of 
Knights  of  Pythias;  It  was  not  surprising  then  at  that  time,  when  rumors 
of  war  were  rife,  that  I  should  receive  communications  urging  me  in  case 
of  war  to  tender  the  services  of  the  Uniform  Rank  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States.  In  the  middle  of  March,  after  having  received  so  many 
communications  on  this  subject,  I  decided  to  submit  the  matter  to  the 
brigade  commanders  of  the  various  brigades  composing  the  Uniform  Rank. 
To  that  end  I  prepared  and  forwarded  to  each  brigade  commander  the 
following  letter : 

LETTER  TO  BRIGADE  COMMANDERS. 

Dear  Sir — I  have  received  a  number  of  letters  from  the  brigade  and 
regimental  officers  and  men  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  suggesting  to  me  that  I 
should  tender  the  services  of  the  Uniform  Rank  to  the  President  in  case  of 
war  which  is  now  threatening. 

I  have  seen  much  of  army  life  and  know  what  the  horrors  of  war  are. 
I  most  earnestly  crave  that  war  be  averted  and  that  the  honor  and  good 
name  of  our  nation  may  be  maintained  without  war  or  bloodshed ;  but  if  it 
can  not  be  avoided  any  other  way  than  by  war,  then  I  believe  it  is  our 
duty  to  stand  by  the  government.  I  have  no  personal  ambition  to  serve 
in  the  matter.  The  Uniform  Rank  has  on  all  occasions  averred  its  loyalty 
to  the  government.  Shall  we,  in  this  emergency,  prove  our  integrity  by 
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our  actions  and  make  the  tender  to  the  president?  Will  you  stand  by  me 
as  a  brigadier  general  in  making  this  tender  ?  Let  me  hear  from  you  by 
return  mail.  Yours  fraternally, 

James  R.  Carnahan,

I  have  not  felt  like  assuming  the  responsibility  of  making  this  tender 
without  knowing  definitely  and  distinctly  the  feeling  of  each  individual 
brigade  commander  before  taking  any  steps  on  my  own  part. 

In  answer  to  this  communication  I  very  soon  got  responses,  and  I  give 
in  brief  the  substance  of  many  of  these  letters. 

In  response  to  the  inquiry,  General  Ross  writes 'as  follows: 

In  reply  to  your  inquiry  as  to  whether  you  should  tender  the  services 
of  the  Uniform  Rank  to  the  President  in  the  event  of  war  with  Spain,  I 
answer  yes,  and  feel  that  such  action  will  be  heartily  approved  by  every 
sir  knight  and  officer  in  the  Indiana  brigade,  and  that  if  the  call  should 
come  every  member  would  respond  were  it  possible  for  him  to  do  so.  We 
all  sincerely  hope  war  may  be  honorably  averted,  but  there  are  worse  con¬ 
ditions  than  that  of  war. 

General  Samuel  B.  Hopkins,  commanding  Texas  brigade,  writes : 

In  answer  to  your  inquiry,  as  to  whether  the  Texas  brigade,  would 
stand  by  you  if  you  should  offer  the  services  of  the  same  to  the  president, 
it  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  say  that  Texas  can  at  all  times  be  relied 
upon  to  obey  the  commands  of  you  and  her  country.  I  will  stand  by  you 
and  do  all  that  I  can  to  fulfill  any  offer  that  you  may  make ;  I  know  my 
Texas  Rangers  will  do.  the  same. 

General  C.  C.  Rand,  commanding  West  Virginia  brigade,  answers: 

In  answer  to  yours  asking  if  I  will  stand  by  you  in  case  you  tender  the 
services  of  the  Uniform  Rank  to  the  president  in  case  of  war.  My  answer 
is  yes.  I  believe  it  is  our  duty  to  show  our  loyalty  to  our  country. 

General  S.  B.  Prevost,  commanding  Missouri  brigade,  writes : 

«  In  reply  to  your  letter  asking  my  views  regarding  the  propriety  of  the 
Uniform  Rank,  through  you,  tendering  its  services  to  the  president  in  case 
of  war  with  Spain,  I  most  emphatically  say  yes.  As  an  ex-soldier  like 
yourself,  I  should  feel  that  we  were  unmindful  of  our  duties  should  we 
fail  in  time  of  need  to  lend  such  assistance  as  lies  in  our  power. 

Brigadier  Ceneral  F.  H.  DeCastro  of  Nebraska  writes : 

In  regard  to  the  matter  of  a  tender  of  the  services  of  the  Uniform 
Rank  to  the  president  of  the  United  States,  should  it  become  necessary  for 
our  government  to  need  its  sons  for  the  protection  of  our  nation’s  honor, 
I  answer  yes,  a  thousand  times  yes.  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  large  number  of 
letters  from  officers  and  men  of  my  command  urging  that  such  action  be 
taken.  I,  like  yourself,  have  seen  much  of  war.  I  saw  service  for  over 
fifteen  years.  I  hope  and  trust  that  there  may  be  no  war. 

General  Daniel  J.  Turner,  commanding  Virginia  brigade,  in  answer: 

Of  course  I  will  stand  by  you  in  making  the  tender  of  the  services  of 
the  Uniform  Rank  in  the  case  of  war.  Both  of  us  have  seen  enough  of 
war  not  to  desire  it,  but  our  first  duty  is  to  our  country,  and  the  loyalty  of 
the  Uniform  Rank  should  be  manifested  in  every  emergency  that  threat¬ 
ens  it. 
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Colonel  J.  B.  Metcalf,  commanding  Washington  brigade,  writes: 

I  have  talked  with  the  brigade  staff  and  with  the  men  and  companies, 
as  I  have  met  them,  and  I  have  the  honor  to  say  that  we  feel  a  genuine 
pride  in  tendering,  through  you,  the  services  of  the  Washington  brigade  to 
President  McKinley.  Please  let  him  know  that  the  brigade  will  follow 
wherever  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  of  the  United  States  may 
direct.  The  motto  of  the  brigade,  “  The  honor  of  the  flag  and  the  integ¬ 
rity  of  our  country  will  be  upheld.”  God  grant  that  we  may  not  have  war, 
but  if  we  must,  let  us  make  our  enemies  fear  us. 

General  W.  H.  Starbird,  commanding  Pennsylvania  brigade,  answers : 

You  may  depend  upon  the  Pennsylvania  brigade  sustaining  such  action 
with  the  same  loyalty  of  spirit  and  love  of  country  that  has  always  char¬ 
acterized  the  action  of  the  soldier-citizen  in  the  “  Keystone  State  ”  in  the 
past. 

General  R.  F.  Harmon,  commanding  Georgia  brigade,  in  answer  to  my 
letter,  says: 

I  beg  to  say  that  I  have  seen  something  of  the  horrors  of  war  myself, 
but  were  the  honor  and  good  name  of  our  nation  assailed,  I  would  not  want 
to  be  found  in  the  background,  and  beg  to  assure  you  that  you  can  depend 
upon  me  and  my  brigade  in  case  of  need,  and  I  think  the  Uniform  Rank 
should  take  this  occasion  to  avow  its  loyalty  to  the  government.  I  hope 
and  trust  there  will  be  no  occasion  for  our  assistance,  but  if  there  is,  I 
think  some  good  fighting  material  will  be  found  in  the  Georgia  brigade. 

General  Wesley  G.  Smith,  commanding  the  Maine  brigade,  writes: 

I  am  glad  to  answer  in  the  affirmative  and  say  that  you  can  always  rely 
on  the  support  of  the  Maine  brigade,  and  especially  in  the  present  crisis. 
The  sir  knights  of  Maine  are  loyal  to  their  organization,  loyal  to  their 
officers  and  loyal  to  their  country.  Put  the  Maine  brigade  at  the  head  of 
the  list.  As  citizens  of  Maine  we  have  a  right  to  take  the  lead.  Of  all 
civic  organizations  in  this  country,  I  believe  the  Uniform  Rank  Knights 
of  Pythias  should  stand  at  the  front  in  the  tender  of  their  services  in  sup¬ 
port  of  the  flag  of  our  nation. 

General  John  C.  Loper,  commanding  the  Iowa  brigade,  and  now  in  the 
field,  wrote  approving  the  matter  of  tendering  the  services  of  the  Uniform 
Rank. 

General  Alex.  Allison,  commanding  the  Tennessee  brigade,  indorsed  his 
approval  of  the  proposition. 

General  James  H.  Barkley,  commanding  Illinois  brigade,  now  in  the 
field,  writes : 

There  can  be  no  doubt  in  regard  to  the  position  of  the  Illinois  brigade 
upon  that  point.  It  will  always  be  found  loyal  to  its  country  and  the 
principles  of  the  rank.  As  commanding  officer  of  that  brigade,  I  will 
cheerfully  sustain  any  action  you  may  think  proper  and  advisable  in  the 
premises.  I  have  no  doubt  of  the  loyalty  of  a  single  knight  of  my  com¬ 
mand. 

General  W.  H.  Loomis,  commanding  the  Michigan  brigade,  writes: 

Of  course  you  can  depend  upon  Michigan  every  time.  I  am  heartily 
in  favor  of  tendering  the  services  of  the  rank  to  the  president.  I  feel  fully 
justified  in  saying  that  our  brigade  is  with  you  heart  and  soul  in  the  prem¬ 
ises,  and  that,  in  case  Uncle  Sam  calls  for  us,  our  membership  will  respond. 
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May  God  grant  that  these  services  may  never  be  required,  and  that  the 
horrors  of  war  may  be  spared  this  land ;  but  if  the  necessity  does  come,  let 
us  not  hesitate  to  stand  for  our  civilization  against  that  of  the  middle 
ages.  If  Pythian  knighthood  does  not  teach  the  principles  of  sterling 
loyalty,  its  mission  is  mistaken  and  our  labors  in  vain. 

General  Russell  O.  Philpot,  commanding  the  Minnesota  brigade,  writes : 

There  is  only  one  answer  that  can  be  made :  The  military  branch  of 
this  great  patriotic  American  order  holds  nothing  more  sacred  than  its  loy¬ 
alty  to  this  government,  the  constituted  authority  of  the  United  States, 
and  that  emblem  of  liberty  and  independence  for  the  oppressed,  the  stars 
and  stripe^.  I  pledge  my  earnest  support  in  the  event  that  you  shall  offer 
our  services  to  that  gallant  soldier  and  statesman,  the  president  of  the 
United  States. 

General  Foss,  commanding  the  Massachusetts  brigade,  most  earnestly 
indorsed  the  proposition  for  tendering  the  services  of  the  Uniform  Rank 
to  the  president  in  case  of  war. 

General  John  G.  Keller,  commanding  the  Colorado  brigade,  and  the 
several  colonels  of  Colorado,  urged  that  the  tender  be  made. 

General  Thomas  W.  Minshull,  commanding  the  Ohio  brigade,  writes: 

I  fully  believe  that  it  is  your  duty  to  tender  the  services  of  the  Uniform 
Rank,  and,  on  behalf  the  Ohio  brigade,  pledge  myself  to  do  all  in  my 
power  to  aid  and  support  our  country  in  case  of  war.  I  have  already 
received  promises  and  pledges,  although  unsolicited,  from  regimental  com¬ 
manders,  and  feel  satisfied  that  honor  and  loyalty  will  permeate  every 
company  should  the  occasion  arise  whereby  our  services  may  be  required. 

General  C.  B.  Hoyt,  commanding  the  New  Hampshire  brigade,  writes: 

You  can  depend  upon  New  Hampshire  as  being  ready  to  back  you  up 
in  the  proposition  of  tendering  the  services  of  the  Uniform  Rank  to  the 
president,  and  you  will  find  us  ready  at  all  times  to  stand  by  the  old  flag. 
I  realize  the  horrors  of  war,  and  sincerely  trust  that  the  nation’s  honor 
may  be  maintained  without  bloodshed;  but  if  it  should  come,  we  should 
be  ready  and  willing  to  give  our  services  to  the  country. 

Gen.  C.  F.  McGlashan,  commanding  California  brigade,  prior  to  my 
sending  out  the  communication,  wrote  me  under  date  of  February  21st  as 
follows : 

In  the  event  that  war  is  declared  with  Spain,  I  desire  to  tender  to  the 
governor  of  California,  and  through  him  to  the  president  of  the  United 
States,  the  California  brigade,  Uniform  Rank  Knights  of  Pythias.  I  desire 
to  obtain  permission  to  recruit  from  lodges  of  Knights  of  Pythias  at  any 
place  in  the  state  a  sufficient  number  of  men  to  make  up  the  full  quota 
of  one  hundred  men  for  each  of  the  thirty  companies  in  the  state.  I  would 
thus  be  able  within  thirty  days  to  offer  a  Pythian  Brigade  of  three  thousand 
sir  knights.  Have  I  your  permission  ? 

This  permission  was  most  cordially  granted,  and  General  McGlashan 
has  taken  a  very  active  part  in  the  matter  of  recruiting  in  that  state.  Not 
only  this,  but  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  indorsed  the  movement. 

Colonel  James  Quane,  commanding  the  First  Regiment  of  Montana, 
writes : 

I  have  received  resolutions  from  the  officers  and  members  of  every 
company  in  this  grand  domain  averring  their  readiness  in  case  of  W’ar  to 
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respond  to  the  call  for  duty,  and  urging  me  to  make  the  offer  for  the  Uni¬ 
form  Rank  of  the  state  of  Montana.  We  could  soon  have  the  required 
number  to  form  a  full  regiment. 

Colonel  Ed.  McConville,  commanding  the  First  Regiment  of  Idaho 
writes : 

I  am  in  receipt  of  many  letters  from  members  of  the  First  Regiment 
Idaho,  Uniform  Rank  Knights  of  Pythias,  offering  their  services  in  case  of 
war  with  Spain. 

Colonel  McConville  has  entered  the  service  with  a  large  number  of  his 
men  since  this  letter  was  written,  and  is  now  in  the  Philippines  with  Dewey 
and  Merritt. 

After  having  received  so  large  a  number  of  letters  from  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  I  decided  to  make  the  tender  to  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  services  of  the  Uniform  Rank  in  case  of  war,  and  to  that  end  I 
wrote  and  forwarded  to  him,  through  Senator  Fairbanks  of  Indiana,  the 
following  letter,  requesting  Senator  Fairbanks  to  present  the  same  to  the 
president : 

William  McKinley,  President  of  the  United  States. 

Sir — The  fact  is  well  known  to  you  that  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias, 
of  which  we  are  proud  to  claim  you  as  a  member,  has  in  connection  there¬ 
with  a  military  branch.  This  branch  of  the  order,  which  I  have  had  the 
honor  to  command  for  fourteen  years,  now  numbers  over  50,000  drilled 
and  disciplined  men.  The  obligation  taken  by  the  members  of  the  mili¬ 
tary  branch  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  binds  them  to  loyalty  to  the  govern¬ 
ment  under  which  they  live.  It  has  been  the  boast  of  this  body  of  men 
that  they  would  be  ready  to  defend  the  government  of  the  United  States 
in  her  hour  of  need.  Under  the  present  crisis  through  which  our  nation 
is  now  passing,  I  have  not  been  in  haste  to  write  you  on  this  subject,  until 
I  should  have  had  full  information  from  the  men  under  my  command  as 
to  their  wishes  on  the  subject.  I  now  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that 
it  is  the  general  wish  of  the  military  branch  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  that 
I  should  tender  to  you  the  services  of  this  magnificent  body  should  war 
be  declared  with  Spain.  Our  officers  have  been  drilled  and  disciplined  in 
conformity  with  the  United  States  drill  regulations  of  the  regular  army  of 
the  United  States,  and  have  had  the  same  for  their  guidance  in  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  discipline  of  the  rank.  We  are  organized  and  officered 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  army  of  the  United  States,  and  are  formed  for 
service  into  companies,  battalions,  regiments  and  brigades.  All  of  these 
matters,  however,  are  doubtless  well  known  to  you.  It  is  the  desire  of  the 
members  of  this  organization,  if  possible  and  consistent  with  your  ideas, 
to  have,  in  case  of  war,  a  distinct  organization  as  a  part  of  the  volunteer 
army  of  the  United  States.  On  behalf,  therefore,  of  the  military  branch 
of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  as  the  commander  of  that  body 
of  men,  I  hereby  tender  to  you  our  services  in  case  they  should  be  needed. 
I  saw  active  service  during  the  entire  war  from  1861  to  1865,  and  know  full 
well  what  war  means.  The  great  majority  of  the  officers  in  command  of 
my  brigades  understand  and  realize  just  what  active  campaign  life  is, 
because  they  have  passed  through  it.  The  greater  number  of  these  men 
were  with  the  Union  army  during  the  war,  and  some  of  my  brigade  com¬ 
manders  were  with  the  Confederate  army,  but  all  to-day  stand  under  one 
flag — the  flag  of  our  union.  I  am,  sir,  with  very  great  respect,

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In  response  thereto  I  received  the  following  letter  from  Senator  Fair¬ 
banks  : 

General  Jaimes  R.  Carnahan,  Indianapolis,  Ind. 

Dear  General — Your  favor  of  the  15th  inst.,  covering  letter  to  the 
president,  is  received.  I  have  presented  your  communication  to  the  presi¬ 
dent  in  accordance  with  your  desire.  It  is  quite  unnecessary  to  say  that 
he  appreciates  very  fully  the  spirit  which  prompts  the  generous  tender. 
There  is  certainly  no  discount  upon  the  loyalty  and  patriotism  of  yourself 
and  your  organization.  Very  respectfully,

I  also  received  from  the  president  the  following  letter: 

My  Dear  Sir — The  president  has  received,  through  the  courtesy  of 
Senator  Fairbanks,  your  letter  of  the  15th  inst.,  the  contents  of  which  he 
has  carefully  noted.  At  the  request  of  the  president,  I  beg  leave  to  assure 
you  of  his  deep  gratification  at  the  splendid  and  patriotic  tender  of  the 
services  of  your  order,  which  offer  has  been  brought  to  the  personal  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  secretary  of  war.

I  received  from  the  secretary  of  war  the  following  letter : 

General  James  R.  Carnahan,  Uniform  Rank  K.  P.,  Indianapolis,  Ind. 

My  Dear  Sir  —  By  reference  from  the  president,  I  have  received  your 
very  patriotic  letter  of  March  15th,  which  has  been  placed  on  my  personal 
files  for  consideration  should  the  future  turn  of  events  make  this  necessary. 
It  is  a  source  of  no  little  satisfaction  to  know  that  a  body  so  strong  and  so 
well  organized  as  yours  should  be  so  thoroughly  loyal,  but  I  trust  that  no 
occasion  will  arise  which  will  make  it  necessary  to  put  their  loyalty  to  the 
test.  Very  truly  yours,

After  the  foregoing  correspondence,  the  facts  in  connection  with  the 
declaration  of  war  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  government  against 
Spain  and  the  call  of  the  president  for  troops  are  well  known  to  all.  The 
first  call  of  the  president  for  troops  was  intended  to  reach  only  the  organ¬ 
ized  national  guard  of  the  different  states  and  such  additional  recruits  as 
were  necessary  to  fill  the  quota  of  the  states  in  those  organizations.  The 
second  and  last  call  made  thus  far  by  the  president  was  intended  for  the 
recruiting  of  the  regimental  organizations  under  the  first  call  to  the  maxi¬ 
mum  number,  and  in  but  very  few  states  were  there  any  subsequent  regi¬ 
ments  organized  after  the  first  call  was  made.  In  both  of  these  calls  it  was 
impossible,  as  I  learned  by  correspondence  with  the  War  Department,  to 
organize  separate  and  distinct  regiments. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Uniform  Rank  had  no  opportunity 
to  organize  or  be  mustered  in,  retaining  its  identity,  yet  a  very  large  num¬ 
ber  of  the  membership  of  the  Uniform  Rank  went  into  the  service  under 
the  first  call  and  under  the  second  call  of  the  president.  In  the  first  call, 
which  included  or  took  in  the  national  guard  only,  very  many  of  the  officers 
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and  a  very  large  number  of  the  national  guard  were  composed  of  members 
of  the  Uniform  Rank  and  went  into  the  service  in  that  way.  So  that 
to-day  the  Uniform  Rank  is  represented  in  the  United  States  volunteer 
army  in  larger  numbers  than  any  other  similar  body. 

There  have  been  commissioned  by  the  president  as  brigadier  generals, 
from  the  Uniform  Rank,  Brigadier  General  Will  J.  McKee,  who  was  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  Uniform  Rank;  Brigadier  General  James  H. 
Barkley,  who  was  the  senior  brigade  commander  of  the  National  Guard  of 
Illinois,  and  also  the  brigade  commander  of  the  Uniform  Rank  in  that 
domain;  and  Assistant  Adjutant  General  James  Rush  Lincoln  of  Iowa 
Uniform  Rank  Knights  of  Pythias.  All  three  of  these  officers  are  now  in 
the  field  in  active  command  of  brigades  of  the  United  States  volunteers. 
Brigadier  General  John  C.  Loper  of  the  Iowa  brigade,  Uniform  Rank,  is  the 
colonel  of  the  Fifty-first  Iowa,  now  in  the  Philippines.  Brigadier  General 
Charles  B.  Nichols,  surgeon  general  Uniform  Rank  Knights  of  Pythias,  has 
been  appointed  surgeon  in  the  United  States  army,  and  is  now  on  duty 
with  the  army. 

As  before  stated,  I  have  not  as  yet  been  able  to  get  a  complete  roster  of 
all  of  the  men  who  have  gone  into  the  service,  although  I  have  tried  to 
secure  such  reports  as  would  enable  me  to  give  a  complete  roster  of  all. 
As  it  now  stands,  the  roster  is  too  large  to  publish  with  this  report,  but  as 
soon  as  I  can  get  a  full  list  I  shall,  if  it  is  deemed  best,  publish  a  complete 
roster.  I  do  not  feel,  however,  that  I  should  omit  to  publish  the  fact  in 
this  report  of  the  heroic  death  of  two  members  of  the  rank.  The  story  of 
the  daring  of  the  First  United  States  Volunteer  Cavalry — Roosevelt’s 
Rough  Riders — at  the  battle  of  Santiago  is  known  to-day  throughout  the 
world,  and  their  charge  on  the  enemy’s  works  and  their  victory  on  that 
day  has  added  imperishable  renown  to  the  American  soldiery.  Capt. 
William  M.  O’Neill  of  Prescott,  Arizona,  and  Corporal  George  Dougherty 
were  killed  on  July  1st  in  battle  about  Santiago.  Sergt.  Harry  W.  Nash  of 
the  same  company  writes  that  Captain  O’Neill  was  in  command  of  his  com¬ 
pany  at  the  time  he  was  killed,  and  was  in  the  thickest  of  the  fight.  Ser¬ 
geant  Nash  says  that  none  was  braver  or  showed  more  courageous  spirit 
than  did  both  Captain  O’Neill  and  Corporal  Dougherty. 

That  there  were  thousands  of  others  of  the  Uniform  Rank  who  were 
ready,  and  are  yet  ready,  to  go  if  their  country  should  need  them,  there  is 
no  question.  Many  of  the  regiments  of  the  Uniform  Rank  tendered  their 
services  to  the  government  for  the  war.  If  I  were  to  publish  all  of  the 
separate  tenders  that  were  made  and  that  were  reported  to  these  head¬ 
quarters,  it  would  occupy  too  much  space  for  this  report.  Probably  the 
first  one  of  the  regiments  to  make  a  tender  of  services  to  the  governor  of 
his  state  was  Col.  Ernst  Von  Dandon,  Seventh  Illinois  regiment,  followed 
in  quick  succession  by  Col.  James  Quane  of  Montana,  who  wrote  me  that 
he  had  seven  hundred  men  ready  to  go  in  a  body,  all  of  this  seven  hundred 
being  members  of  the  Uniform  Rank  and  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of 
Pythias.  Col.  Ed.  McConville  of  Idaho  tendered  his  regiment  of  the 
Uniform  Rank,  and  when  the  governor  of  Idaho  found  that  he  could  not 
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accept  any  other  than  the  regiments  of  the  national  guard  of  that  state, 
tendered  to  Colonel  McConville  a  position  of  major  of  the  First  Idaho  regi¬ 
ment,  and  Colonel  McConville  is  to-day  in  the  Philippines  with  his  com¬ 
mand. 

One  of  the  most  earnest  and  active  officers  of  the  Uniform  Rank  in  his 
efforts  to  have  his  brigade  accepted  as  a  body  was  Brigadier  General 
McGlashan,  commanding  the  California  brigade.  Through  the  efforts  of 
General  McGlashan  the  promise  was  received  from  the  governor  of  Cali¬ 
fornia,  that  in  the  event  of  another  call  being  issued  his  brigade  should  be 
recognized.  General  McGlashan  also  secured  the  active  cooperation  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  California  in  the  matter  of  preparation  and  recruiting  the 
Uniform  Rank  from  the  membership  of  the  order  in  case  their  services 
should  be  accepted.  In  fact,  I  know  of  no  brigade  commander  of  the 
Uniform  Rank  who  was  in  favor  of  the  Uniform  Rank  tendering  its 
services  to  the  government  that  did  not  go  to  work  in  earnest  to  put  his 
command  in  such  shape  so  that  it  could  respond  to  the  call  of  the  president 
if  such  call  should  be  made.  I  have  been  the  recipient  of  more  letters 
from  members  of  the  rank  on  the  subject  of  the  war  than  on  any  other  sub¬ 
ject,  or  perhaps  all  subjects  combined,  since  war  was  declared.  Our  men 
have  been  earnest,  they  have  been  patriotic,  they  have  been  desirous  to  let 
it  be  known  that  the  Uniform  Rank  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  would  prove 
its  professed  loyalty  to  the  government  in  the  years  that  have  passed  by 
entering  the  United  States  service  as  the  soldiers  of  the  American  republic. 
It  is  a  fact  that  we  have  had  many  companies  ready  and  waiting  for  the 
opportunity  to  be  mustered  into  the  United  States  service.  In  this  con¬ 
nection  it  seems  to  me  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  should,  at  its  coming  con¬ 
vention,  make  some  provision  whereby  those  of  our  brethren  that  have 
been  carrying  policies  in  the  Endowment  Rank  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias 
should  have  their  policies  protected  in  case  of  their  death  while  in  the 
service  of  their  country.  If  there  is  no  provision  under  the  law  as  it 
stands  at  present  whereby  this  can  be  done  by  the  Endowment  Rank, 
then  it  does  seem  to  me  that  a  way  should  be  provided  so  as  to  protect 
and  keep  in  force  whatever  insurance  our  members  may  have  when  they 
enter  the  service  of  their  country  in  its  hour  of  peril.  The  order  of 
Knights  of  Pythias  in  the  past  has  proclaimed  itself  a  loyal  and  patriotic 
organization.  I  believe  that  the  men  who  made  this  profession  of  loyalty 
and  patriotism  were  earnest  and  sincere — many  of  them  have  proved  their 
sincerity.  No  one  will  call  in  question  the  loyalty  or  patriotism  of  the 
men  who  have  been  working  so  earnestly  and  faithfully  to  build  up  the 
Endowment  Rank  of  this  order.  No  one,  for  one  instant,  will  charge  that 
they  are  lacking  either  in  loyalty  to  their  country  or  to  our  brethren  who 
are  in  the  service  of  the  United  States.  For  one,  I  believe  they  have  acted 
honestly  and  conscientiously  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  it  is  not 
proposed  by  what  is  here  said  to  cast  any  reflection  whatever  upon  any 
one  connected  with  the  management  of  the  Endowment  Rank.  I  believe 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  in  convention  assembled,  on  the  date  that 
the  president  issued  his  proclamation  declaring  war,  voiced  the  sentiment 
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of  almost  the  entire  membership  of  the  rank  when  it  adopted  a  resolution 
instructing  the  representatives  of  that  grand  domain  to  use  their  influence 
in  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  have  the  law  so  amended  that  all  who  entered 
the  army  holding  Endowment  Rank  certificates  should  be  protected.  I 
am  informed  that  many  of  the  old  line  insurance  companies  and  many 
of  the  fraternal  insurance  organizations  have  made  provisions  for  their 
membership  who  are  in  the  army.  On  a  recent  visit  to  Chickamauga 
National  Park,  where  the  United  States  has  had  over  50,000  of  her  volunteers 
in  camp,  in  the  very  midst  of  that  vast  camp  of  armed  troops,  ready  and 
anxious  to  go  to  the  front,  I  saw,  conspicuously  posted  in  large  letters,  the 
sign  of  the  New  York  Life  Insurance  company.  This  company  had  gone 
on  to  the  field,  which,  more  than  a  third  of  a  century  ago,  rang  with  the 
clash  of  arms,  and  the  survivors  of  that  field,  then  opposed  to  one  and 
another,  now  stand  side  by  side  under  the  stars  and  stripes.  It  sends  a 
thrill  of  joy  through  every  American  heart  to  see  our  armies,  com¬ 
manded  by  Miles  and  Lee,  by  Shafter  and  Wheeler  and  others,  who  once 
were  opposed  to  each  other,  now  all  battling  for  the  same  cause.  If  the 
old  line  insurance  companies  can  provide  for  their  insured  where  it  is 
purely  and  solely  a  question  of  business  without  the  warmth  and  without 
the  friendship  or  brotherly  feeling  that  should  characterize  a  great  fraternal 
organization,  why  should  not  our  organization  provide  for  our  men  when 
we  see  that  though  we  conduct  our  business  on  business  principles,  there  is 
back  of  it  all  the  brotherly  love  and  friendship  that  should  characterize 
members  of  this  great  order?  I  do  not  pretend  to  say  in  what  manner 
these  policies  should  be  cared  for,  but  I  believe  there  is  wisdom  sufficient 
in  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  to  provide  for  the 
safety  of  our  Endowment  Rank  and  at  the  same  time  provide  for  the  safety 
of  the  policies  and  the  safety  of  the  insured  who  carry  certificates  in  the 
Endowment  Rank. 

RATHBONE  MONUMENT. 

In  January,  1898,  I  received  a  communication  from  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  stating  that  the  committee  on  the  monument  of  the  founder  of  the 
order  had  not  received  a  sufficient  amount  of  donations  to  absolutely 
insure  the  erection  and  completion  of  this  monument.  He  requested  that 
I  should  solicit  subscriptions  from  the  membership  of  the  Uniform  Rank. 
This  I  was  very  glad  to  do.  I  therefore  issued  the  following  circular  to  the 
membership  of  the  rank : 

[official  circular.] 

Headquarters  Uniform  Rank  Knights  of  Pythias, 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  January  20,  1898. 
To  the  Officers  and  Sir  Knights  of  the  Uniform  Rank  Knights  of  Pythias  : 

It  is  well  known  to  the  members  of  the  Uniform  Rank  that  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  at  the  convention  of  1894,  appointed  a  committee  of  five  to  solicit 
subscriptions  to  erect  a  suitable  monument  at  the  grave  of  the  “founder,” 
Justus  H.  Rathbone.  At  the  convention  of  1896  the  present  Supreme 
Vice  Chancellor,  Thomas  G.  Sample,  was  made  custodian  of  the  “  Rath¬ 
bone  monument  fund,”  and  was  required  to  give  a  guaranty  indemnity 
bond  in  the  sum  of  $10,000  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty  as  such 
custodian. 
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The  committee  has  now  for  almost  four  years  worked  faithfully  to 
secure  the  requisite  amount,  but  the  monument  has  not  yet  been  erected 
because  a  sufficient  sum  has  not  yet  been  raised. 

A  tract  of  ground  in  the  cemetery  at  Utica,  N.  Y.,  100  feet  square  has 
been  donated  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  the  monument.  This  tract  of 
ground  is  most  beautifully  located  on  the  hill  overlooking  the  city,  and 
when  the  monument  shall  be  erected  it  will  be  in  plain  view  of  every 
train  entering  Utica. 

In  August  last,  in  company  with  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  the  erection  of  the  Rathbone  monument,  the  Major  General 
stood  at  the  grave  of  “Founder”  Rathbone  and  saw  his  last  resting  place 
unmarked  save  by  a  national  flag,  placed  there  by  his  comrades  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  a  small  Pythian  flag  by  the  members  of 
the  order  in  Utica.  The  great  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  can  not  longer 
permit  itself  to  stand  before  the  world  as  unmindful  of  the  man  who 
brought  it  into  existence. 

The  design  for  the  monument  has  already  been  adopted ;  that  design 
provides  for  a  recognition  of  each  branch  of  the  order.  The  Uniform  Rank 
will  be  recognized  on  that  monument  by  a  figure  in  bronze  of  a  sir  knight 
in  full  uniform.  The  Uniform  Rank  is  represented  on  the  committee  not 
only  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  who  is  an  active  member  in  the  ranks, 
but  also  by  Supreme  Representative  H.  W.  Harmon  of  New  Hampshire, and 
a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Major  General,  who  is  a  member  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  design.  Brother  Harmon  has  taken  a  very  active  interest  in 
having  the  Uniform  Rank  properly  recognized. 

Founder  Rathbone  took  an  active  interest  in  the  establishing  of  the 
Uniform  Rank,  wrote  the  first  ritual  of  the  rank,  and  to  the  day  of  his 
death  was  the  staunch  supporter  of  the  military  branch  of  the  order.  The 
Uniform  Rank  came  to  the  support  of  the  order  in  1878,  has  been  loyal  to 
every  precept  of  the  order,  and  will  continue  to  be.  As  the  order  appealed 
to  you  in  1878,  so  now  it  appeals  to  you  again  to  come  to  the  aid  of  the 
Rathbone  monument  committee,  and  help  them  financially  in  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  this  great  work,  and  thus  aid  in  discharging  the  duty  every  Pythian, 
and  especially  every  sir  knight,  owes  to  the  memory  of  Justus  H.  Rath¬ 
bone. 

I  appeal  to  each  and  every  company  of  the  Uniform  Rank  to  show  their 
loyalty  to  the  honor  of  the  rank  and  to  the  memory  of  our  founder,  by 
forwarding  at  once  to  the  Major  General  two  dollars  as  the  voluntary  con¬ 
tribution  of  each  company  to  this  fund.  Each  company,  as  a  company, 
can  do  this  much. 

I  appeal  to  each  brigade  and  regimental  commander,  and  to  each  staff 
officer,  to  forward  at  least  one  dollar  as  their  individual  contribution.  All 
funds  thus  contributed  will  be  set  aside  and  known  as  the  Uniform  Rank 
fund  for  the  Rathbone  monument,  and  will  be  religiously  devoted  to  that 
purpose.  A  list  of  all  the  contributions  by  the  Uniform  Rank  will  be 
published. 

This  appeal  is  made  to  the  Uniform  Rank  with  the  full  knowledge  and 
approval  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor.

Send  all  donations  promptly  to  the  Major  General,  to  the  end  that  the 
monument  shall  be  speedily  assured.

All  of  the  money  received  by  me  for  the  Rathbone  monument  fund  has 
been  turned  over  to  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  Thomas  G.  Sample,  treasurer 
of  the  fund,  and  I  hold  his  receipt  therefor. 

IN  MEMORIAM. 

Since  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  of  1896,  death  has  visited 
some  of  the  members  of  my  staff. 

Cornelius  Van  Nuys  Wilson,  colonel  and  aide  de  camp,  a  resident  of 
Long  Branch  City,  N.  J.,  died  November  10,  1896.  Colonel  Wilson  was  an 
earnest  and  enthusiastic  knight.  Not  content  simply  to  be  a  member  of 
the  order  or  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  he  gave  his  most  earnest  efforts  to  the 
building  up  of  the  order  in  general,  and  was  a  steadfast,  earnest  worker  for 
the  advancement  of  the  Uniform  Rank.  From  the  time  he  became  a 
member  of  the  Uniform  Rank  until  his  death,  he  never  failed  to  attend  the 
encampments  of  the  Uniform  Rank  held  during  the  conventions  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge.  In  his  daily  life  he  exemplified  the  truest  traits  of  man¬ 
hood.  Kind  in  his  disposition,  generous  to  a  fault,  faithful  and  loyal  to 
his  friends,  his  daily  life  was  an  actual  exemplification  of  the  tenets  of  the 
order. 

Charles  Fulkerson,  colonel  and  aide  de  camp  on  the  staff  of  the  Major 
General,  residing  at  Zanesville,  Ohio,  died  April  14, 1898.  Colonel  Fulkerson 
was  one  of  the  early  members  of  the  rank  in  the  Grand  Domain  of  Ohio. 
For  several  years  he  was  the  captain  of  a  company  at  Zanesville,  and  did 
earnest,  active  and  efficient  work  for  the  Uniform  Rank  and  for  the  order. 
As  a  Pythian  knight,  he  never  lost  sight  of  the  great  principles  of  Friend¬ 
ship,  Charity  and  Benevolence. 

Gabriel  James  Langdon  Foxwell,  colonel  and  aide  de  camp,  resident  of 
Washington,  D.  C.,  died  in  the  city  of  Washington,  April  20, 1898.  Colonel 
Foxwell  was  born  and  reared  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  Prior  to  the 
civil  war  he  was  appointed  to  a  clerkship  in  the  War  Department  at 
Washington,  and  held  that  position  at  the  time  of  the  breaking  out  of  the 
civil  war.  He  then  entered  the  service  of  the  United  States  with  the 
troops  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  performed  his  duties  as  an  American 
soldier.  He  joined  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  shortly  after  the 
founding  of  the  order,  and  remained  an  active  member  of  the  order  up  to 
the  time  of  his  death.  He  passed  through  the  chairs  of  his  subordinate 
lodge  and  through  the  chairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Colum¬ 
bia.  He  was  elected  Supreme  Representative  and  received  the  Supreme 
Lodge  rank  in  1875,  at  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  held  in  the 
city  of  Washington,  and  remained  a  continuous  representative  from  1875 
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to  1890  inclusive.  At  the  time  he  retired  from  the  Supreme  Lodge  he  was 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  law  for  the  Endowment  Rank.  While  a 
representative  in  the  Supreme  Lodge,  he  served  almost  all  of  the  time  on  im¬ 
portant  committees  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  He  was  a  man  to  be  trusted  with 
the  faithful  and  conscientious  discharge  of  every  duty  imposed  upon  him. 
During  all  of  his  life,  after  the  close  of  the  civil  war,  he  was  in  the  employ 
of  the  United  States  Government  in  the  War  Department,  and  was  at  the 
time  of  his  death  one  of  the  oldest  men,  by  service,  in  the  War  Depart¬ 
ment.  It  is  not  saying  too  much,  when  we  say  that  the  District  of  Colum¬ 
bia  never  had  a  more  faithful  representative  in  the  Supreme  Lodge  than 
was  Colonel  Gabriel  James  Langdon  Foxwell  during  the  time  that  he 
represented  that  domain. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

While  under  the  present  statutes  defining  the  duties  of  the  Major 
General  it  is  not  prescribed  that  he  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge  as  under  former  laws,  yet  I  believe  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  Major  General  to  suggest  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  such  changes  in  the 
law,  or  additions  thereto,  as  may  in  any  way  be  of  benefit  to  the  military 
branch  of  the  order.  There  is  no  desire  to  dictate  as  to  what  shall  be 
done,  simply  to  suggest  matters  that  might  be  of  benefit  to  the  order. 

Section  363  of  the  Supreme  Statutes  provides  for  a  Supreme  Assembly 
of  the  Uniform  Rank,  and  provides  that  it  “shall  meet  in  each  intervening 
year,  between  the  conventions  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  Supreme  Assembly  may  designate  at  each  meeting/’  Under 
the  present  statutes,  therefore,  the  Supreme  Assembly  should  hold  its  con¬ 
ventions  between  the  conventions  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  I  believe  that  it 
would  save  expense  to  the  Uniform  Rank,  and  would,  at  the  same  time, 
insure  the  full  attendance  of  every  one  entitled  to  sit  as  a  member  of  the 
Supreme  Assembly,  if  the  Supreme  Assembly  should  hold  its  regular 
conventions  at  the  same  time  and  place  with  the  Supreme  Lodge. 
Such  a  change  would  aid  in  bringing  together  the  rank  and  file  of  the 
the  rank  and  the  membership  of  the  order  into  closer  relation,  and  thus 
strengthen  the  parent  body,  if  the  Supreme  Assembly  should  be  held  at 
the  same  time  and  place  with  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  It  is 
believed  by  many  that  the  gatherings  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  during  the 
conventions  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  the  past,  have  aided  very  materially 
in  the  building  up,  and  in  the  prosperity  of  the  order  generally.  The 
membership  of  the  order  feel  that  they  have  an  interest  in  the  great  affairs 
that  concern  the  entire  order.  They  feel  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  itself  is 
the  creature  of  the  subordinate  lodge,  and  of  the  private  membership  of 
the  order.  They  take  an  interest  in  everything  that  pertains  to  the 
spreading  of  Pythianism.  By  reason  of  the  acquaintances  that  have  been 
formed  by  the  lay  members  of  the  order  who  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  they  have  returned  to  their  homes  with  a  broader  and 
more  comprehensive  view  of  the  objects,  aims  and  purposes  of  the  order 
than  they  had  before  attending.  The  acquaintances  that  are  formed, 
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coming  together  as  knights  have  been  doing  from  all  parts  of  the  Supreme 
Domain  every  two  years,  have  given  them  a  more  comprehensive  idea  of 
the  moral  power  and  numerical  strength  of  the  order  than  they  could 
possibly  get  from  the  reading  of  any  document  on  the  subject.  New 
Pythian  acquaintances  are  formed  at  these,  and  each  feels  that  he  can  be 
of  strength  and  receive  strength  from  all  with  whom  he  is  brought  in 
contact. 

Members  of  the  order  generally  feel  a  greater  attachment  for  and  interest 
in  the  order  if  they  can  be  present,  if  only  to  see  the  men  who  make  the 
Pythian  laws  and  map  out,  by  legislation,  the  course  to  be  pursued  by  the 
order  generally.  Another  reason,  and  the  chiefest  reason,  for  having  this 
Supreme  Assembly  meet  at  the  same  time  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  is  this : 
it  has  been  conceded  since  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  of  1896 
that  the  Supreme  Lodge  can  not  delegate  its  legislative  powers  to  any 
branch  of  the  order;  that  all  laws  that  do  now  govern,  or  shall  govern,  the 
Uniform  Bank,  must  emanate  from  the  Supreme  Lodge,  the  fountain  head 
of  all  Pythian  legislation. 

It  is  also  conceded  that  the  Uniform  Bank,  in  common  with  all  civiliza¬ 
tion,  may  petition  the  governing  or  law-making  powers.  They  may  sug¬ 
gest  or  recommend  the  enactment  of  such  matters  into  law’s  as  may  be 
needed  for  the  government  and  management  of  the  Uniform  Bank.  Under 
the  present  statutes  the  Supreme  Assembly  must  necessarily  wait,  after 
each  assembly,  at  least  one  year  before  any  recommendation  that  may  be 
made  by  that  body  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  can  be  acted  upon.  If  the  time 
for  holding  the  Supreme  Assembly  should  be  changed  so  that  it  shall  con¬ 
vene  at  the  same  time  with  the  Supreme  Lodge,  speedy  action  could  be  had 
by  the  Supreme  Lodge  upon  any  recommendation  or  suggestion  that  might 
be  made  by  the  Supreme  Assembly. 

The  Major  General  believes  that  the  closer  the  Uniform  Rank  can  be 
brought  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  the  better  it  will  be  for  the  rank  and  for 
the  order  generally.  Experience  seems  to  teach,  at  least,  that  in  all  socie¬ 
ties  of  a  similar  character  to  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  that  each  branch  of 
the  order  that  succeeds  must  be  closely  allied  with  the  head  and  life  of  the 
governing  power.  It  is  believed  that  the  Uniform  Rank  has  had  the 
wonderful  growth  and  development  that  it  has  had  during  the  past  twenty 
years  from  the  very  fact  that  it  was  closely  allied  to  the  Supreme  Lodge, 
the  head  of  the  order. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  the  statutes  setting  apart  a  “  Memorial 
Day”  be  so  amended  that  the  Uniform  Rank,  as  an  organized  body,  might 
be  permitted  to  participate  in  the  memorial  service  of  the  order  of  Knights 
of  Pythias,  when  such  memorial  service  falls  upon  the  first  day  of  the 
week,  commonly  called  Sunday. 

In  section  444  of  the  Supreme  Statutes  it  is  provided,  “  That  the  Tues¬ 
day  following  the  second  Sunday  in  June  of  each  year  is  hereby  set  apart 
and  established  as  the  memorial  day  of  the  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias, 
and  all  bodies  of  the  order  are  hereby  authorized  and  requested  to  meet 
in  their  respective  localities  upon  said  day  in  each  year,”  etc.,  with  the 
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following  proviso  attached:  “Provided  that  a  subordinate  lodge  may 
select  a  different  day  for  such  services  when  the  circumstances  render 
it  desirable.”  (The  italics  are  not  in  the  law  as  printed,  but  are  used 
here  to  call  attention  more  closely  to  the  provisions.)  This  proviso 
is  made  to  apply  only  to  subordinate  lodges.  Under  a  former  decision, 
prior  to  the  enactment  of  this  statute,  the  Uniform  Rank  was  pro¬ 
hibited  from  taking  any  part  in  any  parade  that  occurred  on  Sunday, 
save  and  except  a  funeral  or  church  service.  Under  the  present  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  section  2,  chapter  xv,  we  find  that 
“divisions,  (companies)  battalions  or  regiments,  before  turning  out  for 
any  special  parade  or  drill,  other  than  a  regular  practice  drill,  or  regular 
stated  parade,  church  service  or  funeral  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  or  of  the 
order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  must  first  obtain  permission  through  military 
channels  of  the  brigade  commander.”  Memorial  services  for  1898  were 
observed,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn,  on  Sunday,  and  not  on  the 
Tuesday  defined  by  the  Supreme  Statutes.  The  Uniform  Rank  took  part 
in  most  instances,  in  the  memorial  service  of  1898,  but  they  did  it,  as  I 
believe,  in  violation  of  the  statutes  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Uniform  Rank.  In  some  localities  the  Uniform 
Rank  did  not  participate,  because  of  this  law,  lest  they  should  be  violat¬ 
ing  the  law.  I  would  recommend,  therefore,  that  section  444  be  amended 
so  as  to  make  the  proviso  in  said  section  conform  to  the  body  of  the  sec¬ 
tion,  that  it  mightjread,  “Provided,  that  a  subordinate  lodge,  or  any  body  of 
the  order,  may  select  a  different  day  for  such  service  when  the  circum¬ 
stances  render  it  desirable.”  This  amendment  to  the  statute  will  in  no 
way  injure  the  statute  as  it  now  stands,  but  it  will  give  the  Uniform  Rank 
an  opportunity  to  turn  out  at  the  same  time  with  the  subordinate  lodge, 
without  any  violation  of  law,  when  the  memorial  service  of  the  Uniform 
Rank  may  be  added  to  the  memorial  service  of  the  subordinate  lodge  and 
thereby  increase  the  interest  of  the  day. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  the  Major  General  desires  to  thank  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  for  his  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness  during  our  association  as 
officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  During  the  past  two  years  the  Supreme 
Chancellor,  as  have  been  his  predecessors,  has  been  most  earnest  and  enthusi¬ 
astic  in  the  work  of  building  up  the  Uniform  Rank.  We  believe  that  the 
good  words  that  have  been  spoken  for  the  rank,  as  an  organization,  by 
Supreme  Chancellor  Colgrove  will  produce  much  fruit  for  the  good  not 
only  of  the  rank  but  of  the  order.  We  believe  that  any  honorable  effort 
that  is  put  forth  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Uniform  Rank  will  result  in 
the  enlargement  and  growth  of  the  entire  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias. 

To  the  membership  of  the  rank,  its  officers  and  sir  knights  throughout 
the  Supreme  Domain  with  whom  I  have  been  brought  in  contact  during 
the  past  two  years,  I  extend  my  thanks  for  their  kindness  and  for  the 
fraternal  treatment  that  I  have  received  at  their  hands.  I  have  been  a 
member  of  the  Uniform  Rank  from  the  time  of  its  organization,  in  1878, 
until  the  present  time.  I  have  found  in  this  body  most  earnest  Pythian 
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workers ;  wherever  they  have  gone  they  have  gone  as  apostles  of  Pythian- 
ism.  Their  object  has  been  to  teach  a  higher,  stronger,  nobler,  better 
manhood  and  truer  citizenship.  The  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  has  had 
no  more  earnest  workers  for  the  spreading  of  the  order  than  have  been 
formed  by  the  men  who  wear  the  emblem  and  bear  the  name  of  Sir 
Knight.  The  interests  of  their  subordinate  lodge  are  the  interests  of  the 
Uniform  Rank;  the  growth  of  the  Uniform  Rank  means  the  growth  of  the 
subordinate  lodge,  and  the  building  up  of  the  subordinate  lodge  means 
greater  strength  for  the  Uniform  Rank.  Whether  as  a  member  of  the  single 
triangle  or  whether  as  one  within  the  double  triapgle,  our  interests  as 
Pythians  are  one,  and  the  Pythian  who  would  strike  a  blow,  either  at  his 
subordinate  lodge,  or  at  the  Uniform  Rank,  or  the  Endowment  Rank  of 
the  Knights  of  Pythias,  does  an  act  that  tends  equally  to  destroy  the 
strength  and  influence  for  good  of  all. 

The  officers  and  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  who  have  extended  to 
me  the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  either  as  an  individual  or  as  an  officer  in 
the  Supreme  Lodge,  I  thank  most  sincerely  and  truly. 

For  fourteeen  years  now,  by  the  kindness  and  courtesy  of  the  Supreme 
Chancellors  and  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  I  have  been  intrusted  wffth  the  com¬ 
mand  and  management  of  this  branch  of  the  order.  Whether  my  work 
has  been  all  that  it  should  have  been  or  not,  I  can  not  say.  I  only  know 
this :  I  have  given  to  the  Uniform  Rank  and  to  the  order  the  best  and  strong¬ 
est  efforts  of  my  life.  I  have  had  but  one  desire ;  that  is,  the  growth  and  pros¬ 
perity  of  the  rank,  to  the  end  that  the  entire  order  might  be  benefited 
thereby.  If  I  have  failed,  I  have  failed  in  judgment,  not  in  the  desire  to 
do  the  greatest  good  possible  for  the  rank.  It  can  not  be  wondered  at  that 
I  have  been  earnest  and  enthusiastic  as  a  member  of  the  rank,  when  I  have 
seen  the  order  attain  so  great  growth  and  prosperity  through  the  military 
branch  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  since  1878.  The  Uniform  Rank 
is  composed  of  the  most  active,  earnest  and  enthusiastic  young  men  of  this 
great  country;  men  who  have  talked  Pythianism  wherever  they  have  gone ; 
men  who  have  proclaimed  a  higher  and  better  citizenship ;  men  who,  with  all 
the  fervor  and  earnestness  of  their  young  manhood,  have  taught  a  purer, 
higher  and  more  conscientious  patriotism  and  loyalty  to  the  nation  than 
has  ever  before  been  known.  I  have  found  in  this  branch  of  the  order 
many  of  the  strongest  and  best  men  of  the  country.  They  have  brought 
renown  to  the  Uniform  Rank  and  to  the  order  we  here  represent.  I  believe 
that  there  is  much  greater  good  in  store  for  the  order  through  and  by  the 
aid  of  the  Uniform  Rank  than  there  can  be  without  it,  and  now,  as  I  close 
this,  another  term  of  service  and  another  commission  shall  end  with  this 
convention,  I  ask  for  the  Uniform  Rank  the  most  earnest,  true  and  loyal 
support  of  this  Supreme  body. 

Again,  Supreme  Chancellor,  thanking  you  and  your  predecessors  and 
this  Supreme  Lodge  for  the  honors  that  have  been  conferred  upon  me,  I  am,

Supplemental  Report  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor 


Hastings,  Mich.,  August  17,  1898,  p.  p.  ixiv. 
To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias : 

The  last  pages  of  the  manuscript  for  my  biennial  report  I  was  com¬ 
pelled  to  forward  to  the  printer  some  days  earlier  than  I  expected.  While 
visiting  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  on  the  2d  of  August, 
I  received  a  telegram  from  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  that 
the  balance  of  my  report  must  reach  him  not  later  than  the  6th  instant. 
To  comply  with  this  request  I  was  compelled  to  send  some  parts  in  an 
incomplete  condition. 

.  July  15  I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Grand  Keepers  of  Records  and  Seal 
of  the  different  domains  requesting  them  to  forward  me  at  once  the  net 
gain  or  loss  in  membership  in  their  domains  from  December  31,  1897,  to 
June  30,  1898.  In  response  to  these  letters  I  received  reports  from  every 
Grand  Domain  with  the  exception  of  North  Dakota  and  the  Maritime 
Provinces.  From  these  reports  I  find  a  net  gain  in  membership,  during 
the  last  semi-annual  term,  of  9841.  The  following  shows  the  net  gain  or 
loss  from  the  reports  received  at  this  office.

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SUSPENSION  FOR  THE  NON-PAYMENT  OF  DUES. 

I  regard  the  solution  of  this  problem  as  of  the  most  important  to 
engage  the  attention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  this  convention.  The 
question  of  our  finances  is  insignificant  as  compared  with  this  and  is 
readily  remedied  by  proper  legislation.  The  exchequer  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  will  gradually  increase  under  proper  legislation,  and  two  years 
hence  we  shall  scarcely  know  that  we  have  ever  been  embarrassed  for 
ready  funds.  It  requires  a  master  mind  to  successfully  solve  the  problem 
now  staring  the  order  in  the  face  everywhere  —  suspensions  for  the  non¬ 
payment  of  dues.  The  Pythian  press  has  discussed  the  question  in  every 
part  of  the  Supreme  Domain.  Many  remedies  have  been  suggested. 
Every  other  fraternal  order  in  existence  has  the  same  problem  to  solve. 
Our  laws  requiring  suspension  for  one  year’s  arrearage  in  dues  have  been 
generally  enforced.  I  know  of  no  organization  whose  laws  have  been 
more  severe  or  more  rigidly  enforced  than  our  own  in  this  respect.  The 
result  is  that  each  year  we  have  lost  a  large  army  of  men  who  have  failed 
to  keep  clear  on  the  books  of  their  respective  lodges.  It  has  been  urged 
that  the  subordinate  lodge  should  select  from  its  membership  the  keenest 
business  man  for  master  of  finance — a  brother  generally  liked,  with 
pleasing  ways,  who  would  personally  wait  upon  the  brethren  in  arrears 
and  exhaust  every  remedy  possible  to  keep  them  from  becoming  amenable 
to  the  law  of  suspension. 

During  my  official  visitations  I  have  found  various  methods  adopted  by 
subordinate  lodges  calculated  to  stop  the  drain  upon  our  membership.  It 
has  been  suggested,  and  indeed  many  of  the  subordinate  lodges  pay  a  com¬ 
mission  to  the  master  of  finance  for  collecting  dues.  In  many  lodges  a 
committee  has  been  appointed,  when  it  is  ascertained  how  many  of  the 
brothers  are  liable  to  be  suspended  with  the  beginning  of  the  new  year. 
This  committee  waits  upon  the  delinquents,  ascertains  the  cause  of 
•arrearage,  and  very  often  a  remedy  is  found  to  prevent  the  suspension.  I 
have  known  of  most  splendid  results  from  such  committee  work.  In  one 
instance,  of  which  I  have  personal  knowledge,  the  subordinate  lodge 
appointed  a  committee  to  wait  upon  eighteen  brothers  who  were  liable  to 
be  suspended.  The  next  convention  of  the  subordinate  lodge  reported 
every  brother  but  two  in  good  standing.  I  discovered  a  very  unique 
method  in  vogue  among  some  of  the  subordinate  lodges  in  the  west.  Each 
lodge  organized  within  itself  a  society  of  brethren  who  contributed 
twenty-five  cents  annually  to  aid  and  assist  worthy  and  deserving  brothers 
who  were  not  able  to  pay  and  thus  prevent  their  suspension  —  a  sort  of  a 
wheel  within  a  wheel.  It  very  often  occurs  that  a  brother  is  suspended 
simply  because  it  is  absolutely  impossible  for  him  to  meet  his  dues,  owing 
possibly  to  sickness,  disappointment  in  employment,  and  many  other 
causes  honorable  and  legitimate  which  prevent  his  carrying  out  his  desire 
to  retain  his  membership. 

I  have  urged  upon  the  domains  everywhere  the  necessity  of  establish¬ 
ing  a  section  of  the  Endowment  Rank  and  a  company  of  the  Uniform 
Rank  in  each  subordinate  lodge.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  find  in  the 
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large  loss  of  suspensions  for  the  non-payment  of  dues  a  brother  who  holds 
a  certificate  of  insurance  in  the  Endowment  Rank  of  the  order  or  is  a 
member  of  the  Uniform  Rank.  I  believe  it  most  important  as  soon  as  a 
brother  has  received  the  ranks  of  knighthood  to  at  once  inform  and  interest 
him  in  these  two  branches  of  our  order.  I  have  no  doubt  that  a  large 
number  of  our  brethren  who  are  suspended  for  the  non-payment  of  dues 
were  taken  in  as  charter  members  at  the  institution  of  new  lodges,  where 
the  work  has  been  hurriedly  and  imperfectly  rendered.  I  have  known  of 
lodges  being  instituted  with  thirty  or  forty  charter  members,  and  the  work 
of  the  three  ranks  simply  exemplified  upon  two  members  in  the  presence 
of  the  others  who  were  silent  spectators.  It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that 
under  such  circumstances  we  have  lost  a  great  many  members  who  come 
in  upon  the  payment  of  a  small  charter  fee  and  witness  the  three  ranks 
hurriedly  conferred  in  one  night. 

I  believe  that  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the  Major  General  of  the  Uni¬ 
form  Rank  and  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  Endowment 
Rank  to  furnish  to  every  subordinate  lodge  in  the  Supreme  Domain  a  suf¬ 
ficient  amount  of  literature  setting  forth  the  aims  and  objects  of  these  two 
departments  of  our  order  —  their  condition  and  importance,  and  each 
subordinate  lodge  required  by  law  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  newly 
knighted  brothers  sufficient  literature  to  inform  them  upon  each  branch 
of  the  order,  and  if  they  can  be  interested  in  either  to  the  extent  of 
becoming  members,  their  future  in  the  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  is 
assured.  A  committee  should  be  appointed  by  the  chancellor  commander 
to  wait  upon  new  initiated  brothers  and  give  them  full  instructions  in 
both  branches  of  the  order.  While  the  Pythian  press  is  doing  a  vast 
amount  of  labor  in  disseminating  to  the  public  the  principles  of  our  order, 
in  my  opinion  the  Supreme  Lodge  itself  is  seriously  in  need  of  proper 
literature  to  advise  seekers  after  Pythian  knowledge.  Almost  daily 
inquiries  come  to  the  office  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  requests  for 
literature.  The  Supreme  Chancellor  is  only  able  to  refer  the  applicants  to 
the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal.  Usually  the  applicant  is  never 
heard  from  again. 

The  subject  of  suspension  for  the  non-payment  of  dues,  in  my  judg¬ 
ment,  should  be  referred  at  the  opening  of  the  convention  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  the  state  of  the  order,  or  to  a  special  committee,  who  should 
report  upon  the  subject  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  in  order  that  the 
Supreme  Lodge  may  give  the  subject  the  consideration  it  deserves. 

STATEMENT  OF  RECEIPTS  AND  DISBURSEMENTS. 

Referring  to  my  mid-term  report  under  the  head  of  “  Finances.”  At 
the  time  of  the  promulgation  of  this  report  to  the  order  universal  it  was 
my  purpose  and  intention  to  request  of  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer 
quarterly  statements,  the  same  to  be  published  to  the  order.  The  request 
was  made,  and  statements  have  been  furnished  me  by  Brother  Meares 
each  and  every  quarter  since,  and  are  on  file  in  my  office.  Upon  this  sub¬ 
ject,  however,  I  was  interrogated  but  by  one  person.  The  correspondence 
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that  came  into  my  office  from  this  source  was  of  such  a  character  (together 
with  printed  articles)  that  I  came  to  the  inevitable  conclusion  that  the 
request  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  personal  attacks  upon 
certain  Supreme  Lodge  officers,  and  not  to  benefit  and  enlighten  the  order. 
I  directed  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  to  comply  with  the  law,  and 
furnish  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  and  to  him  only,  detailed  statements 
at  the  end  of  each  quarter.  There  is  no  reason  why  the  officers  of  this 
administration  ought  not  to  be  proud  of  the  financial  record  they  have 
made.  The  disbursements  for  the  year  1897-98  were  $33,950.46  less  than 
the  disbursements  of  1895-96,  and  $43,414.56  less  than  1893-94.  The  year 
ending  March  31,  1898,  as  compared  with  the  year  ending  March  31,  1894, 
shows  that  our  disbursements  were  forty  and  one-lialf  per  cent  less,  and 
yet  in  the  face  of  these  startling  figures  the  order  has  been  advised  of  the 
extravagant  expenditures  of  the  present  administration.  Certain  it  is 
that  our  officers  are  proud  of  the  record  they  have  made,  and  the  brethren 
who  have  so  vehemently  charged  extravagance,  in  justice  to  themselves 
and  to  the  order,  should  place  before  their  readers  the  facts  as  they  exist. 
The  reports  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  officers  should  be  free  from  personal¬ 
ities,  and  I  do  not  propose  to  indulge  in  them.  The  reports  are  the  best 
evidence  of  the  service  rendered  by  your  servants,  and  upon  these  we  are 
ready  to  be  j  udged. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  expenses  of  the  various  litigations 
in  which  the  order  has  been  engaged.  The  expenses  of  the  Waldeck  case 
were  paid  only  in  part  by  the  Supreme  Lodge — the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Illinois  by  arrangements  made  with  my  predecessor  took  care  of  its  share 
of  the  expenses.  The  German  litigation  in  Detroit  was  expensive,  the 
printing  of  the  record  alone  costing  the  Supreme  Body  $234  (see  voucher 
1762).  This  was  only  a  part  of  the  printing  involved  in  this  litigation. 
The  record  was  voluminous,  and  witnesses  were  procured  from  all  parts  of 
the  country.  This  case  was  commenced  and  concluded  in  the  court  below, 
and  nearly  all  the  expenses  made  before  my  induction  into  office.  The 
many  months  of  labor  spent  upon  this  famous  case  and  the  work  involved 
is  best  understood  by  the  counsel  employed,  who  gave  to  it  without  stint 
their  time  and  best  endeavor.  The  appropriation  for  travelling  expenses, 
the  Supreme  Tribunal,  and  in  fact  all  appropriations  that  were  made  at 
the  last  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  have  not  been  exhausted.  I 
earnestly  urge  upon  each  representative  a  careful  examination  of  these 
reports.  Fraternally  yours,

Chicago,  July  21,  1898. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

In  accordance  with  the  rale  which  you  nave  provided,  the 
Board  of  Control  of  the  Endowment  Rank  herewith  presents  its 
fifth  biennial  report. 

In  doing  so  it  affords  the  Board  more  than  ordinary  pleasure 
in  being  able  again  to  evidence  the  growing  favor  with  which  this 
department  of  the  Order  is  being  received  by  the  general  member¬ 
ship,  as  well  as  the  leading  position  which  the  Endowment  Rank 
has  taken  among  the  kindred  organizations  of  the  country. 

As  you  are  aware,  for  the  last  ten  years,  the  period  during 
which  the  Insurance  Branch  has  been  under  the  present  manage¬ 
ment,  it  has  been  our  aim  to  build  up  a  surplus  fund,  gradually 
increasing  it  without  charge  to  the  membership.  To  accomplish 
this  has  required  the  greatest  possible  care  and  economy,  and  a 
strict  observance  of  business  rules.  At  the  close  of  the  quarter 
ending  June  30,  1898,  the  total  credit  balance,  over  and  above 
every  claim  of  whatsoever  kind  that  then  remained  unsettled,  was 
$150,642.24.  To  this,  of  course,  must  be  added  the  amount  of 
such  claims  which  are  either  absolutely  untenable  or  have  already 
been  practically  abandoned,  amounting  to  $85,000.00,  thus  bring¬ 
ing  the  total  surplus,  over  and  above  the  remaining  claims  unsettled 
or  in  litigation,  to  the  sum  of  $235,642.24.  The  Board  has  reason 
to  feel  proud  of  this  showing,  especially  when  it  comes  to  consider 
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the  fact  that  within  the  short  limit  of  a  few  years  it  has  changed 
the  condition  from  a  large  deficiency  to  a  handsome  surplus — this 
too,  notwithstanding  that  all  the  business  surroundings  and  condi¬ 
tions  of  the  past  five  years  have  been  especially  unpropitious. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  added  membership,  and 
insurance  carried,  we  believe  that  we  can  place  this  question  in  no 
more  intelligible  form  than  by  giving  the  figures  as  taken  from  the 
previous  reports  of  the  Board,  commencing  with  1888,  and  includ¬ 
ing  those  for  the  period  covered  by  the  last  two  years,  as  follows:

This  shows  an  increase  in  membership,  for  the  last  two  years, 
of  8,443,  with  added  insurance  of  $10,827,500,  and  for  the  ten 
years  an  increase  of  36,375  in  membership,  and  $61,900,500  in 
insurance. 


MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CONTROL. 

Immediately  following  the  last  Convention  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  Hollenden  Hotel,  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  September  3,  1896,  for  the  purpose  of  organization,  there 
being  present  the  following  members:

The  only  business  transacted  at  this  meeting  was  the  election 
of  Secretary  and  Medical  Examiner-in-Chief,  H.  B.  Stolte  and  Dr. 
A.  I.  Bouffleur  being  respectively  chosen  to  these  positions. 

Following  this,  at  the  first  regular  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
Board,  held  October  23,  1896,  in  addition  to  the  routine  business, 
the  bond  of  the  Secretary  for  $25,000  was  presented,  duly  approved 
and  filed.  At  this  meeting  the  First  National  Bank,  of  the  City  of 
Chicago,  Illinois,  was  designated  as  the  depository  of  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Rank. 
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The  remaining  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Control 
were  regularly  held,  at  the  time  required  by  law,  at  the  office  of 
the  Endowment  Rank,  in  the  City  of  Chicago. 

GROWTH  OF  THE  RANK. 

In  every  particular,  the  progress  and  continued  success  of  the 
Rank  has  been  exceedingly  gratifying,  as  may  be  judged  from  the 
following  facts,  which  are  given  for  your  information: 

During  the  past  biennial  term  there  have  been  added  859  new 
Sections  and  18,869  new  members,  with  insurance  to  the  amount 
of  $27,895,000. 

Just  preceding  your  last  Convention  there  were,  July  1,  1896, 
2,756  active  Sections  in  operation,  in  which  were  enrolled  45,136 
members,  with  an  insurance  of  $88,434,000. 

To-day,  at  the  corresponding  period,  we  are  able  to  report 
that  there  are  3,347  Sections,  with  an  increase  to  53,579  members, 
and  carrying  an  endowment  of  One  Hundred  Millions. 

Notwithstanding  too,  the  “Wars  and  rumors  of  war”  that 
have  loaded  the  air  for  the  last  three  months,  the  last  quarter,  end¬ 
ing  June  30,  1898,  gives  great  promise  for  the  present  year — the 
books  show  that  during  that  period  93  new  Sections  were  formed, 
2,227  new  members  added,  and  new  endowment  secured  to  the 
amount  of  $3,100,500. 

We  also  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  during  the  two 
years  ending  June  30,  1898,  there  has  been  paid  to  the  beneficia¬ 
ries  of  deceased  members  the  large  amount  of  $2,182,500,  bringing 
the  sum  paid  to  the  widows  and  orphans  since  the  organization  of 
the  Endowment  Rank,  twenty-one  years  ago,  to  a  grand  total  of 
$12,445,000. 

These  are  figures  that  best  tell  of  the  good  work  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Rank  has  done,  is  doing  and  is  prepared  to  do  in  the  future, 
now  that  it  has  attained  its  majority. 

INVESTMENTS. 

The  policy  which  the  Board  of  Control  has  heretofore 
adopted,  and  which  has  uniformly  been  confirmed  by  you,  has 
been  continued  during  the  two  years  just  past,  and  the  surplus 
funds  invested  in  safe  and  good  securities,  at  rates  of  interest 
remunerative  to  the  Rank. 
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When  last  we  reported  to  you,  the  invested  funds  of  the 
Insurance  Branch  amounted  to  $399,178.75.  There  has  been  still 
further  added  to  this  amount  the  surp  of  $39,915.88,  bringing  the 
total  sum  on  July  1,  1898,  to  $439,094.63 — the  latter  represents 
the  purchase  value,  though  the  present  value  will  bring  the  amount 
up  to  nearly  $455,000.00. 

The  feature  of  interest-earnings,  in  most  instances  payable 
semi-annually,  have  brought  profitable  returns  to  the  Rank,  the 
sum  amounting  during  the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1898,  to  a 
sum  exceeding  $45,000.00. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  there  have  been  two  impor¬ 
tant  matters,  regarding  which  you  no  doubt  desire  to  have  some 
information.  The  first  of  these  grew  out  of  the  failure  of  the  City 
National  Bank  of  Fort  Worth,  Texas.  At  first  many  thought 
that  this  claim  would  be  a  loss,  but  the  Board  is  pleased  to  be 
able  to  report  that,  as  it  has  always  maintained,  the  Rank  will  not 
lose  a  dollar  of  either  the  principal  or  interest  of  this  claim. 
Though  according  to  the  rule  with  reference  to  the  failure  of  a 
National  Bank,  interest  on  all  claims  ceases  from  the  time  of  the 
failure,  yet  the  Board  recovered  judgment  against  the  bondsmen 
for  an  amount  greatly  in  excess  of  what  they  will  be  required  to 
pay  after  the  final  dividend  is  paid  by  the  Receiver  of  the  Bank. 
The  amount  due  from  the  bondsmen  is  drawing  interest  at  the  rate 
of  six  per  cent.  No  transfer  of  real  estate  can  be  made  by  the 
bondsmen  since  the  suit  was  brought,  except  subject  to  this  in¬ 
debtedness.  We  believe  the  bondsmen  good  for  the  amount  of 
the  judgment.  No  execution  has  yet  been  issued  against  the 
bondsmen  on  the  judgment  obtained,  as  we  were  advised  by  our 
attorneys  to  delay  such  action  until  the  amount  that  they  are 
liable  for  on  their  bond  is  definitely  determined — which  cannot  be 
done  until  final  action  is  taken  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Cur¬ 
rency  in  settlement  of  the  Bank’s  affairs. 

The  second  matter  consists  of  the  investment  made  by  the 
Board  of  Control  in  first  mortgage  gold  bonds  of  the  Lexington 
Hotel  Building  Company  of  Chicago,  bearing  interest  at  six  per 
cent.  These  bonds  are  secured  by  property  worth  more  than 
three  times  their  face  value.  There  has  never  been  any  question 
in  the  minds  of  the  members  of  the  Board  as  to  the  unqualified 
safety  of  these  securities.  Public  attention  was  called  to  them 
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simply  because  of  litigation  regarding  the  hotel  property,  which 
in  no  wise  jeopardized  our  security,  but  at  the  time  proved  am 
noying.  As  soon  as  the  equity  of  redemption  expires,  so  that 
final  and  unassailable  title  can  be  given  in  the  property,  the  full 
amount  of  principal  and  interest  upon  these  bonds  will  be  paid  to 
the  Board.  Meantime  the  interest  on  the  bonds  continues  to  run.

The  death  claims,  of  whatsoever  nature,  occurring  prior  to 
July  1,  1898,  and  remaining  unadjusted  on  that  date,  are  classified 
as  follows: 

Those  in  litigation,  where  payment  has  been  declined  upon 
conclusive  evidence  of  suicide,  $36,219.88. 

Claims  in  which  the  evidence  shows  death  to  have  been  the 
result  of  habitual  excessive  use  of  alcoholics,  opiates,  etc. ,  also  in 
litigation,  $32, 414. 50. 

Claims  arising  out  of  deaths  from  suicide,  excessive  use  of 
alcoholics,  narcotics,  etc.,  occurring  since  the  enactment  by  your 
body  of  the  present  law,  providing  for  partial  payments,  also 
including  those  in  which  the  evidence  shows  misrepresentation  in 
the  application  for  membership,  or  non-good  standing  in  the  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Lodge  or  Rank  at  time  of  death,  all  of  which  remain 
unsettled  at  this  time,  $32,000. 

Claims  in  which  settlement  is  pending,  awaiting  receipt  of 
proper  evidence  showing  appointment  of  guardian  for  minor  bene¬ 
ficiaries,  or  other  legal  requirements,  $46,000. 

Claims  under  consideration  by  the  Medical  Examiner-in-Chief, 
in  which  the  usual  proofs  of  death  have  been  received,  $66,000. 
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Claims  in  process  of  adjustment  and  under  consideration  by 
the  Board  of  Control,  $64,000. 

The  deaths  reported  for  which  no  proofs  have  been  furnished, 
aggregate  an  endowment  of  $96,000. 

The  foregoing  embraces  claims  of  every  description,  showing 
the  status  of  same  on  July  1,  1898.  Since  the  preparation  of  this 
report,  ail  those  in  which  proofs  were  completed  and  finally 
approved  by  your  Board,  have  been  paid,  and  some  reported  herein 
as  in  litigation  or  in  which  partial  payment  as  provided  by  the  law, 
was  tendered,  have  been  satisfactorily  adjusted  and  settled. 

STATEMENT  OF  IRREGULAR  CLAIMS. 

Since  last  reporting  to  your  body,  the  Board  has  found  it 
necessary  to  decline  payment  in  a  number  of  cases,  either  par¬ 
tially  or  as  a  whole.  The  law  relating  thereto,  enacted  at  the  last 
Convention,  provides  in  substance  as  follows  : 

If  the  death  of  any  member  of  the  Endowment  Rank  shall 
result  from  suicide  or  shall  be  caused  or  superinduced  by  the  use 
of  intoxicating  liquors,  narcotics  or  opiates,  or  in  violation  or 
attempted  violation  of  any  criminal  law,  then  the  amount  to  be 
paid  upon  such  member’s  certificate  shall  be  a  sum  only  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  whole  amount  as  the  matured  life  expectancy  is  to  the 
entire  expectancy  at  date  of  admission  to  the  Endowment  Rank ; 
the  expectation  of  life  based  upon  the  American  Experience  Table 
of  Mortality  in  force  at  the  time  of  such  death  to  govern. 

The  greater  number  of  irregular  claims  (death  occurring  since 
the  enactment  of  this  law)  have  been  adjusted  in  accordance  there¬ 
with,  the  beneficiaries  accepting  as  payment  in  full  the  amount 
due,  surrendering  in  each  instance  the  certificate  of  membership. 

Your  Board  is  pleased  to  note  the  successful  operation  of  the 
law,  it  having  proven  a  practical  solution  for  the  many  difficulties 
heretofore  surrounding  the  declination  in  their  entirety  of  claims 
of  this  character. 

The  irregular  claims  during  the  two  years  ending  June  30, 
1898,  are  enumerated  as  follows:

Of  these,  58  representing  an  endowment  of  $97,000,  have 
been  adjusted  by  payment  to  the  beneficiaries  of  $42,103.49,  the 
amount  due  under  existing  law.  In  some  instances  beneficiaries 
have  declined  to  accept  the  amounts  thus  tendered  and  have  com¬ 
menced  suit  to  enforce  payment  of  the  full  amount  of  the  certifi¬ 
cate.  Proper  defense  is  being  made  in  these  cases,  none  having 
been  determined.  Your  Board  does  not  question  the  soundness  of 
this  law  and  believe  the  courts  will  not  permit  a  recovery  beyond 
the  amounts  tendered. 


LITIGATION. 

There  are  at  present  pending  and  undisposed  of  35  cases 
against  the  Endowment  Rank.  These  may  be  classified  as  follows:

These  cases  are  pending  in  the  following  states :  Alabama, 
3;  Arkansas,  3;  California,  1;  Florida,  1;  Georgia,  1;  Illinois, 
8;  Iowa,  1;  Kentucky,  1;  Louisiana,  1;  Massachusetts,  1;  Mis¬ 
souri,  3;  Montana,  1;  New  York,  1;  Ohio,  1;  Tennessee,  3; 
Texas,  5. 

Of  these  cases,  10  are  pending  in  the  United  States  Courts  and 
the  remainder  in  the  State  Courts.  Ten  are  now  pending  on 
appeal  in  the  Federal  or  State  Courts  of  Appeal,  and  four  of  the 
cases  now  pending  in  the  lower  Courts  have  been  taken  to  the 
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Courts  of  Appeal  and  decided  in  favor  of  the  Rank,  and  are  now 
awaiting  new  trials  or  further  disposition  in  accordance  with  the 
decisions. 

The  following  cases  are  pending  on  appeal  and  have  not  been 
decided: 

(1)  Henry  Case.  This  was  a  suicide  case  and  the  first  one 
tried  involving  the  action  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  the  1894  ses¬ 
sion.  The  trial  Court  at  Springfield,  Ill.,  held  that  the  law  was 
not  legally  ratified  at  that  session.  An  appeal  was  taken  to  the 
Appellate  Court,  which  affirmed  the  judgment.  The  case  was 
then  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court,  which,  in  April,  1898,  re¬ 
versed  the  decision,  holding  that  inasmuch  as  the  certificate  con¬ 
tained  a  clause  to  the  effect  that  the  member  should  comply  with 
all  laws  of  the  Board  of  Control,  as  well  as  the  Supreme  Lodge, 
he  was  bound  by  the  suicide  law,  as  passed  by  the  Board,  without 
regard  to  whether  the  Board  had  power  to  pass  such  a  law.  The 
Court  did  not  decide  the  question  as  to  the  effect  of  the  action  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  at  the  1894  session. 

The  plaintiff  has  moved  for  a  rehearing,  and  the  case  is  now 
pending  the  result  of  the  application. 

(2)  Withers  Case.  This  is  a  case  where  the  Secretary  of  the 
Section  failed  to  make  the  monthly  remittance  on  or  before  the 
last  day  of  the  month.  The  member  died  between  the  time  when 
the  money  was  sent  from  Alabama  and  the  time  when  it  was  re¬ 
ceived  at  this  office.  Suit  was  brought  in  the  State  Court  and 
removed  to  the  United  States  Court  at  Montgomery,  where  it  was 
tried  on  an  agreed  statement  of  facts  and  decided  against  the  Rank. 
It  was  taken  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  and  the  decision 
affirmed.  The  decision  is  directly  opposed  to  that  in  the  Camp¬ 
bell  case,  in  which  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Massachusetts, 
in  a  similar  case,  held  in  our  favor.  The  case  will  be  taken  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

(3)  Carter  Case.  (Texas.)  The  defense  in  this  case  is  that 
death  was  caused  by  the  excessive  use  of  morphine.  The  evidence 
was  very  strong  to  prove  this,  but  the  jury  found  for  the  plaintiff, 
and  the  case  has  been  appealed.  The  decision  ought  to  be  reversed 
for  errors  of  the  trial  Court. 

(4)  Toomey  Case.  This  is  a  suicide  case  in  which  the 
Question  involved  is  whether  our  Association  is  a  fraternal 
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organization,  within  the  law  of  Missouri,  and  therefore  exempt 
from  the  law  of  that  State,  which  provides  that  insurance  com¬ 
panies  shall  not  insert  anti-suicide  provisions  in  their  policies. 
The  case  was  decided  in  our  favor  in  the  trial  Court.  The  plaintiff 
appealed  to  the  St.  Louis  Court  of  Appeals,  where  the  decision 
was  reversed,  one  of  the  three  judges,  however,  dissenting,  and 
the  case  has  been  certified  to  the  Supreme  Court,  where  it  is  now 
pending. 

(5)  Trebbe  Case.  This  was  a  suicide  case  at  East  St.  Louis. 
The  trial  Court  held  that  the  so-called  suicide  law  was  void,  and 
was  not  validated  by  the  action  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  the  1894 
session.  The  case  was  taken  to  the  Appellate  Court  of  the  Fourth 
District  of  Illinois,  where  the  decision  was  affirmed,  the  Court  fol¬ 
lowing  the  decision  of  the  Appellate  Court  at  Springfield,  Ill.,  in 
the  Henry  case  (which  has  since  been  reversed,  as  heretofore 
stated),  and  the  case  has  been  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

(6)  England  Case.  This  is  a  suicide  case.  It  was  tried  in 
the  United  States  Court  at  Little  Rock.  The  Judge  followed 
the  decisions  of  the  Appellate  Court  of  this  State  in  the  Henry 
and  Trebbe  cases,  and  refused  to  follow  the  decision  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  of  Mississippi,  hereafter  referred  to.  An  appeal  has 
been  perfected  to  the  U.  S.  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  Eighth 
Circuit. 

(7)  Freeman  Case.  This  was  a  case  of  death  caused  by  the 
use  of  morphine.  It  was  tried  in  the  U.  S.  Court  in  Tennessee. 
It  involved  the  question  of  the  validity  of  the  action  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Lodge  at  the  1894  session,  and  also  a  question  as  to  whether 
death  resulted  from  the  use  of  morphine. 

After  several  days’  trial,  the  Court  submitted  the  case  to  the 
jury  on  the  question  as  to  the  cause  of  death,  and  after  the  jury 
had  been  out  for  a  considerable  time  without  reaching  an  agree¬ 
ment,  the  Judge  called  them  in  and  directed-  a  verdict  in  favor  of 
the  plaintiff,  holding  that  the  suicide  law  was  not  a  valid  one,  and 
that  the  officers  of  the  Section  having  knowledge  that  the  member 
used  morphine,  the  defendant  was  estopped  to  raise  that  defense. 
The  case  has  been  taken  to  the  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Sixth 
Circuit. 

(8)  Beck  Case.  This  case  was  tried  in  the  U.  S.  Court  at 
Helena,  Montana.  The  question  was  as  to  whether  death  resulted 
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from  suicide  or  from  accident,  the  proof  tending  to  show  that  the 
deceased,  having  had  some  trouble  with  his  wife,  took  his  gun  and 
went  to  an  outhouse,  and  shortly  after  the  gun  was  discharged 
and  he  was  found  dead  from  a  wound  in  his  head. 

The  beneficiary,  in  her  proofs  of  death,  stated  the  cause  of 
death  as  suicide.  On  the  trial  she  claimed  that  this  statement  was 
based  upon  the  Coroner’s  inquest,  and  that  it  was  a  mistake.  The 
Court  refused  to  instruct  the  jury,  as  requested,  that  the  burden 
of  proof  was  on  the  plaintiff  to  show  that  the  proofs  were  wrong, 
and  that  the  cause  was  accidental.  The  jury  found  for  the 
plaintiff  and  the  case  has  been  taken  to  the  U.  S.  Court  of  Appeals 
for  the  Ninth  Circuit. 

(9)  Clark  Case.  This  was  a  suicide  case  and  was  tried  in 
the  State  Court  at  Carmi,  Ill.  The  member  was  short  in  his  ac¬ 
counts  and  committed  suicide.  Upon  the  trial  the  plaintiff  claimed 
that  he  was  insane,  and  the  Court  submitted  that  issue  to  the  jury, 
who  found  against  us,  and  the  case  has  been  taken  to  the  Appel¬ 
late  Court. 

(10)  Braden  Case.  This  is  a  case  where  the  President  of  the 
Section  at  Paris,  Texas,  died  while  the  Section  was  under  suspen¬ 
sion  for  non-payment  of  the  monthly  remittance.  The  jury  found 
in  our  favor  and  the  plaintiff  appealed  the  case  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  where  it  is  now  pending. 

A  large  part  of  our  litigation  arises  in  cases  where  death  is 
claimed  to  have  resulted  from  suicide  or  from  the  use  of  liquor  or 
morphine.  The  Courts  have  held  that  the  Board  of  Control  had 
no  power  to  pass  the  suicide  law,  the  Supreme  Lodge  having  del¬ 
egated  no  such  authority,  and  being  itself  the  source  of  such  legis¬ 
lation.  At  the  1894  session,  action  was  taken  looking  towards  a 
ratification  of  this  law,  but  a  serious  question  arose  as  to  whether 
that  action  was  valid  under  the  Constitution  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
adopted  at  that  session,  and  in  the  cases  which  arose  after  that 
session  the  lower  Courts  generally  held  that  the  law  was  not  duly 
ratified.  The  United  States  Court  at  New  Orleans  held  to  the 
contrary. 

The  first  decision  of  a  court  of  last  resort  was  that  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  of  Louisiana,  which,  in  June,  1896,  held,  in  the 
Daughtry  case,  that  the  law  was  legalized  at  the  1894  session. 
The  question,  however,  was  not  discussed  at  length  by  the  Court. 
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In  February,  1898,  however,  the  Supreme  Court  of  Mississippi,  in 
the  Schanzenbacher  case,  held,  in  an  able  and  exhaustive  opinion, 
that  the  suicide  law  was  in  effect  legally  adopted  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge  itself  at  the  1894  session,  and  we  believe  that  this  decision 
will  be  followed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois  in  the  Trebbe 
case,  and  by  the  U.  S.  Courts  of  Appeal  in  the  England  and  Free¬ 
man  cases.  Of  course,  since  the  session  of  1896,  which  re-enacted 
and  amended  the  suicide  law,  no  question  as  to  its  validity  can 
arise. 

There  are  no  suicide  cases  now  pending  where  the  deaths 
occurred  prior  to  the  1894  session,  and  as  to  those  cases  where 
the  deaths  occurred  between  the  1894  session  and  the  time  when 
the  amendment  of  the  1896  session  took  effect,  we  believe  that  the 
decisions  will  be  in  .our  favor  so  far  as  this  question  is  concerned. 

A  question  has  arisen  under  the  present  suicide  law  as  to  what 
date  is  to  be  taken  as  the  date  of  admission  in  the  case  of  members 
transferred  from  the  old  classes  to  the  Fourth  Class.  According 
to  a  literal  reading  of  the  present  law  the  date  to  be  taken  is  that 
of  the  admission  of  a  member  to  the  Endowment  Rank,  but  it  is 
evident  that  it  was  not  intended  that  this  should  be  taken  as  the 
date  in  the  case  of  members  transferred  from  the  old  classes. 
This  provision  of  the  law  should  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  that 
in  the  case  of  members  transferred  to  the  Fourth  Class,  the  date  of 
such  transfer  shall  be  taken  as  the  date  of  admission  to  the  Rank, 
in  computing  the  amount  to  be  paid. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  in  cases  where  there  is  a  question  as  to 
the  cause  of  death,  or  where  false  representations  are  claimed,  the 
verdicts  of  juries  are  generally  adverse.  There  is  a  prevailing 
prejudice  against  corporations,  and  especially  against  insurance 
corporations,  in  this  class  of  cases.  The  law  is  that  the  burden  of 
proof  is  on  the  Association  to  show  suicide,  and  unless  that  fact  is 
admitted  it  is  often  difficult  to  prove  it,  although  it  may  be  well 
known  in  the  community.  Persons  who  commit  suicide  generally 
do  so  while  they  are  alone,  so  that,  as  a  rule,  it  is  difficult  to  pro¬ 
cure  evidence  of  the  fact,  especially  where  there  is  no  apparent 
motive  for  the  act. 

In  cases  where  death  is  claimed  to  have  resulted  from  the  use 
of  liquor  or  opiates,  it  is  generally  even  more  difficult  to  make  the 
proof,  as  nothing  is  harder  to  prove  than  the  habit  of  intoxication. 
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Again,  cases  where  false  representations  have  been  made 
involve  a  difficulty  because  of  the  fact  that  frequently  many  years 
have  elapsed  between  the  time  of  admission  and  the  time  of  death, 
and  there  is  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  courts  to  hold  all  state¬ 
ments  in  the  application  as  representations  rather  than  warranties, 
and  to  require  strict  proof  of  fraud  on  the  part  of  the  member. 
These  cases  are  generally  tried  in  the  communities  in  which  the 
deceased  resided,  and  there  is  much  reluctance  on  the  part  of  wit¬ 
nesses,  especially  those  who  are  friends  of  the  deceased  or  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Order,  to  testify  to  any  facts  which  will  tend  to  defeat 
payment  of  the  certificate. 

CERTIFICATES  ANNULLED. 

During  the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1898,  numerous 
cases  have  been  presented  coming  under  the  provision  of  Article 
II,  Section  7  of  the  Endowment  Rank  Constitution,  making  it  in¬ 
cumbent  upon  the  Board,  after  satisfactory  investigation,  to  annul 
the  certificate  of  membership. 

Following  are  the  causes  and  number  of  cases  acted  upon:

The  amount  paid  by  the  members  on  account  of  the  certifi¬ 
cates  annulled  has  in  each  case  been  refunded,  resulting  in  a  large 
saving  to  the  Rank,  it  being  in  evidence  that  a  number  of  the 
members  thus  affected  died  soon  after  the  cancellation  of  their 
certificates.  It  has  also  been  observed  that  the  action  of  the  Board 
has  in  many  instances  produced  a  decided  beneficial  effect  upon 
the  membership  in  general. 

APPEALS  AND  DECISIONS. 

During  the  past  biennial  term  no  appeals  have  been  taken 
from  the  decisions  of  the  Board. 

In  connection  with  the  business  of  the  Rank  there  have  arisen 
a  few  questions  regarding  which  the  Board  has  been  called  on  to 
render  a  decision. 
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Complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  rules  governing  th« 
Rank,  in  every  instance  where  we  have  been  able  to  satisfy  our¬ 
selves  that  members  have  become  addicted  to  the  excessive  use  of 
alcoholic  stimulants,  we  have  immediately  taken  the  necessary 
steps  for  the  cancellation  of  their  certificate. 

In  one  case,  where  a  member  had  withdrawn  from  the  Order, 
subsequently  connecting  himself  with  another  organization,  using 
the  name  “  Knights  of  Pythias,  ”  contrary  to  his  obligation,  the 
Board  at  once  cancelled  his  certificate  of  membership  in  the  Rank, 
believing  it  was  the  purpose  and  intention  of  the  Endowment  Rank 
to  furnish  insurance  only  to  loyal  members  of  the  Order,  under 
the  control  and  guidance  of  the  “Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of 
Pythias.”  In  connection  with  this  subject  generally,  the  Board 
issued  the  following  circular:

To  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Endowment  Bank  Knights  of  Pythias ,  Greeting : 

It  lia^come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Board  of  Control  that  former 
members  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  many  of  whom  held  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Endowment  Rank,  have  from  time  to  time  since  the  adoption 
of  the  new  Ritual  of  the  Order  affiliated  with  an  alleged  Order  using  the 
name  Knights  of  Pythias.  By  so  doing,  these  members  under  Pythian 
law  forfeited  membership  in  the  Order,  and  consequently  in  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Rank. 

The  Board  is  advised  that  there  are  instances  where  some  of  these 
members  applied  for  and  obtained  withdrawal  cards  prior  to  the  time  when 
their  respective  Lodges  became  defunct,  and  under  the  provision  of  the 
laws  of  the  Endowment  Rank  governing  standing  in  the  Rank  of  those 
holding  withdrawal  cards,  have  continued  in  force  their  certificates  of 
endowment  by  paying  regularly  the  monthly  payment  and  dues,  notwith¬ 
standing  their  disloyalty  to  and  renouncement  of  the  Order. 

This  is  to  inform  the  officers  and  members  generally  that  in  all  such 
cases  membership  in  the  Rank  has  been  absolutely  forfeited.  It  is,  and 
will  be  considered  the  duty  of  the  officers  and  members  of  Sections  to 
permit  none  of  these  former  members  to  resume  membership  in  the  En¬ 
dowment  Rank,  nor  must  any  member  holding  a  withdrawal  card  from 
the  Subordinate,  Grand  or  Supreme  Lodge  of  the  Order,  and  who  has  in 
any  way  affiliated  with  the  alleged  Order  using  the  name  Knights  of 
Pythias,  be  permitted  to  remain  a  member  of  the  Rank.  Secretaries  are 
hereby  instructed  to  promptly  report  such  cases  to  the  office  of  the  Board 
of  Control  and  decline  to  receive  from  the  member  any  further  monthly 
payments  and  dues. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  provisions  of  Article  II,  Section  7,  of 
the  Endowment  Rank  Constitution,  authorizing  the  Board  of  Control  to 
annul  any  certificate  of  membership  when  procured  by  fraud,  or  when  the 
holder  becomes  addicted  to  vices  in  any  form  whereby  his  life  or  natural 
expectancy  may  become  shortened.  Any  infraction  of  these  laws  should 
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be  promptly  reported  to  the  Board  of  Control.  By  so  doing  you  are  ren¬ 
dering  the  Board  invaluable  services  in  their  efforts  to  protect  the  Rank 
from  unjust  claims  and  from  incurring  the  expense  of  litigation  that  in 
many  instances  follow  deaths  resulting  from  these  causes.  Information 
of  this  character  may  be  freely  and  fully  communicated,  the  source  of 
which  will  be  held  in  strictest  confidence.

In  connection  with  the  question  of  the  business  of  mining  under 
ground,  the  Board  has  refused  to  discriminate  in  favor  of  different 
classes  of  mining,  holding  that  that  class  of  employment,  whether 
in  gold  or  silver  mining,  or  coal  mining,  is  all  extra  hazardous, 
and  must  be  so  rated.  A  petition  to  the  contrary,  asking  that  gold 
and  silver  mining  should  be  declared  simply  u  hazardous,”  was 
rejected,  the  Board  not  feeling  that  it  would  be  wise  to  change  the 
existing  rule. 

Another  very  important  question  came  up  during  the  past 
term  for  decision — it  pertained  especially  to  the  additional  risk 
taken  by  those  who  went  to  Alaska  in  connection  with  the  Klon- 
dyke  mining  excitement.  Statements  from  Government  reports, 
as  well  as  other  information  derived  from  reliable  sources,  evi¬ 
denced  that  travel  as  well  as  mining,  and  association  with  the  class 
of  people  who  were  flocking  to  that  territory  was  unquestionably 
hazardous  and  dangerous.  Immediately  upon  becoming  convinced 
of  the  necessity  for  necessary  precautions  being  taken,  the  Board 
of  Control  took  action,  and  on  February  10,  1898,  issued  a  circular, 
of  which  the  following  is  a  copy:

To  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Endowment  Bank ,  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  the 
Order  Universal: 

At  the  adjourned  quarterly  session  of  the  Board  of  Control,  held  on 
February  3d,  4th  and  5th,  1898,  the  following  rules  and  regulations  were 
adopted : 

“Applicants  for  membership  in  the  Endowment  Rank  intending  to 
sojourn  or  reside  in  Alaska,  or  that  part  of  British  America  known  as  the 
North-West  Territories  (British  Columbia,  Alberta  and  Assiniboia  ex¬ 
cepted),  will  be  excluded  from  admission  to  the  Rank. 

“The  certificates  of  members  of  the  Endowment  Rank  now  residing 
or  sojourning  in  Alaska,  or  in  that  portion  of  the  North-West  Territories 
as  above  defined,  and  who  were  admitted  after  March  1st,  1894,  are, 
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during  such  residence  or  sojourn,  reduced  to  the  minimum  amount  of 
$500;  such  members  to  be  rated  as  extra  hazardous  and  required  to  pay  20 
cents  per  month  in  addition  to  the  regular  monthly  payment. 

‘‘Members  of  the  Endowment  Rank  now  residing  or  sojourning  in 
Alaska,  or  in  that  portion  of  the  North-West  Territories  as  above  defined, 
admitted  prior  to  March  1st,  1894,  are  permitted  to  retain  their  present 
certificates,  and  will,  during  such  residence  or  sojourn,  be  rated  as  extra 
hazardous  and  required  to  pay  40  cents  per  $1,000  monthly  in  addition  to 
the  regular  monthly  payment. 

“The  foregoing  rules  and  regulations  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
from  and  after  the  date  hereof.” 

Secretaries  of  Sections  and  general  organizers  and  assistants  will, 
until  further  orders,  require  each  applicant  to  state  whether  he  intends 
going  to  Alaska,  or  to  that  part  of  the  North-West  Territories  as  above 
defined,  and  upon  answer  in  the  affirmative  decline  to  receive  the  applica¬ 
tion.  In  such  cases  the  Board  of  Control  will  not  be  responsible  for  nor 
pay  the  fee  for  medical  examination. 

Secretaries  will  at  once  advise  this  office  of  the  names  of  members 
of  their  respective  Sections  now  known  to  be  iu  Alaska,  or  in  the  British 
North-West  Territories  (British  Columbia,  Alberta  and  Assiniboia  ex¬ 
cepted),  and  inform  such  members  of  the  adoption  of  the  foregoing  rules 
and  regulations,  requiring  those  admitted  after  March  1st,  1894  and  hold¬ 
ing  certificates  in  excess  of  $500,  to  surrender  the  same  to  the  Board  of 
Control,  whereupon  certificates  for  the  minimum  amount  will  be  issued. 

Remittances  for  monthly  payments  must  hereafter  include  the  addi¬ 
tional  amounts  for  extra  hazardous  rating  upon  all  members  affected.

By  it  the  Board  placed  what  it  believed  to  be  requisite 
restrictions  upon  those  sojourning  or  residing  in.  Alaska,  or  such 
portions  of  the  Northwest  territory  as  were  specifically  set  forth  in 
the  circular,  believing  that  the  rule  thus  made  was  absolutely  nec¬ 
essary  for  the  protection  of  the  Rank.  It  may  be  proper  also  to 
state  here  that  many  other  fraternal  organizations,  as  well  as  insur¬ 
ance  companies,  made  similar  restrictions. 

Under  your  laws,  and  in  accordance  with  the  contract  em¬ 
braced  in  the  application  for  membership,  immediately  upon  the 
outbreak  of  the  war  with  Spain,  the  Board  issued  a  circular, 
announcing  to  the  membership  generally,  that  where  any  of  them 
entered  active  military  service  in  time  of  war,  the  effect  thereof 
would  be  to  void  their  certificates.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  the 
circular:

The  Board  of  Control,  Endowment  Rank,  Knights  of  Pythias,  at 
the  regular  quarterly  session,  held  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  on  April  21st, 
22d  and  23d,  adopted  the  following  preamble  and  resolution: 

“Whereas,  Section  1  of  Article  VI  of  the  General  Laws,  Rules 
and  Regulations  of  the  Endowment  Rank  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of 
of  Pythias,  as  adopted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  provides  that  ‘  active 
service  in  the  army  or  navy  in  time  of  war  shall  forfeit  the  certificate  and 
all  claims  thereunder  of  any  member  of  the  Endowment  Rank  heretofore 
or  hereafter  admitted,’  therefore,  be  it 

“ Resolved ,  That  all  members  of  the  Endowment  Rank  in  good 
standing  who  may  enlist  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States  and 
be  lawfully  called  into  active  service  shall,  upon  their  discharge  from  such 
active  service,  be  restored  to  the  Endowment  Rank  and  their  certificates 
of  insurance  again  be  in  force  at  the  same  rate  of  payment  as  when  they 
enlisted  or  were  called  into  active  service,  upon  presenting  to  the  Board 
of  Control  a  certificate  of  a  reputable  practicing  physician,  certifying  that 
they  are  then  in  good  health,  having  sustained  no  injury  or  contracted 
any  chronic  disease  while  in  said  service.” 

Section  officers  are  kindly  requested  to  advise  all  members  making 
inquiry  to  the  above  effect.  Fraternally,

This  was  done  in  order  that  all  should  have  proper  and  fair 
notice  as  to  what  the  law  was,  and  thereby  prevent  misunderstand¬ 
ing.  While  it  is  not  the  wish  of  the  Board  here  to  go  into  an 
argument  as  to  the  wisdom  and  soundness  of  the  law  in  that 
regard,  yet  it  desires  most  emphatically  to  say  that  no  other  course 
can  or  should  be  pursued,  without  absolute  certainty  that  the  ruin 
and  destruction  of  the  Insurance  Branch  must  follow.  Every  emi¬ 
nent  authority  on  insurance  agrees  with  this  declaration,  that  not 
only  are  war  risks  unprovided  for  by  the  regular  premiums,  in 
insurance  companies,  or  by  the  monthly  payments  in  fraternal  or 
co-operative  insurance,  but  that  as  a  matter  of  fact  no  fixed  rate  or 
provision  can  be  made  such  as  could  or  would  with  any  certainty 
provide  for  risks  of  that  character.  Eminent  authorities  on  insur¬ 
ance,  all  over  Europe  and  this  country,  agree  that  the  only  safe 
course  which  either  insurance  companies  or  fraternal  associations 
can  pursue,  is  to  vacate  the  policies  of  those  who  enter  active  mili¬ 
tary  service,  reserving  the  right,  if  the  conditions  justify,  to  revive 
such  policies  or  certificates  after  the  former  holder  has  ceased  such 
active  service. 
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The  Board  therefore  recommends  that  you  take  no  action 
that  will  in  any  respect  disturb  or  modify  the  law  as  it  now  stands 
— it  was  enacted  years  prior  to  even  the  prospect  of  a  war,  was 
enacted  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  experience  of  countries 
where  such  a  condition  had  previously  arisen,  comported  with  all 
sound  business  rules,  and  has  not  at  the  present  moment  a  single 
logical  argument  against  it.  Neither  clamor  nor  sentiment  should 
be  allowed  to  affect  the  consideration  of  this  question — it  should 
be  considered  purely  from  a  business  standpoint,  and  in  the  light 
of  reason  and  sound  sense. 

PYTHIAN  PRESS. 

Working  hand  in  hand  with  the  Endowment  Rank,  the 
Pythian  press  has  ever  been  found  its  most  faithful  and  enthusias¬ 
tic  ally,  spreading  abroad  through  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
Supreme  domain  such  information  pertaining  to  the  Insurance 
Branch  as  was  calculated  to  bring  its  advantages  prominently  to 
the  notice  of  the  general  membership  of  the  Order.  The  Pythian 
press  has  indeed  been  a  valued  co-worker  with  the  Board  and  its 
organizers,  in  keeping  constantly  before  the  brethren  the  great 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  association  with  this  department  of 
Pythian  Knighthood,  especially  calling  their  attention  to  the  duty 
which  they  owed  to  the  Order  to  give  their  best,  first  and  loyal 
support  to  the  Endowment  Rank.  Grateful  for  this  hearty,  cor¬ 
dial  and  unwavering  support  which  these  Pythian  scribes  have 
ever  accorded,  the  Board  cheerfully  takes  this  means  of  testi¬ 
fying  to  its  appreciation  of  their  eminent  service. 

EXPERT  EXAMINATION. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  year  1897,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
insurance  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Insurance  Department  entered  upon  an  examination  of  the  books, 
accounts,  and  securities  of  the  Endowment  Rank,  placing  two 
expert  accountants  in  the  office,  at  whose  disposal  everything  was 
placed,  and  who,  for  a  period  of  four  weeks,  carried  on  a  most 
complete  and  thorough  examination,  going  over  every  transaction 
and  item  pertaining  to  the  affairs  and  administration  of  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Rank.  A  short  time  after  the  completion  of  the  work,  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Insurance,  Mr.  James  R.  B.  Van  Cleave,

addressed  the  accompanying  communication  to  the  President  of 
the  Board,  which,  since  it  deals  with  the  subject  completely, 
requires  no  comment  at  our  hands.

Dear  Sir— Complying  with  your  request  for  a  copy  of  a  detailed 
report  of  the  result  of  the  examination  of  your  Society  recently  made  by  this 
department,  which  was  a  most  thorough  one  covering  a  period  of  over 
thirty  days,  I  enclose  the  same  herewith.  Jn  connection  therewith  I  take 
great  pleasure  in  saying  that  the  several  exhibits  and  statements  submitted 
evidence  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition  of  your  Society. 

Your  securities,  consisting  of  bonds,  mortgages  and  collateral  loans, 
have  been  given  a  thorough  and  careful  inspection  and  examination,  and 
this  department  finds  that  they  are  all  well  and  amply  secured.  It 
appears  that  no  loss  has  ever  occurred  on  the  investment  of  your  surplus 
funds. 


It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Examiners  that  you  have  paid 
your  death  losses  promptly,  and  that  only  such  losses  have  been  resisted 
as  a  due  regard  for  the  rights  of  the  living  members  would  justify. 

It  also  appears  from  the  report  that  the  affairs  of  your  Society  have 
been  honestly  conducted  and  that  its  officers  are  capable  and  painstaking 
and  are  giving  careful  consideration  to  the  interests  of  your  51,000 
members. 

The  members  of  your  organization  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
honest  and  efficient  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Endowment  Rank  as 
shown  by  the  report  to  this  Department. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  commending  to  your  members  the  wise, 
prudent  and  honest  administration  of  the  trust  committed  to  your  hands.

Notwithstanding,  however,  that  such  an  examination  had  so 
recently  been  made,  yet  the  Board  has  considered  it  best  still  to 
pursue  the  rule  previously  adopted,  of  having  all  the  books, 
accounts,  papers,  moneys  and  securities  belonging  to  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Rank  thoroughly  examined  by  a  capable,  expert  accountant, 
immediately  previous  to  your  Convention,  so  that  you  might  have  a 
full  report  from  him.  This  has  been  done,  and  the  result  of  his 
examination  is  herewith  submitted  as  a  separate  report: 
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REPORT  OF  EXPERT  ACCOUNTANT.

Dear  Sir  —  The  Insurance  Superintendent  for  the  State  of 
Illinois  having  made  a  very  thorough  examination  of  the  books 
and  finances,  and  reported  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner  the  result 
of  his  investigation  of  the  Board  of  Control,  Endowment  Rank, 
Knights  of  Pythias,  up  to  January  1,  last,  I,  in  obedience  to 
your  instructions,  continued  the  investigation  from  the  time  he 
left  off  down  to  the  end  of  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  March  31  ; 
also  for  the  months  of  April,  May  and  June  to  July  1. 

I  find  that  the  method  used  in  keeping  check  on  the  cash  and 
accounts  in  the  counting-rooms  are  of  the  most  modern,  business¬ 
like,  “up-to-date”  style  ;  well  in  line  with  the  splendid  discipline 
and  gunnery  on  our  modern  battleships — and  that  is  saying  much 
at  the  present  time. 

The  cash,  always  accompanied  by  official  letters  and  state¬ 
ments  from  the  various  Sections  and  Organizers,  is  counted  every 
morning  by  two  tellers  and  the  total  entered  and  itemized  in  a 
cash  blotter.  Then  the  bookkeeper  enters  the  amounts  in  the  day¬ 
book  journal,  and  when  the  two  books  are  found  to  agree  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  Mr.  H.  B.  Stolte,  has  the  full  amount  depos¬ 
ited  in  the  First  National  Bank,  the  depository  of  the  funds  of  the 
Endowment  Rank,  where  it  remains  until  checked  out  by  warrants 
drawn  by  the  authorized  officers.  I  examined  the  warrants  which 
have  been  paid  and  found  them  properly  endorsed  by  the  payees 
and  charged  to  the  proper  accounts.  I  find  that  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board,  Mr.  H.  B.  Stolte,  makes  daily  report  to  the  President 
of  the  cash  receipts  and  deposits  in  bank,  and  that  these  daily 
reports  are  embodied  in  monthly  statements.  I  checked  up  these 
monthly  statements  with  the  bank  book  and  general  cash  book  and 
found  them  correct.  I  also  took  off  a  trial  balance  from  the  gen¬ 
eral  ledger  and  found  it  balanced  to  a  cent. 

The  statement  of  assets  on  hand  July  1,  1898,  amounting 
to  $523,276.62,  as  shown  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Control, 
was  verified  by  me  and  found  correct  in  every  detail. 

The  investment  securities  in  charge  of  the  President  and  con¬

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which  I  counted,  thoroughly  inspected  and  found  them  to  agree 
with  the  books  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary. 

Before  closing,  I  wish  to  tender  my  thanks  and  appreciation 
to  Mr.  Hinsey,  President ;  Mr.  Stolte,  Secretary,  and  the  entire 
office  force  for  their  kindness  and  willingness  to  aid  and  assist  me 
in  the  laborious  duties  connected  with  work  of  this  kind.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  ORGANIZERS. 

For  some  years  it  has  been  apparent  to  the  Board  that  the 
time  had  come  when  the  care,  direction  and  management  of  the 
workers  in  the  field  required  a  supervising  head,  whose  duty  it 
would  be  to  devote  his  whole  time,  thought  and  energy  to  this 
exceedingly  important  department.  Accordingly  it  was  decided 
to  appoint  a  u  Superintendent  of  Organizers,”  with  duties  incident 
to  that  position.  Having  a  knowledge  of  the  thorough  business 
experience  and  ability  of  Supreme  Representative  Edward  Atkinson, 
and  knowing  of  the  deep  interest  which  he  had  always  taken  in 
the  success  and  advancement  of  the  Endowment  Rank,  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Board  corresponded  with  that  Brother  and  ultimately 
succeeded  in  securing  his  services.  On  November  1,  1896,  Brother 
Atkinson  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  position,  due  announce¬ 
ment  being  made  thereof  by  the  issuance  of  a  circular,  of  which 
the  following  is  a  copy:

Brethren— The  Board  of  Control  at  its  October  quarterly  session, 
deeming  it  necessary  that  the  field  work  conducted  by  general  organizers 
and  assistants  be  placed  in  charge  of  some  one  who  could  give  it  exclusive 
and  undivided  attention,  created  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Organ¬ 
izers,  and  authorized  and  instructed  the  President  to  fill  the  position  at 
the  earliest  opportunity. 

In  obedience  thereto  I  take  pleasure  in  announcing  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Supreme  Representative  Edward  Atkinson  of  Kentucky  to  the 
above  position,  to  become  effective  on  and  after  November  1,  1896. 

During  his  four  years’  service  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Control 
Brother  Atkinson  has  given  the  Insurance  Branch  of  the  Order  his  most 
careful  study  and  attention,  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  its  affairs,  wants 
and  necessities  that  has  fittingly  qualified  him  for  this  particular  branch 
of  the  work.  All  the  general  and  assistant  organizers  are  placed  under  his 
immediate  charge.  Correspondence  relating  to  the  above,  as  well  as  to  the 
inauguration  of  a  thorough  and  effective  canvass  throughout  the  entire 
Pythian  field,  will  receive  his  personal  attention,  and  should  be  addressed 
to  the  Board  of  Control  as  heretofore,  marked  “  Superintendent  of  Organ¬ 
izers.  ” 

The  headquarters  of  this  department  will  be  in  the  office  of  the 
Board  of  Control,  Chicago,  Ill.

The  advantages  derived  from  the  creation  of  this  department 
were  soon  apparent;  an  orderly  system  was  at  once  inaugurated. 
The  Board  has  no  doubt  that  the  best  results  will  in  time  grow  out 
of  thus  devolving  upon  one  person  the  duty  of  marshaling  the 
workers  in  the  field. 


GENERAL  ORGANIZERS. 

General  organizers  have  been  appointed  in  almost  the  entire 
Pythian  field — this  has  been  done  not  only  with  a  view  to  the 
extension  of  the  work,  but  also  with  the  purpose  of  giving  the 
membership  of  the  Order  a  true  conception  and  proper  under¬ 
standing  of  the  purposes  and  advantages  of  the  Endowment  Rank. 
It  has  further  been  done  so  that  the  Brethren  might  more  fully 
realize  the  duty  which  they  owe  to  this  important  branch  of  the 
Order,  to  give  it  their  first  and  loyal  support. 

The  Board  of  Control  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that 
large  accessions  to  the  Rank  have  resulted  through  the  efforts  of 
these  general  organizers,  and  that  their  work  has  been  very 
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encouraging.  This  feature  of  the  business  of  the  Rank  has  cer¬ 
tainly  demonstrated  that  had  active  organization  been  inaugurated 
in  the  earlier  history  of  the  Insurance  Branch,  the  membership  of 
the  Endowment  Rank  at  this  time  would  have  reached  larger  pro¬ 
portions. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  the  Board  of  Control  desire  to 
say  that  while  the  assistance  rendered  to  our  general  organizers  in 
their  work  by  those  in  authority  in  some  Grand  Domains  has  been 
a  source  of  gratification,  yet,  that  in  others  it  has  been  a  corres¬ 
ponding  source  of  regret  that  those  whose  aid,  countenance  and 
assistance  should  have  been  heartily  and  enthusiastically  accorded, 
have  not  only  utterly  failed  to  give  this  department  their  support, 
but  have  dampened  the  energy  and  efforts  of  our  organizers  by 
apparent  disapproval. 

The  Board  of  Control  firmly  believes  that  if  its  organizers 
and  representatives  received  the  general  support,  encouragement 
and  indorsement  of  the  Grand  Officers  in  the  several  Domains,  the 
progress  of  the  Endowment  Rank  would  everywhere  be  more 
marked  and  increased,  and  a  greater  confidence  exist  among  the 
general  membership  of  the  Order. 

APPOINTMENT  OF  W.  W.  BLACKWELL. 

In  view  of  the  appointment  of  Supreme  Representative  Edward 
Atkinson  to  the  position  of  “Superintendent  of  Organizers,”  Bro. 
Atkinson,  on  January  20,  1897,  tendered  his  resignation,  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Board  of  Control.  Thereupon  the  Supreme  Chancellor 
appointed  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  W.  W.  Blackwell,  of  Hen¬ 
derson,  Ky.,  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  following  circular  announc¬ 
ing  such  appointment  was  issued  :

“Dear  Sir  and  Brother— At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  there 
was  handed  to  me  the  resignation  of  Brother  Edward  Atkinson  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Board  of  Control.  Having  been  appointed  to  the  position  of 
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Superintendent  of  Organizers  he  felt  that  he  should  no  longer  remain  a 
member  of  the  Board,  and  that  in  justice  to  himself  and  the  Rank  he 
should  tender  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor  his  resignation.  Concurring  in 
the  views  of  Brother  Atkinson,  I  accepted  his  resignation,  and  did  on  the 
23d  day  of  January, 1897, tender  to  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  W.W. Blackwell 
of  Henderson,  Ky.,  the  appointment  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the 
resignation  of  Brother  Atkinson.  I  have  received  a  letter  of  acceptance 
from  Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Blackwell.

A  further  introduction  of  Brother  Blackwell  to  the  membership  is 
deemed  unnecessary.  His  earnest  and  zealous  advocacy  of  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Rank,  and  his  constant  labors  in  its  behalf  during  his  official  term  as 
Supreme  Chancellor,  and  as  a  member  ex-officio  of  the  Board  of  Control, 
are  well  known  to  the1  membership  of  the  Rank  and  Order  ’throughout  the 
entire  Supreme  Domain.  The  intimate  knowledge  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Rank  thus  gained  will  render  invaluable  his  future  service  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Control.

DEATH  OF  W.  A.  PARK.

At  the  regular  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Control,  convened 
this  day,  the  death,  on  April  2,  1897,  of  Past  Grand  Chancellor  and 
Supreme  Representative  W.  A.  Park  of  the  Grand  Domain  of  Iowa,  and  a 
member  of  the  Board,  was  announced,  whereupon  the  following  resolutions 
were  adopted: 

Resolved ,  That  in  the  death  of  our  colleague  on  the  Board  of  Control, 
Brother  W-  A.  Park,  whilst  bowing  submissively  to  the  will  of  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  of  the  Universe,  we  will  miss  his  wise  counsel,  his 
genial  companionship,  and  that  unswerving  devotion  to  the  Order  and  to 
duty  which  he  has  ever  shown  and  which  endeared  him  to  us  all;  and 
whilst  recognizing  the  fact  that  words  are  but  feeble  vehicles  of  thought, 
we  wish  to  tender  this  slight  testimony  of  our  high  regard  for  Brother 
Park  and  to  extend  to  his  bereaved  family  in  this  their  hour  of  deepest 
affliction  our  sincerest  sympathy,  and  also  to  express  our  sorrow  to  those 
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of  our  Order  in  bis  Grand  Domain  who  have  so  greatly  honored  our  Brother, 
and  who  have  been  in  his  death  thus  bereft  and  deprived  of  his  earnest 
effort  in  behalf  of  the  order.

OUR  “ex-officio”  members. 

With  this  Convention,  Brother  Philip  T.  Colgrove  will  have 
rounded  out  four  years  of  active,  earnest  and  devoted  service  to 
the  Endowment  Rank,  first  coming  to  it  as  the  second  officer  of 
your  body,  and  then  during  his  two  years  as  its  executive.  During 
the  entire  period  he  has  attended  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board, 
given  to  it  the  benefit  of  his  eminent  ability  and  legal  experience, 
and  entered  into  the  transaction  of  its  affairs  as  is  his  wont  in  all 
things  Pythian. 

Though  Brother  Thos.  G.  Sample  came  to  us,  under  your 
rule,  as  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor,  yet  he  had  long  been  a  stead- 
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fast  advocate  of  the  Rank.  In  his  own  Domain  he  had,  years 
before,  been  its  stalwart  supporter;  hence  his  advent  on  the  Board 
was  simply  the  entrance  of  an  old-time  friend.  He,  too,  has 
attended  every  meeting  and  participated  in  its  business  with  that 
fervor  and  enthusiasm  for  which  he  is  proverbial. 

Both  these  good  Brothers  have  done  eminent  service  for  the 
Rank,  given  cheerfully  of  their  time,  ability  and  experience,  and 
have  proven  as  valued  counselors  as  they  have  been  indeed  good 
companions. 

OUR  SECRETARY. 

It  is  now  twenty  years  since,  when,  in  the  capacity  of  book¬ 
keeper,  representing  then  almost  the  entire  office  force,  H.  B.  Stolte 
entered  the  service  of  the  Endowment  Rank.  During  all  that 
period  he  has  been  its  faithful  servitor,  laboring  only  for  its  inter¬ 
ests,  its  upbuilding  and  success.  Since  1892  Brother  Stolte  has 
been  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  it  gladly  accords  to  him  the 
merited  words  of  praise  when  it  says  that,  in  the  varied  duties  which 
he  has  been  called  upon  to  perform,  he  has  discharged  them  with 
eminent  ability,  strict  fidelity  and  unswerving  integrity. 

MEDICAL  EXAMINER-IN  CHIEF. 

As  we  have  already  stated,  in  connection  with  that  portion 
of  the  report  referring  to  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  immedi¬ 
ately  following  your  last  Convention,  we  re-appointed  Dr.  A.  I. 
Bouffleur  as  Medical  Examiner-in-Chief. 

Regarding  this  office*  the  Board  desires  to  say  that  he  has 
continued  to  prove  himself  entirely  worthy  of  the  confidence 
which  has  been  reposed  in  him,  giving  to  the  position  which  he 
occupies  his  best  attention  and  earnest  effort.  Prominent  in 
every  branch  of  his  profession,  Dr.  Bouffleur  has  brought  to  the 
position  of  Medical  Examiner-in-Chief  special  adaptation  for  the 
work.  During  his  service  for  the  Board  he  has  thoroughly  rebuilt 
and  reorganized  the  entire  system  of  medical  examination,  placed  it 
upon  a  sound  foundation  and  given  to  the  insurance  branch  of  our 
Order  a  staff  of  medical  examiners  unsurpassed  by  any  insurance 
company  or  organization  in  the  land. 
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OUTSIDE  ORGANIZATIONS. 

We  now  approach  a  subject  that  has  become  of  grave  import 
to  the  interest  of  the  Endowment  Rank.  We  refer  to  the  large 
number  of  prominent  members  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  who 
are  working  for  and  endorsing  different  fraternal  orders,  and  old- 
line  companies  that  make  a  specialty  of  life  insurance. 

The  right  of  members  of  this  Order  to  engage  in  any  occupa¬ 
tion  for  a  livelihood,  not  positively  interdicted  by  our  law,  is 
undoubted ;  but  the  right  of  such  members  to  use  the  honors  that 
you  have  bestowed  on  them,  to  the  injury  and  detriment  of  the 
Endowment  Rank,  is  emphatically  disputed  and  denied. 

When  the  stationery  of  this  Order  is  used,  and  its  official 
titles  are  printed  on  literature  which  is  distributed  among 
Pythians,  in  the  interest  of  these  outside  fraternal  insurance  asso¬ 
ciations  and  companies,  it  is  time  that  you  should  speak  out. 

Frequently,  as  soon  as  some  of  our  members  are  honored  by 
and  with  an  official  title,  their  service  is  sought  by  some  other 
organization  in  the  business  of  fraternal  life  insurance — they  are 
sought  because  of  the  standing,  force  and  influence  which  their 
honors  bring,  enabling  them  not  only  to  cross  the  threshold  of 
Pythian  Knighthood,  but  there  to  undermine  the  interests  of  the 
Endowment  Rank. 

We  desire  to  make  no  harsh  comments,  nor  do  we  wish  to 
appear  in  anywise  severe — we  speak  only  as  the  guardians  of  a 
great  and  important  trust,  in  which  we  take  a  profound  interest — 
what  we  say  is  only  for  the  benefit  and  perpetuity  of  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Rank,  and  we  believe  that  we  would  fail  in  our  duty  to  you, 
our  duty  to  the  nearly  fifty -four  thousand  members  of  the  Insur¬ 
ance  Branch,  and  our  duty  to  the  Order,  did  we  shirk  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  bringing  to  your  notice  at  this  time  that  which  has 
gradually  become  a  great  and  growing  evil. 

At  this  Convention  the  Supreme  Lodge  should  declare  that 
the  business  of  any  other  association  of  which  life  insurance  is 
the  special  purpose,  must  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  be  transacted 
in  an  office  used  for  the  business  of  the  Order,  nor  the  stationery 
of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  advertising 
any  of  these  fraternities  or  companies  above  referred  to  ;  and 
further,  that  the  question  of  life  insurance  shall  not  be  discussed 
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on  the  floor  of  any  Subordinate  or  Grand  Lodge,  except  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  Endowment  Rank. 

We  earnestly  hope,  therefore,  that  you  will  direct  that  such 
an  edict  shall  be  issued  on  this  question  as  will  be  plain,  emphatic  , 
and  mandatory.  Let  it  correct  as  well  as  warn.  Let  it  tell  the 
membership,  in  no  uncertain  tones,  that  Pythians,  as  such,  may  not 
lawfully  represent  insurance  organizations  other  than  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Rank. 

AMENDMENTS. 

At  the  last  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  July  20th, 
21st  and  22d,  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  necessary  revision  of 
the  laws  governing  the  Rank  were  considered,  and  the  result  of 
our  deliberations  will  be  submitted  to  you  at  this  Convention. 

While  it  is  not  our  desire  or  intention  to  make  any  positive 
changes,  yet  it  has  become  evident  that,  in  a  few  instances,  some 
slight  alterations  are  requisite  in  order  to  give  to  the  language  of 
the  law  the  proper  meaning,  force  and  effect. 

CONCLUSION. 

Thus,  during  the  two  years  since  we  last  had  the  pleasure  of 
addressing  you,  have  we  continued  to  perform  our  duty  as  we 
understood  it.  As  the  custodians  and  guardians  of  a  great  trust, 
we  have  protected  it  for  the  purpose  only  for  which  it  has  been  con¬ 
tributed,  strictly  adhering  to  the  laws  provided  and  handed  down  by 
you  for  our  government,  direction  and  control.  In  the  honest  and 
conscientious  administration  of  this  trust  neither  sentiment,  clamor, 
prejudice  nor  friendships  have  controlled  us,  prompted  or  inspired 
a  single  act,  or  influenced  our  judgment.  With  an  eye  single  for 
the  interests  of  the  Rank,  and  to  the  end  that  the  greatest  good 
might  accrue  for  the  greatest  number,  we  have  served  our  brethren, 
and,  pointing  to  the  record,  we  think  that  we  have  reason  to  feel 
that  our  efforts  have  not  been  in  vain. 

We  trust  that  this  report  of  our  stewardship  may  commend 
itself  to  your  judgment.

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NOTE. 

By  permission  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  (see  record  of  seventh 
day’s  proceedings,  post),  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Control 
withdrew  that  section  of  the  report  of  the  board  entitled  “  Invest¬ 
ments”  (p.  7791,  ante),  and  substituted  the  following: 

INVESTMENTS. 

The  policy  which  the  Board  of  Control  has  heretofore  adopted,  and 
which  has  uniformly  been  confirmed  by  you,  has  been  continued  during 
the  two  years  just  past,  and  the  surplus  funds  invested  in  securities 
believed  by  the  board  to  be  safe  and  secure,  at  rates  of  interest  remuner¬ 
ative  to  the  rank. 

When  last  we  reported  to  you,  the  invested  funds  of  the  insurance 
branch  amounted  to  $399,178.75.  There  has  been  still  further  added  to 
this  amount  the  sum  of  $39,915.88,  bringing  the  total  sum  on  July  1,  1898, 
to  $439,094.63 — the  latter  represents  the  purchase  value,  though  the 
present  value  will  bring  the  amount  up  to  nearly  $455,000. 

The  feature  of  interest  earnings,  in  most  instances  payable  semi-annu¬ 
ally,  has  brought  profitable  returns  to  the  rank,  the  sum  amounting 
during  the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1898,  to  a  sum  exceeding  $45,000. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  there  have  been  two  important  matters, 
regarding  which  you  no  doubt  desire  to  have  some  information.  The  first 
of  these  grew  out  of  the  failure  of  the  City  National  Bank  of  Fort  Worth, 
Texas.  At  first  many  thought  that  this  claim  would  be  a  loss,  but  the 
board  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that,  as  it  has  always  maintained,  the 
rank  will  not  lose  a  dollar  of  either  the  principal  or  interest  of  this  claim. 
Though,  according  to  the  rule  with  reference  to  the  failure  of  a  national 
bank,  interest  on  all  claims  ceases  from  the  time  of  the  failure,  yet  the 
board  recovered  judgment  against  the  bondsmen  for  an  amount  greatly  in 
excess  of  what  they  will  be  required  to  pay  after  the  final  dividend  is  paid 
by  the  receiver  of  the  bank.  The  amount  due  from  the  bondsmen  is 
drawing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent.  No  transfer  of  real  estate  can 
be  made  by  the  bondsmen  since  the  suit  was  brought,  except  subject  to 
this  indebtedness.  We  believe  the  bondsmen  good  for  the  amount  of  the 
judgment.  No  execution  has  yet  been  issued  against  the  bondsmen  on 
the  judgment  obtained,  as  we  were  advised  by  our  attorneys  to  delay  such 
action  until  the  amount  that  they  are  liable  for  on  their  bond  is  definitely 
determined,  which  can  not  be  done  until  final  action  is  taken  by  the 
comptroller  of  the  currency  in  settlement  of  the  bank’s  affairs. 

The  second  matter  consists  of  the  investment  made  by  the  Board  of 
Control  in  first  mortgage  gold  bonds  of  the  Lexington  Hotel  Building 
Company  of  Chicago,  bearing  interest  at  six  per  cent.  These  bonds  are 
secured  by  property  worth  more  than  three  times  their  face  value.  There 
has  never  been  any  question  in  the  minds  of  the  members  of  the  board  as 
to  the  unqualified  safety  of  these  securities.  Your  board  is  pleased  to 
report  that,  as  soon  as  the  equity  of  redemption  expires,  so  that  final  and 
unassailable  title  can  be  given  in  the  property,  the  full  amount  of  principal 
and  interest  upon  these  bonds  will  be  paid  to  the  board.  Meantime  the 
interest  on  the  bonds  continues  to  run.

The  latter  amendment  was  rejected,  the  amendment  offered  by 
Supreme  Representative  Clizbe  was  adopted,  and  the  resolution 
as  amended  was  adopted. 

A  MATTER  OF  PERSONAL  PRIVILEGE. 

The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  arising  to  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  personal  privilege,  said  : 

In  the  Indianapolis  Sentinel  of  yesterday  morning  appeared  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

“Supreme  Representatives  who,  as  they  put  it,  are  ‘not  in  with  the 
crowd  in  power  that  is  perpetuating  itself  at  the  expense  of  the  order  and 
depleting  the  treasury,’  are  amazed  at  the  showing  made  of  the  bankrupt 
condition  of  the  order,  and  are  organizing  in  the  effort  to  oust  the  entire 
crowd  now  in  power.  Grave  charges  are  being  made.  One  of  their  num¬ 
ber,  who  will  be  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  opposition  that  will  try  to  put  the 
order  in  new  hands,  said  last  night :  ‘The  present  gang,  at  the  head  of 
which  was  Walter  Richie  of  Ohio,  got  into  power  in  1890  and  has  perpet¬ 
uated  itself  since.  R.  L.  C.  White  has  been  running  the  whole  thing.  He 
has  become  a  rich  man  in  a  few  years.  He  is  now  president  of  a  bank,  a 
director  in  a  large  trust  company  and  largely  interested  in  other  big  con¬ 
cerns,  whereas  he  was  a  poor  country  doctor  at  Lebanon,  Tenn.,  when  he 
was  elected  to  his  position.  An  affidavit  will  be  shown  here  tomorrow  to 
the  effect  that  he  is  allowed  $100  per  month  for  office  rent,  and  pays  $33 
rent!’  ” 

Brothers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  the  charges  contained  in  this  state¬ 
ment  are  alleged  to  have  been  furnished  by  a  member  of  this  body  to  the 
paper  which  prints  them.  These  charges  are  true,  or  they  are  false.  If 
they  are  true,  I  am  unfit  to  be  a  trusted  officer  of  this  Supreme  Lodge,  and 
should  no  longer  be  permitted  to  retain  the  position  with  which  you  have 
honored  me;  if  they  are  false,  the  man  who  makes  them  is  an  assassin  of 
character,  unworthy  of  association  with  this  body  of  honorable  gentlemen, 
and  should  be  ignominiously  kicked  out  of  an  order  which  his  presence 
pollutes.  My  reputation  is  my  most  valuable  possession;  it  is  the  only 
heritage  which  I  have  to  bequeath  to  my  children :  if  it  has  been  wantonly 
and  unjustly  assailed,  I  ask — nay,  I  demand — that  you  vindicate  me. 

The  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  said : 

In  addition  to  what  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  has  read, 
the  same  article  contained  the  following: 

“White  and  Meares  of  North  Carolina,  Ogden  H.  Fethers  of  Wiscon¬ 
sin,  John  C.  Burns  and  A.  P.  Butterfield,  the  three  members  of  the  finance 
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committee,  are  at  the  bottom  of  the  whole  ring.  They  have  fixed  things 
to  perpetuate  themselves  by  making  Fethers  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  and 
Meares  Supreme  Treasurer.  Their  slate  is  expected  to  go  through  from 
top  to  bottom,  and  it  is  a  question  if  we  can  break  it,  notwithstanding  the 
astounding  exposure  that  the  ring  has  bankrupted  the  order.  And,  to  top 
it  all,  they  now  come  before  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  want  to  put  an  addi¬ 
tional  per  capita  tax  of  twenty  cents  upon  the  membership  of  500,000  every 
year  to  sink  with  what  has  gone.” 

Supreme  Chancellor,  were  the  effect  of  such  a  publication — which,  if 
it  means  anything,  means  that  I  am  a  party  to  a  conspiracy  to  rob,  under 
color  of  law  or  otherwise,  the  treasury  of  this  order — measurable  only  by 
the  credence  it  would  obtain  at  home  where  I  have  lived  from  the  days  of 
my  boyhood,  I  might  have  remained  silent ;  for  there  the  suggestion  that 
I  was  connected  in  any  manner  or  degree,  directly  or  indirectly,  singly  or 
in  connection  with  others,  with  any  proposition  or  scheme  which  contem¬ 
plated  the  misuse  to  the  slightest  extent  of  the  property  of  others,  would 
be  treated  with  contemptuous  scorn  by  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the 
community.  And  what  is  true  of  my  immediate  home  is  true  as  well  of 
my  state  at  large,  throughout  which,  chiefly  by  the  instrumentality  of  this 
order,  I  enjoy  a  large  acquaintance  and  the  affection  and  respect  of  many 
cherished  friends. 

Nor  am  I  afraid  of  your  judgment.  Many  of  you  have  known  me  by 
reputation  and  personally  for  years,  while  those  of  you  whom  I  meet 
here  for  the  first  time,  keeping  informed,  as  men  of  your  prominence  must, 
upo-n  the  affairs  of  the  order  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  undoubtedly  know 
of  my  standing  in  my  own  section.  I  feel  sure,  therefore,  of  your  verdict, 
regardless  of  any  investigation. 

But,  Supreme  Representatives,  this  venomed  slander  has  gone  forth 
on  the  wings  of  the  public  press  throughout  the  country,  to  be  read  by 
many  to  whom  the  first  knowledge  of  my  name  is  coupled  with  a  most 
despicable  falsehood,  and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  I  call  your  attention  to  it 
in  this  manner. 

The  publication  of  this  article  is  a  reflection  upon  this  order  and  upon 
this  Supreme  Lodge,  for  by  the  men  whom  you  elevate  to  your  highest 
offices  will  you  be  judged,  and  by  them  will  your  order  be  measured. 

Therefore,  my  brothers,  for  your  own  sakes,  who  have  selected  these 
officers;  for  the  sake  of  the  order,  whose  character  and  dignity  they  must 
and  do  represent;  as  well  as  for  my  own  sake,  I  ask  that  you  place  upon 
this  damnable  lie  the  stamp  of  your  righteous  indignation. 

Supreme  Representative  Fethers  said,  in  substance,  that  the 
purpose  to  be  accomplished  by  the  attack  was  apparent,  and 
this  might  aid  in  fixing  its  author.  If  the  wishes  of  generous 
friends  were  to  be  met  by  such  assaults,  then  a  blameless  life  is 
a  calamity ;  for  no  decent  man  would  permit  the  use  of  his  name 
for  any  place  of  trust  or  honor,  knowing  that  his  character  was 
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to  be  besmirched.  Continuing,  he  said  that  for  himself  he  would 
bear  it  with  such  fortitude  as  he  might  summon,  but  he  could 
never  forget  the  anguish  it  had  already  brought  to  the  one  who 
had  walked  by  his  side  and  believed  in  him  for  more  than  thirty 
years.  He  asked  that  the  Supreme  Chancellor  exercise  his 
power,  and  order  an  investigation ;  that,  if  the  charge  against 
him  were  found  to  be  true,  he  would  at  once  go  forth  with  the 
warning  words  upon  his  lips,  “  Unclean  !  unclean  !”  but  if  not 
true,  then  he  asked  for  justice — justice  tempered  by  a  mercy 
not  shown  by  the  slanderer  for  the  men  he  sought  to  ruin  among 
their  brethren. 

Supreme  Representative  Burns  said : 

To  remain  silent  in  the  face  of  the  charges  made  in  the  secular  press 
of  Indianapolis,  and  to  sit  mute  under  vicious  innuendo  and  scurrilous  hint 
of  corruption,  published  broadcast  by  false  friends  of  the  order,  would 
seem  to  be  in  dereliction  to  the  duty  I  owe  to  my  constituents  and  the 
domain  of  glorious  and  beautiful  Ohio;  and  yet  I  am  loth  to  speak  in 
defence,  or  deny  in  fitting  words  the  untruth  of  the  slimy  imputation  put 
upon  me.  Fortified  by  the  knowledge  of  probity,  and  conscious  of  intent 
to  do  no  wrong,  this  poisoned  shaft  falls  hurtless  upon  its  object  of  attack. 

For  twelve  years  I  have  been  a  member  of  this  body,  six  of  which  I 
have  served  as  chairman  of  your  committee  on  finance.  The  acts  of  my 
colleagues  and  myself  are  of  record.  If  I  or  they  have  abused  this  trust, 
let  this  would-be  destroyer  of  character,  this  defamer  of  men,  this  hiding 
coward,  come  out  into  the  open  and  make  the  charge  direct,  specific  and 
sure ;  let  him  not  hint  by  insidious  innuendo,  wicked  and  malignant  impu¬ 
tation,  covert  and  pusillanimous  baseness,  that  we  are  thieves.  If  he  be  a 
member  of  this  body,  or  one  who  is  permitted  by  his  rank  in  the  order  to 
sit  and  listen  to  our  counsels — and  I  am  convinced  beyond  a  doubt  that  he 
is — let  him  now  step  out  into  the  bright  sunlight  of  Pythian  truth,  and 
say  bravely  what  he  knows,  or  sit  the  self-confessed  slanderer,  a  defamous 
and  despised  liar. 

The  publication  in  the  Sentinel  was  denounced  in  fitting  terms 
by  Supreme  Representatives  Carter,  Shiveley  and  others. 

Supreme  Representative  Frink  offered  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion,  which  was  unanimously  adopted  :

Resolved ,  That  the  Supreme  Chancellor  appoint  a  committee  of  five  to 
investigate  the  charges  made  in  the  Sentinel  and  to  report  to  this  lodge 
before  the  election  of  officers.

NATIONAL  PYTHIAN  SANITARIUM. 

The  Supreme  Representatives  of  Arkansas  presented  the  fol¬ 
lowing  document,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  the 
state  of  the  order : 

Document  13. 

A  proposition  authorizing  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a  National  Pythian  Sanitarium 

in  the  city  of  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

First.  That  the  act  of  Congress  granting  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  a 
certain  plot  of  ground  in  the  city  of  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  for  building 
and  maintaining  a  National  Pythian  Sanitarium,  be  and  is  hereby  accepted. 

Second.  That  the  erection,  control  and  management  of  said  Sanita¬ 
rium  shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  seven  directors,  as  follows :  Four  fto 
be  elected  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  two  to  be  [elected 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  of  Arkansas.  The  first  board  to 
be  created  as  follows :  The  Supreme  Lodge  at  its  convention  of  1898  to 
elect  one  member  for  the  term  of  two  years,  one  member  for  the  term  of 
four  years,  one  member  for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  one  for  the  term 
of  eight  years,  and  at  each  succeeding  biennial  convention  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  one  member  shall  be  elected  for  the  full  term  of  eight  years.  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas,  at  its  convention  of  1899,  to  elect  one  member 
for  the  term  of  three  years  and  one  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  at  the 
expiration  of  such  period  of  service  their  successors  shall  be  elected  for 
a  full  term  of  eight  years;  provided,  that  pending  the  tonvention  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas  of  1899,  the  standing  sanitarium  committee  of

said  grand  domain  shall  act  in  conjunction  with  the  board  elected  by  this 
body  and  shall  be  entitled  to  two  votes  on  all  proceedings  therein.  The 
Supreme  Chancellor  shall  be  a  member  and  ex  officio  president  of  said 
board;  and  in  event  of  death,  resignation  or  removal  of  any  or  either  of 
the  members  of  said  board  of  directors  elected  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  is  hereby  authorized  to  fill  such  vacancy  by  appoint¬ 
ment.  The  member  so  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor  shall  serve 
until  the  first  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  held  after  such  appoint¬ 
ment  was  made,  at  which  convention  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  fill  the 
vacancy  by  election.  Said  board  shall  elect  from  its  members  a  secretary 
and  a  treasurer,  whose  duties  shall  be  such  as  are  usually  delegated  to  such 
officers.  They  shall  give  bond  in  some  guaranty  or  surety  company  for 
such  sum  or  sums  as  the  board  may  direct,  to  be  approved  by  the  Supreme 
Chancellor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  directors  to  establish  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  government  and 
management  of  said  sanitarium  and  the  guests  and  inmates  thereof.  Said 
board  of  directors  shall  also  establish  and  regulate  terms  of  admission  to 
the  sanitarium  and  direct  the  time  and  manner  of  the  payment  of  the 
same. 

Third.  That  the  said  board  of  directors  be  and  are  hereby  empowered 
to  adopt  such  plans  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  provide  ways  and 
means  for  the  building,  endowing  and  maintenance  of  sanitarium,  by  the 
solicitation  of  contributions,  donations  or  bequests,  and  by  procuring  at 
the  hands  of  grand  and  subordinate  lodges  suitable  legislation  providing 
for  contributions,  donations  or  the  levy  of  special  per  capita  tax  for 
the  purposes  herein  provided. 

Fourth.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  power  and  it  is 
made  their  duty  to  make  all  necessary  contracts  for  the  erection  of  the 
buildings  and  improvement  of  the  grounds  needed  for  the  sanitarium,  and 
for  this  purpose  to  employ  agents  and  contractors ;  provided,  that  said 
board  of  directors  shall  not  enter  into  contract  or  bargain  for  any  specified 
work,  building  or  service,  until  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
be  on  hand  and  in  possession  of  said  board,  except  such  sums  as  may  be 
necessarily  incurred  in  procuring  said  one  hundred  thousand  dollars ;  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  at  no  time  shall  such  board  enter  into  any  contract  in 
excess  of  actual  moneys  on  hand  to  defray  same. 

Fifth.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  power  and  it  is 
made  their  duty  after  the  erection  and  completion  of  the  buildings  to  em¬ 
ploy  a  superintendent  or  manager,  physician,  nurses  and  such  other  help 
as  may  be  necessary,  and  to  do  and  to  perform  all  other  acts  necessary 
to  inaugurate  the  sanitarium  and  enable  it  to  develop  and  forward  the 
aims  embraced  in  this  creation ;  provided  that  said  board  of  directors  shall 
not  employ  such  superintendent,  physician,  nurses  or  other  help  until  the 
accrued  interest  resulting  from  the  investment  of  endowment  fund  shall  be 
fully  ample  to  liquidate  such  expense. 

Sixth.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  provide  for  the  admission  for 
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treatment  of  any  member  of  the  order  who  is  in  good  standing  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  supreme  statutes,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  their  actual  keep  for 
board,  laundry  and  medicines  furnished. 

Seventh.  That  the  said  board  shall  report  in  detail  at  every  conven¬ 
tion  of  this  Supreme  Lodge  the  financial  condition  of  same,  and  also  the 
status  and  progress  of  the  said  sanitarium. 

Eighth.  That  the  members  of  said  board  shall  meet  at  such  time  and 
place  as  fixed  by  said  board  of  directors  or  at  the  call  of  the  president 
thereof,  and  shall  receive  for  their  services  while  actually  engaged  in  the 
discharge  of  said  duties,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  per  day  and  actual  travel¬ 
ling  expenses.

301a.  If  a  member  who  has  been  expelled  shall  desire  reinstatement, 
he  may  petition  the  grand  chancellor  of  the  grand  domain  in  which  the 
lodge  by  which  he  was  expelled  is  located,  for  permission  to  apply  to  such 
lodge  for  reinstatement.  He  shall  accompany  such  petition  with  a  full 
statement  of  the  facts  upon  which  he  relies  to  justify  his  application,  and 
by  proof  that  he  has  notified  the  lodge  of  his  intention  to  make  such  peti¬ 
tion.  If  such  petition  be  granted  by  the  grand  chancellor,  the  petitioner 
may  thereupon  make  application  to  the  lodge  by  which  he  was  expelled, 
for  reinstatement,  and  such  lodge  may,  after  hearing,  grant  the  application 
for  reinstatement;  provided  at  least  one  week’s  notice  has  been  given  to 
every  member  of  such  lodge  of  the  meeting  at  which  action  thereon  will 
be  taken,  and  provided,  also,  that  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  at  such  meeting,  and  entitled  to  vote,  shall  vote  in  favor  thereof. 

30 2a.  When  a  lodge  by  whose  action  a  member  has  been  expelled 
becomes  defunct,  he  may  petition  the  grand  chancellor  of  the  domain  in 
which  such  defunct  lodge  was  located,  for  reinstatement  to  membership  in 
the  order.  He  shall  accompany  such  petition  with  a  full  statement  of  the 
facts  upon  which  he  relies  to  justify  his  application;  whereupon  the  grand 
chancellor  shall  make  such  investigation  as  he  may  deem  advisable  and 
necessary  as  to  the  propriety  of  granting  the  petition,  and  shall  submit  the 
petition,  together  with  the  results  of  his  investigation,  to  the  grand  lodge 
at  its  next  convention.  Should  the  grand  lodge  grant  the  petition,  the 
grand  chancellor  shall  direct  the  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  to 
issue  to  the  applicant  a  grand  lodge  card,  and  shall  cause  to  be  endorsed 
on  back  of  same,  a  brief  statement  of  the  facts  in  the  case.  The  fee  for  the 
issuance  of  the  grand  lodge  card  shall  be  governed  by  the  statutes  of  the 
domain  providing  for  the  issuance  of  grand  lodge  cards. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  statute  shall  take  effect 
from  and  after  its  passage.

Whereas,  From  various  causes,  the  principal  one  likely  being  the 
many  restrictive  laws  now  in  force,  by  which  the  power  and  privileges 
heretofore  exercised  by  the  various  grand  domains  have  been  limited  or 
forbidden,  and  as  the  order  has  not  progressed  the  last  two  years  as  well 
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as  desired  or  expected,  and  as  all  of  us  are  or  should  be  solicitous  to  again 
infuse  force  and  vitality  into  the  lodges  and  respective  grand  domains; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  judiciary  be  and  hereby  are  author¬ 
ized  to  prepare  amendments  to  the  laws  and  statutes  as  follows : 

1.  That  in  resuscitating  a  dead  or  defunct  lodge  that  the  cost  to 
former  members  and  all  new  signers  who  can  be  secured  shall  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  each  grand  domain. 

2.  That  in  instituting  new  lodges  the  cost  to  charter  members 
shall  be  determined  by  each  grand  domain. 

3.  That  the  cost  of  reinstating  members  who  have  been  suspended 
for  non-payment  of  dues  shall  be  determined  by  each  grand  domain. 

We  believe  that  the  passage  of  the  above  will  result  in  again  starting 
all  the  machinery  of  the  order  into  activity,  and  within  the  next  two  years 
add  thirty  or  forty  thousand  increase  to  our  membership.

5.  Par.  — .  The  committee  on  finance,  immediately  after  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  the  quarters  ending  with  June,  September  and  December  in  each 
year,  shall  cause  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Rec¬ 
ords  and  Seal  and  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  to  be  examined  and 
audited  by  two  members  of  the  committee,  to  be  designated  by  the  chair¬ 
man,  and  a  full  meeting  of  the  committee  shall  be  held  on  or  before  the 
15th  of  April  of  each  year  for  the  same  purpose.  After  each  of  the  exam¬ 
inations  herein  provided  for,  the  committee  shall  make  a  full  report  of  the 
result  of  such  examination  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  together  with  such 
recommendations  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  or  the  Supreme  Chancellor  as 
in  his  judgment  may  be  necessary  or  desirable.  The  committee  shall  cause 
such  reports  to  be  printed  and  shall  transmit  to  each  Supreme  Lodge 
officer,  each  Supreme  Representative,  the  grand  chancellor  and  the 
grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  of  each  grand  domain,  and  each  news¬ 
paper  or  periodical  published  exclusively  in  the  interests  of  the  order  of 
Knights  of  Pythias,  not  less  than  two  copies  of  such  reports.  Copies  of  all 
reports  so  made  shall  be  presented  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  its  ensuing 
regular  convention  and  shall  be  included  in  and  form  a  part  of  the  printed 
records  thereof.  The  committee  shall  examine  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  Major  General  and  the  Adjutant  General  when  directed  by  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  so  to  do.  It  shall  examine  and  report  upon  all  reso¬ 
lutions,  proposed  statutes  or  amendments  thereof  which  involve  an  expen¬ 
diture  of  money  from  the  exchequer  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  It  shall  also 
report  estimates  from  all  expenditures  of  money  from  the  exchequer  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge  during  the  ensuing  biennial  term,  together  with  resolutions 
making  appropriations  therefor. 

Par.  2.  The  chairman  of  the  finance  committee  shall  act  as  an  auditor 
of  the  accounts  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  He  shall  require  the  Supreme 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  to  furnish  him  with  certified  statements,  show¬ 
ing  the  appropriations  made  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  the  specific  amount 
appropriated  for  each  particular  purpose,  the  contracts  entered  into  by  the 
Supreme  Lodge  involving  the  expenditure  of  the  funds  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  and  the  estimated  amount  of  such  expenditures,  and  no  order  shall 
6e  drawn  in  payment  of  any  bill  against  the  Supreme  Lodge  until  the  state¬ 
ment  or  bill  for  which  such  order  is  to  be  drawn  shall  have  first  been  sub¬ 
mitted  to  and  approved  by  him.  In  no  case  shall  he  approve  the  payment  of 
any  bill  or  bills  rendered  for  any  purpose  for  which  the  Supreme  Lodge  has 
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not  made  specific  appropriations,  nor  approve  any  bill  or  bills  the  payment 
of  which  would  exceed  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  for 
the  specific  purpose  for  which  such  bill  or  bills  are  rendered.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section 
39,  chapter  v,  title  i,  of  the  supreme  statutes,  be  amended  to  read  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

39.  Par.  1.  The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  shall  enter 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office  immediately  after  his  installation.  He  shall 
attend  all  the  conventions  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  every  session  of 
each  convention,  and  keep  a  true  and  comprehensive  record  of  all  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  thereof,  which,  when  printed,  shall  be  styled  and  cited  as  the 
“Official  Record  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of 
Pythias,”  and  he  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  printed  and  shall  transmit  to 
each  grand  lodge  as  many  copies  thereof  as  the  grand  lodge  has  past 
chancellors,  ritualistic  officers  and  subordinate  lodges,  one  copy  to  each 
subordinate  lodge  not  within  the  domain  of  a  grand  lodge,  and  two  copies 
to  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal.  He  shall  have  charge 
of  the  archives,  seal,  books,  papers  and  similar  property  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  and  of  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  all  supplies;  conduct  the  official 
correspondence  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  prepare  all  warrants  and  charters 
for  grand  lodges,  and  all  warrants  for  subordinate  lodges  not  within  the 
domain  of  a  grand  lodge,  keep  a  roster  of  all  the  past  grand  chancellors 
entitled  to  admission  to  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  perform  all  other  services 
which  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  of  him  by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Par.  2.  For  the  manufacture  of  supplies  as  referred  to  in  this  and 
preceding  sections,  and  in  section  31,  chapter  iv,  title  i,  of  the  supreme 
statutes,  he  shall  cause  advertisements,  requesting  proposals  for  furnishing 
such  supplies,  to  be  inserted  at  least  once  in  one  leading  daily  newspaper 
in  not  less  than  five  of  the  principal  cities  of  the  United  States,  and  in  each 
newspaper  or  periodical  published  exclusively  in  the  interests  of  the  order 
of  Knights  of  Pythias,  provided  that  the  foregoing  requirements  shall  not 
apply  to  supplies  of  a  secret  nature.  He  shall  require  all  bids  or  proposals 
for  the  furnishing  or  manufacturing  of  supplies  contemplated  in  this  sec¬ 
tion  to  be  sent  sealed  to  his  address,  and  as  soon  as  received  he  shall  for¬ 
ward  said  sealed  bids  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  ways  and 
means. 

Par.  3.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  in  detailed  form  of  all  pur¬ 
chases  and  sales  of  supplies,  and  immediately  after  the  expiration  of  the 
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quarters  ending  with  April,  July,  October  and  January  in  each  year,  he 
shall  prepare  a  report  in  detailed  form,  showing  by  separate  items  the  quan¬ 
tity  of  each  particular  item  of  supplies  purchased  by  him  during  the  said 
quarter,  the  amount  paid  for  the  same,  the  quantity  of  each  particular  item 
of  supplies  sold  by  him  during  such  quarter  and  the  amount  received  from 
such  sales,  the  quantity  of  each  particular  item  of  supplies  still  on  hand  at 
the  close  of  each  quarter  and  the  cost  value  thereof.  He  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  printed  and  shall  transmit  to  each  Supreme  Lodge  officer,  each 
Supreme  Representative,  the  grand  chancellor  and  the  grand  keeper  of 
records  and  seal  of  each  grand  domain  and  each  newspaper  or  periodical 
published  exclusively  in  the  interests  of  the  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias, 
not  less  than  two  copies  of  such  report. 

Par .  4.  At  the  opening  of  each  biennial  convention  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  he  shall  present  to  that  body  a  printed  report  giving  in  detailed  form 
the  number  of  bids  received  for  the  manufacture  of  each  item  of  supplies 
as  referred  to  in  this  and  preceding  sections,  the  name  and  address  of  each 
bidder,  the  bid  made  by  each  bidder  on  each  item  of  supplies,  and  to  whom 
the  contract  for  each  particular  item  of  supplies  was  awarded.  He  shall 
make  in  detailed  form  a  report  showing  the  quantity  of  each  item  of  sup¬ 
plies  purchased  during  the  preceding  two  fiscal  years,  the  amount  paid 
for  the  same,  the  quantity  of  each  particular  item  of  supplies  sold  during 
the  preceding  two  fiscal  years  and  the  amount  received  from  such  sale,  and 
the  quantity  of  each  particular  item  of  supplies  still  on  hand  at  the  close  of 
the  last  fiscal  year  and  the  cost  value  thereof. 

Such  reports  shall  be  included  in  and  form  a  part  of  the  printed  rec¬ 
ords  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  In  addition  to  the  stated  periods  herein  men¬ 
tioned  he  shall  make  such  reports  at  any  time  when  requested  so  to  do  by 
the  Supreme  Chancellor.

2.  Copies  of  the  detailed  reports  and  schedules  of  the  examination  of 
the  rank  referred  to  on  page  20  of  his  report  in  the  letter  to  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Control  from  Jas.  R.  B.  Van  Cleave,  insurance  superintendent 
of  the  state  of  Illinois. 

3.  A  list  of  the  first  mortgage  loans,  briefly  stating  the  character  of  the 
mortgaged  property  and  giving  date  to  which  interest  has  been  paid;  also, 
rate  of  interest. 

4.  A  statement  of  the  present  condition  of  the  claim  against  the  City 
National  Bank  of  Fort  Worth  Texas,  referred  to  in  said  financial  state¬ 
ment. 

5.  A  list  of  the  collateral  notes,  with  names  of  makers,  and  list  of  the 
bonds  pledged  thereon,  accompanied  by  brief  description.

APPROPRIATION  FOR  POSTAGE. 

Supreme  Representative  Edmonds  offered  the  following  reso¬ 
lution  : 

Document  40. 

Resolved,  That  $200  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
postage  stamps  and  wrappers  for  the  use  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  sending 
out  the  proceedings  and  reports. 

The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  made  the  point  of 
order  that  the  funds  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  could  not  legally  be 
appropriated  by  resolution.  The  point  of  order  was  overruled, 
and  the  resolution,  after  discussion,  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  59 
to  51. 

Supreme  Representative  Fethers  offered  the  following  reso¬ 
lution  : 

Document  41. 

Resolved,  That  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  issue  an 
exchequer  order  for  $200,  for  the  purpose  of  buying  postage  stamps  and 
wrappers,  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  Supreme  Representative 
Edmonds,  just  adopted. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  declared  the  foregoing  resolution  out 
of  order. 


TRANSFER  CARDS. 

The  Supreme  Representatives  of  Alabama  presented  the  fol¬ 
lowing  proposition,  which  was  passed  on  first  reading  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  judiciary: 

Document  42. 

A  proposition  to  be  entitled  a  statute  to  amend  section  271  of  the  supreme  statutes, 

relating  to  applications  for  membership  by  transfer  card. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section 
271  of  the  supreme  statutes  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  271.  The  holder  of  a  transfer  card  may  apply,  subject  to  the 
provisons  of  title  iv,  chapter  iii,  sections  240,  241  and  242,  supreme  statutes, 
for  membership  to  the  lodge  to  which  such  transfer  is  addressed,  and  shall 
attach  such  transfer  card  to  his  application,  and  accompany  the  same  with 
the  application  fee  prescribed  by  law ;  provided,  that  if,  under  the  provision 
of  said  chapter  iii,  the  permission  of  the  lodge  of  issue  to  make  such  appli¬ 
cation  is  required,  then  such  transfer  card  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as 
such  permission ;  and  provided  further,  that  the  holder  of  such  transfer 
card,  making  such  application,  shall  not  be  required  to  state  therein  that  he 
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has  been  a  resident  for  six  months  of  the  domain  in  which  said  applica¬ 
tion  is  made,  as  is  required  by  section  243  of  the  supreme  statutes.

‘‘WAR  RISKS.” 

Supreme  Representative  Reed  presented  the  following  memo¬ 
rial,  which  was  received  and  ordered  filed: 

Document  43. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

The  undersigned  sections  of  the  Endowment  Rank  and  the  subordinate 
lodges  of  Kansas  City  respectfully  represent  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  that 
they  are  opposed  to  the  ruling  recently  made  by  the  officers  of  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Rank  to  the  effect  that  members  of  the  order  serving  in  the  volunteer 
army  of  the  United  States  thereby  forfeit  their  insurance  in  the  Knights  of 
Pythias.  We  desire  to  protest  against  this  ruling  upon  the  following 
grounds : 

1.  Such  ruling  is  unpatriotic  and  has  cast  a  stigma  upon  our  order, 
and  has  been  a  source  of  loss  to  the  subordinate  lodges  as  well  as  the 
Endowment  Rank. 

2.  It  negatives  the  claim  of  the  order  that  it  is  the  most  patriotic  of 
all  secret  societies. 

3.  Many  other  secret  societies  with  insurance  features  have  modified 
their  rules  and  laws  for  the  benefit  of  their  members  who  have  enlisted  in 
the  service  of  their  country. 

We  respectfully  protest  as  above  stated  and  pray  that  if  the  action  of 
the  officers  of  the  Endowment  Rank  is  dictated  by  any  positive  law,  that 
the  Supreme  Lodge  so  modify  its  law  as  to  make  it  obligatory  upon  the 
insurance  branch  of  the  order  to  pay  insurance  in  case  of  death,  where 
the  individual  has  lost  his  life  serving  in  any  of  the  volunteer  forces  of  the 
United  States,  and  reinstate  all  those  whose  certificates  have  been  annulled.

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Control  stated  that  it  would  be 
impossible  for  him  to  furnish  before  Friday  the  information 
called  for  by  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  morning  session  (docu- 
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ment  39),  as  he  would  be  compelled,  in  order  to  obtain  it,  to 
send  the  secretary  of  the  board  to  Chicago. 

On  motion  of  Supreme  Representative  Kline  of  Pennsylvania, 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Control  was  granted  until  Friday 
morning’s  session  to  furnish  the  required  information. 

TIME  OF  ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS. 

Supreme  Representative  Watson  presented  the  following 
proposition  : 

Document  45. 

A  proposition  to  amend  section  125,  chapter  xix,  supreme  statutes,  providing  for  the 

election  of  Supreme  Lodge  officers. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section 
125,  chapter  xix,  supreme  statutes,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

125.  The  elective  officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  be  elected  at 
each  regular  biennial  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  The  election  of 
such  officers  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  shall  be  held  at  such  time  as  such 
regular  biennial  convention  shall  determine. 

All  statutes  and  constitutional  provisions  in  conflict  herewith  are  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Supreme  Representative  Kline  of  Pennsylvania  made  the  point 
of  order  that  the  proposition  was  not  in  order,  for  the  reason 
that  a  constitutional  provision  can  not  be  repealed  except  in  the 
manner  provided  by  the  Supreme  constitution. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  ruled  that  the  point  of  order  was 
well  taken.  From  this  ruling  Supreme  Representative  Watson 
appealed  to  the  Supreme  Lodge.  After  a  protracted  discussion, 
the  question  being,  “Shall  the  ruling  of  the  chair  stand  as  the 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Lodge?  ”  a  call  for  the  previous  question 
was  made  and  sustained ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  were  demanded 
and  ordered,  with  the  following  result :

So  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  was  sustained. 

Supreme  Representative  Watson  presented  a  proposition 
identical  with  document  45,  except  that  the  following  sentence 
— “All  statutes  and  constitutional  provisions  in  conflict  here¬ 
with  are  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed” — was  modified  by 
the  omission  of  the  words,  “  and  constitutional  provisions.” 

The  chair  (the  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor)  ruled  that  the  propo¬ 
sition  was  not  in  order,  being  in  contravention  of  article  vii, 
section  17,  of  the  supreme  constitution.  From  this  ruling 
Supreme  Representative  Reed  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Lodge, 
which,  by  a  vote  of  36  to  65,  refused  to  sustain  the  ruling  of  the 
chair. 

The  proposition  presented  by  Supreme  Representative  Watson 
was  then  passed  on  first  reading,  passed  on  second  reading  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  judiciary. 

On  motion  of  Supreme  Representative  Watson,  the  committee 
on  judiciary  was  requested  to  report  thereon  immediately  after 
the  call  of  the  roll  at  the  morning  session  tomorrow,  and  the 
consideration  of  the  report  of  the  committee  was  made  a  special 
order  for  9  o’clock  Thursday  morning. 

REVISED  RULES  OF  ORDER.

The  committee  on  rules  submitted  the  appended  report,  which 
was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table  and  to  be  printed  : 
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Document  46. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Your  undersigned,  the  committee  on  rules,  report  for  your  considera¬ 
tion  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

Rule  I.  The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  shall,  in  due  season 
prior  to  the  opening  of  any  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  make  all 
necessary  arrangements  for  a  hall,  including  the  arrangement  of  seats, 
which  shall  be  by  lot. 

Rule  2.  The  roll  shall  be  called,  and  if  a  quorum  is  found  to  be 
present,  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  be  opened  in  regular  form. 

Rule  3.  Immediately  upon  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  credentials,  all  past  grand  chancellors  who  are  entitled  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge  rank  shall  be  admitted  in  ritualistic  form. 

Rule  4.  All  stated  official  reports  made  in  obedience  to  law  shall  be 
presented,  and  the  same  shall  be  referred  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor  to  a 
committee  of  three,  who  shall,  as  soon  as  possible,  submit  a  report  recom¬ 
mending  their  distribution  to  appropriate  committees. 

Rule  5.  The  committee  on  distribution  of  reports  shall  have  the  right 
to  report  at  any  time,  and  the  consideration  of  its  report  shall  be 
immediately  in  order. 

Rule  6.  The  time  for  holding  the  daily  conventions  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  shall  be  fixed  by  resolution. 

Rule  7.  The  following  shall  be  the  daily  order  of  business: 

a.  Roll  call. 

b.  Reading  and  correction  of  the  journal  of  the  previous  day. 

c.  The  roll  of  grand  domains  shall  be  called  in  alphabetical  order  for 
the  presentation  of  new  business,  which  shall  be  referred  to  appropriate 
committees. 

d.  Reports  of  standing  committees,  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
named  in  the  statutes. 

e.  Reports  of  special  committees. 

/.  Consideration  of  reports  of  committees  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  printed  in  the  daily  journal. 

g.  Miscellaneous  business. 

Rule  8.  The  above  order  of  business  may  be  transposed  or  dispensed 
with  at  the  discretion  of  the  Supreme  Lodge ;  but  should  the  order  of  busi¬ 
ness  be  not  completed  when  a  recess  is  taken,  upon  the  reassembling  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge  it  shall  begin  where  it  was  left  off,  provided  it  shall  not 
interfere  with  a  special  order  of  business. 

Rule  9.  All  resolutions  and  motions  intended  to  be  of  permanent 
operation  shall  be  referred  to  and  reported  upon  by  an  appropriate  com¬ 
mittee  before  they  shall  be  considered  by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Rule  10.  When  a  document  requiring  reference  to  a  committee  shall  be 
presented,  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  shall  mark  it  with  its 
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appropriate  document  number,  and  the  Supreme  Chancellor  shall  direct  its 
reference  to  the  appropriate  committee. 

Rule  ii.  All  documents  offered  for  reference  to  any  committee,  or 
which  shall  require  entry  in  full  upon  the  record,  except  reports  of  com¬ 
mittees,  shall  be  submitted  in  duplicate,  and  must  be  on  paper  not  less  in 
size  than  a  page  of  letter  paper.  All  such  documents  must  be  addressed 
“To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,”  and  signed  by  the  member 
or  members  offering  them,  and  must  not  embrace  more  than  one  subject. 

Rule  12.  All  resolutions,  propositions  or  other  legislative  business  be¬ 
longing  to  or  within  the  purview  of  any  committee  of  this  body,  shall  be 
referred,  in  regular  order,  to  said  committee,  and  be  submitted  by  such 
committee  on  report  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  action  thereon ;  and  all 
reports  of  committees  shall  be  printed  in  the  daily  journal  in  the  order 
in  which  they  were  presented. 

Rule  13.  No  report  of  any  committee  shall  be  acted  upon  before  the 
same  shall  have  been  printed  in  the  daily  journal  and  distributed;  pro¬ 
vided,  that  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  reports  of  the  committee  on 
credentials  or  of  the  special  committee  on  distribution  of  reports,  nor  to 
reports  presented  on  the  last  day  of  the  convention. 

Rule  14.  On  the  call  of  one  or  more  Supreme  Representatives  from 
five  separate  grand  domains,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  any 
question,  and  when  taken  shall  be  entered  on  the  record. 

Rule  15.  On  a  call  of  five  Supreme  Representatives,  a  majority  of  the 
members  present  may  demand  that  the  previous  question  shall  be  put ;  but 
the  call  for  the  previous  question  shall  not  be  in  order  until  at  least 
one  speech  has  been  made  on  each  side  of  the  pending  question,  if  any  one 
desires  to  debate  it,  nor  shall  it  deprive  the  majority  of  the  committee  mak¬ 
ing  the  report  or  the  person  introducing  the  original  proposition,  of  the 
right  of  making  the  closing  argument. 

Rule  16.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  speak  or  vote  unless  wear¬ 
ing  his  appropriate  jewel,  and  occupying  the  place  designated  for  his  seat. 

Rule  1 7.  Every  officer  and  member  shall  be  designated  by  his  proper 
office  or  title. 

Rule  18.  No  one  shall  speak  longer  than  ten  minutes  on  any  question, 
unless  by  permission  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Rule  19.  When  a  petition,  memorial  or  communication  is  presented,  a 
brief  statement  of  its  contents  shall  be  made  by  the  introducer  or  the  chair, 
and  after  it  has  been  received  a  brief  notation  of  its  import  shall  be 
entered  upon  the  record. 

Rule  20.  Any  member  has  the  right  to  protest  and  have  his  protest 
entered  on  the  record,  if  in  respectful  language;  and  when  any  protest 
is  so  recorded,  it  shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  author  of  the  measure  pro¬ 
tested  against,  or  the  committee  having  it  in  charge,  to  have  also  entered 
on  the  record  a  reply  to  the  protest. 

Rule  21.  Every  member  shall  be  compelled  to  vote  unless  excused  by 
a  majority  of  votes  of  those  present. 
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Rule  22.  All  written  motions,  resolutions  or  other  documents  pre¬ 
sented  by  any  member  for  consideration,  and  required  to  be  read,  shall  be 
read  from  the  desk  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal. 

Rule  23.  On  motion,  any  subject  pending  before  the  Supreme  Lodge 
may  be  made  a  special  order  for  consideration  at  some  future  day  or 
hour  at  the  same  biennial  convention,  and  shall  at  the  time  designated 
take  precedence  of  all  other  business. 

Rule  24.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  the  person  making  the  motion  for 
a  special  order  to  incorporate  in  the  same  motion  a  rule  to  limit  the 
time  and  prescribe  the  order  of  debate  thereon. 

Rule  25.  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  the  standard  for  par¬ 
liamentary  law,  in  the  absence  of  any  special  rule  governing  the  action  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Rule  26.  Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  suspended  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  those  present. 

Rule  27.  Proposals  to  add  to,  amend  or  alter  these  rules  shall  be 
submitted  in  writing,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  rules,  and  lie  over 
at  least  one  day,  when  they  may  be  adopted  or  rejected  by  a  majority  vote.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — As  indicated  in  my  telegram  to  you  at  Gaines¬ 
ville,  on  the  17th  inst.,  I  herewith  enclose  the  correspondence  between  Mr. 
Stolte,  the  Secretary,  and  Dr.  Bouffleur,  Medical  Examiner-in-Chief  of  the 
Board  of  Control  of  the  Endowment  Rank,  and  myself,  with  reference  to 
my  application  for  insurance.  The  letters  you  will  find  marked  and  ar¬ 
ranged  as  the  correspondence  took  place,  and  will  explain  themselves. 

I  also  enclose  you  that  portion  of  the  application  made  by  me  to  the 
board,  and  showing  the  position  and  location  of  those  awful  words  “to 
the  best  of  my  knowledge,”  which  if  used,  was  in  attesting  a  matter 
which  had  nothing  to  sustain  it  as  a  fact,  except  my  best  knowledge  of  my 
physical  and  mental  condition,  as  judged  by  my  personal  feelings,  but 
which  was  subsequently  established  by  the  examinations  of  two  eminent 
physicians,  made  separate  and  without  the  knowledge  of  the  other,  that  I 
was  mentally  and  physically  sound.  As  to  the  insurance  I  am  now 
perfectly  indifferent  as  to  whether  I  get  it  in  the  Endowment  Rank  of  the 
Knights  of  Pythias  or  not,  but  am  very  desirous  of  being  exonerated  by 
the  Supreme  body  of  brethren  of  the  charge  made  against  me  of  conduct 
unbecoming  a  knight ,  or  of  any  intention  or  desire  to  perpetrate  a  wrong 
against  the  order. 

I  have  no  other  reason  to  offer  for  imposing  this  unpleasant  task  upon 
you,  my  brother,  save  the  esteem  and  confidence  you  have  inspired 
among  the  humble  members  of  the  order  and  of  whom  I  am,  that  what¬ 
ever  is  intrusted  to  you  will  receive  able,  prompt  and  careful  attention. 
And  that  every  effort  on  your  part  to  have  this  matter  justly  and  honorably 
adjusted  will  be  made,  I  doubt  not.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — A  short  while  since  I  made  application  for 
insurance  in  the  Endowment  Rank  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  submit¬ 
ted  my  application  and  examination  to  the  consideration  of  the  Board  of 
Control. 

Mr.  W.  D.  Wilson,  secretary  of  Section  No.  1923,  has  just  shown  me  a 
letter  stating  that  the  board  has  declined  to  accept  my  application. 

I  now  ask,  in  justice  to  myself,  that  you  be  kind  enough  to  give  me  the 
reasons  why  my  application  was  rejected.  I  have  been  examined  for  insur¬ 
ance  five  times  and  was  accepted  each  time,  and  a  policy  issued  on  those 
examinations,  hence  I  am  very  anxious  to  know  the  cause  of  my  rejection 
by  the  Endowment  Rank.  I  have  been  accepted  by  two  old  line  and  three 
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assessment  insurance  companies :  the  Germania,  New  York  Mutual,  Knights 
of  Honor,  Knights  of  Damon,  National  Benevolent  Legion. 

I  now  hold  policies  in  the  Knights  of  Damon  and  the  New  York  Mutual 
for  three  and  two  thousand  dollars  respectively.  I  dropped  my  policy  in 
the  K.  of  H.  several  years  ago,  when  they  increased  their  assessments,  and 
surrendered  my  policy  in  the  Germania  because  the  payments  were  too 
high,  and  dropped  my  policy  in  the  N.  B.  L.  because  I  did  not  think  it 
safe  and  I  wished  to  get  some  good  insurance  and  safe  insurance  for  those 
dependent  upon  me  at  a  cost  that  would  not  prove  burdensome  to  me  to 
carry.  I  intended  to  surrender  my  policy  in  the  New  York  Mutual  on 
account  of  the  high  premiums  that  are  required  by  all  old  line  companies, 
had  I  been  accepted  by  your  Endowment  Rank.  This  being  the  first  time 
I  was  ever  rejected  for  insurance  I  feel  it  very  keenly,  and  I  am  willing  to 
be  examined  by  all  the  physicians  in  this  city  and  submit  the  result  of  their 
examinations  to  your  board.  I  enclose  an  examination  made  by  my  family 
physician.  I  am  satisfied  that  there  must  have  been  some  mistake  in  the 
other  examination,  and  in  justice  to  myself  and  the  one  making  the  exam¬ 
ination  first,  I  respectfully  ask  that  you  return  me  the  blank,  or  give  me 
the  reason  of  my  rejection.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — The  cause  of  our  declining  to  accept  your  appli¬ 
cation  was  a  change  in  the  agreement  which  had  been  made  by  your  hands. 
You  state  that  you  have  been  accepted  by  other  companies,  which  we  have 
no  reason  to  doubt,  but  I  dare  say  that  you  were  never  accepted  by  any 
company  excepting  upon  their  regular  form  of  agreement.  You  were  evi¬ 
dently  not  satisfied  with  the  wording  of  our  agreement  and  saw  fit  to  make 
changes  without  consulting  us.  Such  conduct  is  not  becoming  a  knight 
and  certainly  disqualifies  him  from  becoming  a  member  of  the  rank.  If 
the  contract  did  not  suit  you,  it  would  have  been  perfectly  proper  for  you 
to  have  written  the  fact  to  this  office ;  but  to  change  the  same  without  our 
consent  is  certainly  inexcusable,  and  is  ample  reason  for  our  taking  the 
action  which  we  did.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  yours  of  the  17th  inst.,  and 
must  say  that  I  am  surprised  and  astonished  at  the  reason  assigned  by  you 
for  declining  to  approve  an  application  for  insurance  in  the  Endowment 
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Rank  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  The  application  which  was  made  out  by  me 
was  not  changed  by  me  or  with  my  knowledge  or  consent,  and  there  was 
no  intention  on  my  part  to  make  any  change  whatever  in  the  form  of  agree¬ 
ment.  This  disposes  entirely  of  the  only  ground  upon  which  you  claim  that 
my  application  was  rejected.  In  your  letter  you  state  that  “the  cause  of 
our  declining  to  accept  your  application  was  a  change  in  the  agreement, 
which  had  been  made  by  your  own  hand,”  and  you  then  proceed  without 
any  reason  or  any  intention  of  any  purpose  on  my  part  to  avoid  com¬ 
plying  with  any  part  of  the  agreement,  to  enter  judgment  against  me  as 
follows:  “You  were  evidently  not  satisfied  with  the  wording  of  our  agree¬ 
ment  and  saw  fit  to  make  changes  without  consulting  us !  Such 
conduct  is  not  becoming  a  knight  and  certainly  disqualifies  him  from  becom¬ 
ing  a  member  of  the  rank.”  I  respectfully  submit  that  your  premises  and 
conclusions  are  both  entirely  erroneous,  and  that  viewed  from  the  proper 
standpoint  your  action  in  passing  judgment  in  a  manner  entirely  unwar¬ 
ranted  by  the  facts  was  certainly  more  unbecoming  a  knight  than  the  so- 
called  offence  charged  against  me,  of  which  I  was  and  am  entirely  inno¬ 
cent.  Your  action  in  forcing  a  conclusion  which  was  entirely  unsustained 
by  any  evidence  that  would  have  been  accepted  either  in  law  or  equity 
demands  an  investigation  by  higher  authorities.  Even  an  humble  indi¬ 
vidual  member  of  the  K.  P.,  although  he  has  not  been  trusted  to  exer¬ 
cise  the  high  office  of  Medical  Examiner-in-Chief,  is  entitled  to  such  fair 
and  honorable  treatment  as  should  be  prompted  by  that  friendship  upon 
which  the  order  is  founded,  and  it  becomes  your  duty  to  see  that  the  error 
that  you  have  committeed  is  corrected.  As  far  as  the  insurance  feature  is 
concerned,  I  have  become  utterly  indifferent,  but  you  have  attacked  my 
standing  as  a  knight,  and  I  demand  that  you  prove  your  statement  or  else 
withdraw  it.  If  the  application  sent  you  had  not  been  made  out  in  the 
proper  form  it  seems  to  me  that  your  duty  would  have  required  you  to 
return  it  to  the  local  medical  examiner,  pointing  out  its  defects,  and  not  act 
as  you  did  by  passing  judgment  upon  your  own  conclusions  drawn  from  a 
complete  misunderstanding  of  the  facts  in  the  case. 

I  feel  assured  that  the  knights  who  voted  for  you  to  occupy  the  position 
you  now  hold  believed  that  you  would  certainly  adhere  to  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  even  to  the  extent  of  imitating  the 
illustrious  example  so  forcibly  impressed  upon  each  knight,  and  I  am  unwil¬ 
ling  to  believe  that  after  calm  reflection  and  mature  deliberation,  one  who 
has  been  trusted  as  you  have  been  will  prove  recreant  to  the  trust  imposed, 
by  permitting  an  unjust  decision  to  remain  unchanged,  and  with  that  belief, 
I  beg  to  suscribe  myself,

Dear  Sir  and  Brother — Replying  to  yours  of  the  25th  inst.,  I  will  say 
that  I  am  astonished  that  the  charge  against  me  is  so  grave,  and  that  I  am 
accused  of  such  awful  wickedness  as  to  have  asserted  that  some  statement 
was  true  “to  the  best  of  my  knowledge.” 

That  would  indeed  be  a  fearful  offence,  and  I  am  simply  surprised  that 
you  consented  to  let  me  off  so  easy.  Just  think  of  the  disastrous  conse¬ 
quences  that  would  result  to  me  if  you  should  make  public  the  charge  that 
I  was  guilty  of  the  unprecedented  crime  of  having  affirmed  that  a  statement 
was  true  “to  the  best  of  my  knowledge.” 

In  the  interest  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  I  do  not  think  that  such  wick¬ 
edness  should  be  overlooked.  Although  the  charge  is  made  against  me,  I 
trust  that  you  will  not  permit  any  personal  feeling  to  interfere  with  your 
great  official  responsibility,  and  that  you  will  proceed  at  once  to  give  the 
matter  the  widest  publicity,  to  the  end  that  if  you  establish  my  guilt  the 
interest  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  may  be  protected  from  the  fearful  conse¬ 
quences  that  would  result  if  such  conduct  was  overlooked.  The  vast 
importance  of  the  question  demands  that  you  at  once  call  the  attention  of 
the  Supreme  officials  thereto,  and  that  an  extraordinary  session  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge  be  convened  at  once  to  take  such  action  as  will  forever 
estop  any  Knight  of  Pythias  from  presuming  to  commit  the  great  crime  of 
using  the  words,  “to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,”  when  attesting  a  statement.

You  will  see  that  the  reason  assigned  by  the  medical  examiner  for  reject¬ 
ing  my  application  is  based  upon  the  words,  “to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,” 
being,  as  he  claims,  interlined,  and  which  changed  the  agreement,  and  not 
upon  the  result  of  my  physical  condition  as  shown  by  the  examination  of 
the  local  medical  examiner.  I  respectfully  submit  that  I  had  no  desire  or 
intention  of  changing  the  agreement  one  jot  or  tittle,  and  it  is  perfectly 
clear  that  such  language,  if  used,  could  not  injuriously  affect  the  contract. 
In  order,  however,  that  even  the  semblance  of  an  excuse  should  be  removed, 
I  made  out  another  application,  which  I  am  sure  did  not  contain  such 
words,  and  had  another  physician  examine  me  before  sending  it  forward. 
Hence  there  are  two  applications  on  file,  and  I  would  have  been  willing  to 
file  a  dozen  if  necessary.  Please  investigate  and  see  that  I  am  exonerated 
from  the  uncalled-for  criticism  by  the  medical  examiner.  I  do  not  now 
desire  insurance  in  the  Endowment  Rank,  but  I  am  not  willing  to  rest 
under  the  charges  made  against  me  by  the  Medical  Examiner-in-Chief.

payee,  and  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  drawn,  of  each  and  every  order

cause  the  same  to  be  printed  and  shall  transmit  to  each  Supreme  Lodge 
officer,  each  Supreme  Representative,  the  grand  chancellor  and  the  grand 
keeper  of  records  and  seal  of  each  grand  domain,  and  each  newspaper  and 
periodical  published  exclusively  in  the  interests  of  the  order  of  Knights 
of  Pythias,  not  less  than  two  copies  of  such  report.  In  addition  to  the 
stated  periods  herein  mentioned,  he  shall  make  such  reports  at  any  time 
when  required  so  to  do  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor.

“Whereas.,  The  practice  of  members  of  the  order  resorting  to  the  civil 
courts  of  the  land  to  adjust  differences  between  themselves  has  a  tendency 
to  bring  the  order  into  bad  repute  and  to  trample  under  foot  the  great  prin¬ 
ciples  of  friendship  which  should  exist  between  the  members  of  the 
order;  therefore,  be  it 

“ Resolved ,  That  our  Supreme  Representatives  be  and  they  are  hereby 
instructed  to  use  their  best  efforts  to  have  the  Supreme  Lodge,  at  its  next 
convention,  amend  section  243  of  the  supreme  statutes  by  adding  to  said 
section,  after  the  words  T  promise,’  in  line  23,  the  following  words — ‘that 
I  will  not  resort  to  the  civil  courts  of  the  land  to  establish  a  right  or 
redress  a  grievance  growing  out  of  differences  existing  between  myself  and 
another  member  of  the  order  until  I  have  first  sought  the  assistance  of 
the  members  of  the  order  to  adjust  such  differences  and.’  ”

REQUEST  FOR  REMISSION  OF  FINE. 

The  Supreme  Representatives  of  Oregon  presented  the  follow¬ 
ing  memorial,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  finance: 

Document  60. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

We  respectfully  submit  the  following  statement  of  facts. 

Sections  195  and  196  of  the  supreme  statutes  require  that  the  report 
and  Supreme  Representative  tax  from  a  grand  lodge  shall  be  due  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  April  of  each  year. 

Section  197  thereof  provides  that  a  delinquent  grand  lodge  shall  incur  a 
penalty  of  one  dollar  for  each  day’s  delinquency  after  the  first  day  of  April. 

The  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  of  the  domain  of  Oregon,  on 
April  26,  1897,  incurred  a  penalty  of  $25  for  twenty-five  days’  delinquency, 
under  the  following  circumstances  : 

L.  R.  Stinson  was  elected  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  in  October, 
1896,  and  at  this  time  had  only  filled  the  office  for  a  period  of  about  five 
months,  being  entirely  unacquainted  with  the  law  imposing  a  fine.  The 
reports  from  subordinate  lodges  had  not  all  been  received,  and  while  wait¬ 
ing  for  complete  reports  his  attention  was  called  to  the  law,  whereupon  he 
promptly  submitted  a  bill  to  the  finance  committee  (required  by  the  laws 
of  our  grand  domain  before  any  warrants  can  be  issued).  This  occasioned 
several  days’  delay.  The  warrant  for  the  amount  was  forwarded  to  the 
grand  chancellor  for  signature,  but  that  officer  was  absent  from  his  home 
visiting  lodges,  and  it  required  several  days  to  locate  him,  after  which  it 
again  required  additional  time  to  forward  the  warrant  to  another  city  to 
procure  the  necessary  draft  from  the  grand  master  of  exchequer. 

Nearly  the  whole  of  the  delay  for  which  the  fine  was  imposed  was

totally  unavoidable  on  the  part  of  the  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal,  and 
that  officer  can  ill  afford  to  pay  this  amount  out  of  his  small  salary. 

We  therefore  respectfully  ask  this  Supreme  Lodge  to  remit  and  repay 
to  L.  R.  Stinson,  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  of  the  domain  of  Ore¬ 
gon,  the  sum  of  $25,  imposed  as  a  fine  on  the  grand  lodge.

RATHBONE  MONUMENT  FUND. 

The  special  committee  on  Rathbone  monument  fund  sub¬ 
mitted  the  appended  report,  which  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table 
and  to  be  printed  : 

Document  64. 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  August  25,  1898. 
To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Your  special  committee  on  the  Rathbone  monument  fund  respectfully 
submits  the  following  report. 

In  compliance  with  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  convention  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge  in  1896,  the  chairman  of  this  committee  immediately  issued 
circulars  to  all  Supreme  Lodge  officers  and  Supreme  Representatives  and 
grand  chancellors  of  the  several  grand  domains,  calling  their  attention  to 
the  resolutions  passed  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  urging  upon  them  the 
importance  of  at  once  calling  upon  the  subordinate  lodges  for  contribu¬ 
tions  to  this  worthy  object,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  appeals  had  been 
made  for  contributions  during  the  previous  year,  and  seeming  lack  of 
interest  on  the  part  of  many,  and  the  contemptuous  position  taken  by  some 
of  the  Pythian  papers,  together  with  the  hard  times,  caused  the  con¬ 
tributions  to  come  in  very  slowly  and  required  the  sending  out  of  a 
second  and  third  appeal  to  the  grand  domains.  In  many  instances,  by 
permission  of  the  grand  chancellor,  direct  appeals  were  made  to  the 
subordinate  lodges,  causing  a  large  amount  of  labor  and  correspondence 
on  the  part  of  the  chairman  of  this  committee.  At  a  meeting  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  design  in  New  York,  December  16,  1897,  the  treasurer  of  this 
committee  reported  the  funds  to  be  about  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  the 
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assurance  from  several  grand  domains  of  contributions  which  would  make 
the  total  over  $10,000.  Your  committee  felt  safe  in  carrying  out  the  resolu¬ 
tion  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  accepting  a  design  and  contracting  for  a 
monument  with  the  firm  of  Hoffman  &  Prochazka,  of  New  York,  to  cost 
$11,500,  the  same  to  be  paid  for  when  accepted  by  the  committee,  and  to 
be  completed  July  1  and  unveiled  July  26,  1898 — before  the  meeting  of 
this  Supreme  Lodge,  carrying  out  the  resolution  of  the  Supreme  Lodge — 
but  owing  to  a  disastrous  fire  at  the  granite  works  in  June,  destroying  the 
principal  part  of  the  granite  works,  your  committee  had  to  extend  the 
time  for  the  completion  of  the  monument  into  October,  1898.  I  am  assured 
by  the  contractors  that  the  monument  will  be  finished  on  or  before  October 
18,  ready  for  unveiling  October  25,  1898.  By  order  of  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  all  expenses  incurred  by  the  committee  on  design,  and  committee 
meetings,  were  paid  from  the  monument  fund.  If  the  committee  meetings 
had  been  paid  for  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  we  believe  they  should  have 
been,  and  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  convention  in  Washington,  appro¬ 
priating  $1,000,  had  been  received  by  the  committee,  funds  sufficient 
would  now  be  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  to  complete  the  monument. 
Owing  to  the  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  informed  the  chairman  that  the  funds  must  be  raised  by  con¬ 
tributions.  With  this  purpose  in  view,  the  chairman  sent  out  thousands 
of  circulars,  together  with  a  large  amount  of  correspondence,  resulting  in 
raising  a  fund  of  over  $13,000.  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  for  the  earnest  effort  put  forth  by  him  in  assisting  the 
committee  in  raising  funds,  and  the  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor,  Thomas  G. 
Sample,  treasurer  of  the  fund.  The  chairman  expresses  his  thanks  for 
the  prompt  and  faithful  manner  in  which  he  has  performed  this  arduous 
duty,  and  the  personal  interest  taken  in  raising  the  fund.  I  have  only  to 
refer  the  committee  to  the  contributions  of  the  grand  domain  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  and  the  financial  report  of  the  treasurer  to  the  committtee,  giving 
a  full  account  of  all  contributions  from  each  grand  domain  and  an  itemized 
account  of  all  expenditures  to  date.  This  report  should  receive  at  least 
the  thanks  of  the  committee.  The  Supreme  Lodge  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  the  fact  that  the  monument  is  so  near  completion  and  will  be  a 
credit  to  the  order.  There  will  be  some  expense  incurred  in  connection 
with  the  dedication  that  should  be  provided  for.  I  would  therefore 
recommend  that  the  committee  request  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  pay  to  the 
treasurer  of  this  fund  the  $1,000  appropriated  at  the  session  in  Wash¬ 
ington  for  the  monument,  with  the  understanding  that  after  all  bills  have 
been  paid,  the  treasurer  of  this  committee  be  authorized  to  return  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge  any  amount  of  the  $1,000  not  used  by  the  committee 
on  Rathbone  monument  fund.  As  chairman  of  this  committee  I  have 
endeavored  to  carry  out  the  resolutions  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  con¬ 
nection  with  this  fund.  I  have  in  my  possession  the  guarantee  bond  for 
$10,000,  which  I  believe  is  ample  provision  against  loss  until  January  1, 
1899.  The  monument  will  be  accepted  and  paid  for  before  that  time. 
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The  committee  would  further  recommend  that  Thomas  G.  Sample 
be  continued  as  treasurer  of  the  fund. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  commmittee  for  the  confidence  con¬ 
ferred  in  me  as  chairman  of  the  committee.  The  raising  of  this  fund  has 
taken  a  large  amount  of  time  and  labor,  the  result  of  which,  with  the  treas¬ 
urer’s  report,  I  submit  for  your  approval.

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  rules  (document  46,  page  7858 
ante )  was  taken  from  the  table. 

The  rules  were  read  seriatim  and  adopted,  with  the  exceptions 
noted  below : 

On  motion  of  Supreme  Representative  Scott,  rule  1  was  stricken 
out,  on  the  ground  that  the  provision  therein  contained  should 
be  embodied  in  the  statutes;  and  the  subsequent  rules  were 
renumbered  accordingly. 

Rule  25  being  tinder  consideration,  Supreme  Representative 
Fornax  offered  the  following  amendment : 

Document  65. 

Amend  rule  25  by  adding  the  words,  “provided  that  the  tabling  of  an 
amendment  shall  not  have  the  effect  of  carrying  to  the  table  the  original 
proposition  or  document.” 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  rule  25,  as  thus  amended, 
was  adopted. 

Rule  26  being  under  consideration,  Supreme  Representative 
Reed  moved  to  strike  out  the  word  “  two-thirds”  and  insert 
the  word  “majority.”  The  motion  was  rejected,  and  rule  26,  as 
submitted  by  the  committee,  was  adopted. 

Supreme  Representative  Farrington  offered  the  following 
additional  rule,  to  be  known  as  rule  12,  which  was  adopted : 

Document  66. 

The  committee  to  whom  any  proposition  has  been  referred,  before  con  ¬ 
sidering  the  subject  matter  referred  to  it,  shall  notify  the  member  submit¬ 
ting  the  proposition  of  the  time  and  place  when  it  shall  be  considered,  that 
he  may  have  opportunity  to  be  heard  before  the  committee. 
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On  motion  of  Supreme  Representative  Bolton,  the  action  by 
which  rule  7  was  adopted  was  reconsidered.  Supreme  Repre¬ 
sentative  Bolton  then  offered  the  following  amendment : 

Document  67. 

Amend  paragraph  c,  rule  7,  by  striking  out  the  whole  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof,  “New  business  may  be  introduced,  which  shall  be  referred  to 
appropriate  committees.” 

The  foregoing  amendment  was  rejected,  and  rule  7,  as  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  committee,  wras  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  committee  (document  46),  as  amended,  was 
adopted  as  a  whole. 

ELECTION  OF  SUPREME  LODGE  OFFICERS. 

The  special  order,  being  the  report  of  the  committee  on  judi¬ 
ciary  on  the  proposition  to  amend  section  125  S.  S.,  offered 
yesterday  by  Supreme  Representative  Watson,  was  then  taken 
up,  and  the  committee  submitted  the  appended  report: 

Document  68. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Your  committee  on  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred  document  No.  45, 
being  a  proposition  to  amend  section  125  of  the  supreme  statutes,  as  found 
in  chapter  xix,  title  i,  of  said  statutes,  respectfully  report  as  follows : 

That,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  your 
committee  has  examined  the  proposition  and  finds  that  there  is  no  constitu¬ 
tional  objection  to  the  adoption  of  the  proposition  as  presented,  except  that 
the  title  to  said  proposition  does  not,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee, 
sufficiently  comply  with  section  14,  of  article  vii,  of  the  supreme  constitu¬ 
tion,  which  requires  that  a  proposition  which  provides  for  the  repeal  or 
amendment  of  a  statute  shall  recite  in  its  title  the  title  of  the  statute  to  be 
repealed  or  amended.  But  your  committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  proposi¬ 
tion  in  the  form  in  which  it  was  presented  is  one  which  ought  not  to  be 
adopted,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  not  sufficiently  definite  as  to  the  officers  to 
be  elected  and  that  it  omits  the  reference  to  section  2,  article  vii,  of  the 
supreme  constitution,  which  is  found  in  the  section  proposed  to  be 
amended ;  and  also  for  the  reason  that  it  does  not  sufficiently  provide  as  to 
the  manner  in  which  the  time  for  the  election  should  be  fixed  and  does  not 
sufficiently  guard  against  the  holding  of  the  election  without  proper  notice 
thereof  to  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge ;  and  also  because  the  sec¬ 
tion  omits  the  provision  found  in  the  section  of  the  statute  to  be  amended, 
which  provides  that  in  all  cases  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  of  the  members 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge  present  is  required  for  an  election,  and  that  in  case 
of  a  tie  the  ballotting  shall  continue  until  a  choice  is  made. 

As  presented,  tfye  statute,  if  adopted,  would  permit  the  holding  of  an 
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election  at  any  time  after  the  calling  of  the  roll  at  the  opening  of  the  con¬ 
vention,  even  before  the  admission  of  new  members  who  had  not  received 
the  Supreme  Lodge  rank,  and  the  election  might  be  called  at  a  time  when 
for  some  reason  many  of  the  members  were  absent  from  the  lodge  room 
and  had  no  knowledge  or  means  of  knowledge  that  the  election  would  be 
held,  and  it  would  also  be  possible  under  the  statute  as  proposed  for  the 
Supreme  Lodge  to  declare  elected  the  candidate  receiving  the  highest  vote, 
although  such  vote  might  be  a  very  small  minority  of  the  entire  number  of 
members  voting. 

Therefore,  in  order  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  may  have  before  it  a  statute 
which  will  accomplish  the  purpose  which  your  committee  understands  was 
intended  to  be  accomplished  by  the  proposer  of  the  proposition,  namely,  to 
enable  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  fix  the  election  at  such  time  during  the  con¬ 
vention  as  might  seem  most  advisable,  and  to  remove  the  requirement  that 
it  shall  be  held  at  a  certain  definite  time,  and  in  order  that  the  proposition 
shall  have  a  title  which  complies  with  the  constitutional  requirements,  your 
committee  has  drafted  and  presents  herewith  a  substitute  proposition  which 
will,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  accomplish  that  purpose,  and  is  free 
from  the  objections  above  specified;  but  inasmuch  as  the  Supreme  Lodge 
has  already  considered  the  subject  matter  of  the  proposition  and  has  passed 
the  same  to  the  third  reading,  and  as  the  adoption  of  such  a  statute  is  purely 
a  question  of  policy  and  not  one  of  law,  your  committee  does  not  deem  it 
necessary  or  proper  that  it  shall  express  an  opinion  as  to  the  propriety  or 
advisability  of  the  adoption  of  a  proposition  changing  the  statute  in  relation 
to  elections  in  the  manner  designed  to  be  accomplished  by  the  propositions 
presented.  And  therefore  your  committee  submits  the  substitute  proposi¬ 
tion  herewith  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  without  recommendation. 

A  proposition  to  amend  section  125  of  the  supreme  statutes  included  in  chapter  xix,  title  i, 

of  said  supreme  statutes,  entitled  “  Relating  to  the  election  of  Supreme  I,odge  officers 

and  their  installation.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section 
125  of  the  supreme  statutes,  included  in  chapter  xix,  title  i,  of  said  statutes, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  and  reenacted  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  article  vii,  section  2,  of  the 
supreme  constitution,  the  officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  named  in  said  sec¬ 
tion  shall  be  elected  at  each  regular  biennial  convention  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge.  The  election  of  such  officers  shall  be  by  ballot  and  shall  be  held  at 
such  time  during  such  convention  as  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  by  resolution 
fix  for  that  purpose,  provided  that'  such  election  shall  not  be  held  earlier 
than  the  third  day  of  such  convention,  and  that  the  resolution  fixing  the 
time  for  such  election  shall  be  adopted  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  to 
the  time  fixed  for  such  election.  In  all  cases  the  votes  of  the  majority  of  all 
the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  present  at  such  election  shall  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  a  choice.  In  case  of  a  tie  the  ballotting  shall  continue  until  a  choice 
is  made. 

Section  2.  All  statutes  and  parts  of  statutes  in  conflict  with  this  statute 
are  hereby  repealed. 
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Section  3.

Your  committee  has  carefully  considered  that  part,  under  the  caption, 
“Uniform  Rank,”  contained  in  the  reports  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor, 
Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  and  the  Major  General,  and  we  are 
gratified  to  find  the  rank  in  the  very  satisfactory  condition  in  all  respects 
in  which  these  officers  report  it.  The  success  of  the  Uniform  Rank  during 
the  past  two  years,  as  set  forth  in  these  reports,  clearly  demonstrates  its 
ability  to  well  take  care  of  itself,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  it  has  added  revenue  to  the  Supreme  Lodge.  It  has  further  solved 
the  problem  as  to  whether  the  rank  would  become  a  burden  of  expense  to 
the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  has  shown  the  value  of  this  branch  to  the  order. 

Your  committee  advise  the  adoption  of  the  recommendation  of  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  and  the  suggestion  of  the  Major  General  that  the 
meetings  of  the  Supreme  Assembly  be  held  at  the  same  place  and  during 
the  time  of  the  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.

CHAPTER  XXI — RELATING  TO  THE  REINSTATEMENT  OF  EXPELLED  MEMBERS. 

Section  3540.  If  a  member  who  has  been  expelled  shall  desire  reinstate¬ 
ment,  he  may  petition  the  grand  chancellor  of  the  grand  domain  in  which 
the  lodge  by  which  he  was  expelled  is  located,  for  permission  to  apply  to 
such  lodge  for  reinstatement.  He  shall  accompany  such  petition  with  a  full 
statement  of  the  facts  upon  which  he  relies  to  justify  his  application,  and 
by  proof  that  he  has  notified  the  lodge  of  his  intention  to  make  such 
petition.  If  such  petition  be  granted  by  the  grand  chancellor,  the  peti¬ 
tioner  may  thereupon  make  application  to  the  lodge  by  which  he  was 
expelled  for  reinstatement,  and  such  lodge  may,  after  hearing,  grant  the 
application  for  reinstatement ;  provided  at  least  one  week’s  notice  has 
been  given  to  every  member  of  such  lodge  of  the  meeting  at  which  action 
thereon  will  be  taken,  and  provided,  also,  that  not  less  than  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present  at  such  meeting,  and  entitled  to  vote,  shall  vote  in 
favor  thereof. 

Section  354b.  When  a  lodge  by  whose  action  a  member  has  been  ex¬ 
pelled  becomes  defunct,  he  may  petition  the  grand  chancellor  of  the  domain 
in  which  such  defunct  lodge  was  located  for  reinstatement  to  membership 
in  the  order.  He  shall  accompany  such  petition  with  a  full  statement  of  the 
facts  upon  which  he  relies  to  justify  his  application ;  whereupon  the  grand 
chancellor  shall  make  such  investigation  as  he  may  deem  advisable  and 
necessary  as  to  the  propriety  of  granting  the  petition  and  shall  submit  the 
petition,  together  with  the  result  of  his  investigation,  to  the  grand  lodge 
at  its  next  convention.  Should  the  grand  lodge  grant  the  petition,  the 
grand  chancellor  shall  direct  the  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  to  issue 
to  the  applicant  a  grand  lodge  card,  and  shall  cause  to  be  endorsed  on 
back  of  the  same  a  brief  statement  of  the  facts  in  the  case. 

The  fee  for  the  issuance  of  the  grand  lodge  card  shall  be  governed 
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by  the  statutes  of  the  domain  providing  for  the  issuance  of  grand  lodge 
cards. 

This  statute  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

Your  committee  on  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred  document  No.  24, 
respectfully  report  that  the  document  as  presented  was  not  in  the  form 
required  by  the  constitution  for  a  proposition  to  amend  a  statute,  but  in 
order  that  the  consideration  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  document  may 
not  be  delayed  by  a  re-reference  of  the  document  to  the  proposers  thereof, 
your  committee  has  drafted  a  proposition  in  constitutional  form,  embodying 
the  subject  matter  of  the  proposition  as  presented,  and  herewith  submit 
the  same  for  your  consideration. 

A  proposition  to  amend  section  87,  title  i,  chapter  xi,  of  the  supreme  statutes,  entitled, 
“Relative  to  compensation  for  attendance  at  conventions  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  at 
meetings  of  the  committees,  at  council  of  Supreme  Lodge  officers  and  at  sittings  of 
the  Supreme  Tribunal.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  para¬ 
graph  1  of  section  87,  chapter  xi,  title  i,  of  the  supreme  statutes,  be  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  87,  Par.  1.  For  each  daily  session  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  in¬ 
cluding  intervening  Sundays  and  week  days  upon  which  by  reason  of  a 
recess  no  session  may  be  held,  and  for  each  day  consumed  in  travelling  to 
and  returning  from  such  convention,  a  per  diem  compensation  of  $3.00 ;  pro¬ 
vided  that  no  member  shall  be  allowed  any  per  diem  after  he  shall  have 
been  excused  from  further  attendance. 

Par.  2.  For  each  mile  of  distance  travelled  in  going  to  and  returning 
from  such  convention,  a  mileage  compensation  of  three  cents.

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REQUEST  FOR  REMISSION  OF  FINE. 

Supreme  Representative  Nicholls  presented  the  following 
memorial,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  finance  : 

Document  85. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Your  petitioner,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  grand  domain  of  Arkansas, 
would  most  respectfully  request  that  you  reimburse  it  for  the  amount  of 
sixty-eight  dollars  ($68.oo),  assessed  against  it  as  a  fine  for  sixty-eight 
days’  delinquency  in  not  filing  its  annual  report,  as  required  by  section  197, 
article  iv,  page  60,  of  the  supreme  statutes,  and  paid  by  it  to  the  Supreme 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  on  the - day  of  June,  1897: 

For  cause  for  this  request  for  such  remission  your  petitioner  will  allege 
and  show,  that  at  the  date  in  April,  1897,  when  such  report  should  have 
been  forwarded  to  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  its  then 
keeper  of  records  and  seal,  Charles  F.  Fowler,  failed  in  business,  and  his 
entire  office  property,  including  the  records  and  books  of  the  grand  lodge 
of  Arkansas  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver.  Grand  Chancellor 
George  P.  Taylor,  not  knowing  whether  the  Supreme  Representative  tax 
had  been  paid,  wired  Brother  R.  L.  C.  White,  S.  K.  R.  S.,  to  ascertain  if 
the  same  had  been  paid.  Upon  the  receipt  of  a  reply  that  it  had  not,  he 
at  once  borrowed  the  amount  and  forwarded  it  to  the  S.  K.  R.  S.  The 
matter  of  the  annual  report  was  not  then  taken  into  consideration,  think¬ 
ing  that  the  G.  K.  R.  S.  had  attended  to  it.  The  mental  condition  of  said 
G.  K.  R.  S.  at  that  time  was  of  such  a  character  as  to  make  it  impossible 
to  confer  with  him  in  order  to  ascertain  if  the  report  had  been  made  and 
forwarded.  A  search  for  the  blank  reports  did  not  disclose  them  to  be  in 
his  possession.  Neither  the  grand  chancellor,  nor  Brother  B.  W.  Bartlett, 
who  had  been  appointed  to  succeed  C.  F.  Fowler  as  G.  K.  R.  S.,  knew  at 
that  time  that  the  Supreme  law  placed  a  fine  of  one  dollar  per  day 
for  each  day  the  report  was  delayed.  On  June  1,  1897,  a  letter  was  received 
from  the  S.  K.  R.  S.  asking  why  the  report  had  not  been  forwarded,  which 
was  the  first  intimation  had  by  the  G.  C.  or  G.  K.  R.  S.  that  it  had  not 
been  sent  in  at  that  time.  Blanks  were  at  once  written  for  upon  which  to 
make  out  the  same,  and  as  soon  as  received  were  promptly  filled  out  and 
sent  to  the  S.  K.  R.  S.,  and  the  bill  for  the  fine  of  sixty-eight  dollars 
when  presented  was  promptly  paid. 

When  the  health  of  C.  F.  Fowler  was  sufficiently  better  to  enable  him 
to  furnish  to  the  receiver  the  combination  to  his  safe,  in  which,  when 
opened,  the  neglected  report  was  found  among  other  papers  belonging  to 
the  grand  lodge. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Supreme  Representative  tax  was  promptly  paid,  the 
Supreme  Lodge  thereby  suffering  no  loss  whatever  pecuniarily,  your  peti¬ 
tioner  considers  it  under  all  the  circumstances  a  hardship  to  be  compelled 
to  pay  the  fine. 

Wherefore  it  asks  that  the  same  be  refunded.

We  present  herewith  a  copy  of  a  resolution,  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  at  the  twenty-second  annual  convention, 
held  February  23,  1897 : 

“Be  it  resolved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  of  the  domain 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  That  our  Supreme  Representatives  from  this 
grand  lodge  be  requested  to  lay  before  the  Supreme  Lodge,  at  its  next 
meeting,  a  claim  for  the  District  of  Columbia  in  behalf  of  our  Past  Su¬ 
preme  Chancellor  Edward  Dunn,  and  by  virtue  of  his  having  been  the 
fourth  grand  chancellor  and  First  Provisional  Supreme  Chancellor  in  the 
original  Provisional  Supreme  Lodge,  which  was  the  supreme  authority  at 
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that  time,  in  1867,  and  by  virtue  of  his  continuous  active  membership  since 
that  time;  and  by  virtue  of  his  having  spent  time  and  money  in  the  dark 
and  early  days  of  this  order  to  keep  it  alive ;  and  by  many  other  virtues,  he 
is  a  claimant  to  recognition  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  to 
his  past  services  in  the  order,  and  ask  that  he  be  made  and  recognized  as 
Past  Supreme  Chancellor,  such  as  was  conferred  upon  W.  H.  Myers  of 
Pennsylvania,  thus  recognizing  the  services  of  one  who  has  grown  old  in 
the  cause,  and  is  today  as  much  an  enthusiast  in  Pythianism  as  any  that 
we  have  in  the  order,  and  one  who  fully  merits  the  placing  of  his  name 
on  the  list  of  Past  Supreme  Chancellors  by  service  in  the  Supreme  Lodge 
Knights  of  Pythias.”

REINSTATEMENT  OF  AGED  MEMBERS. 

The  Supreme  Representatives  of  Maryland  presented  the  fol¬ 
lowing  proposition,  which  was  passed  on  first  reading  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  judiciary: 

Document  89. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

At  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  domain  of  Maryland,  held 
February,  1897,  the  subject  of  making  some  provision  for  the  restoration  to 
membership  of  the  aged  members  of  the  order  who  had  lost  their  affilia¬ 
tion  through  their  lodges  becoming  defunct,  and  who  were  now  so  old  that 
lodges  would  not  accept  them  as  members  under  the  present  laws,  as 
it  would  make  serious  inroads  into  their  treasuries,  was  brought  up,  and 
with  entire  unanimity  a  resolution  was  passed  that  the  grand  chancellor, 
through  the  Supreme  Representatives  of  this  domain,  should  urge  on  your 
honorable  body  the  passage  of  such  laws  permitting  grand  lodges  to  enact 
such  laws  that  all  subordinate  lodges  who  may  desire  can  admit  to  mem¬ 
bership  such  aged  persons  who  were  former  members  at  a  nominal  charge 
for  admittance  and  a  small  sum  for  annual  dues,  giving  them  all  the  rights 
as  members,  except  sick  and  funeral  benefits. 

The  passage  of  this  law  will  be  the  means  of  restoring  a  large  number 
now  out  of  the  order  by  virtue  of  their  lodges  having  ceased  to  exist. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  we  offer  the  following  proposition  to 
amend  supreme  statute  No.  293,  article  viii,  to  be  attached  to  paragraph  2 : 

“A  former  member  of  the  order  who  has  lost  his  membership  by  reason 
of  his  lodge  becoming  defunct,  and  whose  age  is  such  that  a  subordinate 
lodge  will  not  accept  him  as  one  to  whom  they  should  pay  sick  and  funeral 
benefits,  may  make  application  to  any  subordinate  lodge  in  the  same  grand 
domain  in  which  his  former  lodge  existed  for  membership  without  the 
right  to  sick  and  funeral  benefits. 

“Said  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  two  dollars.”

Honolulu,  H.  I.,  July  15,  1898. 
To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

The  four  lodges  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  Oahu,  No.  1;  Mystic, ’No.  2 ; 
Aloha,  No.  3,  and  Made,  No.  4,  being  composed  of  true  and  loyal  knights, 
respectfully  represent : 

First.  That  the  number  of  Knights  of  Pythias  belonging  to  the  four 
lodges  is  285. 

Second.  That  forty-nine  of  our  members  belong  to  the  Endowment 
Rank,  representing  $139,000  of  insurance. 

Third.  That  forty-eight  of  our  members  belong  to  the  Uniform  Rank. 

Fourth.  That  Oahu  Lodge  was  established  on  August  29,  1871. 

Fifth.  That  during  all  these  twenty-seven  years  we  have  never  been 
visited  by  a  Supreme  Lodge  officer  or  representative ;  and  we  further  repre¬ 
sent  that  it  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  order  at  large,  as  well  as  to  the 
order  on  these  islands,  if  the  Supreme  Chancellor  should  visit  the  lodges 
here ;  and  we  therefore  respectfully  petition  your  honorable  body  to  direct 
and  empower  the  Supreme  Chancellor  to  officially  visit  the  Hawaiian 
Islands,  or  that  if  it  should  be  impossible  for  him  to  do  so  personally,  he 
appoint  a  Supreme  Lodge  officer  or  Representative  to  represent  him  at  such 
official  visit.

Supreme  Representative  Seism  presented  the  following  propo¬ 
sition,  which  was  passed  on  first  reading  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  judiciary : 
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Document  91. 

Proposition  to  amend  section  47,  chapter  vi,  title  i,  of  the  supreme  statutes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section 
47,  chapter  vi,  title  i,  of  the  supreme  statutes,  be  amended  to  read  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

47.  He  shall  attend  all  the  conventions  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and 
every  session  of  each  convention,  and  shall  go  to  each  regular  or  special 
convention  prepared  to  pay  all  the  accounts  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  may 
allow,  and  to  turn  over  to  his  successor  in  office  all  funds  in  his  possession. 
He  shall  present  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  the  opening  of  each  biennial  con¬ 
vention  a  printed  report,  giving  an  itemized  account  of  the  receipts  and  dis¬ 
bursements  of  his  office,  during  the  two  preceding  fiscal  years,  showing  the 
date  and  amount  of  receipts,  the  date  of  issue,  the  name  of  the  payee,  for 
what  purpose  issued,  and  the  amount  of  each  and  every  order  drawn  upon 
and  paid  by  him  during  the  preceding  two  fiscal  years.  In  addition  thereto, 
he  shall  make  a  detailed  and  itemized  report  covering  the  time  from  the 
close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  up  to  the  opening  day  of  the  biennial  convention 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  showing  in  itemized  form  the  amount  of  receipts 
during  the  said  period,  the  date  of  issue,  the  name  of  the  payee,  the  purpose 
for  which  it  was  drawn,  and  the  amount  of  every  order  drawn  upon  and 
paid  by  him  during  such  period.

or  person  a, license  in  prescribed  form;  and  if  any  dealer  or  person  shall 
desire  to  sell  or  furnish  any  paraphernalia  not  specified  in  his  approved 
catalogue,  a  description  of  such  paraphernalia  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original 
catalogue  was  submitted.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal  to  keep  a  record  of  all  paraphernalia  dealers  holding  un¬ 
revoked  licenses  as  provided  in  this  section,  a  certified  copy  of  which  he 
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shall  send,  upon  application,  to  any  subordinate  lodge  or  member  of  the 
order.

reinstatement  or  card,  as  the  case  may  be)  ;  white  balls  elect,  black  balls 
reject;  you  will  proceed  to  vote  without  giving  any  sign  or  salutation.” 
The  chancellor  commander  will  then  deposit  his  ballot  and  the  master  at 
arms  will  place  the  ballot  box  upon  the  altar  and  return  to  his  station. 
Upon  the  completion  of  the  ballot  the  chancellor  commander  shall  inquire : 
“Have  all  the  members  voted?”  All  having  voted,  he  will  declare  “the 
ballot  is  closed,”  and  order  the  master  at  arms  to  “secure  the  ballot.”  The 
master  at  arms  shall  then  present  the  ballot  box  to  the  vice  chancellor  at 
his  station,  who  shall  examine  it,  and  if  found  legal,  announce  the  result  of 
the  ballot,  to-wit:  “I  find  the  applicant  elected  (or  rejected,  or  a  new  ballot 
necessary,  as  the  case  may  be).”  The  ballot  box  shall  then  be  presented  to 
the  chancellor  commander,  and  if  the  ballot  is  found  to  be  as  announced  by 
the  vice  chancellor,  the  result  thereof  shall  be  announced  by  the  chancellor 
commander  as  follows :  “The  report  of  the  vice  chancellor  is  confirmed,  and 

I  officially  declare  -  duly  elected  to  membership  in  this 

lodge  by  initiation  (or  by  card,  or  by  reinstatement,  as  the  case  may  be;  or 
rejected,  or  a  new  ballot  necessary,  as  the  case  may  be).”  Should 
the  chancellor  commander  and  the  vice  chancellor  disagree  as  to  the  result 
of  the  ballot,  the  ballot  box  shall  be  presented  to  the  prelate  at  his  station, 
and  he  shall  inspect  the  same  and  announce  to  the  chancellor  commander 
the  result  of  the  ballot.

Whereas,  Brother  P.  H.  Lewis,  of  the  grand  domain  of  Louisiana, 
was  the  Deputy  Supreme  Chancellor  of  Southern  Louisiana  for  two  terms 
prior  to  the  organization  and  institution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana, 
and  was  such  Deputy  Supreme  Chancellor  at  the  time  of  the  institution  of 
the  said  grand  lodge. 

Whereas,  Under  the  law  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  as  it  then  existed,  the 
said  Brother  P.  H.  Lewis  earned  and  was  entitled  to  the  rank  of  past 
grand  chancellor,  but  through  inadvertence  his  name  has  not  been  placed 
on  the  roll  of  past  grand  chancellors,  as  it  should  have  been ;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved,  That  P.  H.  Lewis,  of  the  grand  domain  of  Louisiana,  be 
and  is  hereby  recognized  as  a  past  grand  chancellor  of  this  order,  and  as 
such  is  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  benefits  and  privileges  appertaining  thereto. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed  to  place  the  name  of  said  P.  H.  Lewis  on  the 
roll  of  past  grand  chancellors  for  the  grand  domain  of  Louisiana. 

[For  report  of  committee,  see  document  256.] 

DISCRIMINATION  DEPRECATED. 

The  Supreme  Representatives  of  Louisiana  presented  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Endowment  Rank: 

Document  108. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

At  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  grand  domain  of  Louisiana 
held  in  1897,  the  then  grand  chancellor  reported,  among  other  things,  as 
follows,  to-wit : 

“While  the  Endowment  Rank  has  flourished  to  a  certain  extent  in  this 
domain,  its  growth  and  progress  is  not  what  it  would  have  been  if  the 
same  encouragement  from  the  Board  of  Control  had  been  extended  to  this 
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domain  as  has  characterized  their  encouragement  to  others.  I  note  from 
the  reports  that  the  Board  of  Control  have  placed  in  the  field  paid  organ¬ 
izers  in  many  of  the  other  grand  domains,  showing  conclusively  a  marked 
preference  in  the  extension  of  this  valued  branch  of  our  order  in  other 
states  than  Louisiana.  I  therefore  suggest  that  our  Supreme  Representa¬ 
tives  be  urged  to  call  the  attention  of  the  proper  authorities  to  this  marked 
discrimination  towards  this  domain  in  the  upbuilding  of  this  rank,  as  I 
believe  no  more  effective  remedy  could  be  applied  towards  the  checking  of 
our  loss  of  membership  through  suspensions  and  withdrawals,  than  in  the 
enlistment  of  our  rank  and  file  in  this,  the  insurance  feature  of  our  order.” 

Which,  upon  being  referred  to  the  committee,  was  reported  and  acted 
upon  as  follows,  to-wit : 

“After  quite  a  lengthy  discussion  on  the  Endowment  Rank,  it  was  moved, 
seconded  and  carried : 

“That  the  Supreme  Representatives  be  instructed  to  bring  before  the 
Supreme  Lodge  the  matter  of  the  discrimination  made  against  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Rank  in  this  domain,  and  that  they  use  their  best  endeavors  to  have 
all  policies  made  incontestable  after  one  year.” 

Therefore,  in  obedience  to  the  action  aforesaid,  the  undersigned  Supreme 
Representatives  beg  leave  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  the 
discrimination  against  the  grand  domain  of  Louisiana,  complained  of  by 
the  grand  chancellor  and  by  the  grand  lodge,  and  to  ask  that  such  legisla¬ 
tion  be  had  that  will  make  such  discrimination  impossible  in  the  future. 

The  undersigned  representatives  also  offer  the  following  amendment  to 
section  i,  article  vi,  of  the  general  laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  En¬ 
dowment  Rank,  by  adding  thereto  the  following,  to-wit: 

“All  policies  or  certificates  or  endowments  issued  by  the  Endowment 
Rank  shall  be  incontestable  after  one  year  after  its  date  of  issuance.” 

[The  committee  submitted  no  report  on  this  document.] 

ENDOWMENT  RANK  SECURITIES. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Control  submitted  the  appended 
report : 

Document  109. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Complying  with  the  request  of  your  body  to  furnish  certain  detailed 
statements  concerning  the  investments  of  the  funds  of  the  Endowment 
Rank,  as  embraced  in  a  resolution  adopted  at  this  session,  and  known  as 
document  No.  39,  I  submit  herewith  the  following : 

I.  LIST  OF  BONDS  REFERRED  TO  IN  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENT  OF  THE  BOARD 

OF  CONTROL. 

Eight  $1,000  Chicago  West  Division  Street  Railway  first  mortgage 
bonds ;  face  value,  $8,000 ;  purchase  value,  $7,600 ;  interest,  4^2  per  cent. ; 
present  value,  about  $1.04;  interest  paid  to  July  1,  1898.  This  is  an  abso- 
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lute  first  mortgage  on  the  properties  of  the  Chicago  West  Division  Street 
Railway  Company — the  issue  is  $4,075,000;  the  second  and  third  mortgage 
issues  representing  the  same  franchises,  properties  and  rolling  stock,  are 
over  $20,000,000.  Bonds  representing  a  face  value  of  $75,000  were  pur¬ 
chased  from  time  to  time  at  an  average  price  of  ninety-five  cents ;  of  these, 
$67,000  have  been  sold  at  an  average  of  $1.0354,  yielding  to  the  Endowment 
Rank,  in  addition  to  the  interest  earnings,  a  net  profit  of  854  cents  on  the 
dollar. 

Twenty-two  $500  Commerce  Vault  Company  first  mortgage  bonds;  face 
value,  $11,000;  purchase  value,  $10,780;  interest,  6  per  cent.,  paid  to  July  1, 
1898.  Bond  issue,  first  mortgage,  $75,000;  second  mortgage,  $25,000. 
Building  stands  on  a  ninety-nine-year  leasehold,  and  cost  $270,000;  located 
at  14  and  16  Pacific  avenue,  opposite  Board  of  Trade  Building,  Chicago, 
and  used  for  offices.  They  are  not  listed  on  stock  exchange,  and  therefore 
have  no  daily  quotation  of  value. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-five  $1,000  and  fifteen  $500  first  mortgage 
bonds  issued  by  the  Lexington  Hotel  Building  Company,  located  on  corner 
of  Michigan  avenue  and  Twenty- second  street,  Chicago,  on  a  ninety-nine- 
year  leasehold;  building  cost  $800,000;  furniture  and  fixtures,  $175,000; 
total  issue  of  first  mortgage  bonds,  $350,000;  6  per  cent,  interest.  Com¬ 
pany  defaulted  in  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  first  day  of  October,  1897. 
Foreclosure  proceedings  were  at  once  commenced  in  the  circuit  court  of 
Cook  county,  before  Judge  Dunne.  The  Lexington  Hotel  Building  Com¬ 
pany  made  an  assignment  in  the  county  court  of  Cook  county  on  Saturday, 
and  proceedings  were  instituted,  on  the  part  of  the  first  mortgage  bond¬ 
holders  on  the  following  Monday.  Judge  Dunne  appointed  a  receiver. 
An  effort  was  made  to  have  the  assignee  of  the  hotel  company  discharged 
and  property  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  receiver  appointed  in  the  interest 
of  the  first  mortgage  bondholders.  Judge  Carter,  of  the  county  court,  de¬ 
nied  the  motion  for  the  dismissal  of  the  assignee,  and  after  some  time  a 
compromise  was  agreed  upon  between  the  two  courts,  and  an  order  made 
on  the  assignee  to  pay  to  the  receiver  two-thirds  of  the  net  income  of  the 
hotel,  and  the  assignee  retain  one-third.  This  condition  of  things  contin¬ 
ued  to  exist  until  some  time  in  April  of  1898,  when  an  agreement  was 
arrived  at  between  the  reorganization  committee,  appointed  in  the  interest 
of  the  bondholders,  and  the  hotel  building  company,  resulting  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  the  assignee  and  the  placing  of  the  property  in  the  hands  of  the 
receiver.  The  building  was  leased  by  the  receiver  for  a  period  of  two 
years,  by  direction  of  the  court,  to  a  reorganized  company,  known  as  the 
Lexington  Company,  at  a  rental  of  $50,000  per  annum,  with  the  condition 
that  $38,000  should  be  applied  to  the  interest  of  the  first  mortgage  bond¬ 
holders,  less  ground  rent,  taxes  and  insurance,  and  $12,000  to  be  paid  on 
the  chattel  mortgage  indebtedness  on  the  furniture,  issued  by  the  Lexing¬ 
ton  Hotel  Company.  The  fixed  charges  by  way  of  ground  rent,  insurance 
and  taxes  amount  to  about  $30,000.  These  bonds  were  purchased  at  various 
times  during  a  period  of  about  two  years  from  various  brokers.  I  do  not

know  the  owner  of  any  of  the  bonds  purchased.  We  commenced  investing 
in  these  bonds  because  they  were  recommended  as  safe  and  reliable.  I 
talked  with  several  parties  about  them,  and  among  others  Hon.  Lyman  J. 
Gage,  then  president  of  the  First  National  bank  of  Chicago,  now  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Treasury.  His  advice  was  that  they  were  perfectly  safe  and 
amply  secured.  He  would  not  say  that  they  would  bring  at  all  times,  if 
forced  on  the  market,  par  value,  but  regarded  them  as  a  safe  investment  at 
the  price  we  purchased  them  for.  The  unpaid  interest  to  date  amounts  to 
$16,125.  There  is  an  insurance  on  the  building  of  $200,000,  assigned  to  the 
trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the  first  mortgage  bondholders  in  the  event  of 
fire.  Before  purchasing  any  of  these  bonds  I  had  the  attorney  of  the 
rank  examine  the  trust  deed  and  ground  lease.  He  informed  me  that 
under  the  trust  deed  the  building,  machinery  and  all  fixtures  other  than 
furniture  were  pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of 
the  bonds.  At  once  after  the  default  in  payment  of  the  October,  1897, 
interest  we  discovered  that  the  owner  of  the  real  estate  had  permitted  the 
hotel  company  to  become  in  arrears  for  rent,  interest,  etc.,  and  within  a  few 
days  after  the  appointment  of  the  receiver  the  owner  of  the  land  served 
him  with  notice  that  unless  the  arrearage  was  paid  within  a  stated  time  he 
would  take  necessary  action  to  have  a  forfeiture  of  the  lease  declared.  The 
court  thereupon  ordered  the  receiver  to  notify  the  bondholders  and  require 
them  to  advance  the  necessary  amount  to  liquidate  the  indebtedness.  The 
holders  of  the  bonds  other  than  those  held  by  the  Illinois  National  Bank 
and  the  Board  of  Control  failing  to  respond  to  the  request  of  the  receiver, 
the  Board  of  Control  paid  its  pro  rata  share  of  the  accrued  indebtedness 
upon  the  issuance  by  the  receiver  of  certificates  aggregating  $24,622.63, 
bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent,  per  annum,  said  certificates  being 
an  absolute  first  lien  and  payable  out  of  the  first  receipts  derived  from  the 
rentals  after  paying  fixed  charges.  At  the  time  of  the  purchase  of 
these  bonds  I  believed,  as  I  believe  now,  that  they  were  amply  secured  and 
no  loss  could  result  to  the  rank  on  account  of  the  investment.  I  advised 
some  of  my  personal  friends  to  invest  in  them. 

Seven  $1,000  Congress  Hotel  Company  first  mortgage  bonds;  bond 
issue,  $600,000;  value  of  building,  machinery,  etc.,  $2,000,000;  face  value 
of  bonds,  $7,000;  purchase  value,  $6,510.  The  building  is  located  on  the 
corner  of  Michigan  avenue  and  Congress  street,  Chicago,  on  a  ninety-nine- 
year  leasehold.  These  bonds  are  not  listed  on  the  stock  exchange,  and 
therefore  no  daily  prices  quoted.  They  are  owned  and  held  by  parties,  be¬ 
cause  believed  to  be  a  gilt-edge  investment.  Rate  of  interest,  6  per  cent., 
and  promptly  paid  at  maturity. 

Fifty  $100  Iowa  Falls  Light  and  Power  Company  first  mortgage  bonds ; 
total  bond  issue,  $6,000;  face  value  of  our  holding,  $5,000;  purchase  value, 
$4,000 ;  rate  of  interest,  7  per  cent.  The  value  of  this  plant  exceeds  $30,000. 
The  earnings  thus  far  have  been  sufficient  to  promptly  pay  the  interest,  and 
to  pay  an  annual  dividend  of  about  10  per  cent. 

Six  $500  Merriitiac  Building  Company  first  mortgage  bonds;  rate  of 
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interest,  6  per  cent. ;  value  of  building  exceeds  $600,000 ;  the  bond  issue 
(first  mortgage)  is  $300,000.  Building  located  on  the  corner  of  State  and 
Washington  streets,  Chicago,  on  a  ninety-nine-year  leasehold.  Interest 
paid  to  maturity.  The  information  regarding  the  value  of  these  bonds  I 
obtained  from  the  Illinois  Trust  and  Savings  Bank,  Chicago.

CITY  NATIONAL  BANK,  FORT  WORTH,  TEXAS. 

In  addition  to  your  request  expressed  in  the  resolution  requiring  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  present  condition  of  the  claim  against  the  bank,  I  deem  it  but 
just  to  the  Board  of  Control  to  state  that  the  board  could  not  do  otherwise 
than  designate  the  bank  as  the  depository  of  the  rank  because  of  the  require¬ 
ment  of  your  law  making  it  the  duty  of  the  board  to  designate  the  bank 
that  would  offer  the  highest  rate  of  interest  on  daily  balances,  provided  that 
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the  bank  could  give  a  sufficient  bond  to  protect  the  funds  of  the  rank  de¬ 
posited  with  it.  In  obedience  to  your  laws  then  in  force,  the  board  wrote 
a  number  of  solvent  banks  in  various  localities  and  requested  bids  from  the 
several  banks  in  the  city  of  Chicago.  The  bid  of  the  City  National  Bank  of 
Fort  Worth,  Texas,  exceeded  any  other  bid  received  by  V/2  per  cent,  but  be¬ 
fore  designating  it  as  the  depository,  I  requested  Brother  Thomas  Essex, 
then  a  member  of  the  board,  to  visit  Fort  Worth  and  investigate  the  financial 
standing  of  the  bondsmen  offered  by  the  bank.  Notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  all  of  them  had  qualified  under  oath  in  the  amounts  for  which  each  of 
them  became  surety,  Brother  Essex  made  what  he  believed  to  be  a  careful 
and  thorough  examination,  and  reported  that  the  bondsmen  were  amply 
worth  the  amounts  in  which  they  had  qualified.  The  first  bond  given  by 
the  bank  was  in  the  sum  of  $250,000,  and  the  bondsmen  qualified  in  the  sum 
of  $1,200,000,  and  the  assessor  of  Tarrant  county  certified  that  the  parties 
named  in  the  bond  had  returned  to  him  for  that  year  $674,443.  The  various 
judges  of  the  courts  at  Fort  Worth  certified  that  they  would  accept  the 
parties  as  sureties  on  a  bond  for  the  amount  in  which  they  had  qualified. 
With  the  information  thus  obtained,  I  felt  justified  in  designating  that  bank 
as  the  depository  and  approving  the  bond  offered. 

At  the  expiration  of  that  bond  we  raised  the  amount  of  the  bond  to 
$350,000,  and  the  bank  furnished  additional  security.  I  again  had  Brother 
Essex  visit  Fort  Worth  for  the  purpose  of  a  thorough  investigation  of  the 
bondsmen  offered.  He  reported  the  bond  amply  good  for  the  amount 
named  therein,  and  the  bank  furnished  similar  certificates  from  the  same 
sources  as  to  the  first  bond.  Thereupon  I  approved  the  second  bond,  under 
which  the  failure  of  the  bank  occurred. 

I  feel  that  I  exercised  due  care  in  the  investigation  of  the  sureties  and, 
therefore,  was  not  remiss  in  duty  in  accepting  the  bonds  of  the  depository. 

At  the  time  of  the  failure  the  bank  was  indebted  to  the  rank  in  the  sum 
of  $141,227.95,  for  which  we  hold  the  receiver’s  certificate.  There  has  been 
paid  in  dividends  by  the  receiver:

Leaving  a  balance  due  July  1,  1898,  of  $91,798.16. 

I  brought  suit  against  the  bondsmen  within  a  few  days  after  the  failure 
of  the  bank,  but  did  not  succeed  in  reaching  a  trial  until  May  27,  1896,  by 
reason  of  continuance  asked  for  by  the  defendants,  for  various  reasons,  and 
granted  by  the  court.  At  the  trial  we  obtained  judgment  against  the  bonds¬ 
men  for  $116,705.82  and  $95  85  costs.  Interest  matured  on  judgment  July 
1,  1898,  $12,581.16. 

There  were  a  number  of  transfers  of  real  estate  made  by  the  bondsmen 
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after  suit  was  brought  and  before  trial  was  had.  Our  attorneys  advised  us 
that  under  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Texas,  our  claim  became 
a  lien  from  the  time  the  action  was  brought,  and  the  attorneys  expect  to 
test  the  legality  of  these  transfers  and  believe  they  will  succeed,  but  ad¬ 
vised  that  we  wait  until  the  amount  the  receiver  would  pay  is  definitely  as¬ 
certained  and  thus  definitely  determine  the  amount  due  from  the  bondsmen. 

We  entertain  no  doubt  that  the  final  dividend  will  be  declared  and  paid 
by  the  comptroller  of  the  currency  in  the  very  near  future,  after  which  our 
attorneys  will  commence  suit  to  set  aside  the  conveyances  referred  to,  with 
a  view  to  collecting  the  judgment  or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  required  to 
liquidate  the  indebtedness.

The  nomination  of  Past  Grand  Chancellor  William  B.  Gale 
of  the  grand  domain  of  Massachusetts,  to  fill  the  vacancy 
occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  Supreme  Tribune  Seay,  for  and 
during  the  remainder  of  the  term  ending  December  31,  1899, 
was,  on  motion  of  Supreme  Representative  Scott,  confirmed  by 
the  Supreme  Lodge. 
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The  Supreme  Chancellor  announced  the  appointment  of  Past 
Grand  Chancellor  William  B.  Gale  of  the  grand  domain  of 
Massachusetts,  to  be  a  Supreme  Tribune  for  and  during  the 
quinquennial  term  beginning  January  i,  1900,  and  ending 
December  31,  1904.  The  nomination,  on  motion  of  Supreme 
Representative  Tee,  was  confirmed  by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

UNIFORM  RANK  RITUAL. 

Supreme  Representative  Turner  offered  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion,  which  was  adopted : 

Document  110. 

Resolved,  That  on  Monday,  August  29,  at  10  o’clock  a.  m.,  the  special 
order  shall  be  the  consideration  for  adoption  of  the  ritual  of  the  Uniform 
Rank. 


THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  ORDER 

submitted  the  appended  report,  which  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table  and  to  be  printed :

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Your  committee  on  state  of  the  order,  to  whom  were  referred  certain 
portions  of  the  report  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  of  the  Supreme 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

1.  Concerning  that  portion  of  the  report  referring  to  “Rathbone  monu¬ 
ment,”  we  recommend  that  all  the  acts  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  of 
the  special  committee  to  whom  this  subject  was  referred  at  the  last  conven¬ 
tion  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  be  fully  confirmed.  We  find  that  the  sum  of 
$12,147.15  has  been  raised  through  the  earnest  efforts  of  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  and  the  committee,  which  amount  will  be  sufficient  to  erect  a  suitable 
monument  to  the  memory  of  the  beloved  founder  of  our  order  without 
calling  on  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  pay  any  portion  of  the  sum  of  $1,000  voted 
for  that  purpose  at  our  last  convention.  We  commend  our  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  and  the  special  committee  for  their  labor  of  love  in  raising  the  neces¬ 
sary  funds,  and  recommend  that  the  committee  be  continued  with  full 
power  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  incoming  Supreme  Chancellor  in  com¬ 
pleting  and  unveiling  the  monument. 

2.  Concerning  that  portion  of  the  report  referring  to  the  institution  of 
a  lodge  in  Juneau,  Alaska,  we  recommend  that  all  acts  of  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  be  approved,  and  that  the  further  consideration  of  this  matter 
be  referred  to  the  incoming  Supreme  Chancellor,  with  instructions  to  take 
such  further  steps  as  may  seem  to  him  proper  and  in  accordance  with  law.

253.  One  week  must  elapse  between  the  conferring  of  any  two 
ranks  upon  the  same  person,  except  at  the  first  four  conventions  of  a  new 
lodge,  and  except  as  otherwise  permitted  by  dispensation,  and  shall  be  con¬ 
ditioned  as  follows :  * 

Par.  1.  A  member  of  the  order  in  the  page’s  or  esquire’s  rank,  prior  to 
being  advanced,  shall  have  a  full  knowledge  of  the  unwritten  work  of  the 
rank  attained,  and  shall  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  to  be  made  in  open 
lodge  by  the  chairman  of  a  committee  of  three,  appointed  by  the  chancellor 
commander,  for  the  purpose  of  instruction  and  examination. 

Par.  2.  A  member  of  the  order  in  the  page’s  or  esquire’s  rank,  prior 
to  being  advanced,  shall  have  a  complete  understanding  of  the  ritual  and  a 
full  knowledge  of  the  obligations  of  the  rank  attained,  and  pass  a  satisfac¬ 
tory  examination  in  open  lodge  by  the  chairman  of  a  committee  of  three, 
appointed  by  the  chancellor  commander,  for  the  purpose  of  instruction  and 
examination.

“The  secretary  of  a  section  shall  forward  to  the  Board  of  Control  the 
monthly  payments  and  dues  collected,  immediately  after  the  tenth  day  of 
each  and  every  month. 

“If  such  payments  and  dues  are  not  received  by  the  Board  of  Control  on 
or  before  the  last  day  of  the  same  month,  the  section  so  failing  to  pay,  and 
all  members  thereof,  shall  stand  suspended  from  membership  in  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Rank,  and  their  certificates  and  all  right,  title  and  interest  therein 
shall  be  forfeited.  Notice  of  such  suspension  shall  be  forthwith  sent  by 
mail,  postage  paid,  by  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Control,  to  the  president 
and  to  the  secretary  of  such  section. 
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“Provided,  that  any  surviving  members  of  a  section,  not  less  than  three, 
whose  membership  has  forfeited  their  endowment,  and  whose  warrant  has 
been  suspended,  shall  regain  all  rights  it  has  as  a  section,  and  each  member 
thereof  his  full  rights  and  privileges  held  previous  to  such  suspension  and 
forfeiture,  if  within  thirty  days  from  the  suspension  of  warrant  said  sec¬ 
tion  shall  pay  to  the  Board  of  Control  all  monthly  payments,  assessments  or 
dues  accrued  upon  said  members. 

“Provided  further,  that  said  suspension  shall  not  take  effect  until  the 
Board  of  Control  shall  have  had  satisfactory  proof  that  such  section  or 
member  thereof  has  failed  to  pay  all  payments,  assessments  or  dues  accrued 
in  time  to  reach  the  Board  of  Control  within  the  time  stated  in  the  above 
section.”

At  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  grand  domain  of  Maryland,  held  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1898,  a  resolution  was  adopted  requesting  the  Supreme  Representa¬ 
tives  to  use  every  effort  to  have  conferred  upon  Past  Chancellor  John  H. 
Orem,  of  Monumental  Lodge,  No.  2,  who  was  a  charter  member  of  Nonpareil 
Lodge,  No.  2,  of  Philadelphia,  and  withdrew  at  once  to  enable  him  to  or¬ 
ganize  the  first  lodge  in  this  state,  to  which  he  is  still  attached.  He  has 
always  been  an  ardent  and  active  member.  The  grand  lodge,  with  great 
unanimity,  are  of  the  opinion  that  some  recognition  should  be  given  him 
for  his  early  services  in  extending  the  order  in  this  state;  therefore,  we 
offer  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  the  rank  of  past  grand  chancellor  be  conferred  on  Past

I  hereby  offer  to  furnish  to  the  properly  designated  officers  of  your  body, 
for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  subordinate  lodges  under  your  jurisdiction 
and  control,  printed  copies  of  my  “Fraternal  Cipher  Code,”  a  copy  bf  which 
is  hereunto  annexed,  upon  the  following  terms,  to-wit : 

I  will  furnish  said  code,  printed  in  proper  manner  upon  cardboard  or 
other  suitable  paper,  in  1,000  lots,  at  fifty  dollars  per  thousand,  your  body 
to  pay  the  cost  of  shipping  same. 

A  reasonable  amount  of  additional  matter  which  may  be  desired  by  you 
will  be  added  to  said  code  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  the  extra  cost  of  compo¬ 
sition,  etc. 

All  rights  are  hereby  reserved  under  my  copyright  of  said  code. 

This  proposition  must  be  accepted  by  you  at  the  August,  1898,  session  of 
your  body,  and  will  be  void  and  of  no  effect  thereafter.  In  case  of  its 
acceptance  by  you,  as  above,  the  cost  price  of  said  code,  as  herein  given, 
will  not  hold  good  after  March  1,  1899.

In  all  cases  where  a  subordinate  lodge  has  refused  to  reinstate  a 
member  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive, 
and  the  lodge  shall,  upon  proper  application,  grant,  a  dismissal  card  upon 
the  receipt  of  one  dollar. 
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286c.  A  member  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  after  five  years’ 
suspension,  wishing  to  join  a  subordinate  lodge  in  the  same  grand  domain, 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  and  the  lodge  shall  grant,  upon  proper  applica¬ 
tion,  a  dismissal  card  upon  the  receipt  of  one  dollar. 

28 6d.  A  subordinate  lodge,  upon  proper  application,  upon  receipt  of  one 
dollar,  at  the  discretion  of  the  lodge,  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members 
present,  may  grant  a  dismissal  card  to  a  member  suspended  for  non-pay¬ 
ment  of  dues,  to  enable  such  suspended  member  to  join  a  subordinate  lodge 
in  the  same  grand  domain  before  the  five  years  have  expired. 

286c.  Dismissal  cards  may  be  received  upon  deposit  in  any  subordinate 
lodge.

vention,  requires  the  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  to  iorward  the  Su¬ 
preme  Representative’s  credentials  within  ten  days  after  his  election,  and 
provides  a  penalty  of  one  dollar  per  day  thereafter  for  failure  so  to  do. 
Henry  Miller,  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal,  grand  domain  of  Texas,  on 
June  5,  1897,  incurred  a  penalty  of  $41  for  forty-one  days’  delinquency  in 
this  respect.  He  recites  that  the  same  was  a  new  law,  for  the  first  time 
coming  under  his  review,  and  had  the  necessary  blanks  for  same  been  re¬ 
ceived  by  him,  the  credentials  would  have  been  made  out  at  once,  but  that 
failing  to  receive  the  said  blanks  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Texas,  the  matter  was  not  taken  up  at  the  close  thereof,  and  absence 
from  the  state  for  several  weeks  thereafter  operated  against  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  this  duty. 

We  submit  that  there  is  no  more  prompt,  careful  or  painstaking  official 
to  be  found  than  Brother  Miller,  and  that  during  the  ten  years  he  has  held 
this  office  he  has  given  service  absolutely  irreproachable,  usually  sending  in 
his  reports  to  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  ahead  of  nearly  all, 
if  not  all,  others,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  records ;  that  this  delinquency  is  not 
the  result  of  careless  business  methods,  but  has  been  occasioned  by  failure 
to  receive  proper  blanks  which  were  sent  by  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal,  and  that  under  the  law  he  is  not  guilty  of  either  willful  or  con¬ 
tributory  neglect  of  duty. 

For  the  reasons  herein  set  forth  we  ask  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  return 
to  said  Henry  Miller,  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  of  Texas,  the  $41 
by  him  paid,  and  that  a  warrant  in  that  amount  and  for  that  purpose  be 
drawn  in  his  favor,  and  for  such  we  shall  ever  pray.

Brother  Knights — Your  committee  on  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred 
certain  portions  of  the  reports  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  the  Supreme 
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Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  respectfully  report  that  we  have  examined  such 
portion  of  said  reports  as  were  referred  to  us  and  beg  to  report  our  con* 
elusions  upon  the  matters  hereinafter  designated,  as  follows : 

CHARTER  VALLE  DE  MEXICO,  LODGE  NO.  2. 

(Page  7623,  Supreme  Chancellor’s  Report.) 

As  we  understand  the  brief  record  in  relation  to  this  matter,  this  lodge 
which  is  organized  and  working  under  a  warrant  issued  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge  (it  being  a  lodge  not  within  the  domain  of  any  grand  lodge),  desires 
to  have  a  charter  issued  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  lieu  of  such  warrant.  An 
examination  of  the  law  on  this  subject  has  satisfied  your  committee  that  the 
framers  of  the  present  law  did  not  contemplate  the  issuance  of  a  charter  to 
any  subordinate  lodge  by  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  that  it  was  the  purpose  of 
the  law  that  lodges  so  instituted  under  the  control  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
should  work  under  the  warrant  issued  therefor  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  until 
such  time  as  the  lodge  comes  within  the  domain  of  a  grand  lodge,  which 
shall  have  authority  to  issue  a  charter  in  lieu  of  such  warrant. 

Section  314  of  the  supreme  statutes  referred  to  in  the  communication  of 
the  lodge  addressed  to  the  Deputy  Supreme  Chancellor  of  the  City  of  Mex¬ 
ico,  only  provides  for  the  issuance  of  a  charter  in  lieu  of  a  warrant  by  a 
grand  lodge  within  whose  domain  the  subordinate  lodge  is  situated,  and 
your  committee  therefore  reports  that,  in  view  of  the  law,  the  petition  of  the 
lodge  for  a  charter  must  necessarily  be  denied. 

UNIFORM  RANK  RITUAL. 

(Page  7590,  Supreme  Chancellor’s  Report.) 

In  relation  to  this  matter,  your  committee  .is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal  is  in  accordance  with  the  constitution 
upon  the  facts  as  presented  in  the  case  before  it.  Your  committee,  however, 
finds,  upon  an  examination  of  the  journal  of  proceedings  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  that  at  the  Washington  session  in  1894  the  Uniform  Rank  ritual, 
consisting  of  three  ranks,  was  presented  and  exemplified  before  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  as  required  by  the  constitution,  and  after  consideration  by  the  Su¬ 
preme  Lodge  the  further  consideration  of  the  ritual  was  referred  to  the  Su¬ 
preme  Council  and  requested  to  report  its  action  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge.  (See  journal  of  Supreme  Lodge  1894,  page  6856.)  On 
May  2,  1895  the  Supreme  Council  appointed  a  committee,  “with  full  power 
to  report  to  the  next  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  a  new  ritual  for 
the  Uniform  Rank.”  At  the  Cleveland  convention  in  1896  the  committee 
reported  that  it  had  performed  the  duty  assigned  to  it,  and  submitted  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge  a  ritual  for  consideration.  (See  Supreme  Lodge  journal, 
1896,  page  7335-)  This  ritual  was  an  entirely  different  ritual  from  the  one 
presented  at  Washington  session,  consisting  of  but  one  rank,  and  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee  the  vote  taken  upon  the  adoption  of  this  ritual 
at  the  Cleveland  session  was  not  in  accordance  with  the  constitution.  Sec- 
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tion  2,  article  xiv  of  the  supreme  constitution,  provides,  “that  any  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  rituals  of  the  order  [which,  of  course,  includes  an  entirely  new 
ritual]  may  be  proposed'  in  secret  session  at  a  regular  convention  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  and  shall  be  considered  and  may  be  adopted,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  supreme  statutes;  provided  that  such  amendment  shall  re¬ 
quire  for  its  adoption  the  affirmative  vote,  by  yeas  and  nays,  of  four-fifths 
of  all  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge ;  such  vote  to  be  taken  at  the 
succeeding  regular  convention  thereof,  and  then  only  after  a  full  exemplifi¬ 
cation,  in  the  presence  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  of  the  change  proposed  by 
such  amendment.”  The  ritual,  being  presented  at  the  session  of  1896, 
could  not,  under  the  constitution,  be  adopted  by  a  vote  taken  at  that  'session, 
but  may  be  adopted  by  a  vote  taken  at  the  present  session,  and  the  pro¬ 
posed  ritual  then  presented,  having  been  exemplified  before  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  is  ready  for  consideration  at  this  session  and  may  be  adopted  by  a 
vote  taken  at  this  session,  provided  four-fifths  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge  vote  in  favor  of  such  adoption.  Your  committee,  there¬ 
fore,  recommends  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  take  up,  consider  and  act  upon 
the  proposed  ritual  presented  at  the  session  of  1896,  which  is  now  before  the 
body  for  consideration. 

THE  DETROIT  CASE. 

(Page  7612,  Supreme  Chancellor’s  Report.) 

The  report  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  in  reference  to  this  case  shows 
that  the  case  has  reached  a  final  decision  and  there  appears  to  be  no  further 
action  which  can  be  taken  by  this  committee  or  the  Supreme  Lodge  with 
reference  to  the  same.  While  the  suit  was  unsuccessful,  we  believe  that 
the  best  interests  of  the  order  were  subserved  by  its  commencement  and 
prosecution,  and  although  unsuccessful  in  the  courts,  we  believe  it  has  been 
instrumental  in  accomplishing  the  destruction  of  the  so-called  Improved 
Order  Knights  of  Pythias. 

OFFICIAL  DIGEST. 

(Page  7678,  Supreme  Chancellor’s  Report.) 

In  regard  to  this  matter,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  would 
be  of  much  benefit  to  the  members  of  the  order  at  large,  and  particularly 
to  those  who  do  not  have  the  opportunity  to  become  thoroughly  familiar 
with  the  law,  to  have  some  complete  and  exhaustive  digest  of  the  law,  or, 
rather,  to  have  the  law  thoroughly  indexed  and  annotated ;  but  inasmuch  as 
the  matter  will  involve  the  expenditure  of  a  considerable  sum  of  money  in 
the  first  instance,  and  the  execution  of  this  project  upon  the  lines  suggested 
by  the  Supreme  Chancellor  will  involve  the  making  of  arrangements  for 
the  preparation  of  such  work  and  for  the  publication  and  sale  thereof,  your 
committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  matter  ought  to  receive  more  careful  con¬ 
sideration  and  attention  than  your  committee  is  able  to  devote  to  the  mat¬ 
ter,  and  we  therefore  recommend  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  a  special 
committee  of  three,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  to  investi-

progress  and  extension. 

The  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  appeals  and  commends  itself  to  the  best 
judgment  of  the  highest  order  of  citizenship,  and  your  committee  believes 
that  this  fact  should  be  emphasized  more  forcibly  than  it  has  been  in  the 
past.  In  accordance  with  this  view,  we  consider  the  question  of  territorial 
expansion  and  numerical  growth  as  referred  to  therein  of  slight  importance 
as  compared  to  the  upbuilding  of  our  present  lodges  and  membership, 
and  such  policy  as  will  place  us  upon  a  higher  plane  of  fraternal  usefulness 
and  dignity.  We  do  not  believe  that  the  time  is  opportune,  or  the  condi¬ 
tions  favorable,  for  territorial  expansion,  except  in  territory  now  under,  or 
new  acquisitions  which  will  hereafter  be  under,  the  control  of  this  govern¬ 
ment. 

But  we  do  not  believe  that  in  extending  Pythianism  into  new  territory 
that  the  Supreme  Lodge  should  be  put  to  any  expense,  but  that  the  develop¬ 
ment  should  be  along  the  lines  of  natural  growth.  It  is  quite  probable, 
however,  that  the  matter  of  territorial  expansion  will  in  future  years  come 
before  this  body  for  consideration. 

In  view  of  the  growing  feeling  of  friendship  and  unity  between  the  two 
Anglo-Saxon  nations,  England  and  the  United  States,  now  so  apparent,  and 
the  common  ties  of  race,  blood  and  ancestry,  which  naturally  draw  us 
together,  it  may  be  possible  that  England  and  Scotland  would  furnish  us  a 
desirable  field  for  Pythian  development.  Persuaded,  as  we  are,  that  the 
best  interests  of  the  order  will  be  conserved  by  pursuing  the  policies  herein 
outlined,  we  commend  them  to  the  careful  consideration  of  the  incoming 
Supreme  Chancellor.

SUPREME  LODGE  FINANCES. 

The  committee  on  the  state  of  the  order  submitted  the 
appended  report,  which  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table  and  to 
be  printed : 

Document  166. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Your  committee  on  state  of  the  order,  to  whom  was  referred  that  por¬ 
tion  of  the  report  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  under  head 
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of  “Supreme  Lodge  finances,”  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  examined 
the  remarks  of  that  officer  with  reference  to  the  above  subject,  and  the 
facts,  figures  and  tables  therein  set  forth.  We  find  nothing  therein  calling 
for  any  decisive  action  on  the  part  of  this  committee. 

The  receipts  and  disbursements  are,  to  say  the  least,  very  suggestive. 
Your  committee  is  unable  to  discover  any  principle  upon  which  the  Su¬ 
preme  Lodge  could  have  adopted  a  policy  in  the  past  producing  the  results 
apparent  from  the  figures  as  therein  stated. 

The  present  condition  of  our  depleted  finances  is  the  result  of  a  system 
of  fraternal  business  management  pursued  for  many  years  contrary  to 
every  recognized  theory  of  raising  revenue,  and  absolutely  defenceless  from 
any  standpoint  whatever.  The  system,  if  such  it  may  be  called,  heretofore 
followed  during  the  period  when  Pythianism  was  experiencing  its  most 
rapid  growth,  filled  our  exchequer  with  almost  fabulous  sums  of  money, 
for  a  purely  fraternal  order,  and  offered  a  delusive  inducement  for  extrava¬ 
gant  and  reckless  appropriations  of  money,  which  has  evidently  character¬ 
ized  the  legislative  acts  of  prior  conventions  of  this  body. 

Clothed  with  the  power  to  raise  the  necessary  revenue  for  the  Supreme 
government,  the  Supreme  Lodge  abused  the  trust  and  levied  a  high  tribute 
upon  subordinate  lodges,  by  exacting  from  them  high,  unreasonable  and 
exorbitant  prices  for  supplies.  As  a  result  large  sums  were  accumulated, 
which  seem  to  have  been  treated  as  the  joint  prey  of  the  budget  makers  and 
extravagant  legislators.  We  agree  with  said  officer  that  the  source  from 
which  the  revenue  has  been  “wont  to  flow”  has  now  “begun  to  go  dry.” 

While  it  is  true  that  the  disbursements  for  the  last  two  years  are  less 
than  for  the  immediate  years  preceding,  this  fact  is  readily  accounted  for 
by  the  decrease  in  revenue,  which  made  it  absolutely  impossible  to  continue 
the  former  extravagant  expenditures. 

That  a  radical  change  must  now  be  made  in  our  revenue  system  is 
patent.  The  matter  is  no  longer  open  to  argument.  “It  is  a  condition,  not 
a  theory,  that  confronts  us.”  We  unqualifiedly  recommend  a  system  of 
direct  taxation  as  the  only  correct,  recognized  and  equitable  system  of  rais¬ 
ing  the  revenue  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Supreme  govern¬ 
ment. 

We  have  also  examined  the  remarks  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  on  this 
subject.  We  approve  of  his  recommendations  as  contained  therein.  We 
commend  both  of  these  high  officials  for  fulfilling  their  duty  in  calling 
attention  to  these  matters.

They  should,  however,  be  guided  by  the  true  spirit  of  Pythianisrn 
in  all  their  determinations,  and  at  the  same  time  should  be  fearless  and 
independent  in  communicating  to  the  membership  generally  information 
concerning  evils,  if  any,  which  may  exist.

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Supreme  Representative  Reed  offered  the  following  amend¬ 
ment  : 

Document  170. 

I  move  to  amend  paragraph  i  of  section  5  of  document  28,  so  that  it 
shall  read  as  follows: 

5.  The  committee  on  finance,  immediately  upon  expiration  of  the  quar¬ 
ters  ending  with  April,  September  and  December,  in  each  year,  shall  cause 
the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  the 
Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer,  the  Major  General  and  the  Adjutant  Gen¬ 
eral  to  be  examined  and  audited  by  one  member  of  the  committee,  to  be 
designated  by  the  chairman,  and  as  nearly  as  possible  on  the  15th  day  of 
July,  each  year,  two  additional  members  of  the  committee  shall,  with  the 
member  making  the  previous  examinations,  meet  for  the  same  purpose  and 
shall  go  over  the  accounts  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  After  each  of  the 
examinations  herein  provided  for,  the  auditor  shall  make  a  full  report  of 
such  examinations  in  triplicate,  and  shall  forward  one  copy  to  the  Supreme 
Chancellor,  one  copy  to  the  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  -and  one  copy  shall  be 
filed  with  the  chairman  of  the  finance  committee.  The  Supreme  Chancellor 
shall  cause  to  be  printed  in  his  report  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  copies  of  all 
the  reports  above  referred  to.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Supreme 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  upon  delivering  any  warrant  in  payment  of 
any  bill,  to  take  a  receipt  which  shall  detail  the  items  for  which  the  warrant 
is  drawn,  and  such  receipt  shall  also  bear  the  number  of  the  warrant.  He 
shall  exhibit  all  such  receipts  to  the  auditor  of  the  committee  when  his  ac¬ 
counts  are  being  examined.  Said  committee  shall  examine  and  report  upon 
all  resolutions,  proposed  statutes  and  amendments  thereon,  which  involve 
an  expenditure  of  money  from  the  exchequer  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  It 
shall  also  report  estimates  of  all  expenditures  of  money  from  the  exchequer 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge  during  the  ensuing  biennial  term,  together  with  reso¬ 
lutions  making  appropriations  therefor. 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  shall  have  the  authority  to  call  a  full  meeting 
of  said  committee  at  any  time,  whenever  in  his  judgment  the  interests  of 
the  order  imperatively  require  such  meeting.

UNIFORM  RANK  RESERVE. 

The  Supreme  Representatives  of  California  offered  the  follow¬ 
ing  resolution,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Uniform 
Rank  :

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

In  obedience  to  instructions  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  we 
present  the  following  resolution : 
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Be  it  resolved  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  the  con¬ 
gress  of  the  United  States  be  and  it  is  hereby  requested  to  enroll  the 
Uniform  Rank,  Knights  of  Pythias,  as  a  reserve  to  the  army  of  the  United 
States,  second  only  to  the  National  Guard,  subject  to  call  to  arms  in  the  de¬ 
fence  of  the  flag  of  our  country  against  any  foreign  foe,  and  that  the  Su¬ 
preme  Chancellor  and  the  Major  General  of  the  Uniform  Rank  be  and  they 
are  hereby  instructed  to  use  their  best  efforts  to  accomplish  the  purpose  cf 
this  resolution.

CIPHER  TELEGRAPHIC  CODE. 

The  Supreme  Representatives  of  California  presented  the 
following  proposition,  which  was  passed  on  first  reading  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  judiciary :

A  proposition  to  add  a  new  chapter  to  title  xi  of  the  supreme  statutes,  to  be  known  as 
chapter  viii,  and  entitled,  “  Relating  to  a  telegraphic  code  for  communication  between 
lodges.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  a  new 
chapter  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  added  to  title  xi  of  the  supreme  statutes, 
to  be  known  as  chapter  viii,  and  entitled,  “Relating  to  a  telegraphic  code  for 
communication  between  lodges,”  to  read  as  follows : 

4 66.  The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  prepare  a  telegraphic  code  in  cipher  and  a  key  thereto  for  com¬ 
munication  between  lodges,  relative  to  the  standing  of  members  in  their 
subordinate  lodges,  the  amount  of  benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled  and 
other  matters  requiring  secret  and  speedy  communication  between  lodges 
and  members,  and  that  when  so  prepared  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal  shall  furnish  the  same  to  grand  lodges  at  a  reasonable  price,  to  be 
fixed  by  him.

TRAVELLING  SHIELDS. 

The  Supreme  Representatives  of  California  presented  the 
following  proposition,  which  was  passed  on  first  reading  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  j  udiciary : 

Document  173. 

A  proposition  to  add  a  new  chapter  to  title  xi  of  the  supreme  statutes,  entitled,  “  Miscel¬ 
laneous.”  to  be  known  as  chapter - ,  and  to  be  numbered  sections - ;  said  chapter 

to  be  entitled,  “uTo  provide  for  and  regulate  the  issue  and  use  of  travelling  shields.” 

Section  — .  Any  member  of  the  order  in  good  standing,  who  is  not 
under  charges,  may  apply  to  his  lodge  for  a  travelling  shield,  which  shall  be 
issued  to  him  by  his  lodge  upon  payment  of  all  fines  and  asssessments 
charged  against  him  at  the  date  of  such  application  and  dues  in  advance  for 
the  period  named  in  such  travelling  shield,  together  with  the  fee  fixed  by 
law  for  the  issuance  of  such  travelling  shield. 
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Section  — .  Such  travelling  shield  shall  be  issued  under  the  seal  of  the 
lodge  and  signed  by  the  chancellor  commander  and  keeper  of  records  and 
seal,  and  shall  state  the  date  of  its  issuance,  the  name  of  the  member  to 
whom  it  is  issued  and  his  rank  and  the  honors  which  he  has  attained  in 
the  order,  and  the  name  and  the  number  and  address  of  the  lodge  and  the 
grand  domain  to  which  he  belongs,  the  date  to  which  his  dues  are  paid,  the 
amount  of  sick  benefits  and  nurse  hire  to  which  he  is  entitled  in  case  of 
sickness,  and  the  amount  of  funeral  benefits  to  which  he  is  entitled  in  case 
of  death,  and  shall  recommend  him  to  the  knightly  and  fraternal  considera¬ 
tion  of  all  lodges  and  members  of  the  order.  Provided,  that  no  travelling 
shield  shall  be  issued  for  a  period  longer  than  six  months,  and  all  travelling 
shields  so  issued  shall  be  void  from  and  after  the  date  to  which  the  dues  of 
such  member  have  been  paid  in  advance. 

Section  — .  The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  is  hereby  au¬ 
thorized  and  directed  to  prepare  and  furnish  to  the  grand  domains  blanks 
for  such  travelling  shields  at  such  price  as  may  be  lawfully  fixed  therefor, 
and  no  blanks  for  such  travelling  shields  shall  be  obtained  from  any  other 
source. 

Section  — .  The  fee  for  the  issuance  of  the  travelling  shield  shall  be 
fifty  cents.

Whereas,  Under  conditions  as  they  at  present  exist,  a  thorough  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  ritualistic  work  of  the  order  is  practically  denied  to  the  mem¬ 
bership  in  general  by  reason  of  the  difficulties  which  surround  its  acquire¬ 
ment  and  the  restrictions  which  are  placed  upon  the  use  of  the  published 
ritual  by  both  subordinate  lodge  officers  and  the  members  of  the  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges,  and  by  reason  of  legislation,  perhaps  wise  under  the  present 
system,  which  renders  the  published  rituals  inaccessible  to  the  membership 
at  large ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  best  interest  of  the  order  demands  a  more  general  com¬ 
prehension  of  the  ritualistic  teachings  and  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the 
language  thereof ; 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  the  Su¬ 
preme  Chancellor  and  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  together 
be  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  devise  and  prepare  a  cipher,  in 
and  by  the  means  of  which  the  subordinate  lodge  ritual  may  be  with  safety 
published  and  promulgated  to  and  for  the  use  of  all  members  entitled 
thereto. 
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That  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal 
shall  formulate  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  or  advis¬ 
able  for  the  publication  and  issuance  of  the  ritual  in  such  cipher. 

That  the  Supreme  Chancellor  and  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal 
shall  submit  such  cipher  and  rules  and  regulations  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  at 
its  next  succeeding  regular  convention  for  its  action  thereon.

He  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  Su¬ 
preme  Lodge  may  determine  at  its  regular  biennial  session.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section

A  proposition  to  amend  section  11,  article  x,  of  the  constitution,  which  provides  that  each 
grand  lodge  may  have  a  constitutional  government  of  its  own,  not  in  conflict  with  the 
supreme  constitution.

11,  of  article  x,  of  the  supreme  constitution,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  as  follows :  Strike  out  the  word  “tribunal”  in  the  third  line  of  said 
section  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  “chancellor,”  so  the  same  shall 
read  when  amended  as  follows : 

Each  grand  lodge  shall  have  a  constitution  for  its  own  gov¬ 
ernment,  and  shall  provide  such  legislation  as  shall  secure  conformity  to 
the  supreme  law  and  to  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  from  the 
subordinate  lodges  and  members  of  the  order  within  its  domain;  but  a 
grand  lodge  shall  not  enact  or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  abridge  the 
rights  of  privileges  secured  to  a  member  of  the  order  by  the  supreme  law. 
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Document  184. 

A  proposition  to  amend  section  6,  article  viii,  of  the  supreme  constitution,  by  providing 
that  the  Supreme  Chancellor  shall  enforce  all  supreme  laws. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section 
6  of  article  viii  of  the  supreme  constitution  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  as  follows :  Insert  the  words  “or  orders”  after  the  word  “decrees” 
in  the  second  line  thereof,  and  strike  out  the  word  “tribunal”  in  second  line 
thereof  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  “lodge,”  so  as  to  read  when 
amended  as  follows : 

Section  6.  The  Supreme  Chancellor  shall  enforce  the  supreme  laws 
and  the  decrees  and  the  orders  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Document  185. 

A  proposition  to  repeal  section  i,  article  vi,  of  the  supreme  constitution,  which  defines  the 
supreme  government. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section 
i,  article  vi,  of  the  supreme  constitution,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  re¬ 
pealed,  and  the  following  enacted  in  lieu  thereof : 

Section  i.  The  Supreme  Lodge  shall,  during  its  session,  possess  all 
legislative  and  judicial  powers;  when  the  Supreme  Lodge  is  not  in  session, 
the  Supreme  Chancellor,  in  addition  to  his  other  powers  as  herein  pre¬ 
scribed,  shall  possess  and  exercise  the  judicial  powers  and  functions  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge.

Section  3.  All  opinions  and  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  shall 
be  authoritative  and  binding  until  reversed  by  the  Supreme  Lodge.

A  proposition  to  amend  section  395,  of  chapter  i,  title  viii,  of  the  supreme  statutes,  enti 

tied,  “To  regulate  the  promulgation,  issue  and  use  of  semi-annual  passwords.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section 
395,  chapter  i,  title  viii,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  “grand 
keeper  of  records  and  seal”  in  the  eighth  line  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
“grand  chancellor” ;  and  by  striking  out  “grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal” 
in  line  13,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  “grand  chancellor” ;  and  by  striking 
out  in  lines  13  and  14  “grand  chancellor  may  direct  or  approve,”  and  in¬ 
serting  therein  “desire,”  so  that  the  section  will  read  as  follows : 

395.  Each  grand  chancellor  who  may  receive  the  semi-annual  password 
under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  June  and  December  of  each  year,  transmit  such  password  to  the  dep¬ 
uty  grand  chancellor  or  other  installing  officer  of  each  subordinate  lodge 
within  the  domain,  not  under  suspension ;  provided,  that  such  semi-annual 
password  shall  not  be  transmitted  to  any  deputy  grand  chancellor  or  other 
installing  officer  who  shall  not  have  filed  during  the  then  current  semi-an¬ 
nual  term  in  the  office  of  the  grand  chancellor  a  certificate  from  the  subor¬ 
dinate  lodge  of  which  such  deputy  or  installing  officer  is  a  member  that  he 
has  paid  all  dues  or  other  indebtedness  to  his  lodge  to  the  beginning  of  such 
term,  and  that  he  is  in  good  standing  in  such  subordinate  lodge.  In  the 
transmission  of  the  semi-annual  password  the  grand  chancellor  shall  use 
such  cipher  as  he  may  desire,  and  shall  use  the  utmost  care  to  prevent  such 
password  from  becoming  known  to  any  unauthorized  person.  Each  Deputy 
Supreme  Chancellor  shall  transmit  the  semi-annual  password  received  by 
him  to  the  installing  officer  of  each  subordinate  lodge  under  his  charge, 
and  all  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply,  so  far  as  may  be,  to  such 
transmission.

A  proposition  to  amend  article  ix  of  the  supreme  constitution,  title,  “  The  judicial  depart¬ 
ment.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias ,  That  article 
ix  of  the  supreme  constitution  be  and  is  hereby  amended  as  follows: 

Par.  i.  The  Supreme  Tribunal  shall  consist  of  three  tribunes,  of  whom 
two  shall  be  a  quorum.  Not  more  than  one  tribune  shall  be  chosen  from 
the  same  grand  domain. 

To  amend  paragraph  3  by  striking  out  the  word  “three”  and  substituting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  word  “two,”  so  that  said  paragraph  shall  read : 

Par.  3.  Every  decision  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal  shall  require  a  concur¬ 
rence  of  two  tribunes. 

To  amend  section  2,  paragraph  3,  by  substituting  the  word  “six”  in  place 
of  the  word  “five”  in  the  second  line,  and  substituting  the  word  “three”  in 
lieu  thereof,  and  striking  out  the  words  “one  on  December  31,  1895,  one  on 
December  31,  1896,  one  on  December  31,  1897,  one  on  December  31,  1898, 
and  one  on  December  31,  1899,”  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

“One  on  December  31,  1902,  one  on  December  31,  1904,  and  one  on  De¬ 
cember  31,  1906,”  so  that  said  paragraph  shall  read: 

Par.  3.  The  term  of  each  tribune  shall  be  six  years ;  providing  that  the 
terms  of  the  three  tribunes  first  appointed  shall  expire,  one  on  December  31, 
1902,  one  on  December  31,  1904,  and  one  on  December  31,  1906. 

To  further  amend  said  section  by  striking  out  paragraph  4  and  enacting 
a  new  paragraph  in  lieu  thereof,  as  follows : 

Par.  4.  Each  tribune  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

To  strike  out  section  8  of  said  article  ix,  and  substitute  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following : 

Section  8.  Said  Supreme  Tribune  may  appoint  a  recorder,  or  one  of 
its  own  members  to  act  as  recorder,  and  said  recorder  shall  be  allowed 
actual  travelling  expenses  and  the  sum  of  $200  annually  for  services  and 
clerical  assistance.

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Such  amendment  shall  be  published  in  the  Supreme  Lodge  proceedings 
and  entitled  “First  amendment  to  the  supreme  constitution,”  and  each 
amendment  thereafter  shall  be  published  in  the  proceedings  in  like  manner 
and  receive  its  consecutive  number,  and  if  at  the  next  regular  convention  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  or  any  special  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  called 
to  consider  said  amendment,  such  proposed  amendment  shall  be  adopted  by 
the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  who  are  entitled 
to  vote  upon  the  amendment  in  said  convention,  then  said  amendment  shall 
become  a  part  of  this  constitution ;  providing  that  said  vote  shall  always  be 
taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  providing  further,  that  each  grand  domain 
shall  be  entitled  to  cast  but  two  votes  upon  said  amendment,  which  two 
votes  may  be  cast  by  each  Supreme  Representative  thereof  in  his  propor¬ 
tionate  part,  or  by  any  two  Supreme  Representatives  that  the  delegation 
from  said  domain  may  select  for  said  purpose,  so  that  said  section  shall 
read :  ■  ■ 1  -9 

Section  i.  Any  amendment  of  this  constitution  may  be  proposed  in  the 
Supreme  Lodge  in  a  regular  convention  thereof  in  such  manner  as  the  Su¬ 
preme  Lodge  may  by  law  provide;  and  if  such  proposed  amendment  shall 
be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  it 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  with  the  yeas  and  nays  thereon,  and  the 
further  consideration  thereof  deferred  until  the  regular  convention  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge.  Such  amendment  shall  be  published  in  the  Supreme  Lodge 
proceedings  and  entitled  the  “First  amendment  to  the  supreme  constitu¬ 
tion”  ;  and  each  amendment  thereafter  shall  be  published  in  the  proceed¬ 
ings  in  like  manner  and  receive  its  consecutive  number,  and  if  at  next  regu¬ 
lar  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  or  any  special  convention  called  to 
consider  said  amendment,  such  proposed  amendment  shall  be  adopted  by 
the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  who  are  entitled  to 
vote  upon  the  amendment  in  said  convention,  then  said  amendment  shall 
become  a  part  of  this  constitution ;  providing  that  said  vote  shall  always  be 
taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  providing  further,  that  each  grand  domain 
shall  be  entitled  to  cast  but  two  votes  on  said  amendment,  which  two  votes 
may  be  cast  by  each  Supreme  Representative  thereof  in  his  proportionate 
part,  or  by  any  two  Supreme  Representatives  that  the  delegation  from  said 
domain  may  select  for  said  purpose.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section 
258,  chapter  iv,  title  iv,  of  the  supreme  statutes,  be  amended  and  reenacted 
so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

258.  All  dues  shall  begin  from  the  date  of  initiation  as  page,  or  of  affili¬ 
ation  by  transfer  card,  withdrawal  card,  grand  lodge  card  or  Supreme 
Lodge  card.  Different  rates  of  dues  may  be  required  from  members  of  the 
different  ranks  of  knighthood,  as  each  subordinate  lodge  may  enact,  but  the 
payment  of  dues  shall  not  be  required  before  the  end  of  the  stated  periods 
for  which  they  are  payable,  except  that  if  a  member  receive  a  transfer  card 
he  shall  be  charged  with  dues  to  the  first  of  the  month  succeeding  the  date 
of  the  issue  of  such  transfer  card ;  or,  if  he  apply  for  a  withdrawal  card,  he 
shall  be  charged  with  dues  pro  rata  up  to  the  date  of  the  granting  of  such 
card.

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CERTIFICATE  OF  DEPUTY  GRAND  CHANCELLOR. 

The  Supreme  Representatives  of  Oregon  presented  the  follow¬ 
ing  proposition,  which  was  passed  on  first  reading  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  judiciary  :

A  proposition  to  amend  section  395,  chapter  i,  title  viii,  of  the  supreme  statutes,  entitled, 

“  To  regulate  the  promulgation,  issue  and  use  of  semi-annual  passwords.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section 
395,  chapter  i,  title  viii,  of  the  supreme  statutes,  be  amended  and  reenacted 
so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

395.  Each  grand  chancellor  who  may  receive  the  semi-annual  password 
under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  June  and  December  of  each  year,  transmit  such  password  to  the 
deputy  grand  chancellor  or  other  installing  officer  of  each  subordinate  lodge 
within  the  domain  not  under  suspension ;  provided,  that  such  semi-annual 
password  shall  not  be  transmitted  to  any  deputy  grand  chancellor  or  other 
installing  officer  who  shall  not  have  filed  during  the  then  current  semi-an¬ 
nual  term  in  the  office  of  the  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  a  certificate 
from  the  subordinate  lodge  of  which  such  deputy  or  installing  officer  is  a 
member  that  he  has  paid  all  dues  or  other  indebtedness  to  his  lodge  to  the 
beginning  of  the  next  succeeding  term,  and  that  he  is  in  good  standing  in 
such  subordinate  lodge.  In  the  transmission  of  the  semi-annual  password 
the  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  shall  use  such  cipher  as  the  grand 
chancellor  may  direct  or  approve,  and  shall  use  the  utmost  care  to  prevent 
such  password  from  becoming  known  to  any  unauthorized  person.  Each 
Deputy  Supreme  Chancellor  shall  transmit  the  semi-annual  password  re¬ 
ceived  by  him  to  the  installing  officer  of  each  subordinate  lodge  under  his 
charge,  and  all  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply,  so  far  as  may  be, 
to  such  transmission.

The  conditions  of 
eligibility  to  such  ranks  shall  be  uniform,  and  shall  be  fixed  by  the  su¬ 
preme  statutes;  provided,  always,  that  no  person  shall  be  initiated  into  the 
order  unless  he  be  a  white  male,  of  good  moral  character,  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  and  a  believer  in  a  supreme  being.”

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REQUEST  FOR  REMISSION  OF  FINE. 

The  Supreme  Representatives  of  South  Dakota  presented  the 
following  memorial  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on 
finance :

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

The  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  of  South  Dakota  deposited  in  the 
United  States  postoffice  where  he  resided,  at  Faulkton,  South  Dakota,  on 
March  27,  1897,  the  report  of  the  grand  domain  of  South  Dakota  to  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  for  the  year  1896,  but  on  account  of  washouts  on  the  rail¬ 
roads  no  mail  left  Faulkton  for  more  than  two  weeks,  as  is  shown  by  the 
accompanying  documents. 

The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  demanded  of  and  received 
from  the  domain  of  South  Dakota  fifteen  dollars,  as  a  fine  for  fifteen  days’ 
delinquency  in  the  receipt  of  these  reports. 

Due  diligence  having  been  used  in  the  mailing  of  these  reports,  and  suffi¬ 
cient  time  having  been  allowed  under  ordinary  circumstances,  the  Supreme 
Lodge  is  asked  to  refund  to  the  grand  domain  of  South  Dakota  the  fifteen 
dollars  paid  by  it.

A  proposition  to  amend  title  iv,  chapter  iii,  of  the  supreme  statutes,  entiled,  “  To  regulate 

the  attainment  of  the  ranks  of  knighthood.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section 
252  of  chapter  iii  of  title  iv  of  the  supreme  statutes  be  so  amended  as  to 
read :  “A  subordinate  lodge  may  confer  the  ranks  of  page,  esquire  or  knight, 
or  either  of  them,  upon  a  member  of  the  order  who  has  attained  the  rank 
of  page  or  esquire,  or  upon  an  applicant  who  has  been  elected  to  receive 
the  ranks  of  knighthood  in  another  lodge,  upon  the  request  of  such  other 
lodge  under  seal.  The  subordinate  lodge  which  shall  have  conferred  a 
rank  or  ranks  in  accordance  with  this  section  shall  immediately  notify  the 
lodge  which  preferred  the  request  therefor  of  the  date  upon  which  such 
rank  was  conferred.  Upon  reception  of  such  notice  record  thereof  shall  be 
made  upon  the  books  of  the  lodge  receiving  it.”

A  proposition  to  amend  section  373,  chapter  iv,  title  vi,  of  the  supreme  statutes,  entitled, 

“  Relating  to  the  qualifications,  powers  and  duties  of  the  Major  General,” 

Be  it  enacted,  That  section  373  of  the  supreme  statutes  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

373.  The  Major  General  must  be  a  past  grand  chancellor  in  good  stand¬ 
ing  in  his  grand  and  subordinate  lodges,  and  a  member  in  good  standing  in 
a  company  of  the  Uniform  Rank.  He  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Supreme  Assembly.  He  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  at  the  same  time 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  other  Supreme  Lodge  officers  are  nominated 
and  elected,  and  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor  for  a 
term  of  two  years,  and  shall  retain  his  said  office  until  his  successor  is  elect¬ 
ed  and  commissioned.  He  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services 
as  the  Supreme  Assembly  may  from  time  to  time  determine.

AMENDMENTS  OF  ENDOWMENT  RANK  LAWS. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Control  presented  the  following 
proposition,  which  was  passed  on  first  reading  and  referred  to 
the  committee  on  Endowment  Rank  : 

Document  200. 

Proposed  amendments  to  the  constitution  of  the  Endowment  Rank  and  the  general  laws, 

rules  and  regulations  thereof. 

Referring  to  that  part  of  our  report  relating  to  amendments  to  the  laws 
of  the  Endowment  Rank,  the  Board  of  Control  present  to  your  body  the 
following  suggested  amendments  and  ask  proper  and  legal  enactment  of 
same  at  this  convention : 

Add  to  section  7,  article  ii,  of  the  Endowment  Rank  constitution  the 
following:  “From  and  after  the  dates  of  the  certificates  held  by  such  mem¬ 
bers,  less  ten  per  cent  for  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  the  endowment  to 
date  of  cancellation.” 

Also  add  the  following,  to  be  known  as  the  second  paragraph  of  said 
section  7,  article  ii,  of  the  Endowment  Rank  constitution : 

“The  Board  of  Control  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  refund  an  amount 
as  may  by  them  be  deemed  just  and  equitable  to  any  member  of  the  En¬ 
dowment  Rank  in  good  standing,  upon  sufficient  evidence  that  such  mem¬ 
ber,  by  reason  of  old  age  or  physical  disability,  is  pecuniarily  unable  to  con¬ 
tinue  such  certificate  in  force,  and  upon  the  surrender  of  the  same  and  all 
claims  thereunder ;  provided,  his  membership  in  the  rank  has  continued  for 
a  period  of  ten  consecutive  years.” 

Add  to  article  ii  of  the  constitution  of  the  Endowment  Rank  the  follow¬ 
ing,  to  be  known  as  section  9: 

“In  times  of  epidemic,  or  upon  information  of  a  threatened  epidemic, 
the  board  shall  have  authority  to  prohibit  the  admission  of  members  in  any 
section  of  the  Endowment  Rank.” 
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Amend  article  iv,  section  6,  of  the  general  laws,  rules  and  regulations, 
by  adding  thereto  the  following : 

“If  any  member  of  the  Endowment  Rank  shall  engage  in  a  hazardous 
undertaking  other  than  now  provided  for  under  the  hazardous  or  extra 
hazardous  grades,  or  sojourn  or  reside  in  a  country  or  locality  where  he 
shall  be  exposed  to  physical  or  climatic  dangers,  rendering  his  risk  extra 
hazardous,  the  Board  of  Control  may  annul  the  certificate  of  such  member  or 
reduce  the  amount  of  his  endowment  to  the  minimum.  Such  member  shall 
immediately  notify  the  Board  of  Control  upon  engaging  in  such  hazardous 
undertaking  or  making  such  change  of  residence  as  above  specified,  and  a 
failure  to  give  such  notice  shall  forfeit  such  certificate.” 

Amend  section  i,  article  vi,  of  the  general  laws,  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Endowment  Rank,  by  adding  to  the  second  paragraph  of  said  section 
the  following : 

“Provided  that,  in  the  case  of  members  transferred  to  the  fourth  class 
(the  present  system)  from  either  of  the  former  classes,  the  date  of  such 
transfer  shall  be  taken  as  the  date  of  admission  to  the  Endowment  Rank 
in  computing  the  amount  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid.” 

Strike  out  all  of  the  first  paragraph  of  section  i,  article  xii,  of  the  gen¬ 
eral  laws,  rules  and  regulations,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof : 

“When  a  member  of  the  Endowment  Rank  is  suspended  from  his  lodge 
for  non-payment  of  dues,  or  for  any  other  cause,  his  membership  in  the 
section  and  in  said  rank  shall  be  forfeited  and  his  certificate  become  void.”

SUPREME  LODGE  FINANCES. 

The  committee  on  ways  and  means  submitted  the  appended 
report,  which  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table  and  to  be  printed : 

Document  204. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Your  committee  on  ways  and  means,  to  which  was  referred  that  portion 
of  the  report  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  found  under  the  caption  of  “the 
Supreme  Lodge  and  its  finances,”  has  had  the  same  under  consideration  and 
submits  the  following  report  thereon : 

Having  made  a  careful  investigation  of  the  facts  presented  by  the  Su¬ 
preme  Chancellor,  and  compared  the  same  with  the  reports  made  by  the 
Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  and  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exche¬ 
quer,  together  with  such  information  as  could  otherwise  be  obtained  on  this 
subject,  it  is  concluded  that  the  deficit  in  the  exchequer  which  now  con¬ 
fronts  us  is  due  mostly  to  a  decreased  revenue  from  the  sale  of  supplies.  It 
is  not  doubted  that  the  appropriations  for  expenses  have  been  based  in 
past  years  upon  a  belief  that  the  revenues  would  enable  the  exchequer  to 
meet  the  expenditures  provided  for.  That  preceding  conventions  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Lodge  could  not  foresee  the  diminished  revenue  which  we  now  expe¬ 
rience  is  a  matter  for  which  no  one  can  be  justly  blamed.  But  it  is  our  duty 
now  to  meet  the  conditions  which  confront  us  and  shape  our  course  ac¬ 
cordingly.  That  decreased  revenues  demand  decreasing  charges  against 
the  same  is  a  fact  which  will  doubtless  be  appropriately  considered  by 
another  committee  and  wisely  acted  upon  by  this  body  in  deciding  upon  its 
appropriations ;  for  which  reason  this  committee  will  not  enlarge  upon  that 
particular  portion  of  the  subject  referred  to  it. 

It  is  the  province  of  this  committee  to  consider  the  manner  by  which  the 
revenue  shall  be  derived  and  make  recommendations  thereon. 

In  the  consideration  of  this  subject,  the  committee  first  examined  into 
the  sale  of  supplies,  and  finds  that  there  is  a  continuously  decreasing  demand 
for  official  jewels,  which  furnished  the  most  considerable  portion  of  the 
profits  derived  from  supplies,  but  that  there  is  also  a  decreasing  demand  for 
other  articles.  Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  cost  of  some  of 
the  supplies  for  the  Supreme  Lodge  could  be  somewhat  reduced  by  the 
introduction  of  different  methods  for  making  contracts  for  their  purchase. 
Your  committee  is  further  of  the  opinion  tjiat  it  would  be  wise  to  reduce 
the  cost  of  all  supplies  sold  to  grand  lodges  to  a  sum  that  will  represent  a 
much  smaller  profit  thereon,  although  well  aware  that  such  policy  will  re¬ 
duce  the  revenue  derived,  and  thus  necessitate  raising  the  difference  repre¬ 
sented  in  another  manner. 

To  meet  these  views,  the  committee  has  prepared  a  proposition  for 
amendment  to  the  statutes,  which  will  provide  for  the  creation  of  a  com¬ 
mittee  on  printing  and  supplies,  which  committee  shall  be  empowered  to 
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make  all  contracts  for  the  purchase  of  printing  and  supplies  and  to  fix  the 
prices  for  the  sale  of  such  supplies.  The  proposition  is  presented  herewith 
and  its  adoption  recommended. 

A  considerable  share  of  the  revenue  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  has  hereto¬ 
fore  been  derived  from  the  representative  tax,  which  is  a  form  of  taxation 
that  falls  most  unequally  upon  the  membership.  The  necessary  expense 
of  conducting  the  business  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  should  fall  equally  upon 
every  member  of  the  order,  regardless  of  the  domain  in  which  he  may  hold 
his  membership.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  representative  tax 
be  abolished  and  a  per  capita  tax  substituted  therefor.  To  meet  these  views 
a  proposition  to  amend  sections  26  and  27,  chapter  iv,  title  i,  of  the  supreme 
statutes,  has  been  prepared,  which  is  herewith  presented  and  its  adoption 
recommended. 

It  'vill  be  observed  that  this  statute  provides  that  the  amount  of  per 
capita  tax  shall  be  fixed  by  resolution  adopted  at  each  regular  convention  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge.  The  resolution  for  the  present  convention,  if  this  stat¬ 
ute  be  adopted,  will  be  prepared  and  presented  by  this  committee  as  soon 
as  the  Supreme  Lodge  has  determined  what  its  expenditures  will  be. 

Among  the  matter  found  in  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  referred  to  this  committee  is  a  paragraph  relating  to  the  manner 
in  which  appropriations  should  be  made.  The  committee  has  prepared  a 
proposition  for  a  statute  on  this  subject,  which  is  herewith  presented  and  its 
adoption  recommended. 

As  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  that  it  might  be  well  to 
employ  an  expert  accountant  for  the  examination  of  the  books  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  and  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer, 
your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  finance  committee  ought  to  be,  and 
doubtless  will  be,  of  such  character  as  will  make  the  employment  of  experts 
to  assist  it  unnecessary.  This  action  is,  therefore,  not  recommended.  But 
it  is  not  doubted  that  if  such  extraordinary  conditions  should  arise  as  would 
make  this  expenditure  seem  advisable,  the  Supreme  Lodge  will  not  be  un¬ 
reasonable  in  providing  for  the  cost.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Section  i.  That  hereafter  no  disbursements  of  the  funds  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Lodge,  when  not  in  session,  shall  be  made,  except  the  same  have 
been  regularly  appropriated  by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Section  2.  The  form  of  the  appropriation  bills  for  the  Supreme  Lodge 
shall  be  as  follows :  “Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Py¬ 
thias,  That  the  following  sums,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  are 
hereby  appropriated  to  the  funds  hereafter  expressed,  for  the  purpose  of 
defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  the  ensuing  two  years. 
The  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his 
orders,  countersigned  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  for  such  portions  thereof

No  money  hereafter  appropriated  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  for 
a  specific  purpose  shall  be  used  for  any  other  or  different  purpose,  and  no 
warrant  shall  be  drawn  for  any  purpose  in  excess  of  the  amount  remaining 
in  such  appropriated  fund. 

Section  4.  No  warrant  shall  be  drawn  or  paid  for  any  purpose  what¬ 
soever,  except  upon  a  duly  itemized  and  approved  voucher,  which  said 
voucher  shall  have  been  first  audited  and  approved  by  the  committee  on 
finance;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  to  return  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  its  regular  biennial  convention  all 
such  vouchers  for  the  inspection  of  that  body  or  any  of  its  membership,  but 
it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  said  officer  to  print  or  make  the  same  a  part 
of  his  report. 

Section  5.  All  sections  and  parts  of  sections  in  conflict  herewith  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

A  proposition,  providing  for  the  creation  of  a  Conynittee  on  Printing  and  Supplies, 
defining  its  duties  and  repealing  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Section  i.  That  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  and 
Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  shall  constitute  a  committee  to  be 
known  and  designated  as  “committee  on  printing  and  supplies.” 

Section  2.  The  committee  on  printing  and  supplies  shall  have  general 
and  supervisory  charge  of  the  purchase  of  all  supplies  for  the  use  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  printing  or  binding  of  offi¬ 
cial  reports,  official  records,  daily  journals,  rituals,  ceremonies  of  the  order, 
printed  supplies,  books  or  other  printed  matter,  and  of  the  manufacture  or 
purchase  of  all  official  jewels  used  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  or  sold  as  sup¬ 
plies. 

Section  3.  The  purchase  of  all  supplies  and  printed  matter  enumerated 
in  the  preceding  sections  shall  be  done  by  contract,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  committee  on  printing  and  supplies  to  invite  and  receive  proposals 
from  reputable  manufacturers  and  printing  establishments  in  the  country, 
and  adopt  such  other  methods  as  it  may  deem  necessary  in  order  to  secure 
advantageous  terms  for  the  purchase  of  such  supplies  or  printed  matter, 
When  bids  are  invited,  specimens  of  the  supplies  required,  or  specifications 
fully  describing  the  same,  except  when  said  supplies  are  of  a  secret  nature, 
shall  be  submitted  by  the  committee  to  at  least  six  reputable  printing  estab¬ 
lishments  in  the  country  and  to  as  many  others  as  may  desire  to  bid  upon 
the  same. 

Section  4.  The  proposals  for  printing  or  manufacture  of  supplies,  as 
referred  to  in  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  sealed  and  sent  by  the  bidders 
to  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  who  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  of  the  commit¬ 
tee,  who,  as  soon  as  practicable,  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  committee  on 
printing  and  supplies,  before  whom  the  said  sealed  bids  shall  be  opened  and 
the  contracts  so  awarded  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  shall  be 
deemed  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Supreme  Lodge.  Said  sealed  bids  shall 
not  be  opened  nor  the  contract  awarded  unless  there  are  present  two  mem¬ 
bers  of  such  committee.  All  such  bids  and  contracts  shall  be  preserved  and 
submitted  to  the  Supreme  Lodge,  together  with  the  report  in  detail  of  such 
committee  for  inspection. 

Section  5.  Nothing  contained  in  this  statute  shall  be  construed  to  apply 
to  the  printing  of  circulars,  orders  or  other  printing  incidental  to  the  carry¬ 
ing  on  of  the  official  business  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  officers. 

Section  6.  All  official  jewels  and  the  following  printed  supplies  may  be 
obtained  only  from  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  the  Supreme 
Lodge  reserving  the  exclusive  right  to  provide  the  same,  to- wit :  Charters. 
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rituals,  installation  books,  ceremonials,  question  books,  official  receipts, 
transfer  cards,  withdrawal  cards,  grand  lodge  cards,  travelling  shields,  sec¬ 
ond  rank  blanks,  orders  for  semi-annual  password,  supreme  constitution  and 
statutes,  credentials  of  honor,  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal  and  offi¬ 
cial  record. 

Section  7.  The  supplies  and  printed  matter  referred  to  in  the  preced¬ 
ing  section  shall  be  sold  to  grand  lodges  at  prices  to  be  fixed  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  printing  and  supplies,  provided  that  the  prices  for  jewels  .and 
official  receipts  shall  not  exceed  25  per  cent  profit  upon  their  actual  cost. 

Section  8.  Section  1,  chapter  i,  title  i,  shall  be  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words,  “n.  A  committee  on  printing,  consisting  of  five  members,”  and 
subsequent  numbers  changed  accordingly. 

Section  0.  Section  12,  chapter  i,  title  i,  sections  1 19,  120,  121  and  122. 
chapter  xvii,  title  i,  sections  31  and  120,  supplement,  section  37,  chapter  iv, 
and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith,  be  and  the  same  are  here¬ 
by  repealed.

26.  The  revenue  of  the  Supreme  government  shall  be  derived  from  a 
per  capita  tax,  fees  for  warrants  and  the  sale  of  supplies. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  section  27,  chapter  iv,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

27.  That  each  grand  lodge  shall  pay  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  semi-annu¬ 
ally  on  the  first  days  of  April  and  October,  each  year,  such  per  capita  tax 
as  may  be  determined  by  resolution  at  each  biennial  convention  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Lodge,  for  each  member  in  good  standing  on  the  31st  day  of  De¬ 
cember  next  preceding,  and  the  first  semi-annual  payment  of  the  per  capita 
tax  herein  provided  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
October,  1899.

By  reference  to  article  iv, 
sections  1  to  6  inclusive,  general  laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Rank,  it  should  be  palpably  plain  to  your  honorable  body  that  the 
rates  of  insurance  charged  by  the  Endowment  Rank  only  cover  risks 
in  the  ordinary  walks  of  life,  and  as  the  contemplated  legislation,  if 
passed,  would  increase  the  hazard  and  create  a  liability  or  risk  to  meet 
which  no  revenue  is  provided,  we  recommend  that  none  of  the  propositions 
be  adopted,  and  that  the  Board  of  Control  be  commended  for  having  so 
fearlessly  obeyed  the  law  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge.

Your  committee  on  judiciary,  to  which  were  referred  documents  29,  30, 
93,  94,  206,  207  and  208,  respectfully  report  that  the  subject  matter  of  these 
documents  properly  relates  to  the  finances  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and 
should  be  considered  and  reported  on  by  the  committee  on  ways  and  means, 
and  we  recommend  that  they  be  referred  to  that  committee. 

Your  committee,  however,  recommends  that  if  it  be  desired  to  adopt 
documents  29,  30,  93  or  94,  that  each  of  these  propositions  should  be  amend¬ 
ed  by  adding  to  the  title  the  word  “entitled”  with  the  title  of  each  of  the 
chapters  containing  the  sections  sought  to  be  amended,  respectively.  That 
if  document  206,  207  or  208  is  to  be  adopted,  each  proposition  should  be 
amended  by  amending  the  title  to  each  of  said  propositions,  stating  the  sec¬ 
tion,  chapter  and  title  of  the  statutes  sought  to  be  amended,  with  the  title 
of  the  chapter  containing  the  section  sought  to  be  amended,  or  if  new  sec¬ 
tions,  chapters  or  titles  are  intended  to  be  added,  and,  if  so,  specifying  that 
fact,  with  the  title  to  be  given  to  each  chapter  and  title;  and  the  enacting 
clause  of  each  proposition  should  either  state  that  the  proposition  is  to 
amend  certain  specified  sections  in  certain  specified  chapters  and  titles,  or 
that  new  sections,  chapters  or  titles  are  to  be  added,  as  the  case  may  be, 
specifying  the  title  to  be  given  to  the  new  chapters  or  titles.  As  the  last 
three  propositions  are  presented,  it  can  not  be  determined  whether  the  prop- 
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ositions  are  amendments  or  new  statutes,  and  if  amendments,  what  sections 
are  sought  to  be  amended,  and  if  new  sections  or  chapters,  it  should  appear 
at  what  place  they  are  to  be  inserted,  otherwise  confusion  will  result  from 
having  the  statutes,  specifying  the  duties  of  certain  officers  and  committees 
or  treating  of  specific  subjects,  scattered  throughout  the  statutes,  instead  of 
being  embodied  in  one  chapter  or  title,  as  was  designed  by  the  framers  of 
our  present  law. 

These  suggestions  also  apply  to  all  propositions  presented  to  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  and  your  committee  requests  that  all  members  of  this  body  so  draft 
their  propositions  that  the  statutes,  when  adopted,  will  show  where  they  are 
to  be  inserted,  and  thus  prevent  confusion  and  preserve  the  uniformity  of 
arrangement  of  our  laws.

Your  committee  on  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred  document  No.  95, 
respectfully  report  that  we  have  prepared  and  submit  herewith  a  substitute 
for  said  document,  and  recommend  that  said  substitute  do  pass  in  lieu  of  the 
proposition  contained  in  document  No.  95. 

A  proposition  to  amend  section  247,  title  iv,  chapter  iii,  of  the  supreme  statutes,  entitled, 

“  To  regulate  the  attainment  of  the  ranks  of  knighthood.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section 
247,  chapter  iii,  title  iv,  of  the  Supreme  Statutes  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

247.  When  a  ballot  either  for  membership  by  initiation,  by  card  or  for 
reinstatement,  is  about  to  be  taken,  the  chancellor  commander  shall  say: 
“Master  at  arms,  you  will  prepare  the  ballot  box.”  When  prepared,  the 
master  at  arms  will  present  the  ballot  box  to  the  chancellor  commander 
for  his  inspection.  When  satisfied  with  the  condition  of  the  box  the  chan¬ 
cellor  commander  shall  deposit  his  ballot.  The  chancellor  commander  shall 
then  say:  “Master  at  arms,  you  will  deposit  the  ballot  box  on  the  altar.” 
The  chancellor  commander  shall  then  say:  “Brothers,  the  ballot  is  for  the 

election  or  rejection  of - ,  who  is  an  applicant  for  membership  by 

initiation  (or,  ‘by  card/  or  ‘by  reinstatement/  as  the  case  may  be).  White 
balls  elect  and  black  balls  reject  You  will  proceed  to  vote  without  giving 
any  sign  or  salutation.”  At  the  proper  time  the  chancellor  commander  shall 
say:  “Have  all  the  members  voted?”  and,  hearing  no  response,  he  will 
add :  “The  ballot  is  closed,”  and  to  the  master  at  arms  the  chancellor  com¬ 
mander  will  say:  “You  will  collect  the  ballot.”  The  master  at  arms 
will  then  carry  the  ballot  box  to  the  vice  chancellor,  who  will  in¬ 
spect  the  ballot  and  announce:  “Chancellor  commander,  the  bal¬ 
lot  is  a  legal  one.”  If,  however,  less  than  seven  ballots  are 
found  in  the  box,  or  if  there  are  more  ballots  than  there  are 
members  present  and  voting,  the  vice  chancellor  shall  announce :  “Chan¬ 
cellor  commander,  the  ballot  is  not  a  legal  one.”  In  either  case  the 
ballot  box  shall  then  be  carried  to  the  chancellor  commander  by  the  master 
at  arms,  and,  after  inspection  by  the  chancellor  commander,  he  shall  an¬ 
nounce  the  report  of  the  vice  chancellor  as  confirmed  (or  not  confirmed,  r.s 
the  case  may  be),  and  if  there  are  less  than  seven  ballots  in  the  box,  or  more 
than  the  number  of  members  present  and  voting,  the  chancellor  commander 
shall  at  once  direct  another  ballot  to  be  taken,  and  shall  continue  the  ballot- 
ting  until  a  legal  ballot  is  had.  If,  upon  the  inspection  of  any  legal  baliot, 
there  are  more  than  three  black  balls  in  the  ballot  box,  the  chancellor  com¬ 
mander  shall  announce  after  the  inspection  of  the  ballot,  “I  officially  declare 

- rejected  as  an  applicant  for  membership  in  this  lodge.”  If 

upon  the  inspection  of  any  legal  ballot  there  shall  be  found  two  black  bahs 
in  the  ballot  box,  the  chancellor  commander  must  direct  the  ballot  to  be  re¬ 
newed  immediately ;  and  if  upon  the  second  ballot  two  or  more  black  balls 
appear,  the  chancellor  commander  shall  announce,  after  inspecting  the  bal¬ 
lot,  “I  declare - to  be  rejected  as  an  applicant  for  membership 
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in  this  lodge.”  If  upon  inspection  of  any  legal  ballot  by  the  chancellor 
commander,  less  than  two  black  balls  appear,  the  chancellor  commander 
shall  announce,  “I  officially  declare - to  be  elected  to  member¬ 

ship  in  this  lodge  by  initiation  or  by  card.”  The  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  apply  to  all  applications  for  reinstatement  to  membership  in  the  lodge, 
except  as  to  the  number  of  ballots  to  be  required  to  reject  or  elect,  which 
shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  chapters  viii  and  ix,  of  title  iv,  of  the 
supreme  statutes,  and  excepting,  also,  as  to  the  provisions  requiring  a  sec¬ 
ond  ballot  after  one  legal  ballot  has  been  had.

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Section  — .  All  propositions  to  amend  or  repeal  the  supreme  constitu¬ 
tion  or  the  rituals  of  the  order,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  considered  and 
adopted  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  consideration  and 
adoption  of  propositions  to  amend  or  repeal  supreme  statutes,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  by  the  supreme  constitution.

Should  the  installation,  for  any 
cause,  not  be  held  at  the  convention  herein  designated,  then  it  shall  take 
place  at  the  earliest  convention  thereafter  which  the  convenience  of  the 
lodge  and  of  the  installing  officer  will  allow,  but  in  such  case  the  keeper  of 
records  and  seal  shall  notify  all  officers  elect  to  be  present  at  such  conven¬ 
tion.

41 1.  Any  member  of  the  order  not  now  engaged  in  either  of  the  occupa¬ 
tions  known  as  professional  gambler,  saloon  keeper,  bartender  or  retail 
dealer  in  spirituous  liquors,  wine,  ale  or  beer  (except  as  a  bona  fide  hotel 
keeper  or  druggist),  who  shall  hereafter  engage  in  either  of  such  occupa¬ 
tions,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  at:  offence  against  the  order,  and,  upon  con¬ 
viction  thereof,  shall  be  suspended  or  expelled,  as  the  subordinate  lodge 
of  which  he  is  a  member  may  determine,  and  such  suspension  or  expulsion 
shall  continue,  and  such  member  shall  not  be  reinstated,  until  he  has  in'good 
faith  permanently  ceased  to  be  engaged  in  either  of  such  occupations ;  and 
in  case  a  member  so  suspended  or  expelled  and  afterwards  reinstated  shall 
reengage  in  either  of  such  occupations,  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  pen¬ 
alties  as  are  prescribed  in  this  chapter  for  members  of  the  order  not  now  en¬ 
gaged  in  either  of  such  occupations ;  and  in  case  of  a  second  conviction  for 
the  offence  of  engaging  in  either  of  such  prohibited  occupations,  the  member 
so  convicted  shall  be  expelled  from  the  order  and  shall  in  no  event  after¬ 
wards  be  reinstated. 

412.  Any  member  of  the  order,  hereafter  initiated,  who  shall  engage  in

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section 
198,  title  iii,  chapter  iv,  of  the  supreme  statutes  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

198.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  to 
forward  to  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  by  registered  mail,  a 
past  grand  chancellor  certificate  of  the  prescribed  form,  within  ten  days 
after  a  member  of  his  grand  lodge  becomes  entitled,  under  the  law,  to  the 
honor  of  past  grand  chancellor  and  to  receive  the  Supreme  Lodge  rank ;  and 
to  forward  to  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  by  registered  mail, 
a  Supreme  Representative  credential  of  the  prescribed  form,  within  ten  days 
after  a  past  grand  chancellor  of  his  grand  lodge  is  elected  or  appointed  Su¬ 
preme  Representative ;  and  in  case  a  grand  keeper  of  records  and  seal  fails 
or  neglects  to  so  forward  them,  or  either  of  them,  a  fine  of  one  dollar  per 
day  for  each  day  that  the  certificate  or  credential  is  delayed  shall  be  assess¬

A  proposition  to  amend  section  243,  title  iv,  chapter  iii,  of  the  supreme  statutes,  entitled, 
“  To  regulate  the  attainment  of  the  ranks  of  knighthood.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section 
243,  title  iv,  chapter  iii,  of  the  supreme  statutes,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

243.  The  application  shall  state  the  age,  race,  residence  and  occupa¬ 
tion  of  the  applicant,  and  shall  aver  that  he  is  in  all  respects  eligible  to 
admission  under  the  provisions  of  the  supreme  law,  and  shall  be  in  form 
as  follows :  ^

The  committee  on  judiciary  submitted  the  appended  report, 
which  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table  and  to  be  printed :

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Your  committee  on  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred  those  portions  of 
the  Supreme  Chancellor’s  report  under  the  heading,  “Amendments  and  Re¬ 
commendations,”  respectfully  report  that  we  have  considered  the  recom¬ 
mendations  therein  contained  and  report  thereon  as  follows : 

As  to  that  portion  under  the  head  “Constitution,”  your  committee  has 
drafted  and  presents  herewith  and  recommends  the  adoption  of  a  proposi¬ 
tion  for  statutes  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  for  the  consideration  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

As  to  that  portion  under  the  head  of  “Statutes,”  your  committee  find: 

That  the  recommendations  as  to  section  274  will  be  practically  accom¬ 
plished  by  the  proposition  contained  in  document  52,  reported  on  by  the 
committee  in  document  147. 

That  the  recommendation  as  to  section  301  will  be  practically  accom¬ 
plished  by  the  proposition  contained  in  document  15,  reported  on  by  the 
committee  in  document  81. 

That  the  recommendation  as  to  section  401  will  be  accomplished  by  the 
proposition  contained  in  document  126. 

That  the  recommendation  as  to  section  5  your  committee  has  already 
favorably  reported  in  document  83  upon  a  proposition  contained  in  docu¬ 
ment  28,  covering  a  portion  of  the  ground  referred  to  in  the  recommenda¬ 
tion,  and  if  the  Supreme  Lodge  is  desirous  of  establishing  some  other  meth¬ 
od  of  examining  the  books,  your  committee  will  draft  a  proposition  in  ac¬ 
cordance  therewith,  but  in  the  time  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee  they 
have  been  unable  to  give  sufficient  consideration  to  the  matter  to  devise  a 
cheaper  and  at  the  same  time  safe  method  of  examining  and  auditing  the 
financial  accounts  than  that  contained  in  the  section  referred  to,  and  in  the 
document  referred  to,  which  only  requires  a  sub-committee  of  two  to  make 
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the  quarterly  examination,  and  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
cost  of  procuring  an  expert  accountant  to  do  that  work  would  not  material¬ 
ly  lessen  the  expense,  if  it  could  be  done  as  cheaply,  and  would  be  far  less 
satisfactory,  for  an  accountant,  unless  a  member  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
and  familiar  with  the  legislation  and  laws  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  would 
necessarily  require  the  assistance  of  some  member  of  the  finance  committee 
in  auditing  and  examining  the  accounts,  otherwise  his  report  would  be 
merely  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  bookkeeping  and  would  not  constitute 
an  auditing  of  accounts  in  the  proper  sense.  Your  committee  therefore  re¬ 
fers  this  matter  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  such  consideration  and  action  as 
shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

That  the  recommendation  as  to  section  12,  your  committee  has  before 
it  a  proposition  contained  in  documents  93  and  94,  providing  for  the  ad¬ 
vertising  for  bids  for  supplies,  and  your  committee  does  not  consider  it 
necessary  that  section  12  should  be  amended,  but  that  it  is  entirely  proper 
that  the  committee  on  printing  should  have  a  general  and  supervisory 
charge  of  the  matters  referred  to  in  that  section  without  regard  to  the  man¬ 
ner  in  which  the  contracts  for  printing  are  made. 

That  as  to  the  recommendations  as  to  sections  26,  37,  39  and  no,  yo  ir 
committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  subject  matter  therein  contained  should 
be  properly  considered  by  the  committee  on  ways  and  means,  and  if  it  be 
necessary,  after  a  plan  for-  creating  means  of  revenue  for  the  Supreme 
Lodge  shall  have  been  agreed  upon,  propositions  can  be  framed  to  carry 
out  such  plan.  Until  that  is  done  it  would  be  useless  for  the  committee  to 
attempt  to  recommend  any  legisation  upon  the  subject,  and  your  committee 
has  not  sufficient  time  or  information  at  its  disposal  to  enable  it  to  devise 
means  for  providing  revenue  as  is  required  by  the  recommendation.  Your 
committee  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  this  section  be  referred 
to  the  committee  on  ways  and  means. 

That  as  to  the  recommendations  as  to  section  264  your  committee  has 
reported  upon  and  there  has  been  adopted  an  amendment  to  sections  26^, 
266  and  267  of  the  supreme  statutes  contained  in  document  18  and  reported 
in  document  79,  which  will  enable  a  member  under  charges  to  obtain  the 
password,  providing  he  is  not  in  arrears,  until  he  has  been  convicted  upon 
the  efiarges,  and  your  committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  objection  that  a 
member  might  not  be  able  to  obtain  the  password  by  reason  of  being  in  ar¬ 
rears  would  not  be  sufficient  to  justify  the  changing  of  the  law,  even  if  it 
were  possible  without  changing  the  ritual.  A  member  not  under  charges 
can  not  obtain  the  password  if  he  is  in  arrears,  and  your  committee  sees  no 
reason  why  a  member  under  charges  should  be  given  any  greater  advant¬ 
age.  If  he  has  not  sufficient  interest  in  his  defence  to  place  himself  in 
good  standing  so  as  to  obtain  the  password  to  enable  him  to  enter  the  lodge 
room  for  the  purpose  of  making  his  defence,  he  ought  not  to  be  given  the 
right  to  the  password  or  a  right  to  sit  in  the  lodge  which  a  member  not 
under  charges,  but  in  arrears,  would  not  be  entitled  to.  Your  committee 
therefore  recommend  no  further  legislation  upon  that  subject. 

That  as  to  the  recommendation  as  to  section  319  your  committee  is 
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of  opinion  that  the  matter  is  one  entirely  within  the  control  of  the  grand 
lodges,  and  that  the  matter  has  been  entirely  relegated  to  the  grand  lodges 
for  legislation  as  to  the  manner  and  terms  of  consolidation  with  the 
restrictions  contained  in  that  section,  and  that  the  mere  failure  of  grand 
lodges  to  enact  legislation  to  provide  therefor  is  not  sufficient  reason  to 
justify  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  attempting  to  legislate  upon  that  subject,  and 
your  committee  does  not  therefore  recommend  any  legislation  thereon. 

That  as  to  the  recommendations  as  to  sections  18,  235,  237,  257,  271,  283, 
405  your  committee  has  prepared  and  present  herewith  propositions  making 
the  amendments  suggested  or  such  amendments  as  your  committee  deem  ad¬ 
visable,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  such  propositions. 

That  as  to  the  recommendations  as  to  sections  278,  279,  280,  281  and 
302  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  word  defunct  has  a  well  set¬ 
tled  and  sufficiently  definite  meaning  in  the  nomenclature  of  the  order  to 
render  it  unnecessary  to  make  the  changes  suggested,  and  as  your  commit¬ 
tee  is  of  the  opinion  that  no  amendment  should  be  made  unless  there  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  an  overruling  necessity  therefor,  and  your  committee  recom¬ 
mends  that  no  action  be  taken  upon  the  matter. 

That  as  to  recommendations  as  to  sections  320,  321,  406,  419,  420,  421, 
424,  425,  426  and  436  your  committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  amendments  pro¬ 
posed  require  more  careful  examination  and  consideration  than  your  com¬ 
mittee  is  able  at  this  session  to  give  to  the  subject  matter,  as  they  involve 
an  entire  changing  of  the  statutes  so  as  to  permit  trials  in  the  cases  speci¬ 
fied  in  the  sections  by  other  tribunals  than  those  composed  of  the  lodges 
themselves,  and  your  committee  is  not  prepared  to  express  an  opinion  as  to 
the  advisability  of  making  such  changes  and  therefore  recommends  that  no 
action  be  taken  upon  the  recommendations. 

That  as  to  the  recommendations  as  to  section  382,  your  committee  is 
of  opinion  that  the  section  is  aimed  at  individual  members  of  the  order 
who  make  written  or  printed  copies  of  the  rituals  of  the  order,  or  any  part 
thereof,  or  any  cipher  thereof,  and  intended  to  provide  for  the  punishment 
of  such  individual  members,  and  that  section  320,  supreme  statutes,  provides 
for  the  only  punishment  that  can  be  inflicted  upon  a  lodge  violating  the  law 
by  using  or  permitting  to  be  used  such  translations  or  copies  of  the  ritual, 
by  the  only  means  by  which  a  lodge  can  be  punished  as  a  lodge,  namely,  by 
the  suspension  or  revocation  of  its  charter  or  warrant,  and  your  committee 
therefore  reports  adversely  as  to  said  recommendation. 

That  as  to  the  recommendation  as  to  section  256  your  committee  is  of 
opinion  that  the  recommendation  should  not 
that  no  action  be  taken  thereon.

THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE 

submitted  the  appended  report,  which  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table  and  to  be  printed  : 

Document  280. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Your  committee  on  finance  beg  leave  to  report  on  the  several  matters 
contained  in  the  reports  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  Supreme  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal  and  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer. 

WILMINGTON  PROPERTY. 

The  first  matter  referred  to  us  was  that  of  the  “Wilmington  property.” 
Since  this  reference  document  180,  relating  to  the  sale  of  the  property, 
has  been  referred  to  your  committee,  and  we  desire  to  make  recommenda¬ 
tions  not  only  upon  the  suggestions  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  but  also 
consider  document  180  in  connection  therewith.  For  the  benefit  of  the  rep¬ 
resentatives  who  are  not  familiar  with  the  Wilmington  property,  we  desire 
to  say  that  during  the  term  of  office  of  Stansbury  Willey,  Supreme  Master 
of  Exchequer,  the  bank  in  which  the  funds  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  were  de¬ 
posited  failed,  which  was  in  the  spring  of  1893.  Upon  a  settlement  of  the 
matter  between  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  the  said  Willey,  this  piece  of  prop¬ 
erty  was  deeded  to  a  trust  company  in  trust  for  the  Supreme  Lodge.  There 
was  a  mortgage  of  eight  thousand  dollars  upon  it  and  the  Supreme  Lodge 
executed  and  delivered  another  mortgage  of  four  thousand  dollars  thereon 
in  payment  of  the  expenses  of  making  the  settlement,  the  former  mortgage 
drawing  interest  at  the  rate  of  7  per  cent  and  the  latter  mortgage  at  the  rate 
of  5  per  cent.  The  interest  on  these  mortgages  has  been  paid  when  it  be¬ 
came  due  by  the  Supreme  Lodge.  The  members  of  the  finance  committee 
are  familiar  with  the  property  and  its  value,  two  members  of  the  finance 
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committee  having  been  present  and  on  the  property  and  have  made  inquiries 
as  to  its  value,  which  inquiries  develop  the  fact  that  the  sale  of  the  property 
at  this  time,  or  within  the  time  named  either  in  the  recommendation  of  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  or  in  document  180,  would  be  very  unwise  and  disad¬ 
vantageous  to  the  Supreme  Lodge.  We  believe  from  the  investigation  made 
that  in  a  short  time  the  Supreme  Lodge  would  realize  upon  this  property  a 
sum  approximating  the  loss  sustained  by  the  failure  of  the  Wilmington 
bank,  and  therefore  advise  that  no  forced  sale  be  made  at  this  time,  and 
that  the  resolution  contained  in  document  180  be  not  adopted. 

DAUGHTERS  OF  THE  FOUNDER. 

Upon  the  subject  of  the  daughters  of  the  founder  we  beg  leave  to  say 
that  in  our  recommendation  of  the  expenditures  for  the  ensuing  two  years 
a  sum  of  $30  a  month,  amounting  to  $1,440,  has  been  recommended  therefor. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPREME  MASTER  OF  EXCHEQUER. 

As  all  matters  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Supreme  Master  of  Ex¬ 
chequer  referred  to  us  have  been  heretofore  reported  by  this  committee  in 
the  several  annual  and  quarterly  reports  made  to  this  body  through  the 
Supreme  Chancellor,  we  can  say  no  more  than  is  contained  therein. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPREME  KEEPER  OF  RECORDS  AND  SEAL. 

Coming  now  to  those  parts  of  the  report  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Re¬ 
cords  and  Seal  referred  to  us,  which  refer  to  tabulated  statements,  we  desire 
to  call  your  attention  in  connection  therewith  to  the  various  reports  of  this 
committee  and  sub-committees  therefrom,  reports  on  pages  7715-19  in¬ 
clusive  of  reports  of  Supreme  Lodge  officers,  wherein  it  is  manifest  that 
the  committee  not  only  realized  that  the  decrease  in  the  sale  of  supplies 
would  bring  your  finances  down  to  a  low  ebb,  but  that  we  constantly  urged 
the  strictest  economy.  More  than  this  we  could  not  do,  as  we  had  no  con¬ 
trol  over  the  funds  further  than  to  audit  accounts  and  see  that  expenditures 
were  kept  within  the  limit  of  your  appropriations.  By  referring  to  the 
tables  on  pages  7688-9,  as  compiled  by  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Seal,  you  will  readily  discover  the  cogent  reasons  for  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  this  committee  in  relation  to  the  finances.  A  careful  study  of  table 
on  page  7689  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Record  and  Seal’s  report  will  dis¬ 
close  the  fact  that  the  revenue  received  from  the  sale  of  supplies  is,  to  say 
the  least,  an  uncertain  and  unsatisfactory  mode,  and  that  some  other  plan 
should  be  adopted  at  once.

The  following  is  what  was  said  in  Supreme  Chancellor  Colgrove’s  re¬ 
port  to  the  Supreme  Lodge : 

Past  Supreme  Chancellor  Ward  became  a  member  of  the  order  in  1869. 
He  was  elected  grand  vice  chancellor  of  New  Jersey  in  1875  and  grand 
chancellor  in  1876.  He  was  elected  Supreme  Representative  in  1878  to  the 
Indianapolis  convention.  He  succeeded  to  the  chairmanship  of  the  finance 
committee  at  the  session  at  New  Orleans  in  1884.  He  was  elected  Supreme 
Vice  Chancellor  at  Toronto,  and  Supreme  Chancellor  in  1888  at  Cincinnati. 
General  Ward’s  administration  will  go  down  in  history  as  one  of  peace  and 
prosperity.  He  was  known  as  “the  peacemaker,”  and  his  good  judgment 
and  counsel  has  many  a  time  smoothed  the  troubled  waters  of  Pythianism. 
He  was  not  only  a  faithful  and  zealous  worker  in  the  welfare  of  the  order 
he  so  much  loved,  but  by  his  wise  counsel  he  became  a  tower  of  strength 
not  only  in  the  domain  of  New  Jersey,  but  throughout  the  supreme  juris¬ 
diction. 

He  was  born  and  died  in  the  city  of  Newark,  N.  J.  He  was  first  iden¬ 
tified  with  the  mercantile  interests  of  the  city,  but  at  the  breaking  out  of  the 
war  of  the  rebellion  he  gave  up  his  business  and  became  captain  of  Com¬ 
pany  D,  Eighth  New  Jersey  Volunteers,  and  was  mustered  into  the  service 
August  28,  1861.  He  participated  in  the  siege  of  Yorktown,  and  battles  of 
Williamsburg,  Seven  Pines,  Fair  Oaks,  Seven  Days’  Retreat  and  Malvern 
Hill.  In  1862  he  was  commissioned  lieutenant  colonel  and  assumed  com¬ 
mand  of  the  regiment.  While  at  the  head  of  his  regiment  at  the  second 
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Manassas  he  was  severely  wounded,  being  riddled  with  bullets.  So  severe 
were  his  injuries  that  one  arm  was  amputated  at  the  shoulder,  while  other 
wounds  never  healed.  His  injury  disabled  him  for  service  in  the  field,  and 
he  was  confined  for  upward  of  three  years.  Upon  his  return  to  active  life, 
he  was  honored  by  the  municipal  government  of  Newark,  and  held  many 
positions  of  prominence  and  trust.  He  was  appointed  postmaster  under 
General  Grant  and  held  the  position  for  many  years.  In  1841  he  became 
a  member  of  the  National  Guard  of  New  Jersey,  and  was  interested  in  mili¬ 
tary  affairs  from  his  early  manhood  to  the  end.  By  special  act  of  the  legis¬ 
lature  of  New  Jersey  in  1873  he  was  commissioned  Brevet  Brigadier  Gen¬ 
eral  “for  long  and  meritorious  service  in  the  National  Guard.”  He  was  a 
member  of  Lincoln  Post,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  of  Friendship 
Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  When  his  illness  became  of  such  a  character  that  he 
believed  the  end  was  near  at  hand,  he  requested  that  the  arrangements  for 
his  funeral,  as  well  as  the  funeral  services,  should  be  entirely  in  charge  of 
Lincoln  Post,  No.  11,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  the  same  was  car¬ 
ried  out  in  accordance  with  his  request. 

General  Ward  gave  to  the  order  the  highest  type  of  Christian  manhood. 
He  was  a  man  of  generous  heart,  and  was  deeply  stirred  by  the  beautiful 
lessons  of  Pythian  knighthood.  He  was  a  ripe  scholar,  a  chivalric  gentle¬ 
man  and  a  kind-hearted,  true  friend,  and  has  erected  for  himself  a  monu¬ 
ment  to  be  admired  by  those  who  knew  and  loved  him.  The  struggles  and 
sacrifices  of  those  who  have  builded  the  Pythian  temple  should  inspire  us 
with  lofty  ambition  and  teach  us  the  true  value  of  the  great  fraternity  to 
which  they  consecrated  so  much  of  their  lives.

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

PAST  SUPREME  REPRESENTATIVE  G.  J.  L.  FOXWELL. 

Our  faithful  brother,  the  subject  of  this  obituary,  was  born  in  Somerset 
county,  Maryland,  January  8,  1834.  The  family  removed  to  Washington,  D. 

C. ,  where  Brother  Foxwell  served  as  a  clerk  in  the  war  department  for 
thirty  years.  Without  much  suffering,  he  passed  from  earth  at  8:45  a.  m., 
Wednesday,  April  20,  1898.  When  the  call  to  arms  resounded  through  the 
land  in  1861,  he  promptly  enlisted  in  the  Union  army,  and  served  as  captain 
of  Company  C,  Second  Battalion  District  of  Columbia  Volunteer  Infantry, 
until  his  term  of  service  expired. 

He  was  initiated  a  member  of  Calanthe  Lodge,  No.  11,  of  Washington, 

D.  C.,  April  28,  1868,  and  in  this  lodge  he  held  continuous  membership  to 
the  day  of  his  demise.  His  great  abilities  and  force  of  character  were  soon 
recognized  by  his  brothers,  and  without  delay  he  passed  through  the  several 
chairs  and  to  the  grand  lodge,  always  serving  his  lodge  and  the  order  with 
faithfulness  and  satisfaction. 

In  1875  he  for  the  first  time  represented  the  District  of  Columbia  in  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  and  continued  to  so  represent  the  District  of  Columbia 
until  1891.  His  service  in  the  Supreme  Lodge  was  replete  with  credit  to 
himself  and  very  beneficial  to  the  order. 

He  was  an  earnest  and  devoted  advocate  of  the  Endowment  and  Uni¬ 
form  Ranks  when  these  new  branches  were  in  want  of  friends  in  the  Su¬ 
preme  Lodge.  He  was  a  charter  member  of  Section  No.  6,  Endowment 
Rank,  and  also  of  Washington  Company,  No.  1,  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  thus 
proving  his  faith  by  his  works.  For  many  years  he  served  as  a  member 
of  the  committee  on  Endowment  Rank  in  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  in  that 
capacity  his  zeal  and  industry  were  of  great  usefulness  to  that  branch  and 
to  the  order  in  general. 

The  fruits  and  the  memory  of  his  zeal  and  activity  in  our  cause  remain 
as  a  source  of  ever  present  gratification,  and  present  a  bright  and  inspiring 
example  worthy  of  emulation  by  every  member  of  our  fraternity.

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INDIANA. 

PAST  GRAND  CHANCELLOR  ALBERT  M'LANE. 

The  first  person  who  received  the  “degrees”  (as  the  ranks  were  then 
called)  in  Indiana  was  Albert  McLane.  He  received  instruction  in  the 
afternoon,  previous  to  the  beginning  of  the  work  on  other  applicants  for 
membership  in  the  first  lodges  in  Indiana,  July  12,  1869.  At  that  time  the 
Supreme  Chancellor  was  authorized  to  create  knights  “on  sight.” 

He  was  born  April  3,  1824,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  where  he  re¬ 
sided  until  1847.  He  received  a  fair  education  by  attending  the  public 
schools  of  the  city  of  his  birth,  but  at  an  early  age  was  apprenticed  to  learn 
the  art  of  painting  and  decorating,  in  which  business  he  had  been  engaged 
nearly  all  his  life.  In  1847  he  removed  to  New  York  city  and  remained 
for  two  years.  He  then  located  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  in  the  spring  of 
1850  left  there  and  became  a  resident  of  Indianapolis.  In  the  early  summer 
of  1869,  he  and  Charles  P.  Carty  were  instrumental  in  securing  names  suffi¬ 
cient  to  form  the  first  two  lodges  in  Indiana.  At  the  organization  of  Olive 
Branch  Lodge,  No.  2,  July  12,  1869,  he  was  selected  as  the  venerable  patri¬ 
arch.  In  February,  1870,  he  withdrew  from  No.  2,  and  became  a  charter 
member  of  Star  Lodge,  No.  7.  At  the  first  semi-annual  session  of  the  grand 
lodge,  July,  1870,  Brother  McLane  was  elected  as  one  of  the  six  past  grand 
chancellors,  to  which  this  domain,  by  courtesy  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  was 
then  entitled.  Although  practically  not  having  been  at  the  head  of  the 
order,  that  fact  does  not  detract  from  his  worth  as  an  enthusiastic  laborer 
in  the  great  humanitarian  cause.  For  many  years  he  was  associated  with 
Odd  Fellowship,  and  from  the  time  of  his  initiation  into  these  orders  to  the 
present  he  was  a  faithful  worker,  and  with  untiring  zeal  endeavored  to 
practice  and  cooperate  with  every  member  of  these  orders  in  illustrating  and 
extending  their  influence.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity, 
and  in  his  daily  walks  before  men  he  exemplified  the  cardinal  doctrines  of 
the  three  orders. 


PAST  GRAND  CHANCELLOR  JOSEPH  C.  SUIT. 

Joseph  C.  Suit  was  born  in  Frankfort  on  the  12th  day  of  September,  1841, 
and  was  the  son  of  James  and  Rebecca  Suit.  His  early  education  was  ob¬ 
tained  by  dint  of  hard  work,  and  of  the  meager  opportunities  within  his 
reach  he  made  the  most.  He  adopted  the  calling  of  his  father,  and  at  the 
age  of  twenty  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  the  Clinton  circuit  court  and 
soon  rose  to  be  one  of  the  foremost  lawyers  of  the  state. 

In  1861  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Martha  Allen,  sister  of  Cap¬ 
tain  D.  F.  Allen,  who,  with  three  children,  Mrs.  G.  M.  Payne,  Walter  and 
John  F.,  survive  him. 

Soon  after  marriage  he  entered  the  army  as  first  lieutenant  of  Company 
C  of  the  Tenth  Indiana.  He  was  afterwards  promoted  to  adjutant  of  his 
regiment  and  acted  as  commissary  of  General  M.  D.  Manson’s  brigade. 
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The  war  over,  he  returned  to  Frankfort  and  resumed  his  law  practice, 
and  his  ability  soon  won  him  a  place  as  one  of  the  leading  lawyers  of  the 
state.  When  Clinton  county  was  separated  from  the  Boone  circuit  court 
in  1883,  he  was  immediately  selected  by  Governor  A.  G.  Porter  to  serve  as 
the  first  judge  of  the  new  circuit. 

As  a  lawyer  he  had  few  equals;  his  learning  was  only  matched  by  his 
logic  and  eloquence  as  an  orator.  He  possessed  great  reasoning  powers 
of  a  persuasive  and  convincing  kind  and  could  sway  a  jury  almost  at  will. 
Few  orators  used  choicer  language  than  he  and  in  his  many  flights  of  ora¬ 
tory  his  word  paintings  were  the  admiration  and  wonder  of  his  friends, 
and  not  unfrequently  he  moved  his  hearers  to  tears. 

His  bright,  genial  nature  and  love  for  his  fellow  men  made  him  always 
conspicuous  in  the  secret  societies  of  which  he  was  a  member,  and  they 
delighted  to  do  him  honor. 

He  was  a  past  master  and  past  grand  marshal  of  the  Masonic  fra¬ 
ternity,  past  great  sachem  and  great  representative  to  the  great  council  of 
the  United  States,  I.  O  .R.  M. ;  past  supreme  dictator  of  the  world  of  the 
Loyal  Order  of  the  Moose ;  past  commander  of  Stone  River  Post,  G.  A.  R. ; 
president  of  the  Fraternal  Beneficiary  Association  of  Ohio,  and  an  hon¬ 
orary  member  of  the  Commercial  and  Clover  Leaf  clubs  of  Frankfort. 

He  became  a  Knight  of  Pythias  in  1876,  being  a  charter  member  of 
Shield  Lodge,  No.  71.  He  was  elected  the  first  sitting  past  chancellor  and 
became  a  member  of  the  grand  lodge  in  1877,  receiving  the  honors  of  past 
grand  chancellor  in  1890. 

For  the  past  eight  years  he  had  served  as  county  attorney,  holding  the 
position  at  the  time  of  his  death.  His  life  is  ended,  but  his  example  re¬ 
mains  to  guide  his  brethren.  Death  came  to  him  as  a  friend,  relieving  him 
of  his  long  suffering  and  drying  the  last  tear.  The  angel  touched  his  eye¬ 
lids  and  he  is  gone,  reminding  us  that 

“The  boast  of  heraldry,  the  pomp  of  power, 

And  all  that  beauty,  all  that  wealth  e’er  gave 
Await  alike  the  inevitable  hour; 

The  path  of  glory  leads  but  to  the  grave.” 

The  end  came  at  3:38  o’clock,  Wednesday  evening,  October  27,  1897. 

IOWA. 

SUPREME  REPRESENTATIVE  W.  A.  PARK 

Was  born  at  Indianola,  Iowa,  in  1852,  and  died  at  his  home  in  Des  Moines. 
Iowa,  April  2,  1897,  after  an  illness  of  several  months. 

Brother  Park  was  a  noble  specimen  of  manhood,  cut  down  in  the  prime 
of  life,  the  domain  of  Iowa  sustaining  an  irreparable  loss,  the  departed 
brother  being  ever  ready  to  practise  the  principles  of  Pythianism,  and 
active  in  the  furtherance  of  the  order  at  large.  He  served  as  grand  chan¬ 
cellor  of  Iowa,  1884-5,  and  was  the  author  of  the  grand  constitution  and 
statutes  of  the  grand  domain  of  Iowa,  entering  this  Supreme  Lodge  in 
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1896,  where  his  ability  and  integrity  were  made  manifest,  the  Supreme 
Lodge  recognizing  his  qualifications  by  the  election  as  a  member  of  the 
Endowment  Rank,  Board  of  Control.  He  was  a  most  devoted  husband 
and  father,  a  loyal  citizen,  a  brave  knight,  fearless  in  the  discharge  of 
every  duty  reposed  in  him.

Born  in  Foxcroft,  Me.,  May  30,  1844. 

Died  at  Bangor,  Me.,  May  27,  1897. 

Received  the  ranks  of  knighthood  April  24,  1872. 

Charter  member  Norombega,  No.  5,  Bangor. 

Elected  past  chancellor  at  institution,  April  24,  1872. 

Became  member  grand  lodge  at  its  organization,  July  9,  1872. 

Elected  grand  vice  chancellor  July  9,  1872. 
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Elected  Supreme  Representative  July  9,  1872. 

Admitted  to  Supreme  Lodge  April  15,  1873. 

Whole-souled,  big-hearted,  honest  and  energetic,  living  up  to  every 
principle  of  the  order  he  loved  so  well,  he  deserved  the  love  and  admiration 
which  the  brothers  in  his  domain  bestowed  upon  him.

MANITOBA. 

PAST  SUPREME  REPRESENTATIVE  JAMES  HAYNES  DOBSON 

Was  born  September  6,  1850,  near  the  city  of  Toronto,  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario.  When  but  a  young  man,  in  1870,  he  was  a  member  of  the  first 
military  expedition  sent  to  the  Canadian  Northwest  under  Sir  Garnet 
Wolseley.  After  the  object  of  the  expedition  was  realized,  the  members  of 
the  expedition  were  released  and  Brother  Dobson  took  up  his  residence  in 
Manitoba. 

A  few  years  later  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail¬ 
way  Company,  and  served  the  company  for  many  years  with  honor  and 
distinction. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  city  agent  for  the  Dominion  Express 
Company  at  Winnipeg. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Winnipeg  school  board,  having  been  elected 
twice  by  acclamation. 

His  Pythian  career  covered  a  period  of  about  fifteen  years.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  first  lodge  instituted  in  Manitoba  some  fifteen  years  ago, 
and  from  that  time  to  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  zealous  laborer  for 
Pythianism  and  all  things  Pythian. 

He  was  loved  and  revered  by  all  who  knew  him  and  was  a  highly  re¬ 
spected  citizen  in  the  community  in  which  he  lived,  and  in  his  death,  which 
occurred  in  the  city  of  Winnipeg,  March  23,  1897,  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Manitoba  and  Northwest  Territory  and  the  Supreme  Lodge  have  lost  a 
member  who,  in  every  true  sense,  was  a  Knight  of  Pythias ;  whose  life  was 
spent  in  the  laudable  endeavor  to  uplift  his  fellow  men.

MICHIGAN. 

PAST  SUPREME  REPRESENTATIVE  JAMES  ALBERT  SWEEZEY. 

The  honored  Past  Supreme  Representative  whose  name  appears  above 
passed  away  from  earthly  cares  on  the  13th  of  February,  1898.  In  his  death 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  loses  one  of  its  stalwart  members  and  the  su- 
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preme  domain  a  strong  and  valiant  exponent  of  true  Pythianism.  He  was 
born  at  Patchogue,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  19,  1828,  from  whence  his  parents  removed 
to  Michigan  in  1834.  Brother  Sweezey  lived  in  this  state  for  the  greater 
part  of  his  life,  becoming  a  member  of  the  bar  in  1851.  A  long  and  suc¬ 
cessful  career  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  began  then.  In  official  life 
he  occupied  the  station  of  legislator,  city  attorney,  prosecuting  attorney  and 
regent  of  the  state  university.  In  all  of  these  places  he  served  his  constitu¬ 
ents  well  and  ably.  His  Pythian  career  began  in  1873,  he  being  a  charter 
member  of  Barry  Lodge.  He  rapidly  passed  the  chairs  in  that  lodge  and  en¬ 
tered  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  in  1875.  He  became  grand  vice  chan¬ 
cellor  in  1877  and  served  two  terms  as  grand  chancellor,  from  February, 
1878,  to  February,  1880.  In  1881  he  was  elected  Supreme  Representative 
and  served  the  full  term  of  four  years.  His  record  in  this  body  is  an  open 
book  and  his  ability  and  worth  were  early  recognized  and  highly  valued. 

His  vigorous  manhood  and  sterling  integrity  stamped  him  as  an  excep¬ 
tional  man.  Forcible  in  the  expression  of  his  views  and  often  aggressive, 
his  actions  were  ever  tempered  with  good  judgment  and  permeated  with 
true  fraternity.  His  life  record  is  its  own  best  eulogy,  and  long  after  this 
feeble  tribute  is  forgotten,  the  name  of  James  Albert  Sweezey  will  remain 
a  bulwark  of  strength  to  the  Knights  of  Pythias  in  his  home  domain  and 
to  others  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  be  counted  among  his  friends.

The  fourth  grand  chancellor  of  the  domain  of  Missouri,  was  born  in  Am¬ 
herst,  Lorain  county,  Ohio,  April  10,  1825,  and  after  residing  in  Kentucky 
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moved  to  Independence,  Missouri  in  1851 ;  later  locating  at  Pleasant  Hill, 
from  which  place  he  moved  to  Kansas  City  in  1864.  He  was  one  of  the 
first  members  of  Lucas  Lodge  of  Kansas  City,  which  lodge  consolidated 
with  Kansas  City  Lodge,  No.  1,  where  he  held  membership  until  his  death. 

In  the  early  history  of  the  order  he  was  a  zealous  worker  and  filled  the 
office  of  chancellor  commander  of  his  lodge  for  several  terms.  He  was 
elected  grand  chancellor  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  in  November, 
1873,  and  Supreme  Representative  in  October,  1880.  He  died  at  Kansas 
City  February  18,  1897  ,aged  72  years.  Several  weeks  prior  to  his  death  he 
slipped,  or  was  thrown  from  a  street  car,  receiving  internal  injuries,  from 
which  he  never  recovered.

PAST  SUPREME  REPRESENTATIVE  HENRY  W.  LONG 

Died  at  Englishtown,  N.  J.,  March  26,  1897,  and  was  buried  with  Pythian 
honors.

ROBERT  BRUCE  INNES. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  sincere  and  deep  regret  that  we  are  called  upon  at 
this  time  to  notice  the  death  of  Robert  Bruce  Innes,  the  second  grand  chan¬ 
cellor  of  the  grand  lodge  of  the  domain  of  Ohio,  Knights  of  Pythias,  which 
took  place  at  Maplewood,  a  suburb  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  on  the  17th  day  of 
March,  1897.  He  was  buried  on  Friday,  March  19,  at  Spring  Grove  Ceme¬ 
tery. 

The  news  came  to  us  with  a  special  force  because  of  the  fact  that  he 
was  one  of  our  earliest  acquaintances  in  the  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias, 
having  been  introduced  to  him  up  in  the  bindery,  of  which  he  had  charge 
at  that  time,  by  Brother  Chas.  G.  Manning,  also  now  dead,  when  on  a  visit 
to  the  city  of  Cincinnati  in  1870.

We  remember  him  well  and  can  recall  almost  the  exact  language  which 
he  used  in  bringing  to  our  notice  the  advantage  of  our  joining  the  order  of 
Knights  of  Pythias. 

From  that  day  up  to  the  present  time  we  have  only  known  of  Brother 
Innes  to  respect  and  esteem  him,  and  we  believe  that  we  voice  the  senti¬ 
ments  of  the  entire  brotherhood  of  the  grand  domain  of  Ohio  when  we  say 
that  the  announcement  of  his  death  will  come  as  a  personal  sorrow  to  a  very 
large  number  of  the  brethren  in  this  state  who  had  the  pleasure  and  privi¬ 
lege  of  an  acquaintance  with  Brother  Innes. 

He  was  a  man  of  strong  integrity,  rugged  honesty  and  unblemished 
character.  By  all  by  whom  he  was  known  he  was  regarded  with  the  great¬ 
est  respect  and  esteem,  and  his  name  will  ever  stand  forth  in  connection 
with  the  history  of  the  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  in  the  Buckeye  state  as 
one  who,  in  every  position  of  life,  discharged  his  duties  fearlessly  and 
faithfully. 

Robert  Bruce  Innes  was  born  in  Keith,  Scotland,  April  26,  1828.  We 
have  no  record  as  to  when  Brother  Innes  came  to  this  country,  but  from  the 
time  that  we  first  knew  him  up  to  the  day  of  his  death  he  was  engaged  as 
foreman  in  a  book  binding  establishment. 

He  was  initiated  into  the  order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  on  the  10th  day 
of  May,  1869,  at  the  organization  of  Cincinnati  Lodge,  No.  2,  of  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  and  was  the  second  grand  chancellor  elected  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ohio  at  the  organization  of  that  body.  He  represented  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ohio  in  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  the  term  of  1871-2,  taking  the  Supreme 
Lodge  rank  in  1871.

SCURRILOUS  PUBLICATIONS. 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  newspaper 
publications  reflecting  upon  the  integrity  of  certain  officers  and 
members  of  the  Supreme  L,odge  submitted  the  appended  report : 

Document  301. 

To  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias: 

Your  special  committee  appointed  to  inquire  as  to  the  authorship  of  a 
certain  article  appearing  in  the  Indianapolis  Sentinel  of  August  22,  1898, 
entitled,  “Lodge  is  bankrupt,”  and  to  investigate  the  allegations  and  insinu¬ 
ations  therein  contained  against  certain  officers  and  members  of  this  body, 
respectfully  report: 

First.  That  since  the  appointment  of  said  committee  it  has  held  daily 
and  nightly  sessions  and  had  before  it  many  witnesses;  that  every  person, 
whether  a  member  of  this  body  or  not,  whose  name  was  connected  in  any 
manner  with  the  said  article,  or  who  was  reported  to  your  committee  as 
knowing  or  likely  to  know  anything  regarding  the  same,  was  subpeenaed 
before  the  committee  to  testify  in  relation  thereto;  that  to  the  best  of  the 
committee’s  ability  every  rumor  of  which  it  had  knowledge  was  carefully 
traced  to  its  source ;  that  no  stone  has  been  left  unturned  in  the  effort  not 
only  to  discover  the  authorship  of  the  article,  or  the  source  of  information, 
hut  also  to  discover  as  to  the  truth  or  falsity  of  the  charges  and  insinua¬ 
tions. 

Second.  That  among  the  witnesses  examined  were  Samuel  D.  Morss. 
-editor  of  the  Indianapolis  Sentinel,  and  Harry  Brown,  assistant  city  editor 
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and  reporter  on  said  paper;  that  these  gentlemen,  while  admitting  full 
knowledge  as  to  the  authorship  of  the  article,  positively  refused  to  disclose 
it,  Mr.  Brown,  the  reporter  and  the  person  who  prepared  the  article  for 
publication,  stating  to  your  committee  that  the  particular  matters  in  said 
article  complained  of  were  furnished  him  under  the  seal  of  secrecy.  Each 
of  these  gentlemen  claimed  to  know  that  the  person  furnishing  the  infor¬ 
mation  was  a  member  of  this  Supreme  Lodge,  and,  upon  there  being  ex¬ 
hibited  to  them  a  list  of  the  officers  and  members  of  this  body,  they  each 
testified  that  the  name  of  their  informant  appeared  upon  the  rolls  as  a 
Supreme  Representative.  Further  than  this  no  information  as  to  the 
authorship  of  said  article  could  be  obtained. 

Third.  As  to  the  direct  charges  in  the  article  reflecting  or  tending  to 
reflect  upon  Supreme  Keeeper  of  Records  and  Seal  White,  we  find  from  the 
testimony  submitted  that  Brother  White  is  not  a  stockholder  or  director  in 
a  bank,  trust  company  or  other  financial  institution ;  that  he  is  not  a  stock¬ 
holder  in  the  Brandon  Printing  Company  nor  interested  therein  in  any 
manner  and  never  was ;  that  he  is  not  and  has  not  been  directly  or  indi¬ 
rectly  interested  in  any  contracts  of  any  character  made  by  or  in  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  Supreme  Lodge ;  that  since  becoming  Supreme  Keeper  of  Rec¬ 
ords  and  Seal  he  has  not  been  engaged  in  any  business,  devoting  his  entire 
time  and  energies  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  that  office,  and  that  the 
allegations,  direct  and  implied,  as  to  those  or  similar  matters  in  said  article 
are  absolutely  false  and  without  foundation.  We  further  find  from  the 
records  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  that  $2,400  was  appropriated  of  the  moneys 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  defray  office  rent  and  incidental  office  expenses 
of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  for  two  years.  We  find  that 
this  appropriation  was  a  direct  and  specific  grant  of  that  sum  to  the  Su¬ 
preme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  differing  from  the  appropriations  for 
expenses  of  other  officers  in  this,  that  in  the  other  appropriations  there  was 
a  stated  sum  appropriated,  “or  so  much  thereof  as  necessary,”  while  in  the 
case  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  it  was  the  stated  sum  of 
$2,400.  We  find  that  out  of  this  sum  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Seal  has  paid  his  office  rent,  heat,  light  and  incidental  expenses,  and  while 
we  have  been  unable  by  reason  of  all  receipts  and  other  papers  being  in  the 
office  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  at  Nashville  to  investi¬ 
gate  personally  each  item  of  expense,  we  find  from  the  testimony  submitted 
to  us  that  practically  the  entire  sum  has  been  so  expended,  the  testimony 
showing  that  in  some  months  the  expenditure  would  be  greater  than  $100 
and  in  others  less,  but  the  whole  approximating  $2,400. 

Fourth.  As  to  the  charge  of  extravagance  and  waste,  we  find  from 
such  investigation  as  we  have  been  able  to  make  that  the  officers  and 
members  of  this  Supreme  Lodge,  including,  of  course,  those  mentioned  in 
the  article  referred  to,  have  in  all  things  conducted  the  business  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge  honestly,  fairly  and  for  the  interests  of  the  order  universal, 
and  that  all  insinuations  in  said  article  contained  are  absolutely  false  and 
without  foundation.  We  further  find  that  there  have  been  large  sums  of 
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money  expended  in  what  might  seem  to  some  a  useless  manner,  but  we  also 
find  that  all  such  expenditures  are  the  result  of  direct  legislation  on  the 
part  of  this  body  and  authorized  by  it,  and  that  the  officers  in  making  the 
expenditures  were  acting  simply  as  the  instruments  of  this  body  in  carrying 
out  its  dictates. 

Fifth.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  the  data  before  the  finance 
committee  and  this  Supreme  Lodge  should  include  a  detailed  statement  of 
all  expenditures  for  the  preceding  term  to  form  a  proper  basis  for  intelli¬ 
gent  action  by  either  the  committee  or  this  body  in  the  matter  of  appropria¬ 
tions  for  salaries  and  expenses.  In  this  connection  we  would  suggest  that 
it  is  impossible  for  this  committee,  the  finance  committee  or  this  Supreme 
Lodge  to  make  such  a  critical  examination  regarding  the  matter  of  salaries 
and  expenses  as  is  desirable,  because  of  the  absence  from  the  city  of  all  the 
books,  records,  receipts  and  other  documents  which  would  disclose  all 
items  for  which  expenditures  of  money  have  been  made.  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  is  impracticable  to  carry  all  such  books,  records,  etc.,  about 
with  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  would  therefore  suggest  that  the  Supreme 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  be  requested  to  prepare  before  each  session  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  a  detailed  statment  showing  the  amount  of  work,  as 
near  as  may  be,  performed  by  each  officer  during  the  preceding  two  fiscal 
years  and  the  expense  of  each  officer  during  the  same  time,  and  what  the 
different  items  of  expense  were,  so  that  in  estimating  the  amount  of  appro¬ 
priation  required  for  salaries  and  expenses  the  committee  and  this  body 
may  have  an  opportunity  to  judge  and  say  whether  the  salaries  and  ex¬ 
pense  accounts  are  too  high  or  too  low,  and  in  what  particular. 

Sixth.  Your  committee  finds  from  its  investigations  that  there  is  a 
feeling  among  the  members  of  the  order  that  the  Supreme  Lodge  has  not 
acted  in  all  things  relating  to  the  financial  management  of  the  affairs  of 
the  order  with  sound  judgment;  and  a  very  general  desire  on  the  part  of 
the  membership  to  know  more  of  the  conduct  of  affairs.  This  feeling  and 
this  desire  for  information  exists  not  only  as  to  the  Supreme  Lodge,  but 
as  to  the  different  branches  of  the  order  under  the  control  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge.  We  are  of  opinion  that  this  order  and  its  different  branches  should, 
like  any  great  business  concern,  be  checked  up  and  one  year’s  business  com¬ 
pared  with  another,  the  system  employed  in  the  discharge  of  the  business 
compared  with  others,  a  general  examination  made  that  improvement  in 
the  conduct  of  its  affairs,  if  possible,  may  be  had.  No  business,  even  with 
the  best  of  management,  can  be  successful  without  such  checking.  We 
would,  therefore,  in  view  of  the  foregoing,  recommend  that  a  special  com¬ 
mittee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  with  power  to 
investigate  generally  into  all  the  financial  and  business  affairs  of  this  Su¬ 
preme  Lodge  or  any  branch  or  rank  thereof  under  its  control ;  that  all  offi¬ 
cers  of  this  Supreme  Lodge,  and  others  in  the  employ  of  this  Supreme 
Lodge,  or  any  branch  or  rank  thereof,  be  instructed  to  exhibit  to 
such  committee  all  books,  records,  vouchers  receipts  and  other  docu¬ 
ments  in  their  possession ;  that  such  committee  be  given  power  to  sum- 
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mon  before  it  any  officer  or  member  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  or  of  the 
order  to  testify  regarding  any  of  the  matters  under  investigation  by  this 
committee.  Further,  in  view  of  the  changed  form  of  government  of  the 
order  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  such  change  having  taken  place  in  1894,  and 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  has  been  claimed  by  some  that  the  present  form 
of  government  is  more  expensive  and  cumbersome  than  the  one  in  vogue 
prfor  to  1894,  your  committee  recommends  that  such  special  committee,  if 
raised,  be  instructed  to  extend  its  investigations  back  over  a  period  of  six 
years,  and  that  such  committee  after  such  investigation  make  a  full  and 
detailed  report  of  the  result  of  its  investigations  to  the  Supreme  Chancellor, 
setting  forth  therein  a  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  each 
year  for  the  past  six  years ;  that  such  reports  be  printed  in  the  reports  of 
officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  that  the  same  may  be  properly  submitted  to 
this  body  at  its  next  session;  that  such  committee  be  given  authority  to 
meet  at  such  time  and  such  places  as  shall  be  found  necessary  to  fully  and 
properly  carry  on  such  investigation ;  that  there  be  appropriated  of  the 
funds  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  a  sufficient  amount  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
such  committee.  We  make  this  recommendation  in  the  firm  belief  that  the 
interests  of  the  order  universal  demand  such  action.

ritualistic  officers  and  subordinate  lodges ;  one  copy  to  each  subordinate 
lodge  not  within  the  domain  of  a  grand  lodge,  and  two  copies  to  the  re¬ 
corder  of  the  Supreme  Tribunal.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  archives, 
seal,  books,  papers  and  similar  property  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  of  the 
sale  of  all  supplies,  conduct  the  official  correspondence  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  prepare  all  warrants  and  charters  for  grand  lodges  and  all  warrants 
for  subordinate  lodges  not  within  the  domain  of  a  grand  lodge,  keep  a  ros¬ 
ter  of  all  past  grand  chancellors  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  and  all  other  services  which  may  be  from  time  to  time  required  of 
him  by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

11.  Section  no,  chapter  xvi,  title  i,  shall  be  amended  by  striking  out 
the  word  “him”  in  the  third  line  and  inserting  therefor  the  words  “the 
committee  on  printing  and  supplies,”  so  that  section  shall  read  as  follows :

We  offer  as  a  substitute  for  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  on 
time  and  place  of  next  meeting  of  this  Supreme  Lodge,  as  embodied  in 
document  278,  the  name  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  move  that  the  city  of  Louis¬ 
ville  be  designated  as  the  place  of  the  next  meeting  instead  of  Detroit. 

The  advantages  of  Louisville  were  eloquently  portrayed  by 
Past  Grand  Chancellor  Stanley  M.  Adams  of  Kentucky,  who 
addressed  the  Supreme  Lodge  by  consent ;  while  the  attractions 
of  Detroit  were  graphically  depicted  by  Supreme  Representative 
Clizbe. 

The  amendment  offered  by  the  Supreme  Representatives  of 
Kentucky  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  21  to  79 ;  and  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  committee  in  favor  of  Detroit  was  adopted.

The  item  making  an  appropriation  of  $1200  for  travelling 
expenses  of  the  committee  on  finance,  as  recommended  by  the 
committee,  was  adopted. 

The  item  making  an  appropriation  of  $300  for  travelling  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  committee  on  printing  and  supplies,  as  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  committee,  was  adopted. 

The  item  making  an  appropriation  of  $1360  for  interest  on 
mortgages,  as  recommended  by  the  committee,  was  adopted. 

Supreme  Representative  Hanley  made  the  point  of  order  that 
the  item  making  an  appropriation  of  $1440  to  the  daughters  of 
the  Founder  was  unconstitutional,  it  not  being  an  “  appropriation 
of  money  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Supreme  government.” 
The  Supreme  Chancellor  declared  the  point  of  order  not  well 
taken.  Thereupon,  Supreme  Representative  Hanley  appealed 
from  the  decision  of  the  chair;  and,  the  question  being,  “Shall 
the  ruling  of  the  Supreme  Chancellor  stand  as  the  decision  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge?”  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

The  item,  as  recommended  by  the  committee,  was  then 
adopted. 

The  item  making  an  appropriation  of  $150  for  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor’s  jewel,  as  recommended  by  the  committee,  was  adopted. 

The  item  making  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  for  the  expenses 
of  the  present  convention,  as  recommended  by  the  committee, 
was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Supreme  Representative  Jackson,  it  was  resolved 
that  such  items  as  are  pertinent  to  ‘  ‘  the  expenses  of  this  conven¬ 
tion,”  when  approved  by  the  committee  on  finance,  shall  be 
included  in  the  item  just  adopted. 

Supreme  Representative  Scott  moved  to  amend  the  item  mak¬ 
ing  an  appropriation  of  $3000  for  contingent  fund,  by  striking 
out  “$3000”  and  inserting  “$1500.”  The  amendment  was 
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rejected;  and  the  item,  as  recommended  by  the  committee,  was 
adopted. 

Supreme  Representative  Frink  made  the  point  of  order  that 
the  item  making  an  appropriation  of  $1000  for  printing  the 
Uniform  Rank  ritual  was  not  in  order,  for  the  reason  that  it  does 
not  conform  to  the  language  of  the  statute  (document  206).  The 
Supreme  Chancellor  sustained  the  point  of  order.  Thereupon, 
Supreme  Representative  Weed  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the 
chair ;  and  the  question  being,  ‘  ‘  Shall  the  ruling  of  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  stand  as  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Lodge?”  it  was 
decided  in  the  negative.

Your  committee  on  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred  document  62,  re¬ 
ported  on  adversely  in  document  135,  and  which  has  been  recalled  by  the 
committee  by  permission  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  respectfully  report  that 
upon  a  further  examination  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  proposition,  your 
committee  finds  that  it  has  been  decided  by  the  Supreme  Tribunal  that  the 
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right  to  vote  is  a  right  incident  to  membership  in  the  order,  which  can 
only  be  taken  away  or  abridged  by  the  Supreme  Lodge.  The  purpose  of 
the  statute  embodied  in  document  62  is  to  prevent  those  members  of  the 
lodge  who  have,  by  reason  of  their  relation  to  the  charges,  a  direct  interest 
in  the  matter  to  be  voted  upon,  and  those  who  may  not  have  heard  the  en¬ 
tire  evidence  given  upon  the  trial.  Your  committee  deem  it  eminently 
proper  that  such  a  restriction  should  be  placed  upon  the  right  to  vote  by 
those  members  who  are  directly  interested  in  the  matter  to  be  voted  upon, 
and  those  who  have  not  heard  all  the  evidence  and  consequently  are  not  in 
a  position  to  vote  understanding^,  and  your  committee  has  therefore  draft¬ 
ed  a  substitute  for  the  proposition  and  presents  the  same  herewith,  and 
recommends  that  it  be  adopted : 

A  proposition  to  amend  title  ix  of  supreme  statutes,  by  adding  thereto  a  new  chapter,  to 
be  designated  as  chapter  iv,  and  entitled,  “  Relating  to  the  rights  of  members  of  the 
order  to  vote  on  the  trial  of  members  or  lodges  charged  with  offences  against  the 
order.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  title  ix 
of  the  supreme  statutes  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new  chapter,  to 
be  designated  as  chapter  iv,  to  read  as  follows : 

chapter  iv. 

Relating  to  the  rights  of  members  of  the  order  to  vote  on  the  trial  of  members  or  lodges 
charged  with  offences  against  the  order. 

Section  — .  In  all  cases  of  trials  in  the  Supreme  Lodge  or  in  any 
grand  or  subordinate  lodge  against  any  member  of  the  order  charged  with 
offences  against  the  order  or  against  any  grand  or  subordinate  lodge  for  a 
violation  of  the  laws  of  the  order,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  written  ballot, 
and  in  all  cases  it  shall  require  at  least  a  majority  of  all  the  members  vot¬ 
ing  to  convict  the  member  or  the  lodge  so  charged,  or  to  affix  the  penalty 
after  such  conviction ;  provided  that  grand  lodges  may  by  law  provide  for 
a  greater  number  than  a  majority  of  the  members  voting  to  convict  or 
to  affix  the  penalty  in  subordinate  lodges. 

Section  — .  No  member  of  the  Supreme  or  any  grand  or  subordinate 
lodge  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  in  any  of  the  cases  mentioned  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  section  who  has  not  heard  all  the  evidence  in  relation  to  the  matter 
to  be  voted  upon,  and  in  all  cases  of  trials  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sec¬ 
tion  the  aggrieved  member  or  members,  the  prosecutor  and  his  counsel,  and 
the  accused  and  his  counsel  shall  be  not  permitted  to  vote.

Your  committee  on  judiciary,  to  which  was  referred  document  23  and 
document  191,  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

That  said  document  23  was,  by  leave  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  withdrawn, 
and  the  proposers  thereof  permitted  to  introduce  another  document  in  lieu 
thereof ;  and  your  committee  presents  herewith  said  document  191  and  said 
substitute  for  document  23,  together  with  another  proposition  drawn  by  the 
committee  somewhat  upon  the  same  lines,  but  increasing  the  vote  required 
to  pass  amendments,  and  restricting  the  time  when  amendments  will  take 
effect  in  one  of  the  cases  provided,  and  your  committee  submits  the  entire 
matter  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  for  its  consideration. 

[SUBSTITUTE.] 

A  proposition  to  amend  article  xvi,  section  1,  of  the  constitution,  relating  to  “Amend¬ 
ments,”  by  striking  out  all  of  section  1,  and  enacting  two  new  sections  in  lieu  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section 
i,  article  xvi,  of  the  constitution,  relating  to  amendments,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed  and  the  following  enacted  in  lieu  thereof : 

Article  XVI,  Section  i.  This  constitution  shall  not  be  changed,  altered 
or  amended,  except  in  one  of  the  following  ways : 

(a)  Proposed  amendments  may  be  forwarded  by  any  Supreme  Lodge 
officer,  Past  Supreme  Chancellor,  Supreme  Representative  or  Supreme  Rep¬ 
resentative  elect,  to  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  at  least  sixty 
days  prior  to  the  session  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  next  ensuing,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  to  mail  a  copy  of  all 
said  amendments  so  proposed,  to  each  member  of  the  said  Supreme  Lodge, 
at  least  thirty  days  before  the  ensuing  session  thereof,  and  the  amendments 
so  proposed  may  be  adopted  at  said  session  by  a  majority  vote. 

( b )  Amendments  may  be  proposed  by  any  member  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge  at  any  time  during  its  session,  but  such  amendment  shall  not  be  act¬ 
ed  upon  until  the  next  succeeding  convention,  when  they  may  be  adopted  by 
a  majority  vote. 

(c)  Amendments  may  be  adopted  at  the  same  session  at  which  they  are 
proposed,  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge;  but  amendments  referred  to  in  this  paragraph  ( c )  shall 
not  be  acted  upon  until  duly  presented  in  duplicate  and  read  in  full  on  three 
successive  days. 

Sec.  2.  A  Supreme  Lodge  at  any  session  at  which  a  proposed  amend- 
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ment  is  submitted  or  acted  upon  may  amend  the  same,  provided  the  pro¬ 
posed  amendment  be  germain  to  the  subject  matter  of  the  proposition. 

This  amendment  shall  take  effect  and  become  of  force  upon  its  adoption.

A  proposition  to  amend  section  i,  of  article  xvi,  of  the  supreme  constitution,  entitled 
“Amendments.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  section 
i,  article  xvi,  of  the  supreme  constitution  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amend¬ 
ed  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

article  xvi — amendments. 

Section  i.  This  constitution  shall  not  be  changed,  altered,  amended 
or  modified  except  in  one  of  the  following  ways : 

(a)  Propositions  for  amendments  may  be  submitted  by  any  member  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  or  any  Supreme  Representative  elect,  to  the  Supreme 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal,  not  later  than  sixty  days  prior  to  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  any  biennial  session,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supreme  Keeper 
of  Records  and  Seal  to  transmit  a  copy  of  each  of  such  propositions  to  each 
member  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  each  Supreme  Representative  elect  at 
least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  biennial  session  next  succeed¬ 
ing.  And  when  so  presented  and  forwarded,  such  propositions  may  be  con¬ 
sidered  at  the  next  biennial  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  held  after 
the  presentation  of  such  propositions,  and  if  two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  agree  thereto,  such  proposed  amendment  shall 
be  adopted,  but  such  amendment  shall  not  be  in  force  or  take  effect  until 
after  the  close  of  the  biennial  session  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  which  it 
was  so  adopted. 

( b )  Propositions  for  amendments  may  be  presented  by  any  member 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge  at  any  time  during  any  biennial  convention,  but  such 
amendments  so  presented  shall  not  be  considered,  except  as  hereinafter  pro¬ 
vided,  until  the  next  succeeding  biennial  convention,  at  which  time,  if  two- 
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thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  agree  thereto,  such  amend¬ 
ment  shall  be  adopted  and  may  be  made  to  take  effect  immediately. 

(c)  In  cases  of  emergency  requiring  a  speedy  amendment  of  this  con¬ 
stitution,  propositions  for  amendments  may  be  presented  by  any  member  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  at  any  session  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  considered 
at  the  same  session,  and  if  adopted  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  all  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  such  amendment  shall  be  adopted  and  may  be 
made  to  take  effect  immediately. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  consideration  of  any  proposition  to  amend  this 
constitution,  amendments  to  the  proposition  which  are  germain  to  the  sub¬ 
ject  matter  thereof,  and  none  other,  may  be  made. 

Section  3.  Every  vote  upon  the  adoption  of  a  proposition  to  amend 
this  constitution  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  entered  upon  the 
journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Section  4.  This  amendment  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  adoption.

of  past  grand  chancellors;  and, 

Whereas,  This  Supreme  Lodge  has  declared  that  said  Henry  Wellen¬ 
voss  has  violated  his  obligation  as  a  knight  and  as  a  former  member  of 
this  Supreme  Lodge ;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  the  Supreme 
Chancellor  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  prefer  charges  against  said 
Henry  Wellenvoss  at  the  earliest  practicable  time  in  the  proper  tribunal, 
and  to  prosecute  such  charges  to  a  final  conclusion,  to  the  end  that,  if  it  be 
determined  that  he  has  been  guilty  of  violating  his  obligations,  he  shall  be 
subjected  to  the  penalty  provided  by  law  for  such  acts.

Resolved,  That  the  motion  to  pay  per  diem  for  the  last  day  (Thursday) 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  that  the  officers  and  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  donate  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  such  last  day’s 
service.

A  Supreme  Representative,  at  the  time  of  his  election  or 
appointment,  must  be  a  past  grand  chancellor  in  good  standing 
in  his  grand  lodge  and  in  a  subordinate  lodge  within  its  domain, 
not  the  holder  at  any  time  during  his  term  of  any  office  in  his 
grand  lodge,  and  during  all  of  such  term  an  actual  and  bona  fide 
resident  of  the  domain  of  such  grand  lodge;  and  should  a  Supreme 
Representative  become  not  in  good  standing  in  or  cease  to  be  a 
member  of  his  grand  lodge  and  a  subordinate  lodge  within  its 
domain,  or  should  he  accept  and  hold  any  office  in  his  grand 
lodge,  or  should  he  become  other  than  an  actual  and  bona  fide 
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resident  of  the  domain  of  his  grand  lodge,  then,  or  in  either  of 
such  cases,  his  rights  as  a  Supreme  Representative  shall  cease 
and  determine,  and  a  vacancy  shall  be  held  to  exist  in  such  posi¬ 
tion” — was  taken  from  the  table,  read  and  adopted  by  the  follow¬ 
ing  vote :

The  committee  on  finance,  immediately  after  the 
expiration  of  the  quarters  ending  with  April,  September  and  December  in 
each  year,  shall  cause  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Supreme  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Seal  and  of  the  Supreme  Master  of  Exchequer  to  be  exam¬ 
ined  and  audited  by  one  member  of  the  committee,  to  be  designated  by  the 
chairman;  and  as  nearly  as  possible  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each 
year,  the  chairman  and  one  additional  member  of  the  committee,  to  be 
designated  by  him,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act,  two  additional  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  committee,  to  be  designated  by  him,  shall,  with  the  member 
making  the  previous  examinations,  meet  for  the  same  purpose  and  examine 
and  audit  said  accounts  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  After  each  of  the 
examinations  herein  provided  for,  the  person  or  persons  making  such  ex¬ 
aminations  shall  make  a  full  report  of  the  result  of  such  examination  to 
the  Supreme  Chancellor,  together  with  such  recommendations  to  the  Su¬
